Let  Us  Build  Our  Roads  in  Hard  Times  and 
Pay  for  Them  in  Good  Times 

Presented  by 
Pasadena  Board  of  Trade 


Those  opposing  the  good  roads  bonds 
urge  one  principal  objection:  They  say 
that  in  these  hard  times  we  should  not 
vote  the  bonds  to  raise  the  money  to 
build  the  roads — now.  We  say  that  in 
these  hard  times,  above  all  times  that 
ever  may  be,  we  should  vote  the  bonds  to 
raise  the  money  to  build  the  roads — now. 

Last  winter  the  Supervisors  spent 
enough  public  money  in  pottering  work, 
to  have  paid  the  interest  for  a  year  and 
a  half  on  the  good  roads  bonds.  Husky 
men  were  put  to  work  at  children's  jobs 
because  the  Supervisors  had  no  other 
work  for  them  to  do.  Again  the  heads  of 
families  are  out  of  work,  and  hunger  and 
suffering  prevail,  and  pitiless  winter  al- 
ready is  threatening  the  thinly  clad  and 
penniless;  house  owners  are  not  getting 
their  rent;  grocers'  bills  are  unpaid;  mer- 
chants are  cutting  down  expenses;  real 
estate  is  not  selling,  and  business  stagna- 
tion is  affecting  all  lines  of  industry — and 
what  better  time  can  be  imagined  in 
which  to  bring  nearly  $3,000,000  from  the 
east  immediately  to  spend  in  our  midst  in 
the  building  of  good  roads?  Now  it  can 
be  done  more  cheaply  than  at  any  other 
time,  and  will  do  far  more  good  in  the 
community  than  if  done  in  times  of 
plenty.  Let  us  reserve  the  good  times  for 
repayment  of  the  money  we  are  borrow- 
ing to  soften  the  hard  times  of  the  pres- 
ent. Is  it  wisdom  to  help  the  unemployed, 
to  put  new  money  into  circulation,  to  re- 
vive business,  and  to  restore  confidence, 
if  it  costs  us  nothing  to  do  so? 

The  little  space  here  allotted  us  gives 
no  opportunity  for  elaborate  figuring.  But 
to  take  a  mental  short  cut  to  the  heart 
of  things:  This  year  we  are  building, 
and  for  the  years  of  the  future  shall  build, 
new  roads  in  the  county  of  Los  Angeles, 
being  the  same  roads  as  those  proposed 
to  be  built  all  at  once — in  these  hard 
times — by  the  proposed  bond  issue. 
Three  of  such  roads  in  mind  are  being 
built  yearly  now,  from  money  raised  by 
taxing  ourselves  3^c  per  year  on  each 
$100  of  assessed  valuation.  Assuming 
that  this  rate  of  progress  will  be  con- 
tinued until  all  the  roads  are  built,  it 
will  take  about  fifteen  years  to  complete 
them  all,  piece-meal,  year  by  year,  in  pot- 
tering and  inefficient  fashion.  The  first 
installment  of  the  bonds  is  not  to  be  re- 
paid until  five  years  from  the  present; 
the  total  amount  of  principal  and  inter- 


est spread  over  and  averaged  among 
forty  years,  will  not  exceed  2c  on  each 
$100  of  assessed  valuation  per  year,  as 
against  3y2c  if  we  build  the  roads  a  little 
each  year  by  a  direct  tax.  If  it  is  de- 
sired to  build  the  roads  by  direct  taxation 
at  the  same  rate,  that  is  at  a  2c  rate,  it 
will  take  twenty  years  to  do  so,  by  the 
pottering,   piece-meal   method. 

Take  the  Mint  Canyon  road  for  ex- 
ample: It  is  being  built  in  five-mile 
stretch  of  road  and  goes  away.  Then  out 
tractor  comes  with  his  tools,  implements, 
men  and  materials,  finishes  the  short 
stretch  of  raod  and  goes  away.  Then  out 
of  the  next  annual  appropriation  another 
five-mile  stretch  is  built  in  the  following 
year  by  a  new  contractor  with  another 
set  of  tools,  implements,  materials,  and 
men.  The  road  is  costing  $11,000  a  mile. 
If  this  road  were  built  all  at  once  by  one 
contract,  let  to  one  man,  we  are  informed 
by  an  engineer  on  the  one  hand  and  a 
layman  of  contractual  experience  on  the 
other,  that  the  entire  road  could  be  built 
at  the  rate  of  not  over  $9,000  per  mile. 

The  Supervisors,  in  the  face  of  this  ex- 
perience, and  believing  that  work  of  a 
substantial  character  must  be  found  to 
"take  up  the  slack"  in  the  labor  market 
during  the  coming  winter  and  spring, 
have  proposed  to  the  people  of  the  coun- 
ty that  now  is  the  time  to  build  all  the 
roads  all  at  once — which  will  take  about 
three  years.  They  believe  that  by  letting 
large  contracts,  the  new  roads  can  be 
built  far  more  cheaply  than  with  respect 
to  five  miles  per  year;  that  actually  it  is 
tremendously  in  the  interest  of  economy 
and  sound  business  to  do  this  work  now, 
through  the  medium  of  a  bond  issue. 

But  it  may  be  objected  that  interest 
must  be  paid  on  borrowed  money.  The 
new  population  and  new  values  of  the  40 
years  ahead,  easily  will  pay  that.  We 
build  the  roads  now  for  ourselves  and 
posterity.  Each  pays  its  share  of  the 
bonds.  Each  in  its  time  resurfaces  its 
own  roads.  But  the  base  laid  by  us  lasts 
for  centuries.  Saving  of  wear  and  tear 
of  tires  and  machines,  and  upkeep,  of 
gasoline  and  oil,  of  time  and  temper — is 
the  great  characteristic  of  good  roads. 
Patient  calculators  tell  us  usch  roads  pay 
for  themselves  each  year  in  the  saving 
mentioned.  But  that  it  will  pay  the  in- 
terest, we  should  be  satisfied.  And  it 
will,  and  the  principal  as  well.

Virginia,  where  the  sessions  have  been 
held  since  its  organization  three  years 
ago.  With  a  membership  of  519  the 
prospects  of  the  year  are  particularly 
bright. 

The  Woman's  City  Club  this  year 
takes  its  place  among  the  largest  clubs 
of  the  state  and  is  first  in  numbers  in 
Lone:  Beach. 


EX-OFFICIO  MEMBERS 

It  seems  that  the  appointment  of  sev- 
eral prominent  California  club  women 
as  members  of  the  General  Federation 
departments  was  a  mistake  of  the  cor- 
responding secretary  of  the  General 
Federation  board.  In  a  letter  to  the 
state  president,  Mrs.  E.  D.  Knight,  the 
secretary  says : 

"The  board  of  directors  of  the  Gen- 
eral Federation  at  their  recent  meet- 
ing at  Portland  voted  to  make  the 
state  chairmen  members  of  the  corre- 
sponding committees  in  the  General 
Federation. 

"Some  confusion  has  arisen  owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  revised  list,  which  I 
obtained  from  the  bureau  of  informa- 
tion, was  not  altogether  correct,  and 
the  members  appointed  did  not  under- 
stand that  it  was  an  ex-officio  appoint- 
ment.

PRESIDENT'S  LETTER 


With  relentless  power,  the  Stream 
of  Federation  flows  along  "mighty  to 
inspire  new  hopes  and  able  to  drown 
the  voice  of  sorrow." 

During  the  past  month,  it  has  been 
my  sacred  privilege  to  fill  some  of  the 
appointments  made  by  our  late  presi- 
dent, the  first  of  which  took  me  over 
the  new  scenic  railway  of  the  north 
into  Humboldt  County.  Here  I  was 
joined  on  August  31st  by  our  first 
president,  Mrs.  Robert  J.  Burdette,  and 
our  Federation  editor,  Dr.  Clarke,  and, 
with  over  200  local  club  women,  we 
enjoyed  a  reciprocity  picnic  in  nature's 
magnificent  out-of-door  theater,  Car- 
son Woods,  near  Fortuna.  This  is  one 
of  the  splendid  tracts  which  the  resi- 
dents of  Humboldt  County  are  endeav- 
oring to  have  set  aside  as  a  national 
redwood  park.  The  day  was  a  perfect 
one,  marked  by  splendid  hospitality, 
ideal  weather,  touches  of  philosophy, 
flashes  of  wit,  and  hearty  good  fellow- 
ship. Prominent  among  the  hostesses 
were  the  sixteen  members  of  the 
"Grandmother's  Club,"  that  unique  or- 
ganization which  demands  that  one 
must  attain  the  dignity  of  grand- 
motherhood  before  being  eligible  to 
membership.  Most  of  the  members 
thereof  are  pioneers  of  Humboldt 
County,  many  having  arrived  as  early 
as  '56,  and  reminiscences  of  pioneer 
days  are  frequently  exchanged  at  their 
meetings.  On  September  2nd  the 
members  of  the  Areata  Woman's 
Club  entertained  at  a  luncheon  at  the 
pretty  new  Hotel  Areata,  and  on  Sep- 
tember 3rd  another  picnic  luncheon 
was  enjoyed  at  Sequoia  Park,  Eureka ; 
the  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Civic 
Clubs  of  Eureka  and  the  Woman's 
Club  of  Samoa  being  the  hostess  clubs. 

One  cannot  visit  this  beautiful  coun- 
try of  "Sequoia  Sempervirens"  with- 
out feeling  a  renewed  and  personal  in- 
terest in  those  stately  children  of  na- 
ture which  reach  their  highest  devel- 
opment here,  and  which  must  be  saved 
from  the  woodman's  ax  and  other  de- 
structive agencies.     Nor  can  an  officer 


of  the  Federation  fail  to  note  with 
pride  and  gratification  the  splendid 
club  spirit  which  has  been  fostered  in 
this  isolated  region.  The  Lolita  Wo- 
man's Club,  with  a  membership  of 
nine,  is  to  have  the  distinction  of  being 
the  first  club  in  the  county  to  erect  its 
own  clubhouse,  and  its  members  have 
raised  $1000  toward  this  end  in  two 
years. 

Greetings  or  addresses  have  been 
given  before  the  Needlework  Guild  of 
America,  the  Hill  and  Valley  Club  of 
Hayward,  the  Adelphian  Club,  Ala- 
meda, and  the  To  Kalon  Club  of  San 
Francisco.  I  have  been  a  guest  at  the 
Mills  Club  reception,  the  "house- 
warming"  of  the  Philomath  Club,  San 
Francisco,  and  the  guest  of  honor  at  a 
delightful  reception  tendered  by  the 
Corona  Club  of  San  Francisco. 

At  a  board  meeting  held  on  Septem- 
ber 25th,  twenty-three  members  of  the 
executive  family  were  present,  and 
"Co-operation"  was  discussed  from  all 
official  angles. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the 
work  of  educating  the  immigrant,  for 
which  plans  have  been  so  carefully  out- 
lined by  our  chairmen  of  Social  and 
Industrial  Conditions,  Education,  and 
Country  Life,  is  to  be  begun  at  once 
by  Los  Angeles  District.  We  trust 
that  by  this  time  next  month  the  other 
districts  will  report  organization  plans 
for  this  great  movement  well  under 
way.

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WHY  AND  HOW  OF  CALIFORNIA  STATE 
ENDOWMENT  FUND 

(CAROLINE  SEVERANCE. MEMORIAL) 


What  does  it  cost  and  what  is  it 
worth  are  two  distinct  questions. 
Whenever  the  worth  exceeds  the  tan- 
gible cost,  the  difference  has  to  be  met 
by  someone,  in  some  manner  not  al- 
ways recognized. 

Are  we  not  justified  in  believing  that 
since  the  State  Federation  was  organ- 
ized its  worth  has  been  more  than  the 
cost,  especially  if  the  cost  be  reckoned 
in  dollars  and  cents? 

Who  has  contributed  the  difference 
in  money,-  in  time,  in  energy,  in  very 
life  itself?  An  honor  roll  of  the  most 
conspicuous  might  be  written,  but 
there  are  many  others  who  quietly 
have  advanced  the  work  through  un- 
heralded personal  sacrifice. 

The  time  has  come  for  this  body  of 
would-be  self-respecting  women  to 
make  honest  contribution  for  all  they 
have  received,  not  only  to  acquire  a 
credit  balance,  but  to  further  all 
phases  of  the  work  and  give  to  those 
needing  larger  opportunity  the  possi- 
bility of  possessing. 

We  should  have  an  Endowment 
Fund  to  be  used — 

First — For  the  dignity  of  the  organ- 
ization, that  those  elected  to  official 
positions  should  not  be  expected  to 
contribute,  in  addition  to  time  and  en- 
ergy, all  or  a  part  of  their  expenses,  or 
see  the  work  curtailed. 

Second — For  the  expansion  of  the 
work  in  the  organization  of  new  clubs, 
in  the  inspiring  and  enlarging  of  work 
already  beeun. 

Third — For  the  meeting  of  increased 
expenses  incident  to  the  formation  of 
new  departments. 

Fourth — For  the  closer  personal 
touch  of  leaders  in  the  work  and  the 
visiting  of  small  clubs  by  the  officers 
of  the  board  and  chairmen  of  depart- 
ments. 

Fifth — For  a  most  important  work 
to  be  done  with  all  the  clubs  in  edu- 
cating them  as  to  the  definite  work  of 
each     department     undertaken.       This 


would  mean  so  much  more  to  the  ear- 
nest work  and  workers  than  the  year 
spent  without  a  very  clear  compre- 
hension of  work  to  be  done.  So  much 
more  could  be  accomplished  in  most 
of  the  twenty-two  departments  this 
year  if  only  there  was  a  little  money. 
Without  it  the  years  will  be  forever 
gone  and  much  of  the  work  left  un- 
done. 

Suggestions   for   Raising   the   Endow- 
ment Fund 
First — Each    club    have    an    Endow- 
ment Fund  Day  aside  from  the  regu- 
lar club  day. 

Second — Clubs  seek  to  raise  their 
contribution  to  the  Fund  through  a 
"free-will  offering"  rather  than  an  as- 
sessment or  drawing  on  the  treasury. 
Third — Special  effort  be  made  for  in- 
dividual gifts  for  the  Founder's  Roll 
($100),  Honor  Roll  ($10),  Mother's 
Roll,  after  October  1st  ($5),  General 
Roll  (any  sum),  and  silver  offering 
be  taken. 

Clubs  collecting  funds  shall  send  the 
same  directly  to  the  state  treasurer 
(Mrs.  L.  G.  Leonard.  394  Alcatraz 
avenue,  Oakland),  and  report  amounts, 
properly  accredited  to  clubs  and  indi- 
viduals, to  the  treasurer  and  to  the 
district  chairman  of  Endowment  Fund, 
and  the  district  chairman  will  report 
the  same  to  the  state  chairman  of  En- 
dowment Fund. 

Then  the  district,  the  club  and  the 
individual  will  be  fully  credited  and 
there  will. appear  from  time  to  time  in 
The  Clubwoman  a  published  list  of 
the  contributors.

As  American 
open  and  our  minds  alert  for  literature 
marked  by  Americanism.  A  few 
months  ago  a  volume  of  verse  came 
from  the  Macmillan  Press,  bearing  the 
odd  name,  "Spoon  River  Anthology." 
"Why  Spoon  River?"  the  prospective 
reader  asked,  and  "Why  Anthology?" 
A  perusal  of  the  book  answers  both  of 
these  queries,  and  gives  to  the  most 
casual  reader  a  new  experience,  in 
which  is  mingled  pleasure  and  pain, 
moments  of  surprise,  of  disapproval, 
perhaps,  but  finally  of  conviction  that 
the  book  is  unique  and  compellingly 
full  of  interest. 

The  Spoon  River  Anthology  is 
made  up  of  over  200  sketches,  which 
present  in  verse  the  life  story  of  the 
villagers  of  a  small  Middle  Western 
community  of  a  half-century  ago.  In 
dramatic  monologue  the  village  dead, 
who  lie  "sleeping  on  the  hill,"  narrate 
the  chief  events  of  their  narrow  exist- 
ence, and  describe  the  love,  the  hate, 
the  ambition,  the  prejudice,  the  acci- 
dent, or  the  deliberate  injustice  which 
determined  life's  course  and  outcome. 

In  every  sketch  is  seen  the  author's 
keenness  of  discernment,  strength  of 
characterization,  and  dramatic  force. 
In  some  is  humor ;  in  some,  a  common- 
place utterance  fits  the  commonplace 
character  behind  it ;  in  some  pathos  is 
allied  to  exquisite  poetry ;  in  some  is 
stark  tragedy. 

The  book  is  an  Anthology,  because 
it  is  a  collection  of  verses.  The  verses 
concern  people  who  live  by  the  Spoon 
River,  as  Mr.  Masters  chooses  to  call 
the  stream  that  dominates  the  com- 
munity wher.e  his  characters  pass  their 
days.  So  the  name  is  explained.  Mr. 
Edgar  Lee  Masters  is  a  lawyer  who 
was  brought  up  in  the  Lincoln  country 
of  Illinois,  living  for  some  two  years 
at  Petersburg,  very  near  New  Salem, 
where  Lincoln  kept  a  store.  As  his 
characters  speak  —  farmers,  clerks, 
school  teachers,  doctors,  church  mem- 


— they  become  vital  beings,  with  real 

sorrows  and  frailities,  real  aspirations 

and  sterling  virtues. 

We    stand    about   this   place — we,    the 

memories ; 

For  no  eye  marks  us,  or  would  know 

why  we  are  here. 
^        =£        *        ^        ^        ^        * 

Only   the   burning   sun   and   the    quiet 
stars  are  the  same. 

And  we — we,  the  memories,  stand  here 
in  awe, 

Our  eyes  closed  with  the  weariness  of 
tears — 
In  immeasurable  weariness! 
Anne  Rutledge  tells  her  story  thus: 

Out  of  me  unworthy  and  unknown 

The  vibrations  of  deathless  music; 

"With  malice  toward  none,  with  char- 
ity to  all." 

Out  of  me  the  forgiveness  of  millions 
toward  millions, 

And  the  beneficent  face  of  a  nation 

Shining  with  justice  and  truth. 

I  am  Anne   Rutledge,  who  sleeps  be- 
neath these  weeds. 

Beloved  in  life  of  Abraham  Lincoln, 

Wedded  to  him,  not  through  union, 

But  through  separation. 

Bloom  forever,  O  Republic, 

From  the  dust  of  my  bosom ! 
And  Elijah  Browning  begins : 

I  was  among  multitudes  of  children

But  we  must  not  quote  at  greater 
length.  If  you  wish  to  have  your  heart 
strangely  stirred,  if  you  wish  to  have 
new  light  shed  on  the  people  and  shift- 
ing conditions  of  your  country,  if  you 
are  interested  in  what  your  country- 
men are  doing  in  poetry,  or  if  you 
need  your  sympathies  enlarged,  for 
these  or  for  other  reasons,  read  the 
"Spoon  River  Anthology."

Federal  Day  will  be  November  3rd. 

For  obvious  reasons,  all  discussion 
of  peace,  war  and  party  politics  will  be 
rigidly  excluded.

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DOMESTIC  EDUCATION 


Home  Economics  Extension  work 
under  the  Smith-Lever  agricultural  act 
in  California  assumed  definite  shape 
at  the  opening  of  the  present  fiscal 
year. 

In  the  outline  of  the  project  of  Farm 
Home  Management  Demonstration  it 
is  definitely  stated  that  this  work  can 
be  done  only  through  organized  agen- 
cies. In  counties  provided  with  coun- 
ty farm  advisors  the  farm  bureau  is 
well  organized.  In  counties  not  pro- 
vided with  farm  bureaus  and  farm  ad- 
visors any  organized  agency  can  ap- 
ply and  receive  service  from  the  Smith- 
Lever  work. 

The  first  school  of  domestic  science 
was  conducted  in  Nevada  County,  the 
first  two  weeks  in  August,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  /Agricultural  Exten- 
sion Club.  The  domestic  science 
teacher  arrived  at  Grass  Valley  August 
1st.  The  president,  secretary  and 
three  others  members  of  the  club 
submitted  programmes  for  the  two 
weeks'  work.  The  first  day  was  to  be 
spent  at  the  De  Bois  ranch,  about  eight 
miles  out  in  the  country.  The  lesson 
was  to  be  on  the  canning  of  vegetables 
and  the  making  of  jelly  with  the  use 
of  the  syrup  hydrometer  and  cylinder. 
At  this  ranch  home  the  ladies  from  the 
surrounding  community  gathered.  The 
lecture  was  given  in  the  forenoon 
under  the  wide-spreading  oak  trees. 
Such  impromptu  seats  as  could  be  se- 
cured were  provided.  The  canning 
work  occupied  the  afternoon. 

The  second  day's  work  was  given  in 


the  high  school  in  Grass  Valley,  the 
domestic  science  equipment  being 
available.  This  lesson  was  to  be  on 
canning  of  turkey  and  chicken  and  the 
making  of  jelly.  An  earnest  little  lady 
from  one  of  the  farms  appeared  at  10 
o'clock,  having  walked  three  miles  in 
the  hot  sun,  carrying  a  large  fat  tur- 
key which  she  had  carefully  fed  for 
some  time,  pending  the  arrival  of  the 
domestic  science  teacher  who  should 
instruct  her  how  to  can  this  bird  in 
glass.  She  had  risen  at  3  a.  m., 
had  prepared  breakfast  for  the  family 
and  farm  hands,  done  up  the  morn- 
ing's work  and  left  the  noon  meal 
ready.  Others  came  in  with  fat 
chickens  to  can.  This  was  the  work 
of  the  forenoon.  The  afternoon  was 
devoted  to  jelly  making.  Besides 
the  freshly  expressed  fruit  juices,  a 
number  of  experiments  were  made 
with  juices  canned  last  year. 

The  next  day's  work  was  given  at  a 
schoolhouse  several  miles  in  the  moun- 
tains. Upon  arriving  we  found  our- 
selves under  a  grove  of  large  pine 
trees.  One  member  had  provided  a 
camp  stove  and  her  home-made  can- 
ning boiler.  Two  good  men  came,  one 
setting  up  the  camp  stove  and  the 
other  one  carrying  water  from  a  spring 
half  a  mile  distant.  From  the  school 
building  we  secured  a  table.  The  ladies 
had  brought  some  large  utensils.  The 
good  man  who  carried  the  water  also 
brought  from  his  own  garden  all  the 
vegetables  to  be  canned  that  day.  He

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WHO  IS  MRS.  CORA  WILSON  STEWART? 


Mrs.  Cora  Wilson  Stewart  of  Frank- 
fort, Kentucky  was  a  superintendent 
of  schools  in  the  little  mountain  coun- 
ty of  Rowan.  Today  she  is  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Kentucky  Literacy  Com- 
mission and  a  woman  of  national  repu- 
tation and  importance. 

Kentucky  has  a  record  in  the  census 
of  1910  of  208,000  adult  illiterates, 
largely  native-born  whites.  She  stands 
No.  37  in  the  illiteracy  column.  Mrs. 
Stewart  was  the  one  person  in  Ken- 
tucky with  the  initiative  to  change 
these  figures.  She  called  the  teachers 
of  her  county  together  in  conference. 
They  talked  about  the  conditions  of 
the  mountain  men  and  women  whom 
Kentucky  had  neglected  from  child- 
hood to  old  age.  Thev  planned  a  cam- 
paign of  education— EVERY  TEACH- 
ER VOLUNTEERED  TO  TEACH 
EVENING  SCHOOL. 

On  Labor  Day,  1911,  these  teachers,' 
on  foot  and  on  horseback,  reached 
every  house  in  Rowan  County  an- 
nouncing the  opening  of  evening 
schools  in  all  the  school  houses  of  the 
county  and  urging  the  attendance  of 
everybody  who  wished  to  learn  to  read 
and  write. 

The  next  night  1200  men  and  wom- 
en, aged  from  18  to  85  years,  assem- 
bled in  the  different  school  houses. 
Teachers  went  to  homes  and  gave  the 
first  lessons  to  those  too  shy  to  vent- 
ure forth.  The  second  term  1600  men 
and  women  went  to  school.  In  1912 
a  Moonlight  School  Teachers'  Teach- 
ers' Institute  was  held  and  Moonlight 
Schools  spread  to  fifteen  other  counties. 

The  evening  schools  were  called 
Moonlight  Schools  because  they  were 
always  begun  on  moonlight  nights 
when  it  was  safer  to  travel  over  the 
mountain  paths  and  to  cross  the  un- 
bridged   streams. 

The  adult  students  overturned  all 
time  -  honored  pedagogical  theories. 
The  people  between  50  and  60  years 
of  age  learned  as  children  have  never 
learned,  frequently  writing  and  read- 
ing letters  after  two  weeks'  schooling. 


One  of  the  earliest  civic  results  was 
a  new  interest  in  country  roads.  One 
of  Mrs.  Stewart's  moonlight  slogans 
was  "A  road  drag  for  every  school  and 
a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  road  dragged  be- 
fore every  school." 

Communities  made  learning  the  bus- 
iness of  the  hour  and  by  1914  there 
were  just  14  illiterates  left  in  Rowan 
County ;  4  of  these  were  stubborn  peo- 
ple who  could  not  be  persuaded  to  try, 
7  were  incapacitated  and  2  were  new- 
comers. 

This  work  was  accomplished  by  the 
efforts  of  school  teachers,  mountain 
boys  and  girls  who  received  little  more 
than  $50  per  month  for  six  months  in 
the  year ;  in  spite  of  no  roads  and  bad 
roads,  unbridged  streams  and  hard 
winters. 

What  Rowan  has  done  all  Kentucky 
will  do,  is  doing.  The  Governor  of 
that  state  has  appointed  a  Literacy 
Commission,  of  school  teachers,  with 
Mrs.  Stewart  as  its  president.  He  has 
issued  a  proclamation  to  his  people 
urging  every  man  and  woman  to  help 
in  liberating  the  state  from  illiteracy. 

The  Kentucky  Federation  of  Wom- 
en's Clubs  has  paid  the  expenses  of 
Mrs.  Stewart  to  speak  to  every  club 
in  Kentucky.  The  Colonial  Dames 
have  constituted  themselves  a  finance 
committee.  The  Press  Association 
has  thrown  itself  into  publicity  neces- 
sities. Every  envelope  used  by  these 
societies  bears  in  large  letters,  "NO 
ILLITERACY  IN  KENTUCKY  IN 
1920." 

Sunday,  October  25,  1914,  was  Il- 
literacy Sunday  for  every  church  in 
Kentucky. 

The  Illiteracy  Commission  is  now  in 
active  campaign ;  120  speakers  are 
keeping  up  the  enthusiasm  and  secur- 
ing supplies ;  1000  teachers  at  a  time 
are  in  the  field,  volunteering  for  a 
period  of  six  weeks. 

Kentucky  is  enlisted  to  win.  Ken- 
tucky challenges  the  nation  for  the 
lead  in  literacy  in  1920. 
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PROCLAMATION  BY  THE  GOVERNOR 
OF  KENTUCKY 


At  the  last  meeting  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Kentucky  I  recommended 
that  a  Kentucky  Illiteracy  Commission 
be  appointed  and  authorized  to  inquire 
into  and  alleviate  the  condition  of  the 
adult  illiterates  in  the  state,  and  Mrs. 
Cora  Wilson  Stewart,  chairman.  Miss 
Ella  Lewis,  Doctor  J.  G.  Grabbe  and 
Doctor  H.  H.  Cherry  were  appointed 
as  members  of  this  Commission. 

The  aim  of  the  Kentucky  Illiteracy 
Commission  is  noble  and  exalted  and 
of  the  greatest  benefit.  There  is  no 
subject  of  more  importance  or  of  more 
far-reaching  influence  than  the  elimi- 
nation of  illiteracy  from  our  State.  We 
should  educate  all  of  our  people,  those 
under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and 
those  upward  of  twenty-one  years  of 
age.  The  perpetuity  of  our  free  in- 
stitutions depends  upon  the  intelli- 
gence and  virtue  of  the  people. 

There  are  208,084  men  and  women 
in  our  State  who  can  not  read  and 
write,  and  of  whose  intelligent  efforts 
along  the  lines  of  education,  religion 
and  general  development  and  advance- 
ment the  State  is  deprived.  This 
constitutes  a  deplorable  situation  and 
presents  a  great  and  urgent  need  which 
should  be  promptly  met  and  relieved. 

Instruction  should  be  offered  to  the 
mothers  for  their  own  sake  and  for 
the  sake  of  their  children  and  the  bene- 
fit of  the  State ;  it  should  be  offered  to 
the  fathers  for  their  own  sake  and  for 
the  sake  of  increasing  their  earning 
capacity  and  promoting  home  com- 
forts, and  for  the  sake  of  a  more  in- 
telligent exercise  of  the  right  to  suff- 
rage so  as  to  help  maintain  good  gov- 
ernment for  the  State.  Instruction 
should  be  offered  to  the  young  men 
and  young  women  who  have  missed 
opportunities  earlier  in  life,  but  may 
yet  take  hold  of  instruction  and  make 
achievements. 


The  instruction  of  all  the  illiterates 
in  the  State  will  not  only  give  to 
Kentucky  higher  rank,  educationally, 
among  the  States,  but  will  give  her  a 
new  and  distinct  position  as  the  first 
Commonwealth  which  has  ever  at- 
tempted to  accomplish  such  a  great 
and  important  work. 

I  call  upon  all  to  help  in  the  cause 
of  education  of  those  under  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  and  those  upward  of 
twenty-one  years  of  age.  I  appeal 
to  every  public  and  private  teacher, 
every  professor  in  our  high  schools, 
colleges  and  universities,  all  public  of- 
ficers, every  representative  of  the 
press,  every  professional  man,  every 
farmer,  mechanic  and  business  man, 
and  every  woman  who  loves  the  bless- 
ings of  education,  and  all  who  desire 
to  promote  religion,  science,  literature 
or  art.  or  advance  progress  or  improve- 
ment in  any  line,  all  who  desire  to  les- 
sen crime,  to  help  in  the  great  work 
of  teaching  adult  illiterates,  both  male 
and  female,  to  read  and  to  write  and 
spell  and  encourage  them  to  seek 
knowledge  and  add  to  their  acquire- 
ments by  moonlight  schools  and  by 
illuminated  school  houses  where  edu- 
cation is  as  free  as  the  air  we  breathe, 
and  where  all  may  come  to  edify  them- 
selves and  "drink  of  the  fountain  of 
the  water  of  life  freely." 

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  caused 
these  letters  to  be  made  patent  and  the 
seal  of  the  Commonwealth  to  be  here- 
unto affixed.  Done  at  Frankfort  the 
21st  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord,  1914,  in  the  123rd  year  of 
the  Commonwealth.

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THE  MAKING  OF  AMERICANS 


That  the  foreign  born  with  their 
children  comprises  over  one-third  of 
the  population  of  the  United  States  is 
a  startling  fact. 

They  have  been  led  to  leave  the  land 
of  their  birth  by  a  vision  of  freedom. 
With  some  it  is  abstract — a  vision  of 
ideals.  With  many  it  is  very  concrete 
— a  vision  of  enough  to  eat.  Always  it 
is  a  vision  of  freedom  which  makes  for 
a  fuller  life.  They  have  turned  for  the 
realization  of  that  vision  to  the  coun- 
try which  symbolizes  its  spirit  in  the 
State  of  Liberty. 

They  have  much  to  give  to  us  from 
their  racial  past  and  we  have  much  to 
give  them.  But  before  we  can  give  or 
accept  there  must  be  a  mutual  inter- 
pretation, there  must  be  a  common  lan- 
guage. Logically  then,  the  first  step 
in  the  Americanization  of  the  foreigner 
is  to  teach  him  English. 

This  is  necessary  that  he  may  pro- 
tect himself  and  that  he  may  not  en- 
danger others.  In  many  states  there 
are  laws  prohibiting  the  employment, 
in  any  hazardous  undertaking,  of  men 
who  cannot  speak  and  read  English. 

It  is  necessary  that  in  the  rapid 
Americanization  of  his  children,  the 
alien  may  still  be  the  head  of  his 
household.  Otherwise  the  result  will 
be  certain  disintegration  of  the  familv 
life. 

In  short  it  is  necessary,  that  he  may 
improve  his  economic  status  and  avail 
himself  of  political  privileges. 

In  a  pure  democracy  there  is  a  men- 
ace in  having  a  large  population  who 
have  no  voice  in  the  government.  It 
is  a  disrupting  influence,  a  fertile  soil 
for  the  seeds  of  anarchy. 

The  Immigrant  Welfare  Commis- 
sion of  Cincinnati  frankly  state  their 
purpose  "to  help  the  immigrant  to  be- 
come good  American  citizens  for  the 
sake  of  our  country  primarily  and  of 
the  immigrant  secondarilv." 

The  danger  comes  perhaps  not  so 
much  from  the  immigrants  as  from 
the  leadership  we  give  them  and  the 
ideals  we  hold  up  before  them. 


This  work  is  being  done  in  a  few 
cities  under  municipal  control,  and  in 
most  cities  by  numerous  private 
agencies,  but  as  yet  no  state  has 
worked  out  a  plan. 

The  Commission  of  Immigration  and 
Housing  of  California,  in  conjunction 
with  the  State  Board  of  Education 
has  borrowed  from  the  Federal  De- 
partment an  expert,  who  is  working 
out  a  system  of  text  books  for  the 
teaching  of  English  and  citizenship. 
These  books,  by  January,  1916,  will  be 
issued  free  to  each  adult  person  regis- 
tered in  the  night  schools. 

California  has  blazed  the  trail  for 
many  remedial  and  educational  suc- 
cesses and  has  become  known  as  pro- 
gressive. Now  if  she  shall  provide  the 
first  State  plan  for  the  teaching  of 
English  to  the  adult  immigrant,  we 
shall  be  justified  in  feeling  a  sense  of 
pride. 

And  then  if  the  California  Federa- 
tion of  Women's  Clubs  shall  put  the 
plan  into  successful  execution,  we 
shall  be  thrilled  with  the  satisfaction 
which  comes  from  accomplishment. 

As  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  il- 
literacy in  the  state  is  among  the  for- 
eign born,  we  shall  be  solving  that 
problem  as  well. 

There  are  those  who  are  doubtful 
about  the  value  of  federation,  who  say, 
"Are  we  getting  enough  from  the  Fed- 
eration or  are  we  giving  enough  to  it, 
to  warrant  our  continued  member- 
ship." 

Now  is  our  great  opportunity  to 
demonstrate  that  co-operation  is  worth 
while — that  forty  thousand  women 
concentrating  upon  a  definite  work, 
stupendous  though  it  be,  will  make  of 
it  a  success.  And  we  shall  have 
helped  in  the  effort  to  weld  the  peo- 
ple in  this  country  into  an  American 
race — a  race  that  will  stand  together, 
for  America,  in  peace  or  in  war — one 
in   ideals,  rights  and  privileges.

had  come  to  learn  especially  how  to 
can  pears.  The  camp  stove  was  set 
up,  fire  started,  the  vegetables  pre- 
pared and  placed  in  the  Jars.  Luncheon 
was  spread  on  the  thick  carpet  of  pine 
needles  after  which  the  teacher  gath- 
ered her  class  about  her — 25  country 
housekeepers — all  seated  on  the  ground 
and  busy  with  note-books  and  pencils. 
The  lecture  and  discussion,  with  ques- 
tions, lasted  over  two  hours.  In  the 
meantime,  one  member  of  the  party 
fed  the  fire  in  the  camp  stove  and  kept 
the  vegetables  cooking. 

Next  day  the  school  was  conducted 
on  a  farm  some  miles  in  another  di- 
rection, in  a  deserted  farmhouse.  A 
coal  oil  stove  was  provided.  Thus  was 
the  work  continued  for  two  weeks — 
the  county  of  Nevada  being  practically 
covered. 

The  second  school  was  conducted  at 
Adin  in  Modoc  County,  under  the  aus- 
pices of  SO  women — the  Twentieth 
Century  Club  of  Adin — the  attendance 
ranging  from  35  to  47  women  with  12 
or  15  children  and  infants  under  four 
years  of  age.  The  ladies  furnished  all 
the  food  materials  and  some  of  the 
utensils,  stove  and  room  in  which  to 
work  and  also  some  member  of  the 
club  to  act  as  assistant  to  the  teacher. 

The  salary  and  expenses  of  the 
teacher  are  paid  from  the  Smith-Lever 
funds.  The  most  desirable  place  in 
which  to  hold  this  school  is  in  the  farm 
home.  The  men  feel  free  to  come, 
numbers  of  them  sometimes  attend- 
ing.   The  infants  can  be  put  into  some 


distant  room  in  the  house  to  sleep  and 
the  little  children  play  out  of  doors. 

Where  the  meeting  is  held  in  a  high 
school  building  or  hall  in  the  town  the 
men  do  not  attend  and  the  children 
must  be  kept  in  the  same  room. 

The  funds  for  this  work  are  pro- 
vided by  the  Federal  government  as 
well  as  the  State,  this  gives  the  of- 
ficials at  Washington  authority  over 
the  work.  The  Department  suggests 
the  work  follow  three,  definite  lines. 
First,  help  to  increase  the  income  of 
the  farm.  How  can  a  woman  do  this? 
By  knowing  how  to  save  the  surplus  of 
fruit  and  vegetables.  In  brief,  by  can- 
ning these,  making  delicious  jellies  and 
jams,  she  will  not  only  add  to  the  va- 
riety of  her  table,  but  if  necessary  they 
can  be  converted  into  money  as  a  good 
article  of  this  kind  always  finds  a  mar- 
ket. Second,  Lessen  Drudgery.  This 
to  be  done  by  introducing  labor-saving 
devices.  Third,  Overcome  Isolation. 
This  to  be  done  by  getting  the  coun- 
try women  together  for  both  study  and 
recreation. 

Mr.  C.  B.  Smith  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture,  Washington,  states 
that  of  the  Smith-Lever  funds,  as  used 
throughout  the  United  States,  42  per 
cent  is  now  spent  for  the  benefit  both 
directly  and  indirectly  of  the  farm 
women.  In  the  North  and  West  23 
per  cent  and  the  Middle  West  27  per 
cent.

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THE  BETTERMENT  OF  RURAL  COMMUNITIES 


During  the  last  ten  years,  through- 
out the  whole  country,  a  great  interest 
has  been  steadily  growing  in  all  that 
pertains  to  rural  life.  Railroads,  tele- 
phones, rural  delivery  of  mail,  good 
roads  and  automobiles  have  made 
ingress  and  egress  of  ideas,  both 
spoken  and  written,  even  in  the  high 
mountain  districts,  comparatively 
easy.  Rural  communities  are  no  longer 
shut  in  and  a  strong  feeling  is  preva- 
lent that  they  are  to  be  no  longer  shut 
out. 

No  one  denies  that,  spite  of  all  limi- 
tations, our  country  districts  have  pro- 
duced numbers  of  men  and  women  of 
sterling  worth  who  have  eventually 
found  their  way  into  the  great  world 
and  have  become  leaders  in  various 
fields  of  the  world's  activities.  But 
they  have  left  behind  them  hundreds 
of  young  companions,  almost  their 
equals  yet  not  sufficiently  strong  to 
struggle  effectually  against  the  adver- 
sities which  curbed  their  early  am- 
bitions. Therefore,  while  it  is  true 
that  great  men  and  women  have  come 
out  of  rural  communities,  it  is  equally 
true  that  many  who  might  have 
achieved  greatness  under  more  ideal 
conditions  have  never  come  out;  but, 
partially  educated  and  deprived  of  the 
stimulus  of  suggestion  from  and  co- 
operation with  their  fellows,  they  have 
lived  undeveloped,  partially  effective 
lives.  Many  an  aching  heart  beats 
bravely  in  country-bred  men  and 
women    because    of    the    fact,    dimly 


conceived  in  youth,  but  all  too  clearly 
realized  in  later  life,  that  their  chances 
for  development  in  childhood  were 
comparatively  few  and  weak. 

The  results  to  be  attained  by  offer- 
ing better  opportunities  for  education, 
better  opportunities  for  more  conve- 
nient, sanitary  and  beautiful  homes  in 
a  word,  better  conditions  of  living,  as 
supplements  to  the  wonderful  gifts 
provided  by  Nature  for  rural  residents, 
are  today  interesting  thoughtful  men 
and  women  everywhere.  Far-sighted 
citizens,  both  urban  and  rural,  are  rea- 
lizing that,  because  Nature  has  done 
so  much  for  our  country  folk,  they  are 
truly  "the  chosen  people"  of  the  land 
and  that,  therefore,  nothing  is  too  good 
for  them. 

The  California  Federation  of  Wom- 
en's Clubs,  a  thoughtful  body  of 
women,  in  close  touch  and  sympathy 
with  the  world's  progress,  has  always 
furthered  movements  which  mean  hap- 
pier homes  for  individuals  and  better

citizens  for  the  state  is  this  year  fos- 
tering the  general  betterment  of  rural 
life.  Three  departments  of  the  Fed- 
eration decided  to  center  their  activi- 
tering  the  general  betterment  of  rural 
ties  this  year  largely  on  the  improve- 
ment of  rural  conditions  throughout 
the  state.  The'.se  departments  have 
chosen  a  commissioner,  Miss  Martha 
M.  Trimble  of  the  San  Jose  Normal 
School,  who  will  assist  them  in  every 
way  possible  to  formulate  and  carry 
out  their  plans.  Miss  Trimble,  being 
rural  born  and  rural  bred  is  admirably 
fitted  for  this  work.  She  has  always 
had  her  home  in  the  country,  even 
though  she  has  gone  into  the  larger 
centers  to  be  educated  and  to  educate. 
Miss  Trimble,  under  the  direction  of 
■the  Federation,  will  also  keep  in  close 
touch  with  the  State  Commissioner  of 
Elementary  Schools  and  will  undoubt- 
edly be  of  great  assistance  in  strength- 
ening and  enlarging  the  work  for  rural 
progress  already  begun  by  this  state 
department.  It  is  planned  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  people  to  the  advan- 
tages to  be  gained  by  the  formation, 
where  feasible,  of  Union  School  Dis- 
tricts, as  provided  for  by  Section  1674 
of  the  Political  Code. 

Not  easilv  do  school  ideals  rise  above 


the  level  of  thought  of  the  best  edu- 
cated members  of  the  community  in 
which  the  school  is  situated.  In  a  cer- 
tain sense,  the  people  are  always  the 
leaders.  Therefore,  the  school  super- 
intendents and  teachers  of  the  state,  as 
well  as  the  Commissioner  of  Elemen- 
tary Schools  will  eagerly  welcome  this 
concrete  illustration  of  honest  effort 
for  better  schools,  better  homes  for 
teachers,  better  quarters  for  country- 
side gatherings  and  "a  chance  for  ev- 
erybody" by  means  of  evening  schools, 
which  the  C.  F.  W.  C.  is  exerting. 
What  rural  communities  have  missed 
are  co  operating  forces.  Isolation  has 
forbidden  co-operation.  Now  that 
means  of  communication  are  provided 
we  may  have  co-operating  forces.  And 
no  better,  no  more  friendly,  no  more 
effective  force  could  be  offered  rural 
schools  and  rural  communities;  no  bet- 
ter, no  more  friendly,  no  more  effective 
force  could  be  welcomed  by  them  than 
that  which  has  come  to  them  through 
this  recent  action  of  the  three  depart- 
ments of  the  C.  F.  W.  C.  The  Com- 
missioner of  Elementary  Schools,  sup- 
erintendents, teachers,  parents  and 
children  will  eagerly  aid  in  every  way

Not  long  ago  a  certain  woman  ap- 
plied for  credit  to  one  of  the  members 
of  the  Southern  California  Retail  Gro- 
cers Association.  She  satisfied  the 
grocer  as  to  her  good  intentions,  even 
though  her  husband  was  out  of  work 
at  the  time,  and  he  extended  her  credit. 

The  first  thing  that  woman  asked  for 
was  a  brand  of  goods  manufactured 
in  the  East  and  she  insited  on  getting 
it,  although  the  grocer  did  not  have  it 
in  stock.  She  had  recently  come  from 
the  East  and  her  husband  was  seeking 
to  get  a  foothold  here — looking  for  a 
good  job. 

The  grocer  told  her  that  he  had  a 
California  brand  that  was  identical  in 
make-up  and  quality,  but  she  haughtily 
declined  to  take  it.  Then  the  grocer 
put  a  few  plain  facts  to  her. 

"Now,  madame,  you  come  here  and 
ask  me  to  extend  you  credit ;  your 
husband  is  asking  the  business  men  of 
this  city  to  give  him  a  position  ;  you 
expect  to  draw  your  living,  your  fav- 
ors and  your  profits  from  Los  Angeles 
and  Southern  California.  Do  you  think, 
therefore,  that  it  is  just  to  the  busi- 
ness men  of  this  community  that  you 
insist  on  sending  the  profits  East?  Not 
only  do  the  business  men  lose  but  all 
the  men — in  the  fields,  the  factories, 
the  work-shops  and  the  stores — and 
you  and  your  husband  will  lose  by 
sending  this  business  East.  Do  you 
believe  it  is  fair  to  the  community,  to 
me  or  to  yourself  to  refuse  to  buy 
home  products?" 

That,  of  course,  put  a  different  phase 
on  the  matter. 

"I  never  thought  of  it  in  just  that 
way,"  replied  the  woman. 

The  grocer  sold  her  the  home  prod- 
uct, but  made  it  strong  by  guarantee- 
ing to  give  her  money  back  if  the  goods 


were  not  satisfactory.     He  has  yet  to 
receive  a  complaint. 

It  is  not  only  patriotic  for  the  house- 
wives of  Southern  California  to  sup- 
port home  goods,  but  it  is  a  duty — as 
much  to  themselves  as  to  the  commun- 
ity. A  large  part  of  the  prosperity  of 
Southern  California  depends  on  the 
growth  of  home  industries.  We  must 
be  loyal — even  if  for  no  other  reason 
than  self-protection. 

Groups  of  dozens  of  men  meet  week- 
ly or  monthly  in  this  city  and,  com- 
fortably seated  around  mahogany 
tables,  issue  resolutions  and  edicts  to 
support  home  products.  That  is  all 
very  good — so  far  as  it  goes.  But  it  is 
also  the  duty  of  these  men  to  have

A  noteworthy  example  of  the  manner  in 
which  aggressive  and  progressive  clubs  are 
sometimes  able  to  provide  themselves  with 
modern  quarters  when  building  is  a  financial 
impossibility  has  just  been  supplied  by  the 
Woman's  Improvement  Club  of  Grass  Val- 
ley. For  many  years  there  has  been  an  old 
church  building,  vacant  and  useless,  stand- 
ing in  a  central  location  in  that  city,  its 
windows  boarded  up,  its  exterior  unpainted 
and  the  ensemble  a  blotch  on  the  landscape. 
For  a  comparatively  small  sum  the  club 
bought  the  premises  and  started  in  to  recon- 
struct the  building  into  a  modern  club 
house.  A  great  deal  of  the  decorative  work 
they  did  themselves  and  some  of  the  car- 
penter work  was  donated  by  other  public- 
spirited  citizens. 

After  three  months  of  emulating  the 
beaver,  the  club  members  had  the  satisfac- 
tion of  formally  opening  one  of  the  most 
commodious,  best-appearing  and  most  de- 
sirable club  houses  in  that  section  of  the 
state.  Grass  Valley  has  shown  its  apprecia- 
tion of  the  civic  improvement  by  donations 
to  the  building  fund,  the  gift  of  a  fine  piano 
and  a  pair  of  handsome  andirons  for  the 
great  fireplace,  and  the  promise  of  unlimited 
support  for  the  club,  whose  membership  is 
increasing  at  a  rapid  rate,  largely  due  to 
this  one  effort.  .     The  club,  now 

five  years  old.  has  an  active  and  earnest 
membership  of  over  seventy.  Mrs.  Gertrude 
L.  Penhall  is  president.

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PRESIDENT'S  LETTER 


The  month  of  October  has  been 
marked  by  many  events  of  importance 
in  clubdom  among  which  were  the 
ground  breaking  exercises  of  the  Dor- 
ian Olympic  Club,  the  first  club  in 
America  to  admit  men  and  women, 
fathers  and  mothers,  boys  and  girls 
into  membership  upon  a  common  basis 
of  representation  and  equal  right.  Its 
members  are  "pledged  to  the  Sport  of 
the  Field  and  the  Open,  with  a  Love 
and  Interest  for  the  Grace  and  Sweet- 
ness of  the  American  Family  Fireside." 
Its  new  club  house,  which  will  be 
situated  at  Thirty-second  Avenue  and 
California  Street,  San  Francisco,  will 
cost,  when  completed  and  furnished, 
about  $10,500.  The  structure  promises 
to  be  one  of  which  not  only  the 
Dorians,  but  all  clubdom  will  be  proud. 
It  will  be  Old  Colonial  in  style,  with 
walks  and  approaches  of  true  South- 
ern type, — "  a  country  club  within  the 
city,"  as  one  of  its  members  expressed 
it.  It  was  my  privilege  to  extend  the 
greetings  of  the  California  Federation 
at  its  ground  breaking  exercises. 

Also  have  I  extended  the  Federa- 
tion's greetings  to  the  members  of  the 
State  Humane  Association,  of  the 
Laguna  Honda  Parent-Teacher's  Club 
of  San  Francisco,  of  the  Oakland  Club, 
of  the  Ebell  Club  of  Oakland,  and  at 
a  joint  meeting  of  the  Alameda  Dis- 
trict board  and  presidents  of  Alameda 
District  clubs. 

On  October  16,  at  a  conference  of 
Pacific  Grove  club  women,  plans  for 
the  state  convention  which  will  be  held 
in  Hotel  del  Monte  April  25-30,  1916, 
were  discussed.  As  the  Hotel  del 
Monte  is  centrally  located,  as  it  offers 
ideal  setting  for  a  convention  and  as 
its  manager,  Mr.  Carl  S.  Stanley,  ex- 
presses a  desire  to  extend  every  avail- 
able courtesy  to  visiting  delegates,  it 
behooves  us  to  look  ahead  and  plan  to 
attend  in  numbers.  Many  splendid 
conventions  have  been  held  in  our 
large  cities,  but  the  conventions  which 
make  it  possible  for  us  to  live  under 


one  roof  as  one  intimate  family,  par- 
taking of  three  meals  a  day  in  a  com- 
mon dining  room  for  one  full,  busy 
week,  are  the  conventions  which  fos- 
ter the  true  federation  spirit,  which 
draw  us  "closer,  closer  till  there  are  no 
mists  between" ;  so  plan  now  to  be  at 
del  Monte  during  the  week  following 
Easter.  Mrs.  W.  C.  Brown,  president 
of  the  Woman's  Civic  Club  of  Pacific 
Grove,  has  been  chosen  chairman  of 
the  Local  Board  and  in  a  very  short 
time  names  of  her  co-workers  will  be 
published,  also  rates  and  further  de- 
tails. 

An  all  day  board  meeting  was  held 
at  Palace  Hotel,  San  Francisco,  on 
October  29th,  and  on  Saturday,  Octo- 
ber 30th,  the  federation  was  repre- 
sented by  almost  its  full  quota  of  nine- 
teen delegates  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Women's  Legislative  Council  of  Cali- 
fornia.

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Every  now  and  again  the  statement 
is  made  b}'  some  one  on  the  outside, 
that  "club  life"  has  reached  its  zenith, 
but  reading  over  each  month  the  al- 
most inexhaustible  lists  of  club  affairs 
given  throughout  the  length  and 
breadth  of  one  district  alone  should 
check  such  a  statement  in  its  incipi- 
ency.  These  many  activities,  local  or 
throughout  the  state,  range  in  enter- 
tainment from  music,  art,  literature, 
civic  and  philanthropic  programs,  to 
bazaars  and  formal  receptions,  and 
plainly  indicate  that  the  "zenith  of  club 
life"  has  not  half  been  told. 


Earnestness  and  enthusiasm  are  the 
slogans  of  club  life.  The  club  holds 
a  bond  of  sympathy  between  women 
which  is  different  from  that  of  any 
other  organization.  The  federation  and 
federation  spirit  expresses  a  real  effort 
toward  democracy. 


The  accusation  against  friendliness, 
that  it  is  diplomacy,  should  be  denied ; 
the  affirmation  that  friendliness  is 
friendliness,  should  be  affirmed.  Club 
life  makes  for  friendliness. 


With  apologies  to  Henry  Van  Dyke, 
he   has   given   an    excellent   "call"    for 
club  women  in  the  verse  :

"Times  have  changed,"  is  a  trite  say- 
ing. They  have  changed  indeed.  Re- 
ciprocity and  co-operation  written  large 
have  helped  to  bring  about  this  change, 
and  it  is  a  good  change.

do  very  much  visiting  and  knitting  any 
more, — that  is,  except  in  war  times. 

Mme.  Rosika  Schwimmer,  of  Buda- 
pest, Hungary,  was  one  of  the  ablest 
and  most  earnest  of  the  speakers  who 
appeared  before  the  International 
Peace  Congress  which  was  held  in  San 
Francisco  and  Berkeley,  Oct.  10th  to 
13th. 

Mme.  Schwimmer  was  very  graphic 
as  she  pictured  the  extreme  and  un- 
thinkable war  scenes  of  Europe.  One 
of  the  simpler  messages  which  she  gave 
in  connection  with  the  appalling  and 
incongruous  conditions  and  circum- 
stances attendant  upon  the  wholesale 
holocaust,  not  for  its  fitness  only  with 
regard  to  women's  minor  effort  in  war 
relief  work,  but  for  its  suggestion  in 
relation  to  ordinary  everyday  accom- 
plishment, was  in  reference  to  knitting. 

Everywhere  she  went,  she  said,  she 
had  noticed  women  knitting,  knitting, 
knitting.  But  the  garments  were  so 
strangely  shaped  and  so  curiously  col- 
ored. 


"What  are  you  knitting?"  she  asked  of 
the   knitters. 

"We  are  knitting  caps  for  soldiers,"  was 
the    answer. 

"Caps?"  she  questioned  in  astonishment. 
"But  they  are  not  the  shape  of  a  man's 
head.      Who   will    they   fit?" 

"Oh,  we  can't  take  the  time  to  be  so 
careful  about  the  shape.  We  must  hurry 
and  get  as  many  done  as  possible,"  they 
said.

The  State  of  California  probably  has  a 
tuberculosis  problem  that  is  more  acute 
than  that  of  the  middle  western  and 
eastern  states.  But  this  is  all  the  more 
reason  why  concentrated  action  is  neces- 
sary. 

Many  of  the  counties  are  convinced 
that  a  bond  issue  is  necessary  so  that 
modern  buildings  can  be  constructed  to 
care  for  their  infirm,  their  dependent  and 
delinquents,  also  their  tuberculous  poor. 

Owing  to  the  magnificent  distances  in 
the  state,  each  county  must  be  the  unit; 
but  it  seems  a  mistake  for  a  county  to  be 
bonded  and  then  to  defeat  its  own  pur- 
pose by  using  the  same  plan  for  care  now 
that  was  used  thirty  or  forty  years  ago, 
when  the  first  institutions  in  the  state 
were  built. 

I  have  been  tremendously  impressed 
with  the  splendid  types  of  aged  men  and 
women  whom  I  have  seen  in  the  alms- 
houses recently.  I  saw  as  splendid  old 
ladies  as  I  ever  expect  to  see  anywhere, 
and  when  I  entered  what  was  intended 
for  their  sitting  room  and  saw  the  bare- 
ness of  it,  with  the  uncomfortable  chairs, 
no  books,  no  knitting,  none  of  the  com- 
forts old  people  need,  I  felt  heart  sick 
realizing  that  I  was  there  only  to  investi- 
gate the  tuberculous  wards,'  which,  of 
course,  should  not  have  been  in  that 
building. 

The  future  has  never  looked  as  bright 
for  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis  as  it 
does  at  present.  If  the  clubwomen  of  the 
state  will  bear  in  mind  during  the  com- 
ing sale  of  Red  Cross  seals,  that  either 
by  selling  or  buying  them,  they  are 
helping  to  establish  open-air  schools  for 
sick  children,  visiting  nurses,  dispensaries, 
and  the  educational  work  that  is  carried 
on  with  this  constructive  program,  it  will 
not  be  long  before  California  can  show  a 
declining  death  rate.  Meanwhile  investi- 
gate your  own  county  hospital,  and  re- 
member hospital  care  is  a  vital  adjunct  in 
the  solving  of  this  great  problem.    While 


perhaps  the  members  of  your  own  family 
may  not  need  care  in  a  county  institution, 
still  there  are  people  with  whom  your 
family  come  in  direct  contact,  such  as  your 
laundress,  your  delivery  boy,  your  gar- 
dener— all  centers  of  infection,  if  they 
have  the  disease.  What  about  them  if 
they  need  special  care,  and  what  about 
the  75  per  cent,  of  the  patients  who  die 
here,  whose  incomes  are  less  than  $1,000 
a  year  ?    Where  can  they  go  ? 

The  Tuberculosis  Bureau  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  and  the  California  Asso- 
ciation for  the  Study  and  Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis  are  counting,  when  the  time 
comes  for  action,  on  the  support  of  the 
Federation,  for  separate  wards,  or  build- 
ings, for  the  counties'  tuberculous  cases. 

That  part  of  the  machinery  must  be 
provided  by  the  creation  of  public  senti- 
ment. May  we  count  on  you  as  voters  to 
help  standardize  this  much  needed  piece 
of  social  machinery? 


REDLAND— THE  FLYLESS 
TOWN 
Chas.   E.   Ide,   M.   D.,   President   Red- 
lands  Board  of  Health 

When  a  place  of  12,000  inhabitants  is 
unanimous  in  the  desire  to  keep  up  its 
reputation  as  "the  original  flyless  town," 
the  results  are  bound  to  be  remarkable. 

Considering  the  universal  presence  of 
these  insects  and  their  great  numbers, 
their  extermination  would  be  impossible 
without  united  effort. 

There  is  a  town  in  Southern  California 
where  this  problem  has  been  successfully 
solved.  There  is  no  reason  why  the  same 
methods  cannot  be  adopted  elsewhere. 
Redlands  could  desire  nothing  more  in 
climatic  conditions  or  natural  beauty. 
Better  than  that,  the  citizens  are  striving 
for  absolute  cleanliness.  Without  public 
sentiment  the  sanitary  inspector,  official 
fly-catcher,  board  of  health  and  commit- 
tees from  various  civic  organizations 
could  not  have  won  the  fight. 

Flies  are  the  result  of  careless  dis- 
posal of  garbage,  barnyard  r.efuse  and 
other  debris.  The  proper  removal  and 
destruction  of  these  fly-breeding  cen- 
ters reduces  the  number  of  flies  to  a 
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minimum.  Then  follows  the  judicious 
placing  of  fly  traps  along  the  streets 
of  the  business  section,  in  front  of 
stores,  near  stables  and  at  every  kit- 
chen door. 

Garbage  should  be  drained  of  mois- 
ture and  kept  in  tightly  covered  cans, 
which  are  scrubbed  and  scalded  as 
soon  as  their  contents  have  been  gath- 
ered by  the  covered  wagons  on  regu- 
lar days.  Stable  refuse  should  be  kept 
in  covered  boxes  and  frequently  hauled 
away. 

It  is  essential  that  all  dwellings  be 
carefully  screened,  also  every  source 
of  food  supply.  The  duties  of  the  fly- 
catcher are  to  bait,  clean  and  empty 
fly-traps  in  the  business  district,  burn- 
ins:  the  dead  flies. 


A    PLEA    FOR    CO-OPERATIVE 

HEALTH  WORK 

J.  L.  Pomeroy,  M.  D.,  County  Health 

Officer,  Los  Angeles,  Cal. 

Under  the  present  conditions  in  Los 
Angeles  County,  the  enormous  growth 
in  population  naturally  brings  many 
new  problems  and  responsibilities. 
Looking  at  our  public  health  work 
comprehensively,  we  have  thirty-six 
different  city  ordinances,  the  county 
ordinances,  and  -finally  the  state  laws. 
While  there  is  excellent  work  being 
done  by  all  organizations,  there  is  a 
great  deal  of  overlapping,  some  terri- 
tories being  worked  thoroughly  and 
others  but  little.  Rapid  transit  and 
the  automobile  have  made  all  points 
in  the  county  almost  equally  access- 
ible— thus  the  sanitary  conditions  are 
of  equal  importance  throughout  the 
county.  It  is  necessary  to  organize 
the  public  health  work  on  the  basis  of 
equality  of  service  to  all  sections. 

This  problem  has  been  met  in  Mass- 
achusetts during  the  past  few  years  by 
voluntary  co-operation  under  the  guid- 
ance of  the  public  health  faculty  of  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technol- 
ogy. The  most  promising  plan  of  all 
is  the  organization  of  a  corps  of  state 
sanitary  inspectors,  acting  under  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  and  bringing 
to  the  support  of  the  local  health  offi- 
cer the  technical  knowledge  and  moral 


support  of  the  state.  In  order  to  carry 
out  such  a  scheme,  we  must  divide  the 
territory  into  units  of  such  size  as  to 
be  conveniently,  efficiently,  and  econ- 
omically administered. 

These  units  are  called  sanitary  dis- 
tricts. In  several  southern  states  the 
county  is  the  unit,  or  where  the  coun- 
ty is  small,  several  counties;  where 
the  county  is  large,  the  unit  is  again 
sub-divided   into   districts. 

This  system  has  been  in  force  in 
Massachusetts  for  some  years ;  it  has 
been  introduced  in  Maryland  and  in 
New  York,  and  is  now  being  taken  up 
in  other  states. 

The  problem  of  greatest  importance 
is  the  securing  of  efficiency  in  public 
health  work  in  the  country  or  rural 
districts,  and  in  the  small  city,  which 
is  unable  to  bear  the  cost  of  adequate 
health  administration.  By  the  group- 
ing of  adjacent  towns  and  rural  terri- 
tory in  a  district  embracing  a  large 
enough  population  to  support  finan- 
cially an  office  giving  district  nursing, 
control  of  contagious  disease,  milk 
inspection,  housing  inspection,  labora- 
tory work  and  an  administrative  offi- 
cer we  can  give  the  rural  district  effi- 
cient service ;  prevent  a  great  deal  of 
unnecessary  overlapping,  and  likewise, 
give  the  cities  in  this  district  a  more 
economical  and  efficient  service  with- 
out overlapping  or  waste. 

In  Los  Angeles  County  we  can 
easily  accomplish  this  end  by  creating 
about  seven  or  eight  districts,  the  ad- 
ministration of  which  will  cost  little,  if 
any,  more  than  at  present.  There 
should  be  one  central  office  through 
which  the  districts  can  be  co-ordinated 
and  all  supplies  can  be  bought  most 
advantageously. 

This  plan  has  been  endorsed  by  the 
Health  Officers'  Association  of  Los  An- 
geles County,  the  City  Attorneys' 
Club,  the  Health  Officers'  section  of 
the  League  of  California  Municipali- 
ties and  other  associations. 

In  order  to  put  such  a  plan  into 
actual  operation,  a  state  law  must  be 
drawn  up.  introduced  and  passed, 
which  would  enable  the  county  or 
counties   to   place   their  public   health 
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work  under  a  district  system.  Before 
the  passage  of  such  a  law  our  people 
should  acquaint  themselves  with  the 
defects  of  our  present  system,  and  the 
great  advantages  of  the  proposed  sys- 
tem. We  can  not  allow  this  work  to 
lag  behind  that  work  being  done  in 
New  York,  Massachusetts  and  other 
eastern  states. 


BIRTH  REGISTRATION

European  nations  look  with  aston- 
ishment upon  the  apparent  indiffer- 
ence to  the  registration  of  vital  statis- 
ts in  the  United  States,  a  country 
claiming  to  be  one  of  the  leading  civil- 
ized nations  of  the  world,  but.  ranking 
twenty-second  in  the  keeping  of  its 
vital  records. 

The  accurate  and  complete  registra- 
tion of  births  and  deaths  has  been 
aptly  termed  the  bookkeeping  of  hu- 
manity, and  its  fundamental  basis  on 
which  rests  all  constructive  public 
health  work  and  child-conservation. 
First,  its  safeguards  the  new-born 
child  and  makes  possible,  in  cases  of 
poverty,  the  early  care  of  the  eyes,  the 
lack  of  which  causes  such  a  high  per- 
centage of  blindness ;  secondly,  it  is 
the  first  step  in  making  a  citizen  of 
the  child,  and  protecting  his  personal 
and  property  rights.  It  furnishes  the 
only  accurate  means  of  enforcing  the 
attendance  at  school,  thereby  influenc- 
ing education. 

It  is  apparent  that  no  child-labor  law 
can  be  effective  unless  framed  on  a 
basis  resting  on  birth-regulation  and 
evidenced  by  the  birth  certificate. 

In  the  states  where  the  greatest  re- 
sults have  accrued  from  such  legisla- 
tion, it  is  required  that  the  child  pre- 
sent a  certificate  of  birth  in  order  to 
receive  a  permit  to  work. 

The  Juvenile  Court  law,  and  the  Age 
of  Consent  law  can  never  be  uniform- 
ly enforced  where  there  is  a  doubt  as 
to  the  age  of  the  child.  It  is  obvious 
that  an  affidavit  offered  by  those  who 
are,   perhaps,   interested   in   exploiting 


the  child  for  profit,  can  hardly  be  re- 
lied upon. 

The  birth  registration  test  in  the 
Los  Angeles  District  demonstrated 
two  facts;  first,  that  only  58  per  cent 
of  the  births  were  being  registered; 
second,  that  the  value  of  the  test  in 
awakening  the  public  to  this  existing 
neglect,  which  is  almost  a  national  dis- 
grace. The  education  of  the  mothers 
interviewed  was,  beyond  peradventure. 
one  of  the  most  valuable  educational 
achievements  of  the  Federation. 


DEPARTMENT    OF    PHILAN- 
THROPY 

Mrs.  P.  F.  Powers,  State  Chairman 

The  work  of  the  Department  of 
Philanthropy  is  being  carried  on  along 
the  same  lines  as  last  year.  No  par- 
ticular work  has  been  outlined  by  the 
State  Chairman  but  each  District 
Chairman  has  been  left  free  to  formu- 
late her  own  plans. 

Our  watchword  this  year  is  Service, 
the  symbol  of  unselfishness,  the  desire 
to  do  for  others  less  fortunate  than 
ourselves. 

The  question  has  arisen  in  the  minds 
of  some  whether  co-operation  with  the 
organized  charities  will  not  take  away 
the  benefit  derived  from  individual  giv- 
ing and  personal  contact  with  the  poor. 
There  is  need  for  both.  The  Asso- 
ciated Charities  reach  many  cases  that 
are  unknown  to  the  general  club 
woman.  But  if  every  club  woman  in 
the  California  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs  will  look  carefully  around  her 
she  will  find  some  one  who  needs  to 
be  warmly  clothed,  whose  larder  is 
empty,  or,  perhaps,  needs  the  care  of 
a  physician  or  nurse.  She  will  find 
little  children  who  have  never  enjoyed 
a  real  Christmas.  To  these  she  can 
play  the  good  angel  and  make  glad 
the  hearts  of  these  neglected  little 
ones.  In  such  service  will  be  found  the 
true  secret  of  happiness. 

That  the  assistance  asked  and  so 
generously  given  to  the  Travelers  Aid 
by  the  women  of  the  State  Federation 
was  merited  in  shown  by  the  report 
just  issued  by  that  society.  A  total

THE  WORK  OF  THE  SPECIALI- 
ST IN  HOME  ECONOMICS 
IN  THE  BUREAU   OF 
EDUCATION 

Henrietta  W.  Calvin 
Recognition    of   the    widespread    in- 
terest in   education   for  the  home   re- 
sulted     in     the     appointment    of    two 


women  as  specialists  in  Home  Econo- 
mics in  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Educa- 
tion. These  specialists  are  expected 
to  interest  themselves  in  all  the  vari- 
ous agencies  which  are  lending  their 
aid  in  preparing  girls  and  women  for 
effective  homemaking.  The  strictly 
school  work  in  Home  Economics  as  it 
is  given  in  public  school,  colleges,  and 
universities  is  but  one  part  of  a  great 
movement  which  in  the  end  must 
result  in  more  efficient  and  successful 
housekeepers,  mothers  and  citizens. 
The  Federation  of  Clubs,  Parent- 
Teacher  Associations,  Young  Wo- 
men's Christian  Association,  and 
States'  extension  service  are  all  inter- 
ested in  some  form  of  education  for 
the  home.  It  is  desired  that  Division 
of  Home  Economics  in  the  Bureau  of 
Education  be  a  co-ordinative  force  to 
bring  together  these  many  and  varied 
interests  in  educational  matters,  that 
each  may  receive  the  stimulus  and  en- 
couragement of  the  others,  and  that 
there  may  be  neither  overlapping  nor 
neglected  fields  of  endeavor. 

The  entire  subject  of  education  for 
homemaking  is  new.  There  is  at  pres- 
ent no  definite  limitations  as  to  what 
properly  constitutes  this  form  of  prep- 
aration for  life  service,  nor  is  there  any 
certainty  as  to  what  should  be  con- 
sidered irrelevent  and,  hence,  be  ex- 
cluded. The  specialists  in  Home 
Economics  will  gather  data  and  confer 
with  leaders  in  Home  Economics  move- 
ments and.  so  far  as  is  possible,  present 
those  interested  with  courses  of  study. 


j¥lat*ene 
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The  women's  organizations  could  be 
of  inestimable  assistance  if  they  would 
discover  just  what  knowledge  a  wom- 
an really  needs  in  order  to  be  a  capable 
housekeeper,  an  intelligent  wife,  a  wise 
and  efficient  mother,  and  a  safe  coun- 
sellor in  civic  affairs.  If  many  women 
attacking  the  problem  from  the  re- 
verse side  would  decide,  without  re- 
gard to  previously  conceived  opinions, 
what  training  is  most  essential  for  the 
homemaker,  it  would  greatly  simplify 
the  problems  under  consideration  by 
school  authorities.  "What  does  a 
woman  need  to  know?".  When  that 
question  is  adequately  and  satisfac- 
torily answered,  school  courses  can  be 
standardized  and  this  standardization 
is  essential  to  effective  teaching. 
Teachers  of  necessity  have  worked 
much  alone,  and  each  has  outlined  her 
own  course  with  her  own  limited  ex- 
perience of  life.  It  will  be  the  privi- 
lege of  the  Specialists  in  Home  Eco- 
nomics to  survey  the  many  efforts  be- 
ing made  in  Home  Economics  teaching 
and  to  publish  the  best  of  this  material 
for  the  use  of  all. 

Valuable  original  methods  of  teach- 
ing homemaking  are  in  practice  in  cer- 
tain communities,  of  which  other  com- 
munities are  in  entire  ignorance.  In- 
deed, it  is  not  uncommon  to  find  that  the 
patrons  of  the  school  are  not  familiar 
with  the  quality  of  instruction  given 
to  the  children  from  their  own  homes. 
To  extend  the  knowledge  of  progres- 
sive movements  for  teaching  the  youth 
the  essential  household  arts  and  the 
correlated  sciences,  and  to  bring  to 
the  instructors  the  understanding,  en- 
couragement and  assistance  of  exper- 
ienced homemakers  is  the  ambition  of 
the  Home  Economics  Specialists  in  the 
Bureau  of  Education. 

While  Home  Economics,  under  its 
many  and  various  names,  is  a  part  of 
the  curricula  of  more  than  3,000  city 
and  village  schools,  there  are  tens  of 
thousands  of  rural  schools  wherein  no 
phase  of  this  subject  is  taught,  yet 
where  such  instruction  is  greatly 
needed.  AA^hile  suggestive  courses  for 
these    schools    are.   under    preparation 


and  encouragement  is  being  given  to 
normal  schools  to  prepare  their  stu- 
dents to  teach  this  group  of  subjects  in 
the  rural  schools,  there  is  a  great  op- 
portunity for  women's  organizations  to 
lend  their  assistance  in  creating  a  pub- 
lic sentiment  that  will  establish  and 
maintain  conditions  making  possible 
this  teaching. 

The  Bureau  of  Education  has  not 
the  facilities  nor  the  financial  means 
for  discovering  new  facts  relating  to 
the  household  operations,  but  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  through  its 
States  Relation  Service,  is  publishing 
knowledge  of  great  value  to  house- 
wives and  carrying  on  investigations 
relating  to  foods,  textiles,  and  house- 
hold management.  Those  in  the  Bu- 
reau of  Education  are  especially  anx- 
ious to  give  information  concerning 
these  and  other  bulletins  and,  also, 
facts  concerning  the  many  excellent 
books  being  published  bearing  directly 
on  the  problems  of  housekeeping  and 
homemaking. 

Miss  Lyford  and  Mrs.  Calvin,  the  re- 
cent appointees  to  the  position  of  Spe- 
cialists in  Home  Economics  will  meet 
groups  of  women  at  any  time  for  con- 
ferences relating  to  educational  move- 
ments for  home  betterment.  Because 
of  the  limited  federal  funds  available 
for  traveling  expense,  it  is  necesary 
that  expenses  be  covered  by  those 
wishing  the  services  of  employees  of 
the  Bureau  of  Education. 


EFFICIENCY    NOT    WASTED 

ENERGY  IN  WORK 

By  Mrs.  Christian  Frederick 

"Efficiency"  is  the  keynote  of  the  new 
idea  in  homemaking.  The  home,  the  last 
stronghold  of  traditional  methods  and 
appliances,  is  today  being  brought  into 
line  with  scientific,  standardized  condi- 
tions and  equipment.  Just  as  the  office, 
the  shop  and  the  factory  have  been  revo- 
lutionized, so  that  work  done  in  them  re- 
sults in  less  energy  and  less  waste  of  time 
and  money,  so  too,  the  home  is  being  gal- 
vanized by  the  magic  of  the  practice  of 
efficiency. 

In  all  kinds  of  work,  there  enter  three 
factors — that  of  time,  money  or  material, 
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and  last,  human  effort.  The  object  of 
efficiency  is  the  conservation  of  all  three, 
but  particularly  the  saving  of  the  prodi- 
gal and  useless  waste  of  human  energy. 
To  save  time  and  money  at  the  expense  of 
the  human  worker,  would  be  a  false  and 
worthless  attempt.  Only  those  methods 
and  equipment  which  result  in  the  best 
and  highest  conditions  for  the  worker,  can 
be  called  truly  efficient. 

"Efficiency"  differs  from  "system"  in 
just  this  vita!  point,  the  worker  is  sub- 
ordinate and  a  slave  to  "System,"  while 
under  efficiency  plans,  the  plans  exist  only 
for  the  highest  good  of  the  worker.  In 
one,  the  plan  is  the  most  important,  and 
the  worker  must  conform  to  those  plans  ; 
while  in  the  other,  the  worker  is  most 
important,  and  methods  and  plans  are 
useless  only  in  so  far  as  the)'  further  the 
happiness  and  higher  development  of  the 
worker. 

Work  cannot  be  measured  by  the 
amount  of  energy  spent  upon  it.  Indeed, 
the  less  amount  of  energy  spent,  the 
greater  the  chances  of  the  work  being 
done  efficiently.  The  greater  friction,  the 
greater  amount  of  waste  motion,  the 
greater  loss  of  nervous  force,  the  less 
the  efficiency  of  the  task.  Now  although 
woman  is  called  the  conserver  of  the  race, 
and  held  its  more  static  member,  she  has, 
in  all  the  past  centuries,  been  most  prodi- 
gal of  her  own  energy  and  strength.  Ow- 
ing to  her  seclusion  from  outside  inter- 
ests, her  lack  of  participation  in  business 
and  affairs,  her  ignorance  of  mechanics, 
she  has  performed  the  tasks  in  her  own 
home  in  the  most  arduous  and  time-tak- 
ing manner.  Where  man  has  for  years 
harnessed  the  electric  current,  applied 
short-cut  methods  and  used  the  most  ad- 
vanced equipment,  the  homemaker  has, 
until  very  recently,  been  carrying  on  her 
end  of  the  world's  work  under  every 
handicap. 

But  today  the  homemaker,  too,  is  ap- 
plying efficiency  to  her  own  profession  of 
homemaking.  She  is  seeking  new  meth- 
ods of  work,  she  is  learning  to  use  the 
modern  labor-saver,  she  is  reaching  out 
into  the  vast  interests  of  the  home  be- 
yond her  own  four  walls.  In  all  this,  she 
is  learning  that  the  most  important  thing 
she  can  do  is  to  conserve  her  own  energy, 


for  the  benefit  of  her  children,  her  family, 
and  society. 

Efficiency,  to  the  modern  housewife, 
must  not  mean  "speeding  up,"  short  cuts 
and  elaborate  methods,  at  the  expense  of 
her  own  energy.  On  the  contrary,  she 
who  best  understands  the  meaning  of  ef- 
ficiency, will  see  that  it  is  first,  an  attitude 
of  mind,  an  alertness  for  the  new,  the 
most  helpful  and  the  most  progressive. 
She  will  be  willing  to  drop  methods  hon- 
ored by  her  grandmother  if  she  sees  that 
those  methods  do  not  make  for  freedom 
in  her  work.  She  will  be  willing  to  in- 
stall a  new  labor-saver,  and  use  it  so 
intelligently  that  work  will  be  done  with- 
out friction  and  wasted  energy.  Some 
homemakers  are  inclined  to  think  that 
"efficiency''  means  working  until  they 
drop,  and  keeping  at  each  task  until  it  is 
speeded  up  and  made  short,  and  done  in 
a  minute.  On  the  contrary,  efficiency 
seeks  the  best  way,  with  the  least  effort. 
Unless  it  results  in  less  effort  and  less 
waste  motion,  it  cannot  be  true  efficiency. 
It  is  not  work,  in  itself,  that  many  home- 
makers  find  fatiguing,  it  is  the  unplanned 
work,  the  haste,  the  "nerves"  with  which 
work  is  done.  But  standardized  work 
can  never  result  in  nerves.  There  is 
effort,  it  is  true,  in  learning  the  best  way, 
at  first,  just  as  there  is  in  learning  a  new 
composition  for  the  piano ;  but  when  once 
standardized,  each  task  can  be  done  with 
as  much  delight  as  is  gained  by  playing  a 
selection  that  is  well  known. 

Efficiency  shows  the  way  for  making 
the  home  a  thing  of  beauty,  not  drudgery ; 
it  subordinates  work  to  the  higher  aims 
of  the  family's  happiness ;  it  puts  home- 
making  above  housekeeping ;  it  makes 
possible  the  running  of  a  home  in  such  a 
way  that  the  labor,  the  effort,  the  nervous 
force  are  minimized,  so  that  more  time, 
more  effort  and  more  inspiration  can  go 
into  the  true  work  of  the  home. 

The  homemaker  who  sees  only  that  her 
own  chairs  are  dusted,  her  own  garbage 
pail  washed,  and  her  own  children  kept  in 
health,  has  only  a  narrow  gauge  vision 
of  her  work.  The  true  homemaker  can- 
not be  worthy  of  the  title  unless  she  thinks 
also  of  the  city  dusting,  the  municipal 
garbage  pail  and  the  health  of  the  com-

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WOMEN'S  LEGISLATIVE  COUNCIL  OF  CALIFORNIA 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Women's 
Legislative  Council  was  held  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, October  30th,  about  seventy-five 
delegates  being  present.  As  the  Council 
is  composed  of  twenty-five  other  organ- 
izations with  a  total  membership  of  about 
seventy-five  thousand  women  the  delega- 
tion, while  only  one  to  every  thousand, 
was  so  truly  representative  it  voiced  the 
interests  of  all.  Keenest  interest  centered 
in  the  reports,  amendments  to  By-Laws 
and  election  of  officers. 

The  principal  changes  in  By-Laws  con- 
sisted, in  general,  in  constituting  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  Officers  and  the 
Presidents,  or  their  alternates,  of  the  or- 
ganizations belonging  to  the  Council ;  the 
endeavors  to  place  representation  and 
taxation  on  one  and  the  same  basis ;  the 
acceptance  of  proxies  properly  signed ; 
the  time  of  presentation  of  proposed 
measures  and  method  of  having  them  ex- 
amined as  to  proper  form  and  constitu- 
tionality. The  object  of  the  Council  is 
still  to  secure  action  on  legislative  meas- 
ures in  which  all  are  interested  and  to  act 
as  a  "clearing  house"  for  all  women's  or- 
ganizations interested  in  legislation  that 
energy,  time,  strength  and  effort  may  be 
minimized.  While  membership  in  the 
Council  pre-supposes  support  of  all  meas- 
ures endorsed  by  the  Cuncil  it  does  not 


prevent  any  organization  from  working 
for  other  measures. 

Financing  of  such  an  organization  is  a 
most  vital  factor  in  its  success.  After  a 
careful  budget  for  the  two  years  an 
amendment  on  dues  was  passed  which 
provided  equity  but  not  sufficient  income 
and  a  recommendation  was  made  that  the 
membership  be  asked  for  a  penny  per 
year  or  a  postage  stamp  from  each  one 
for  the  two  years.  If  the  strength"  of 
this  organization  shall  stand  back  of  and 
carry  to  successful  legislation  measures 
for  the  benefit  of  the  women  and  chil- 
dren and  homes  of  this  State  it  does  not 
seem  too  much  to  ask  the  women  for  one 
postage  stamp  once  in  two  years.

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THE     SUFFRAGE     VICTORY     IN 

THE    EASTERN    STATES 

By    Mrs.    Seward    Simons,    President, 

Friday  Morning  Club 

Any  one  familiar  with  the  conditions 
in  these  states  feels,  in  spite  of  the  ma- 
jority against  suffrage,  that  a  large  num- 
ber of  votes  cast  in  the  various  states  for 
suffrage,  was  in  the  nature  of  a  great 
victory. 

In  New  York  State  the  majority 
against  suffrage  was  184,000,  but  in  the 
whole  state,  half  a  million  men  cast 
their  ballot  on  election  day  in  favor  of 
woman's  suffrage,  which  in  itself  has 
a  tremendous  gain  in  public  opinion 
and  shows  that  the  campaign  commit- 
tee had  its  work  well  in  hand. 

In  Pennsylvania  the  question  was 
defeated  by  a  majority  of  34,000.  Out- 
side of  Philadelphia  there  was  a  majority 
of  10,000  in  favor  of  suffrage.  It  was 
Philadelphia  with  a  majority  of  34,000 
against  suffrage  that  defeated  the  meas- 
ure in  that  state. 

In  conservative  Massachusetts,  the 
stronghold  of  the  antis,  it  is  said  that 
suffrage  was  defeated  two  to  one, 
which  is  perhaps  a  greater  majority 
than  most  of  us  had  expected  even  in 
Massachusetts,  but  it  is  a  surprise  to 
think  that  even  one  in  every  three  men 
in  Massachusetts  believes  in  equal  suf- 
frage. 

In  New  Jersey  suffrage  was  de- 
feated because  New  Jersey  is  consid- 
ered the  most  reactionary  state  in  the 
Union,  and  further  than  that,  it  was 
corrupt  politics,  cheap  politics,  the 
liquor  interests  and  all  the  other  forces 
of  evil  that  defeated  the  amendment, 
which  should  be  something  of  an  indi- 
cation as  to  who  the  real  anti-suffrag- 
ists are,  so  while,  if  you  judge  from 
the  figures  that  this  was  a  defeat,  we 
must  equally  conclude  that  it  was  a 
victory,  for  the  largest  number  of  votes 
ever  cast  in  fifty  years  of  campaign- 
ing history  were  registered  as  favor- 
ing this  reform. 

The  Equal  Suffrage  leaders  are  not 
dismayed  and  will  go  right  on  with 
the  campaign. 
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SOUTHERN 

The  County  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs  held  its  eighteenth  annual  con- 
vention in  San  Diego,  October  28th 
and  29th. 

The  program  was  strictly  along  Fed- 
eration lines.  One  particularly  good 
feature  was  the  art  exhibit,  in  place  of 
the  report  on  art.  This  was  the  happy 
thought  of  the  chairman,  Mrs.  George 
Cheney.  Perhaps  most  interest  cen- 
tered in  the  council  over  which  Mrs. 
Cora  Pray-McKenney  presided,  and  at 
which  the  following  topics  were  dis- 
cussed :  "How  can  the  Department 
Chairmen  be  brought  closer  to  the 
clubs?"  "Club  Efficiency";  "Reciproc- 
ity" ;  Helpful  Courtesies  from  Retiring 
to  Incoming  Officers" ;  "The  Girls' 
Auxiliary" ;  "How  Improve  the  Club 
Program?"  "Why  Do  We  Federate?" 

Mrs.  A.  J.  Lawton,  of  Santa  Ana, 
president  of  the  district,  and  Mrs.  Rob- 
ert F.  Garner,  of  San  Bernardino, 
State  Chairman  of  Public  Health,  were 
present  and  added  greatly  to  the  in- 
terest of  the  program.  The  address  of 
the  president,  Mrs.  Fred  Van  Buskin, 
emphasized  three  lines  of  work — tree 
planting  along  public  highways,  pub- 
lic health,  and  girls'  auxiliaries. 

Mrs.  Van  Buskin  was  elected  to 
serve  the  federation  for  another  year. 
The  convention  indorsed  the  candi- 
dacy of  Mrs.  Josiah  Evans  Cowles  for 
General  Federation  president,  and  also 
favored  the  interstate  commerce  child 
labor  bill.  The  social  side  of  the  con- 
vention was  not  wanting,  and  Mrs. 
J.  M.  O'Toole  and  other  local  musi- 
cians added  much  to  the  enjoyment 
and  success  of  the  meetings. 


DISTRICT  NEWS 

SAN  FRANCISCO 

A  one-day  session  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco District  was  held  in  conjunction 
wit  the  International  Congress  of 
Women,  on  the  opening  day  of  the 
congress,  Monday,  October  1,  at  the 
Y.  W.  C.  A.  building,  P.  P.  I.  E. 

This  session  was  a  sort  of  entr-acte 
between  the  1914  and  1915  conven- 
tions, the  time' of  meeting  having  been 
put  forward  at  the  last  district  conven- 
tion from  fall  to  spring,  by  a  change 
in  the  by-laws. 

Mrs.  Percy  S.  King,  president,  pre- 
sided, and  a  full  quota  of  the  district 
officers  and  chairman,  delegates  and 
club  presidents  was  present.  The  re- 
ports of  the  district  chairmen  showed 
that  excellent  work  had  been  and  is  be- 
ing accomplished. 

After  the  business  part  of  the  pro-

Dr.  Kate  Waller  Barrett,  presiding 
officer  of  the  congress  responded  to 
Mrs.  King  and  the  district  for  its 
splendid  help.  Lady  Aberdeen  gave 
greetings  as  the  president  of  the  In- 
ternational Council  of  Women.  She 
expressed  her  pleasure  and  gratitude  at 
being  so  warmly  and  hospitably  wel- 
comed by  the  organizations  which 
were  interested  in  making  the  congress 
a  success.  Mrs.  E.  D.  Knight,  presi- 
dent of  the   State   Federation,   gave  a 
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pleasant  and  cordial  response  to  Lady 
Aberdeen. 

The  meeting  adjourned  for  a  lunch- 
eon given  in  the  Women's  Board  room 
of  the  California  building  on  the  Ex- 
position grounds. 

SAN  JOAQUIN  DISTRICT 

October  7  was  gala  day  at  the  Par- 
lor Lecture  Club  house,  when  the  aus- 
picious occasion  of  celebrating  the  re- 
lease of  the  mortgage  on  the  club  house 
passed  into  the  annals  of  the  club's 
history.  Club  spirit  was  effervescent, 
and  of  the  three  hundred  and  fifty 
members,  there  were  but  few  absent- 
ees. A  luncheon  was  served  and  the 
library  and  banquet  hall  were  filled 
with  the  brilliant  assemblage.  Follow- 
ing the  singing  of  "Auld  Lang  Syne," 
the  long  anticipated  event  occurred,  as 
Miss  Lucy  Hatch,  mistress  of  cere- 
monies, held  up  the  last  visible  evi- 
dence of  the  debt,  the  mortgage,  and 
then  applied  a  torch  to  it.

Club ;  meeting  of  the  Tulare  Women's 


Club;  the  Reedly  Study  Club  celebrat- 
ing president's  day;  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  Lemon  Cove  Civic  Club ; 
the  issuing  of  the  year  book  of  the 
Tuesday  Club  of  Lindsay,  containing 
an  outline  of  brilliant  work  for  the 
winter's  season  ;  the  "Open  Day-'  meet- 
ing of  the  Woman's  Club  of  Han- 
ford  ;  an  informal  reception  of  the 
Woman's  Improvement  Club  of  Mo- 
desto.

The  San  Joaquin  District  Board  has 
suggested  that  a  Federation  Day  be 
observed  by  each  club  in  the  district 
during  the  coming  year.  The  nature 
of  the  occasion  is  to  be  something  in 
the  line  of  entertainment  given  to  in- 
crease the  fund  of  the  district  board. 
The  outcome  of  the  movement  will 
probably  prove  some  delightful  and 
unique  entertainments. 

NORTHERN 

The  Northern  District  Executive 
Board  held  its  second  meeting  Octo- 
ber 2.  at  the  Traveler's  Hotel,  Sacra- 
mento. 

The  president,  Mrs.  Bradford  Wood- 
bridge,  presided. 

A  small  portion  of  the  morning  ses- 
sion was  given  up  to  routine  business, 
the  rest  of  the  time  was  given  up  to 
the  Civic  Department  of  the  state  and 
district. 

Mrs.  E.  R.  Cleveland,  district  chair- 
man, strongly  advocated  the  University 
Extension  Course  lectures. 

Mrs.  C.  H.  Adams,  state  chairman 
i  if  civics,  urged  more  energetic  action 
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in   the   furtherance   of  market   inspec- 
tion and  pure  milk. 

The  afternoon  session  was  devoted 
to  country  life  and  health. 

Mrs.  C.  H.  Cooper  of  the  district, 
and  Miss  Lillian  D.  Clark  of  the  state 
department,  convinced  their  audience 
that  this  subject  embraced  all  others 
for  the  benefit  of  the  country  woman. 
They  spoke  of  good  roads,  consolida- 
tion of  schools,  convenient  kitchens, 
farm  sanitation,  canning  of  farm 
products,  organization  of  the  county 
farm  bureau  and  social  centers. 

Dr.  Leila  Beebe,  chairman  of  health, 
proved  conclusively  that  other  depart- 
ments were  useless  if  health  was  not 
preserved.  Her  address  touched  upon 
a  variety  of  causes  and  effects  and  cre- 
ated a  great  interest  in  the  department. 

This  new  departure  from  the  old- 
time  business  meeting  proved  a  very 
great  success,  and  the  attendance  of 
the  conference  showed  that  much  en- 
thusiasm in  department  work  has  been 
accomplished. 

The  Roseville  Women's  Improve- 
ment Club  has  prepared  an  elaborate 
program  replete  with  interest  and  edu- 
cational and  cultural  value  for  the  year 
1915-1916. 

LOS  ANGELES 

The  Los  Angeles  district  board  held 
the  second  open  board  meeting  of  the 
year  Thursday,  November  11,  in  Los 
Angeles.  The  interest  shown  in  the 
meeting  was  most  gratifying,  repre- 
sentatives from  the  clubs  taking  part 
freely,  asking  questions  and  making 
suggestions  along  the  lines  of  Federa- 
tion interests. 

The  feature  of  the  afternoon  was  a 
most  delightful  address  by  Mrs.  Aman- 
da Matthews  Chase,  who  spoke  on  the 
work  of  the  home  teacher,  reviewing 
the  law  which  provided  for  such  teach- 
ing and  giving  practical  information 
about  the  efforts  being  made  to  put  the 
provisions  of  the  law  into  effect. 

These  open  meetings  will  be  held 
regularly  throughout  the  year  the 
second  Thursday  of  each  month.  All 
club  women  are  invited  to  attend,  and  a 


most  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to 
visiting  club  women  from  other  districts 
and  states. 


The  public  health  conferences  that 
are  being  held  in  the  Los  Angeles  dis- 
trict under  the  direction  of  its  chair- 
man of  health,  Dr.  Maude  Wilde,  are 
attracting  favorable  attention. 

At  the  October  conference,  held  in 
Normal  Hill  Center,  Los  Angeles,  Dr 
J.  L.  Pomeroy,  whose  address  appears 
in  this  issue  of  The  Clubwoman,  ex- 
plained the  county  health  administration. 
Dr.  E.  D.  Ward,  assistant  Los  Angeles 
city  health  commissioner,  made  a  plea  for 
greater  co-operation  in  the  city  work, 
showing  the  department  handicapped  in 
many  ways  for  lack  of  this. 

Mrs.  Estelle  Lawton  Lindsay,  mem- 
ber of  the  Los  Angeles  city  council, 
asked  the  co-operation  of  the  club 
women  in  getting  an  ordinance  passed 
to  abolish  the  roller  towel  and  the 
drinking  cup. 

This  conference  was  fraught  with 
much  good  to  all  and  brought  forcibly 
to  the  minds  of  the  women  the  need 
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of  service  in  this  department,  which  is 
the  foundation  of  the  home. 


The  Pasadena  Shakespeare  Club, 
one  of  the  oldest  and  largest  clubs  in 
the  Los  Angeles  district,  is  justly 
proud  of  having  won  the  $400  prize 
awarded  by  the  county  beautification 
committee  for  the  best  kept  grounds. 
The  club's  committee  on  grounds,  of 
which  Mrs.  J.  A.  Phelps  is  chairman, 
is  to  be  congratulated. 

The  club  opens  this  year  under  most 
favorable  conditions.  Mrs.  Ernest 
Lockwood  is  serving  the  club  a  second 
term  and  from  her  experience  of  last 
year  will  be  able  better  to  advance  the 
interests  of  the  club. 

Three  new  committees  have  been 
added — on  publicity,  music  and  friend- 
liness. A  series  of  "At  Home  Days" 
will  take  the  place  of  the  one  "Reci- 
procity Day."  At  these  at  home  days 
groups  of  neighboring  clubs  will  be 
special  guests  of  honor. 


The  San  Pedro  Women's  Club,  of 
which  Mrs.  Florence  Schoneman  is 
president,  has  the  proud  distinction  of 
being  the  only  club  in  the  state,  prob- 
ably in  the  world,  that  owns  a  club- 
house, the  site  of  which  passed  to  the 
club  direct  from  the  original  Spanish 
grant.  The  donor  was  Mrs.  Luanda 
Sepulveda  Dodson — Mrs.  Schoneman's 
mother — member  of  one  of  the  old 
Spanish  families. 


The  Woman's  Club  of  Santa  Bar- 
bara began  its  program  for  the  year 
"ith  a  reception  to  the  new  presider1"1- 
Mrs.  E.  C.  Tallant.  and  her  board  of 
directors.  The  principal  address  of 
the  occasion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Tal- 
lant- herself,  who  spoke  effectively  on 
"Co-operation  and  Service."

Miss  Yoch  is  one  of  the  few  women 
landscape  architects  in  the  country  and 
brings  to  her  business  training  of  a 
quality  already  reflected  in  a  generous 
measure  of  success. 

Miss  Yoch  is  a  native  daughter  and 
a  graduate  of  Berkeley,  where  the  foun- 
dations of  her  professional  education 
were  laid.  It  was  completed  at  Cornell 
and  the  University  of  Illinois,  where 
she  specialized  in  engineering,  archi- 
tecture and  landscape  work  proper,  the 
main  branches  of  which  are  horticul- 
ture, design  and  construction.

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DISTRICT  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

BY  MRS.  A.  J.  LAWTON 

A  backward  glance  over  one  and 
one-half  years'  service  as  president  of 
the  Southern  District,  C.  F.  W.  C, 
awakens  such  a  train  of  thought  rela- 
tive to  the  few  things  accomplished,  as 
against  the  man}-  things  we  aspired  to 
do,  had  time  and  strength  permitted,  as 
to  make  it  difficult  to  give  a  summary 
of  the  actual  progress  of  club  work  in 
the  time  mentioned. 

The  plan  of  work  outlined  for  the 
clubs  in  the  Southern  District  conforms 
to  the  general  plan  of  co-operation, 
grouping  Departments  for  more  effi- 
cient work  and  in  trying  to  adjust 
means  and  methods,  pertaining  to  club 
work,  to  meet  present  day  conditions 
in  dealing  with  public  welfare  meas- 
ures. 

If  we  are  to  do  constructive  work 
we  must  consider  the  vital  questions 
of  the  day,  and  to  do  this  successfully 
we  must  eliminate  personal  interest, 
get  a  vision  of  the  Federation  as  a 
unit  and  work  to  make  it  such. 

Three  principal  phases  of  the  pro- 
posed plan  are  as  follows :  The  launch- 
ing of  a  systematic  educational  cam- 
paign to  stamp  out  illiteracy  in  Cali- 
fornia. 

The  working  out  of  a  better,  a  more 
harmonious  plan  for  a  women's  legis- 
lative council. 

The  growth  of  a  wider  educational 
system  for  interesting  women  in  a  gen- 
uine knowledge  of  civic  affairs. 

This  outline  for  work  was  presented 
to  the  clubs  of  the  district  in  addresses 
given  by  the  district  president  at  the 
several  county  Federation  conven- 
tions: At  the  Orange  county  meeting, 
held  at  La  Habra  on  October  9 ;  San 
Bernardino  county  meeting  at  Red- 
lands  on  October  20;  Riverside  county 
on  October  22,  and  San  Diego  county 
on  October  28-29. 

The  plan  for  departmental  work  has 
been  adopted  by  the  county  Federa- 
tions ;  the  chairmen  of  county  depart- 
ments working  as  sub-committees  un- 
der district  chairmen  has  been  of  great 
assistance  in  putting  Federation  work 
before  the  clubs.

The  department  of  press  has 
launched  an  educational  campaign  for 
the  purpose  of  acquainting  the  public 
as  to  the  intent  and  purpose  of  wom- 
en's clubs,  this  by  means  of  systematic 
press  notices. 

The  district  executive  board  meet- 
ings have  been  held  alternately  in  the 
five  counties  ;  this  plan  has  offered  a  wide 
field  for  exchange  of  plans  and  ideas. 

The  outlook  for  the  progress  of  club 
work  is  good;  the  only  thing  needed  to 
give  assurance  of  successful,  construc- 
tive work  is  unity  and  co-operation 
on  the  part  of  the  Federation  as  a  whole. 

The  backward  glance  brings  to  mind 
many  pleasant  memories  of  association 
with  the  bright  and  capable  club  wom- 
en of  the  Southern  District,  many  of 
whom  were  strangers  in  the  beginning 
of  my  service,  but  now  are  warm  per- 
sonal friends,  the  most  valued  legacy 
of  my  administration. 

To  the  hearty  co-operation  and  sup- 
port of  my  executive  board  is  due

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SOUTHERN  DISTRICT  CONVENTION 
IN  EL  CENTRO 


The  fourteenth  annual  convention  of 
the  Southern  District,  C.  F.  W.  C, 
which  came  to  a  close  at  noon  on  Friday, 
has  been  voted  the  most  successful  in 
the  history  of  this  organization.  Not 
onlv  was  it  a  success  from  the  standpoint 
of  interchange  of  ideas,  which  is  the  chief 
aim  of  the  convention,  but  from  a  social 
standpoint.  Never  have  delegates  been 
more  enthusiastic  than  were  those  of  this 
convention  over  the  unique  surroundings 
and  conditions  to  which  they  were  intro- 
duced by  the  hostess  county. 

In  every  speech  that  was  made  words 
of  appreciation  were  spoken  in  behalf  of 
the  mystic  wonderland,  Imperial  Valley. 
The  President.  Mrs.  A.  J.  Lawton.  spoke 
of  it  as  "A  dream  come  true."  Mrs.  E. 
D.  Knight,  the  State  President,  and  Miss 
Jessica  Lee  Briggs,  both  of  San  Francis- 
co, paid  sincerest  tribute  to  surroundings 
and  conditions  which  were  far  benond  all 
they  had  dared  to  expect. 

The  business  sessions  of  the  convention 
were  interesting  and  helpful  beyond  ex- 
pression. Reports  from  all  the  club  presi- 
dents in  the  district  was  a  revelation  in 
the  scope  of  activities  undertaken  success- 
fully by  the  clubwomen  of  the  Southland. 
Everything  from  "Swat  the  fly"  to  the 
most  difficult  of  social  problems  has  been 
included  in  the  surprisingly  efficient  pro- 
grams of  these  clubs. 

From  the  Banning  Club  came  word  of 
a  splendidly  equipped  clubhouse  and  some 
unique  work  along  the  line  of  Junior  Aux- 
iliary. 

The  Beaumont  Club  reported  newly  ac- 
quired property,  an  efficient  improvement 
league,  and  an  annual  Christmas  tree 
given  for  children  at  the  public  library. 

Calexico  reported  success  through 
growth  in  democratic  ideals,  an  enlarged 
membership,  and  the  hearty  support  of 
the  men  of  the  community. 


But  no  report  met  with  heartier  ap- 
plause than  that  of  the  Calipatria  Club 
for  it  told  the  story  of  a  truly  pioneer 
club,  a  club  which  was  established  in  a 
town  less  than  a  year  old,  a  club  whose 
first  efforts  were  directed  toward  the 
voting  of  a  $40,000  school  bond,  a  club 
that  has  helped  to  make  its  town  a  young 
giant. 

Playground  work  was  featured  by  the 
Corona  Club ;  also  an  inspection  commit- 
tee cooperating  with  the  board  of  health. 

The  Winchester  Club,  the  baby  of  the 
convention,  made  a  report  which  was  a 
revelation  in  its  statement  of  what  court- 
esy and  sisterhood  of  neighbor  clubs 
may  do  for  one  in  the  formative  period. 

Anaheim's  nativity  day,  in  which  the 
members  represented  the  State  or  country 
of  their  birth  by  emblem,  proved  inter- 
esting. Huntington  Beach  had  a  "See 
America  First"  program.  The  work  of 
the  Friday  Afternoon  Club  of  Ontario  is 
deserving  of  a  column  in  itself,  and  its 
social  life  for  working  girls  called  forth  a 
round  of  applause.  The  Riverside 
^Yoman's  Club  showed  all-round  strength 
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and  a  special  interest  in  the  all  important 
personal  courtesy.  The  Riverside 
Wednesday  Morning  Club  is  doing  some- 
thing for  illiteracy.  The  San  Bernardino 
Club  is  encouraging  floriculture.  Red- 
lands  had  something  to  say  on  the  popular 
Junior  auxiliary  question.

Department  chairmen's  reports  were 
also  of  surpassing  interest.  Notable 
among  these  were  those  of  Mrs.  H.  E. 
DeNyse  on  Country  Life,  Mrs.  Charles 
C.  Arnold,  Hitsory  and  Landmark;  Mrs. 
George  Butler,  Endowment;  Mrs.  G.  W. 
Beattie,  Education ;  Mrs.  F.  J.  Mueller, 
Club  Extension. 


In  the  report  of  Mrs.  Helen  M.  Derai- 
ling, chairman  of  Legislation,  were  many 
items  of  sound  advice ; — Be  very  slow  to 
pass  resolutions  or  endorsements ;  Study 
•the  needs  of  your  particular  community 
and  the  legislation  which  will  benefit  it; 
Follow  Mrs.  Percy  V.  Pennybacker's  sug- 
gestion, Investigate,  eliminate,  concen- 
trate. 

Mrs.  L.  J.  Ferrel  gave  a  report  on  club 
emblem,  offering  suggestion  for  use  of 
the  stickers  on  badges  and  place  cards, 
and  buying  pins  as  Christmas  gifts  and 
souvenirs  to  retiring  officers. 

An  extended  report  was  given  on 
Mothercraft  by  Mrs.  R.  B.  Vaile,  in 
which  she  emphasized  the  need  of  educat- 
ing mothers.  Back  to  the  home  was  her 
slogan. 

Laxness  in  attending  to  federation  cor- 
respondence, both  district  and  state, 
brought  forth  an  abundance  of  personal 
protest  from  long-suffering  chairmen, 
and  some  amusing  anecdotes  were  told. 
It  seems  that  no  woman  who  attended 
this  session  could  in  the  future  delay  or 
overlook  any  federation  communication, 
nor  could  she  omit  her  full  name,  initials 
being  emphasized. 

An  address  was  given  by  Mr.  George 
H.  Maxwell,  on  "Our  National  Defense 
— The  Patriotism  of  Peace."  He  also 
spoke  at  the  business  sessions  on  "Coun- 
try Life." 

Mrs.  Lillian  Burkhart  Goldsmith  gave 
an  evening  program  on  "Story  Telling  as 
an  Art,"  which  was  aprpeciated.

Lawton ;  State  credentials,  Mrs.  Fred  C. 
Martin. 

Mrs.  Lillian  Pray  Palmer,  chairman  of 
the  resolutions  committee,  presented  the 
following  resolutions :  Sympathy  in  be- 
half of  the  late  Mrs.  Emily  Hoppin,  the 
reinstatement  of  the  poll  tax ;  a  supple- 
mentary course  of  six  weeks  in  California 
history  in  the  high  schools ;  the  careful 
study  of  William  B.  Maxwell's  book  on 
peace ;  endorsing  the  candidacy  of  Mrs. 
Josiah  Evans  Cowles  for  the  General 
Federation  presidency ;  and  homage  to 
the  service  of  pioneer  women.  This  last 
resolution  was  a  pretty  compliment  to  the 
women  who  have  built  up  the  Imperial 
Valley,  and  was  responded  to  with  a 
rising  vote.  All  the  resolutions  were 
adopted. 

The  invitation  for  the  fifteenth  annual 
convention  was  extended  by  Mrs.  J.  J. 
Suess  of  Redlands,  in  behalf  of  the  Con- 
temperary  Club  of  that  place.  Before 
she  had  reached  the  platform  there  arose 
a  storm  of  applause,  indicative  of  the  re- 
ception her  invitation  received. 

One  of  the  pleasant  surprises  of  the 
convention  was  the  presenting  of  a  solid 
gold  federation  pin  to  the  president,  Mrs. 
A.  J.  Lawton.  It  was  given  as  a  token 
of  appreciation  for  her  work  in  the  dis- 
trict. Mrs.  Palmer  made  a  graceful 
speech  of  presentation,  and  Mrs.  A.  H. 


Griswold,  president  of  the  Ten  Thousand 
Club  of  El  Centro  pinned  it  on.  Mrs. 
Lawton  expressed  deep  gratitude. 

During  the  morning  Mrs.  Butler  again 
presented  the  needs  of  the  endowment 
fund,  and  received  pledges  from  many 
of  the  club  presidents.  Mrs.  Lawton's 
name  was  placed  on  the  honor  roll 
through  the  courtesy  of  the  president- 
elect, Mrs.  Charles  C.  Arnold. 

In  her  closing  message  Mrs.  Lawton 
expressed  her  love  of  the  work  and  her 
appreciation  of  the  friendships  and  ex- 
periences it  had  brought  to  her.  She  said 
that  she  felt  this  convention  had  been 
different  from  all  that  had  been  or  would 
come.  When  she  said  her  good-bye  it 
was  with  reluctance  that  the  motion  to 
adjourn  was  seconded.  Those  present 
fell  into  little  groups,  exchanging  greet- 
ings, anxious  to  carry  away  the  last  word 
in  good-will  and  fellowship.

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THE  SOCIAL  ACTIVITIES  OF 
THE  CONVENTION 

The  Southern  District  Convention  at 
El  Centro  was  not  wanting  in  social  ac- 
tivities. On  Tuesday  evening  the  officers 
and  delegates  were  delightfully  enter- 
tained at  the  Barbara  Worth  Hotel. 
Here  the  local  club  women  and  citizens 
welcomed  the  visiting  delegates  and  offi- 
cers of  State  and  District.  A  short,  but 
excellent,  musical  program  was  given  by 
local  talent. 

Mr.  W.  E.  Holt,  the  pioneer  of  Impe- 
rial Valley,  told  of  the  early  days. 

"It  is  interesting  to  know,"  said  Mr. 
Holt,  "that  each  of  the  valley  towns  are 
prosperous,  that  in  each  of  them  there 
are  schools  and  churches,  and  the  things 
which  go  to  make  up  life ;  it  is  interesting 
to  know  that  property  valuations  have  in- 
creased from  nothing  to  $75,000,000,  and 
that  this  valley  is  producing  from  $12,- 
000,000  to  $15,000,000  every  year. 

"All  these  things  are  interesting,  but 
now  close  your  eyes  and  in  your  mind's 
eye  look  back  15  years  when  there  was 
nothing  here  but  a  forbidding  waste. 

"The  first  settlers  came  to  the  valley 
in  1901.  At  that  time  there  were  two 
crews  of  surveyors  working  on  the  East 
Side  which  employed  Japanese  cooks. 
Eearly  one  evening  one  of  the  Japanese 
disappeared  and  when  he  did  not  come 
back  the  next  morning  a  messenger  from 
the  first  surveying  camp  was  sent  to  the 
other  camp  to  see  if  the  Japanese  had 
spent  the  night  there. 

"He  had  not  been  seen  there  and  search- 
ing parties  were  organized  to  find  him. 
His  tracks  were  found,  but  the  searchers 


never  found  him.  Doubtless  he  fell  on 
the  sand,  perishing  of  thirst,  and  the 
sands  shifted  by  the  wind,  gave  him 
burial.  I  tell  this  to  illustrate  the  terrible 
toll  exacted  by  the  desert  from  those  who 
ventured  into  its  bosom." 

Mr.  Holt  told  of  the  privations  and 
hardships  of  the  pioneers  and  described 
graphically  the  only  water  hole  in  the 
county,  filled  by  the  annual  overflow  of 
the  Colorado  river,  that  served  as  a  water- 
ing place  of  both  man  and  beast. 

Early  incidents,  exemplifying  both  the 
pathos  and  humor  of  the  life  of  the  pio- 
neer, adorned  his  address. 

In  closing,  he  said :  "I  have  often 
wondered  why  the  world  applauds  women 
who  do  great  and  noble  deeds,  and  yet 
there  is  no  recognition  of  the  women  who 
pioneer  and  who  have  been  largely  instru- 
mental in  the  up-building  of,  not  only  this 
valley,  but  all  our  country." 

J.  Stanley  Brown,  another  pioneer  of 
the  valley,  told  interestingly  of  the  mural 
paintings  in  the  lobby  of  the  Barbara 
Worth  Hotel,  drawn  from  persons  upon 
whom  Wright  based  his  characters  in 
"The  Winning  of  Barbara  Worth."  In- 
terwoven with  it  were  bits  of  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  valley  and  of  those 
whose  courage  and  faith  have  made  the 
valley  of  today  possible. 

Two  afternoons  of  the  convention  the 
delegates  were  entertained  with  rides 
over  the  county,  being  given  especial  en- 
tertainment and  refreshment  by  the 
woman's  clubs  of  Calipatria,  Brawley, 
Holtville,  Heber  and  Calexico.  At  the 
latter  place  the  women  were  shown  the 
different  processes  of  the  cotton  industry.

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PURE  MILK 
By  Dr.  P.  V.  K.  Johnson 

Owing  to  the  large  death  rate  of  in- 
fants during  the  first  year  of  life,  we 
should  see  that  the  infant  is  carefully 
guarded  from  birth  in  regard  to  its  nour- 
ishment. Breast  milk  is  the  best  food  and 
all  mothers  should  nurse  their  babies  if 
possible.  The  unfortunates  who  have  to 
be  bottle  fed  should  be  supplied  with 
fresh,  clean  milk.  The  bacteria  in  the 
production  of  milk  are  responsible  for 
many  gastro-enteric  upsets,  especially  in 
the  summer  time.  Milk  is  an  excellent 
culture  medium  for  bacteria  and  a  small 
number  of  pathogenic  germs  will  rapidly 
multiply,  so  that  by  the  time  the  infant 
takes  the  milk  it  may  contain  millions  of 
bacteria,  plus  their  poisonous  products. 

These  bacteria  come  mostly  from  the 
outside  of  the  udder  and  the  milk  ducts, 
getting  into  the  milk  from  external 
sources,  such  as  hay,  feed,  hair,  manure, 
water,  the  milkers'  hands  and  his  utensils, 
and  it  is  only  with  the  utmost  care  that 
their  numbers  are  limited. 

For  clean  milk  one  must  have  healthy 
cows  and  the  best  possible  conditions  for 
dairy  hygiene.  It  is  on  account  of  the 
supervision  and  care  of  the  dairies  and 
milk  that  we  now  have  so  few  epidemics 
of  typhoid  fever,  scarlet  fever  and  diph- 
theria, etc.,  due  to  milk. 

Any  raw  milk  may  become  infected,  as 
it  is  practically  impossible  to  exclude  mild 
and  unrecognized  cases  of  disease  from 
contact  with  the  process  of  milk  produc- 
tion, and  the  larger  the  supply  the  greater 
the  danger.  The  ordinary  bacteria,  com- 
monly found  in  milk,  do  not  effect  the 
healthy,  robust  infant,  but  when  the  in- 
fant's resistance  is  lowered,  either  by 
some  acute  illness,  or  by  hot  weather,  etc., 
then  the  best  milk  causes  the  least  harm. 

All  milk  for  infant  feeding  should  be 
free  from  pathogenic  bacteria  and  con- 
tain as  few  as  possible  of  the  non-patho- 
genic. To  accomplish  this  dairies  should 
produce  certified  milk,  milk  from  tuber- 
culin tested  cows,  milked  under  the  most 
careful  asceptic  conditions,  rapidly  cooled 
and  delivered  as  soon  as  possible  in  sealed 
steril  glass  bottles  and  well  iced.  Certi- 
fied milk  is  under  the  Milk  Commission 
and  has  to  be  a  verv  high  grade  milk.

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STATE  PRESIDENT'S  LETTER 


FIRST,  a  greeting  from  the  California 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  to  Cali- 
fornia's distinguished  guests,  Lord  and 
Lady  Aberdeen  of  Scotland;  next,  a  gen- 
eral gathering  of  California  club  women, 
their  families  and  friends,  at  the  Panama- 
Pacific  International  Exposition  on  San 
Francisco  Day';  then  three  busy  and  event- 
ful weeks  in  the  sunny  South,  with  a  unique 
and  enthusiastic  convention  sandwiched  in 
— such  is  my  record  on  November's  calen- 
dar. 

On  November  Sth,  Mrs.  Josiah  Evans 
Cowles  and  Mrs.  H.  A.  Cable  shared  with 
me  the  privileges  of  the  guest  of  honor  at 
a  local  Federation  meeting,  planned  by  the 
Women's  City  Club  of  Long  Beach.  As- 
sisting the  hostess  club  were  the  Long- 
Beach  Ebell,  Woman's  Music  Study  Club, 
the  College  Women's  Club,  and  the  Ebell 
of  Signal  Hill.  A  splendid  banquet  at  the 
Hotel  Virginia  preceded  the  afternoon's 
program,  every  detail  of  which  had  been 
thoughtfully  and  carefully  planned  by  Mrs. 
W.  E.  King,  the  gracious  and  capable  pres- 
ident of  the  Woman's  City  Club.  The  spirit 
of  Federation  pervaded  the  lovely  parlors 
of  the  Virginia,  reciprocity,  loyalty,  and 
harmony  were  expressed  on  every  side,  and 
when  Miss  Ruth  Miller  closed  the  program 
by  giving  musical  interpretation  with  harp 
and  voice  to  Carrie  Jacobs  Bond's  "A  Per- 
fect Day,"  she  seemed  to  echo  the  senti- 
ment of  the  several  hundred  assembled 
gusts.  Other  happy  hours  were  spent  with 
the  Ebell  Club  of  Long  Beach,  the  Friday 
.  Morning  Club  and  the  College  Women's 
Club  of  Los  Angeles  prior  to  the  date  set  for 
the  Southern  District  convention.  At  the 
latter  club,  Mrs.  Frank  A.  Gibson  presented 
the  co-operative  educational  plan  for  the 
elimination  of  illiteracy  and  a  most  gratify- 
ing response  to  the  call  for  volunteer  teach- 
ers was  given.  Much  hope  for  the  perfec- 
tion of  our  educational  work  is  centered  in 
the  college  women  of  our  ranks. 

November  9th  found  several  state  offi- 
cers gathered  with  a  most  earnest  and 
forceful  delegation  representing  all  parts  of 
the  Southern  District,  at  El  Centro,  the 
county  seat  of  Imperial,  and  the  hostess 
convention  town.

It  was  unique  in  its  settings,  unique 
in  the  hospitality  which  it  offered,  unique 
in  the  pioneer  spirit  which  characterized  its 
deliberations.  The  word  earnestness  must 
be  used,  too,  for  it  characterizes  the  work 
of  the  local  board,  of  the  various  commit- 
tees and  of  the  delegates,  many  of  whom 
appeared  for  the  first  time  on  a  convention 
platform.

They  have  passed  through  no  self-conscious 
period,  for  their  problems  of  construction 
have  been   too   great   to  permit   thought  of 


self  to  intrude.  They  have  met  at  the  cross- 
roads and  organized  that  they  might  con- 
tribute more  forcefully  and  fully  to  the 
work  of  the  brave  pioneers  who  had  trans- 
formed a  great  desert  of  interminable 
sand  into  a  productive  and  picturesque 
dwelling  place.  Their  influence  is  recog- 
nized in  their  wonderful  Imperial  Valley. 
It  will  be  felt  and  appreciated  in  the  feder- 
ation. No  discordant  note  marred  the 
harmony  of  the  Southern  District's  four- 
teenth annual  convention.  The  resolutions 
presented  were  few  in  number,  were  care- 
fully and  concisely  worded,  and  of  such 
character  that  they  quickly  received  the  en- 
dorsement of  the  delegation.  The  discus- 
sions of  printed  topics  were  alive  with  in- 
terest and  helpful  suggestions  and  the  con- 
gratulations showered  upon  Mrs.  A.  J.  Law- 
ton,  the  able  and  beloved  president  of  the 
district,  were  hearty  and  sincere. 

A  motor  trip  over  desert  and  moun- 
tain from  El  Centro  to  San  Diego,  a  re- 
ception tendered  by  the  San  Diego  Club 
women  in  the  pretty  blue  room  of  the 
southern  counties  building,  and  a  hasty  but 
satisfactory  survey  of  our  southern  gem,  the 
Panama-California  Exposition,  filled  the 
days  from  November  12th  to  15.

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ADVICE    TO    CLUB   WOMEN 

By  Mrs.  Percy  V.  Pennybacker,   General 

Federation  President 

FROM  time  to  time  information  has 
come  that  club  women  are  lending  their 
names  to  enterprises,  that  are,  in  the 
last  analysis,  commercial  in  their  objects. 
More  than  one  promoter  has  been  and  is 
in  the  field.  Foods,  drugs,  and  all  those 
things  which  appeal  to  the  housewife  are. 
usually,  the  means  whereby  the  interest  and 
support  of  the  club  women  are  secured.  At 
the  present  time  'a  campaign  for  member- 
ship in  a  prospective  organization  is  being 
conducted  by  personal  interviews  with 
state  presidents,  chairmen  of  prominent 
committees,  and  club  women  whose  names 
might  carry  weight.  In  this  campaign  greai 
stress  has  been  laid  upon  the  active  inter- 
est and  membership  of  the  former  chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  and  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture.  One  of 
our  officers  has  in  her  possession  copies  of 
letters,  relating  to  this  enterprise,  which 
would  convince  the  reader  that  "'Things  are 
not  always  what  they  seem."  The  fact  that 
the  above  mentioned  ex-government  official 
has  entered  a  protest  against  the  use  of  his 
name  is  sufficient  evidence  that  club  women 
should  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  all  promoters. 
Because  several  prominent  women  in  the 
Eastern  States  have  been  induced  to  sign 
membership  blanks,  I  am  sending  this  as 
a  warning  that  you  may  be  saved  from 
possible  embarrassment  and  that  the  club 
women  of  the  country  may  realize  that  their 
readiness  to  give  heed  to  new  enterprises 
without  investigation  not  only  places  them 
at  the  mercy  of  promoters  but  weakens  the 
whole  club  movement.

ALL  who  wish  to  vote  in  this  State  must 
register  after  the  first  of  January. 
We  women  in  California  should  bet- 
ter appreciate  the  privilege  which  is  ours 
and  which,  so  far,  is  denied  our  eastern 
sisters. 

Women's  ballots  in  Illinois  are  counted 
separately  from  those  of  the  men,  giving  a 
unique  opportunity  to  ascertain  the  exact 
result  of  their  judgment  in  voting. 

The  National  Municipal  League  has  pub- 
lished its  analysis  of  results  in  Chicago.  It 
has  been  ascertained  that  in  the  primary 
election  for  mayor,  had  the  votes  of  the 
women  not  been  outweighed  by  the  votes 
of  the  men.  Chicago  would  have  had  in  the 
final  election  the  candidate  agreed  upon  by 
the  good  government  forces.  Fifty-five  per 
cent  of  the  women  voted  for  this  candidate, 
the  women's  votes  actually  changed  the  re- 
sults in  two  wards  for  two  good  govern- 
ment candidates.  In  twenty-four  out  ol 
thirty-five  wards  the  women  showed  higher 
percentages  for  the  clean  government  can- 
didate, but  in  eight  wards  only  did  the  men 
show  higher  percentages.  The  net  results 
showed  that  ten  aldermen  in  the  Chicago 
city  council  owe  their  seats  to  the  votes  of 
women  overbalancing  majorites  of  the  men. 

Let  us',  in  1916,  prove  to  the  world  that 
we  do  value  the  franchise  and  that  the  fran- 
chise in  California  is  not  a  failure.

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SOUTHERN  DISTRICT  CONVENTION 


(Continued    from    November    Clubwoman.) 

PREPAREDNESS  and  a  level-headed 
presiding  officer  are  two  essentials  to 
.the  success  of  any  convention.  The 
Southern  District  convention,  which  met 
last  month  in  El  Centro,  was  fortunate  in 
having  both.  It  marked  an  epoch  in  the 
history  of  the  woman's  movement  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  State,  this  visit  ol 
club  women  from  different  parts  of  Califor- 
nia to  "La  palma  de  la  mano  de  Dios." 

Whether  it  was  the  lure  of  the  spirit  of 
the  desert  still  lurking  in  the  broad  fields  of 
cotton,  alfalfa,  and  corn  or  the  gracious 
hospitality  of  the  men  and  women  who  in 
their  conquest  of  desert  have  learned  the 
conquest  of  self  and  the  true  value  of 
friendship,  it  is  hard  to  tell.  But  it  was  a 
wonderful  convention  and  to  the  presiding 
genius,  Mrs.  A.  J.  Lawton,  and  the  Imperial 
Valley  women  the  credit  is  due. 

The  program  was  strictly  along  federa- 
tion lines,  and  the  true  "Federation  spirit" 
prevailed.  No  delegates  could  have  come 
away  from  the  meetings  without  a  better 
understanding  of  what  it  means  to  be  a 
Federated  club  woman. 

An  epitomized  account  of  the  convention 
appeared  in  the  November  Clubwoman,  it 
was  impossible  to  give  more  than  this  as 
the  convention  did  not  close  until  the  day 
before  the  magazine  must  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  printer.  No  mention  was  therefore 
made  of  the  "Symposium  on  Federation," 
which  preceded  the  regular  program,  and 
was  one  of  the  best  features  of  the  con- 
vention. 

The  main  theme  for  discussion  in  this 
symposium  or  conference  was  "The  Feder- 
ation as  a  chain,"  the  central  thought:  "The 
strength  of  the  chain  is  measured  by  its 
weakest  link."  The  links  in  the  chain  are 
the  local  clubs,  the  State  District  and  the 
County  Federations. 

These  different  phases  of  Federation  were 
considered  under  the  head  of  the  follow- 
ing topics: 

1.  Suggestions  for  putting  more  Federa- 
tion work  into  club  programs. 


2.  Public  welfare  (a)  Women's  respon- 
sibility in  relation  to  municipal  affairs,  (b) 
Education  of  the  public  as  to  the  object  and 
purpose  of  women's  clubs. 

3.  Educational  campaign  as  to  club 
needs — finances,  courtesy,  correspondence, 
social   relations,   speaking  voices. 

4.  Essentials  for  efficient  club  work. 

5.  Grouping  departments  in  co-operative 
work. 

6.  How  the  County  Federation  link  may 
be  made  stronger. 

7.  Do  departments  in  County  Federation 
make  for  efficienncy  in  Federation  work? 

The  last  two  topics  were  discussed  by  the 
presidents  of  the  County  Federation  in  at- 
tendance— Mrs.  F.  R.  Aldrich,  La  Habra; 
Mrs.  Katherine  G.  Stewart.  Perris,  and  Mrs. 
Arthur  M.  Williams,  Holtville.  All  were  of 
the  opinion  that  the  County  Federation  is  a 
very  necessary  link  in  the  Federation  chain. 
It  is  the  training  school  that  helps  prepare 
women  for  the  larger  work  of  the  district 
and  State.  The  speaking  voice  also  proved 
to  be  one  of  the  vital  links  in  club  efficien- 
cy. This  was  well  brought  out  by  Mrs. 
George  Butler  of  San  Diego.  No  matter 
how  fine  the  idea,  or  useful  the  suggestion, 
it  is  useless  if  not  heard.  "Clear  thinking  is 
necessary  to  clear  speaking,"  "the  thought 
must  be  behind  the  voice."  In  regard  to 
the  relation  of  clubs  to  municipal  affairs, 
Mrs.  J.  J.  Suess  of  Redlands  made  a  plea 
for  more  and  better  co-operation. 

It  developed  in  the  discussion  that  the 
best  plan  to  accomplish  this  is  for  each 
club  to  appoint  a  welfare  committee  whose 
duty  should  be  to  keep  the  club  informed 
on  municipal  affairs.  Women  on  all  public 
boards,  library,  school,  etc.,  was  urged  as 
an  effective  means  of  co-operation.  The 
La  Mesa  Woman's  Club  is  a  member  of  the 
chamber  of  commerce,  and  in  that  way 
keeps  in  touch  with  public  affairs. 

In  the  discussion  on  finances  led  by  Mrs. 

Florence    P.    Willetts,    the    convention    was 

decidedly  in  favor  of  making  the  club  dues 

sufficient  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  club

The  aim  of  all  work  designed  to  improve 
conditions  and  add  more  to  the  attractive- 
ness of  country  life  should  center  upon 
the  three  great  needs: 

1,  Less  of  drudgery;  2,  more  of  modern 
conveniences;  3,  greater  opportunities  for 
sociability. 

Forestry — Miss  Gertrude  V.  Reid,  Alta 
Loma 

Four  counties  in  the  district  report  active 
interest  in  the  work  of  this  department  in 
so  far  as  it  pertains  to  tree-planting  along 
county  roads.  This  was  recently  the  chief 
topic  of  discussion  at  the  San  Bernardino, 
Riverside    and    San    Diego    county    conven- 


tions.    The  work  has  long  been  established 
in  Orange  county. 

Public  Health— Mrs.  G.  F.  Seymour,  El 
Centro 

The  Department  of  Public  Health  re- 
quests that  all  clubs  study  five  topics  for  the 
ensuing  year,  namely,  housing,  birth  regis- 
tration, prevention  of  tuberculosis,  sewage 
and  water  supply. 

Realizing  that  few  clubs  will  devote  more 
than  one  program  to  public  health,  we  have 
asked  them  to  specialize  on  some  one  topic, 
and  treat  the  others  broadly. 
Peace — Mrs.   Jessie    Hoyt    Hatch,    Imperial 

My  report  is  an  appeal  to  the  clubs  to 
give  this  year  more  time  to  the  study  ot 
peace  and  to  urge  its  teaching  in  the  public 
schools.  The  following  books  and  leaflets 
will  be  of  help  in  preparing  peace  pro- 
grams: 'A  Course  in  Citizenship,"  by 
Cabot,  Andrews  and  others;  "The  Great 
Illusion."  by  Norman  Angell;  "The  War — 
What  Should  Be  Said  About  It  in  Schools.". 

Waters— Mrs.  J.   W.   Newell,   Fullerton 

California's  greatest  need  today  is  the 
conservation  of  her  water  supply.  The 
Southern  District  problems  are  irrigation 
and  the  control  of  the  Colorado  River. 

The  chairman  wishes  each  club  to  make 
a  special  plea  for  an  awakened  interest  in 
all  local  water  problems,  and  the  source  and 
purity  of  its  streams. 

History  and  Landmarks — Mrs.  R.  M.  Whit- 
ney, Grossmont 

In  order  to  systematize  the  work  of  this 
department  a  committee  has  been  formed 
with  one  member  for  each  county. 

The  State  chairman  recommends  the 
study  of  the  life  and  mythology  of  the  ear- 
ly California  Indians  before  the  coming  of 
the  white  man,  and  urges  the  compiling  of 
reminiscences  of  early  days  by  members  of 
the  club  who  are  pioneers. 
Home  Economics — Miss  Ada  Stone,  Hemet

receiving  a  copy  of  the  programs  from  eacn 
club.  It  is  hoped  that  one  day  during  the 
year  may  be  set  apart  for  Home  Econom- 
ics. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  co-operation 
between  the  departments  of  Civics,  Public 
Health,  Country  Life,  and  Home  Econom- 
ics will  be  of  advantage  to  all  of  our  clubs. 

Industrial  and  Social  Conditions — Mrs.

I  want  every  club  woman  to  look  into  the 
social  condition  of  her  city.  We  are  so  apt 
to  let  well  enough  alone  and  close  our  eyes 
to  the  evils  that  exist  in  social  conditions. 
Make  social  betterment  your  year's  work. 
If  you  have  a  public  dance  hall,  keep  it 
clean;  if  poolrooms  exist  in  your  city,  free 
them  from  all  vice,  but  do  not  close  such 
places  up  until  you  provide  some  other  form

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LITERATURE— AND  THE  WOMAN  IN  THE  HOME 


LETTERS  come  to  me  often  from  the 
women  in  the  home..  "What  books 
ought  I  read  to  be  able  to  start  my 
children  right  in  their  reading?"  "What  is 
the  first  book  you  would  give  a  child  to 
read?"  "What  are  the  best  books  for  a  boy 
of  ten?"  "What  is  it  proper  for  a  girl  of 
fourteen  to  read?"  "Do  you  approve  of 
for  girls?" 

These  letters  I  try  to  answer  as  wisely 
as  I  can.  The  department  has  a  program 
devoted  to  "Children  and  Their  Reading," 
which  is  helpful  in  some  cases.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  following  paragraphs  may  be  of 
use  to  the  Women  in  the  Home,  who  know 
or  would  know  the  joy  to  be  found  in  the 
world  of  books. 

What  shall  I  read?  Eong  ago  Shakes- 
peare made  that  dramatic  division  of  man's 
life — a  play  in  seven  parts.  Gentle  Jean 
Ingelow,  many  years  later,  adapted  this 
idea  to  woman's  life.  All  who  love  poetry, 
know  and  love  her  exquisite  Songs  of 
Seven. 

What  shall  I  read?  We  adopt  the  divi- 
sion a  poet  made  and  another  poet  used, 
and  answer:  "For  each  of  life's  seven  parts 
there  is  fitting  literature."  Books  embody 
the  experience  of  life,  "the  best  and  hap- 
piest moments  of  the  best  and  happiest 
lives."  There  are  lullabys  for  babies  in  their 
cradles,  and  battle  hymns  for  men  who 
march  to  war.  Childhood,  adolescence, 
youth,  maturity  in  its  varying  stages,  and 
the  restful  years  at  the  evening  of  life — for 
all  of  these  are  there  books,  and  people 
behind  the  books  to  be  comrades  and  con- 
solers at  need.     Let  us  test  the  fact: 

1.  To  childhood  belong  the  wonder 
years,  when  the  beauty  of  sun  stars,  the 
mystery  of  darkness,  and  the  terror  of 
strange  shapes  and  sounds;  to  these  years 
belong  instinctive  love  of  parents  and  home. 

2.  To  adolescence  belong  years  or  in- 
quiry, mixed  with  credulity;  belong  hero- 
worship,  and  the  stirrings  of  romantic 
love. 

3.  Then  youth,  the  time  of  romantic 
love,  developing  often  into  parental  affec- 
tion. This,  too,  is  the  time  of  personal  am- 
bition and  high-hearted  enterprise. 

4.  In  the  years  of  maturity,  interest  of 
family  and  friends  widens  to  an  interest  in 
peoples  and  governments.  History,  politi- 
cal science,  and  economics  acquire  an  im- 
portance not  felt  before. 

5.  From  a  study  of  man  in  the  world, 
to  the  study  of  the  external  world  is  a  nat- 
ural evolution — "the  heavens  above,  the 
earth  beneath,  and  the  waters  under  the 
earth."  To  every  normal  mind  comes  the 
desire  to  know  better,  to  understand  more 
truly  the  laws  of  the  universe. 

6.  At  the  height  of  man's  development, 
man  realizes  that  "the  mind  to  me  a  King- 
dom is,"  and  the  world  of  thought  becomes 
not  a  phrase  but  a  reality. 

7.  East   stage   of   all,   man   sees,    "swim- 


ming into  his  ken,"  another  feature  of  uni- 
versal life,  his  soul,  and  only  in  the  litera- 
ture called  religious,  will  he  find  an  answer 
to  his  queries. 

We  may  say,  that  in  the  first  two  eras,  the 
child  is  busy  in  learning  to  know  himself; 
then  through  long  years  he  works  at  his  re- 
lation  to   the   world   about  him  and   to   his 
fellowman;    last   of   all,    he    strives    to    find 
his  relation  to  his  maker. 
Grow  old  along  with  me, 
The  best  is  yet  to  be, 
The   last    of   life,    for   which    the    first   was 

made. 
God  said,  a  whole  I  planned, 
Youth  shows  but  half. 

Indeed,  we  need  the  whole  of  life,  in 
which  to  enjoy  the  gift  of  life.  Books  are 
the  great  teachers,  and  the  great  dispensers 
of  happiness. 

Babyhood  will  be  more  joyous  for  the 
loving  lullabyes  sung  over  its  cradle,  and  the 
verses  about  flowers  and  birds  and  sun- 
shine, that  not  only  open  the  childish 
eyes  to  the  beauties  of  nature,  but  satisfy 
its  instinctive  sense  of  rhythm  with  the 
meter  and  rhyme  of  melodious  verse.  A 
child  is  never  too  young  for  the  marked 
time  of  Mother  Goose,  and  a  child  is  soon 
old  enough  to  be  entranced  with  the  be- 
witching verses  in  Stevenson's  Child'  Gar- 
den. Stories  of  fairies  and  brownies,  stories 
of  enchantment  and  genii,  are  the  natural 
food  for  a  child — Grimm  and  Anderson, 
Aesop  with  his  Fables,  and  Hawthorne  with 
his  Wonder  Book,  Kipling  in  his  Just  So 
and  Jungle  Stories,  are  theirs  by  every 
right. 

In  adolescence,  the  affections  must  be 
carefully  directed  to  love  of  the  true  and 
good  as  well  as  the  beautiful.  Romances 
of  Robin  Hood  and  the  Knights  of  Arthur's 
Court;  Adventure  with  Robinson  Crusoe,  or 
the  Court  of  Monte  Cristo,  with  Achilles  or 
Odyssens  or  Kim;  these  are  the  things  to 
stir  the  blood  and  quicken  ambition.  Let 
poetry  and  narrative  be  a  part  of  children's 
reading.  They  should  be  a  part  of  the  read- 
ing of  all  people  at  all  ages.  In  adolescence, 
too,  patriotism  must  be  inculcated- — the 
study  of  the  men  of  deeds,  of  our  own  land 
and  race. 

In  early  youth,  the  novel,  at  its  best,  in 
Scott,  Dickens,  Thackeray,  Conrad  and  Kip- 
ling, becomes  a  natural  part  of  one's  expe- 
rience; the  great  characters  of  fiction  be- 
come one's  intimate  friends  and  enlarge 
one's  world.  Contemporary  writing,  be- 
cause it  puts  one  in  touch  with  the  times, 
is  a  natural  choice — and  here  the  parent  or 
teacher  finds  a  difficulty  in  guiding  the 
youth  to  the  better  things  of  his  own  time 
— he  should  read  not  the  most  widely  ad- 
vertised book,  but  the  book  that  has  some 
qualities  of  permanent  value,  for  such  can 
always  be  found.  Chesterton  and  Shaw, 
Bennett,   Wells,   Dickenson — these   men   to- 
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day,   have   something  worth   saying   of   the 
times  in  which  they  live. 

4.  Interest  in  fictitious  persons  grows 
to  interest  in  historic  persons,  and  the 
change  from  Quo  Vadis  and  The  Last 
Days  of  Pompeii  to  Gibbon's  Rome  is  soon 
made.  For  the  Tale  of  Two  Cities,  one 
takes  up  Carlyle's  French  Revolution;  for 
Woodstock  and  Pickwick,  one  turns  to 
Macaulay  or  to  Greene,  and  dips  deep  into 
English  history.  To  name  books  of  a  po- 
litical nature  would  make  one  transgress 
one  space  too  far. 

5.  Then  the  age  of  reason,  and  Huxley, 
Darwin,  Spenser,  Wallace;  Lubbock  ana 
their  contemporaries  are  as  freshly  inter- 
esting as  if  writing  today,  instead  of  a 
half  century  ago.  While  today  offers  a 
multitude  of  scientists  and  naturalists,  of 
whom  some  of  us  never  weary,  especially 
of  Thoreau  and  of  Burroughs. 

6.  Now  we  reach  the  philosophers.  And 
few  who  have  come  to  this  age  in  life  care 
to  be  advised.  They  know  their  Aristotle 
and  Plato;  they  marvel  at  Thomas  Ac- 
quinas;  they  respect  Kant  and  admire 
Comte,  and  have  a  strong  prejudice  for  or 
against   Nietsche   and   Bergson. 

7.  To  those  of  religious  mind,  no  book 
ever  takes  the  place  of  the  Bible.  Its 
beauty  and  nobility  make  it  incomparable, 
and  affording  to  faithful  readers  unending 
satisfaction.  The  great  religious  poems  of 
Dante  and  Milton  are  two  of  the  grandest 
monuments  reared  to  Christianity. 

To  those  interested  in  other  religions 
than  Christianity,  the  best  avenue  of  ap- 
proach is  through  the  books  sacred  to  that 
faith.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  commen- 
taries on  all  sacred  books  are  numberless. 
Harper  &  Brothers  publish  a  brief  and  ade- 
quate treatise  on  Great  Religions  of  the 
World. 

There  are  many  books  about  books, 
which  The  Woman  in  the  Home  might 
find  helpful  in  selecting  the  store  of  vol- 
umes for  her  own  and  her  children's  read- 
ing. Frederic  Harrison  on  The  Choice  of 
Books,  and  Hiram  Corson  on  The  Aims  of 
Literary  Study,  are  two  such  books. 

One  of  the  most  complete  and  practical 
books  about  books,  one  that  carefully  dis- 
cusses    fiction     and     poetry,     history     and 


essay,  is  A  Guide  to  Reading,  by  John 
Macy,  published  by  Doubleday-Page  in 
their   Guide   Series. 

It  is  not  possible  to  overestimate  the 
importance  in  a  child's  life  of  the  books 
he  reads  and  the  thoughts  he  thinks. 

And  how  I  felt  it  beat 
Under  my  pillow,  in  the  morning's  dark, 
An  hour  before  the  sun  would  let  me  read! 
My  books! 

It  is  not  possible  to  overestimate  the  sat- 
isfaction and  stimulation,  the  enjoyment 
and  inspiration  that  come  to  those  of  all 
ages  who  know  and  love  and  commune 
with  good  books.

My  mail  brings  me  some  interesting  doc- 
uments upon  the  subject  of  Peace.  Among 
them  are  letters  from  women  who  declare 
they  are  quite  "torn  asunder"  with  fear  as 
to  whether  they  should  join  the  Peace 
movement  or  not;  others  that  do  not  dare 
bring  the  subject  before  their  clubs,  and 
again,  fortunately  for  the  cause,  women 
who  write  that  they  are  dropping  all  inter- 
ests and  responsibilities  and  devote  their 
entire  time  and  strength  to  the  Peace 
movement. 

I  have  before  me  a  letter  from  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Joos,  president  of  the  Ebell  Club  of  Po- 
mona, which,  in  its  broad  and  intelligent 
understanding  of  the  Peace  movement  and 
Federation  spirit  of  co-operation,  is  unique 
in  this  day  of  mad  hysteria  for  prepared- 
ness. 

Mrs.  Joos  says,  "We  want  to  use  your 
suggestion  regarding  the  ten-minute  talk 
once  a  month  on  the  subject  of  Peace,  and 
I  am  writing  to  ask  for  literature  which 
will  give  us  the  desired  information  upon 
subjects  pertaining  to  international  co- 
operation." 

The  Ebell  Club  is  to  be  congratulated 
upon  having  such  a  fearless  leader,  for  ver- 
ily, it  takes  courage  to  permit  a  body  of 
women  to  discuss  Peace  today  when  so 
many  women  have  become  infected  with 
the  insidious  fear  microbe  that  is  sweeping 
our  country  like  a  prairie  fire,  making  the 
strongest  uncertain  whether  to  "run  with 
the  hares  or  stay  with  the  hounds." 

We  hear  a  great  deal  about  the  "spirit 
of  co-operation"  which  our  Federation  is 
supposed  to  generate.  Surely  there  has 
never  been  a  time  or  an  opportunity  to 
test  Federation  spirit  as  the  present,  when 
its    most    important    department    is    strug- 


gling against  the  inroads  of  that  great  oc- 
topus, militarism,  that  under  the  guise  of 
patriotism  is  endeavoring  to  fasten  its  ten- 
tacles upon   the  vitals  of  our  national   life. 

We  are  facing  a  great  crisis,  a  crisis  in 
which  woman  is  playing  a  leading  part,  and 
has  already  added  a  unique  page  to  the 
history  of  the  world  in  her  organized  pro- 
test against  war. 

We  have  before  us  the  concrete  evidence 
of  what  woman,  through  organization  and 
co-operation,  has  already  accomplished  in 
two  great  movements,  i.  e.,  suffrage  and 
prohibition,  and  it  would  seem  as  though 
there  would  be  little  need  for  pioneer  work 
in  the  great  cause  of  Peace,  a  cause  in 
which  every  woman,  worthy  of  the  name  of 
woman,  would  desire  to  add  at  least  the 
strength  of  her  voice  to  this  mother  cry  of 
the  world  which  has  already  reached  such  a 
volume  that  it  will  never  again  be  stilled 
until  it  has  forced  results.

Good  advertising,  particularly  at  the  Christmas 
season,  has  a  universal  appeal.

Many 
clubwomen  have  found  an  unexpected  but  welcome 
ally  in  their  Christmas  difficulties  in  a  clever  booklet 
from  the  pen  of  Sherley  Hunter,  advertising  manager 
for  Silverwood's  chain  of  California  stores.  It  is 
entitled  "What  to  Give  Him  for  Christmas,"  and, 
while  the  articles  enumerated  are  exclusively  those 
to  be  found  in  the  links  of  that  chain,  the  effect  is 
one  which  will  probably  be  heavy  in  the  cash  regis- 
ters of  the  famous  Shriner. 


A   CLEVER   WOMAN'S   DESCRIPTION 
OF  THE  FUTURIST 

Miss  Annie  Wilde,  of  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle, 
tells  in  her  inimitable  way  what  the  futurist  really  is: 

The  last  word,  the  docents  say,  is  the  futurist,  who 
represents  an  effort  to  put  into  concrete  form  and 
clothe  with  color  such  abstractions  as  noise,  speed, 
force  and  confusion.  A  picture  of  a  jitney  accident, 
it  is  therefore  pointed  out,  would  not  include  either 
the  victim  or  the  jitney,  but  would  be  a  careful  re- 
production in  color  and  form  of  the  ideas  in  the  mind 
of  a  peaceful  pedestrian  at  the  instant  of  impact  with 
a  machine  trying  to  catch  the  last  boat.  And  view- 
ing the  futurist  exhibit  from  such  hypothesis,  there 
are  those  who  say  it  can  be  understood.

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THE  EARLY  HISTORY  OF  BAKERSFIELD. 
KERN  COUNTY 


(The  following  paper  was  given  by  Mrs. 
Jack  Jameson  at  the  Kern  County  luncheon 
given  by  the  Woman's  Club  of  Bakersfield 
at  the  reopening  of  its  clubhouse  this  fall.) 

The  Legislature  in  1856  passed  an  act 
providing  for  the  reclamation  of  all  swamp 
and  overflowed  lands  within  what  was  then 
known  as  Tulare  County.  This  consisted 
of  over  half  a  million  acres,  and  extended 
north  beyond  Tulare  Lake. 

Col.  Thomas  Baker  and  Harvey  S.  Brown 
acquired  the  rights  of  reclamation.  Colo- 
nel Baker  was  the  active  member  of  the 
partnership  and  inaugurated  the  reclama- 
tion and   irrigation   enterprises. 

Floods  and  droughts  combined  to  help 
Colonel  Baker  in  this  tremendous  task,  and 
later  he  received  a  patent  to  some  of  this 
land,  thousands  of  acres,  a  part  of  which 
was  situated  on  what  was  then  known  as 
the  "Island" — so  called  as  the  land  lay  be- 
tween the  old  and  new  channels  of  the 
river. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  here  that  in  later 
years  he  sold  most  of  this  land  at  $1.00 
and  $1.50  per  acre,  and  some  of  it  as  low 
as  10  cents  per  acre.  He  was  no  land 
monopolist  and  at  the  time  of  his  death 
had  disposed  of  nearly  all  these  broaa 
acres. 

In  September,  1863,  Colonel  Baker 
moved  his  family  here  to  make  their  home 
and-  begin  the  work  of  reclamation. 

There  were  very  few  settlers,  but  many 
Indians  who  roved  the  county  at  will,  rob- 
bing the  white  people  and  killing  their 
cattle. 

The  family  camped  very  close  to  where 
the  Kosel  Hotel  now  stands,  in  a  little 
tumble-down  shack  that  had  been  built  by 
cowboys,  of  poles  set  on  end  and  thatched 
with  tules  tied  in  bundles.  It  was  the  only 
shelter  to  be  found  at  that  time,  and  after 
much   cleaning  and   repairing  it  served  for 


a  home  until  they  could  build  something 
more  substantial. 

They  had  brought  with  them  a  roll  of 
four-foot  matting  which  was  tacked  around 
the  walls,  and  within  a  few  days  the  fam- 
ily moved  their  furniture  and  baggage  into 
their  "luxurious"  quarters.  Humble  as 
they  were,  the  family  was  really  the  best 
situated  and  had  the  most  comfortable  and 
best-furnished  "shack"  in  the  settlement. 

As  long  as  the  provisions  brought  with 
them  lasted,  they  had  a  variety  of  food, 
for  there  was  always  plenty  of  wild  game. 

The  nearest  place  for  purchasing  any- 
thing was  Visalia,  and  during  the  first  year 
very  few  freight  teams  traveled  this  way. 

Mr.  Baker  brought  with  him  a  small  steel 
mill  to  grind  grain  for  the  horses.  This 
proved  to  be  a  great  treasure,  for  when 
the  flour  was  exhausted  he  ground  corn 
which,  when  sifted,  the  fine  meal  made 
bread  and  the  coarse  was  used  for  hominy. 
At  one  time  wheat  flour  sold  for  $10  per 
sack  and  very  little  was  to  be  found. 

When  coffee  gave  out  the  settlers  sliced 
sweet  potatoes,  browned  them  in  the  oven, 
poured  boiling  water  over  them  and  made 
a  very  good  substitute  for  coffee  which 
was  sweetened  with  honey. 

The  Baker  family  lived  two  j'ears  in  this 
"shack"  with  a  shed  added  to  it  for  kitchen 
and  dining  room.  Then  arrangements 
were  made  to  build  an  adobe  house.  The 
lumber  needed,  such  as  it  was,  had  to  be 
brought  from  the  mountains  to  the  east 
bank  of  the  "slough,"  near  where  the  Kern 
River  mills  now  stand.  The  banks  of  the 
"slough"  were  steep  and  the  water  muddy, 
and  Indians  were  employed  to  carry  the 
lumber  across  the  stream  on  their  backs 
and  clear  a  trail  through  an  almost  impas- 
sable thicket  to  the  settlement.  Mexicans 
made  the  adobe  walls  of  mud.  There  were 
no    shingles    for   the   roof,    so    beams   were 
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The  Evening  Herald 
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laid  across  the  top,  covered  with  tules  and 
a  thick  layer  of  earth  piled  on  top.  The 
house  was  very  comfortable  until  it  rained, 
then  how  that  miserable  roof  leaked,  black 
as  ink  from  the  earth  on  top,  and  contin- 
ued to  leak  for  several  days  after  the  rain 
was  over.  They  had  to  place  pans  every- 
where to  catch  the  water  until  the  roof 
dried. 

Everything  earthly  comes  to  an  end,  so 
with  these  hardships.  Settlers  began  to 
move  in.  and  freight  teams  with  provisions 
and  lumber  and  a  stage  made  regular  trips 
between  Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco. 

By  this  time  Colonel  Baker  had  fenced 
a  field  and  planted  grain,  corn  and  fruit 
trees.  Travelers  going  through  to  Los  An- 
geles or  San  Francisco  and  Sacramento 
would  stop  over  in  Colonel  Baker's  field, 
the  only  place  within  fifty  miles  where 
they  could  get  feed  for  their  animals.  The}' 
kept  open  house.  Colonel  Baker,  with  true 
southern  hospitality,  welcomed  every  trav- 
eler by  day  or  night,  gave  him  meals  and 
fed  his  animals  without  money  or  price 
being  asked  or  given,  consequently  he  died 
poor.  For  six  years  after  the  family  moved 
here  there  was  no  post  office.  Mail  was 
addressed  to  Visalia  and  the  postmaster 
forwarded  it  by  any  traveler  happening  to 
come  this  way.  It  was  not  strange  that 
much  of  the  mail  was  lost. 

In  1869  Colonel  Baker  surveyed  the  town, 
mapped  out  the  streets — 82  feet  and  ave- 
nues 120  feet  wide — prophesying  that  the 
geographic  situation  of  the  town  would 
make  it  the  most  important  in  the  San 
Joaquin  Valley  south  of  Stockton. 

The  town  was  then  named  Bakersfield  in 
honor  of  its  founder,  as  it  had  been  called 
heretofore   Baker's   field. 

The  whole  population  of  the  Island,  in- 
cluding the  town,  in  1870  numbered  600 
persons,  including  Mexicans  and  Indians. 


The  first  store  was  built  in  1869  by  Julius 
Chaster  where  the  Southern  Hotel  now 
stands,  and  was  a  wooden  "shack"  about  20 
feet  square. 

The  county  of  Kern  was  created  by  an 
act  of  the  Legislature  in  1866  from  a  part 
of  Tulare  and  Los  Angeles  counties,  and 
this  act  also  placed  the  county  seat  at  Hav- 
ilah. 

One  of  General  Fremont's  companions  on 
a  journey  through  this  country  in  about 
1848  or  1850  was  named  "Kern."  He  was 
taken  sick  and  died  and  was  buried  on  the 
banks  of  the  rive'r  that  was  then  named 
Kern  River  in  his  memory.  The  new  coun- 
ty was  named  for  the  river,  Kern  River. 

In  1870  a  bill  passed  the  Legislature  to 
change  the  county  seat  from  Havilah  to 
Bakersfield.  but  Governor  Hanght  did  not 
sign  the  bill,  so  it  failed  to  become  a  law. 
A  post  office  was  established,  a  schoolhouse 
and  church  built  and  other  improvements 
begun.  The  county  seat  was  finally  moved 
to  Bakersfield  in  1873.  The  courthouse  was  ■ 
later  built  where  the  city  hall  now  stands. 
on  a  block  of  land  donated  several  years 
before  by  Colonel  Baker  for  that  purpose. 

He  also  donated  the  property  where  the 
new  courthouse  now  stands  for  a  city  park, 
but  died  before  he  could  sign  the  deed.  Mr. 
Henry  Miller  afterwards  bought  this  piece 
of  land  at  a  "tax"  sale  for  a  very  small  sum 
and  sold  it  to  the  county  for  $40,000. 

In  the  fall  of  1874  the  Southern  Pacific 
built  the  railroad  through  the  valley,  and 
from  that  time  Bakersfield  began  to  grow, 
slowly  but  surely. 

It  was  when  oil  was  discovered  near  the 
town  in  1899  that  the  progress  of  Bakers- 
field was  assured. 

There  are  many  very  interesting  events 
and  reminiscences  to  be  told  of  the  early 
days,  but  lack  of  time  forbids  mentioning 
them  at  this  time.

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ELECTRICAL  PROSPERITY  WEEK 


IN  every  large  city  of  the  country  the 
seven  days  of  November  29-December  4, 
inclusive,  were  celebrated  as  Electrical 
Prosperity  Week — a  period  dedicated  to  the 
education  of  every  person  using  light,  heat 
or  power  in  quantities  however  small  to 
the  practical  and  economic  aspects  of  elec- 
tricity as  a  low-priced  servant  of  humanity. 

While  the  exhibits  made  everywhere  by 
purveyors  of  electrical  devices  drew  atten- 
tion to  many  hitherto  little-known  uses  of 
the  magic  fluid,  the  heaviest  emphasis  was 
laid  upon  the  effort  to  demonstrate  that 
electricity  is  not  the  expensive  luxury  for 
household  use  which  it  is  commonly  be- 
lieved to  be.  The  Society  for  Electrical 
Development  issued  an  immense  quantity 
of  literature  based  upon  careful  tests  to 
show  that  something  like  half  of  the  old- 
fashioned  kitchen  utensils  can  be  replaced 
with  electrical  devices  with  an  actual  cash 
saving,  outside  of  the  greater  cleanliness 
and  convenience. 

For  example,  it  was  shown  that  a  quar- 
ter horsepower  electrical  washing  machine 
can  be  run  for  three  cents  an  hour  on  an 
ordinary  ten-cents-per-kilowatt-hour  cur- 
rent. An  electric  iron  costs  five  cents  an 
hour  to  operate;  a  six-inch  electric  hot 
plate,  two  and  a  half  cents  per  hour;  a 
bread  toaster,  five  cents  an  hour — or  about 


one  cent  for  the  morning's  toast  for  a  large 
family.  An  electrical  vacuum  cleaner  costs 
from  two  to  three  cents  an  hour  to  run. 

Most  people,  however,  wish  to  know  by 
how  much  their  electric  bills  would  be  in- 
creased every  month  by  the  use  of  the 
various  devices.  Basing  the  estimates  on 
the  average  length  of  time  each  is  in  use 
by  the  average  of  many  families,  the  fol- 
lowing figures  are  presented  as  the  approx- 
imate cost  per  month  of  each  device:  Flat- 
iron,  60  cents;  toaster,  30;  percolator,  40; 
washing  machine,  16;  vacuum  cleaner,  9; 
fan,  40;  chafing  dish,  20.

To  secure  that  ideal  luxury  you  find  in  Turkish 
upholstery,  provide  yourself  with  a  string-tied  box 
mattress.  To  overcome  any  objection  to  a  cloth  top 
spring,  buy  the  style  that  permits  of  the  covering 
being  removed  for  renovating,   airing  or  laundering. 

Hair  makes  the  most  satisfactory  and  durable  mat- 
tress. Any  impression  that  hair  is  not  sanitary  is 
exploded  by  the  fact  that  it  is  thoroughly  sterilized, 
clean  and  pure,  being  identical  to  the  material  used 
in  hair  and  tooth  brushes. 

Mattress  hair  is  made  from  both  cattle  tails  and 
hog  bristles,  the  former,  of  course,  being  the  best 
and  more  costly,  while  the  latter  is  the  very  cheapest. 
See,  in  making  your  selection,  whether  there  are  any 
short,  stiff  bristles  in  the  mixture,  for  if  so,  you  are 
not  securing  the  best. 

Next  to  the  hair  construction  is  white  staple  cotton. 
Staple  cotton  is  the  pure  product  as  it  comes  from 
the  cotton  gin.  This  is  the  best  kind  of  felt  bed,  and 
will  not  only  prove  most  durable,  but  makes  a  soft, 
resilient  mattress.

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MUSIC 
Mrs.  Walter  Longbotham 

California  has  been  particularly  fortunate 
this  year  in  having  had  many  great  musi- 
cians and  composers  within  her  gates.  It 
has  indeed  been  a  great  opportunity,  and  I 
believe  we  have  taken  advantage  of  it. 

I  feel  that  our  clubs  are  seeking  more  and 
better  music,  and  it  has  given  us  an  awak- 
ening as  to  our  American  composers  and 
masters,  and  to  our  California,  or  might  I 
says.  Pacific  Coast  composers.  It  is  only 
natural  that  we  feel  a  pride  in  this  fact,  but 
after  all,  let  us  not  forget  that  music  is  uni- 
versal. After  a  composition  is  accepted  by 
the  world,  it  belongs  to  the  people  of  every 
land.  Why?  Because  it  is  the  one  thing 
that  every  soul  craves — harmony. 

As  I  try  to  think  of  the  future  of  our 
Department,  and  what  it  is  going  to  mean 
to  the  clubs,  I  can  see  clearly  that  there  is 
to  be  a  greater  demand  for  the  better 
artists.  I  have  watched  this  tendency  grow 
in  the  Northern  District,  and  I  feel  that  the 
same  conditions  exist  all  over  the  State. 
As  we  are  progressing  to  where  we  make 
such  demands,  let  us  not  forget  that  such 
artists  as  we  are  demanding,  must  be  con- 
sidered. Remember,  it  takes  years  of  study 
and  hard  work  to  master  this  art,  and  that 
our  clubs  must  come  to  the  realization  that 
artists  must  have  proper  remuneration  for 
their  work. 

I  hope  to  see  the  Club  .Women  interest 
themselves  in  community  singing.  This 
idea  came  from  Oregon,  and  I  think  it  a 
great  step  in  the  encouragement  of  musical 
interest,  giving  all  an  opportunity  to  join 
and  be  a  part  of  that  feast  of  song. 

One  subject  very  near  to  me  is  the  culti- 
vation of  the  voice,  not  merely  for  singing, 
but  for  speaking,  as  many  singers  are  very 
poor  speakers,  notwithstanding  the  princi- 
ple of  cultivation  is  practically  the  very 
same.  I  have  noticed  that  many  of  our 
best  club  women  have  a  great  message,  but 
fail  utterly  in  the  delivery  of  it.  We  are 
fast  becoming  public  speakers,  so  let  us 
stud}'  the  art  of  speaking.

That  is  where  youth  gets 
a  foundation,  and  we,  as  club  women  a*nd 
mothers,  should  surely  stand  behind  those 
institutions  which  are  making  a  proper  at- 
mosphere for  the  children  and  encourage 
their  work.  We  have  in  our  State  material 
for  great  artists,  and  with  our  Federation 
of  Clubs,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  way 
should  not  be  open  for  them. 

Our  Department  sends  love  and  Christ- 
mas greetings,  and  best  wishes  for  our  work 
to  go  onward  and  upward.

A    PHYSICIAN'S    VIEW    OF    THE    SWIMMING 

POOL 

By    Dr.    Althea    Briggs 

A  few  weeks  ago  there  appeared  in  several  of  the 
Los  Angeles  daily  papers  the  announcement  that 
women  over  sixty  years  of  age  might  receive  free 
lessons  in  swimming  from  Prof.   Wilkinson  of  Bimini. 

Interested  from  a  scientific  as  well  as  a  humani- 
tarian point  of  view,  the  writer  took  occasion  to  in- 
vestigate the  results.  She  found  one  class  of  twelve 
or  fifteen  persons  of  that  age,  swimming  and  rollick- 
ing like  youthful  buds  of  promise.  Three  of  the 
number  had  entered  the  class  that  morning  for  the 
first  time,  but  before  the  lesson  was  over  they  were 
floating  about  like  corks  and  launching  sufficient  free 
strokes  to  swim  across  the  pool.  A  husband  spec- 
tator declared  that  one  week  of  swimming  had  done 
more  to  restore  nerves  and  health  as  well  as  to 
sweeten  the  disposition  of  his  wife  than  sermons  and 
doctors  had  been  able  to  do  in  two  years. 

When  doctors,  surgeons  and  the  whole  line  of  body 
specialists,  jobbers  and  inspectors  are  paid  for  keep- 
ing the  public  well  instead  of  ill,  then  our  hospitals, 
sanitariums,  our  poorhouses,  reform  schools,  insane 
asylums  and  prisons  may  largely  give  place  to  swim- 
ming, dancing  and  singing  schools.  Schools  should 
be  well  equipped  with  pools,  pavilions,  tennis  courts 
and  similar  provisions  for  healthful,  wholesome  exer- 
cise. 

Tuberculosis,  constipation,  rheumatism,  paralysis, 
adhesions,  neurotic  conditions,  vices,  senility,  old  age 
and  insanity  are  largely  the  result  of  poisons  which 
are  reabsorbed  into  the  system  from  waste  which 
should  be  promptly  thrown  off. 

The  skin  is  full  of  little  sewers  which  we  call 
pores,  through  which  the  blood  empties  five-sevenths 
of  all  its  impurities,  and  any  obstruction  in  the  action 
of  the  skin  must  necessarily  result  in  great  destruc- 
tion of  vital  power. 

The  number  of  pores  on  the  surface  of  the  average 
man  is  estimated  at  about  seven  millions.  These 
pores  communicate  by  means  of  minute  convoluted 
tubes  with  glands  below  the  skin,  and  their  com- 
bined length  is  estimated  at  from  thirty  to  forty 
miles  of  sewerage.  The  amount  of  waste  matter  and 
impurities  thrown  off  daily  through  these  tubes 
should  be  greater  than  the  amount  eliminated  through 
the  alimentary  canal,  or  about  one  to  two  pounds  per 
day. 

The  carbonic  acid  gas  that  is  .exhaled  by  the  skin 
is  about  one-thirtieth  of  the  amount  thrown  off  by 
the  pulmonary  respiration,  but  the  pores  not  only 
throw  off  carbonic  acid  gas — they  also  inhale  oxygen 
from  the  atmosphere. 

A  sanitary  swimming  pool  is  a  cleansing  agent, 
powerful  in  its  making  for  health  and  mental  vigor 
as  well  as  for  pleasure. 

If  our  brilliant  and  wide-awake  clubwomen  turn 
their  attention  to  the  human  body  they  will  find  in 
its  conditions  the  key  to  most  of  our  social  problems. 

If  cross,  fretful  and  high-tempered  children  were 
sent  immediately  for  a  good  swim  there  would  sel- 
dom  be   need   of   rebuke   or  punishment.      There  is   no 


physical  agency  which  so  naturally  and  effectively 
restores  nature's  equilibrium  for  young  and  old  as 
one  or  two  hours'  swimming  under  suitable  condi- 
tions. 

There  is  nothing  in  reach  of  the  masses  which  so 
materially  preserves  youth  and  beauty  or  so  effec- 
tively develops  grace  and  ease  of  movement  as  scien- 
tific swimming,  dancing  and  singing. 

There  is  more  good  common  sense  religion  and 
character  building  to  be  gained  through  wholesome, 
well-conducted  swimming  pools,  dance  and  singing 
schools,  than  in  hundreds  of  tons  of  creeds  and  moral 
admonitions.  Through  these  and  similar  forces  of 
nature  rightly  used,  there  are  limitless  possibilities 
for  the  awakening  of  dormant  capacities  and  the 
increase  of  consciousness  in  any  chosen  line  of  human 
uplift. 

The  law  of  all  animal  life  indicates  the  average 
period  of  longevity  to  be  about  five  times  the  period 
of  growth.  By  this  standard  man  should  live  in 
health  and  vigor  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  years. 
One  of  the  reasons  why  he  fails  to  attain  his  normal 
birthright  is  found  in  his  own  apathy  and  neglect  of 
the    functions   of   nature. 

The  professor  with  his  free  class  in  swimming  for 
elderly  women  has  touched  a  vein  of  philanthropy 
which   should  awaken  wide  appreciation.

COUNTY  FARM  BUREAU 

Representatives  from  a  large  number  of 
Chambers  of  Commerce,  Agricultural  Asso- 
ciations, Women's  Clubs,  and  Rural  Organ- 
izations attended  the  meeting  called  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  a  Farm  Bureau  in 
Los  Angeles.  County,  December  16th.  Pro- 
fessor Cochran  and  Dean  Hunt  from  the 
Agricultural  College  were  present  and  by 
means  of  a  most  interesting  stereopticon 
exhibit  showed  what  has  been  accomplished 
and  developed  in  thirteen  counties  in  the 
State.  Los  Angeles,  by  voice  of  this  meet- 
ing, decided  to  be  the  next  on  the  list,  and 
a  committee  organized  to  promote  the  idea 
and  to  secure  the  number  of  subscribers 
necessary  to  a  permanent  organization,  and 
Prof.  Norton  of  Gardena  acted  as  chair- 
man and  Mr.  Livingstone  of  Long  Beach  as 
Secretary.  The  Federation  is  represented 
on  the  committee  by  the  District  Chairman 
of  Country  Life,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  M.  Hull  of 
Huntington  Park. 


From  the  address  of  Will  C.  Wood,  Com- 
missioner of  Secondary  Schools,  to  the 
Conference  of  High  School  Principals,  held 
at  Fresno  in  November: 

"The  high  school  is  at  present  organized 
for  those  who  can  devote  all  their  time  to 
the  work  of  getting  an  education.  An  eight- 
period  day.  and  a  minimum  of  four  subjects 
for  each  pupil  are  fetishes  quite  unworthy 
of  the  devotion  accorded  to  them.  There 
is  no  reason  inherent  in  the  order  of  things 
for  insisting  that  the  business  of  getting  an 
education  shall  be  the  business  of  the  young 
people  of  secondary  school  age  enrolled  in 
our  schools.  There  is  no  reason  inherent 
in  the  order  of  things,  for  insisting  that  the 


high  school  course  shall  be  completed  in 
four  years.  The  high  school  was  made  for 
the  boy,  not  the  bo"  for  the  high  school. 
Without  wrenching  the  school  from  its  foun- 
dations, we  may  permit  young  people  to 
spend  half-time  in  school  and  half-time  at 
work.  If  an  ambitious  boy  who  must  earn 
his  living,  can  recite  only  one  period  a  day, 
we  should  welcome  him  and  be  thankful  for 
his  ambition  and  persistence.  If  he  must 
take  eight  years  of  half-time  work  to  com- 
plete his  course,  we  should  readjust  our 
organization  to  accommodate  him.  If  his 
evening  hours  are  the  only  hours  available 
for  improving  himself,  we  should  throw 
open  the  doors  of  our  schools  and  provide 
instruction  for  him.  To  be  truly  demo- 
cratic, the  high  school  must  realize  its  op- 
portunity for  social  service  through  the  ad- 
justment of  its  organization  to  meet  the 
needs  of  all  young  people  who  have  capa- 
bility coupled  with  ambition.  I  believe  that 
wherever  forty  pupils  are  earnestly  desirous 
of  undertaking  the  work,  the  School  Board 
would  be  justified  in  offering  the  opportun- 
ity."

Let  us  not  forget  that  the  privileges  and 
responsibilities  of  citizenship  go  hand  in 
hand. 

Let  us  endeavor  to  make  better  citizens  of 
ourselves  and  to  help  others  to  vote  wisely 
and  intelligently. 

Let  us  be  grateful  anew  for  the  club,  our 
avenue  of  expression,  our  training  school 
which  has  taught  us  the  joy  of  unselfish 
service. 

Let    us    draw    nearer    to    the    federation 


which    connects    so    many    avenues    and    so 
adds  strength  to  strength. 

Let  us  throw  into  1916  our  best  thought, 
our  most  sincere  endeavor,  our  most  char- 
itable views,  our  untiring  energy.

RECEPTIONS     AT     THE     WHITE 

HOUSE  DURING  MR.  LINCOLN'S 

ADMINISTRATION 

By   Mrs.   Cornelius   Cole 

I  have  been  requested  to  describe  some 
of  these  functions  for  "The  Club  Woman." 

So  many  years  have  passed  since  they  oc- 
curred I  find  it  difficult  to  recall  very  many 
incidents  connected  with  them. 

The  jubilee  reception  was  known  as  the 
President's  levees.  For  these  no  cards  were 
issued,  and  any  one  so  disposed  could  at- 
tend. Among  the  callers  was  always  a 
sprinkling  of  soldiers  in  field  uniform,  boots 
and  all. 

Mr.  Lincoln  was  always  very  cordial  to- 
ward these  brave  men.  No  doubt  passing 
jokes  with  them.  This  was  during  the  last 
two  years  of  the  Civil  war,  when  men  often 
assumed  a  gayety  they  may  not  have  felt 
in  their  hearts. 

Mrs.  Lincoln  was  always  elegantly 
gowned  and  a  very  cordial  and  gracious 
hostess.  I  am  certain  none  ever  knew  her 
to  commit  a  breach  of  etiquette,  her  critics 
to  the  contrary.  She  had  been  too  well 
born  and   educated. 

As  evidence  of  the  great  interest  she  felt 
in  her  official  home,  one  day,  in  speaking 
with  me,  she  deplored  the  fact  that  during 
some  of  their  public  receptions  guests 
would  cut  little  pieces  out  of  the  lace  cur- 
tains and  take  them  away  as  souvenirs. 

I  endeavored  to  console  her  by  saying  it 
was  all  done  through  love  and  admiration 
for  her  exalted  husband,  and  that  Congress 
would  replace  them  after  the  war  was  over, 
if  not  before. 

Every  winter,  during  the  so-called  "social 
season,"  the  President  and  Mrs.  Lincoln 
issued  cards  for  an  evening  reception  to 
leading  officials  of  the  government  and 
foreign  ambassadors. 

Vice-President  and  Mrs.  Hamlin,  with 
members  of  the  cabinet  and  their  wives  as- 
sisted at  these  functions.  At  each  very  light 
refreshments  were  passed  around  by  the 
servants. 

The  Marine  Band  furnished  the  music  at 
all  functions,  the  same  as  now. 

Mr.  Lincoln,  in  spite  of  his  tall  and  rug- 
ged physique,  was  always  most  dignified 
and  polite.  His  kindly  smile  of  welcome 
was  something  never  to  be  forgotten.

DEPARTMENT  OF  LEGISLATION 


MRS.  W.  E.  COLBY,  State  Chairman 


The  work  of  the  Legislative  Department 
of  the  C.  F.  W.  C.  should  be,  first,  to  aid 
the  other  departments  in  the  securing  of 
any  legislation  they  may  desire;  second,  to 
aid  in  enacting  into  law  the  wishes  of  its 
members,    generally. 

Thus  far  our  aid  has  not  been  requested 
by  the  other  departments.  Our  program 
then  consists  of  these  three  planks.  First, 
the  so-called  "Women  as  Jurors"  bill  of 
which  Miss  Whitney  of  the  California 
Civic  League  has  written  more  fully.  This 
bill,  initiated  by  the  League  last  year,  failed 
of  passage  by  the  Legislature  because  of 
the  lack  of  acquaintance  with  the  subject 
on  the  part  of  the  women. 

Our  second  plank,  an  equalization  of  the 
inheritance  tax  upon  the  wifes'  and  the  hus- 
band's share  of  the  community  property 
will  be  taken  up  in  the  article  by  Mr.  Cham- 
bers, State  Controller. 

Our  third  plank,  the  securing  to  the  wife 
the  same  testimentary  rights  in  the  com- 
munity property  as  the  husband  now  en- 
joys,  Mr.  Waring  will  discuss  fully. 

We  feel  that  these  three  measures  meet 
an  expressed  need  of  our  members.  They 
can  only  become  law  if  we  educate  ourselves 
in  the  need  for  and  the  effect  of  such  legis- 
lation. It  is  hoped  that  the  club  members, 
individually  and  in  their  clubs,  will  give 
the  work  of  this  Department  serious  at- 
tention. 

We  are  fortunate  in  securing  the  help  of 
and  in  being  able  to  co-operate  with  the 
Civic  League  and  public  men  of  the  ability 
and  standing  of  Mr.  Chambers  and  Mr. 
Waring. 

WOMEN  ON  JURIES 

Political  enfranchisement  is  but  a  step 
and  many  of  the  disabilities  under  which 
women  have  labored  for  centuries  still  con- 
tinue. Are  the  women  of  California  ready 
to  progress  and  to  grow  wisely  and 
steadily  through  activity?  What  is  there 
for  us  to  do? 

The  wage-earning  woman  receives  a 
smaller  wage  than  her  brother  worker,  the 
married  woman  has  no  voice  in  the  spend- 
ing or  the  disposition  of  the  community 
property — the  fruit  often  of  her  efforts  and 


economics — woman's  freedom  and  her  mode 
of  life  are  still  bound  by  codes  that  men 
alone  have  made  and  men  alone  administer. 

Progress  •  demands  changes  along  these 
lines  and  our  assistance  in  making  these 
changes  will  be  of  infinitely  more  value  if 
we  acquire  the  knowledge  that  comes  from 
experience.  I  would,  therefore,  have 
women  often  in  our  courts — both  police 
courts  and  superior  courts  —  to  see 
how  justice  is  meted  out,  to  see  the 
attitude  of  prosecuting  attorney  and  of 
judge  to  the  woman  in  distress — whether 
erring  or  not.  I  would  have  the  mother, 
who  carefully  watches  and  protects  her 
daughter  and  who  upholds  chaperonage, 
realize  how  unprotected  are  the  unfortu- 
nate women  and  the  daughters  of  the  poor 
when  in  the  clutches  of  the  law,  and  how 
merciless  and  degrading  are  the  experi- 
ences to  which  they  may  be  subjected  at 
the  hands  of  men  whose  sense  of  righteous- 
ness and  consideration  has  been  deadened 
by  years  of  court  service. 

Every  decent  woman  must  deplore  and 
we  ask  you  to  stand  ready  to  combat  the 
custom — hardened  into  law — which  allows 
girls  and  women  to  be  shut  up  for  hours 
with  a  judge,  prosecuting  attorney  and 
twelve  jurors,  men  who  may  have  lived 
lives  of  degradation,  to  answer  any  ques- 
tions that  may  be  put  to  them,  to  go  into 
the  most  sordid  details  of  sex  crimes  with- 
out the  protection  and  support  which  the' 
presence  of  other  women  might  give. 

Should  not  women  be  on  grand  juries 
when  such  cases  come  up?  Would  not  their 
presence  be  a  protection  in  more  ways  than 
one?  Might  not  their  experience,  their 
sympathy,  and  their  intelligence  help  to- 
ward some  solution  of  this  terrible  prob- 
lem of  meting  out  justice  without  merci- 
lessly tearing  away  from  young  girls  the 
last  remnants  of  modesty  and  sending  them 
out  from  a  jury-room  more  disheartened 
and  debased  than  when  they  went  in,  more 
unstrung  and  unfit  for  the  long  hard  climb 
back  to  self-respect  and  normal  living? 

A  bill  making  it  obligatory  for  women 
to  serve  on  juries  where  women  were  in- 
volved,   came    up   before    our    last    Legisla- 
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ture  and  was  defeated  in  the  Senate.  At  the 
last  Legislature  one  senator,  a  lawyer, 
frankly  voiced  his  objection  to  women  on 
juries  by  saying  that  he  could  never  ask 
women  witnesses  the  questions  he  often  felt 
obliged  to  do  in  the  presence  of  other  wom- 
en— particularly  if  they  were  women  whom 
he  knew.  This  Senator  made  out  a  strong 
case  for  our  side — protection  for  girls  and 
women  at  a  time  when  they  are  utterly 
defenceless. 

Do  we  women  of  California  see  the  need 
of  women  serving  on  juries?  Club  women, 
visit  your  courts,  acquaint  yourselves  with 
some  of  the  cases  that  have  brought  women 
into  jails  and  into  court  and  your  answer 
will  surely  be,  "Jury  service  is  community 
service.     Here  are  we  ready  to  do  our  part."

OUR  INHERITANCE  TAX  LAWS 
FAVOR   HUSBAND   AGAINST   WIFE 

By  John  S.  Chambers,  State  Controller 

Is  it  equitable  that  the  wife  upon  the 
death  of  her  husband  should  be  called  upon 
by  the  State  to  pay  an  inheritance  tax  not 
only  upon  what  the  husband  may  have 
willed  to  her  beyond  the  value  of  her  in- 
terest in  the  community  property  of  the 
two,  but  also  upon  her  own  half  of  the  com- 
munity property  as  well?  The  husband,  on 
the  other  hand,  upon  the  death  of  the  wife, 
not  onl3'  pays  no  inheritance  tax  upon  his 
proportion  of  the  community  property,  but 
moreover  takes  possession  of  the  wife's  half 
without  the  payment  of  a  tax  of  any  kind 
whatsoever,  just  as  a  matter  of  course. 

I  do  not  think  the  procedure  is  a  fair  one. 
It  does  not  appeal  to  my  sense  of  justice. 
While  it  is  true  the  husband  is  commonly 
known  as  the  breadwinner,  it  is  equally  true 
that  the  wife  plays  her  part  in  such  service, 
and  frequently,  even  a  greater  part  in  con- 
serving such  earnings.  And  it  is  from  such 
savings  that  the  community  property  is  ac- 
cumulated. And  this  property  is  recog- 
nized in  law  as  the  product  of  both  hus- 
band and  wife.  True  the  law  calls  the  wife's 
half  an  "expectancy,"  but  nevertheless  the 
expectancy  is  so  protected  by  the  statutes 
as  to  make  it  positive  and  absolute.  Why 
then  should  the  State  discriminate  in  favor 
of  the  husband? 


This  discrimination  was  not  a  part  of  the 
inheritance  tax  law  of  California  as  original- 
ly enacted,  but  it  was  grafted  on  later,  fol- 
lowing a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  (in 
certain  cases  where,  it  so  happened,  this 
particular  law  was  not  the  real  point  in  con- 
troversy) that  the  wife  succeeds  to  her  half 
of  the  community  as  the  heir  of  her  hus- 
band. In  view  of  this  ruling  the  Legisla- 
ture of  1911  imposed  the  tax  upon  the  wife. 

Community  property  is  all  property 
acquired  during  marriage  by  either  hus- 
band or  wife,  or  both,  excluding  property 
owned  by  either  before  marriage  or  after- 
wards acquired  either  by  gift,  device  be- 
quest or  descent.  But  by  a  survivial  of  the 
ancient  idea  of  the  status  of  the  woman,  she 
takes  her  half  of  the  community  property  by 
succession,  upon  the  death  of  her  husband, 
although  she  contributed  her  part  to  this 
result  and  achievement  of  years  of  toil  and 
saving. 

This  condition  of  affairs,  it  seems  to  me, 
is  repugnant  to  all  ideals  of  equity  and  fair- 
ness. Its  sole  excuse  must  be  that  it  fur- 
nishes a  source  of  revenue  to  the  State. 

It  is  my  purpose  earnestly  to  recommend 
to  the  Legislature  of  1917  an  amendment 
to  the  inheritance  tax  law  of  California  ex- 
empting the  wife's  half  of  the  'community 
property  from  this  tax,  oc,  at  least,  to  bring 
about  an  equitable  adjustment  in  some  way. 
Cognizance  will  have  to  be  taken,  of  course, 
of  the  partial  exemption  now  granted  the 
wife.  And  due  appreciation,  also,  must  be 
given  to  the  gravity  of  any  endeavor  to 
amend  the  law  governing  community  prop- 
erty. But  I  believe,  and  have  been  so  ad- 
vised by  my  attorneys,  that  insofar  as  this 
particular  phase  of  the  situation  is  con- 
cerned, the  desired  result  can  be  brought 
about  without  involving  in  any  way  other 
issues. 

Efforts,  though  not  very  strenuous  ones, 
have  been  made  in  the  past  to  bring  about 
an  adjustment  of  the  inheritance  tax  law 
so  that  husband  and  wife  will  be  upon  the 
same  footing,  but  always  without  success. 
My  proposal,  I  know,  will  be  fought  in  the 
next  Legislature,  but  I  am  convinced,  if  the 
women  of  California  will  rally  to  the  issue, 
it  can  be  carried  through  to  a  triumphant 
conclusion.

DEPARTMENT  OF  CIVICS  AND 
POLITICAL  SCIENCE 


MRS.  CHARLES  H. 

Civics  is  such  an  all-embracing  subject 
that,  necessarily,  in  a  short  article,  attention 
can  be  directed  only  to  a  limited  number 
of  the  matters  which  should  engage  our 
activities.  It  may  be  of  assistance  to  insert 
here  a  concise  definition  of  the  term: 

What  is  Civics? 

By   Mrs.   H.   N.   Herrick 

The  word  "civics"  is  derived  from  the 
Latin,  "civis,"  meaning  a  citizen.  Civics 
therefore  is  a  noun  designating  all  relations 
of  the  individual  as  a  citizen,  especially  such 
relations  as  are  effected  by  government. 

The  purpose  of  government  is   two-fold: 

1.  To  protect  the  rights  of  the  individ- 
ual. 

2.  To  protect  the  rights  and  comfort  of 
society. 

Whether  this  is  well  or  poorly  done,  de- 
pends upon  whether  the  governemnt  is 
good  or  bad.  In  a  democracy  such  as  ours 
the  responsibility  for  good  or  bad  gov- 
ernment rests  ultimately  with  the  voters. 
Thus  civic  interest  makes  it  imperative  that 
each  individual  receive  a  living  wage,  that 
he  be  able  to  give  his  children  as  broad  an 
education  as  possible  and  that  the  child  be 
shielded  from  all  influences  detrimental  to 
health  or  morals.  In  a  word,  the  individual 
must  be  trained  to  be  an  intelligent  citizen 
if  we  wish  to  insure  a  firm  foundation  for 
society  and  a  just  and  equitable  government 
of  that  society. 

What  other  word  in  our  language  means 
as  much  as  civics?  All  that  restrains  the 
brute  instincts  of  primative  man,  all  that 
uplifts  and  ennobles  the  individual  as  well 
as  society,  all  that  insures  for  the  worker 
the  fruits  of  his  toil,  in  short,  all  that  makes 
life  worth  living — that  is  civics. 

Innumerable  volumes  have  been  written 
concerning  civics.  Our  National  Chairman 
has  furnished  us  with  a  list  of  many  books 
which  we  may  study  with  profit.  When  it 
comes  to  the  part  women  play  in  the  mat- 
ter, the  following  from  the  pen  of  Dr.  John 
Nolen  of  Cambridge.  Mass.,  constitutes  a 
striking  example  of  how  much  in  the  way 
of  thoughtful  advice  can  be  compressed  into 
a  few  words: 

CAN  WOMEN  HELP? 
By  Dr.  John  Nolen 

Can  women  be  of  service  in  the  civic  im- 
provement of  towns  and  cities?  Most  cer- 
tainly they  can.  In  hundreds  of  our  cities 
and  towns  women's  clubs  have  laid  aside 
the  studying  of  Browning  and  Grecian  art 
for  municipal  betterments  and  reforms. 
And  why  not?  Women's  business  has  al- 
ways been  the  conserving  of  life,  and  now 
thev  see  their  sphere  transcending  the  four 
walls  of  the  home  and  extending  every- 
where. From  housekeeping  to  municipal 
housekeeping  is  but  a  step. 

How  can  thev  begin?  By  attacking 
through  united  club  effort  those  municipal 
problems  which  are  most  akin  to  their  na- 
ture and  past  training.     For  instance,  ade-

quate  schools  and  school  grounds,  pla3r- 
grounds,  pure  water,  sanitation  and  street 
cleaning.  Begin  slowly,  accomplish  some 
concrete  improvement,  win  gradually  the 
confidence  and  co-operation  of  the  entire 
community.  In  this  connection,  the  one 
best  method  of  winning  the  support  of  the 
men  citizens  is  to  ask  their  advice  and  guid- 
ance in  studying  and  planning  improve- 
ments. After  the  club  has  won  a  place  as 
a  far-sighted  organization  for  the  public 
good,  then  and  only  then  take  an  active 
interest  in  all  civic  questions.  Above  all, 
arouse  the  public  to  its  fullest  civic  con- 
sciousness and  convince  your  community 
that  great  economic  and  aesthetic  reforms 
are  dependent  absolutely  upon  political  and 
moral  reform. 

POLITICAL  SCIENCE 
Mr.  C.  M.  Goethe,  of  Sacramento,  who  is 
devoting  his  life  to  the  betterment  of  con- 
ditions surrounding  humanity — not  only  in 
California,  but  in  the  Philippines  and  India

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WOMEN  AS  VOTERS 
By  Mr.  C.  M.  Goethe 
Bloody  footprints  on  the  snow  marked 
the  painful  progress  of  Washington's  bare- 
footed soldiers.  A  paper  currency,  whose 
ill  fame  remains  to  this  day,  crystallized 
into  "Xot  worth  a  continental,"  constituted 
their  pay.  Wives,  babies  were  near  starva- 
tion.    Still     these     men     fought     on.     That 

generation  gave  us  democracy. 

***** 

One  hundred  and  forty  years  have  passed. 
We  have  meantime  progressed  more  than 
did  the  world  in  the  previous  eighteen  cen- 
turies. Europe,  still  open-eyed  with  won- 
der, imitates,  envies — fights  a  great  war 
with  our  inventions. 

We  are  progressive,  wealthy,  peaceful. 
But  how  have  we  treasured  the  legacy  from 
these  ragged,  barefoot  men  of  '76?  Their 
descendants,  the  backbone  of  the  republic, 
one  of  the  finest  stocks  of  all  time,  con- 
stitute largely  our  so-called  '"clean  voters." 
The  Puritan,  the  Virginian,  transplanted  in 
the  sixth  generation  to  California,  thinks  so 
little  of  his  privilege  of  suffrage  that  he 
neglects  to  vote.  The  "clean  vote"  is  the 
stay-at-home  vote.  The  "machine  vote," 
which  always  includes  the  ignorant,  the 
criminal,  the  corrupt,  is  deposited,  as  its 
name  indicates,  with  "machine"  like  pre- 
cision. 

In  actual  practice,  the  "clean"  voter,  ex- 
cept when  occasionally  aroused,  is  about  as 
effective  against  the  gang  as  the  bow  and 
arrow  are  against  a  machine  gun.  Picture 
the  idealists  of  our  youthful  republic.  Then 
form  an  image  of  the  professional  boss  of 
today,  arrogant,  crafty,  alert  to  obstruct 
any  move  to  lessen  the  profits  of  exploit- 
ing these  same  "clean"  voters  through  dis- 
eased meat,  bad  milk,  bad  housing,  com- 
mercialized vice. 

Why  this  substitution  of  our  "boss"  lead- 
ers of  today  for  the  idealists  of  the  early 
republic?  Because  we  have  forgotten  what 
our  democracy  cost  our  forefathers.  Our 
elections  too  often  show  a  50  to  55  per  cent 
vote.  Even  the  municipal  railway  fight  in 
San  Francisco,  closely  affecting  the  pocket 
of  every  taxpayer,  aroused  less  than  a  60 
per  cent  interest. 

In  Sacramento  a  playground  election  af- 
fecting the  moral,  mental,  physical  health 
of  generations  yet  unborn,  attracted  one 
voter  where  nine  were  lazy.  This  battle 
was  lost. 


But  there  exists  a  bright  hope.  It  is  in 
the  Federated  Women's  Clubs  fighting  or- 
ganized selfishness  with  organized  unselfish- 
ness. The  critical  time  is  just  ahead.  Wom- 
an's attitude  toward  her  newly  acquired 
ballot  is  that  of  the  enthusiasm  of  youth. 
Before  that  enthusiasm  is  dissipated,  with 
the  increasing  years  of  its  use,  it  is  possible 
to  easilv  form  habits  that  will  be  perma- 
nent. One  such  desirable  habit  will  be  the 
conduct,  under  clear-headed  leadership  of 
good  citizenship  committees  in  each  club 
until  they  became  institutions.  Their  duty 
would  be  twofold: 


1.  To  ascertain  that  every  potential  voter 
within  the  range  of  their  influence  was  reg- 
istered. In  one  Sacramento  betterment  in- 
stitution caring  for  the  effects  of  wicked 
government,  the  staff,  all  women,  after  two 
years'  pleading,  shows  65  per  cent  still 
unregistered.  Yet  such  ballots  as  theirs 
might  constitute  the  balance  of  power. 

2.  To  check  up  the  precinct  registers  after 
each  election,  to  list  the  stay  at  home  voter. 
Then  these  should  be  tactfully  but  firmly 
reasoned  with  to  avoid  a  repetition  of  such 
neglect.  Neighborhood  public  opinion  is  a 
powerful  force.  Remind  the  neglectful  of 
those  European  countries  where  even  the 
men  have  only  one-third  to  one-fifth  vote 
as  against  the  privileged  class.  Make  the 
stay-at-homes  ashamed  of  their  lack  of 
patriotism. 

Chicago  offers  a  brilliant  example.  Here 
votes  are  registered  by  sex.  An  analysis 
recently  published  showed  approximately 
55  per  cent  of  the  women  voting  for  clean 
government.  This  lead  was  overcome  in 
some  wards  by  a  reverse  percentage  of  male 
voters.  Net  results  showed  eventually  ten 
clean  aldermen  elected  by  woman's  majori- 
ties. Some  of  the  defeated  were  described 
as  "grey  wolf  type" — "saloon  keeper  for 
thirteen  years."  "candidate  whose  saloon 
was  hangout  for  safeblowers,  pickpockets, 
gun-men,  prostitutes,  gamblers." 

These  facts  are  history — a  history  that 
illumines  our  way. 

With  the  vote  of  "clean"  folk  registered 
and  cast,  no  one  need  worry  over  the  re- 
sults. Who  doubts  that  this  vote,  made 
potential  by  the  Women's  Clubs'  good  citi- 
zen committees,  would  not  constitute  the 
balance  of  power — preventing  vicious,  re- 
actionary government,  increasing  that 
which  makes  for  good.

DFPARTMENT  OF  CIVIL  SERVICE  REFORM 

MRS.  W.  A.  GALENTINE,  State  Chairman 


CIVIL  SERVICE  OPPORTUNITY  FOR 

WOMEN 

A  laudable  effort  is  being  made  by  the 
civil  service  department  of  th.e  General  Fed- 
eration, and  thence  through  the  same  de- 
partment in  the  various  State  Federations 
of  Clubs,  to  direct  attention  to  the  oppor- 
tunities for  women  in  the  civil  service. 
Some  of  the  points  made  follow: 

It  seems  strange  to  us  at  this  .day  that 
the  passage  of  any  law  should  be  considered 
necessary  in  order  to  permit  the  appoint- 
ment of  women  to  positions  in  government 
service,  yet  such  provision  was  not  made 
until  1870.  Gen.  Francis  E.  Skinner,  treas- 
urer of  the  United  States  from  1S61  to  1875. 
successfully  urged  the  employment  of  wom- 
en in  his  department,  and  since  then  the 
practice  has  grown  rapidly. 

Before  the  passage  of  the  civil  service 
law  in  1883,  appointments  were  made  on 
favor,  usually  for  political  service,  instead 
of  from  those  grading  highest  in  open  ex- 
aminations. Since  the  civil  service  law 
opened  government  positions  to  competi- 
tion based  on  demonstrated  fitness,  a  stead- 
ily increasing  number  of  women  have  been 
appointed.  The  increase  in  the  number  of 
women  stenographers,  typewriters  and 
clerks  in  the  departments  at  Washington 
has  been  rapid.  In  1894,  women  were  given 
about  14  per  cent  'of  such  appointments;  in 
1904,  about  21  per  cent,  and  in  1914,  about 
25  per  cent. 

In  recent  years  many  positions  have  been 
added  to  the  government  pay  roll,  for  which 
women  are  peculiarly  fitted.  The  estab- 
lishment of  the  children's  bureau,  for  ex- 
ample, resulted  in  appointments  of  many 
women  trained  in  sociological  and  statis- 
tical work. 

Opportunities  for  appointment  are  better 
for  those  who  have  acquired  some  special 
knowledge  or  skill  than  for  those  who  have 
only  the  general  qualifications  obtained 
through  the  ordinary  scholastic  training. 
For  women  who  have  ability  to  teach  and 
who  are  willing  to  work  among  the  Indians, 
there  are  opportunities  in  the  Indian  service 
as  teachers,  matrons  and  trained  nurses. 
While  the  salaries  of  these  positions  are  not 
high,  the  cost  of  living  is  relatively  low: 
in  most  cases  quarters  are  provided,  and  the 
employees  at  the  large  Indian  schools  have 
a  "mess."  which  brings  the  cost  of  board 
down  to  a  moderate  sum. 

Since  fourth-class  postmasters  were 
brought  into  the  competitive  class,  many 
women  have  successfully  passed  the  exam- 
inations and  received  appointments  as  post- 
masters. Examinations  for  these  positions 
sre  held,  of  course,  at  some  place  conven- 
ient to  applicants  residing  in  the  town 
where  the  postoffice  is  located. 

In  the  departments  at  Washington,  some 
of  the  positions  available  for  women  are 
clerk,  stenographer  and  typewriter,  library 
assistant,  press  feeder,  scientific  assist- 
ant in  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
statistical    clerk,    and     telephone     operator. 


Appointments  to  positions  in  the  depart- 
ments at  Washington  are  required  to  be 
apportioned  among  the  states,  territories 
and  the  District  of  Columbia,  according  to 
population,  as  nearly  as  the  conditions  of 
good  administration  will  permit.  In  gen- 
eral those  states  and  territories,  like  Cali- 
fornia, most  remote  from  the  seat  of  gov- 
ernment, are  in  arrears  on  their  share,  be- 
cause they  fail  more  frequently  than  the 
nearby  states  to  furnish  elegibles  through 
the  examinations.

THE    MERIT    SYSTEM    IN    LOS 
GELES  COUNTY 
By  Supervisor  John  J.  Hamilton 

Less  than  a  month  ago  I  publicly  de- 
clared, in  the  presence  of  my  colleagues  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  that  in  my  judg- 
ment the- worst  managed  large  business  in 
Los  Angeles  county  was  that  of  the  county 
of  Los  Angeles  itself.  I  hope  and  believe 
that  within  two  or  three  years  this  situation 
will  be  reversed  and  that  the  county  gov- 
ernment will  be  regarded  as  a  model  for 
other  large   business   concerns. 

Such  a  revolution  as  I  am  predicting — 
such  a  change  as  is  actually  taking  place- 
would  not  be  possible  if  county  employ- 
ments were  on  the  old  spoils  basis.  It  is 
because  we  have  a  civil  service  commission, 
a  bureau  of  efficiency  and  the  promise  of  a 
reorganization  of  the  accounting  system 
and  methods  of  the  county,  that  there  is 
hope  of  such  a  transformation. 

Civil  service  made  a  good  start  when  the 
county  charter  went  into  effect  in  June, 
1913.  The  first  civil  service  commission 
appointed  was  a  strong  one — strong  in  abil- 
ity, sincerity  and  devotion  to  the  principles 
of  the  merit  system.  The  commission  had 
an  excellent  chairman,  too;  and  it  was  most 
fortunate  in  the  selection  of  its  secretary, 
one  of  the  most  distinguished  civil  service 
experts  in  the  country.  With  David  Evans 
at  the  helm  and  Frank  E.  Doty  reading  the 
compass,  the  ship  could  not  go  far  out  of 
the  true  course. 

The  framers  of  the  charter  had  decreed, 
wifely,  as  I  think,  that  there  should  be  no 
"clean  sweep";  that  every  county  employee 
who  had  been  in  the  service  six  months 
when  the  new  regime  began  should  be  given 
a  civil  service  status  and  protected  in  his 
employment  during  good  behavior.  The 
process  of  placing  the  administration  on  a 
basis  of  efficiency  was  to  be  an  evolution, 
as  truly  as  a  revolution. 

Retaining  "the  old  crowd"  had  its  disad- 
vantages, however.  They  knew  the  busi- 
ness of  the  county — its  history  and  all  its 
ins  and  outs:  but  they  also  knew  the  game 
of  politics,  for  many  of  them  had  secured 
their  positions  hecac.se  of  political  service. 
And  while  they  gladly  accepted  the  protec- 
tion of  civil  service,  they  were  in  many 
cases  strangers  to  its  principles.  Thev 
sometimes  regarded  it  as  a  shield  for  ineffi- 
ciency, neglect  of  duty  and  insubordination.

passed  away,  I  believe  it  is  our  solemn  duty 
to  apply  ourselves  more  vigorously  than 
ever  to  the  great  work  of  our  Federation. 

I  feel  sure  that  the  clubs  in  our  district 
will  never  allow  their  reputation  for  gener- 
osity to  be  questioned,  and  that  they  will 
need  no  reminder  of  the  privilege  they  have 
in  contributing  to  the  State  Endowment 
Fund.  Every  club  should  have  a  Mother's 
Memorial   Day. 

Believing  as  I  do  in  your  earnestness  and 
your  broad  spirit  of  co-operation  I  have  no 
doubt  but  that  it  will  be  the  very  best  con- 
vention we  have  ever  held;  because  year 
by  year  interest  and  enthusiasm  have  grown 
in  our  club  work  and  each  convention  has 
been  better,  more  inspiring  and  helpful  than 
the  last. 

While  we  are  deeply  concerned  over  the 
desperate  agony  of  our  sisters  across  the

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A  CAMPAIGN  FOR  BETTER  RURAL   SCHOOLS 
URGED  BY  SECRETARY  LANE 


Washington,  Dec.  14,  1915. — In  his 
forthcoming  annual  report  Secretary 
Lane  suggests  the  need  for  a  national 
campaign  for  a  better  rural  school.  He 
speaks  of  Young  America,  our  22,000,- 
000  school  boys  and  girls,  as  the  chief 
resource  of  the  Nation,  and  asks,  ''Are 
we  doing  all  possible  to  develop  this  re- 
source?" His  report  continues: 
There  is  no  disguising  the  fact  that  we 
have  a  most  difficult  problem  in  the  United 
States — and  I  cannot  believe  it  is  ours  alone 
— in  the  rural  community.  A  majority  of 
our  school  children  are  in  rural  schools. 
The  query  arises.  Are  our  rural  schools 
doing  their  part  in  making  life  in  the  coun- 
try desirable?  An  ambitious  people  will 
go  where  education  can  be  had  for  their 
children.  There  is  no  sense  in  talking  of 
the  charms  of  country  life  and  the  inde- 
pendence and  dignity  of  producing  from 
the  soil  if  the  school  at  command  is  no  more 
modern  than  a  wooden  plow.  The  old- 
fashion,  one-roomed  schoolhouse,  which 
holds  forty  or  fifty  ungraded  pupils,  having 
but  a  single  teacher  who  knows  nothing  but 
books,  is  not  a  modern  institution,  though 
great  men  have  issued  from  its  door.  It 
may  be  all  that  the  country  can  afford 
where  many  schools  are  maintained,  but  it 
is  not  all  that  the  county  can  afford  if 
schools  are  grouped  and  grades  instituted. 
The  richest  State  in  the  Union  has  over 
4000  schools  of  this  character,  wherein  the 
teachers  are  paid  less  than  competent  farm 
hands,  and  this  brings  to  mind  the  correla- 
tive thought  that  one  needed  reform  in  the 
school  system  is  in  the  elevation  of  teaching 
into  a  real  profession,  as  in  older  coun- 
tries. As  it  is  now.  a  teacher  is  almost 
without  status  in  our  society.  And  this,  in 
addition  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  pay,  has 
drawn  to  the  profession  those  who  use  it 
only  as  a  makeshift  and  those  who,  out  of 
a  spirit  of  self-sacrifice  and  love  for  the 
work,  serve  in  the  highest  way  the  public 
good.  Of  the  former  class  we  need  fewer, 
and  to  the  latter  should  come  increasing 
honor. 


How  can  the  schools  of  a  county  be  so 
coordinated  and  combined  as  to  make  them 
efficient  tools?  What  should  be  the  stand- 
ard for  a  teacher's  qualifications?  How 
many  children  be  brought  to  and'  taken 
from  the  school  to  distant  homes  at  the 
least  expense?  To  what  extent  should  the 
teaching  be  out  of  doors  and  the  "exam- 
ples" those  of  real  life?  How  can  the  boy 
learn  that  there  is  adventure  in  farm  life 
as  well  as  in  the  city? —  for  adventure  he 
will  have.  To  what  uses  may  the  school 
building  be  put  as  a  community  center  for 
the  neighborhood  dance,  lecture,  or  moving 
picture  show,  or,  perhaps,  as  the  home  of 
a  co-operative  buying  or  marketing  organ- 
ization? These  are  but  a  few  of  the  ques- 
tions which  many  men  have  tried  to  answer, 
and  there  have  been  some  successful  ex- 
periments made  and  right  answers  given. 

But  it  is  as  hopeless  a  task  for  a  local 
school  board  to  find  these  answers  as  for  a 
lawyer  to  know  the  decisions  of  all  the 
courts.  The  teachers,  the  superintendents, 
and  the  school  boards  need  leadership;  they 
need  an  authoritative  statement  of  conclu- 
sions by  the  wisest  and  most  practical  men 
in  the  land;  they  need  to  be  shown  the  bet- 
ter way.  And  with  even  as  little  as  a  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  a  year  for  two  or 
three  years  we  could,  I  believe,  conduct  a 
campaign  for  a  new  kind  of  rural  school 
that  would  work  little  less  than  a  revolution 
in  rural  life.  Our  aim  would  be  to  identify 
the  school  with  the  farm  and  the  village, 
and  develop  a  new  respect  in  fathers  and 
mothers  for  the  school  as  a  practical  and 
not  a  mere  scholastic  institution.  The  prob- 
lem is  only  one  of  popularization.  The  ex- 
perimental work  has  been  done.  We  know 
where  the  best  seed  is.  Here  is  call  for 
the  co-operative  leadership  of  the  Govern- 
ment in  a  work  of  supreme  value  to  the 
State.  The  man  to  direct  this  work  should 
be  one  whose  word  the  Nation  would  heed. 
That  such  a  man  can  be  secured  there  is 
no  doubt,  for  experience  justifies  the  state- 
ment that  there  are  no  men  of  large  ca-

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


AS   PROPOSED  BY  THE  REVISION 

DISTRICT, 
CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I 
Name 
This    Federation    shall   be   known   as    the 
Los  Angeles  District  of  California  Federa- 
tion of  Women's  Clubs. 

ARTICLE  II 
Object 

Its  objects  shall  be  to  co-operate  with  the 
State  Federation;  and  to  promote  educa- 
tional, moral,  social  and  civic  advancement 
among  the  various  clubs  of  women  through- 
out the  district;  and  to  make  combined  ac- 
tion of  clubs  possible  when  deemed  expedi- 
ent for  mutual  helpfulness. 

ARTICLE  III 
Membership 

Section  1.  The  Los  Angeles  District 
shall  consist  of  all  Federated  Clubs  in  the 
Counties  of  Inyo,  San  Luis  Obispo,  Santa 
Barbara.  Ventura  and  Los  Angeles. 

Sec.  2.  Clubs  desiring  to  join  the  Fed- 
eration shall  made  application,  accompanied 
by  a  copy  of  their  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws,  to  the  State  Federation  Correspond- 
ing Secretary. 

ARTICLE  IV 
Officers 

Section  1.  The  officers  shall  be-  Presi- 
dent, five  Vice-Presidents,  one  from  each 
county;  Recording  Secretary.  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Auditor. 

Sec.  2.  No  one  shall  be  eligible  to  the 
office  of  President  who  has  not  served  one 
year  as  a  member  of  either  the  State  or 
District  Executive  Boards. 

Sec.  3.  Officers  shall  not  be  eligible  for 
re-election  to  the  same  office. 

Section  4.  The  President  of  the  District, 
by  virtue  of  her  office,  is  a  Vice-President 
of  the  State,  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
of  the  State  Federation. 

Sec.  5.  The  Corresponding  Secretary 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  President. 

Sec.  6.  These  officers,  together  with  the 
District  Chairman  of  Departments,  shall 
constitute  the  Executive  Board. 

Sec.  7.  Nine  member  of  the  Executive 
Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business.

ARTICLE  V 
Amendments 

Section  1.  This  Constitution  may  be 
amended  or  revised  at  any  annual  meeting 
by  a  two-thirds  vote,  provided  there  shall 
have  been  appended  to  the  call  of  the  con- 
vention, a  copy  of  the  proposed  amendment 
or  amendments. 

ARTICLE  I 

BY-LAWS 

Meetings 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the 
Los  Angeles  District  shall  be  held  not  less 
than  one  month  previous  to  the  state  con- 
vention. The  place  and  date  of  meeting 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Board. 

Sec.  2.  A  call  for  the  convention  shall 
be  sent  to  all  federated  clubs  at  least  one 
month  previous  to  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.   3.     Special   meetings   of   the   Execu- 
tive  Board   may   be   held   upon   the   call   of 
the  president   or  upon   the  written   request 
of  seven  members  of  the  Executive  Board. 
ARTICLE  II 
Dues 

The  yearly  dues  shall  be  five  cents  per 
capita,  payable  November  1st.  and  shall  be- 
come delinquent  at  the  annual  meeting. 
The  delegates  from  clubs  failing  to  pay 
their  annual  dues  shall  not  be  seated  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  HI 
Representation 

Section  1.  The  clubs  having  a  member- 
ship of  fifty,  or  less,  shall  be  represented 
by  one  delegate  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  district. 

Sec.  2.  Clubs  having  a  membership  of 
more  than  fifty,  and  up  to  one  hundred, 
shall  be  represented  by  two  delegates;  and 
there  shall  be  one  additional  delegate  for 
every  additional  one  hundred  members. 

Sec.  3.  No  delegate  shall  be  allowed  to 
represent  more  than  one  club.  Each  dele- 
gate at  the  annual  meeting  shall  have  one 
vote.  Voting  by  proxy  either  verbal  or 
written  shall  not  be  permitted. 

Sec.  4.  The  President  and  Secretary  of 
each  club  shall  certify  the  names  of  the 
delegates  and  alternates  of  her  club  to  the 
Credential  Committee. 
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Sec.  S.  The  voting  membership  of  the 
convention  shall  consist  of  the  regularly 
elected  delegates  from  clubs,  the  officers 
and  chairmen  of  the  Executive  Board,  Past 
Presidents,  and  all  state  officers  and  chair- 
men residing  in  the  district. 

Sec.  6.  A  quorum  at  the  convention  for 
the  transaction  of  business  shall  consist  of 
five  per  cent  of  the  registered  delegates. 

Sec.  7.  All  resolutions  offered  for  con- 
sideration at  the  annual  meeting  shall  be 
presented  in  writing  with  the  endorsement 
of  the  district  executive  board,  or  one  fed- 
erated club,  as  certified  by  its  president  and 
secretary. 

ARTICLES  IV  AND  V 
Nominations  and  Elections 
Minor  changes  only. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  district,  at  all  Executive 
Board  meetings,  and  at  the  Presidents' 
council,  and  she  shall  be  ex-officio  member 
of  all  committees,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  devolve  upon  her  office. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall  assist 
the  President  and  shall  promote  the  interest 
of  federation  in  their  respective  counties. 

Sec.  3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall 
keep  the  minutes  of  the  Federation  and  of 
all  executive  meetings,  and  have  charge  of 
all  papers  pertaining  to  her  office. 

Sec.  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary 
shall  conduct  all  correspondence  and  shall 
keep  a  correct  list  of  the  federated  clubs, 
officers  of  the  federation  and  district  chair- 
men, chairmen  of  standing  and  special  com- 
mittees, which  list  shall  constitute  the  offi- 
cial list  of  the  Federation,  and  she  shall 
prepare  all  district  data  for  the  state  year 
book.  , 

Sec.  S.  The  Treasurer  shall  hold  all 
moneys  belonging  to  the  district,  she  shall 
receive  all  dues  from  the  clubs,  giving  a 
receipt  for  the  same,  and  pay  all  bills  that 
have  been  properly  approved.  All  funds 
collected  for  any  special  purpose  shall  be 
transmitted  to  and  disbursed  by  the  District 
Treasurer. 

Sec.  6.  The  Auditor  shall  examine  all 
books  of  the  treasurer,  audit  all  bills,  and 
render  a  written  report  of  the  same  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

Sec.  7.  Each  officer  and  chairman  shall 
render  a  written  report  of  her  year's  work 
at  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Council  of  Presidents 

Section  1.  The  Presidents  of  the  Feder- 
ated Clubs  in  the  district  shall  contitute  a 
council  to  be  called  upon  the  order  of  the 
Executive  Board,  or  upon  the. written  re- 
quest of  clubs. 

Sec.  2.  Action  taken  by  the  Presidents' 
Council  shall  be  considered  advisory  to  the 
Executive  Board  and  to  the  individual 
clubs. 

Sec.  3.  A  quorum  of  the  Council  shall 
consist  of  ten  clubs. 
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ARTICLE  VIII 
Rules  of  Order 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  Revised  shall  be 
the  authority  of  parliamentary  procedure 
at  all  meetings. 

ARTICLE  IX 
Amendments 

These  by-laws  may  be  amended  at  any 
annual  meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
those  present  and  entitled  to  vote,  provid- 
ing notices  of  the  proposed  amendment,  or 
amendments,  have  been  appended  to  the 
call  for  the  meeting.  These  by-laws  may 
be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  by  a 
unanimous  vote  without  previous  notice.

Realizing  that  the  Department  of  Press 
is  still  in  its  infancy  it  seems  advisable  to 
open  this  report  with  a  paragraph  of  ex- 
planation. This  department  differs  from 
other  federation  departments  in  that  it  has 
no  propaganda  of  its  own  but  is  merely  a 
servant  of  all  the  departments,  working  to 
advertise  and  promote  the  best  interests  of 
the  women's  club  world. 

Every  meeting  or  lecture  well  written  up 
in  the  local  papers  creates  an  interest  in 
and  a  respect  for  the  club  organization  rep- 
resented; and  this  type  of  work  falls  to  the 
club  press  chairman.  While  to  the  county 
and  district  chairmen  is  intrusted  the  re- 
porting of  all  federation  matters,  beside  a 
comprehensive  idea  of  all  that  is  going  on 
in  the  clubs  of  their  county  or  district. 
Each  club  press  chairman  should  send  dated 
clippings  of  all  her  reports  to  her  county 
chairman  of  press,  who  in  turn  sends  these 
to  her  district  chairman.  Until  this  is  done 
the    fullest    efficiency   of   the   press    depart- 
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ment  cannot  be  realized.  The  following  re- 
port is  a  resume  of  such  clippings  as  I  have 
received  recently: 

The  Riverside  Woman's  Club  is  doing 
fine  work  in  several  departments.  The 
Home  Economics  Department  serves 
luncheon  preceding  the  regular  meeting  each 
month.  The  luncheon  hostesses  get  up  a 
most  creditable  menu,  costing  but  thirty- 
five  cents  per  plate,  and  they  serve  about 
one  hundred  people.  The  civic  welfare  de- 
partment is  studying  the  cities'  needs  with 
an  eye  to  co-operation.  Some  interesting 
reports  have  been  given  regarding  the 
charter,  educational  systems  hygienic  con- 
ditions, school  inspection,  county  hospital 
and  waste  problems.  The  music  department 
has  excellent  monthly  programs  on  national 
music,  the  German  and  American  music 
having  been  taken  up  at  recent  metings.  A 
course  of  lectures  by  Dr.  Aurelia  Reinhardt 
begins  January  nineteenth. 

The  Woman's  Ten  Thousand  Club  of  El 
Centro  did  many  splendid  things  in  keep- 
ing with  the  holiday  spirit.  Extremely  at- 
tractive was  the  children's  Christmas  party 
attended  by  the  club  members  and  about 
eighty  children.  A  program,  consisting  of 
a  Christmas  story  for  the  children  and  some 
musical  numbers  was  followed  with  an  hour 
of  play,  supervised  by  four  kindergarten 
teachers.  There  was  a  large  Christmas  pie, 
filled  by  the  little  folks,  and  from  which 
each  one  drew  a  gift.  For  refreshments 
each  of  the  children  were  presented  with 
a  huge  popcorn  ball.  Another  of  the  holi- 
day events  was  a  most  successful  charity 
ball  given  by  the  young  girls  of  the  club, 
and  which  netted  $160.  The  philanthropic 
committe  placed  filled  stockings  in  the 
homes  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  children, 
beside  distributing  flowers  to  the  sick  and 
baskets  of  provisions  to  the  needy. 

The  Woman's  Club  of  Hemet  reports  an 
excellent  address  by  Dr.  Oren  B.  Waite  on 
phases  of  modern  education.  Dr.  Waite  em- 
phasized strongly  the  character  building 
elements  in  the  education  of  the  child. 

From  the  Wednesday  Morning  Club  of 
Riverside  is  reported  an  unusual  and  inter- 
esting program  on  "Women  of  the  Bible." 
Character  sketches  of  Sarah  and  Hagar, 
Miriam,  and  Ruth  were  given  by  three  club 


members,     and     there     was     a     reading     of 
"Miriam's  Song  of  Triumph." 

The  Santa  Ana  Ebell  Society  reports 
many  interesting  and  profitable  meetings. 
On  November  nineteenth  they  celebrated 
the  twenty-first  anniversary  of  the  club 
with  a  luncheon,  followed  by  a  program  of 
music  and  speeches.  Among  those  who 
spoke  were  our  state  president,  Mrs.  E.  D. 
Knight;  the  first  president  of  the  Ebell  So- 
ciety, Mrs.  W.  S.  Bartlett;  our  district  presi- 
dent, Mrs.  A.  J.  Lawton,  and  Mrs.  Frank 
Russell,  state  corresponding  secretary. 

An  address  by  Mrs.  Estelle  Lawton  Lind- 
sey,  member  of  the  Los  Angeles  city  coun- 
cil, formed  the  program  of  an  unusually  in- 
teresting meeting  of  The  Woman's  Civics 
Club  of  Santa  Ana.

With  stereopticon  views  of  the  weird  and 
wonderful  forms  of  animal  life  that  exist  in 
the  far  depths  of  the  ocean,  Dr.  Charles 
Lincoln  Edwards,  director  of  the  Los  An- 
geles Zoological  Society,  entertained  the 
members  of  the  Twilight  Club  of  Pasadena 
at  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  club  held 
December  28th,  at  the  Hotel  Raymond  in 
Pasadena. 

It  was  the  annual  ladies'  night  and  the 
lecture  by  Dr.  Edwards  followed  a  most 
delicious  dinner  served  by  the  Raymond. 

Among  the  features  of  the  evening  were 
the  Christmas  Carols  by  members  of  All 
Saints  church  choir,  and  the  introductory 
remarks  by  Rev.  Leslie  Learned,  president 
of  the  Twilight  Club.  Dr.  Learned  took  the 
opportunity  to  pay  a  very  graceful  tribute 
to  the  many  beautifully  gowned  women 
present  and  to  the  hospitality  of  the  Ray- 
mond. 

Dr.  Edwards'  lecture  was  extremely  in- 
teresting, and  while  good  Twilight  Club 
members  always  refrain  from  seeing  ser- 
pents of  any  kind,  if  possible,  yet  the  re- 
markable photographs  which  were  thrown 
upon  the  screen  must  certainly  have  made 
many  of  those  present  realize  that  sea  ser- 
pents of  some  sort  really  exist.  Dr.  Ed- 
wards declared  that  while  he  did  not  believe 
in  the  existence  of  sea  serpents  of  the  old 
approved  type,  he  did  think  there  were  cer- 
tain ocean  monsters  which  never  have  been 
seen  by  the  eye  of  man  and  he  told  the  club 
members  that  giant  steel  frame  work  used 
in  trawling  along  the  bottom  of  the  sea 
came  to  the  surface  many  times  twisted  and 
broken  in  such  a  way  as  to  lead  those  in 
charge  to  believe  the  damage  was  inflicted 
by  some-  living  thing. 

According  to  Dr.  Edwards,  it  is  now  pos- 
sible to  make  photographs  under  water. 
Many  of  the  views  shown  the  Twilight  Club 
were  actually  taken  under  water  by  means 
of  specially  designed  appartus.  By  this 
means  many  weird  forms  of  animal  life 
were  secured.  Some  of  the  creatures  shown 
use  tiny  phosphorescent  lights  as  bait  to 
attract  their  living  food  within  reach,  while 


others  have  headlights  like  an  automobile. 
Whether  the  "dimmer"  ordinance  is  en- 
forced on  the  ocean  speedways  or  not  was 
not  shown  by  Dr.  Edwards'  excellent  views.

pacity  whose  services  the  country  cannot 
command  at  a  material  sacrifice. 

If  asked  how  this  work  could  be  done  I 
should  say  that  it  could  best  be  done  by 
showing  to  the  picked  teachers  of  the  coun- 
try the  model  schools.  The  quickest  and 
the  surest  way  to  set  this  country  aflame 
with  zeal  for  a  better  type  of  country  school 
would  be  to  show  the  teachers  such  schools, 
make  them  live  in  them,  and  learn  from 
them  by  seeing  them  in  action. 

There  is  no  such  lesson  as  the  one  that 
is  taught  by  experience.  Lectures,  moving 
pictures,  and  books  may  aid.  But  to  see 
and  be  part  of  a  movement  or  life  is  to 
make  it  one's  own.  If  ten  live  men  or 
women  were  taken  from  each  State  to  some 
one  of  the  two  or  three  most  modern  rural 
schools  and  there  for  a  month  were 
initiated  into  the  art  of  teaching  out  of 
life,  by  doing  things  and  not  reading  about 
things  being  done,  and  if  each  of  these 
ten  went  home  a  missionary  for  the  new 
idea,  how  long  would  it  be  before  the 
States  were  converted  and  old  methods 
abandoned?  And  once  the  right  kind  of 
school  were  started  in  any  State  how  long 
would  it  take  others  to  follow?  This  thing- 
can  be  done  and  by  methods  that  are  so 
simple  and  direct  that  they  will  be  start- 
ling. The  need  is  immediate,  and  surely  it 
would  be  a  shame  to  let  a  generation  waste 


itself  while  the  idea  slowly  creeps  on  all 
fours  through  a  country  that  has  invented 
wireless  telephony.

CIVIL    SERVICE   REFORM 

(Continued  from  Page  13) 
Civil  service  has  a  host  of  enemies  in  the 
Hall  of  Records  to  this  day — enemies  in 
both  high  and  low  places.  And  some  who 
in  public  proclaim  devotion  to  its  cause 
privately  sneer  and  cavil  at  its  rules  and 
requirements. 

It  has  been  wise  to  progress  slowly,  while 
these  thousands  of  old  employees,  "cov- 
ered" into  the  service  by  the  charter  pro- 
vision, have  learned  what  the  merit  system 
means,  and  while  the  public  has  become 
accustomed  to  the  new  fashion.  Little  by 
little,  all  have  been  made  aware  that  po- 
litical '"pulls"  were  no  longer  the  latch- 
strings  to  county  employment. 

During  its  first  year,  the  civil  service 
commission  held  eighty-five  competitive 
examinations,  received  2960  applications, 
examined  2609  persons  and  accredited  1168 
as  having  passed.  The  number  of  persons 
receiving  temporary  appointments  was  204, 
and  274  permanent  appointments  were 
made.  Thus,  "new  blood"  was  introduced 
into  the  veins  of  the  body  politic. 

During  the  year  ended  June  30,  1915, 
there  were  106  examinations;  4376  persons 
were  examined;  2607  passed  and  received 
places  on  the  eligible  lists.  The  number 
of  appointments  in  all  departments,  exclu- 
sive of  the  labor  class,  was  2025. 

The  June,  1915,  payrolls  of  the  county 
bore  the  names  of  4374  persons,  of  whom 
63  are  in  the  unclassified  service.  2067  are 
in  the  classified  service  and  2244  are  classed 
as  laborers.  Very  few,  if  any,  of  these  per- 
sons are  under  the  necessity  of  kotowing  to 
any  political  master. 

The  efficiency  records  have  as  yet  not 
'  been  kept  with  an  accuracy  or  thoroughness 
satisfactory  to  the  friends  of  the  merit  sys- 
tem; but  a  beginning  has  been  made,  and 
Secretan'  Doty,  having  his  forces  organ- 
ized and  in  working  order  for  the  civil  serv- 
ice end  of  the  work,  is  now  bending  every 
energy  toward  the  perfecting  of  this  im- 
portant branch  of  the  service. 

Mistakes  have  been  made,  and  mistakes 
that  have  not  been  made  have  been  her- 
alded abroad  by  enemies  of  the  new  way; 
but  on  the  whole,  civil  service  and  the 
merit  and  efficiency  system  are  in  a  very 
healthy  condition  in  Los  Angeles  county.

One  of  the  women  who  has  made  a 
decided'  success  in  the  photographic 
art  and  who  richly  deserves  all  the 
honors  that  have  come  to  her  is  Emma 
B.  Freeman,  of  Eureka,  Cal.  She  was 
a  student  of  Cadenasse,  from  whom 
she  learned  that  the  combination  of 
both  the  sensitive  plate  and  her  magic 
brush  would  enable  her  to  express  her- 
self thoroughly. 

Possibly  her  greatest  fame  has  come 
from  her  personal  pictures  of  the 
Klamath  Indians,  showing  them  at 
their  activities  ;  picturing  them  at  their 
home,  photographing  the  Indian  prin- 
cesses at  the  waterfalls  and  in  the 
shadows  of  the  big  trees. 

Here  at  last  inspiration  had  come  to 
claim  its  own,  and  the  result  is  shown 
in  her  honored  display  at  the  great 
Exposition  and  the  collection  pur- 
chased by  the  state  for  permanent  ex- 
hibition at  Sacramento. 

Her  sphere  of  work  is  no  longer  con- 
fined to  Eureka  or  California,  but  her 
pictures  are  now  being  accepted  by  the 
great  firms  in  the  East,  who  continu- 
ally seek  new  ideas  for  their  trade. 

Even  today  Emma  B.  Freeman 
claims  that,  with  all  the  honor  that 
she  commands,  she  is  only  at  the  edge 
of  a  life  of  great  work  ahead.

Every  organization  whose  activities  are 
at  any  point  tangent  upon  the  subject  of 
child  welfare  is  urged  to  arrange  an  exhibit 
for  the  visual  demonstration  of  the  pos- 
sibilities inherent  in  the  proper  care  of  chil- 
dren. This  includes  better  ways  of  feeding, 
clothing  and  general  care,  hygienic  sur- 
roundings, psychological  influences — any- 
thing which  affects  the  child  in  its  most 
plastic  stage  of  development. 

The  subject  is  one  peculiarly  Californian. 
Our  Native  Sons  and  Daughters  have  for 
a  generation  been  famous  examples  of  the 
results  of  the  right  kind  of  upbringing.  It 
is  to  be  remembered  that  Baby  Week  is  not 
only  for  our  own  education,  but  as  well  to 
pass  along  to  our  neighbors  the  valuable 
things  we  have  learned.  It  is  a  golden  op- 
portunity for  the  club  women  of  California. 


SAVE  THE   BABIES 


Though  the  scope  of  woman's  activities, 
the  reach  of  her  influence  and  the  sphere 
of  her  power  for  good  have  doubled, 
trebled  and  quadrupled  during  the  past 
decade,  that  service  of  hers  which  is  in- 
finitely the  greatest  to  the  world  remains 
what  it  has  been  from  Eden  down — the  gift 
to  the  staggering  world  of  strong,  healthy, 
intelligent  men  and  women  to  shoulder  the 
burdens  that  grow  more  crushing  from 
generation  to  generation.  By  no  exalta- 
tion of  the  imagination  can  be  conceived  a 
brighter  star  to  set  in  her  crown  of  glory 
than  this  God-given  perquisite.'  She  can- 
not improve  upon  it,  however  high  may 
soar   her  achievement. 

In  their  widely-various  fields  of  endeavor 
it  is  a  singular  fact,  proven  by  experience, 
that  the  conservation  of  this  privilege  is 
the  one  work  in  which  every  woman  is 
unanimous  with  every  other  woman. 
Babies,  as  Mark  Twain  said,  are  common 
ground  for  all,  for  we  have  all  been  babies. 
The  saving  of  a  single  little  life  for  the 
potential  possibilities  which  lie  before  it 
would  of  itself  justify  the  saver's  existence. 
Under  the  auspices  of  the  General  Fed- 
eration of  Women's  Clubs,  the  Better  Baby 
Week,  is  a  period  dedicated  exclusively  to 
the  welfare  of  youngsters  under  six  years 
of  age.  The  efforts  of  every  member  of 
every  Federated  club  will  be  to  arouse  the 
residents  of  her  community  to  a  reali- 
zing sense  of  the  importance  of  improv- 
ing the  methods  of  baby  care  at  present 
in  vogue.  The  appalling  infant^  mortal- 
ity in  certain  sections  of  the'  country 
and  the  not  less  appalling  statistics  of  chil- 
dren sent  out  to  meet  the  world  with 
stunted    physiques    and    mentality    through 


Y.  W.  C.  A.  CELEBRATION 

Widespread  interest  is  being  manifested 
in  the  national  jubilee  in  honor  of  the  fif- 
tieth anniversary  of  the  Young  Women's 
Christian  Association,  beginning  February 
1st,  and  closing  March  3d.  Many  club 
women  are  also  workers  in  this  organiza- 
tion. 

The  first  Young  Women's  Christian  As- 
sociation in  the  United  States  was  organ- 
ized in  Boston  on  March  3,  1866.  Other 
eastern  cities  soon  followed,  also  cities  in 
Ohio  and  Missouri,  and  in  1873  a  Young 
Women's  Christian  Association  was 
launched  in  Illinois.  This  small  beginning 
has  now  grown  till  there  are  now  245 
Young  Women's  Christian  Associations  in 
our  country,  with  a  membership  of  342,395.

Reciprocity  has  been  the  key- 
note of  many  January  meetings  and  the 
value  thereof  cannot  be  over-estimated.  It 
was  manifested  in  San  Francisco  on  Janu- 
ary 12th  when  many  representatives  of  San 
Francisco,  Oakland  and  neighboring  clubs 
met  at  the  close  of  the  State  Executive 
Board  meeting  to  discuss  the  literacy  .work 
of  the  Federation;  at  Sacramento,  on  the 
18th,  when  the  Tuesday  Club  of  Sacra- 
mento, presided  over  by  its  capable  and 
energetic  president,  Mrs.  Geo.  M.  Purnell, 
entertained  many  state  and  district  officers 
and  other  representatives  of  Nortljern  and 
Alameda  District  clubs;  at  Selma  on  Janu- 
ary 19th  when  federated  and  unfederated 
clubs  joined  hands  in  fellowship  and  scat- 
tered and  gathered  seed  for  future  product; 
at  Fresno  on  the  20th  when  the  very  able 
president  of  the  Parlor  Lecture  Club,  Mrs. 
A.  W.  Fitzgerald,  welcomed  large  delega- 
tions from  neighboring  towns  to  her  club's 
home;  and  at  Merced  on  the  22nd  when 
plans  for  the  San  Joaquin  District  Conven- 
tion were  discussed.  As  a  result,  three  un- 
federated clubs  have  expressed  a  desire  to 
join  the  federation  family,  and  the  members 
of  that  family  have  received  fresh  impetus 
upon  which  to  build.

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Never  has  the  time  been  so  opportune  for 
California  to  celebrate  a  Baby  Week — with 
the  birth  registration  test  in  operation  in 
many  of  the  districts,  pointing  unerringly 
as  it  does  to  the  need  of  greater  responsi- 
bility and  thought  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
munity, and  the  desire  of  many  parents  to 
know  better  how  to  care  for  their  babies. 

This  celebration  will  bring  to  fruition  the 
long  recognized  need  of  giving  to  the  pub- 
lic this  knowledge,  and  thereby  reducing 
the  infant  mortality.  A  low  infant  mortal- 
ity is  the  most  certain  indicator  of  the  pros- 
perity and  happiness  of  the  state.  The  foes 
of  the  baby  are  the  foes  of  the  nation,  and 
greatest  of  these  are  ignorance,  poverty  and 
crime. 

WHAT  A  BABY  WEEK  SHOULD  SEEK 
TO    ACCOMPLISH. 

First,  it  should  give  the  public  the  op- 
portunity of  knownig  what  is  being  done 
to  conserve  the  health  of  the  children,  by 
all  organizations  working  with  the  interests 
of  the  race  as  their  object.  It  should  point 
out  the  necessity  of  permanent  welfare 
work,  and  the  establishment  of  ways  to 
meet  conditions,  not  already  provided  for. 
Second,  it  should  teach  the  parent  the  fun- 
damental facts  with  regard  to  the  care  of 
the  child,  mentally,  morally  and  physically. 

PLANS  IN  THE  SOUTHLAND. 

With  enthusiasm  opening,  up  vistas  which 
only  the  true  lover  of  the  baby  and  his 
cause  can  encompass,  even  in  imagination, 
plans  are  in  progress  all  over  the  district. 
Long  Beach,  the  wonderful  City  by  the  Sea, 
which  having  already  had  one  Baby  Week, 
and  realized  the  benefit  accrued,  is  throw- 
ing herself  into  the  movement,  knowing  just 
what  she  desires  to  accomplish.  Ingle- 
wood,  under  the  direction  of  her  Woman's 
Club,  will  show  the  state  her  interest  in 
her  future  citizens,  as  will  Burbank  and 
other  rural  towns  which  may  not  have  free 
access  to  the  central  celebration  in  Los 
Angeles.  Ventura  County,  which  did  such 
splendid  baby  work,  in  conjunction  with 
her  County  Fair  last  year,  needs  no  sug- 
gestion. Riverside  Count}-,  through  the  co- 
operation of  her  County  Health  Depart- 
ment, and  Medical  Society,  will  fittingly  ob- 
serve the  week,  and  so  with  the  individual 
club  programmes,  the  scope  and  activity  of 
the  movement  defies  tabulation. 

Los  Angeles  has  so  grasped  the  com- 
munity spirit,  and  need  of  the  co-ordination 
of  all  forces,  that  it  is  impossible  to  pre- 
dict    the     extent    of    her    accomplishment. 


With  the  use  of  the  offices  of  The  Club- 
woman, as  headquarters,  and  the  clubs  fur- 
nishing the  genius  of  their  splendid  women 
for  this  service,  as  the  co-operating  organ- 
izations, all  is  rapidly  assuming  shape  for 
this  eventful  week.  With  an  exhibit  cover- 
ing all  departments  ot  infant  work,  from 
the  City  Welfare  Stations  to  the  second 
grade  in  the  public  schools,  lecturers  with 
nation-wide  knowledge  of  the  child  prob- 
lem, as  well  as  playlets  and  motion  pic- 
tures, not  forgetting  the  practical  demon- 
strations of  how  to  prepare  the  food  and 
feed  the  baby,  it  would  seem  nothing  had 
been   forgotten. 

HELP  OF  THE  CHILDREN'S  BUREAU 

The  Bulletin  on  Baby  Week  Campaigns, 
sent  upon  request  by  the  Childrens'  Bu- 
reau, Department  of  Labor,  Washington,  so 
thoroughly  explains  all  phases  of  the  move- 
ment, that  any  uncertainty  felt  by  a  club, 
as  to  its  ability  to  carry  out  a  programme, 
or  week,  quickly  disappears  on  reading  it. 
Lethargic,  indeed,  is  the  mind,  that  after 
reading  this,  is  not  aroused  to  its  full  civic 
consciousness  and  public  health  responsi- 
bility.

REMEDIES    FOR    THE    SILVERFISH 


Obnoxious    Little    Insect    That    Feeds    on 
Starch,  Destroys  Books  and  Clothing 


Washington,  D.  C. — Housewives  who  are 
annoyed  by  damage  done  by  insects  to 
their  books,  papers,  clothing  and  other  arti- 
cles containing  starch,  are  advised  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
to  spread  a  poisoned  paste  upon  bits  of 
cardboard  and  tuck  these  into  crevices  in 
bookshelves,  backs  of  mantels,  under  wash- 
boards and  in  the  bottom  of  bureau  and 
bookcase  drawers.  A  thin,  boiled  starch 
paste  should  be  prepared  by  adding  to  the 
flour  from  3  to  5  per  cent  powdered  white 
arsenic  (poison),  and  then  using  sufficient 
water  to  boil  into  a  thin  paste.  This  should 
be  spread  upon  cardboard  and  allowed  to 
dry.  The  preparation,  however,  is  poison- 
ous to  human  beings  as  well  as  to  insects, 
and  it  must  be  used  with  the  utmost  .care.

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NEEDED  CHANGE  IN  THE  COMMUNITY  LAW 


ROBERT  A.  WARING 


There  is  no  doubt  that  our  present  com- 
munity law  needs  revision.  Apparently 
conceding  that  the  wife  contributes  equally 
toward  the  community,  the  law  gives  her 
merely  a  vested  expectancy  in  one-half 
of  it. 

In  sa3'ing  that  her  expectancy  is  vested, 
we  mean  that  her  husband  cannot  divest  her 
of  it.  The  law  makes  her  an  heir  to  her 
husband  and  he  cannot  will  away  her  half 
of  the  communit3r.  Nor  can  he  give  it 
away.  On  the  other  hand,  her  right  is  a 
mere  expectant  one.  She  gets  nothing  un- 
less her  husband  dies  before  she  does.  If 
she  dies  first,  her  right  in  the  community 
vanishes,  fades  away,  as  though  she  never 
had  had  any  right  in  it.  If  she  leaves  a 
will,  it  becomes  an  empty  wish.  She  can- 
not leave  or  direct  the  disposition  of  one 
penny  to  her  children  or  elsewhere. 

If  the  husband  dies  first,  she'  must  pro- 
bate her  half  of  the  community  and  pay 
dearly  therefor.  And  if  the  amount  is  large, 
pay  an  inheritance  tax  besides. 

These  things  should  be  remedied,  and  yet 
in  correcting  them  present  economic  and 
social  conditions  must  be  considered.  One 
change  can  easily  be  made,  that  during  cov- 
erture the  husband  and  wife  should  have 
equal  management  and  control  of  the  com- 
munity real  property.  This  would  be  but  a 
slight  departure  from  present  practice,  be- 
cause it  is  now  the  custom  to  require  the 
wife  of  a  married  man  to  join  in  the  execu- 
tion of  instruments  affecting  real  property. 

The  law  now  provides  that  the  husband 
has  the  management  and  control  of  the 
community  property.  As  just  indicated, 
the  law  might  be  changed  so  far  as  real 
property  is  concerned,  but  it  would  not  be 
so  easy  with  the  personal  property.  If  the 
wife  were  to  be  given  equal  control  over 
the  personal  property,  then  a  sort  of  part- 
nership would  need  be  created  between  hus- 
band and  wife.  If  the  husband  were  to  en- 
gage in  a  business  partnership  with  some 
man,  it  is  obvious  that  serious  legal  and 
business  difficulties  might  be  encountered. 

Mr.  Jones  might  be  glad  to  have  Mr. 
Brown    for    his    business    partner,    but    he 


might  not  care  to  have  Mrs.  Brown  enjoy 
an  equal  say  in  the  business;  nor  have  her 
employ  the  firm's  credit.  But  this  she  could 
do  if  she  were  to  have  equal  control  with 
her  husband  of  the  personal  as  well  as  of 
the  real  property  of  the  community.  If  a 
change  were  to  be  made  in  this  part  of  the 
community  law,  it  should  only  be  done 
after  very  careful  preparation. 

Concerning  the  disposition  of  the  com- 
munity upon  death  of  either  spouse,  serious 
objection  no  doubt  would  be  raised  to  a 
change  which  would  cut  a  man's  estate  in 
half  upon  the  death  of  his  wife.  It  would 
be  a  hard  law  that  would  say  to  a  man  who 
has  a  modest  little  business  that  had  been 
his  life  work,  "this  business  must  be  cut  in 
two,  must  be  disrupted  because  the  wife  is 
dead."  It  would  be  almost  as  bad  as  the 
present  law  which  says  to  the  widow  whose 
husband  dies  leaving  a  prosperous  little 
book  store  or  other  business,  "this  shall 
be  cut  in  half."  The  widow  has  lost  her 
busband,  the  business  head  of  the  family, 
and  so  she  must  finish  her  life  on  one-half 
of  the.  community  that  the  husband  and 
wife  have  accumulated  together. 

A  revision  of  the  community  law  should 
provide  that  upon  death  of  either  husband 
or  wife  their  common  property  goes  to  the 
survivor  for  life,  with  the  right  to  manage 
and  control  and  consume  it  if  necessary. 
But  there  should  be  the  same  restrictions 
agsinst  giving  it  away  or  dissipating  it  that 
now  applies  to  the  control  of  the  com- 
munity by  the  husband.  Upon  the  death  or 
marriage  of  the  surviving  spouse,  the  prop- 
erty should  go  half  to  the  heirs  of  the  hus- 
band and  half  to  the  heirs  of  the  wife.  Upon 
death  of  the  first  spouse  some  simple  legal 
proceeding  should  be  provided  to  establish 
the  death  and  at  that  time  an  inventory 
should  be  filed  by  the  survivor  to  establish 
what  might  be  the  separate  and  what  the 
community  property.  Parties  interested 
could  then  be  allowed  to  make  their  objec- 
tions thereto.  A  revision  along  these  lines 
would  require  much  and  careful  labor.  But 
that  should  not  be  an  obstacle  when  the 
results"  are  considered.

West's  "Magdalene" 


If  "the  proper  study  of  mankind  is  man," 
then  to  study  the  achievement  and  creation 
of  man  is  to  study  the  very  best  of  man; 
and  when  this  achievement  and  creation  is 
from  the  hands  of  a  country's  greatest  mas- 
ters in  painting,  it  truly  behooves  us  to 
study  well  the  message  they  have  given. 

For  the  first  time  a  comparatively  com- 
plete retrospective  of  American  Art  has 
been  within  the  grasp  of  the  visitors  at  the 
Palace  of  Fine  Arts  at  the  P.  P.  I.  E.  Mr. 
J.  E.  D.  Trask  has  spared  no  effort  to  make 
the  sequence  entire  and  it  has  proven  a 
great  and  interesting  feature  of  the  collec- 
tion. Th  English  forebears  of  the  early 
American  painters  were  present  in  goodly 
numbers  and  it  was  interesting  to  trace  the 
relationship  which  existed  for  three  gen- 
erations  of  painters. 

Benjamin  West,  born  in  1738,  in  the 
Quaker  village  of  Springfield,  near  Phila- 
delphia, was  the  first  American  who  rose 
to  prominence  in  the  art  world.  His  life 
reads  like  a  romance,  and  the  attraction  of 
his  early  pioneer  experience  was  probably 
greater  than  anybody  today  can  appreciate. 
West  had  sufficient  power  of  likeness  to 
enable  the  Indians  to  recognize  his  draw- 
ings of  his  baby  brothers.  This  interested 
them  and  when  they  discovered  his  need 
of  color  they  gave  him  the  dyes  they  used 
for  personal  adornment,  his  brushes  were 
made  from  the  fur  of  wild  animals  and  with 
this  equipment  he  began  the  career  which 
led  him  to  Philadelphia,  later  to  Rome  for 
three    years    and    finally   to    London    where 


the  remainder  of  his  life  was  spent  in  teach- 
ing and  painting.  He  sent  home  many  well 
trained  artist  pupils,  a  large  chapter  of 
England's  art  history  and  all  -the  young 
men  who  painted  in  the  colonial  days  in  this 
country  were  from  the  work  shop  of  Ben- 
jamin West.  At  the  death  of  Reynolds, 
West  was  made  president  of  the  Royal 
Academy;  this  gave  him  power  and  pres- 
tige. His  art  was  not  up  to  the  standard  of 
the  great  Englishmen  who  had  just  pre- 
ceded him  but  this  he  never  knew  as  pub- 
lic opinion  placed  and  held  him  high  above 
mediocrity.  England  loved  and  honored 
him,  he  was  knighted  by  the  King,  and  they 
buried  him  in  St.  Paul's  when  the  end  came; 
only  time  has  decreed  that  his  work  must 
stand  upon  a  lower  level  than  that  which 
they  assigned  to  him. 

His  picture  of  The  Magdalene  is  the  best 
example  of  his  work  shown  in  the  gallery. 
The  grouping  and  spacing  are  good,  but 
the  faces  betray  weakness. 

Pratt,  Pine,  Peale  and  his  several  sons  all 
pupils  of  West,  were  excelled  entirely  by 
Gilbert  Stuart,  who  was  tempted  to  return 
to  the  colonies  to  paint  Washington,  Ham- 
ilton, Thomas  Jefferson  and  other  famous 
Revolutionary  men.  Up  to  1850  the  art  of 
the  United  States  remained  under  the  in- 
fluence of  England,  and  the  figure  painting- 
has  every  possible  resemblance  to  the  work 
of   the   mother   country. 

The  landscape  work  of  the  American 
painter  has  always  been  in  a  great  degree 
excellent.     These  were   entirely   lacking  in 
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Durand's  "Storm  in  CatskiLs 


studio  experience  and  the  traditional  train- 
ing of  the  old  world  men  went  out  into  the 
open  fields  to  paint,  with  the  result  that  the 
first  efforts  of  landscape  work  in  America 
were  above  the  average  in  interest  and 
workmanship.  In  the  life  time  of  Asher 
Brown  Durand  we  have  the  experience  of 
the  out-of-door  study  and  the  result  of  a 
trip  to  the  artists  abroad  bringing  to  him  a 
keen,  fine  appreciation  of  composition  and 
where  he  began  painting  with  a  Greek  tem- 


ple, shepherds  and  sheep,  a  lawn  fete, 
bridge,  stream  and  many  other  things  in 
one  picture  his  other  picture — Storm  in  the 
Catskills — has  much  that  is  fine.  The  storm 
hanging  over  the  hills,  the  distribution  of 
the  trees,  the  light  and  shadow,  the  color- 
ing and  finally  the  farmer,  wagon  and  oxen 
make  an  ideal  rural  landscape. 

Later  Homer  D.  Martin,  George  Inness 
and  Alexander  Wyant  seek  the  great  big 
fine    things      contained    in    the    art    of    the

Frenchman  who  made  up  the  great  Bar- 
bizon  school. 

The  American  men  who  have  been  study- 
ing at  the  feet  of  the  European  masters 
have  never  by  any  chance  been  men  feeble 
in  imitation  or  without  initiative;  they  have 
taken  the  best  they  could  get,  they  have 
stood  upon  the  shoulders  of  the  artists 
abroad  and  painted  pictures  strong  and  fine, 
with  characteristic  qualities  entirely  Ameri- 
can and  sufficient  to  make  American  land- 
scape as  given  from  the  studios  of  such 
men  as  these  named  and  Dwight  Tryon  and 
Sartain,  a  note  that  rings  loud  and  long  of 
inherent  poetry  and  color. 

In  "The  Windy  Day,"  shown  by  Wyant, 
an  example  is  given  of  the  charming  sim- 
plicity of  the  matter  chosen  by  this  man 
for  a  composition.  Never  until  the  time  of 
the  great  men  of  France  would  a  painter 
have  felt  that  in  painting  a  little  marsh- 
grown  pool,  a  single  tree  in  the  foreground, 


the  horizon  broken  by  small,  thin  trees, 
with  just  the  grayish  green  to  soften  it  into 
a  poetical  expression  in  color — he  had  giv- 
en the  amount  required  for  a  really  fine 
picture. 

The  next  men  to  hold  the  attention  of 
the  American  people  have  been  men  led 
into  the  Impressionist  path  by  Monet,  the 
Frenchman,  who  early  in  his  career  started 
to  force  light  and  sun  into  his  pictures. 

Theodore  Robinson,  a  painter  who  stud- 
ied with  Monet,  lived  with  Monet  and  im- 
bibed all  the  theories  of  Monet,  was  given 
a  whole  wall  upon  which  to  display  his  pic- 
tures painted  before  his  death  in  1896.  They 
had  none  of  the  extravagant  handling  of 
Monet,  but  demonstrate  perfectly  that  light 
— even  to  bare  canvas,  is  a  great  adjunct 
in  painting,  and  Robinson's  "Girl  in  the 
Sun"  is  as  surely  in  the  warm  glowing  sun 
as  anything  ever  painted  by  Monet. 
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CALIFORNIA  COUNTY  LIBRARIANS' 
CONVENTION 


From  deep  snows,  arid  lands,  oil  fields 
and  fruitful  valleys  came  thirty-three  coun- 
ty librarians  to  attend  their  sixth  annual 
convention,  held  in  Sacramento,  January 
11-15,'  1916. 

Each  brought  many  problems  to  be  solved 
and  the  first  three  days  were  entirely  given 
over  to  the  discussion  of  the  means  of  at- 
taining the  ultimate  aim  of  the  County  Free 
Library  system,  to  give  a  free  statewide 
service — an  aim  that  cannot  be  realized  un- 
til transportation  difficulties  are  overcome, 
comfortable  roomy  headquarters  provided, 
more  money  secured  to  satisfy  the  ever  in- 
creasing demand  for  books  and  service,  and 
complete  co-operation  established  with  all 
of  the  other  educational  agencies  of  the 
state. 

The  State  Library  being  responsible  for 
the  County  Library  plan,  has  supervision 
over  the  work  and  gives  free  supplemental 
service  by  furnishing  rare  and  unusual  re- 
quests, information  of  all  kinds  and  explain- 
ing the  application  of  the  County  Free  Li- 
brary Law.  Those  members  of  the  staff 
most  directly  connected  with  this  supple- 
mentary service  took  an  active  part  in  the 
discussion. 

The  last  two  days  were  open  to  the  pub- 
lic and  it  was  here  that  the  final  note  for 
complete  co-operation  was  struck.  Gov- 
ernor Johnson  paid  a  brief,  glowing  trib- 
ute to  the  State  Librarian,  Mr.  Gillis,  and 
his  part  in  developing  the  County  Free  Li- 
■  brary  Plan  in  California.  Representatives 
from  the  Extension  Division  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  spoke  of  their  work  in 
connection  with  the  Farm  Adviser  move- 
ment, correspondence  courses  and  high 
school  debates,  and  their  dependance  on  the 
help  of  the  county  librarians  to  furnish  the 
necessary  material.  The  state  commi'ssion- 
ers  of  elementary,  secondary  and  vocational 
education  outlined  plans  for  bringing  the 
people  into  direct  touch  through  the  county 
library,  with  the  work  the  educational  de- 
partment is  doing  toward  the  consolidation 
of  rural  schools,  the  promotion  of  vocational 
guidance  and  increasing  high  school  attend- 
ance.    Legislation  being  necessary  to  make 
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many  of  the  plans  effective,  the  chief  of  the 
legislative  council  bureau  told  how  constitu- 
tional bills  may  be  drafted  and  duplication 
avoided  by  the  aid  of  the  bureau.  He  urged 
the  county  librarians  to  familiarize  their 
constituents  with  the  purpose  of  the  bureau. 

One  of  the  strongest  forces  for  educa- 
tional advancement  in  the  state  is  the  Cali- 
fornia Federation  of  Women's  Clubs.  Mrs. 
Frank  A.  Gibson,  chairman  of  industrial 
and  social  conditions  of  the  state  federa- 
tion and  also  a  member  of  the  California 
Commission  on  Housing,  made  an  enthus- 
iastic talk,  showing  the  necessity  of  work- 
ing together  if  we  wish  to  get  results.  Since 
the  "Cow  counties"  were  responsible  for 
woman  suffrage  in  California,  it  is  fitting 
that  the  county  libraries,  whose  purpose  is 
to  give  library  service  to  the  rural  com- 
munities, should  join  the  federation  in  its 
campaign  against  illiteracy,  by  forming  edu- 
cational centers  with  consolidated  schools 
and  branch  libraries,  where  not  only  books 
may  be  furnished,  but  moving  picture  films, 
slides  and  phonographic  records  as  well. 
The  slides  and  films  will  teach  the  foreigner 
the  language  and  the  school  trustee  the  ad- 
vantage of  consolidation,  which  both  the 
federation  and  the  State  Educational  De- 
partment are  working  for. 

Mrs.  C.  H.  Adams,  state  federation  chair- 
man of  civics  and  political  economy,  ex- 
plained the  purpose  of  the  department  of 
legislation  and  the  woman's  legislative  coun- 
cil, making  the  final  connecting  link  be- 
tween all  of  the  agencies  represented — legis- 
lative measures  drafted  by  the  legislative 
council  bureau,  largely  educational  in  scope, 
which  the  federation  will  endorse,  may  be 
directed  to  the  attention  of  the  people 
through  the  county  library. 

The  meeting  was  brought  to  a  fitting  close 
by  J.  L.  Gillis,  the  state  librarian,  who  out- 
lined the  growth  and  development  of  the 
county  free  library  movement,  commended 
the  librarians  for  the  success  they  had  at- 
tained in  spite  of  the  difficulties  of  pioneer- 
ing and  gave  them  a  hopeful  message  for 
the  future.

sors I  became  convinced  that  any  attempt 
at  local  censorship  is  a  mistake,  sure  to 
result  in  more  harm  than  good.  Let  us 
place  the  responsibility  where  it  belongs, 
upon  the  patrons  of  the  moving  picture 
houses.  When  the  public  demands  good 
pictures  the  producers  will  be  glad  to  sup- 
ply them.  MRS.  E.  K.  FOSTER. 

Motion   Pictures   and   Education 

No  industry  in  any  age  compares  with 
that  of  the  production  of  motion  pictures 
in  the  rapid  and  spectacular  character  of 
its  development  from  the  stage  of  experi- 
mental insignificance  to  a  commanding- 
place  in  the  world  of  business.  The  tre- 
mendous popular  appeal  of  the  silent  drama, 
to  which  the  remarkable  growth  of  the 
business  of  film  making  is  singly  due,  has 
simultaneously  invested  it  with  power  for 
good  or  evil  far  surpassing  that  of  the 
legitimate  ,stage  and  comparable  indeed 
only  to  that  of  the  printing  press. 

It  is  in  order  that  a  beginning  at.  least 
may  be  made  in  the  direction  of  realizing 
the  latent  possibilities  for  well  working 
of  this  young  giant  that  the  Federated  Club 
Women  of  California  have  set  for  them- 
selves the  task  of  originating  and  further- 
ing a  campaign  of  education  upon  what 
they  believe  the  fully  developed  scope  of 
motion  pictures  will  be  found  to  include 
a  weapon  against  ill  and  an  instrument  for 
good  than  which  no  greater  will  ever  lie 
ready  to  the  hand  of  teacher  or  parent  or 
caterer  to  popular  mentality  in  any  capa- 
city whatever. 

Not  censorship.  The  history  of  motion 
picture  censorship  has  been  a  checkered 
one  and  even  its  most  enthusiastic  advo- 
cates admit  that  its  results  not  infrequent- 
ly fall  far  short  of  the  end  sought.  It  is 
rather  to  do  away  with  the  necessity  for  it 
that  these  women  are  working. 

It  is  a  platitude  to  say  that  motion  pic- 
ture producers,  in  common  with  every  oth- 
er kind  of  producers,  give  the  public  what 
experience  has  taught  them  that  the  pub- 
lic wants.  It  is  a  matter  of  bread  and  but- 
ter business  with  them  to  put  upon  the 
screen    subjects   which   will   return    interest 


on  their  investment  in  the  form  of  box 
office  receipts.  To  assert  that  they  foster 
a  public  taste  for  the  morbid,  the  un- 
natural and  harmful  for  the  money  there 
is  in  it,  is  a  sweeping  generality  far  from 
being  justified  by  the  facts.  It  is,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  among  the  motion  picture 
men  themselves,  that  are  to  be  found  the 
most  powerful  allies  for  the  movement  to 
place  their  industry  upon  yet  higher  planes 
of  artistic  and  educational  values. 

During  the  early  years  of  motion  pic- 
ture-seeing the  public  has  been  passing 
through  an  atavistic  stage  of  taste,  devel- 
opment identical  in  all  essential  respects 
with  that  of  the  small  boy  whose  favorite 
literature  is  bound  in  highly-colored  paper 
and  retails  at  five  cents.  Not  a  few  boards 
of  motion  picture  censorship  have  prompt- 
ly classified  themselves,  to  follow  out  the 
simile,  with  the  stern  teacher  who  snatches 
away  these  blood-and-thunder  treasures 
from  round-eyed  youth  and  stuffs  them  into 
the  stove.  Does  it  work?  It  does  not — 
as  long  as  the  boy's  nickles  hold  out,  and 
there  are  more  of  the  same  to  be  had  just 
around  the  corner. 

It  is  the  wise  preceptor  who  in  such  a 
case  seeks  to  remedy  the  obvious  evil,  not 
by  suppression,  but  by  education  to  better 
things.  As  the  boy's  mind  evolves  under 
intelligent  guidance  to  a  simultaneous  ap- 
preciation of  stable  and  worthy  literature 
and  a  contempt  for  his  one-time  favorites, 
so  the  public's  mind  evolves  to  a  volun- 
tary rejection  of  the  objectionable  in  mo- 
tion pictures  and  a  demand  for  that  which 
is  worthy  of  preservation.  And  it  would 
be  a  hardy  pessimist  who  would  deny  the 
possibility  and  practicability  of  an  intelli- 
gently directed  effort  to  hasten  that  de- 
sired end.

Men  and  Women  Join  in  Memorial  Tribute 
to   Mrs.   Lovell   White 


Services  in  memory  of  the  late  Mrs.  Lov- 
ell White  were  held  January  24  at  the  Cali- 
fornia Club  in  San  Francisco.  Loyal  friends 
both  men  and  women  filled  the  large  audi- 
torium of  the  clubhouse  to  its  capacity. 

Mrs.  D.  J.  MacMaster,  president  of  the 
California  Club,  opened  the  day's  devotions. 
She  paid  particular  tribute  to  the  influence 
of  the  late  president  emeritus  and  made 
note  of  the  achievements  of  Mrs.  White, 
who  had  founded  the  club.  The  Woman's 
Board,  Panama-Pacific  Exposition,  of  which 
Mrs.  White  was  first  vice  president,  was 
represented  by  Mrs.  Helen  Sanborn,  presi- 
dent of  the  board.  Mrs.  Sanborn  said  in 
part: 

"There  was  no  other  woman  on  the  Wom- 
an's Board  who  was  a  better  representative 
of  American  womanhood,  particularly  Cali- 
fornia womanhood,  that  Mrs.  Lovell  White. 
There  was  never  a  time  when  she  was  not 
ready  and  efficient  to  receive  all  visiting 
representatives.  She  never  attempted  any- 
thing she  could  not  fulfill  with  dignity  and 
with  grace.  It  was  not  what  she  said,  it 
was  not  what. she  thought,  but  it  was  what 
she  did  that  made  Mrs.  White  a  force  in 
our  great  community  and  an  inspiration  to 
our  women." 

John  P.  Irish  gave  an  outline  of  the  early 
efforts  of  Mrs.  White,  referring  with  def- 
erence to  her  work  in  preserving  the  Cala- 
veras big  trees.  Colonel  Irish  recommended 
that  the  California  Club  women  erect  a  fit- 
ting monument  in  the  Big  Basin  to  the 
memory  of  Mrs.  White.  Edward  Robeson 
Taylor,  former  mayor  of  San  Francisco, 
read  an  original  poem  at  the  services. 

George  Wharton  James  gave  the  eulogy 
of  the  day.  Mrs.  George  Marsh,  chairman 
of  the  Outdoor  League,  of  which  Mrs.  White 
was  chairman  at  the  time  of  her  death,  con- 
tributed a  tender  tribute  in  verse  in  behalf 
of  the  section  she  represented. 

Songs  by  Mrs.  Clarence  Eddy,  accom- 
panied by  Mrs.  Harmon  Ryus:  Mrs.  J.  G. 
Brady  with  Mrs.  G.  H.  McCormack  at  the 


piano,  and  quartette  numbers  by  the  Treble 
Clef  section  of  the  club  with  Mesdames 
Louis  Le  Page,  George  Fouratt,  H.  M.  Mc- 
Curry  and  Sara  Swanson  Illsley,  contribut- 
ing, made  up  the  musical  offerings  at  the 
service. 

Presidents  from  every  local  woman's  or- 
ganization attended  the  meeting. 

Members  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Women's 
Press  Association,  of  which  Mrs.  White  was 
a  member,  occupied  seats  together;  Repre- 
sentatives from  the  Woman's  Board,  lead- 
ers in  many  of  the  men's  club  and  societies, 
and  a  large  contingency  of  literary,  civic 
and  educational  workers  went  to  the  service 
to  show  their  respect  for  the  famous  Cali- 
fornia woman. 

Those  who  sat  in  the  audience  paid  silent 
and  thoughtful  tribute  to  Mrs.  White.  The 
memorial  service  recorded  a  new  way  of 
bringing  to  mind  the  wonderful  achieve- 
ments of  a  noble,  well-spent  life.

In  line  with  the  proposed  educational 
campaign,  undertaken  by  the  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs,  Mrs.  A.  J.  Lawton,  presi- 
dent of  the  Southern  District,  is  arranging 
a  series  of  conferences  for  the  three  de- 
partments most  closely  allied  with  this  spe- 
cial work,  viz.:  Education,  industrial  and 
social  conditions  and  country  life.  These 
conferences  will  be  held  in  the  five  counties 
comprising  the  Southern  District. 

The  first  will  probably  be  held  at  Upland, 
the  date  to  be  given  -later.  These  meetings 
are  open  to  club  women,  and  all  others  in- 
terested in  social  welfare  measures.

That  wonderful  little  San  Diego  Moth- 
ers' Club,  which  gave  the  first  "Better 
Babies'  Contest"  in  our  city,  last  summer, 
made  a  good  sum  of  money  and  turned  it 
over  to  the  free  milk  cause. 

All  the  clubs  have  committees  working 
with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  committee 
for  the  relief  fund  for  the  flood  sufferers 
of  San  Diego  county.

the  meeting,  prophesied  that  Los  Angeles, 
with  its  superb  climate,  permitting  outdoor 
gatherings  throughout  the  year,  will  sur- 
pass the  mother  Chautauqua,  "which  stands 
half  the  year  on  the  shore  of  a  frozen  lake." 

Bishop  William  M.  Bell  delivered  the  principal  ad- 
dress of  the  evening.  He  said:  "The  people  of  Cali- 
fornia are  care-free,  responsive  to  the  lure  of  the 
outdoors,  self-reliant,  aggressive,  hospitable  and  pro- 
gressive. Their  natural  environment  is  stimulating 
to  virility,  enterprise  on  ample  lines  and  a  type  of 
mind  that  will  not  rest  short  of  high  achievement. 

"But  we  need  to  be  reminded  that  brilliant  con- 
quests in  the  material  environment  are  even  harmful 
when,  not  caused  to  minister  to  man's  higher  spiritual 
nature.  God  intended  man  to  be  something  nobler 
than  a  mere  slave  to  programs  that  end  in  material 
success. 

"Wc  are  on  the  eve  of  mighty  reaction  in  our  civil- 
ization, for  man  cannot  long  deny  his  spiritual  good. 
The  race  is  approaching  a  new  revolt  against  mechan- 
ism and  materialism.  A  revival  of  this  sort  will 
transform   the  world. 

"In  such  a  city  as  Los  Angeles,  the  one  distinctly 
American  Institution  that  is  capable  of  supplying 
these  demands  should  become  a  mighty  center  of 
civic,   social   and   religious  life.

We  will  pay 
our  expenses  out  of  a  fund  already  in  sight,  a  fund 
created  by  the  enterprising  business  men  of  L°s  An- 
geles.

dred people  in  which  the  club  women  of  the 
city  were  much  in  evidence. 

In  fact,  an  interested  visitor  might  have 
thought  the  California  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs  was  in  session,  for  the  lead- 
ers from  Los  Angeles  and  nearby  towns 
were  present.  Mrs.  H.  W.  Brodbeck,  pres- 
ident of  the  University  club,  was  there  with 
twenty-five  members.  Mrs.  Ballard  Hanna, 
leader  of  the  Harmonia  Club,  had  been  suc- 
cessful in  having  the  club  well  represented. 
Mrs.  Frederick  K.  Adams  of  the  Averill 
Study  Club,  and  Mrs.  Robert  Fargo,  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Audubon  Society,  had  been  in- 
fluencial  in  having  a  large  number  present 
from  their  respective  organizations. 

As  the  newspapers  of  the  city  have  seen 
fit  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  aid  the  Chau- 
tauqua of  the  Pacific,  of  which  Bishop  Bell 
is  Chancellor,  the  meeting  had  been  given 
much  publicity  and  leaders  from  every  walk 
of  life  were  present.  It  is  this  same  gener- 
ous response  which  assures  the  ultimate 
success  of  the  great  plan  endorsed  by  many 
of  the  leading  men  and  women  of  this  city. 

Prominent  persons  in  sympathy  with  re- 
ligious and  educational  advancement  drew 
word  pictures  of  the  advantages  to  be  de- 
rived for  Los  Angeles  from  a  permanent 
Chautauqua.

As  I  sit  day  by  day  in  this  forest 
trying  to  reproduce  upon  canvas  the 
varied  and  charming  effects  of  sun- 
light and  shadow  among  these  kings 
of  the  forest  world,  many  beautiful  les- 
sons are  presented  to  me. 

Today  while  we  are  enjoying  our 
club  fellowship,  this  vast  redwood 
grove  typifies  to  me  our  Federation 
life.  Each  wonderful  tree — God's  own 
hand-wrought  column  of  grandeur  and 
beauty,  useful  in  so  many  respects  to 
mankind — represents  our  individual 
club  life. 

These  forests  of  giant  trees  have 
stood  in  their  marvelous  strength  for 


centuries  upon  centuries,  their  branch- 
es lovingly  intertwined,  one  column  of 
strength  reaching,  as  it  were,  to  the 
other  for  support  in  close  companion- 
ship ;  but  one  tree  alone,  king  of  all 
trees  though  it  be,  mighty  in  power, 
cannot  withstand  the  winter's  winds — 
even  a  few,  perchance  an  acre  of  them, 
fall  with  the  trials  of  the  elements. 
"In  unity  there  is  strength,"  so  there 
must  be  vast  forests,  acres  upon  acres, 
of  these  grand  old  columns  to  stand 
against  the  ravages  of  time. 

Likewise  in  our  club  life.  One  club 
cannot  stand  successfully  alone ;  to  re- 
tain and  improve  its  best  qualities  each 
club  must  stand  in  federate  union  and 
strength,  touching  each  other  in  close 
and  helpful  companionship,  to  form  the 
grand  unit  of  State  Federation  thereby 
growing  into  a  higher,  broader,  deeper 
and  better  work  for  the  individual 
member,  the  club,  the  Federation,  and 
humanity  in  general. 


SHAKESPEARE  AND  THE  STATE  CONVENTION 


What  can  the  C.  F.  W.  C.  do  to  celebrate 
the  Shakespeare  Tercen-biennial  on  April 
23,  1916,  when  the  club  women  of  California 
are   in   session   at  Del   Monte? 

The  Club  Ionian  in  its  September  num- 
ber has  already  called  the  attention  of  its 
readers  to  the  fact  that  the  three  hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  death  of  William  Shake- 
speare will  be  observed  in  April  by  the 
lovers  of  poetry,  and  drama,  and  good  lit- 
erature throughout  the  English-speaking 
world.  Churches,  colleges,  schools,  and 
clubs  of  every  description  are  planning  by 
lecture,  or  revived  play,  by  song  recital, 
or  masque,  by  tree-planting  or  folk-dancing 
to  recall  to  our  minds  the  work  of  the 
world's  greatest  poet,  and  to  do  honor  to 
the  unparalleled  gift  of  his  genius. 

Every  library  in  the  land  is  putting  on  its 
most  accessible  shelves  the  Shakespearean 
plays  and  poems,  and  the  books  that  con- 
cern his  life  and  times.  Many  libraries  are 
marking  the  year  by  the  addition  of  Shake- 
speariana,  books,  pictures,  and  statues.  The 
State    President    of    C.    F.    W.    C.    and    the 


chairman  of  literature  are  desirous  that  dur- 
ing the  annual  convention  an  afternoon  be 
given  to  a  Shakespeare  memorial.  They 
wish  that  the  clubs  of  the  state  might  unite 
in  an  outdoor  pageant,  every  delegate  im- 
personating some  Shakespearean  character, 
and  every  district  offering  within  the 
pageant  some  special  feature  of  Shake- 
pearean  song,  or  enacted  scene,  or  recita- 
tion. 

The  plan  involves  the  establishment  of  a 
mimic  court  of  Elizabeth,  the  marshaling 
before  her  royal  eyes  all  the  characters 
imaged  forth  by  her  great  subject  Shake- 
speare, and  the  performance  before  Her 
Majesty  of  such  Shakespearean  offerings  as 
the  districts  may  devise. 

Each  club  will  be  communicated  with  by 
the  district  chairman  of  literature.  But  in 
the  meantime  let  every  member  and  every 
prospective  delegate  think  in  what  way  such 
a  pageant  may  be  beautified  and  perfected 
by  her  individual  participation.

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WHAT  A  FEW  WOMEN  DID 


A  notable  achievement  by  a  handful  of 
earnest  and  energetic  women  had  a  brilliant 
fruition  early  this  month  with  the  formal 
dedication  of  the  remarkably  beautiful  and 
elaborate  ornamental  lighting  system  in- 
stalled on  Angeles  Mesa,  a  suburb  adjoin- 
ing Los  Angeles  on  the  southwest. 

The  residents  of  Angeles  Mesa  have  long 
prided  themselves  on  one  of  the  most  pic- 
turesque settings  of  any  Southern  Califor- 
nia community.  Situated  on  a  lofty  table- 
land overlooking  the  entire  city,  the  Mesa 
tops  the  crest  between  Los  Angeles  and  the 
sea  and  in  all  directions  the  view  falls  away 
as  from  a  balcony.  Hollywood  and  her 
skirts  of  rugged  hills  lie  on  one  side  and 
next  her  the  rough-hewn  lines  of  the 
Malibu.  To  the  back  lies  the  sea  and  to  the 
right  as  well,  while  the  entire  foreground  is 
occupied  by  the  wide  sweep  of  Los  An- 
geles. 

The  lack  of  a  lighting  system  of  a  char- 
ter to  match  their  other  advantages  has 
long  been  a  sore  point  with  the  women  of 
Angeles  Mesa.  Most  of  them  are  affiliated 
with  various  of  the  city's  federated  clubs 
and  a  few  had  had  some  experience  in  civic 
beautification  campaigns  in  other  communi- 
ties. They  enlisted  the  aid  of  the  rest  of 
their  sex  in  Angeles  Mesa  and  got  to  work. 

The  first  step  was  the  organization  of  the 
Angeles  Mesa  Improvement  Association,  an 
organization  which  took  over  the  various 
ambitions  of  the  district  and  realized  them 
one  by  one.  A  $50,000  school  project  was 
launched  and  carried  to  completion  largely 
through  the  efforts  of  the  indefatigable 
women;  a  volunteer  fire  department, 
equipped  with  the  last  word  in  chemical 
engines  and  fire  houses  came  into  existence. 
The  streets  were  kept  spotlessly  clean  and 
the  hundreds  of  ornamental  shade  trees 
which  line  them  were  scrupulously  cared 
for. 

When  Angeles  Mesa  was  pretty  well  ac- 
customed to  the  idea  of  seeing  the  women 
go  ahead  and  do  the  things  that  needed 
doing,  the  lighting  campaign  was  started 
with  a  rush.  Every  possible  objection  that 
could  be  urged  against  them  was  anticipated 
and  provided  for.  Some  of  the  women 
spent  days  in  the  County  Tax  Assessor's 
office  figuring  to  two  places  of  decimals 
what  the  installation  expense  and  mainte- 
nance cost  of  the  lighting  system  per  thou- 
sand dollars  of  assessed  valuation  at  An- 
geles Mesa  would  be.  Other  women  visited 
every  company  in  Southern  California  that 
installs  lighting  systems  and  extracted  every 
possible  information  from  them.  Other 
firms  in  other  parts  of  the  country  were 
similarly  favored  by  letters. 

The  women  were  determined  that,  what- 


ever the  outcome,  there  should  be  no  in- 
ferior lights  installed.  They  met  that  argu- 
ment early  in  the  game  with  figures  to 
show  that  cheap  lights  are  the  most  expen- 
sive in  the  long  run  by  reason  of  repairs 
and  high  cost  of  maintenance,  together  with 
comparatively  slight  appreciation  of  prop- 
erty values  because  of  their  poor  appear- 
ance. 

The  campaign  of  education  in  favor  of 
good  lights  and  plenty  of  them  went  on  for 
two  months  and  when  the  time  came  to 
vote  the  majority  in  favor  of  high-class  il- 
lumination was  nearly  four  to  one. 

No  detail  of  the  essential  necessity  to 
make  ornamental  street  lighting  a  success 
was  overlooked.  The  different  types  of 
street  lighting  standards  were  carefully 
considered  and  in  weighing  all  of  the  ad- 
vantages and  disadvantages  that  each  type 
of  standard  presented  it  was  soon  discov- 
ered that  Marbelite  Reinforced  Concrete 
Lighting  Standards,  manufactured  in  Los 
Angeles,  had  all  of  the  advantages  and  none 
of  the  disadvantages  of  those  offered  by 
competitors,  Marbelite  presenting  superior 
ornamentation,  strength,  durability  and  sav- 
ing in  cost  of  installation  with  no  cost  of 
maintenance  and  up-keep.  The  single  light 
unit  was  selected.  A  huge  16-inch  glass 
globe  tops  the  standard  and  is  lit  by  a  100- 
candle  power  nitrogen-filled  lamp.

DISTRICT   CONVENTIONS 

About  this  time  look  out  for  district 
conventions. 

They  are  coming  thick  and  fast.  The 
Alameda  district  has  just  closed  a  most  suc- 
cessful convention  at  Lodi.  The  northern 
district  announces  the  14th  annual  conven- 
tion to  be  held  at  Roseville,  March  15-18. 
Instead  of  following  the  stereotyped  call 
for  the  convention,  Mrs.  Bradford  Wood- 
bridge,  the  president  of  the  northern  dis- 
trict, has  issued  a  proclamation  in  the  form 
of  a  most  effective  up-to-date  poster.  Head- 
quarters for  the  convention  will  be  at  Rud- 
der Grange  Inn.  Whether  this  inn  is  pat- 
terned after  the  famous  Rudder  Grange 
I  am  unable  to  say,  but  I  am  assured  that 
the  generous  hospitality  of  the  northern 
district  women  will  more  than  make  up  for 
the  absence  of  any  Stocktonian  features. 

The  Los  Angeles  district  convention 
comes  next  in  line  and  will  be  held  in 
Hollywood  March  21-24.  The  presidents' 
council  and  general  assembly  will  discuss 
the  following  topics: 

Why  a  Club  Women?  Why  a  Federa- 
tion? State  and  District  Federations,  and 
the  Federation  Secretary. 

Three  minute  messages  from  presidents 
or  federation  secretaries  will  be  given.  Two 
new  features  will  be  introduced — a  banquet 
on  Wednesday  evening  in  honor  of  club 
husbands,  and  community  singing.  Fa- 
miliar patriotic  airs,  hymns,  and  folk  songs 
will  have  a  place  on  the  program. 

The  San  Francisco  district  plans  to  hold 
its  convention  at  San  Jose,  March  29-31.  the 
"blossom  time"  in  the  Santa  Clara  valley. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  blossoms  keen 
their  date  with  the  club  women.  April  5, 
6  and  7  are  the  dates  set  for  the  San  Joaquin 
valley  district  convention,  which  meets  in 
Merced.  This  district  is  arranging  a  trip 
into  the  Yosemite  valley. 


STATE   CONVENTION 

The  state  convention  will  be  held  in  the 
Del  Monte  hotel,  near  Monterey,  April  25 
to   30. 

Besides  the  Shakespearian  pageant,  given 


under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Aurelia  Henry 
Reinhardt,  state  chairman  of  literature, 
there  is  to  be  a  pilgrimage  to  old  Monterey, 
led  by  Mrs.  C.  C.  Arnold,  state  chairman 
of  California  History  and  Landmarks. 

Saturday  is  the  day  set  for  the  17-mile 
drive,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  scenic 
drives  in  California.  Club  women  taking 
this  drive  will  stop  off  at  Monterey  and 
visit  the  landmarks  of  this  historic  town. 
At  each  place  of  interest  there  will  be 
guides  to  explain  and  give  the  historical 
story.  Mrs.  Arnold  is  arranging  a  very 
delightful  program  for  this  day,  in  which 
is  combined  pleasure  and  profit  in  a  very 
practicable  way.  In  the  April  number  of 
The  Clubwoman,  Mrs.  Arnold  will  have  an 
article  on  Old  Monterey.  This  article  will 
be  illustrated  by  cuts  kindly  loaned  by  the 
Sunset  magazine. 

On  Sunday  there  will  be  held  a  memorial 
service  for  the  club  women  who  have  passed 
to  the  Great  Beyond  since  the  last  state 
convention.  The  arrangements  have  not 
been  definitely  made,  but  it  has  been  sug- 
gested that  if  the  day  is  fine  Asilomar 
would  be  ideal  for  such  a  service.  This  is 
the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  summer  conference  grounds 
and  is  within  walking  distance  of  Hotel  Del 
Monte. 


ATTENTION  CLUBS 

It  is  only  a  short  time  now  before  the 
State  convention,  which  meets  the  last  of 
April,  and  all  reports  of  work  done  by  Fed- 
erated clubs  should  be  sent  to  the  different 
chairmen  of  departments. 

The  district  chairmen  of  departments  are 
asking  that  all  reports  be  sent  in  to  them 
at  once.  This  is  absolutely  essential  in  or- 
der that  the  State  chairmen  may  have  their 
reports  ready  for  the  State  convention. 

Every  clubwoman  should  take  enough 
pride  in  her  work  and  that  of  her  club  to 
see  that  it  is  properly  reported.

There  is  no  melting-pot,  as  such,  which 
does  not  melt. 

Patriotism  is  not  the  highest  form  of 
amalgamation  although  it  is  an  essential 
basic   body. 


The  melting-pot  of  the  federation  during 
February,  March  and  April  is  to  be  in- 
terpreted in  the  district  and  state  conven- 
tions. What  shall  be  said  of  the  gold  and 
silver  and  precious  stones,  or  even  of  the 
dross,  which  is  poured  into  them;  and  what 
shall  be  said  of  that  which  comes  out?  It 
would  take  a  Master  Designer  in  the  line 
of  Arts  and  Crafts  to  assay  the  value,  or  to 
describe  the  workmanship  of  the  products 
of  these  conventions:  but  a  casual  observer, 
if  present  during  only  one  short  session, 
may  glean  a  vision  of  unity  and  usefulness 
which  means  much  for  our  future  civiliza- 
tion.

Everybody  was  cordial — the  club  ladies,

The  Convention  Session  is  on,  and  he  who 
said,  "This  Club  movement  is  but  a  passing 
phase  of  things."  would  have  changed  his 
mind  could  he  have  seen  the  crowded  audi- 
torium at  the  Hotel  Lodi  when  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  assisted  by  the  hostess  club, 
entertained  on  Friday  evening.  February 
25th.  The  Alameda  District  Convention 
was  characterized  by  large  attendance,  en- 
thusiasm, philosophy  and  wit.  Twenty-two 
state  officers  were  in  attendance  at  various 
times  during  the  three-day  session.  The 
club  women  of  Lodi  left  nothing  undone  for 
the  comfort  and  convenience  of  their  guests, 
and  the  men  were  just  as  interested  as  the 
women,  and  it  was  the  right  kind  of  inter- 
est, too — the  kind  that  prompted  emeries  and 
serious  discussion.

THE  CLUBWOMAN 


AN  APPRECIATION  OF  DR.  AURELIA  HENRY 

REINHARDT 


A  number  of  cities  in  the  southern  part  of 
the  State  have  been  highly  privileged  this 
winter  in  the  opportunity  of  attending  the 
course  of  university  extension  lectures  on 
"The  Significance  of  the  Modern  Drama," 
given  by  Dr.  Aurelia  Reinhardt  of  the  State 
university,  state  chairman  of  literature  in 
the  California  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs.  These  lectures  have  drawn  large 
audiences  made  up  not  only  of  club  women, 
who  have  naturally  been  interested  in  Dr. 
Reinhardt's  work,  but  of  men  as  well  and 
students  in  the  high  schools.  In  at  least 
one  of  the  cities  where  the  course  was 
given,  high  school  students  received  credit 
in  their  English  work  for  attending  the  lec- 
tures and  reviewing  them  as  part  of  their 
class  work.  In  several  communities  this 
course  has  had  the  effect  of  a  genuine  re- 
vival of  interest  in  the  lecture  as  a  form  of 
education,  and  the  leading  business  men 
have  been  among  the  most  regular  attend- 
ants at  the  lectures. 

Dr.  Reinhardt's  success  has  been  pro- 
moted by  her  charming  platform  presence 


and  the  freshness  and  enthusiasm  of  youth 
which  characterizes  her  work;  but  in  these 
lectures  she  has  also  shown  herself  a  thor- 
ough student  and  a  discriminating  thinker. 
In  her  introductory  talks  she  has  presented 
in  a  clear  and  stimulating  manner  the  domi- 
nant purpose  of  the  authors  she  discussed; 
and  her  brief  outlines  of  the  life  history  of 
some  of  the  men  were  most  effectively 
given.  As  a  dramatic  reader,  Dr.  Reinhardt 
ranks  among  the  best;  and  her  interpreta- 
tions have  not  only  been  scholarly  but  in- 
terest-compelling. People  followed  her 
renderings  of  the  plays  with  absorbing  in- 
terest; and  one  newspaper  man  put  the 
case  very  accurately  when  he  said:  "This 
is  more  illuminating  and  satisfactory  than 
listening  to  a  company  of  real  artists  pre- 
sent the  play." 

Dr.  Reinhardt's  lectures  have  done  much 
to  popularize  the  university  extension  move- 
ment in  the  State;  and  the  clubwomen  of 
Southern  California  will  certainly  make  an 
earnest  effort  to  secure  her  services  for 
next  winter.

Who  Appeared  Before  the  Executive  Board 

of  the  State  Federation  and  Told 

of  Americanization 

Miss  Anna  M.  Nicholson  of  Oakland,  who 
since  last  October  has  been  teaching  in  the 
evening  schools  a  class  of  adult  foreigners, 
mostly  Russian  Jews,  gave  a  heart  to  heart 
talk  of  the  actual  every  day  process. 

Most  of  the  members  of  her  class  were 
supposed  to  have  had  a  high  school  or  uni- 
versity education  in  their  own  language, 
she  said,  and  she  asked  the  board  of  educa- 
tion to  let  her  have  the  class  to  try  out 
some  of  her  own  theories  in  this  type  of 
education.  She  declared  that  in  a  short 
time  her  primary  interest  or  experiment  was 
superceded  by  her  intense  interest  in  the 
students  themselves  and  in  their  struggle  to 
Americanize.  Her  class  at  first  numbered 
22  and  now  she  has  one  with  130  and  with 
several  assistants. 

Miss  Nicholson  has  found  that  no  one 
theory  is  the  best,  but  a  combination  of  all 
with  good  common  sense  and  a  big  heart. 
She  told  of  the  marvelous  feeling  that  these 
seekers  for  liberty  put  into  the  reciting  of 
Lincoln's  Gettysburg  address,  of  Henry 
Ward  Beecher's  "Tribute  to  the  Flag,"  and 
she  was  amazed  to  find  the  other  day  that 
one  young  man  had  committed  almost  the 
entire  Declaration  of  Independence,  in  hon- 
or of  February  22nd.  Miss  Nicholson  is 
studying  the  Russian  language  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  now,  so.  that  she  may 
understand  their  construction,  for  though 
her  knowledge  of  Latin  and  Romanic  lan- 
guages is  a  great  aid,  in  English  words  of 
Latin  derivation,  she  sometimes  finds  it  dif- 
ficult to  get  her  students  to  grasp  the  short 
Anglo-Saxon  words. 

The  community  at  large,  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  the  church  organizations  and  all 
bodies  for  betterement  can  co-operate  in 
this  work  she  says,  for  those  would-be 
Americans  must  understand  our  institutions 
as  well  as  our  language.

THE  GREAT  ARTISTS  AND    TEACHERS    OF   AMERICA 


Childe  Hassam  and  Robert  Ried  are  two 
more  men  who  have  given  proof  of  being 
able  to  wreathe  their  landscapes  in  the  sun 
and  to  place  their  pictures  with  telling  ef- 
fects in  many  kinds  of  light  and  shade.  It 
is  surprising  to  see  with  what  comparative 
ease  these  American  painters  reach  over  the 
shoulders  of  the  European  men  and  bring 
down  from  the  sky  all  its  subtle  charms  in 
various  methods  and  colors.  The  land- 
scapes have  proven  delightful,  but  the  most 
daring  things  seem  to  have  come  by  way  of 
the  marine  painters.  John  Twachtman  be- 
fore his  death  gave  a  demonstration  of  the 
tremendous  possibilities  of  the  Monet  way 
of  painting  the  sea.  Yet  is  was  Monet  ap- 
plied by  Twachtman.  Monet  never  has 
given  such  a  sea  to  the  world.  The  same 
may  be  said  of  Paul  Dougherty  and  Wood- 
bury, each  of  whom  has  shown  marvelous 
sea  pictures  at  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts  this 
year. 

The  figure  men  too  use  the  broken  color 
of  impressionism,  and  some  of  the  most 
pleasing  work  of  all  these  men  is  to  be 
found  in  the  things  given  by  Tarbell.  Up 
to  the  past  year  Tarbell  has  been  at  the 
head  of  one  of  the  great  schools  of  Boston, 
where  he  has  worked  without  intermission 
in  lines  leading  at  last  to  great  success.  A 
more  pleasing  room  than  the  Tarbell  room 
at  the  Exposition  can  scarcely  be  imagined. 
His  pictures  have  much  to  say  of  the  pic- 
turesque duties  of  women,  and  his  walls 
have  been  admired  perhaps  more  than  any 
other  one  man's  because  of  these  simple, 
happy,  contented  women. 

Tarbell  has  reserve,  fine  technique,  not  a 
striking  love  of  color,  but  a  delightful  color 
combination;  he  has,  in  fact,  the  means 
whereby  he  may  put  upon  a  canvas  the 
most  illusive  subjects.  A  technique  like 
that  of  Tarbell's  is  difficult  to  acquire.  He 
studied  in  the  schools  of  Boston  and  Paris, 
and  today  certainly  has  a  tremendous  place 
in  the  realm  of  American  art.  His  pictures 
are  charming  in  many  ways,  and  the  reserve 
of  the  man  always  makes  one  feel  that  Tar- 
bell has  never  exhausted  himself  in  his  sub- 
ject matter.  The  hand — one  of  the  most 
difficult  parts  of  the  anatomy  to  portray,  has 
been  mastered  by  Tarbell  until  it  would 
seem  there  is  nothing  he  could  not  say  with 
it  if  he  desired.  In  every  picture  in  his 
room  the  hands  played  a  most  prominent 
part.  The  Tarbell  pictures  certainly  stand 
apart  in  their  charm  and  finish. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  surprise  contained 
in  the  exhibition  at  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts 
has  been  the  excellence  of  the  average 
American  painter,  and  the  unusual  heights 
attained  by  the  artists,  who  are  truly  great. 
It  has  been  a  real  joy  to  see  the  keen  de- 
light and  appreciation  aroused  by  daily  con- 
tact and  observation  of  these  fine  men,  big 
in  their  execution  and  ideals. 

Frank  Duveneck  is  one  who  has  won  the 
great  majority  of  visitors.  His  room  is  a 
revelation   to  the  well   traveled,   cosmopoli- 


tan American,  who  has  spent  hours  in  the 
European  galleries,  blissfully  unconscious 
that  such  fine  things  existed  for  him  in  his 
own  home  land. 

Duveneck's  pictures  are  a  deep,  rich,  mel- 
low brown  in  color,  and  have  a  kindred  note

with  much  of  the  greatest  Dutch  art.  Names 
not  to  be  conjured  with  come  to  the  earnest 
one  when  carefully  studying  these  works 
of  the  American  master,  and  it  would  seem 
they  might  be  traced  to  some  setting  in  a 
little  Dutch  gallery.  Strength  and  power 
are  there  in  quantity,  but  the  art  is  that  of 
a  great,  talented  man,  fearless  to  put  down 
the  thing  as  he  sees  it,  and  great  in  seeing 
things  worthy  of  being  put  down. 

Many  of  the  Duveneck  pictures  are  fin- 
ished in  a  superb  way,  others  he  has  .boldly 
sketched,  leaving  stepping  stones  all  along 
the  line  of  construction  which  may  be  fol- 
lowed with  interest  and  great  advantage  by 
the  art  student.  Thirty  pictures,  together 
with    thirteen    etchings,    and    the    beautiful 
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sculptured  memorial  to  his  wife,  bear  evi- 
dence of  the  talent  of  the  artist.  His  room 
has  a  charm  not  found  anywhere  else  among 
the  one-roomed  men  in  the  Palace  of  Fine 
Arts. 

Much  of  the  romance  of  the  Brownings 
has  been  lived  into  the  life  of  this  kindly 
spoken,  unpretentious,  great  hearted  man. 
His  creative  life  was  almost  wrecked  with 
the  death  of  his  glorious  young  wife,  who 
only  lived  two  years  after  their  marriage. 
For  ten  years  after  her  death  he  gave  him- 
self up  to  an  abandonment  of  grief,  his 
health  failed  and  it  seemed  that  nothing- 
could  call  him  again  into  an  active  life. 
However,  his  friends  and  his  wonderful  abil- 
ity to  teach  have  at  last  enticed  him  into  a 
busy  existence  again,  and  he  is  the  heart 
and  soul  of  a  large  circle  of  admiring  pupils. 
Duveneck  has  been  particularly  blessed 
with  delightful  associations,  and  many  of 
the  big  men  who  have  been  painting  in  the 
United  States  since  1870  have  been  men 
closely  allied  with  Duveneck  and  his  ideals. 
When  he  returned  to  Munich  for  more 
study  in  the  seventies,  he  took  with  him  a 
group  of  talented  young  men,  every  one  of 
whom  the  art  loving  American  may  be 
proud.  Frank  Currier,  Frederick  Vinton, 
William  Hunt,  Walter  Shirlaw,  John 
Twachtman,  John  W.  Alexander,  William 
M.  Chase  and  others,  made  an  energetic, 
ambitious  circle  of  hard  working  young  men 
in  Munich,  who  followed  with  pleasure  the 
path  described  and  laid  down  by  Duveneck 
and  his  achievements. 

Duveneck's  portrait  of  Prof.  Loeffts — the 
great  artist  of  Munich — painted^  before  he 
was  twenty-four,  conveys  some  idea  of  the 
power  of  the  man  when  only  little  more 
than  a  boy,  and  it  is  one  of  the  treasures 
in  the  room  devoted  to  Duveneck's  work. 

The  corner  of  greatest  personal  interest, 
however,  is  the  one  where  the  splendid  like- 
ness of  Duvenck,  painted  by  Joseph  De 
Camp  (his  great  pupil  living  in  Boston), 
hangs  directly  over  the  bronzed  replica  of 
Mrs.  Duveneck's  tomb  in  Florence.  Thou- 
sands of  visitors  have  passed  before  these 
intimate  bits  of  life  history,  thrilled  by  love, 
admiration  and  sympathy  for  the  artist. 

William  M.  Chase  is  another  artist  whose 
work  has  attracted  attention  and  admira- 
tion. He  is  known  all  over  the  world.  He 
was  one  of  the  first  men  in  Munich  to  de- 
cide to  paint  only  the  things  he  knew,  and 
to  put  upon  the  canvas  the  simple,  direct 
subject,  handled  without  accessories.  His 
"Woman  with  the  White  Shawl"  has  per- 
haps done  more  to  win  America  to  "Art  for 
art's  sake"  than  any  other  single  picture  in 
the  realm  of  American  art. 

Chase  is  an  indefatigable  worker.  He 
writes,  lectures  and  teaches  and  paints,  com- 
ing in  contact  in  this  way  with  a  very  large 
public.  He  has  been  for  years  a  prominent 
figure  in  the  art  circles  of  the  East,  having 
been  closely  connected  with  the  large  art 
societies  of  New  York,  Brooklyn  and  Phil- 
adelphia. When  weary  of  work  in  these 
cities,  he  takes  a  company  of  his  students 
and   visits    some    art    shrine    in  -Europe    or 


America,  studying  at  the  feet  of  some  Old 
World  master  or  directing  and  serving  in 
ever}'  way  as  master  and  guide  into  the 
realm  of  art.  Last  year  he  had  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty  pupils  at  Carmel-by-the-Sea, 
and  delighted  the  California  artist  colony 
with  three  months  teaching  and  lectures. 

Velasquez,  Fortuny,  Monet,  Whistler, 
Duveneck,  and  later  the  Japanese,  have  all 
had  their  influence  upon  Chase,  yet  when 
he  completes  a  picture  it  is  in  no  way  an 
imitation  of  any  of  these  masters  from 
whom  he  has  learned.  There  is  charm, 
grace,  finish,  reserve  and  an  individuality 
about  his  work  all  his  own.  The  artist  has 
no  patience  with  literary  or  story-telling 
pictures.  No  reading  of  stories  into  his 
canvases  is  possible  with  a  Chase  picture. 
His  work  stands  for  all  he  wishes  it  to 
stand,  for,  without  the  help  of  an  inter- 
preter. Some  of  the  work  of  Chase  recalls 
the  finesse  of  the  Venetian  portrait  masters, 
a  quality  altogether  different  from  the  bold, 
rugged  work  of  Duveneck.  Mere  prettiness 
in  a  picture  is  a  crime  which  he  lifts  up  his 
voice  against  morning,  noon  and  night. 

The  Chase  room  at  the  Palace  of  Fine 
Arts  contains  many  delightful  pictures,  and 
several  of  personal  interest.  He  shows  two 
pictures  of  his  wife,  one  of  his  married 
daughter1  and  her  husband,  one  of  his  tiny 
daughter.  Miss  Helen,  and  his  own  self- 
portrait,  by  no  means  the  least  interesting. 
It  is  a  fine  painting  and  a  good  likeness, 
which  does  not  of  necessity  follow. 

In  speaking  of  his  masterpiece,  he  says, 
naively.  "It  is  that  one,"  and  he  points  to  a 
blank  canvas;  but  he  sees  thereon  an  un- 
painted,  unexpressed  dream,  one  that  always 
hovers  near,  but  in  successive  efforts  has

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A  CENSUS  OF  THE  FEATHERED  TRIBE 

By  HARRIET  WILLIAMS  MYERS, 
Secretary  State  Audubon  Society,  Commissioner  of  Birds  and  Wild  Life,  C.  F.  W.  C. 


We  have  become  so  familiar  with  the 
census  as  carried  on  with  systematic  regu- 
larity by  human  beings,  that  no  particular 
thought  is  given  to  it.  We  know  that  it  has 
become  an  established  custom  which  we 
cannot  evade,  though  we  may  try  to  falsify. 
But  the  idea  of  a  census  of  our  bird  friends 
is,  to  many  people,  a  new  and  mystifying 
idea. 

Quite  recently  Mr.  H.  W.  Henshaw,  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Biological  Survey  at 
Washington,  D.  C,  has,  for  the  purpose  of 
finding    out    how    many    pairs    of    different 


tional  Association  of  Audubon  Societies,  is 
even  more  so. 

The  census  taken  this  last  year  at  Christ- 
mas-time was  the  sixteenth  one  and  was 
entered  into  by  more  than  one  hundred  and 
sixty-four  groups,  or  individuals.  For  sev- 
eral years  the  banner  record  has  been  re- 
ported by  one  of  our  own  California  men, 
Wm.  Leon  Dawson,  author  of  the  Birds  of 
California  (in  preparation),  whose  home  is 
in  Santa  Barbara.  Last  year  Mr.  Dawson, 
and  his  son,  found  109  species,  while  this 
year  103  were  listed.     Probably  there  is  no 


species  of  birds  nest  within  a  definite  area, 
suggested  a  census  during  the  nesting  sea- 
son. One  plan  is  to  select  an  area  not  less 
than  forty  acres,  or  more  than  eighty,  rep- 
resenting fairly  average  farm  conditions, 
including  farm  buildings,  plowed  land,  or- 
chard, pasture,  shade  trees,  but  without 
woodland.  Another  suitable  location  would 
be  an  isolated  woodland,  ten  to  twenty 
acres  in  area,  not  too  far  from  the  location 
first  mentioned.  Still  a  third  census  desired 
is  that  of  some  acreage,  say  forty,  of  wood- 
land, which  forms  a  part  of  a  much  larger 
tract  of  timber.  Since  it  is  hoped  that  this 
will  be  a  yearly  enumeration,  it  is  best  to 
select  localities  that  are  least  apt  to  change. 
While  this  taking  of  the  various  species 
as  suggested  by  Mr.  Henshaw  is  extremely 
interesting,  the  annual  Christmas  census  as 
carried  on  by  Bird-Lore,  organ  of  the  Na- 


better  place  for  bird  study  than  Santa  Bar- 
bara and  vicinity,  because  of  its  topography; 
seashore,  canons  and  mountains  making 
ideal  conditions  for  many  varieties  of  birds, 
and  Mr.  Dawson  is  most  expert  in  finding 
them. 

This  past  year,  for  the  first  time,  the  Los 
Angeles  Audubon  Society  has  taken  a  hand 
in  this  bird  enumerating  and  with  great  suc- 
cess. Ten  of  the  members  spent  the  day  of 
December  twenty-sixth  in  mountain,  val- 
ley and  seashore,  with  the  result  that  121 
different  kinds  of  birds  were  seen,  and  9131 
individuals.  The  mountains  supplied  the 
crested  Jays,  Chickadees,  Creepers,  Nut- 
haches,  and  Varied  Thrushes,  birds  seen  only 
occasionally  in  the  lowlands;  in  the  city 
parks  were  found  Juncoes,  Fox  and  Rufous- 
crowned  Sparrows.  Pipits,  Yireos,  Dusky 
Warblers,    Wren-tits.

The  use  of 
its  handsome,  comfortable  and  commodious 
auditorium  was  tendered  the  convention, 
free,   by  the   Board   of   Education,   and   this 


cheering  manner  that  only  one  inference 
could  be  drawn,  namely:  He  wished  to  do 
everything  possible  to  make  the  convention 
the  "Best  ever."  The  students  were  im- 
bued by  the  same  spirit  and  requested  the 
president  of  the  Northern  District.

I  shall  take 
pleasure  in  passing  it  on  to  my  successor 
in   1917. 

This  same  spirit  of  harmony  and  loyalty 
in  service  seemed  to  pervade  every  corner 
of  the  building.  One  could  not  help  being 
imbued  with  lofty  aims  and  the  path  to 
higher  ideals  was  made  brighter  by  the  un- 
seen but  ever-present  spirit  of  radiating 
joy.

This  same  spirit,  catching  more  impetus 
by  overtaking  yours,  which  is  felt  through- 
out the  length  and  breadth  of  California, 
must  go  on  and  on.  By  May  it  will  have 
reached  New  York  and  then  no  one  can  stop 
it,  and  no  one  wishes  to,  we  are  sure,  for 
all  will  be  mindful  of  the  command:  "Go 
thou,  and  do  likewise." 

The  convention  was  formally  called  to  or- 
der Thursday  afternoon.  The  invocation 
was  a  beautiful  song,  "Great  Chief  of  the 
Valley"  (Yosemite  legend),  by  Mrs.  Walter 
Longbotham,  of  Sacramento,  State  Chair- 
man of  Music.  When  one  feels  her  soul 
singing  to  ours,  as  it  seems  to  in  this  im- 
pressive song,  we  feel  as  if  the  hosts  of 
Heaven  were  listening  and  thus  was  our 
faith  strengthened  that  the  deliberations 
of  the  convention  were  to  be  guided  by 
Divine  Wisdom. 

The  man}'  greetings  from  the  official  men 
of  Lodi  made  us  feel  that  the  gates  of  the 
city  were  thrown  open  for  us.

E  State  Chairman  of  Education  of  the  C.  F.  W.  C.  E 
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Inasmuch  as  my  thoughts  have  not  crys- 
tallized into  a  conviction  on  the  subject  of 
censorship,  I  quote  the  following  editorial 
from  a  popular  magazine.  It  does  not  pre- 
sent my  opinion,  but  it  does  provoke 
thought: 

Censorship  at  Home 

In  the  high  name  of  public  morals  the 
New  York  police  this  winter  censored  a  per- 
formance by  a  troupe  of  Russian  ballet 
dancers — a  barbaric  pantomime,  done  with 
much  art,  and  so  a  means  of  culture — just 
as  the  Arabian  Nights  is.  At  the  same  time 
Broadway  was  enjoying  an  alleged  farce, 
which  dealt  with  two  young  married  cou- 
ples. In  one  case  the  wife  was  of  lively  dis- 
position, while  the  husband  was  sedate. 

In  the  other  case  there  was  a  sporty  hus- 
band and  a  demure  wife.  The  gay  ones  go 
out  of  an  evening,  leaving  their  sober  mates 
at  home.  The  latter  discover  various  bot- 
tles of  liquor,  with  the  effects  of  which  they 
are  supposed  to  be  quite  unacquainted. 
They  drink  copiously,  get  very  drunk,  lurch 
round  the  stage  a  while,  and  go  to  sleep  on 
the  floor — to  be  discovered  later,  of  course, 
fcy  their  discursive  spouses. 

This  alcohol  humor,  vulgar  in  its  situa- 
tion, speeches  and  suggestions,  was  received 
with  warm  approbation.  So  far  as  we  ob- 
served, no  official  or  unofficial  guardian  of 
the  Young  Person  hinted  that  the  spectacle 
of  a  half-dressed,  drunken  pair,  falling  into 
each  other's  arms,  might  not  be  an  advis- 
able means  of  forming  the  Young  Person's 
taste  and  morals. 

Such  is  the  incurable  stupidity  of  every 
censorship.     It  never  interferes  at  the  right 


point.  A  bill  for  a  national  censorship  of 
moving  pictures  is  coming  up  at  Washing- 
ton. We  trust  it  will  fail.  There  is  a  deep 
reason  for  the  fact  that  the  word  "cen- 
sorious" is  commonly  used  as  implying 
"blockheaded." 

The  film  producers  certainly  have  a  won- 
derful power  for  education  in  their  hands. 
We  hope  they  will  live  up  to  their  oppor- 
tunity. 

Films  for  children  are  the  most  important 
phase  of  the  subject  and  Cincinnati  seems 
to  have  worked  out  a  solution. 

I  quote  from  a  dramatic  critic:  "What 
threatens  to  develop  into  a  national  move- 
ment is  a  plan  in  Cincinnati  to  have  signs 
posted  in  front  of  theaters  advising  the 
public  of  objectionable  films  and  warning 
children  against  viewing  them. 

Personal  views  of  exhibitors  on  the  sub- 
ject doubtless  are  varied,  but  opinions 
voiced  by  two  prominent  film  men  yester- 
day were  decidedly  in  favor  provided  the 
sign-tacking  was  done  by  reliable  persons." 

What  is  needed,  is  intelligent  public  sen- 
timent on  the  subject  and  it  is  hoped  these 
two  points   of  view  will  stimulate  thought.

1  Nation -Wide   Baby -Week  In   California  1 
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Perhaps  no  other  influence  has  been 
greater  in  awakening  the  lethargic  public 
mind  to  the  need  of  infant  conservation 
than  the  infant-mortality  statistics  furnished 
by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Census.  It 
is  instructive  to  follow  this  estimate  further 
than  the  fact  that  three  h'undred  thousand 
was  the  death  rate  for  a  single  year  of  infant 
under  12  months  old,  and  to  note  that  42 
per  cent,  of  this  number  did  not  live  to  com- 
plete the  first  month  of  life,  and,  of  this  42 
per  cent.,  almost  seevn-tenths  died  as  a 
result  of  conditions  existing  before  they 
were  born,  or  from  injury  and  accident  at  the 
time  of  birth.  Of  those  that  lived  less  than 
a  week,  83  per  cent,  died  of  such  causes,  and 
of  the  number  that  lived  less  than  one  day. 
94  per  cent,  died  from  these  causes. 

With  such  an  array  of  evidence  demon- 
strating the  needlessness  of  these  deaths, 
comes  the  knowledge  that  the  potential 
mother  must  be  educated  in  pre-natal  care. 

In  considering  the  predisposing  causes  for 
this  lack  of  vitality,  every  condition  effect- 
ing the  economical  and  social  structure  of 
society  has  its  bearing.  The  greatest  cause 
undoubtedly  arises  from  economic  strain, 
for  a  nervous,  overworked,  underfed 
woman,  cannot  produce  a  strong,  vigorous, 
healthy  child.  However,  from  this  fact  must 
not  be  drawn  the  conclusion  that  inactivity 
and  overindulgence  on  the  part  of  the  ex- 
pectant mother,  will  be  productive  of  any 
happier  results.  While  it  is  not  possible  to 
prescribe  a  certain  set  of  rules,  governing 
conduct  and  life  during  the  period  of  gesta- 
tion, it  is  possible  for  the  average  expect- 
ant mother  to  recognize  and  conform  to  the 
inexorable  laws  of  nature,  governing  health 
and  reproduction.  Fresh  air  is  indispensable 
to  the  health  of  all  persons,  and  to  none 
more  than  the  pregnant  woman,  whose  func- 
tions are  undergoing  an  additional  strain. 
Let  not  the  ventilation  be  confined  to  the 
sleeping  rooms,  but  rather  live  in  the  fresh, 
moving  air.  Sanitarians  now  recognize  the 
physical  properties  of  air  have  a  greater 
effect  upon  the  health  than  the  chemical 
properties,  unless  in  areas  of  infection.  Ef- 
ficient ventilation  depends  on  coolness,  rela- 
tive humidity,  and  the  motion  of  the  air. 
Exercise  in  the  fresh  air  and  housework, 
with  the  windows  open,  is  better  than  medi- 
cine. A  daily  walk,  taken  leisurely  and  not 
continued  to  the  point  of  weariness,  is  of 
value.  However,  there  is  a  tendency  on  the 
part  of  the  athletic  woman  to  fatigue, 
through  not  recognizing  the  necessity  to 
conserve  her  strength  and  build  up.  One  of 
the  most  beneficial  effects  of  this  outdoor 
life   is   the  mental   diversion   afforded.     The 


mental  attitude  of  the  mother  has  a  definite 
effect  upon  the  development  of  the  child, 
inasmuch  as  it  interferes  with  her  functional 
activity  and  maintenance  of  health. 
_  There  has  been  much  current  misinforma- 
tion on  the  injurious  physical  modification 
of  the  development  of  the  child  through 
the  mental  state  of  the  mother,  which  is 
worthy  of  more  consideration  than  space 
will  permit,  the  subject  being  deeply 
anatomical  and  technical.  However,  not- 
withstanding the  prevalence  of  the  belief  in 
"mothers'  marks,"  scientists  are  now  prac- 
tically agreed  there  is  no  basis  for  the  con- 
tention. Nature  seems  to  have  erected  a 
protection  for  the  child  by  the  absence  of  a 
direct  connection  between  the  mother  and 
the  child,  by  which  nervous  impressions  can 
be  conveyed.  The  circulatory  systems  of 
the  foetus  and  the  mother  are  not  con- 
nected, hence,  it  is  impossible  for  the  blood 
to  carry  an  impression,  however,  the  ma- 
terial of  nutrition,  from  which  the  child 
must  obtain  the  necessary  elements  for  de- 
velopment, may  be  effected.

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TEACHING  THE  IMMIGRANT 


Experiences    of   Miss    Charlotte   Wheeler, 
Teacher  in   a   San   Francisco   Night   School 

My  work  of  teaching  English  to  adult 
foreigners  began  in  the  Central  Night 
School,  Oakland,  California,  about  eight 
years  ago. 

I  was  assistant  teacher  to  Miss  Adelle 
Stites;  and  the  two  of  us  taught  in  the  same 
room. 

The  primer  which  we  used  had  the  silent 
letters  crossed  out  and  the  vowels  marked 
diacritically.  This  was  a  great  help,  but  as 
each  one  of  my  twenty-two  pupils  read  on 
a  different  page,  I  had  little  time  left  after 
hearing  the  reading  to  put  on  other  sub- 
jects. 

Miss  Stites  taught  her  advanced  division 
and  sometimes  during  an  unusually  long 
interval  of  hesitating  silence,  while  some 
backward  beginner  was  stumbling  over  a 
word,  I  caught  the  drift  of  her  lesson  and 
heard  with  amazement  the  really  fine  work 
of  giving  definitions  and  sentences,  and  I 
saw  in  a  flash  that  the  "beginner,"  who  must 
be  helped  incessantly  at  first,  could  soon 
help  himself  in  an  almost  unlimited  meas- 
ure, because  his  mind  was  already  well 
trained  and   stored  with   useful   knowledge. 

I  began  by  teaching  the  placing  of  the 
sounds  much  as  we  would  teach  little  chil- 
dren. I  taught  for  three  terms  in  the  same 
room  with  Miss  Stites,  each  of  us  using  an 
entirely  different  method.  They  were  three 
happy,  happy  terms.  I  learned  many  things 
from  her.  I  copied  her  manner  to  her  class, 
friendly,  cordial,  sympathetic  to  each  indi- 
vidual member. 

Since  then  I  have  worked  among  the  for- 
eigners a  part  of  each  year.  One  winter  I 
had  a  private  foreign  class  of  about  thirty 
at  the  Polytechnical  Business  College  in 
Oakland. 

In  1910  Mr.  McClimans,  Superintendent 
of  the  Oakland  City  Schools,  gave  me  a 
picked  class  of  twenty-five  and  a  separate 
room  to  "try  out"  my  sounding  book,  a  sys- 
tem of  placing  the  sounds.  This  system 
has  gradually  developed  into  books,  review 
cards,  and  picture  charts.  I,  myself,  have 
used  700  capies  of  the  "New  Speller"  since 
it  was  published  in   1913. 

I  taught  a  mixed  foreign  class  one  win- 
ter at  the  Roosevelt  Evening  School  and 
part  of  another  term  at  the  Sherman  Even- 
ing School,  where  I  had  advanced  adult 
foreigners.  They  had  had  a  most  wonder- 
ful drill  under  Professor  Williams,  who  put 
every  pupil  through  a  rigid  drill  in  verbs. 
He  translated  from  English  to  French, 
Spanish  and  Italian,  and  then  back  again. 

From  the  Sherman  Evening  School  I  was 
transferred  to  the  Lincoln  Evening  School. 
I  have  been  there  three  years  and  they  have 
been  happy  years,  happy  because  my  work, 


which  is  the  greatest  factor  in  my  life,  is 
slowly  improving. 

I  have  formed  a  new  method  of  teaching 
conversation  which  promises,  when  com- 
pleted, to  solve  many  of  our  present  difficul- 
ties and  make  the  teaching  of  beginners 
reasonably  easy  and  satisfactory. 

My  class  is  composed  of  Swedes,  Rus- 
sians, Hindoos,  Spanish,  Danes,  Austrians, 
Egyptians,  Portuguese,  Norwegians,  Serv- 
ians, Italians,  French,  Poles,  Bohemians, 
Turks,  Japanese,  Mexicans,  Greeks,  Arme- 
nians, Finns  and  Slavonians.  I  have  had 
twenty  different  nationalities  this  winter. 

Sometimes  the  class  is  an  ordinary  class 
of  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  average. 
Sometimes  it  is  much  larger.  This  year, 
1916,  my  average  monthly  attendance  for 
January  was  54. 

I  have  two  sections.  One  an  advanced 
section,  which  is  studying  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  and  a  beginners'  sec- 
tion of  30,  most  of  whom  are  learning  their 
a,  b,  c's. 

I  use  objects,  pictures,  cards,  charts,  and 
a  blending  of  two  radically  different  sys- 
tems. 

I  have  just  published  my  second  in  a  list 
of  text  books  for  foreigners,  which  I  am 
compiling,  and  which  will  fit  one,  into  the 
other,  and  make  a  more  solid  foundation  to 
the  work  of  educating  the  adult  foreigner 
to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States.

The  building  association  of  the  Lodi 
Woman's  Club  was  organized  March  25th, 
1915,  with  a  capitalization  of  $20,000,  which 
is  divided  into  4000  shares  at  $5  each.  The 
club  now  owns  the  controlling  stock.  Al- 
though there  are  211  members  in  the  club 
only  94  are  stockholders,  owning  $1635 
worth  of  stock,  or  327  shares.  The  lot  upon 
which  the  clubhouse  is  to  be  erected  has 
been  paid  for.  The  board  will  sell  as  much 
stock  as  possible  among  the  members  be- 
fore borrowing  the  remainder  and  going 
ahead  with  the  building  plans  in  order  to 
minimize  as  far  as  possible  the  amount  of 
indebtedness  with  which  they  must  burden 
the  club. 


Mrs.  Carrie  Berdine  Goode,  for  five  years 
engaged  in  probation  work  in  Stockton, 
addressed  the  Aldine  Club  of  Stockton  on 
February  6th,  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  M.  W. 
Luther,  on  the  scope,  the  aim,  the  meaning 
and  the  needs  of  probation  work. 

To  illustrate,  Mrs.  Goode  quoted  a  por- 
tion of  an  address  delivered  at  the  seventh 
annual  convention  of  the  Probation  Asso- 
ciation, which  staement  she  said  coincided 
with  her  view  of  probation  work.  She  said, 
"The  probation  process  in  essence  is  a  pro- 
cess of  education  by  constructive  friendship. 
It  presupposes  a  perception  of  a  child's 
needs  in  such  a  way  that  the  child  may  be 
more  securely  set  upon  his  feet  by  throw- 
ing about  him  every  constructive  force 
which  the  communtiy  has  to  offer.  It  means 
introducing  him  by  one  way  or  another  to 
those  activities  which  will  enable  him  to 
spend  his  entire  time  rightly.  The  process 
requires  sympathy,  tact,  good  humor,  pa- 
tience and  above  all  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  the  needs  of  child  life  and  the  manifold 
ways  in  which  to  meet  them." 

In  speaking  of  remedial  measures  Mrs. 
Goode  went  to  the  root  of  the  matter.  She 
said,  "All  offenses  hark  back  to  the  family. 
Influences  should  be  brought  to  bear  to 
better  family  life.  It  is  a  fact  that  in  Stock- 
ton there  is  enough  of  an  element  unac- 
quainted with  the  common  decencies  of 
housekeeping  that  a  'home  teacher,'  such 
as  many  cities  have,  whose  duties  would  be 
to  go  from  house  to  house  educating  moth-

The  Purpose 

Fundamentally,  is  educational.  To  em- 
phasize the  fact  that  it  is  good  sound  civic 
economy  to  reduce  the  sickness  and  death 
rates  among  the  babies  and  to  improve  the 
coming  generation  by  measures  that  will 
keep  the  baby  and  mother  well  both  before 
and  after  the  baby's  birth. 

The  community's  responsibility  for  its  ba- 
bies is  the  central  thought. 

To  tell  what  has  been  done  in  other 
places  and  what  may  be  done  in  our  com- 
munity. 

To  give  scientific  information  to  mothers 
and  fathers,  to  brothers  and  sisters,  about 
the  care  and  education  of  babies.

THE  CLUBWOMAN 


The  Vittoria  Colonna  Club  was  founded 
and  named  by  Dr.  Marian  Bertola  of  San 
Francisco  in  1909.  It  was  named  in  honor 
of  an  early  Italian  Princess,  Vittoria 
Colonna,  who  encouraged  literary  aspira- 
tions and  established  a  salon  in  the  sixteenth 
century.  Her  charities  were  many  and  they 
were  carried  on  in  a  very  systematic  man- 
ner. 

This  club  is  now  entering  its  seventh  year. 
It  has  established  a  kindergarten  in  the 
most  crowded  section  of  the  city  and  sup- 
ported it  for  four  years.  It  formed  a 
Mothers'  Club;  has  done  much  in  trying  to 
keep  the  streets  clean;  in  trying  to  keep, 
the  small  streets  clean  and  exclusively  for 
children  as  a  playground.  It  has  done  its 
part  in  all  civic  affairs,  preservation  of  the 
Marina,  etc.  Its  Philanthropic  Section  spent 
a  few  hundred  dollars  the  first  year  of  its 
existence,  but  has  now  increased  its  work 
until  over  thirteen  hundred  dollars  has  been 
spent  by  the  club  in  buying  clothes,  food, 
medicine  and  paying  rent;  in  supplying  lay- 
ettes for  newborn  babies;  in  donating  freely 
to  any  worthy  cause,  recently  to  the  Jewish 
Relief  Fund;  and  has  paid  the  tuition  of  a 
boy  who  shows  some  talent  in  art. 

The  club  takes  an  interest  in  the  public 
schools;  has  provided  the  Italian  gold  medal 
for  the  Hancock  Grammar  School,  assisted 
in  the  dedication  of  the  Jean  Parker  School, 
and  presented  the  school  with  a  statue  of 
Winged  Victory. 

Its   programs   have   ranged   from    Roman 


History  to  the  Care  of  the  Eyes  and  Teeth, 
and  Home  Industry.  The  business  of  this 
club  has  been  conducted  wholly  before  the 
club  thus  instructing  its  members  in  busi- 
ness and  parliamentary  usage.  Every  mem- 
ber has  entered  into  its  discussions,  thus 
gaining  poise  and  self-posession.

Wyman  employs  the  school  is  the  home  of 
a  happier  family  than  formerly  and  an  out- 
break of  any  kind  is  almost  unknown.  It  is 
now  a  place  of  opportunity,  not  of  punish- 
ment. Work  is  the  order  of  the  day  and 
habits  of  strenuous  industry  are  inculcated. 
Miss  Edith  Reid  of  Chicago  School  of  Ex- 
pression teaches  the  girls  calisthenics;  Miss 
Ada  Vesper,  from  the  Santa  Barbara  Nor- 
mal School,  teaches  sewing  and  industrial 
work,  basket  weaving,  etc.;  Miss  M.  A. 
Samson  teaches  the  weaving  of  carpets  and 
rugs,  and  beautiful  specimens  of  this  handi- 
work are  shown.  The  girls  are  going  in  for 
rabbit  raising  in  a  scientific  way.

Pratt,  who  formerly  held  the  chair  of  Lit- 
erature at  the  State  Normal,  chairman  of 
Literature,  and  Miss  Mirriam  Besley,  Chair 
of  Education  at  the  State  Normal,  chair- 
man of  Education,  are  suggestive  of  the  im- 
mense stimulus  of  this  plan  to  the  clubs 
federated.  The  officers,  department  chair- 
men and  presidents  of  the  clubs  meet  each 
month  at  luncheon  for  informal  discussion 
of  club  activities,  sociability  and  inspiration. 
Elaborate  plans  were  carried  out  by  the 
Federation  for  the  celebration  of  Baby 
Week,  March  4th  to  11th.  During  the  same

As  this  county  has  a  foreign  population 
of  about  6000,  mostly  Mexicans,  a  commit- 
tee, representing  the  County  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs,  The  Parent-Teachers'  Fed- 
eration, the  Daughters  of  the  Revolution, 
the  Francis  Parker  School,  with  Miss  Bes- 
ley of  the  State  Normal  as  chairman,  has 
planned  a  survey  of  the  situation,  with  a, 
view  to  a  presentation  of  facts  which  would 
cause  the  school  board  to  open  night 
schools. 

The  school  board  has  anticipated  this 
movement  by  opening  a  night  school  in  the 
High  School  Building,  which  in  three  weeks 
had  an  enrollment  of  nearly  1000.  The  com- 
mittee will  continue  its  work  to  secure  more 
classes  in  the  Mexican  quarter  devoted  to 
English  and  citizenship.  The  College 
Woman's  Club  has  maintained  such  a  class 
with  volunteer  teachers,    at   her    Neighbor- 
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hood  House,  for  more  than  a  year,  and  thus 
pioneered  this  work. 

Mrs.  Maynard  Force  Thayer,  State  Re- 
gent for  the  D.  A.  R.,  and  others,  will  prob- 
ably speak  at  a  mass  meeting  at  an  early 
date,  to  arouse  public  interest  in  the  liter- 
acy campaign. 

Mrs.  A.  J.  Lawton,  President  of  the 
Southern  District,  is  arranging  a  series  of 
conferences  to  be  held  in  each  of  the  five 
counties  comprising  the  Southern  District, 
in  which  the  allied  departments,  Educa- 
tion, Social  and  Industrial  Conditions  and 
Country  Life  will  promote  and  systematize 
the  activities  which  are  to  verify  the  slo- 
gan, "No  Illiteracy  in  California  by  1920." 

The  Federation  of  Parent  Teachers'  As- 
sociations has  recently  given  a  highly  suc- 
cessful reception  to  the  Board  of  Education 
in  honor  of  Mrs.  Lancaster,  the  member  of 
the  board  recently  appointed  to  fill  the  va- 
cancy left  by  the  death  of  the  beloved, 
ardent  and  efficient  worker  for  civic  better- 
ment, Mrs.  Cora  Carleton. 

The  County  Federation  is  anticipating  a 
splendid  April  meeting  with  one  of  our 
suburban  clubs. 

Both  the  County  and  District  Federations 
have  heartily  endorsed  the  candidacy  of 
Mrs.  Josiah  Evans  Cowles  for  President 
of  the  General  Federation. 

Our  club  women  are  learning  the  power 
in  Federation.

It  was  Jacob  Riis,  who,  on  one  of  his 
frequent  visits  to  Mr.  Frank  A.  Miller, 
Master  of  the  famous  Mission  Inn,  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  this  beautiful  and  im- 
pressive open-air  service.  For  he  said:  "An 
Easter  sunrise  was  the  greatest  Christian 
religious   moment." 

The  first  service  was  in  1910  when  less 
than  a  hundred  were  present.  Last  Easter 
over  12,000  pilgrims  from  different  parts 
of  our  country  and  even  from  other  lands 
united  in  celebrating  the  greatest  event  in 
all    Christendom. 

Men  and  women  of  note  have  taken  part 
in  these  services.  One  year  Dr.  Henr\' 
Van  Dyke  read  his  "God  of  the  Open  Air." 
and  since  then  the  reading  of  this  beau- 
tiful poem  has  become  a  part  of  the  serv- 
ice. Last  year  Marcella  Craft,  a  Riverside 
girl  who  has  gained  world-wide  reputation 
as  a  singer,  came  all  the  way  from  New 
York  to  sing  at  the  sunrise  Easter  serv- 
ices. Those  who  heard  her  will  be  pleased 
to  know  that  she  will  be  present  again  this 
year

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SHAKESPEAREAN  MEMORIAL 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  California  Fed- 
eration of  Women's  Clubs  is  to  take  place 
at  Del  Monte  from  April  25th  to  29th.  The 
part  of  the  program  which  is  awakening 
most  widespread  interest  is  new  to  conven- 
tion programs  and  is  related  to  the  day  set 
apart  for  a  Shakespearean  Memorial  on 
April  27th. 

At  first  it  was  thought  that  an  afternoon 
devoted  to  Shakespearean  exercises  would 
be  sufficient,  but  so  general  has  been  the 
response  from  California's  five-hundred 
clubs  that  both  the  afternoon  and  evening 
will  be  devoted  to  Shakespearean  programs. 
To  insure  the  participation  of  all  club  mem- 
bers, the  Pageant  has  been  organized 
through  officers  existing  in  the  six  districts 
of  the  state.  The  general  leadership  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  state  chairman  of  litera- 
ture, Mrs.  Geo.  F.  Reinhardt  and  the  six 
district  chairman:  Mrs.  C.  A.  Lamont.  Miss 
Theodora  Macomber.  Mrs.  James  T.  Royles, 
Mrs.  I.  W.  Clayes,  Mrs.  L"  R.  Willson  and 
Miss  Harriet  Robbins. 

Called  together  by  the  Herald,  the  Pag- 
eant proper  will  form  at  1 :30  in  the  after- 
noon at  the  Hotel  Del  Monte.  The  musi- 
cians will  lead  them  and  then  come  the  mu- 
ses of  poetry,  tragedy,  and  of  comedy.  These 
three  characters  of  Shakespeare's  inspiration 
will  be  assumed  by  Mrs.  E.  D.  Knight  of 
San  Francisco,  president  of  the  State  Fed- 
eration, by  Mrs.  A.  F.  Tones  of  Oroville, 
vice  president  and  by  Mrs.  L.  B.  Hogue 
of  Ventura,  vice-president-at-large.  There 
will  follow  the  group  of  Shakespeare's  fel- 
low-actors from  the  Globe  Theatre,  Queen 
Elizabeth  and  her  court,  and  the  characters 
of  the  thirty-seven  plays.  All  of  these  parts 
are  taken  by  the  club  women  of  the  State. 
The  processional  with  flaunting  banners 
will  proceed  to  that  part  of  the  garden  in 
which  the  afternoon  exercises  will  be  held. 
The  opening  feature  of  the  program  will  be 
Shaw's  Dark  Lady  of  the  Sonnets  done  by 
the  Watsonville  Women's  Club.  At  the 
close  of  this  play  Shakespeare  will  intro- 
duce to  the  queen  the  actors  from  the  Globe 
Theatre,  who  salute  her  with  praises  of 
England  chosen  from  Shakespeare's  plays. 
Then  group  by  group  Shakespeare  intro- 
duces to  the  queen  the  people  of  his  im- 
agination, the  characters  of  the  plays.  When 
they  have  all  passed  there  will  be  dances 
upon  the  green  sward  for  the  pleasure  of 
the  queen  and  the  onlooking  Pageant. 

Among  the  dances  it  is  known  that  the 
Alameda  District  will  give  the  Ball  Room 
scene  from  "Romeo  and  Juliet,"  and  Faerie 
dances  from  the  "Midsummer  Night's 
Dream,"  that  members  of  Corona,  Mills 
and  Laurel  Hall  Clubs  of  San  Francisco 
will  join  in  court  dances  of  Elizabethan  day 
and  the  Cosmos  Club  of  Los  Angeles  have, 
dances  from  the  Tempest.     Miss  Lena  Fra- 


zee  will  sing  lyrics  from  Shakespearean 
songs. 

Among  the  scenes  to  be  given  in  the  af- 
ternoon will  be  a  masque  of  Shakespeare 
youth  by  the  women  of  the  clubs  of  River- 
side. The  clubs  of  the  San  Joaquin  have 
scenes  from  "As  You  Like  It,"  and  the 
Galpin  Shakespeare  Club  the  basket  scene 
from  the  "Merry  Wives  of  Windsor." 

The  afternoon  program  closes  with  the 
planting  of  a  Shakespeare  tree  by  Mrs.  E.  D. 
Knight.  Miss  Jessica  Lee  Briggs  will  be 
Master  of  Revels.  Miss  Anne  Radcliffe  of 
Watsonville.  Queen  Elyizabeth.  As  the  Pag- 
eant passes  back  to  the  hotel,  it  will  sing 
in  chorus  a  choral  ode  in  honor  of  Shakes- 
peare. The  members  of  the  conference  will 
dine  in  their  historic  costumes  and  at  8:30 
meet  to  listen  to  scenes  and  songs  of  the 
great  dramatist.  The  Pasadena  Shakes- 
peare Club,  the  California  Club  and  the  Hy- 
patia  Club,  from  San  Francisco  have  part 
in  the  evening  program,  after  which  will  be 
an    Elizabethan    Ball. 

Considering  the  vast  area  over  which  the 
women's  clubs  of  California  are  scattered, 
it  is  remarkable  with  what  enthusiasm  the 
women  have  responded  to  the  plan.  It  is 
the  hope  of  the  organizers  that  every  person 
in  attendance  at  Del  Monte  will  be  in  the 
afternoon  processional.  Should  this  hope 
■be  realized,  the  Pageant  will  indeed  be  a 
brilliant  success  and  a  worthy  memorial  to 
the  English  poet  for  whose  honor  the  exer- 
cises  have  been  undertaken.

The  records  of  this 
year's  work  and  the  experience  gained  by 
the  able  women  who  carreid  the  idea  to 
success  will  simplify  the  work  of  future 
Baby  Welfare   Committees. 

The '  Roseville  Convention  was  a  credit 
to  the  able  and  enthusiastic  President  of 
the  Northern  District,  Mrs.  Bradford 
Woodbridge,  and  to  the  splendid,  big- 
hearted  women  who  are  asociated  with 
her  in  the  work.  Roseville's  signs  of  wel- 
come, Roseville's  cozy  homes,  Roseville's 
numerous  automobiles  tied  with  rosy  bows 
of  tulle  and  driven  by  Roseville's  ever  ready 
and  willing  men,  and  Roseville's  thoughtful 
and  efficient  hostesses  combined  to  make 
all  life  take  on  a  rose-colored  hue,  and  to 
keep  a  large  and  appreciative  delegation 
smiling  all  the  time  from  March  fifteenth 
until  the  eighteenth.  Nor  was  Roseville 
alone  in  its  hospitable  offerings,  for  all 
Placer  County  joined  in  a  welcome  and 
Placer  County  blossoms  and  a  delightful 
day  spent  with  the  club  women  of  Auburn 
added  never-to-be-forgotten  finishing 
touches  to  the  event.

A  program  full  of  vital  themes,  diversified 
by  unison  singing  and  presented  in  a  most 
business-like  way,  held  the  close  attention 
of  the  delegation,  even  of  those  who  were 
forced  to  remain  standing,  from  beginning 
to  end.  The  roll  of  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
four  clubs  was  called  by  the  Vice-president 
of  the  district,  Mrs.  Cate,  in  one  afternoon, 
and  the  two-minute  responses  would  make 
interesting  history.  I  regret  that  space 
does  not  permit  me  to  dwell  on  other  fea- 
tures of  the  program,  the  topics  relating 
to  the  home,  to  the  citizen,  to  legislation, 
and  the  co-operative  educational  adventure, 
and  that  I  can  but  mention  the  charming 
hospitality  of  the  residents  of  Hollywood. 
Long    will     happy     guests     remember     the 


banquet  presided  over  by  Mr.  Seward  A. 
Simons,  its  brilliant  and  most  pleasing 
toastmaster.  Mrs.  H.  A.  Cable  richly  de- 
serves the  congratulations  which  were 
showered  upon  her  because  of  the  success 
of  her  two  years'  work  in  this  big  club 
district. 

When  'tis  blossom  time  and  poppy  time 
in  the  Santa  Clara  Valley,  everybody  wants 
to  go  to  the  Santa  Clara  Valley,  and  the 
San  Francisco  district  delegates  went  in 
happy  humor  to  San  Jose  on  the  twenty- 
ninth.  Another  three-day  convention,  an- 
other well  organized  and  hospitable  Local 
Board,  more  stories  of  remarkable  achieve- 
ment told  in  three-minute  reports,  were  an- 
other evidence  of  the  growth  and  power  of 
the  Federation.  Mrs.  Percy  King,  the 
sweet-spirited,  capable  president  of  the  San 
Francisco  District,  has  won  the  love  and 
admiration  of  both  city  and  country  women 
during  her  two  busy  years  of  service. 

The  year's  conventions  have  proven  that 
women  are  growing  more  business-like  and 
less  wasteful  of  time,  but  I  have  been  im- 
pressed by  the  reports  of  the  Credentials 
Committees.  Is  it  not  too  bad  that  a  large 
percentage  of  credential  cards  are  incor- 
rectly filled  out  by  our  club  secretaries  and 
that,  in  consequence,  the  work  of  one.  of 
the  most  heavily  taxed  chairmen  in  our 
ranks  is  doubled?  May  we  not,  by  exer- 
cising a  little  care,  when  reading  directions 
on  cards,  eliminate  such  error  at  our  State 
Conventions? 

All  signs  point  to  success  at  Del  Monte, 
April  25-30.  My  dear  friends,  will  you  come 
prepared  to  stay,  if  possible,  until  the  close 
of  the  Memorial  Service  on  Sunday?  Each 
day's  program  will  be  of  special  interest, 
and  my  hope  is  that  a  happy,  busy,  united 
family  will  spend  one  whole  week  to- 
gether.

A  PILGRIMAGE  TO  THE  LANDMARKS  AT 

MONTEREY 


During  the  Monterey  meeting  of  the 
Federation,  at  Del  Monte,  this  month,  we 
will  have  the  privilege  of  visiting  Monterey 
and  making  a  pilgrimage  to  the  landmarks 
in  which  that  early  capital  of  the  State 
abounds.  Friday  afternoon,  the  28th,  has 
been  set  apart  by  the  program  committee 
for  this  unique  pleasure,  which  will  be  hap- 
pily combined  with  the  famous  seventeen- 
mile  drive  along  the  Bay  of  Monterey. 
Someone  will  be  ready  at  each  point,  to 
give  its  history  and  act  as  guide  to  the  pil- 
grims. A  brief  summary  of  what  is  in 
store  for  us  that  afternoon  makes  the  pulse 
beat  faster. 

First,  there  is  the  old  Mission  San  Carlos 
Borromeo  del  Carmelo  de  Monterey, 
founded  by  Fr.  Junipero  Serra,  1770,  near 
the   Bay,   but   removed,   the   next  year,   five 


miles  inland  to  the  lovely  valley  of  Car- 
melo, because  of  the  fertility  of  the  soil 
and  the  abundance  of  pure  water  at  that 
place,  and  also  because  the  Father  Presi- 
dent found  it  better  to  keep  his  Indian 
neophytes  further  away  from  the  Presidio 
of  Monterey,  with  its  careless  soldiers, 
whose  habits  did  not  always  contribute  to 
edification.  Abandoned  for  many  years, 
with  all  its  sacred  vessels,  pictures  and 
relics  removed  to  the  parish  church  of  San 
Carlos  de  Monterey,  little  remains  to  show 
the  prosperity  and  power  that  the  Mission 
enjoyed  for  years,  as  the  ecclesiastical 
headquarters  of  California.  From  its  foun- 
dation down  to  the  time  of  the  seculariza- 
tion of  the  missions,  it  was  the  residence 
of  the  Father  Presidents.  From  it  went 
forth    the    Franciscans,    on    their    work    of 
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civilizing  and  converting  the  natives,  and 
to  it  they  returned,  with  their  reports,  from 
the  twenty-two  missions  scattered  along 
the  country  from  San  Diego  to  Solano, 
each  one  a  center  of  religious  and  indus- 
trial training,  and  also  a  refuge  and  de- 
fense against  the  turbulence  and  rapacity 
of  the  newcomers,  who  needed  the  over- 
sight and  restraints  of  the  church  as  much 
as  did  the  simple-minded  Indians. 

Beloved,  above  all  others,  was  this  Mis- 
sion of  Carmel  by  Father  Serra.  It  was 
here  that  he  spent  his  last  years,  and  it 
was  from  Carmelo  on  August  28th,  1784, 
that  he  passed  on  his  last  quest,  promising 
his  weeping  friends  that  when  his  soul  ap- 
peared in  the  presence  of  his  Lord,  he 
would  plead  for  his  beloved  California. 
Here  in  the  Mission  lie  his  remains,  close 
to  the  altar,  and  near  those  of  Father 
Crespi  and  Father  Lassuen.  It  is  said  that, 
fifteen  of  the  early  Governors  of  California 
are  buried  in  the  old  cemetery  of  the  Mis- 
sion, near  by.  The  present  Mission  build- 
ing was  not  built  until  after  Father  Serra's 
death.  It  was  dedicated  in  1797.  After 
secularization,  it  fell  into  ruin  but  was  re- 
stored in   1884  and  the  present  roof  put  on. 

The  Church  of  San  Carlos  de  Monterey, 
built  in  1794  at  the  Presidio,  was  called 
the  Royal  Chapel  because  it  was  used  by 
the  King's  representatives,  the  Governors 
of  California.  Since  the  Mission  was  aban- 
doned in  1834,  it  has  been  the  parish  church 
of  Monterey.  The  interior  is  interesting 
principally  because  it  contains  so  much  of 
the  furnishings  of  the  old  Mission  and 
relics  of  Father  Serra,  which  were  used 
by  him  in  his  little  adobe  house  at  the  Mis- 
sion. The  Mission  record  books,  contain- 
ing all  the  baptisms,  marriages  and  deaths 
that  occurred  there,  are  here  preserved. 
Many  of  the  entries  were  written  by  Father 
Serra.  The  vertebrae  of  whales,  used  to 
pave  the  approach  to  San  Carlos,  serve  to 
remind  one  of  the  years  when  Monterey 
was  a  great  whaling  station. 

One  of  the  interesting  treasures  of  Mon- 
terey is  in  the  rear  of  the  church.  It  is  the 
trunk  of  the  great  live  oak  tree,  under 
which  was  was  celebrated  when  Vizcaino 
landed  on  the  shore  in  1602,  and  took  pos- 
session of  the  land  in  the  name  of  the 
King  of  Spain,  and  named  the  beautiful 
bay  in  honor  of  his  master  and  friend,  the 
Viceroy  of  Mexico,  the  Conde  de  Monterey. 
Under  this  same  tree  Father  Serra  cele- 
brated his  first  mass  at  Monterey,  when 
he  and  Portola  rediscovered  the  Bay  of 
Monterey  in  1770.  It  grew  in  the  south- 
east corner  of  the  Presidio  grounds.  A 
cross  was  erected  on  the  centenery  of 
Father  Serra's  mass,  June  3,  1870,  which 
was  later  replaced  by  the  present  granite 
monument.  On  the  death  of  the  tree  some 
years  ago,  its  trunk  was  covered  with 
cement  and  placed  in  the  rear  of  San 
Carlos,   with    an    appropriate    tablet. 

The  old  Custom  House  links  modern 
California  with  the  past.  Begun  in  1814.  it 
has     served     the     Spanish,     Mexican     and 


American  governments,  successively.  Over 
it  the  American  flag  was  raised  by  Com- 
modore John  Drake  Sloat,  when  he  took 
possession  of  Monterey,  July  7,  1846.  Aft- 
erwards the  naval  officers  occupied  the 
northern  end  of  the  building  and  the 
marines  were  quartered  in  the  center.  A 
brilliant  ball  was  given  there  by  the  officers 
of  the  Savannah.  Lieut.  W.  T.  Sherman 
occupied  the  Custom  House,  until  he  took 
up  his  quarters  in  the  small  house  near  by, 
that  has  a  tablet  which  reads,  "Headquar- 
ters of  Gen.  Sherman  and  Gen.  Halleck." 
The  Custom  House  has  been  restored  by 
the  State,  to  which  it  belongs,  and  is  now 
the  headquarters  for  the  societies  of  the 
Native  Sons  and  Daughters  of  the  Golden 
West. 

Near  what  is  known  as  the  Sherman 
House,  is  the  residence  of  Thomas  O.  Lar- 
kin,  who  came  to  Monterey  in  1832,  and 
opened  the  first  wholesale  and  retail  store. 
His  home  was  built  in  1834,  and  became  the 
center  of  political  and  social  life  in  Monte- 
rey. Appointed  consul  for  the  U.  S.  he  did 
more  to  induce  the  Californians  to  acquiesce 
in  the  change  from  Mexican  to  American 
rule,  than  any  one  else  in  Monterey.  He 
always  maintained  friendly  relations  with 
the  Californians  and  was  of  the  greatest 
service  during  the  trying  days  of  the  Bear 
Flag  Republic.  Gen.  Philip  Kearney  used 
this  house  as  headquarters  when  he  was 
commanding  the  Army  of  Occupation.  On 
the  same  street  is  the  House  of  the  Four 
Winds,  the  "Hall  of  Records"  of  the  early 
days,  now  the  Woman's  Club  House. 

Colton  Hall  may  be  called  the  first  capital 
of  California,  as  it  was  there  that  the  con- 
stitutional convention  met  Sept.  1st,  1849. 
It  was  built  by  the  Rev.  Walter  Colton,  a, 
chaplain  in  the  navy,  who  was  appointed 
provisional  Alcalde  by  Com.  Stockton,  July 
28,  1846,  and  who  was  afterwards  elected  to 
the  same  office.  He  had  the  honor  of  hold- 
ing the  first  jury  trial  in  California,  Sept.  4, 
1846. 

The  old  theatre  is  an  adobe  building, 
originally  used  as  a  warehouse,  but  after- 
wards transformed  into  a  theatre,  where  a 
good  stock  company  delighted  the  citizens 
of  Monterey  during  the  winter  of  1849-50. 
It  is  said  that  Jennie  Lind  sang  here.  The 
scenery  is  curious. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  places  in 
Monterey  is  the  house  in  which  Robert 
Louis  Stevenson  lived  during  the  year  of 
1879,  when,  as  he  described  the  town,  "it 
was  a  place  of  two  or  three  streets,  econom- 
ically paved  with  sea-sand,  and  two  or  three 
lanes,  which  were  water  courses  in  the  rainy 
season,  and  were  at  all  times,  rent  up  by 
fissures  four  or  five  feet  deep.  The  houses 
were,  for  the  most  part,_  built  of  unbaked 
adobe  brick,  many  of  them  old  for  so  new  a 
country,  some  of  very  elegant  proportions, 
with  low,  spacious,  shapely  rooms,  and 
walls  so  thick,  that  the  heat  of  summer 
never  dried  them  to  the  heart."  Of  the 
long  walks  that  he  loved  to  take  while  there, 
he   said,   "A   great  faint   sound   of  breakers 
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House  of  the  Four  Winds,  Hall  of  Records,  1848 


follows  you  high  up  into  the  inland  canyons, 
the  roar  of  the  waters  dwells  in  the  clean 
empty  rooms  of  Monterey  as  in  a  shell  upon 
the  chimney.  Go  where  you  will,  you  have 
but  to  pause,  and  listen  to  hear  the  voice  of 
the  Pacific."  A  lovely  poem  on  Monterey 
by  him  adorns  the  fountain  near  Colton 
Hall. 

Other  points  of  interest  are  the  Presidio; 
the  Sloat  monument;  the  Serra  monument, 
erected  by  Mrs.  Stanford;  the  home  of  Gov. 
Alvarado;  the  first  frame  building  in  the 
state;  the  old  Pacific  Hotel  built  in  1834,  at 
present  used  by  the  Salvation  Army;  the 
First  Masonic  Temple  in  the  state  and  the 
Sherman  rose  tree.  We  will  see  them  all 
and  the  beautiful  modern  city  of  Monterey, 
too,  which  does  not  much  resemble  what 
Dana  in  the  "Pilgrim"  saw  in  1836,  when  he 
described  it  as  "a  huddle  or  cluster  of  adobe 
houses,  whitewashed  and  red-tiled,  set  at 
random  around  the  Presidio,  which  held  a 
garrison  of  eighty  men." 

From  the  day  in  which  Portola  and 
Father    Serra    brought    the    beginnings    of 


church  and  state  to  Monterey,  down  to  the 
discovery  of  gold,  Monterey  held  the  center 
of  the  stage  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  It  was 
the  headquarters  of  civil  and  religious  rule, 
and  the  life  of  the  capital  was  full  of  color 
and  romance  and  stirring  adventure.  It 
has  always  charmed  those  whose  fortune 
brought  them  within  its  influence.  It  has 
been  a  well-loved  place  and  the  time  we 
spend  there  will  remain  a  dearly  prized 
memory  all  our  lives. 

"Green  is  the  way  to  Monterey, 
And  once,  upon  a  wandering  day, 
With   breath   of  mist  and  flash   of  sky, 
My  feet  were  where  the  green  ways  lie — 
My  soul  unleashed,  my  heart  at  play, 
Upon  the  road  to  Monterey. 

Madre  de  dios,  keep  for  me 

My  dream  of  hill  and  sky  and  sea — 

The  green  ways  where  my  path  was  set, 

The  gay  guitar  and  Castanet, 

And  stars  that  hailed  at  close  of  day, 

The  sunset  roofs  of  Monterey."

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REPORT  OF  NORTHERN  DISTRICT  CONVENTION

The  Fourteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Northern  District  was  held  in  Roseville 
March  15-18. 

In  some  ways  this  convention  differs  from 
others.  It  is  not  often  that  a  convention 
is  held  in  the  home  city  of  the  presiding 
officer.  This  circumstance  has  its  draw- 
backs, it  also  has  its  advantages.  Roseville 
is  glad  to  have  had  the  privilege  of  enter- 
taining this  gathering  of  women;  it  is  glad 
to  claim  the  President  of  the  District  as 
a  resident.  This  was  a  convention  of  dem- 
ocracy— the  program  was  given  by  club 
presidents,  delegates  and  district  chairmen; 
this  was  a  convention  from  the  floor,  not 
from  the  platform,  one  in  which  every  wo- 
man present  felt  herself  a  part.  The  con- 
vention opened  on  time  and  closed  on  time, 
with  time  for  discussion,  time  for  all  re- 
ports whether  delivered  personally  or  by 
letter,  time  for  every  club  president  to  give 
her  message.  The  presentation  of  this 
three-days'  program  proved  that  women 
have  learned  to  use  time  to  the  greatest 
possible  advantage,  to  express  themselves 
briefly  and  to  the  point:  "Sparing  in  words 
and  prolific  in  ideas."  There  were  no  im- 
ported speakers  and  all  were  club  women; 
orators  were  conspicuous  by  their  absence. 

The  spirit  of  harmony  and  co-operation 
pervaded  the  atmosphere  of  the  entire  con- 
vention. 

Among  the  numerous  greetings  from  afar 
came  a  happy  message  from  our  beloved 
past  president  of  the  State,  Mrs.  Jas.  W. 
Orr,  and  also  a  friendly  greeting  from  the 
wonderful  little  president  of  the  General 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  Mrs.  Anna 
J.  H.  Pennybacker.  She  wrote: 
My  Dear  Friends: 

How  I  wish  I  might  accept  the  kind  in- 
vitation of  your  president  and  enjoy  with 
you  the  District  meeting!  Since  this  is  im- 
possible, let  me  express  first  my  sorrow  and 
profound  sympathy  in  the  loss  you  sustained 
in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Emily  Hoppin;  you  are 
showing  the  place  she  held  in  your  affec- 
tions in  your  increased  zeal  and  your  de- 
termination to  accomplish  the  results  upon 
which   she  had  set  her  heart. 

I  hope  many  of  you  are  coming  to  the 
Biennial  in  New  York  and  that  I  may  there 
have  the  pleasure  of  looking  into  your  kind 
faces  and  gathering  inspiration  from  your 
unfailing  loyalty  to  the  Federation.

Words  of  greeting  were  given  in  person 
by  Mrs.  E.  D.  Knight,  who  is  making  a 
host  of  friends  as  she  goes  among  the  clubs, 
Mrs.  A.  F.  Jones,  vice  president  of  the  State, 
but  better  known  to  us  as  the  former  presi- 
dent of  the  Northern  District,  Mrs.  Fisher 
R.  Clark  of  the  Alameda  District,  whose 
timely   advice   to   "keep   smiling"   was      the

slogan  adopted  by  all.  Mrs.  G.  W.  McCoy 
brought  greetings  from  the  past  presidents 
of  the  District  in  the  form  of  beautiful 
boquets  of  carnations.  She  also  presented 
Mrs.  Bradford  Woodbridge  with  a  beauti- 
ful ligum  vitae  gavel.  Mrs.  A.  E.  Brower 
of  the  local  board  extended  the  cordial 
greetings  of  the  Roseville  women. 

Education  was  the  keynote  of  the  entire 
program,  and  as  each  department  chairman 
presented  her  work  it  was  easily  discerned 
that  it  was  education  along  a  specific  line. 

There  was  a  different  conference  on  each 
day  under  the  leadership  of  the  chairmen  of 
the  Music.  Art  and  Health  Departments. 
The  music  leader,  Mrs.  Mary  Carrington 
Miller,  demonstrated  what  it  meant  to  a 
community  to  raise  fhe  standard  of  its 
music  and  to  create  the  desire  for  more  and 
better  music.  During  this  conference  the 
YrekaClub  was  awarded  the  Walton  Cup 
for  the  third  time,  which  entitles  that  club 
to  permanent  ownership.  Mrs.  B.  F.  Wal- 
ton has  offered  another  cup  to  be  awarded 
similarly. 

The  music  study  programs  submitted 
showed  that  clubs  are  making  splendid 
strides  in  the  serious  study  of  compositions 
and  music  history.  The  result  is  an  ever- 
increasing  interest  in  better  music  and  a 
grownig  desire  for  the  more  classical  style. 
The  talking  machine  is  of  the  greatest  as- 
sistance to  such  a  study  program. 

The  music  numbers  of  this  convention 
were  particularly  fine,  each  session  allow- 
ing time  for  either  vocal  of  instrumental 
numbers.  The  cenvention  opened  with  the 
Invocation.  "Great  Chief  of  the  Valley," 
sung  by  Mrs.  Walter  Longbotham.  state 
chairman  of  music,  and  formally  adjourned 
with  the  community  song  or  "Aul  Lang 
Syne,"  lead   by  the   Women's   Chorus. 

The  art  conference  under  the  leadership 
of  Miss  Mary  Patten,  chairman,  attracted  a 
large  gathering  of  women,  to  see  for  the 
first  time  the  Traveling  Art  Exhibit  of  the 
Northern  District.  It  consists  of  thirty-one 
pictures  mostly  photographic  reproduc- 
tions of  some  of  the  paintings  by  Ameri- 
can artists  at  the  P.  P.  I.  E.  This  traveling 
collection  started  on  its  visit  to  the  clubs 
immediatelv  after  the  close  of  the  conven- 
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and  much  pleasure  will  it  afford  those  re- 
mote clubs  where  such  collections  are  not 
frequent  visitors.  It  is  expected  that  it 
will  grow  in  numbers  as  finances  permit. 
Miss  Patten,  as  an  artist  herself,  is  especi- 
ally well  qualified  to  present  the  work  of 
other  artists  with  a  sympathetic  under- 
standing. 

On  the  third  day  of  the  convention  Dr. 
Leila  Beebe,  chairman  of  health,  urged  the 
importance  of  her  department,  and  this  con- 
ference held  much  of  vital  interest  to  all. 
She  declared  there  is  no  excuse  for  typhoid 
fever  with  the  knowledge  available  of  how 
to  obtain  pure  water.  She  advised  club 
women  on  their  return  home  to  investigate 
the  food  supply  and  see  that  it  is  kept 
dustless  and  flyless,  to  inspect  the  bakeries 
and  meat  shops  and  see  that  no  tubercular 
meat  is  sold.  Dr.  Beebe  warned  her  audi- 
ence against  the  green  vegetables  that  are 
fertilized  by  human  sewage.  She  urged  a 
closer  watch  for  the  prevention  of  conta- 
gious diseases,  recommended  the  election  of 
more  efficient  health  officers  and  the  better 
enforcement  of  health  ordinances. 

These  fine  conferences  on  music,  art  and 
health  all  lead  by  women  who  have 
specialized  in  their  particular  line  may  well 
come  under  the  great  broad  heading  of 
Education. 

The  Department  of  Education  confined  its 
work  to  the  school  system.  Miss  Eillie 
Eaell,  district  Chairman,  and  Dr.  Margaret 
Schallenberger  McNaught,  State  Commis- 
sioner of  Elementary-  Schools,  handled  this 
phase  of  education  which  is  the  foundation 
for  broader  development.  The  plea  was 
made  for  the  club  women  to  lend  their  assis- 
tance to  the  school  system  by  spreading  the 
gospel  in  the  outlying  districts  of  consoli- 
dation of  rural  schools.  The  commission 
recommends  the  union  of  school  districts 
rather  than  the  union  district,  thus  permit- 
ting each  district  to  draw  its  usual  amount 
of  money  from  the  State  and  contribute  it 
to   the   consolidated   school. 

Mrs.  J.  T.  Royles,  literature  chairman, 
told  of  the  plan  for  the  Shakespearean 
pageant  to  be  given  at  the  State  convention 
in  Del  Monte  and  outlined  the  part  to  be 
taken  by  the  Northern  District  delegates. 
A  number  of  clubs  reported  on  Shakespeare 
days  that  were  planned  for  their  own  club 
programs. 

The  club  extension  report  given  by  Mrs. 
G.  W.  McCoy,  showed  a  healthy  growth  of 
the  District  in  numbers  now  totaling  58 
clubs  and  two  more  have  since  federated. 
So  there  are  60  stars  in  the  flag  of  the 
Northern  District. 

The  State  Endowment  Fund  raised  $140 
in  the  convention  to  place  the  name  of  Mrs. 
Emily  Hoppin  on  the  Founders'   Roll. 

Mrs.  Raglan  Tuttle.  chairman  of  peace, 
gave  a  brilliant  and  hopeful  talk  on  her  sub- 
ject which  is  at  present  a  slow  movement 
but  gaining  in  momentum.  Women,  de- 
clared  Mrs..   Tuttle,   should   lead   the   peace 


movement,  for  who  but  a  mother  can  know 
the  cost  or  worth  of  a  man. 

So  every  department  chairman  urged  the 
importance  of  her  work  and  each  seemed 
especially  fitted  for  the  part  she  had  under- 
taken. 

Mrs.  Annie  Little  Barry  played  an  impor- 
tant part  in  the  education  of  club  women 
by  giving  a  parliamentary  lesson  each  morn- 
ing at  8:15.  This  was  a  splendid  opportunity 
which  was  not  overlooked  by  the  energetic 
women. 

The  memorial  hour  was  a  most  impressive 
service  held  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Emily 
Hoppin  and  all  club  women  who  have  passed 
on.  The  service  opened  with  Chopin's 
"Funeral  March,"  by  Miss  Ruth  Pepper, 
organist.  Report  of  Necrology,  by  Mrs. 
J.  B.  deGolyer;  "Lead  Kindly  Light,"  Wo- 
men's Chorus;  "Eulogy  of  Mrs.  Emily  Hop- 
pin, by  Mrs.  C.  W.  Thomas;  "O  Rest  in  the 
Lord,"  sung  by  Mrs.  Longbotham;  "Cross- 
ing the  Bar,"  Mrs.  J.  T.  Royles;  Memorial 
Silence  which  ended  with  the  chanted  Amen. 

The  evening  features  of  the  convention 
were  always  happy,  sociable  and  hospitable. 
The  reception  on  Wednesday  was  greatly 
enjoyed.  Mrs.  E.  D.  Knight  made  the 
address  of  the  evening,  "How  the  Other 
Half  Learns,"  and  she  won  many  hearts  by 
her  pleasing  and  earnest  manner.

Etta  Emlay  Pierce,  gave  several  numbers 
which  proved  very  interesting. 
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authentic  in  form  and 
style. 
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OnThursday  the  visitors  enjoyed  a  grand 
concert  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Mary 
Carrington  Miller.  A  more  excellent  pro- 
gram was  never  given  for  a  District  conven- 
tion and  it  is  one  of  which  the  Music  De- 
partment may  well  be  proud  and  may 
further  rejoice  in  the  knowledge  that  the 
artists  on  the  program  belong  to  the  North- 
ern District.  This  was  a  convention  of  the 
District,  for  the  District  and  by  the  District. 
On  Friday  evening  local  talent  staged  a 
little  comedy  sketch  which  was  enjoyed,  and 
this  was  followed  by  an  illustrated  lecture 
on  forestry  by  Mrs.  J.  T.  Royles,  showing 
beautiful  slides  loaned  to  her  by  the  Na- 
tional government  to  aid  in  educating  the 
people  in  the  conservation  of  forests. 

A  pretty  Irish  tea  was  served  on  Friday 
afternoon,  March  17,  by  the  neighboring 
clubs  of  Rocklin,  Lincoln  and  Sheridan.

Enroute  the  ladies  were  received  at  the 
home  of  Mr.  Dana  Perkins  where  they  had 
the  rare  opportunity  of  seeing  a  valuable 
collection  of  antique  furniture  and  of  hear- 
ing its  history. 

The  ride  on  to  Auburn  and  return 
through  Newcastle  was  delightful,  the 
orchards  were  blooming  in  various  colors 
and  the  green  hills  were  never  more  bril- 
liant. Luncheon  was  served  at  Auburn  by 
the  Auburn  Club  assisted  by  the  Newcastle 
Delphian  Study  Club  and  proved  a  delight- 
ful affair.  Mrs.  Geo.  W.  Hamilton  presided 
as  toastmistress  and  loosed  a  flood  of  witty 
speeches  when  she  called  on  some  of  the 
prominent  club  women  gathered  at  the  head 
table.

The  location  of  the  Hollywood  clubhouse 
for  the  entertainment  of  a  Convention  was 
ideal,  being  situated  on  a  five-cent  car  serv- 
ice in  the  midst  of  beautiful  homes  and  in 
close  proximity  to  the  Hotel  Hollywood, 
famed  afar  for  its  homelike  atmosphere  and 
delightful  cuisine.  The  local  board,  headed 
by  the  club  president,  Mrs.  Edward  Win- 
terer, and  the  chairman  of  general  arrange- 
ments, and  Miss  Jessica  Lawrence,  antici- 
pated every  wish  of  officer  and  delegate.

COUNCIL  OF  PRESIDENTS 

One  of  the  most  inspiring  features  of  the 
Los  Angeles  District  Convention  was  the 
President's  Council,  held  the  afternoon  pre- 
ceding the  formal  opening. 

The  first  hour  was  devoted  to  a  round 
table  on  Federation,  when  the  following 
subjects  were  discussed: 

Why  a  Club  Woman? 

Why  a  Federation? 

State  and  District  Federations. 

The  Federation  Secretary. 

The  first  question  was  interestingly  an- 
swered by  Mrs.  W.  C.  Mushet,  Past  District 
President,  with  whom  we  agreed  that  it  was 
sufficient  reason  for  being  a  club  woman  if 
by  that  experience  and  association  we  were 
made  better  home-makers,  more  understand- 
ing wives,  broader  visioned  members  of  so- 
ciety and  truer  mothers. 

Mrs.  A.  J.  Lawson,  President  of  the 
Southern  District,  said  in  speaking  on  "Why 
a  Federation." 

"We  federate  because  we  are  women  liv- 
ing in  the  twentieth  century  and  because  we 
are  American  women.  In  federating  we  do 
not  lose  our  individuality,  but  we  learn  to 
unite  so  as  to  know  better  how  to  develop 
that  individuality.  The  federation  gives  us 
a  place  to  work,  to  do  something  for  some- 
body and  the  world  needs  people  who  really 
do  things." 

The  reasons  for  district  federation  were 
ably  and  clearly  set  forth  by  Mrs.  Robert 
J.  Burdette,  who  is  known  as  the  Mother  of 
Federation  in  California,  and  is  most  compe- 
tent to  explain  to  us  all  the  "ins"  and  "outs" 
of  organization.  When  Mrs.  Burdette  said: 
"When  you  build  a  barb-wire  fence  around 
yourself  in  this  world  you  shut  out  vastly 
more  than  you  shut  in."  The  sentiment  met 
with  the  heartiest  approval. 

The  Federation  Secretary,  her  work  and 
her  place  in  Federation  is  something  new  in 
our  organization,  but  so  clever  was  the  ap- 
peal for  her  and  so  necessary  was  her  work 
made  to  appear  by  Mrs.  Charles  H.  Spence 
that  no  one  doubted  that  the  Federation 
Secretary  has  come  to  stay. 

The  response  to  the  roll  call  indicates  the 
tremendous  value  of  the  presidents  meet- 
ing together,  for.  although  each  speaker 
was  limited  to  two  minutes,  the  impression 
left  by  many  was  as  far-reaching  as  some  of 
the  fifteen-minute  addresses. 

The  wisdom  of  the  program  committee  in 
arranging  such  a  number,  was  manifested 
by  the  fact  that  not  one  president  passed 
up  the  privilege  of  narrating  what,  to  her 
mind,  was  the  best  work  her  club  was  doing. 

The  enthusiasm  and  inspiration  of  that 
meeting  will  long  be  recalled,  and  the  briefly

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Near  Riverside,  where  many  thousands  annu- 
ally worship  at  the  sunrise  Easter  services 
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outlined  plans  of  the  many  successful  organ- 
izations aroused  so  much  interest  that  a 
quiz-box  might  profitably  have  resulted 
therefrom. 

There  is  a  lingering  question  in  the  minds 
of  many  delegates,  as  to  the  advisability  of 
curtailing  the  time  of  so  important  a  phase 
of  a  convention. 

If  so  great  impetus  is  given  the  broaden- 
ing of  our  work,  through  these  hurriedly 
expressed  resumes,  might  not  still  greater 
benefit  result  from  an  entire  day  devoted 
to  the  council? 

A  greater  efficiency  was  also  to  be  noted 
in  the  presidents  themselves — a  noticeable 
ability  to  condense  and  concentrate,  which 
results  from  training  and  an  exercise  of  the 
talents,  which,  in  many  women,  lie  dor- 
mant until  called  into  action  in  women's 
clubs. 

Another  phase  of  that  memorable  meeting 
was  the  absolute  justice  of  the  plan  and  the 
desire  of  the  presidents  to  comply,  even  to 
the  cutting  of  a  word  in  two,  if  the  gavel 
fell  on  a  syllable. 

At  the  councils,  held  in  conjunction  with 
the  District  Board  meetings,  there  is  limited 
time,  and  an  impossibility  of  all  clubs  being 
represented;  while,  if  a  day  were  devoted 
to  this  form  of  reports  at  the  convention, 
every  club  would  catch  the  wonderful  en- 
thusiasm resulting  from  a  council  so  wisely 
planned  as  March  twenty-first.  Speed  the 
day  when  such  an  order  of  the  day  will  be 
an  established  fact. 

The  President's  Council  at  the  Hollywood 
convention  formed  the  background  of  the 
best  and  most  enthusiastic  meeting  the  Los 
Angeles  District  has  to  her  credit,  thanks  to 
Mrs.  Herbert  A.  Cable,  whose  graciousness 
and  love  of  fair  play  will  long  be  cherished 
by  thirteen  thousand  club  women. 


FORMAL  OPENING 

The  formal  opening  of  the  Los  Angeles 
District  Convention  took  place  Tuesday 
evening  at  the  Hollywood  Clubhouse,  under 
most  distinguished  auspices,  with  Mrs.  Her- 
bert A.  Cable,  District  President,  presiding 
and  delivering  an  effective  address.  As  at 
other  sessions  of  the  convention,  Mrs. 
Cable's  utterances  were  compact,  terse,  yet 


keenly  relative  to  the  subject  and  condi- 
tions. 

Mrs.  Edward  Winterer,  President  of  the 
Hollywood  Woman's  Club,  gave  a  kindly 
and  gracious  address  of  welcome  to  the 
delegates,  opening  the  club  doors  and  the 
club  hearts  with  beautiful  hospitality. 

She  was  followed  by  Mrs.  Haines  W. 
Reed,  former  State  Chairman  of  Press,  who 
responded  ably  for  the  delegates.  She  rep- 
resented the  Southern  California  Woman's 
Press  Club. 

Greetings  from  the  State  President,  Mrs. 
Edward  Dexter  Knight,  were  cleverly  given 
and  she  received  an  ovation  as  did  Mrs. 
Josiah  Evans  Cowles,  California's  candidate 
for  the  office  of  General  Federation  Presi- 
dent. Mrs.  Cowles  made  the  response  to  a 
clever  talk  given  on  "Our  Candidate,"  by 
Mrs.  O.  Shepard  Barnum,  member  of  the 
General   Federation   Board  for  many  years. 

A  beautifully-balanced  musical  program 
was  given  by  Charles  Henry  de  la  Plate, 
basse  chantante,  a  singer  of  note,  accompa- 
nied by  Miss  Mary  Legrand  at  the  piano. 

A  reception,  tendered  by  the  Hollywood 
Woman's  Club,  was  held  following  the  pro- 
gram, with  representative  women  of  the  dis- 
trict board  and  of  the  Hollywood  Club  in 
the  receiving  line.  The  quiet,  gentle  courte- 
sies of  the  hostess  club  will  be  remembered 
with  pleasure  by  the  delegates. 


DISTRICT  PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS 

Individual  service  and  co-operation  of 
workers  was  the  central  thought  of  the 
opening  address  of  the  District  President, 
Mrs.  Herbert  A.  Cable.  She  said  the  past 
in  Federation  has  been  valuable  and  should 
not  be  underestimated,  but  it  has  been 
valuable  only  as  it  has  pointed  the  way  and 
led  up  to  the  present,  and  the  present  is 
valuable  only  as  it  has  laid  a  foundation  for 
the  future.  For  Federation  is  a  live  and 
growing  force  and  its  spirit  is  one  that 
looks  into  the  future  and  builds  for  the 
future. 

Woman  should  never  allow  herself  to  see 
today  and  its  work  as  the  end  to  be  sought. 
It  is  peculiarly  ours  to  see  in  today  and  its 
work  only  a  preparation  for  tomorrow. 
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In  futurity  alone  lies  our  aim  and  our 
hope.  We  believe  that  this  Federation  of 
women  is  in  reality  a  movement  that  has 
for  its  foundation  and  the  reason  for  its 
existence  a  principle  that  lies  as  deep  in 
our  hearts  and  is  as  persistent  as  the  in- 
stinct of  motherhood  itself.  Search  our 
outlines  of  study,  read  the  records  of  our 
activities,  and  what  do  you  find? — effort 
which,  thought  it  may  be  scattered  and  in- 
efficient, is  always  constructive  in  its  in- 
tent; conservation  and  preservation,  not 
only  of  and  for  our  own,  but  which  reaches 
out  to  include  the  whole  of  humanity  and 
which  looks  to  the  development  of  that 
humanity  with  its  attendant  conditions  and 
surroundings.  In  other  words,  the  mother 
of  the  family,  the  home  maker,  the  house- 
keeper, is  becoming  by  means  of  this  great 
constructive  human  movement  the  ideal 
race  mother,  the  real  home  maker  for  hu- 
manity, the  true  housekeeper  in  "the  house 
our  world  which  we  keep  for  God." 

The  two  years'  work  and  effort  which  we 
have  given  to  this  cause  may  be  likened  to 
a  bit  of  building  in  this  great  temple  of 
service,  and  in  itself  would  not  be  worthy 
of  notice,  but  because  of  the  loyalty  and 
devotion  of  our  co-workers  the  enthusiasm 
and  willingness  to  accept  and  carry  out 
every  plan  proposed  the  unstinted  contri- 
bution of  time,  health  and  strength  of  each 
individual  officer  and  chairman,  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  all  club  women  in  the  dis- 
trict, and  the  utmost  kindliness  and  friend- 
liness of  the  women  of  the  press — all  this 
has  been  the  alchemy  which  has  transmuted 
this  bit  of  building  into  a  precious  stone 
which  glows  with  the  light  of  unselfish 
service  and  scintillates  with  a  thousand  rays 
of  kindly  deeds,  loving  thoughts  and  golden 
companionship  and  friendship. 


PEACE  AND  PATRIOTISM 
The  Wednesday  Morning  program  had  a 
new  note  in  its  presentation  of  the  subject, 
"Patriotism  and  Citizenship."  It  began 
with  "The  Pageant"  of  Mrs.  Seaver.  chair- 
man of  History  and  Landmarks,  which  de- 
picted the  peopling  of  California,  and  which 
made  a  very  good  prelude  for  the  message 
of  Zona  Gale's  story,  the  principal  theme  of 
which  was  internationalism. 


The  chairmen  of  Political  Science,  of  Civ- 
ics and  of  Peace,  indicated  the  result  of 
their  year's  work  in  the  Federation  as  an 
awakening  to  new  ideals  of  citizenship, 
through  devotion  to  the  every  day  prob- 
lems of  community  life,  and  the  ideals  of 
patriotism  as  not  only  the  glorification  of 
our  own  country,  but  the  joining  of  the 
hopes  of  the  United  States  to  all  the  coun- 
tries of  the  world  in  the  interest  of  hu- 
manity. 

"The  Friendship  Village"  story  read  by 
its  author.  Zona  Gale,  was  received  with  ap- 
preciation not  only  for  its  humor  and  the 
portrayal  of  the  familiar  characters  of  the 
other  Friendship  Village  stories,  but  be- 
cause its  deeper  message  was  that  of  hu- 
manity. The  call  of  the  world  for  a  true 
brotherhood  of  man.  Not  a  brotherhood 
of  the  men  of  the  United  States,  nor  a 
brotherhood  of  the  men  of  France,  or  of 
Great  Britain — but  of  all  together,  repre- 
senting the  true  Christian  brotherhood  of 
all  the  world,  which  gave  meaning  to  the 
title  of  the  story,  "Folk." 

The  thought  of  all  the  speeches  of  the 
morning  was  emphasized  by  Mrs.  Simons 
in  "Preparedness  for  Peace."  in  which  she 
indicated  that  the  danger  which  threatened 
the  United  States  at  this  time  was  not  the 
foes  without,  as  there  was  probably  no 
nation  in  the  world  that  either  desired  to 
or  could  attack  the  United  States  at  this 
time,  nor  in  the  immediate  future.  This  is 
the  time  to  use  good  judgment  and  not  to 
decide  hastily  to  imitate  European  nations 
at  the  expense  of  democratic  ideals.  The 
danger  that  confronts  the  United  States  is 
that  we  may  lose  sight  of  the  ideals  on 
which  this  republic  was  founded,  and  that 
we  may  imitate  Europe  in  its  militarism  and 
aristocratic  ideals  of  government.  We 
should  demand  that  before  further  appro- 
priation is  made  for  so-called  "prepared- 
ness" that  there  should  be  an  investigation 
of  how  the  money  already  appropriated  has 
been  spent.  We  should  insist  that  private 
profit  be  taken  out  of  the  manufacture  of 
munitions  of  war.  If  this  were  done,  much 
of  the  greed  for  military  preparedness 
would  die  away. 

Preparedness  for  peace  lies  in  the  hope 
that  the  United  States  may  seize  the  great- 
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est  moral  opportunity  that  any  nation  ever 
had;  when  the  nations  of  Europe,  torn  and 
bleeding  from  the  ravages  of  the  war,  will 
be  willing  to  listen,  if  ever,  to  a  suggestion 
for  gradual  disarmament  and  for  an  inter- 
national agreement,  looking  to  arbitration 
and  conciliation  of  international  disputes. 

This  is  the  great  opportunity  which  will 
be  before  the  United  States,  and  which  it 
cannot  seize  if  its  own  hands  are  not  clean 
and  its  heart  pure  from  the  ambition  to 
enter  into  competition  with  the  foreign  na- 
tions in  the  matter  of  increased  armament. 

The  whole  tone  of  the  morning  was  a 
plea  for  the  highest  type  of  citizenship  and 
patriotism,  and  an  emphasis  on  a  broad 
outlook,  not  only  for  national  glory,  but  of 
progress  in  humanity  and  civilization  for 
the  whole  world. 


WELFARE 


The  fine  keynote  sounded  at  the  Wednes- 
day morning  session  was  well  sustained  in 
the  afternoon  program  (presented  to  an 
audience  which  filled  the  clubhouse  audi- 
torium to  its  full  capacity),  which  opened 
with  unison  singing,  one  of  the  much  en- 
joyed features  of  the  convention. 

After  routine  business  and  a  parliament- 
ary contest  (conducted  by  Mrs.  W.  J.  Glea- 
son),  in  which  all  participating  showed 
great  proficiency,  Mrs.  Ella  Hamilton  Dur- 
ley,  press  chairman,  paid  a  fine  and  well 
deserved  tribute  to  the  press  women,  their 
aims  and  ideals,  and  declared  that  their  able 
work  was  rapidly  removing  all  former  an- 
tagonism to  them  and  was  bringing  the 
recognition  which  was  their  iust  due. 

Mrs.  Blankenburg  of  Philadelphia  and 
general  federation  fame,  brought  a  bright 
and  encouraging  message  of  the  progress 
made  by  and  for  women  through  club  and 
federation  work. 

"The  Child  and  the  Home"  was  the  great 
theme  for  discussion  for  the  afternoon  (and 
was  presented  from  various  standpoints). 

Mrs.  J.  M.  Tanner,  assistant  chairman  of 
Home  Economics,  spoke  of  "The  Baby  in 
the  Home,"  and  emphasized  the  need  of  right 
environment  and  home  atmosphere  for  the 
young  child.  Many  parents  do  not  realize 
that  the  first  five  years  of  a  child's  life  are 
the  most  important  in  forming  character 
and  fixing  habits  for  good  or  ill. 

"Practical  Philanthropy,"  presented  by 
Mrs.  F.  B.  Kuck,  likewise  resolved  itself 
into  a  plea  for  better  conditions  for  moth- 
ers and  children. 

Dr.  Maud  Wilde,  public  health  chairman, 
who  carried  Baby  Week  to  such  splendid 
success,  made  a  strong  plea  for  better 
health  conditions  for  mothers  and  pros- 
pective mothers,  and  spoke  convincingly  of 
the  injustice  of  enforced  motherhood  upon 
women  who  are  physically,  mentally  or 
financially  incapable  of  bearing  such  re- 
sponsibility. 

Dr.  Margaret  Clark,  under  the  interesting 
and  inspiring  title,  "Better  Babies,"  em- 
phasized  chiefly   the   requisites   for  parent- 


hood, and  declared  that  parenthood  some 
day  in  the  future  will  be  considered  in  the 
light  of  a  sacred  profession  for  which  men 
and  women  must  prepare  themselves.  The 
marvelous  results  achieved  by  improved 
methods  of  stock  breeding  and  horticulture, 
which  have  so  engrossed  the  minds  of  men, 
are  but  the  faint  foreshadowings  of  the 
wonderful  possibilities  of  enlightened  and 
purified  parenthood. 

The  very  title  of  the  fine  address  given 
by  Mrs.  Knight,  State  Federation  president, 
"The  Other  Woman,"  was  thought-provok- 
ing (and  will  long  remain  in  the  minds  of 
all  who  heard  her).  She  made  a  powerful 
plea  for  sisterhood,  co-operation  (mutual 
interest),  good-will  and  sympathy  among 
women  for  each  other — and  since  "the  other 
woman"  means  every  woman,  the  whole 
field  of  industrial,  economic,  home  and  re- 
ligious life  will  be  affected  by  our  attitude 
toward  her  and  her  children. 

Mrs.  F.  M.  Noel  (representing  the  Wom- 
an's Trade  Union  League  of  Los  Angeles) 
made  a  rousing  appeal  for  women  in  indus- 
try, especially  for  those  in  her  own  com- 
munity. She  urged  the  interest  and  help  of 
the  convention  and  declared  that  "not  until 
you  take  your  women's  movement  across 
Main  street,  Los  Angeles,  to  the  other  side, 
will  it  fulfill  its  mission." 

Mrs.  Daisy  Houck,  business  manager.  Lo- 
cal Garment  Makers'  Union,  also  aroused 
great  enthusiasm,  and  gave  splendid  em- 
phasis to  all  that  the  preceding  speaker  had 
said.  "In  the  factories  where  shirt-waists 
are  made  for  20  cents  each,  we  stretch  out 
hands  toward  you.  What  will  you  do 
for  us?" 

The  entire  program  sounded  the  note  of 
service  and  uplift  and  made  paramount  the 
welfare  of  mother  and  child,  the  chief  asset 
of  the   State. 

The  twilight  musicale  made  a  restful  and 
fitting  close  for  this  stirring  and  inspiring 
afternoon. 


HUSBANDS'  BANQUET 

The  inauguration  of  a  new  feature  in  con- 
vention life,  the  banquet  in  honor  of  club 
husbands,  was  a  most  successful  event  and 
elicited  much  commendation  from  the  club 
women  as  well  as  from  the  husbands  who 
responded  enthusiastically  to  the  invitation 
and  contributed  most  willingly  to  the  pro- 
gram. 

The  souvenir  programs,  artistic  arrange- 
ment of  the  dining  room  and  the  beautiful 
floral  decorations  combining  in  exquisite 
taste  the  federation  colors  of  purpl_e  and 
gold  were  the  work  of  Mrs.  M.  E.  Cason 
and  her  competent  committee  from  the  hos- 
tess club  membership. 

Mr.  Seward  A.  Simons  and  Mr.  Charles 
Farwell  Edson  assisted  the  program  com- 
mittee in  all  arrangements,  Mr.  Simons  act- 
ing- as  toastmaster,  which  position  he  filled 
most  admirably.

Again  the  spirit  of  the  occasion  was  co- 
operation— the  toasts  by  both  men  and 
women  speakers  emphasizing  the  necessity 
of  a  more  complete  understanding  of  the 
relative  value  of  man's  and  woman's  work 
in  the  world  today  and  for  a  larger  field 
wherein  both  may  work. 

We  are  learning  that  community  work  to 
be  successful  must  rally  to  its  ranks  both 
men  and  women. 

Mr.  Samuel  T.  Clover,  editor  of  the 
Graphic,  was  inclined  to  give  woman  the 
larger  share  of  influence  and  responsibility, 
and  we  hardly  knew  ourselves  in  the  ideal 
beings  he  eulogized,  but  Mr.  Simons 
brought  us  to  earth  with  a  thud  by  naming 
as  the  indispensable  comforts  of  the  home 
of  the  club  husband  of  today — El  Perco — 
El  Toasto  and  El  Comfo. 

Mrs.  Andrew  Stewart  Lobingier  paid  a 
high  tribute  to  club  husbands  and  to  hus- 
bands in  general,  which  was  echoed  in  the 
heart  of  every  woman  present  who  knew 
that  it  is  due  to  the  unselfish  and  unceasing 
effort  and  devotion  of  the  men  of  this  world 


that  women  have  the  leisure  time  and  the 
means  to  devote  to  the  interests  and  activi- 
ties of  the  world  at  large. 

Both  men  and  women  present  responded 
in  their  hearts  and  minds  to  the  appeal  of 
Mr.  John  H.  Francis,  Superintendent  of 
Public  Schools  in  Los  Angeles,  for  more 
thought  of,  and  for,  our  boys  and  girls, 
that  they  may  be,  not  only  trained,  but  de- 
veloped for  the  duties  of  citizenship  which 
they  will  take  up  tomorrow. 

Mr.  Edson  contributed  in  "Native  Songs" 
from  the  modern  poets  and  composers,  in- 
cluding one  of  his  own  recent  poems — an 
"Ode  to  California." 

Mrs.  L.  L.  Blankenburg  of  Philadelphia 
who  was  with  us  during  the  convention  and 
whose  kindly  presence  and  helpful  talks 
added  much  to  the  pleasure  and  profit  of  the 
program,  reminded  us  that  because  women 
had  been  shut  out  from  just  such  pleasures 
and  gatherings  in  the  past  that  we  had  de- 
cided to  have  our  own  "good  times"  and 
in  doing  so  had  perhaps  become  selfish,  but 
she  hoped  that  "better  times"  were  in  store 
for  all  of  us. 

Mrs.  E.  D.  Knight,  in  her  impromptu 
toast  to  the  Knights  of  Old,  was  most  hap- 
py and  complimentary  to  our  guests — the 
Knights  of  Today. 

Mrs.  Josiah  Evans  Cowles  fittingly  closed 
the  program  with  a  glimpse  into  The  Fu- 
ture. 

Delightful  music  was  rendered  during  the 
program  by  Mrs.  Lohmeyer,  a  member  of 
the  hostess  club  and  the  ever-popular  uni- 
son singing  opened  and  closed  the  evening's 
entertainment. 


"CONSERVATION    AND 
LEGISLATION" 

If  co-operation  is  the  slogan  of  the  Feder- 
ation, as  was  apparent  at  the  recent  Los  An- 
geles District  Convention,  conservation  is 
the  end  sought, — conservation  of  men. 
women  and  children  in  their  mental,  moral 
and  physical  well-being,  and  conservation 
of  nature's  resources  by  means  of  which 
civilization  exists  and  prospers. 

The  Conservation  and  Legislation  pro- 
gram, which  occupied  Thursday  morning, 
gave  a  prominent  place  to  Judge  Thomas 
P.  White,  Presiding  Judge  of  Los  Angeles 
Police  Court,  in  an  address  on  "Human 
Justice."  Fie  reinoculated  the  members  of 
the  convention  with  the  lamentable  fact, 
many  times  presented  to  them,  that  there  is 
neither  justice  nor  humanity  in  our  present 
penal  system,  but  rather  a  cruel  indiffer- 
ence on  the  part  of  society  to  the  crushing 
out  of  manhood  and  womanhood  that  is 
going  on  in  our  jails. 
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He  told  of  the  crowded  and  unsanitary 
condition  of  the  Los  Angeles  city  jail,  and 
of  the  deplorable  effect  on  the  women  pris- 
oners, of  lack  of  air,  of  facilities  for  per- 
sonal cleanliness,  of  privacy  or  of  healthful 
occupation  for  head  and  hands, — "a  den  of 
idleness,  where  good  and  bad  women  are 
caged  together  without  resource  or  inspira- 
tion." 

Judge  White  spoke  of  the  efforts  being 
made  by  the  Woman's  Court  under  his  juris- 
diction, and  of  other  women's  organizations, 
to  enlist  the  city  and  the  county  in  the 
establishment  of  an  Industrial  Home  for 
women  prisoners  and  a  County  Farm  for 
men  now  idling  in  jail. 

The  Status  of  Minimum  Wage  Legislation 
in  California  was  explained  by  Mrs.  Kathe- 
rine  Phillips  Edson,  who  is  a  member  of  the 
State  Industrial  Welfare  Commission,  and 
probably  the  best-informed  woman  in  the 
State  to  speak  on  that  subject.  The  Feder- 
ation having  passed  the  first  resolution,  call- 
ing for  a  State  Minimum  Wage  Commis- 
sion, Mrs.  Edson  was  glad,  she  said,  that  the 
federated  club  women  present  should  be  the 
first  to  learn  from  her  that  the  commission 
had  practically  completed  the  survey  in  the 
State  of  the  industries  in  which  women  are 
employed,  and  that  the  first  outcome  of  that 
survey  had  been  to  shorten  the  hours  of 
labor  to  ten  hours  per  day  (or  sixty  hours 
per  week),  and  to  fix  a  living  wage. 

A  survey  of  the  laundries  is  under  way 
as  to  wages,  sanitation,  and  the  effect  of 
different  kinds  of  machinery  on  the  workers. 
Mrs.  Edson  urged  support  of  the  Nolan  bill, 
which  is  calculated  to  reduce  the  interstate 
competition,  which  prevents  a  proper  adjust- 
ment of  wages  and  conditions  for  workers 
in  the  garment  shops  and  candy  factories. 

An  interesting  1  eport  was  given  by  Mrs. 
E.  R.  Brainerd.  Chairman  of  Conservation 
of  Waters,  on  the  recent  convention  of  the 
Inland  Waterways  Convention,  to  which 
she  was  a  delegate. 

The  plea  for  conservation  and  restoration 
of  our  forests  by  Mrs.  Charles  Wiley,  Chair- 
man of  Conservation  of  Forests,  embodied 
an  exquisite  talk  on  trees  that  the  club 
women  thoroughly  enjoyed. 

Mrs.  Harry  J.  Slater.  Chairman  of  Legis- 
lation, explained  the  pending  meritorious 
legislation  for  women  and  children  in  Cali- 
fornia, and  urged  that  club  women  in  this 
State  lend  their  support  to  the  enactment 
of  such  legislation  in  the  other  states  of  the 
L'nion. 


AN  ADVENTURE  IN  CO-OPERATION 

Thursday  afternoon  was  unique  in  sev- 
eral ways — in  the  number  of  speakers,  in 
some  perfect  three-minute  speeches,  in  unity 
amid  adversity  and  in  demonstrating  the  ef- 
ficiency of  combination.  All  of  which  was 
particularly  interesting,  as  the  district  fed- 
eration is  weighted  with  twice  the  number 
of  departments  of  the  General   Federation; 


when  it  seems  in  danger  of  toppling  over 
with  its  own  weight;  when  no  district  meet- 
ing can  be  long  enough  to  give  the  over- 
lapping departments  enough  time  on  the 
program. 

Thrusday  afternoon  was  devoted  to  the 
results  of  the  year's  endeavor  of  the  com- 
bined departments  of  Education^Social  and 
Industrial  Conditions  and  Country  Life — 
combined  to  work  for  adult  education  in 
town  and  country.  Swiftly  it  was  borne 
in  upon  us  that  we  were  the  adults  who 
were  getting  education — and  education  we 
needed. 

We  no  sooner  determined  that  the  Farm 
Bureau  and  the  Farm  Advisor,  were  our  due 
and  decided  to  find  out  how  to  claim  them 
than  our  thoughts  were  whisked  off  to  the 
Smith-Lever  fund  for  which  we  worked — 
worked  because  we  wanted  the  country 
women  to  have  the  advantage  of  federal 
educators  in  home  economics.  And  an- 
other determination  took  hold  of  us  when 
we  found  that  California  has  only  one 
teacher  and  her  assistant  for  all  the  farm 
homes  in  California!  And  why  do  other 
states  have  tomato  clubs  and  canning  clubs 
for  boys  and  girls  of  the  elementary  schools, 
while  California  only  teaches  high  school 
boys? 

But  no  time  to  linger  here  for  a  brilliant 
member  of  the  State  Board  of  Education 
skilfully  showed  us  that  if  we  do  not  want 
the  rural  districts  depopulated  we  must  make 
the  country  more  attractive  for  the  young, 
and  the  country  clubs  be^an  to  plan  for  the 
consolidation  of  their  weak  school  dis- 
tricts. 

Then  the  adult  immigrant  claimed  atten- 
tion while  we  were  told  how  numerous  he 
is,  how  few  opportunities  we  provide  for 
him  and  how  lavishly  we  spend  money  to 
punish  him  for  breaking  our  laws  which  he 
does  not  understand.  And  we  were  told 
how  to  play  a  better  part.  And  so  convinc- 
ingly and  so  sympathetically  was  it  pre- 
sented that  every  woman  sank  her  preju- 
dices and  resolved  to  lend  a  hand  to  open- 
ing night  schools  for  next  year — and  to  re- 
member the  immigrant  woman. 

And  just  here  the  big  generous  thing 
happened.  The  convention  gave  the  floor 
to  seven  organizations  outside  the  federa- 
tion! And  its  generosity  was  handed  back 
with  interest  by  the  seven  splendid  repre- 
sentatives who  told,  swiftly  and  vigorously, 
what  their  societies  were  doing  to  help 
make  Americans. 

The  Settlements.  Catholic  and  Protestant, 
with  their  intimate  touch  upon  the  home, 
with  music  and  with  neighborliness.  The 
Parent-Teacher  Association  bringing  the 
home  and  the  school  together.  The  Young 
Woman's  Christian  Association  with  its  for- 
eign workers,  the  Daughters  of  the  Ameri- 
can Revolution  touching  the  high  note  of 
citizenship.  Not  a  word  from  one  of  them 
of  personal  ambition — just  a  patriotic  joy 
in  co-operating  with  whoever  works  for  a 
better   America.      Surely,    many   adults    are 
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MUSICAL    PROGRAMME 

The  topic,  "America  First  in  Music,"  with 
American  composers'  works  formed  'the 
program  for  the  evening  musicale,  given 
Thursday,  March  23,  by  representatives  of 
four  of  the  music  clubs  of  the  federation  and 
was  well  received.  Each  one  of  the  strictly 
musical  clubs  of  the  federation  was  invited 
to  take  part  in  the  concert,  but  only  four 
of  the  seven  clubs  promising  to  take  part 
really  arrived.  Had  it  not  been  for  Har- 
monia  Club  representatives,  the  program 
would  have  been  exceedingly  brief.  Miss 
Coe  Martin  deserves  special  mention  for 
supplying  a  group  of  three  MacDowell 
numbers  on  a  moment's  notce.  which  she 
played  most  artistically,  in  addition  to  the 
group  in  the  printed  program. 

Unison  singing  during  the  convention  was 
very  much  enjoyed  by  those  taking  part, 
twenty-two  clubs  having  practiced  the  songs 
before  coming.  Miss  Pauline  Barr  and  Miss 
Ruth  Hitchcock,  violinists,  assisted  in  lead- 
ing with  the  piano.  The  place  which  it  oc- 
cupied in  the  program  was  unfortunate,  for 
it  should  have  been  used  for  a  rest  period 
between  the  heavier  subjects  when  everyone 
needed  a  change  for  a  few  moments  to  sweep 
away  the  weariness  which  comes  from  too 
long  application  to  one  subject  at  one  time. 

The  Chairman  of  Music  has  always  in- 
sisted that  music  should  never  be  used  for 
any  trivial  object,  making  a  mere  conven- 
ience of  it,  a  time  filler,  but  should  have  a 
real  purpose  and  be  taken  seriously  and  be 
well  placed  in  the  program  for  hearty  en- 
joyment, expending  just  as  much  thought 
upon  its  proper  setting  as  for  the  finest  and 
brainiest  address  that  was  ever  delivered. 
Until  music  is  so  regarded  we  shall  con- 
tinue to  offend  the  real  true  musicians  and 
belittle  the  beautiful  art  of  music. 


FEDERATION  STUNTS 

The  Federation  Secretary  Department  is 
one  of  the  most  promising  of  the  new  ideas 
launched  by  the  Los  Angeles  District.  It  is 
the  only  organized  department. 

If  wonder  existed  in  the  minds  of  the  sec- 
retaries as  to  what  their  duties  and  their 
usefulness  would  amount  to,  the  efficient 
guidance  of  the  Department  Chairman,  Mrs. 
D.  M.  Cate,  has  shown  them  that  the  possi- 
bilities of  this  office  are  limited  only  by  the 
ability  of  the  woman  filling  it. 

Fifty-four  Federation  Secretaries  attended 
the  Thursday  session  of  the  fifteenth  annual 
convention  of  the  Los  Angeles  District. 
They  stood  and  were  presented  as  a  depart- 
ment by  Mrs.  Cate  to  the  President,  Mrs. 
H.  C.  Cable.  After  her  acceptance  they 
gave  their  yell: 

Who.  who,  who  are  we? 

Federation  Secretaries  don't  you  see. 

Do,  do,  what  can  we  do? 

Every  club  elect  one  and  we'll  show  you. 

If  this  was  a  bit  startling  to  that  digni- 
fied gathering,  it  at  least  served  to  inject 
new  life  into  some  of  the  worn  workers.  It 
won  for  the  department  an  invitation  from 


Mrs.  E.  D.  Knight,  to  attend  the  State  con- 
vention and  bring  with  them  their  optimistic 
enthusiasm. 

The  Federation  Secretary  luncheon  was 
a  feature  of  the  convention.  During  the 
luncheon,  at  which  Mrs.  E.  D.  Knight,  Mrs. 
H.  C.  Cable,  Mrs.  J.  E.  Cowles  and  Mrs. 
Lloyd  W.  Harmon  were  guests  of  honor,  a 
basket  of  flowers  was  presented  to  Mrs. 
Cate  with  the  love  and  appreciation  of  her 
department. 

This  earnest  and  enthusiastic  group  of 
women  will  prove  a  live  wire  between  club 
and  federation.  The  department  may  wise- 
ly be  considered  as  an  excellent  training 
school  for  future  club  presidents. 


One  of  the  encouraging  features  of  the 
convention  was  the  attendance  on  different 
days  of  federated  clubs  who  had  dispensed 
with  the  regular  club  program  and  came  in 
a  body.  The  South  Side  Ebell  made  quite 
a  showing,  arriving  together,  one  hundred 
strong,  with  badges  and  flowers.

EXECUTIVE  BOARD  ENTERTAINS 

As  a  fitting  anti-climax  to  the  District 
Convention,  the  Los  Angeles  Executive 
Board  entertained  as  its  luncheon  guests 
the  special  committees  of  the  convention — 
the  local  board  of  the  hostess  club  and  the 
"club  editors"  of  the  press. 

Much  of  the  success  of  every  convention 
is  due  to  the  work  of  these  committees  who 
work  unceasingly  and  untiringly  during  the 
entire  session  of  the  convention,  often  being 
unable  to  attend  or  receive  any  benefit  from 
the  program — and  it  is  because  of  their 
faithfulness  in  the  performance  of  the  little 
duties  that  the  wheels  of  a  big  convention 
are  made  to  revolve  so  smoothly  and  so 
quietly. 

The  purpose  of  this  meeting,  then,  was 
two-fold  as  stated  by  the  President,  first 
to  render  thanks  where  thanks  were  due  to 
the  busy  band  of  willing  workers  who  made 
possible  the  success  of  the  Hollywood 
Convention  and  second  to  receive  and  re- 
cord the  experience  and  the  suggestions  of 
these  various  committees  that  in  the  future 
we  might  profit  from  experience  thus 
gained. 

Many  helpful  suggestions  were  received 
from  these  reports  and  we  know  many  mis- 
takes will  be  avoided  in  the  future. 

The  chairman  of  the  Credential  Commit- 
tee, Mrs.  F.  A.  H.  Lysh,  reported  appalling 
carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  individual 
clubs  in  presenting  credential  cards;  and 
she  said  that  the  work  of  this  committee, 
which  is  usually  so  arduous,  could  be  re- 
duced at  least  one-half  by  the  exercise  of  a 
little  care  on  the  part  of  the  club  and 
a  little  thoughtfulness  on  the  part  of  the 
delegate.  She  recommends  separate  cre- 
dential cards  for  Presidents  and  delegates 
and  a  separate  list  for  delinquent  clubs,  re- 
quiring delegates  from  such  clubs  to  wait 
for  certification  until  all  other  delegates  are 
accredited.  Surely  a  club  failing  to  pay  its 
dues  until  the  last  minute  should  not  have 
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the    same   privileges    the   more   considerate 
and  thoughtful  clubs  are  entitled  to. 

The  chairman  of  the  Resolutions  Com- 
mittee, Mrs.  F.  K.  Adams,  recommended 
that  resolutions  presented  to  the  commit- 
tee for  consideration  should  be  given  some 
attention  and  not  presented  on  scraps  of 
paper  and  in  form  almost  illegible  as  some- 
times occurs.  She  recommends  that  all 
resolutions  presented  shall  have  the  con- 
sideration and  endorsement  of  at  least  one 
federated  club  before  being  presented  to 
the  Convention. 

The  Judge  of  the  Election  Board,  Mrs. 
E.  M.  Mumford,  favors  the  democratic 
method  of  electing  officers  by  ballot  and 
recommends  only  that  the  individual  voter 
familiarize  herself  with  the  by-laws  gov- 
erning elections  before  exercising  her  priv- 
ilege as  a  delegate. 

The  chairman  of  Program,  Mrs.  J.  A. 
Matthews,  recommends  a  central  theme  as 
the  basis  of  program  building  and  a  heart 
interest  in  the  work  which  insures  a  suc- 
cessful program  to  all  who  will  follow  this 
plan. 

After  many  profitable  and  pleasant  rem- 
iniscences of  the  Fifteenth  Annual  Conven- 
tion indulged  in  by  the  various  members  of 
the  committees  present  the  afternoon 
closed  with  a  helpful  and  inspiring  talk  by 
Annie  Little  Barry,  State  Parliamentarian, 
who  was  our  guest  during  the  day. 

The  press  girls  present  expressed  them- 
selves as  being  much  in  sympathy  with 
Federation  work  and  that  it  was  their  desire 
and  intent  always  to  report  the  work  of 
club  women  as  the  club  women  desire  it  to 
be  presented,  but  in  order  to  do  this  intel- 
ligently and  conscientiously  they  must  be 
allowed  to  know  of  our  work  from  our- 
selves and  not  second-hand,  and  they  made 
the  plea  that  we  meet  them  half  way  in 
their  efforts  to  interpret  club  life  and  as- 
sured us  that  if  this  were  done  that  "facts" 
would  not  be  sacrificed  to  "story."

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JOAQUIN  VALLEY  CONVENTION 


PRESIDENT  MRS. 

When  I  was  elected  President  of  the  San 
Joaquin  Valley  District  at  the  Selma  Con- 
vention, 1915,  the  vastness  of  the  territory 
over  which  I  was  called  to  preside,  over- 
came me,  it  being  two  hundred  thirty-five 
miles  long  by  seventy-five  miles  wide,  an 
area  of  17,725  miles.  Not  knowing  how  one 
woman  was  to  come  into  personal  contact 
with  the  various  clubs  of  so  large  a  district, 
I  asked  that  two  more  vice  presidents  be 
added  to  the  two  we  already  had, — they 
to  be  elected  from  the  north,  south,  east 
and  west  portions  of  the  district.  Their 
work  to  duplicate  that  of  the  president,  by 
each  having  a  sub-district  to  preside  over. 
These,  with  the  president  in  the  central 
field,  have  kept  the  work  completely  in 
hand,  and  have  met  with  marked  success. 

It  has  been  a  wonderful  year  in  many 
ways  the  greatest  satisfaction  coming 
through  the  knowledge  that  no  matter  what 
difficulty  faced  us,  the  president  was  always 
supported  by  her  executive  board,  and 
whenever  vacancies  occurred  there  was  al- 
ways those  in  the  ranks  who  graciously 
took  up  the  work  where  others  had  left  off. 

The  department  work  includes  the  pages 
on  Music.  Art  and  Literature,  Social  and 
Industrial  and  Education,  Legislation.  Pub- 
lic Health,  Civic.  Civil  Service  Reform, 
Philanthropy.   Peace,  etc. 

We  have  had  exceptional  attendance  at  all 
board  meetings  and  the  utmost  harmony 
has  prevailed  without  one  ripple  to  mar  the 
smoothness  and  beauty  of  the  work.  We 
have  held  all-day  sessions,  our  meeting 
place  being  the  Parlor  Lecture  Clubhouse. 
Fresno,  which  was  most  generously  tend- 
ered us  for  our  use  during  the  year  by  the 
executive  board  and  trustees  of  the  club, 
which  courtesy  was  greatly  appreciated  by 
the   district  board. 

On  the  days  of  our  meetings,  luncheon 
was  served  in  the  dining  room  of  the  club- 
house, a  committee  having  been  appointed 
for  this  purpose.  This  social  hour  around 
the  luncheon  table  did  much  towards  stim- 
ulating the  work  and  bringing  up  the  inter- 
est of  the  individual  club  to  a  point  which 
made  for  a  successful  closing  of  our  year's 
labors  in  the  convention  at  Merced. 

In  our  special  departments  most  of  the 
clubs  have  been  obliged  to  apologize  for  no 
work  having  been  done.  The  reason  for 
such  conditions  lies  in  the  fact  that  clubs 
formulate  their  programs  mainly,  in  the 
spring,  and  there  are  no  open  days  for 
extra  work. 

This  difficulty  we  are  hoping  to  obviate 
next  vear  as  the  subject  has  recently  been 
exnloited. 

In  our  Social  and  Education  deoartments. 
the  Woman's  Club  of  Tulare  has  h^d  a 
lecture  on  Immigration  bv  Chester  H.  Row- 
ell  of  Fresno.  The  Corcoran  Club  reports 
working  along  ''Betterment"  lines  in  con- 
nection with  the  Parent-Teachers'  Associa- 
tion. 

At    this    time    when    the    country    school 
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house  is  being  recognized  for  its  value  as  a 
school  center,  particular  interest  attaches  to 
the  men's  night  schools  established  this  win- 
ter in  Ross  District  School,  by  Mrs.  E.  H. 
Becker  of  Selma,  a  class  of  fourteen  grown 
men,  all  prosperous  and  honorable  citizens 
of  Danish  origin,  have  set  an  example  of 
progress  and  industry,  by  meeting  regularly 
two  nights  each  week  to  enlighten  them- 
selves in  American  history  and  government. 
The  Fresno  Parlor  Lecture  Club  has  been 
very  active  in  this  work.  To  their  credit 
may  be  placed  many  visits  to  the  County 
Hospital;  $50  donation  toward  paying  the 
Travelers  Aid  Matron  at  the  Sante  Fe 
depot  and  the  raising  of  $900  by  selling 
Christmas  Red  Cross  seals.  This  $900  is 
now  being  used  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
keeping  a  visiting  nurse  to  visit  and  give 
aid  to  those  in  sickness  or  trouble.  Through 
this  nurse's  influence  a  free  clinic  and  dis- 
pensary has  been  established  in  the  foreign 
quarter. 

In  1915  girls  were  employed  in  the  pack- 
ing houses,  the  greater  number  from  homes 
using  foreign  languages.  The  forewoman 
at  these  plants  organized  clubs  to  do  some- 
thing for  the  entertainment  of  the  girls 
employed.  Suppers  are  planned  and  other 
little  social  evening  programs. 

Our  clubs  are  working  enthusiastically 
along  educative  lines,  not  only  within  their 
own  field,  either  as  a  city  or  a  country  civic, 
or  study  club,  but  with  the  purpose  of  as- 
sisting in  all  educational  lines — reaching 
out  to  the  immigrant — to  the  poorer  dis- 
tricts of  the  cities— to  the  remote  districts 
of  the  country,  finding  we  are  greatly  aided 
in  all  these  lines  by  the  improved  road  con- 
ditions, realizing  that  in  permanent  high- 
ways will  come  improved  conditions  in  edu- 
cation, health,  happiness,  sociability  and  co- 
operation. 

Judging  by  the  increased  activity  re- 
ported throughout  the  Department  of  Art, 
Music  and  ^Literature,  the  women  of  this 
vicinity  have  a  "vision  of  life"  in  a  clear 
and  wide  perspective. 

That  the  Exposition  proved  a  wonderful 
inspiration  is  manifested  by  an  increased 
number  of  art  days,  particularly  days  on 
the  Art  of  the  Exposition  and  the  Art  of 
California.  Several  clubs  have  encouraged 
and  directed  exhibitions,  one  club  giving  a 
series  of  four  exhibitions  showing  the  high 
grade  of  art  maintained  and  developed  in 
our  public   schools. 

The  Department  of  Music  shows  excel- 
lent progress,  many  clubs  featuring  music 
preceding  lectures  or  study  hours.  Ten 
clubs  have  departments  for  music  study; 
many  observe  music  days;  three  report  the 
interpretation  of  Wagner's  music  together 
with  study  of  the  "Ring  of  the  Nibelungs." 
A  few  clubs  have  been  able  to  present 
musical  celebrities  on  recitals.  Study  days 
feature  Tagore's  songs,  Indian  music. 
Mendelssohn.  American  composers,  folk 
songs  and  California  composers.     The  Par-

lor  Lecture  Club  of  Fresno  is  proud  of  its 
ladies'  choral  club,  its  last  appearance  being 
in  Shakespeare  songs  observing  the  Tercen- 
tenary. The  club  also  maintains  a  most 
active  musical  department,  having  presented 
a  pipe  organ  recital,  afternoon  of  old  songs, 
opera,  Indian  music  and  in  recital  a  grand 
opera  soprano. 

One  of  the  strongest  departments  of  the 
Federation  work  in  the  district  is  that  of 
literature,  possibly  because  of  its  close  re- 
lation to  life.  Literature  is  but  a  piece  of 
man's  life,  his  heart,  his  brain.  The  sub- 
jects most  used  have  been  California  litera- 
ture, Bible  literature  and  modern  drama, 
Shakespeare,  Browning,  the  classics,  poetry 
and  novelists  being  favorite  subjects.  A 
few  of  the  larger  clubs  have  courses  of 
lectures  and  have  brought  to  the  commu- 
nity speakers  of  note.  The  outlines  for 
study  furnished  by  the  State  Chairman  of 
Literature  are  much  appreciated,  especially 
by  clubs  not  having  use  of  public  libraries. 

The  growing  appreciation  of  art,  music 
and  literature  develops  the  appreciation  of 
the  greatest  art  of  all — the  art  of  living. 
Character,  intelligence,  appreciation  and 
power  come  through  the  discipline  of  right 
living,  and  club  women  believe  in  art  not 
alone  for  art's   sake,  but  for  life's   sake. 

Civics 

The  Chairman  of  Civics  and  Political 
Science  reports  that  the  clubs  generally  in 
making  their  reports  understand  "what  is 
required  on  Civics,  but  are  a  little  vague 
on   Political   Science." 

The  Bakersfield  Woman's  Club  is  inter- 
ested in  getting  more  parks  for  the  city, 
and  in  a  "mosquito  abatement  district." 

The  Dinuba  Woman's  Club  has  fur- 
nished the  rest  room  in  the  new  Carnegie, 
librarj-. 

The  Dos  Palos  Club  has  installed  elec- 
tric street  lights  in  that  town. 

The  Lemon  Cove  Woman's  Club  had  a 
Garden  Day  and  have  supplied  the  grammar 
school  with  playground  apparatus,  and 
have   beautified  vacant  lots. 

The  Progressive  Club  of  Laton  has  had 
sidewalks  repaired,  helped  on  the  town 
lighting  proposition,  added  books  to  the 
library,   etc. 

The  Woman's  Club  of  Clovis  reports  a 
Clean-up  Day,  when  yards  and  alleys  were 
put  in  good  shape,  trees  trimmed  in  parks, 
one  of  the  parks  leveled  and  grass  planted, 
etc.,  etc.  The  big  events  of  the  Clovis  Fes- 
tival, another  unique  event,  were  a  parade, 
a  barbecue,  athletic  contests,  etc.  The 
money  the  club  made  that  day  was  for  the 
Club   House  fund. 

The  Corcoran  Thursday  Club  took  a 
prominent  part  in  Arbor  Day  work  when 
1200  trees  were  planted  on  the  High 
School  grounds. 

The  Walters  Colony  Woman's  Club  is 
interested    in    having    their    roads    bettered 


and  have  a  class  in   English  for  adult  for- 
eigners. 

The  Merced  Woman's  Club  has  replanted 
trees,    improved    cemeteries,    given    $100   to , 
the  vault  fund. 

The  Parlor  Lecture  Club  of  Fresno, 
through  its  various  departments,  has  done 
fine  work  along  many  lines — a  visiting 
nurse,  tuberculosis  clinic,  weekly  visiting 
committee  to  County  Hospital,  $50  to  help 
the  Travelers'  Aid  of  Fresno  and  $55  to 
help  plant  trees  along  the  State   Highway. 

The  Woman's  Improvement  Club  of 
Selma,  by  the  President,  Mrs.  H.  Say,  is 
taking  up  the  matter  of  making  the  en- 
trances to  that  city  more  attractive;  also 
to  parking  the  strip  along  the  railroad 
reservation. 

Modesto  Woman's  Club  has  had  a  clean- 
up and  fire  protection  day,  a  flower  ex- 
change day  and  now  is  planning  for  a 
wading  pool. 

Walnut  Improvement  Club  is  paying  for 
a  piano  to  be  used  for  a  club  and  parent 
teachers'  meetings,  and  has  added  needed 
furniture  to  the  school  district  Club 
House. 

Sanger's  Woman's  Club  intends  to  im- 
prove the   entrances  to  that  town,   also. 

The  Chairman  of  Public  Health  reported 
that  all  the  clubs  of  the  district  were  re- 
quested to  give  a  day  to  special  considera- 
tion of  public  health,  sanitation  and  hy- 
giene. Many  clubs  had  lectures  by  phy- 
sicians, and  throughout  the  district  this 
most  important  subject  is  'receiving  in- 
creasing attention. 

The  Exeter  Woman's  Club  has  supported 
a  poor  family  and  helped  generally 
wherever  help   was   needed. 

This  club  has  secured  the  passage  of  an 
anti-spitting  ordinance  in  Exeter,  and  has 
installed   scrap   cans   on   all  main   streets. 

The  Chairman  of  Civil  Service  Reform 
asked  for  a  more  definite  schedule  of  work 
for  her  department,  and  that  each  chair- 
man keep  a  "log  book"  to  pass  along  to 
her  successor. 

Philanthropic  work  of  the  district  has 
been  of  the  highest  order.  Twenty-three 
reports  from   clubs   have   been   received. 

Tulare  Improvement  Club  supported  two 
families  during  the  winter,  and  is  paying 
$10  in  monthly  installments  to  defray  hos- 
pital expenses,  and  has  paid  $20  toward 
a  nurse's  bill  and  $25  to  the  Belgian  Relief 
Fund. 

Madera  Improvement  Club  has  cared  for 
the  sick,  provided  Christmas  cheer  for  chil- 
dren and  made  hundreds  of  calls. 

Modesto  Club  maintains  the  linen  loan 
chest.  Needy  and  sick  of  the  town  have 
been  provided  with  all  that  was  necessary 
for  comfort. 

Hardwick  has  no  real  needy  poor. 

Hanford  reports  a  public  rest  room  and 
$600  expended  on  playground  equipment. 

Laton  contributed  $5  to  the  Belgian 
Babies'  Milk  Fund.     Many  clubs  gave  ver- 
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bal  reports  and  many  reported  prosperous 
conditions. 

The  Chairman  of  Legislation  reported 
having  promptly  passed  along  to  the  va- 
rious clubs,  all  literature  issued  by  the 
State  Department  of  Legislation,  and  by 
the  California  Bureau  of  Tuberculosis,  and 
of  having  visited  many  clubs  to  discuss  the 
proposed  changes  in  our  State  laws  of 
particular  interest  to  women — that  is  to 
women  as  voters,  as  mothers,  as  wives,  in 
relation  to  community  property  and  indi- 
vidual earnings,  liability  and  equality  of 
control  of  children  and  of  separate  prop- 
erty,  etc. 

Nearly  every  club  of  this  District  Federa- 
tion has  had  at  least  one  session  devoted 
to  the  study  of  the  California  laws  con- 
cerning the  property  rights  of  husband  and 
wife  as  embodied  in  the  Civil  Code,,  and 
it  is  with  intelligent  interest  that  the  sixty 
federated  clubs  of  the  San  Joaquin  Valley 
District  are  preparing  to  work  for  and  to 
vote  for  the  needed  changes  along  these 
and  other  lines.

The  nineteenth  annual  convention  of  the 
San  Joaquin  District  Federation  of  Worn-, 
en's  Clubs  opened  in  the  Elks'  Hall  this 
morning  for  a  three  days'  conclave,  at- 
tended by  representatives  of  clubs  from 
numerous  parts  of  the  valley. 

The  morning  session  was  devoted  to  an 
informal  discussion  of  topics  bearing  on 
various  important  phases  of  club  work  and 
club  possibilities.  The  subject  of  dress  re- 
form, and  the  question  of  whether  or  not 
club  women  should  advocate  that  step 
drew  forth  the  most  responsive  remarks, 
all  agreeing  that  reform  is  needed  and  that 
the  San  Joaquin  Valley  club  women  should 
lend  the  might  of  their  influence  to  bring 
it  about.  The  matter  of  expense  was  not 
attacked.  Only  freakish  and  indecent 
styles  were  made  the  subjects  of  censure. 
"It  is  ridiculous,"  said  one  of  the  club 
women,  "for  a  woman  with  gray  hair  to 
attempt  to  wear  a  dress  that  is  knee 
length."  That  tailored  suits  would  be 
more  appropriate  and  democratic  for  wear 
at  a  convention  than  the  elaborate  gowns 
that  are  more  customarily  in  evidence  was 
another  sentiment  expressed.  One  dele- 
gate expressed  the  hope  that  a  Federation 
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law  might  be  passed  prescribing  the  con- 
vention wardrobe  to  include  only  a  tailored 
suit  and  shirtwaist,  and  one  simple  evening 
gown.  Fashion  artists  were  criticised  for 
representing  women  in  their  fashion  plates 
as  creatures  freakish  in  poise  and  looks. 
That  school  children  should  be  more 
simply  dressed  than  is  the  growing  cus- 
tom, and  that  the  35,000  women  in  Califor- 
nia should  advocate  American  styles,  and 
not  lavish  money  on  goods  labeled  "im- 
ported," were  other  ideas  advanced  strongly 
in   this   discussion. 

That  women  having  the  ballot  should 
study  legislation  was  recommended  in  a 
discussion  on  that  subject.  "To  rid  the 
community  of  evil,"  said  one  woman,  "we 
must  understand  the  laws." 

It  was  argued  by  a  number  of  delegates 
that  more  efficient  work  could  be  accom- 
plished if  during  the  same  month  every 
club  throughout  the  State  could  be  work- 
ing along  the  same  lines. 

WEDNESDAY,  1:30  P.  M. 
Afternoon  Session 
The  program  proper  of  the  convention 
proceedings  was  entered  upon  at  this  aft- 
ernoon's session,  with  Mrs.  A.  B.  Arm- 
strong presiding.  The  opening  formalities 
included  the  invocation  by  Rev.  J.  A. 
Wailes.  the  address  of  welcome  for  the 
city  by  Mayor  R.  Barcroft,  and  the  wel- 
come for  the  hostess  clubs  by  Local  Chair- 
man Mrs.  J.  F.  Bedesen,  who,  in  behalf  of 
the  hostess  clubs,  stated: 


"It  is  my  pleasure  and  privilege  to  wel- 
come the  San  Joaquin  Valley  District  Con- 
vention to  Merced. 

"We  consider  it  an  honor  as  well  as  a 
privilege  to  entertain  this  convention  be- 
cause you  represent  the  progressive  spirit 
of  the  valley.  Each  club  standing  for  those 
things  which  make  for  advancement  in  the 
community. 

"Therefore  it  gives  us  pleasure  to  have 
you  within  our  gates  where  all  things  wel- 
come you  from  the  breath  of  the  flowery 
plains  to  the  purple  foothills;  then  on  to 
the  piney  crest  of  the  Yosemite  where  the 
varied  fragrance  is  gathered  up  and  scat- 
tered broadcast  to  give  a  welcome  to  each 
and  all  by  its  limitless  grandeur  and  un- 
speakable glory. 

"Once  again  I  bid  you  a  hearty  welcome. 
May  each  moment  you  spend  with  us  be 
happy  and  may  we  all  be  inspired  to  take 
up  our  work  this  coming  year." 

Mrs.  Edwin  Ross  of  Selma  responded 
for   the   delegates   in   the   following  words: 

"Madam  President,  Mr.  Mayor,  Mrs. 
Bedesen,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  It  is 
with  pleasure  I  greet  you  and  on  behalf 
of  our  visiting  ladies,  our  Federation,  our 
worthy  president,  I  humbly  thank  the  peo- 
ple of  Merced  for  their  gracious  hospitality. 
Mayor  Barcroft  and  Mrs.  Bedesen  have 
been  modest  indeed  in  their  welcome  to  us. 
They  bespeak  the  true  host,  the  true 
hostess,  and  the  excellent  people  for  whom 
they  stand." 
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Mrs.  S.  L.  Wiley  gave  response  for  past 
presidents,   saying,  in  part: 

"Madam  Chairman  of  Local  Board:  We 
all  thank  you  for  this  glorious  welcome. 
Your  gracious  words  make  us  feel  that  all 
the  pleasures  of  this  great  valley  are  ours 
for  the  asking,  as  well  as  the  love  of  your 
hearts.  What  can  we  bring  in  return  for 
all  this?     Again,  we  thank  you." 

Addressing  the  convention  on  the  topic, 
"What  the  Federation  Means  to  Merced," 
Mrs.  C.  D.  Radcliffe,  president  of  the  Tues- 
day Club,  one  of  the  hostess  organizations, 
stated  that  we  are  living  in  a  "get-together" 
age,  and  emphasized  the  importance  of 
gatherings  at  which  organized  women 
meet   for  the   exchange  of  ideas. 

A  series  of  reports  from  department 
chairmen  and  clubs  constituted  the  major 
part  of  the  remainder  of  the  afternoon 
routine. 

THURSDAY 

"Doing,  Not  Dreaming,"  the  motto  of 
one  of  the  clubs,  tersely  and  compre- 
hensively expresses  the  life  today  of  the 
San  Joaquin  District  Federation  of  Wom- 
en's Clubs,  as  mirrored  in  the  reports  of 
officers  and  department  chairmen  at  today's 
session  of  the  annual  convention. 

The  reports  at  the  conclave  have  brought 
into  relief  the  fact  that  self-culture,  civic 
betterment,  practical  benevolence  and  im- 
proved ideals  of  home-making  and  mother- 
hood are  the  fundamental  motives  of  the 
club  activities  among  women  today. 

Foremost  among  the  talks  made  at  the 
convention  today  was  a  dissertation  on 
"Child  Study"  by  Mrs.  Edna  James  Orr  of 
Fresno.  In  an  interesting  half  hour,  she 
unfolded  the  evolution  of  the  child  from 
ancestral  eras  to  the  final  development  of 
the  completely  equipped  man  and  woman, 
showing  the  relation  between  organic  be- 
ginnings and  eventual  mental  traits.  Her 
talk  was  in  effect  an  appeal  to  women  to 
raise  the  standards  of  motherhood  by  first 
gaining  a  sympathetic  juvenile  viewpoint 
which  will  make  possible  giving  the  de- 
scendent  a  happy,  untrammeled  childhood, 
vitally  necessary  if  the  highest  mental  and 
spiritual  development  is  to  be  reached. 

A  lecturette  on  "Indians  of  the  San  Joa- 
quin Valley"  was  given  by  Mrs.  V.  Krag 
of  Parlier,  in  which  the  history  and  cus- 
toms of  the  vanishing  tribes  were  recited. 
At  the  suggestion  of  the  presiding  officer, 
the  dissertation  will  be  committed  to  writ- 
ing and  sent  to  the  reciprocity  bureau  of 
the  Federation. 

Mrs.  E.  D.  Knight,  State  President,  made 
a  talk  on  the  State  Endowment  Fund,  ex- 
plaining its  genesis  and  objects,  and  ap- 
pealed to  the  clubs  represented  at  the  as- 
sembly to  send  pledges  for  the  fund  to  the 
district  chairman. 

Mrs.  A.  F.  Jones,  First  Vice  President  of 
the  C.  F.  W.  C,  gave  a  very  pleasing  ad^ 
dress  on   "What   Federation   Has   Done   for 


Women's    Clubs,"    bringing   out   some   very 
strong   points    on   co-operation. 

Reports    from    chairmen    of    departments 
and    clubs    proved    very   interesting,    show- 
ing  much    enthusiasm   being   manifested   in 
club    work    throughout    the    district. 
FRIDAY 

The  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year,  and  the  adoption  of  resolutions 
which  will  become  the  basis  of  unified  club 
work  were  the  important  matters  which 
occupied  the  convention  of  the  San  Joa- 
quin Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  prior 
to  the  concluding  formalities  of  this  aft- 
ernoon.

"The  Art  of  Forgetting  One's  Self  in 
Co-operation  With  Others,"  by  G.  H.  Hunt- 
ting  of  the  Fresno  State  Normal  School 
faculty,  was  given  this  morning.  Mrs.  Fred 
G.  Sanborn,  president  of  the  Traveler's  Aid 
Society,  gave  a  talk  on  the  work  of  that 
organization.  Mrs.  R.  H.  Bramblett  of 
Walnut  Improvement  Club  read  an  inspira- 
tional paper  this  afternoon  on  "The  Spirit 
of   Federation." 

Miss  Julia  Sayre,  telling  of  the  local  end 
of  the  Traveler's  Aid  Work,  said:  "I  be- 
lieve in  preparedness,  rather  than  rescue 
work,  and  with  the  growth  of  the  valley 
towns,  the  railroad  stations  are  no  longer 
civic  centers,  where  young  people  can  con- 
gregate in  safety." 

Among  the  State  Federation  Club  offi- 
cials attending  the  convention  were:  Mrs. 
E.  D.  Knight,  President:  Mrs.  C.  H.  Adams, 
Chairman  of  Civics  and  Political  Science; 
Mrs.  B.  F.  Walton,  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary; Mrs.  Walter  Longbotham,  Chairman 
of  Music;  Mrs.  A.  F.  Jones.  First  Vice 
President,  and  Mrs.  A.  W.  Reinhardt, 
Chairman  of  Literature;  Mrs.  McCullough, 
State   Secretary. 

A  "hello  neighbor"  greeting  was  given 
yesterday  by  Mrs.  Fisher  Clarke  of  Stock- 
ton, president  of  the  Alameda  District, 
which  adjoins  the  San  Joaquin  District. 
Mrs.  Clarke  talked  very  inspiringly  on  "The 
Value  of  a  Woman  in  the  Community." 
"Every  heart  is  a  wireless  station,"  she  said. 
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"Keep  the  apparatus  in  order  and  don't  let 
the  wires  get  rusty.  Go  into  the  game  of 
living,  and  don't  lose  opportunity  for  ex- 
periences." 

In  commenting  on  the  success  of  this 
convention,  one  of  the  promisent  officers 
of  the  District  Federation  stated  today: 
"Never  in  the  history  of  our  District  Fed- 
eration has  one  of  its  conventions  been 
more  delightfully,  generously  and  efficiently 
handled   than   here   in   Merced." 

It  will  be  long  remembered  by  those 
who  were  fortunate  enough  to  be  able  to 
attend.  This  district's  representatives  num- 
bers 130  delegates  and  122  were  in  at- 
tendance.

The, 
literary  gem  of  the  convention  was  con- 
tributed by  Mrs.  L.  R.  Wilson  of  Fresno, 
whose  artistic  efforts  are  always  such  a 
pleasure.  In  a  manner  which  captured  the 
hearts  of  her  hearers,  she  gave  "Warnings," 
by  O'Neil. 

Thursday  at  noon  a  luncheon  was  served 
at  the  Hotel  El  Capitan.  All  delegates  and 
visiting  club  women  were  present.  Toasts 
appropriate  to  the  occasion  were  given  and 
several  pleasing  selections  rendered  by  the 
Girls'  Ukulele  Club  of  the  Merced  High 
School.  Thursday  evening  Mr.  Chester  H. 
Rowell  of  Fresno  delighted  his  hearers  by 
speaking  at  length  on  the  immigration 
question,  a  subject  which  is  filling  the 
minds  and  hearts  of  the  people  of  this 
nation. 

The  closing  number  of  the  program  was 
a  lecture  on  the  Yosemite,  by  Miss  Cleo 
Clemens,  illustrated  with  beautiful  pictures 
of  this  famous  valley. 

The  music  rendered  during  this  conven- 
tion could  not  be  surpassed.  Merced  is 
truly  blest  with  a  great  amount  of  musical 
talent,  and.  particularly  in  having,  in  the 
person  of  Mrs.  Cecil  Stone,  a  leader  of 
such  unusual  ability  and  untiring  effort  to 
bring  out  the  best.  During  each  session 
vocal  and  instrumental  solos,  as  well  as 
selections  by  the  Ladies'  Choral  Club  were 


splendidly  rendered,  and  afforded  the 
relaxation  which  so  greatly  adds  to  the 
pleasure  of  a  convention.  The  evening  pro- 
gram was  especially  fine.

Immigration 
Immigration  is  one  of  the  vital  problems 
of   today,    and    during    the   past   few    years 
the  question  has  been   given  grave   consid- 
eration by  women's  clubs. 

One  of  the  features  of  the  program  was 
the  splendid  address  on  "Immigration"  by 
Chester  H.  Rowell  of  Fresno.  Mr.  Rowell 
spoke  in  part  as   follows: 

"This  is  an  immigrant  country.  We  are 
all  immigrants  of  an  older  or  newer 
vintage.  The  oldest  of  us  can  count,  at 
most,      ten      American      generations,      and 
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pretty  nearly  half  of  us  can  count  not 
much  over  one.  Yet  at  its  best,  the  assim- 
ilative process  of  an  American  is  as  complete 
in  one  generation  as  in  ten.  I  remember 
once,  a  few  years  ago,  sitting  down  in  San 
Francisco  at  a  political  conference.  The 
others  in  the  conference  were  Meyer  Liss- 
ner,  Dan  Ryan,  Martin  Madsen,  Dr.  Gla- 
nini   and   Max  Kuhl. 

"After  we  had  completed  our  work  it 
suddenly  occurred  to  us  to  remind  the 
crowd  what  a  cosmopolitan  bunch  we  were. 
With  the.  exception  of  myself,  everyone  in 
that  bunch  was  the  first  immigration  from 
a  European  immigrant — a  Polish  Jew,  an 
Irishman,  a  Dane,  an  Italian  and  a  Ger-. 
man.  I  was  the  only  representative  of  the 
'old  American'  stock.  And  there  we  were, 
a  set  of  American  politicians,  playing  the 
American  game  of  politics,  without  the 
slightest  consciousness,  until  I  reminded 
them,  of  any  national  or  racial  difference 
between  us.  You  couldn't  have  raised  one 
hyphen  in  that  bunch. 

Ideal   Situation 

"That  is,  of  course,  the  ideal  situation 
toward  which  our  immigration  policy 
should  all  tend.  Whenever  the  immigra- 
tion problem  can  settle  itself  that  way, 
there  is  no  problem  to  settle. 

"But  it  would  be  closing  our  eyes  to 
plain  facts  to  assume  that,  just  by  letting 
it  alone,  'nature  will  take  its  course'  to  this 
end.  Sometimes,  as  in  these  cases,  it  will, 
without  our  help.  Sometimes  it  can  be 
made  to,  without  our  help.  And  some- 
times it  can't  whether  we  help  or  not. 

"That  distinction  practically  divides  our 
immigrants  into  three  classes — those  we 
can  forget;  those  we  must  help,  and  those 
we  must  exclude. 

"In  the  first  class  we  can  safely  lump 
the  whole  of  Northwestern  Europe,  and 
add  to  them,  of  course,  the  more  capable 
individuals  of  our  own  race  from  any- 
where. In  the  second  class  we  must  put 
some  of  the  people  from  Southern  Europe, 
most  of  those  of  Eastern  Europe,  and  all 
Asiatics  of  our  own  race.  In  the  third 
class,  of  course,  the  main  population  of  all 
races  not  our  own. 

"The  problem,  of  course,  is  to  Ameri- 
canize   these    people.      But    may   I    suggest 
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that  the  first  step  of  this  problem  begins 
at  home,  to  qualify  ourselves  for  the  task. 
If  we  are  to  Americanize  them  intelligently, 
we  must  first  at  least  so  far  deprovincialize 
ourselves  as  to  lose  the  illusion  that  our 
ignorance  of  these  peoples  and  of  their 
countries  and  institutions  is  a  virtue.  To 
understand  them  is  the  first  step  toward 
being  able  to  help  them." 

Resolutions  and   Amendments 

It  was  rather  unique  in  convention  his- 
tory that  every  resolution  presented  was 
passed. 

Probably  the  most  important,  was  that 
presented  by  Mrs.  B.  F.  Walton,  state  sec- 
retary, the  endorsement  of  the  reinstate- 
ment of  a  poll  tax. 

The  convention  went  on  record  as  en- 
dorsing the  candidacy  of  Mrs.  Josjah  Evans 
Cowles  of  Los  Angeles  for  the  presidency 
of  the  general  federation. 

The  Tuesday  Club  of  Lindsay  mothered 
a  resolution  favoring  the  elimination  of  ex- 
aminations from  the  eighth  grade  of  the 
grammar  schools. 

The  Selma  Improvement  Club,  the  Reed- 
ley  Study  and  Civic  Club  and  the  Strath- 
more  Club  were  sponsors  for  the  resolu- 
tion that  music  be  added  to  the  regular  cur- 
riculum of  the  public  schools  with  daily  in- 
struction or  practice. 

The  Coalinga  Welcome  Club  requested 
that  all  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  District  of 
Federated  clubs  use  the  C.  F.  W.  C.  official 
seals  and  pins. 

Great  enthusiasm  was  manifested  in  the 
consideration   of  the  vote  of  thanks. 

Resolved.  That  we  express  our  sincere 
thanks  and  hearty  appreciation  to  the 
hostess  clubs  and  their  local  committees; 
to  the  men  and  the  women  of  Merced  who 
have  opened  their  hearts  and  their  homes 
to  us,  who  have  left  naught  undone  which 
would  add  to  our  comfort,  our  pleasure,  our 
happiness;  to  the  musicians  who  with  their 
exceptional  talents  have  added  much  to  the 
success  of  the  convention;  to  our  state  pres- 
ident, our  chairmen  and  the  visiting  officers 
and  chairmen  of  other  districts  for  their  in- 
terest and  help  and  to  the  speakers  who 
have  so  ably  addressed  us  on  subjects  of 
interest  to  all.

DEL  MONTE,  THE  BEAUTIFUL 

No  factor  contributing  to  the  success  of 
a  convention  is  of  greater  single  importance 
than  its  setting.  In  days  of  concentrated 
effort  toward  the  accomplishment  of  always 
ambitious  programs  and  the  gathering  of 
a  year's  fruits  in  a  comparatively  few  hours, 
the  effect  of  concrete  environment  upon 
results  is  greater  than  may  be  consciously 
realized. 

At  no  convention  will  this  be  made  more 
manifest  than  at  the  forthcoming  gathering 
of  delegates  at  the  California  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs  for  their  annual  session, 
the  series  of  meetings  occurring  this  year 
at  Del  Monte. 

It  would  have  been  difficult  to  select  a 
meeting-place  combining  more  advantages 
and  beauty,  natural  and  created.  Del  Monte 
itself  is  famous  as  one  of  the  most  beauti- 
ful spots  in  the  world.  No  smoky  factories 
nor  dusty,  clattering  arteries  of  noisy  com- 
merce mar  its  charm.  A  network  of 
smooth-paved,  shady  avenues  stretches  away 
under  arches  of  great  trees  and  between 
thick-woven  rose  hedges  and  floral  trellises 
to  the  feet  of  the  sun-bathed  hills  against 
which  the  city  nestles  as  in  the  cup  of  a 
giant's  hand. 

The  residences,  schools  and  public  build- 
ings give  the  impression  of  being  the  prod- 
uct of  a  single  artistic  intelligence,  so  per- 
fectly do  they  harmonize  with  their  sur- 
roundings and  with  their  own  ensemble.

panniered  effects  together  with  the  low-cut 
flower-trimmed  bodices,  suggested  the  time 
of  the  French  painter.  Each  voice  was  so 
full  of  exquisite  harmony  of  individual  tone 
and  color  that  an  attempt  at  praise  is  use- 
less. 

If  we  were  in  France  on  Thursday  of  the 
convention  week  we  were  transported  to 
the  Emerald  Isle  on  Friday,  March  17th.  At 
the  St.  Patrick's  Tea  the  matrons  and  maids 
were  in  Irish  costume. 

A  Frenchman  has  very  gallantly  and 
truthfully  said:  "There  are  no  homely 
women,  there  are  only  those  who  do  not 
know  how  to  look  pretty."

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DISTRICT  NEWS 


CONFERENCE  FOR  EXCHANGE  OF 
IDEAS  IS  HELD  BY  PRESS  AND 
CLUB  WOMEN  AT  INN 


At  the  invitation  of  Dr.  Louise  Harvey 
Clarke,  state  press  chairman  of  the  Califor- 
nia Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  a  com- 
pany of  24  club  and  press  women  from  San 
Bernardino  and  Riverside  counties,  and  Los 
Angeles,  gathered  at  the  Mission  Inn,  River- 
side, on  Saturday,  April  8,  for  what  is  hoped 
will  be  the  first  of  other  press  conferences. 
The  exchange  of  ideas  made  for  a  clearer 
understanding  between  the  two  forces  rep- 
resented, which  cannot  help  but  lead  to  in- 
creased activtiies  in  the  future  when  sympa- 
thetic cooperation  and  helpfulness  between 
the  clubs  and  the  press  will  be  the  keynote. 

Luncheon  was  enjoyed  in  the  patio,  served 
at  four  tables,  the  company  being  divided 
into  small  groups,  being  thus  enabled  to 
further  pursue  the  acquaintance  made  in  the 
brief  social  time  which  preceded  the 
luncheon. 

Intelligent  operation  between  club  women 
and  press  representatives  was  the  subject 
of  the  afternoon's  program,  and  many  de- 
sirable and  helpful  suggestions  were  made 
by  the  first  speaker  of  the  afternoon,  Miss 
Dorothy  Willis,  successful  editor  of  the  club 
page  of  the  Los  Angeles  Tribune.  Miss 
Willis  is  a  clever  young  Englishwoman  and 
from  her  fund  of  experiences  as  club  editor 
she  gave  invaluable  suggestions  concerning 
methods  by  which  the  press  and  club  women 
may  come  into  closer  understanding,  thus 
increasing  the  value  of  the  clubs  and  mak- 
ing the  life  of  the  club  editor  a  happier  one. 

Miss  Willis  urged  the  appointment  by 
every  club  of  a  press  chairman,  who  should 
be  a  woman  conversant  with  newspaper  ex- 
actions, and  one  with  an  appreciation  of 
news  values.  Through  this  press  chairman 
all  announcements  for  the  press  shoruld  be 
given,  thus  doing  away  with  the  mistakes 
and  misunderstandings  which  sometimes 
arise.  Again,  said  Miss  Willis,  the  press 
woman,  to  successfully  put  the  story  of  the 
clubs  before  the  public  must  be  appreciative 
of  the  ambitions  and  ideals  of  the  club  and 
approach  her  work  with  sincerity  and 
earnestness,  that  the  importance  of  club 
work  may  be  understood.  There  must  be  a 
nice  balancing  of  understanding  that  each 
side  may  gain  the  full  amount  of  good  which 
is  really  forthcoming  when  approached  in 
the  right  manner. 

The  need  of  a  club  press  chairman  was 
emphasized  by  the  other  speakers  also. 
Mrs.  Lawton,  retiring  president  of  the 
Southern  District,  urged  a  condensation  of 
club  reports  and  spoke  for  the  press  chair- 
man. Miss  Lena  King  of  Colton  spoke  for 
Mrs.  M.  A.  Bausch,  county  press  chairman 
of  San  Bernardino,  and  told  of  the  recent 
"newspaper  day"  held  by  the  Colton 
Woman's   Club.

THE   PRESIDENTS'   ASSEMBLY 

The  Presidents'  Assembly  is  a  unique  or- 
ganization of  women.  It  was  founded  by 
Miss  Christine  Hart  of  San  Francisco  and 
had  for  its  main  motive  the  purpose  of 
perpetuating  the  friendships  and  associa- 
tions of  presidents  and  past  presidents  of 
clubs.     It  is  strictly  a  local  organization. 

This  assembly  of  women  has  not  been 
sufficiently  long-lived  as  yet.  to  realize  just 
what  its  mission  may  be  outside  of  its  social 
relationships.  It  has.  however,  given  spe- 
cial receptions  to  distinguished  guests  from 
afar,    and    is    becoming    recognized    in    the 


three  brief  years  of  its  existence  as  a  body 
of  women  which  may  be  amply  fitted  to  be 
a  medium  of  influence  between  individual 
clubs. 

Mrs.  F.  F.  Fredericks,  the  newly  elected 
president  of  the  San  Francisco  District,  is 
the  president  of  the  assembly,  the  members 
of  which  were  invited  to  be  the  patronesses 
of  the  district  convention  which  met  in 
San  Jose  March  29-31. 

The  club  women  of  San  Francisco,  of  the 
bay  cities  and  down  the  peninsula  have 
made  splendid  efforts  in  the  work  of  the 
preservation  of  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts.

For  centuries — we  know  not  how  many — 
bread  has  been  the  leading  food  product. 
It  has  been  the  chief  of  eatables  during  all 
the  ages  recorded  in  history.

The  district  convention  at  Holly- 
wood, March  21-24,  was  pronounced 
by  many  the  best  and  most  interest- 
ing ever  held.  The  reports  of  the 
members  of  the  district  board  were 
fine  and  noticeably  well  delivered.  On 
Wednesday  of  the  convention  Mrs. 
Ella  Hamilton  Durley,  retiring  press 
chairman,  made  an  earnest  plea  in 
behalf  of  the  Clubwoman,  urging  ev- 
ery woman  present  to  work  towards 
placing  on  the  subscription  list  of 
the  magazine  the  name  of  every  fed- 
erated club  woman  in  the  state.  This, 
it  was  pointed  out,  could  only  be  done 
through  the  state  organization  by 
raising  the  per  capita  dues  to  a  figure 
that  would  justify  sending  the  official 
organ  "  to  all.  It  is  hoped  this  step 
will  soon  be  taken.  Mrs.  Durley 
closed  her  remarks  with  a  toast  to 
the  press,  particularly  to  the1  young 
women  of  the  press,  who  by  their 
presence  and  efforts  do  so  much  to 
further  the  work  of  the  federation. 
The  toast  was  received  with  much 
enthusiasm. 


Mrs.  Herbert  A.  Cable,  retiring 
president  of  the  Los  Angeles  District 
Federated  clubs,  has  accepted  the 
presidency  of  the  California  Legis- 
lative Council  of  "Women  and  will 
enter  almost  immediately  upon  her 
duties,  calling  a  meeting  of  the  offi- 
cers in  the  close  future.

It  is  with  just  pride  that  we  note  the  fact 
that  the  California  federation  has  given  to 
Mills  College  a  new  president  in  the  person 
of  Dr.  Aurelia  Reinhardt,  state  chairman  of 
literature  and  past  master  in  pageantry. 


The  club  women  of  the  state  are  indebted 
to  Mrs.  Robert  F.  Garner,  state  chairman 
of  health,  whose  generosity  has  made  it 
possible  for  the  Clubwoman  to  publish  the 
"baby  week"  extra. 


The  June  number  of  the  Clubwoman  will 
publish  excerpts  of  the  reports  of  the  state 
chairmen  as  given  at  the  Del  Monte  Con- 
vention. These  should  be  sent  to  the  editor 
at  once. 


One  of  the  few  sins  of  omission  of  the 
club  women  is  failure  to  answer  letters. 
Greater  promptness  in  this  regard  would 
greatly  facilitate  the  work  of  the  various 
departments  of  the  state  federation. 


A  city  federation  of  women's  clubs  is 
formed  in  San  Francisco,  through  the  ef- 
forts of  Mrs.  J.  D.  MacMaster  who,  for  the 
last  two  years  has  been  the  president  of  the 
California  club. 

The  possibility  of  the  value  of  a  city 
federation,  and  of  what  it  could  do  to  meet 
the  needs  of  civic  betterment  came  to  Mrs. 
J.  D.  MacMaster,  outgoing  president  of  the 
California  club  at  San  Francisco,  a  year  and 
a  half  ago  when  that  club  entered  a  pro- 
test against  allowing  a  city  railroad  to  pass 
through  Golden  Gate  Park.  This  protest 
was  sent  to  the  city  supervisors  where  it 
received  small  notice,  and  the  California 
club  then  sent  out  an  appeal  to  various 
other  clubs  and  organizations  in  the  city 
asking  that  they  send  a  similar  protest.  It 
was  through  this  work  of  separate  appeal, 
separate  effort,  separate  protestation,  which 
caused  not  only  unnecessary  delay  but  un- 
necessary expenditure  of  time  and  energy 
that  the  idea  of  federation  as  a  stronger, 
surer  means  to  an  end  came  very  forcibly. 

To  gain  a  clearer  understanding  of  such 
a  federation  and  its  value,  Mrs.  MacMaster 
sought  out  the  various  similar  organizations 
throughout  the  country  and  wrote  to  each 
one  asking  for  information  concerning  its 
modus  operandi,  requesting  also  that  it  send 
to  her  its  own  constitution  and  by-laws. 
She  received  many  replies,  for  there  are 
many  such  federations.  The  list  included 
New  York  City,  N.  Y.;  Columbus,  Ohio; 
Lima,  Ohio;  Lincoln,  Ohio;  Saganaw,  Michi- 
gan; Grand  Rapids,  Seattle,  and  many 
others. 

The  federation  was  launched  at  a  meeting 
held  on  Friday,  May  5,  at  the  California 
clubhouse.  It  is  to  include  any  and  all  kinds

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STATE  PRESIDENT'S  LETTER 


The  fifteenth  annual  convention  of  the 
California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs 
has  passed  into  history  and,  as  I  glance 
backward,  in  response  to  a  request  from 
our  Chairman  of  Press,  to  record  my  im- 
pressions of  it,  I  feel  like  a  mother  paying 
tribute  to  a  loved  child.  Yet  I  know  that 
our  Del  Monte  Convention  was  a  pro- 
nounced success,  (and  just  between  our- 
selves it  was  a  pronounced  success)  because 
it  was  ours.  All  helped  to  make  it  so.  Co- 
operation was  the  keynote  and  co-operation 
was  manifested  in  our  discussion,  in  our 
officers'  and  chairmen's  reports,  through 
our  program  in  our  social  intercourse, 
through  our  business  departments,  in  the 
work  of  our  various  committees,  by  the 
press  and  through  our  splendid  pageant, 
that  event  of  convention  events.  Co-opera- 
tion was  expressed  in  the  following  tele- 
grams sent  to  the  Iowa  Federation  'of 
Women's  Club: 

"To  the  President  of  the  Iowa  Federa- 
tion of  Women's  Clubs,  and  Mrs.  Carrie 
Chapman  Catt,  at  the  Woman's  Suffrage 
Headquarters,  Dubuque,  Iowa: 

"The  women  of  the  California  Federation 
of  Women's  Clubs  in  the  Fifteenth  Annual 
Convention  assembled,  declare  that  equal 
suffrage  in  California  is  a  success;  that 
women  use  the  ballot  and  vote  intelligently. 
There  is  no  known  movement  to  re-submit 
the  question  to  the  voters. 

"At  this  annuad  convention,  we  remem- 
ber our  own  struggle  for  enfranchisement 
five  years  ago,  and  we  realize  that  the  en- 
dorsement of  the  State  Federation  was  of 
material  assistance  in  the  campaign.  We 
therefore  urge  the  Iowa  Federation  to  use 
its  influence  to  help  the  women  of  Iowa, 
and  we  send  this  message  of  encouragement 
and  hope  for  success." 

Co-operation  is  expressed  in  the  follow- 
ing reply:  "Dubuque,  Iowa. 
"Mrs.  E.  D.  Knight: 

"Your  telegram  of  encouragement  was 
deeply  appreciated  by  myself  and  those  in- 
terested in  the  cause  of  Equal  Suffrage  for 
Iowa.

Co-operation  was  emphasized  by  each  dis- 
trict president  and  by  our  clever  parlia- 
mentarian, Mrs.  Annie  Little  Barry. 

Co-operation  was  strongly  manifested 
when  South  and  North  contributed  toward 
the  Preservation  of  the  Art  Palace  of  San 
Francisco,  when  special  Biennial  fund  and 
Endowment  were  the  orders  of  the  day.

A  story  of  the  result  of  co-operation  was 
told  by  Mrs.  E.  C.  Hurff  of  San  Jose,  under 
the  title  of  "An  Ideal  City  Charter."  Hon. 
John  Davis  told  how  co-operation  had  made 
history  for  California,  and  could  you  not 
detect  the  note  of  co-operation,  sometimes 
in  historic,  sometimes  in  pleading  measure, 
running  through  the  discourses  of  Mr. 
Thomas  Hayden,  Mr.  John  McNaught,  Dr. 
David  Starr  Jordan,  Mrs.  Seward  Simons, 
Miss  Marguerite  Ogden,  Mrs.  W.  A.  Bu- 
chan,  Miss  Eddy,  Miss  Susan  Smith  and 
Mrs.  W.  E.  Colby?  I  am  sure  that  you 
could,  for  you  looked  into  the  faces  of  the 
speakers,  while  I  caught  it  in  the  echo.  And 
I  was  more  fortunte  than  you,  for  I  could 
look  into  your  faces  and  I  caught  the  Spirit 
of  Co-operation  there,  and  it  was  the  ex- 
pressed co-operation  of  the  listeners  which 
inspired  the  speakers  and  made  each  ad- 
dress a  memorable  one.  And  as  I  looked 
into  your  faces  and  over  your  heads.  I 
noted  many  deeds  of  quiet  co-operation 
which  sent  forth  rays  of  cheer.

The  board  of  trustees  of  Mills  College 
of  Oakland,  Cal.,  announces  the  election  of 
Aurelia  Henry  Reinhardt  of  the  University 
of  California,  to  the  presidency  of  the  col- 
lege. 

Mrs.  Reinhardt  is  well  known  throughout 
California  as  a  university  extension  lec- 
turer on  English  literature  and  also,  for 
three  terms,  as  state  chairman  of  literature 
of  the  California  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs.  She  is  a  life  member  of  the  associa- 
tion of  Collegiate  Alumnae,  a  member  of 
the  Town   and   Gown  club   of   Berkeley,   of 


the    Prytanean    and    English    clubs    of    the 
University  of  California. 

Mrs.  Reinhardt  has  a  national  reputation 
also  as  a  scholar  of  distinction.  After 
graduating  from  the  University  of  Califor- 
nia in  1898,  she  taught  in  the  English  de- 
partment of  the  University  of  Idaho.  In 
1901-03  she  was  a  scholar  and  fellow  in  Eng- 
lish in  the  graduate  school  of  Yale  Univers- 
ity. While  at  Yale  she  edited  and  trans- 
lated the  De  Monarchia  of  Dante  Alighieri, 
and  this  publication  is  now  a  college  text- 
book. Later  she  held  a  European  fellow- 
ship.    While   in   residence   at   Oxford   Uni- 
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versity  in  England  she  edited  and  published 
Epicoene,  or  "The  Silent  Woman,"  by  Ben 
Jonson,  for  which  she  received  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  from  Yale  Uni- 
versity in  1905. 

The  new  president  of  Mills  College  is  a 
member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  of  the  Dante 
Society  of  America  and  of  the  Concordance 
Society  of  America. 

A  Californian  by  birth,  but  of  New  Eng- 
land ancestry,  she  is  interested  in  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  of 
which  she  is  a  chapter  regent. 

Her  marriage  to  Dr.  George  F.  Reinhardt. 
professor  of  Hygiene  of  the  University  of 
California,  took  place  in  1909.  Dr.  Rein- 
hardt rendered  eminent  service  not  only  to 
the  cause  of  public  health  in  California  but 
also,  in  organizing  the  Student  Infirmary  at 
Berkeley.  He  inaugurated  the  most  suc- 
cessful attempt  ever  made  in  the  United 
States  to  establish  co-operative  medicine. 
Thus  this  young  Californian  will  always  be 
known  as  a  pioneer  in  the  movement  to  se- 
cure "better  doctoring  for  less  money,"  the 
slogan  of  that  distinguished  physician  of 
Boston,  Richard  C.  Cabot.  The  excep- 
tionally useful  career  of  Dr.  Reinhardt  came 
to  an  untimely  end  with  his  death  in   1914. 

Mills  College,  for  more  than  a  genera- 
tion known  as  Mills  Seminary,  used  to  be 
hidden  away  in  the  foothills  on  the  eastern 
shore  of  San  Francisco  Bay.  Several  years 
ago  the  seminary  was  discontinued  and,  to- 
day, the  college  on  the  same  site,  with  its 
135  acres  of  picturesquely  wooded  campus 
is  included  in  the  boundaries  of  the  grow- 
ing city  of  Oakland. 

That  a  woman  of  the  forecful  personality 
and  of  the  pre-eminent  intellectual  attain- 
ments of  Aurelia  Henry  Reinhardt,  accepts 
the  presidency  of  Mills  College  is  significant 
of  the  position  that  the  only  college  for 
women  on  the  Pacific  Coast  has  a  right  to 
assume. 

Mrs.  Reinhardt  is  to  be  one  of  the  speak- 
ers before  the  General  Federation  of  Wom- 
en's Clubs,  May  24,  at  the  New  York 
biennial.  During  her  stay  in  the  east  she 
will  visit  different  colleges  and  will  return 
about  July  1,  when  she  will  immediately  as- 
sume her  office  at  Mills.  During  the  absence 
of  Mrs.  Reinhardt,  Dean  Hettie  B.  Ege  will 
continue  as  acting  president. 

Miss  Ege  deserves  great  credit  for  the 
remarkable  way  in  which  she  has  adminis- 
tered the  affairs  of  the  college  in  the  two 
years   since  the   resignation  of  Dr.   Carson.

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REPORT   OF   THE   FIFTEENTH    ANNUAL 
CONVENTION  C.  F.  W.  C. 


The  fifteenth  annual  convention  of  the 
California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs, 
which  was  held  at  Del  Monte,  April  25  to 
30,  has  become  part  of  the  history  of  the 
federation  and  from  it  many  lessons  are  to 
be  learned — lessons  of  tolerance,  of  justice, 
of  efficiency,  and  of  respect  for  the  other 
woman's  viewpoint. 

The  fortunate  ones  who  were  in  attend- 
ance will  remember  it  as  a  convention  that 
was  different.  The  out  of  door  features — 
the  Shakespeare  pageant,  the  seventeen-mile 
drive,  the  magnificent  pine  and  live  oak  trees 
and  the  beautiful  bay  of  Monterey  gave  it 
a  charm  that  all  the  learned  discussions  of 
the  knotty  problems  of  the  age  could  not 
dispel. 

Tuesday — Convention 
Opens 

On  Tuesday,  the  opening  day  of  the  con- 
vention at  the  morning  session  came  the 
reports  of  the  president,  Mrs.  E.  D.  Mc- 
Knight  and  the  other  state  elective  officers 
and  convention  committees.  In  listening  to 
these  reports  one  realizes  what  a  great  or- 
ganization the  California  Federation  is,  and 
what  an  amount  of  work  and  devoted  ser- 
vice its  officers  are  giving.  In  the  afternoon 
the  time  was  given  to  an  open  forum  when 
subjects  of  vital  import  to  the  federation 
were  discussed.  Mrs.  A.  J.  Lawton  and 
Mrs.  Henry  DeNyse  gave  the  advantage  of 
the  county  federation  as  seen  in  the  work 
of  the  Southern  District.  Mrs.  H.  A.  Cable 
favored  co-ordination  of  departments.  Mrs. 
Fisher  R.  Clarke  advocated  a  paid  secretary 
as  a  step  towards  greater  efficiency,  and 
Mrs.  Annie  Little  Barry  warned  against  the 
tendency  of  women's  clubs  to  pass  too  many 
resolutions. 

In  the  evening  the  convention  was  in  the 
hands  of  the  local  club  women  and  a  most 
delightful  social  evening  was  enjoyed.  The 
addresses  of  welcome  by  Mrs.  W.  C.  Brown, 
chairman  of  the  local  board  and  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  mayor  of  Pacific  Beach, 
were  most  cordial  and  the  response  of  the 
president,  Mrs.  E.  D.  Knight  voiced  the 
appreciation  of  the  delegates. 

Wednesday — An  Adventure 
in  Co-operation 

Wednesday  morning  was  given  to  reports 
of  standing  committes  and  state  chairman. 
Miss  Maud  I.  Murchie,  Home  Economics 
chairman  was  not  present,  but  sent  her  re- 
port and  address  excerpts  from  which  will 
appear  later  in  the  Clubwoman.  A  most  en- 
couraging account  of  what  is  doing  in  the 
press  department  was  given  by  Dr.  Louise 
Harvey  Clarke  and  Miss  Jessica  Lee  Briggs 
and  an  appeal  was  made  to  the  club  women 
to  support  the  Clubwoman,  the  official  organ 
of  the   State   Federation.     It  was   reported 


that  an  advisory  board  of  experienced  club 
women  had  been  appointed  to  co-operate 
with  the  federation  editors  and  give  strength 
to   the  publication. 

In  the  afternoon  came  the  feast  of  reason 
and  enlightenment.  The  program  was  pre- 
pared by  Mrs.  Frank  A.  Gibson,  state  chair- 
man of  industrial  and  social  conditions. 

Quoting  from  a  Los  Angeles  newspaper, 
the  afternoon  devoted  to  a  co-operative  ad- 
venture in  education  "was  a  convention  in 
itself." 

If  being  "a  convention  in  itself"  means 
that  a  surprisingly  large  number  of  diverse 
factors  reported  they  are  working  in  their 
own  peculiar  way  to  the  same  end,  and  told 
of  splendid  results  accomplished,  then  it 
was  a  "convention  in  itself." 

The  program  was  like  a  Dickens'  plot. 
You  wonder  how  so  many  characters  can 
possibly  have  any  connection  with  the  main 
action.  But  when  the  apex  of  the  pyramid 
is  reached  you  know  every  character  was 
necessary  for  the  perfect  development  of 
the  story. 

It  was  a  splendid  example  of  the  trend 
of  modern  thought  to  co-operation,  which 
means  conservation  of  time  and  energy, 
and  unity  of  purpose. 

This  work  in  education,  "the  Americaniza- 
tion of  the  Immigrant,"  has  not  been  con- 
fined to  the  co-operation  of  the  departments 
of  social  and  industrial  conditions  and  edu- 
cation of  the  C.  F.  W.  C,  but  it  has  been 
co-operative  in  the  largest  possible  sense. 
It  has  had  valuable  suggestions  and  help 
from  the  federal  agencies;  from  the  state 
educational  departments  and  assistance  from 
the  State  Commission  of  immigration  and 
housing,  without  which  it  would  have  been 
quite  impossible  to  achieve  such  splendid 
results. 

The  dominant  note  of  all  the  talks  was 
"no  uplift,"  just  making  it  possible  for  the 
immigrant  to  find  and  express  himself. 

The  Settlement  was  the  pioneer  in  recog- 
nizing that  the  foreigner  can  enrich  our 
culture  and  from  the  settlements  in  San 
Francisco  came  an  inspiring  message.  It 
is  a  wonderful  institution  that  can  furnish 
its  students  everything  from  violin  lessons 
to  clinic  service,  and  best  of  all  a  socializing 
influence. 

The  message  from  the  Council  of  Jewish 
Women  was  satisfyingly  complete.  The  Jew 
always  makes  a  good  citizen  because  he  has 
an  innate  reverence  for  a  pure  family  life 
and  the  report  showed  that  he  is  well 
cared  for  by  his  own  race. 

The  word  from  the  rural  school  showed 
that  while  the  forces  at  work  have  accomp- 
lished mighty  results,  there  is  much  yet  to 
do  in  the  way  of  socializing  in  this  very 
rural  state. 

How  we  are  moving  on  to  the  realization 
of  the  ideal  of  human  fraternity  was  shown 
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by  the  message  from  the  woman  in  industry. 

And  nothing  could  have  proved  more  con- 
clusively our  nearness  of  kin,  although  born 
continents  apart,  than  the  teaching  of  our 
language  to  a  class  of  Russian  Jews  through 
the  medium  of  our  flag,  the  symbol  of  lib- 
erty and  fraternity. 

There  was  impressed  upon  us  the  univer- 
sal language  of  music.  Its  message  needs 
no  interpretation,  thus  making  it  inestimable 
as  an  Americanizer. 

All  these  private  agencies  have  been  gen- 
erously co-operating  in  the  magnificent 
work  of  making  worthy  citizens  of  the 
United  States.  Yet  the  keynote  of  the  en- 
tire program  was:  That  the  task  now  de- 
volves upon  the  public  schools,  the  only 
efficient  means  of  coping  with  so  big  a 
problem;  that  public  sentiment  must  be 
aroused  and  that  clubs  must  act  at  once 
to  secure  through  the  supervisors  an  ap- 
propriation for  night  schools. 

On  Wednesday  evening  Mrs.  O.  P.  Bry- 
ant brought  greetings  from  the  State 
Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections  and 
introduced  Mr.  John  Alexander  Johnson,  a 
national  authority  on  the  training  of  the 
feeble  minded.  He  addressed  the  conven- 
tion on  "The  Weakest  Children  of  our 
State."  He  told  of  the  dangers  to  the  com- 
munity if  these  children  are  not  carefully 
guarded  and  protected.  He  described  the 
moron  and  advised  the  establishment  of  a 
state  moron  colony. 

The  press  was  ably  represented  the  same 
evening,  in  an  address  by  Mr.  John  Mc- 
Naught,  a  newspaper  editor  of  large  experi- 
ence. He  told  the  club  women  the  news- 
paper side  of  the  question,  what  was  news, 
and  how  to  get  it  in  the  papers. 

Thursday — The  Shakes- 
pearian Pageant 

Interest  in  Shakespeare  runs  so  high  that 
even  the  report  of  the  resolution  committee 
could  not  hold  some  of  the  delegates.  There 
were  mysterious  disappearances  of  members 
all  through  the  morning  program.  And  it 
was  a  pity  as  they  missed  three  very  im- 
portant addresses. 

The  Rev.  Christopher  Ruess  of  Fresno 
in  his  handling  of  "Four  Ways  of  Loving 
Unlovely  People,"  took  the  convention  by 
storm  and  was  given  a  vote  of  thanks  with 
a  request  that  his  address  be  published  in 
The  Clubwoman.  The  report  of  Miss  Susan 
T.  Smith,  state  chairman  Bureau  of  Library, 
Information  and  Reciprocity  shows  that  the 
club  women  are  making  use  of  this  depart- 
ment. She  has  had  calls  for  almost  every- 
thing from  a  clubhouse  to  suggestion  for  a 
a  program  on  "Who  is  Who  in  California." 
Following  Miss  Smith's  report  an  address 
was  given  by  Miss  Eddy  who  spoke  on 
education  and  co-ordination.  She  made  it 
quite  plain  what  educational  advantages 
were  to  be  obtained  through  a  wider  use 
of  the  county  and  state  libraries. 

The  legislative  department  has,  under  the 
splendid  leadership  of  Mrs.  W..  E.  Colby 
done  pioneer  work  in  educating  the  women 


in  regard  to  certain  laws  in  which  they  are 
vitally  affected.  Mrs.  Colby's  presentation 
of  the  "Proposed  Changes  in  Community 
Property  Law"  was  clear  and  to  the  point. 
At  the  close  of  her  address  she  introduced 
Mr.  John  S.  Chambers,  state  controller  who 
explained  why  California's  inheritance  tax 
on  the  wife's  share  of  the  community  prop- 
erty is  unjust. 

Shakespeare  Tercentenary 
Festival 

The  Shakespearian  Pageant  predomi- 
nated the  Del  Monte  Convention  from  first 
to  last. 

The  inspiration  of  this  pageant  was  Dr. 
Aurelia   Henry   Reinhardt. 

It  is  not  possible  to  express  in  words 
sufficient  praise  and  appreciation  for  Dr. 
Reinhardt's  most  laborious  and  untiring 
effort  in  making  such  an  undertaking 
succeed. 

The  characters  of  Shakespeare  passed 
before  Queen  Elizabeth,  presented  by  no 
less  a  personage  than  the  poet  himself. 
These  immortals  filled  the  world  about 
Del  Monte  for  the  day,  April  27,  1916,  as 
they  have  filled  the  world  and  will  con- 
tinue to  fill  it  for  centuries  past  and  present. 
They  were  all  there  from  Caliban  and  Puck 
to  Prospero. 

The  audience  was  by  no  means  the  least 
in  characterization,  although  its  garment 
was  not  of  the  Elizabethan  period.  What 
did  that  matter?  As  the  pageant  was  spon- 
taneous, so,  also,  was  the  audience.  It 
sprang  into  existence  full-orbed — from  the 
hotel,  from  the  school  house,  from  the 
country  side,  from  the  very  grass  at  one's 
feet;  men  and  women,  boys  and  girls.  The 
cedar  tree  intended  to  serve  as  a  stage-set- 
ting was  alive  with  urchins.  The  limb  of 
a  tree  by  the  gravel  walk  broke  under  the 
weight  of  living  beings. 

There  was  one  unlike  the  rest  in  color. 
So  small  was  he  that  he  could  scarcely  have 
reached  to  his  own  "mammy's"  knee,  so 
full  of  curiosity  was  he  that  twice  his  small 
body  plunged  into  the  magic  green  circle 
known  as  the  stage,  and  so  full  of  fear 
was  he  until  he  was  again  restored  to  his 
small  playmates  along  the  edge  of  the 
driveway  facing  the  players,  that  great  tears 
rolled  out  of  his  big  round  eyes.

Monterey  and  Election 

of  Officers 

It  was  a  far  call  from  Shakespearean 
revels,  and  Elizabethan  dances  to  the  con- 
sideration of  civil  service  reforms  and  civic 
questions  of  the  present  day,  but  the  club 
women  accomplished  it.  Miss  Marguerite 
Ogden  told  of  the  "Passing  of  the  Plum 
Tree"  and  gave  much  credit  to  fhe  influ- 
ence of  women  in  clean  politics.  Mrs.  W.  A. 


Buchan  spoke  of  the  police  courts  for 
women  and  the  needs  of  such  courts  even 
in  the  smaller  cities.  Women  know  how  to 
deal  with  women.  Mrs.  C  H.  Adams,  the 
efficient  chairman  of  civics  was  unavoidably 
absent  so  that  the  record  of  the  civic  work 
done  in  the  state  during  the  past  year  was 
not  heard,  as  her  report  was  simply  read 
by  name  on  account  of  the  rush  of  other 
business.  She  secured  two  admirable  speak- 
ers— Mr.  Thos.  E.  Hayden,  who  addressed 
the  convention  on  The  Obligations  of  a 
Modern  Nation,  and  Mrs.  E.  C.  Hurff,  past 
president  of  the  San  Francisco  district,  who 
outlined  An  Ideal  City  Charter.  The  rest 
of  the  morning  session  was  devoted  to  the 
resolution  and  the  amendments. 

At  every  convention  interest  always  cen- 
ters around  the  discussion  of  the  resolu- 
tions and  the  amendments  for  it  is  the  only 
time  that  most  delegates  have  a  chance  to 
speak  their  mind.  The  resolution  commit- 
tee showed  great  tact  and  fairness  and  the 
discussions  from  the  floor  were  to  the  point 
and  lively,  at  one  time,  perhaps  a  little  over- 
heated, but  this  only  added  zest  to  the  oc- 
casion. The  advantage  one  gains  from  a 
working  knowledge  of  parliamentary  usage 
was  well  brought  out.  And  delegates  went 
home  with  a  determination  to  know  Rob- 
erts' Rules  Revised  before  attending  an- 
other convention.  The  parliamentarian, 
Mrs.    Annie    Little    Barry,    clearly    demon- 
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strated  her  ability  as  she  steered  the  con- 
vention through  the  maze  of  to  amend,  to 
substitute,  to  refer,  to  lay  on  the  table  and 
to  move  the  previous  question. 
"And  still  the  wonder  grew 
That  one  head  could  carry  all  she  knew." 
The  resolution  in  favor  of  woman's  suffrage 
sent  to  the  Iowa  women  was  received  with 
great  applause  and  unanimously  carried  all 
delegates  standing.     It  was  as  follows: 

WHEREAS.  The  women  of  the  Califor- 
nia Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  realize 
the  continuing  and  increasing  benefit  and 
privilege   of  woman   suffrage,   and 

WHEREAS,  The  desire  to  assist  the 
women  who  in  other  states  are  denied  the 
rights  of  suffrage,  to  the  end  that  all  women 
may  be  on  an  equality  in  this  nation,  and 
may  work  together  for  the  nation's  good; 
therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Federation  in 
Convention  assembled,  declares  that  Wom- 
an Suffrage  in  California  is  a  success,  and 
that  this  has  been  demonstrated  by  the  sane 
and  reasonable  civic  and  political  activity 
of  women;   be   it   further 

RESOLVED,  That  a  copy  of  these  reso- 
lutions be  sent  to  the  California  Senators 
and  Representatives  in  Congress  with  the 
request  that  they  favor  the  Suffrage 
Amendment  incorporated  in  the  Sutherland 
Bill. 

Another  resolution  commending  the  work 
of  Miss  Lillian  Clark,  state  chairman  of 
Country  Life,  and  combined  with  it  the  just 
distribution  of  the  Agricultural  Fund  of  the 
state    was    unanimousl}-    carried.      It    read: 

WHEREAS,  Our  state  chairman  of  Coun- 
ty Life.  Miss  Lillian  Clark,  has  served  not 
only  our  federation,  but  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, for  six  years,  two  years  of  which 
time  she  has  successfully  presented  home 
economics  to  the  women  on  farms,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  the  Smith-Lever  Bill;  be  it 

RESOLVED.  That  this  convention  voice 
its  approbation  of  the  work  already  accom- 
plished and  urge  the  extension  of  home 
economic  teaching,  with  an  efficient  force  of 
instructors  into  every  county  of  the  State 
of  California:  further  be  it 

RESOLVED.  That  the  distribution  of  the 
Agricultural  Fund  of  the  State  of  California 
provide  for  instruction  of  the  boys  and  girls 
in  the  elementary  schools  of  the  state  and 
the  girls  of  the  high  school. 

The  convention  put  itself  on  record  as 
indorsing  Senate  Bill  5408.  to  create  in  the 
Department  of  Labor  a  division  to  be 
known  as  the  "Woman's  Division,"  and  the 
work  of  the  California  Dry  Campaign  Fed- 
eration in  its  efforts  to  close  the  saloons  of 
California  in  1918.  and  to  eliminate  the 
liquor  traffic  in  1920. 

In  the  anti-illiteracy  campaign  so  well 
captained  by  Mrs.  Frank  A.  Gibson,  the 
women  pledged  the  State  Federation  to  use 


its  influence  promptly  and  in  every  possible 
way,  in  every  county  of  the  state  to  have 
evening  schools  opened  throughout  Cali- 
fornia where  there  shall  be  necessity  for  the 
teaching  of  the  English  language,  or  for 
the  elimination  of  illiteracy,  and  further 
pledged  its  support  at  the  coming  legisla- 
tive session  of  1917  to  a  mandatory  bill  for 
an  adequate  system  of  citizenship  educa- 
tion. 

Editor's  Note — In  accordance  with  this 
resolution  a  letter  has  been  sent  to  each  of 
the  500  club  presidents  outlining  a  plan  for 
putting  it  into  action. 


It  has  become  the  habit  in  California  to 
vote  down  all  amendments.  Those  sub- 
mitted to  the  California  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs  at  Del  Monte  fared  almost 
the  same  fate.  The  only  amendment  of 
any  import  carried  was  that  of  consolida- 
tion of  departments,  making  them  conform 
to  those  of  the  General  Federation,  with 
necessary   adaptions   to   state   needs. 


THE  ELECTION 

The  polls  were  opened  on  Friday  morn- 
ing and  the  voting  continued  during  the 
forenoon  session.  There  was  no  confusion 
as  at  San  Francisco  last  year.  All  the  state 
officers  who  had  served  the  federation  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  were  re-elected.  There 
were  three  vacancies  to  be  filled,  that  of 
corresponding  scretary,  auditor,  and  gen- 
eral federation  secretary.  Mrs.  Carrie 
Avery  was  elected  corresponding  secretary, 
Mrs.  W.  M.  Fitzgerald  auditor,  and  Mrs. 
A.  J.  Lawton  state  general  federation  sec- 
retary. 

At  noon  occurred  the  annual  banquet  of 
the  Downs  and  Outs. 


DOWN  AND  OUTS  ANNUAL 

MEETING 

Mrs.    R.   J.   Waters,   President 

What's  in  a  name?  A  name  facetiously 
given  the  honor  society  of  the  California 
Federation  and  accepted  without  full  reali- 
zation of  the  consequences  of  the  act  by 
those  present  at  the  organization  in  1908. 
Discussion  as  to  the  fitness  of  the  name 
Down  and  Out  has  formed  no  small  part 
of  the  program  of  every  yearly  meeting 
since  to  the  almost  entire  exclusion  of 
otherwise  amending  the  constitution,  ma 
has  invariably  divided  those  present  into 
advocates  and  adversaries. 

At  the  annual  meeting  held  this  year  in 
Hotel  Del  Monte,  Thursday,  April  27th,  a 
committee  of  three  was  appointed  by  the 
president   to    submit    at     the     next    annual 
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meeting  a  name  upon  which  all  will  agree, 
and  it  seems  not  unlikely  that  our  present 
name  will  hereafter  be  only  illustrative  of 
its  own  condition.  It  having  been  con- 
ceded that  the  previous  exclusion  of  ex- 
state  chairmen  from  membership  had  been 
a  serious  loss  to  the  society,  the  constitu- 
tion was  amended  to  admit  them. 

The  president'  told  of  a  conference  in 
Los  Angeles,  April  3rd,  with  following 
members  present,  Mesdames  Mushet,  Baur- 
hyte,  De  Nyse,  Hartwell,  Porter,  Davis, 
Russell,  Elliot  and  Waters,  and  expressed 
her  desire  that  the  club  should  effect  a  more 
permanent  organization  in  order  to  do  some 
serious  work.  She  suggested  trying  the 
plan  recommended  by  the  conference  that 
monthly  meetings  be  held  in  both  the 
north  and  south.  The  plan  was  favorably 
received  and  upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Colby 
was  adopted  and  the  constitution  amended 
accordingly.  In  view  of  the  needs  of  the 
two  monthly  meetings,  provision  was  also 
made  in  the  constitution  for  an  additional 
secretary.  Mrs.  Grimes,  chairman  of  the 
nominating  committee  appointed  at  a  pre- 
liminary meeting,  reported  the  following 
ticket,  which  was  elected  unanimously: 
President,  Mrs.  William  Colby;  first  vice- 
president,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Mushet;  second  vice- 
president,  Mrs.  Cora  Woodbridge;  corre- 
sponding secretary,  Mrs.  Percy  King;  re- 
cording secretary,  Mrs.  George  Butler; 
treasurer,  Mrs.  J.  E.  Hughes. 

Upon  vote,  Mrs.  J.  E.  Cowles  was 
unanimously  endorsed  for  the  presidency  of 
the  General  Federation. 

The  social  feature  of  the  annual  meeting 
this  year  took  the  form  of  a  luncheon,  fol- 
lowed by  jinks  at  which  the  convention  was 
burlesqued.  In  introducing  the  state  pres- 
ident, Mrs.  Waters  said,  "The  day  of 
miracles  is  not  past.  Joshua  commanded 
the  sun  to  stand  still  but  we  have  sum- 
moned Knight  to  appear  in  the  midst  of 
day."  Mrs.  E.  D.  Knight,  state  president, 
graciously  responded  and  Mrs.  A.  L.  Barry 
welcomed  the  new  members,  laying  stress 
upon  the  eagerness  with  which  the  addi- 
tional dues  would  be  accepted.  The  re- 
sponse by  Dr.  Louise  Harvey  Clarke 
showed  that  the  new  members  were  fully 
aware  of  their  importance,  both  financially 
and  numerically.  A  mock  resolution  was 
presented  by  Mrs.  H.  E.  DeMyse  recom- 
mending that  the  coming  Republican  con- 
vention be  advised  to  refuse  to  permit  any 
candidate  to  accept  a  third  term  as  it  had 
been  tried  by  a  Down  and  Out  officer  and 
found  to  result  only  in  disaster  and  troubled 
Waters.  This  aroused  animated  discussion 
and  the  resolution  was  laid  upon  the  table, 
referred  to  the  health  department  to  be  cut 
out  and  taken  under  consideration  until  the 
next  annual  meeting,  whereupon  a  member 


arose  to.  a  point  of  information  inquiring 
whether  a  man  guillotined  today  could  be 
declared  alive  tomorrow.  She  was  inter- 
rupted by  the  club  chairman  of  illiteracy 
among  clubwomen,  Mrs.  A.  A.  Goddard, 
who  insisted  upon  reading  her  report  show- 
ing what  a  vast  field  exists   for  her  work. 

The  jinks  concluded  with  the  reading  of 
the  crystal  given  by  Mrs.  Jackson,  which 
revealed  the  future  of  the  club,  an  appre- 
ciation of  the  president  as  one  fitted  for 
the  activities  of  the  Down  and  Outs  by  Mrs. 
Durley,  and  a  clever  burlesque  in  which 
Shakespeare's  heroines  tell  the  true  stories 
of  their  lives,  Mrs.  Mushet  as  Ophelia,  Mrs. 
Matteson  Jones  as  Portia,  Mrs.  Schultze  as 
Juliet,  and  Mrs.  Caldwell  as  Lady  Macbeth. 

The  ninth  annual  meeting  of  the  Down 
and  Outs  may  congratulate  itself  on  having 
formulated  plans  which  will  make  possible 
a  wider  usefulness  of  the  club  and  yet  as 
having  retained  the  good  fellowship  feature 
which  alone  has  hitherto  kept  the  club  alive. 


HISTORY  AND  LANDMARKS 

Friday  afternoon,  the  28th,  was  devoted 
by  the  convention  to  a  pilgrimage  to  the 
many  historic  places  in  and  near  Monterey, 
under  the  direction  of  the  department  of 
History  and  Landmarks.  It  was  happily 
combined  with  an  automobile  ride  along 
the  wonderful  bay  of  Monterey,  through 
the  fragrant  woods,  on  what  is  called  the 
"Seventeen-mile  Drive,"  but  which  should 
be  called,  "seventeen  miles  of  pure  delight." 
Guides  were  at  the  historic  places  to  give 
the  story  and  direct  the  pilgrims.  The 
close  of  the  afternoon  brought  everyone  to 
Pacific  Grove  where  they  were  entertained 
by  the  Pacific  Grove  club  at  its  pleasant 
clubhouse,  and  a  social  hour  was  enjoyed. 
The  whole  afternoon  was  delightful,  and 
the  time  was  only  too  short  for  all  there 
was  to  see. 

Friday  evening,  Mrs.  Charles  C.  Arnold, 
chairman  of  the  department,  gave  her  re- 
port of  the  year's  work,  dwelling  especially 
on  the  value  of  the  study  of  history,  as  a 
preparation  for  citizenship,  and  telling  of 
the  efforts  made  to  have  the  high  schools 
in  the  state  give  courses  in  California  his- 
tory and  of  the  improvement  in  the  teach- 
ing of  history  in  the  grades.  She  was  fol- 
lowed by  Hon.  John  F.  Davis,  who  gave  an 
inspiring  address  on  "The  Study  of  Califor- 
nia History." 

Saturday — Conservation 

Saturday  morning's  program  dealt  largely 
with  conservation.  Mrs.  James  T.  Royles 
made  a  plea  for  our  forests,  and  Mr.  L.  H. 
Whiteman  gave  an  illustrated  lecture  on 
forestry.      He    showed    the    devastating   ef- 
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feet  of  flood  due  to  the  removal  of  the  for- 
ests either  by  fire  or  by  the  ax.  Mrs. 
Harriet  William  Myers,  commissioner  of 
birds  and  wild  life,  told  of  the  economic 
value  of  birds  and  made  an  appeal  to  the 
club  women  to  do  all  in  their  power  to 
preserve  the  wild  life  of  our  state.  Dr.  H. 
C.  Bryant  from  the  fish  and  game  commis- 
sion, spoke  on  the  methods  of  game  con- 
servation. 

Waterways  was  reported  by  Mrs.  E.  G. 
Greene  and  the  flood  condition  during  the 
past  winter  in  California  was  referred  to 
and  means  for  its  control  were  discussed. 
Mrs.  Green  gave  a  short  report  of  the  Con- 
gress of  Waterways  recently  held  in  San 
Francisco,  to  which  she  was  a  delegate. 

Mrs.  Robert  F.  Garner,  state  chairman  of 
health  gave  an  excellent  account  of  her 
department.  Much  good  work  has  been 
done.  She  was  responsible  for  two  speeches 
that  will  not  soon  be  forgotten. 

Miss  E.  L.  M.  Tate,  director  of  the  state 
bureau  of  tuberculosis  spoke  on  "How 
Women  can  Help  Solve  the  Tuberculosis 
Problem  in  California."  She  discussed  the 
county  hospitals  and  told  of  the  improved 
conditions  in  the  care  of  tuberculosis  pa- 
tients during  the  present  state  administra- 
tion. Dr.  Adelaide  Brown  of  San  Francisco, 
member  of  the  state  board  of  health  fol- 
lowed with  an  address.  She  told  the  many 
ways  women  could  help  the  state  board  of 
health.     She  explained  the  milk  law  that  is 


soon  to  go  into  effect  in  the  state.  She 
showed  the  danger  of  rabies  and  told  how 
through  experiments  on  the  lower  animals 
many  human  lives  had  been  saved.  Dr. 
Brown  favored  social  insurance  and  spoke 
of  the  benefits  resulting  therefrom.  So 
vital  was  this  address  to  the  interests  of  the 
home  and  community  that  a  full  text  will 
be  published  in  a  later  number  of  the  Club- 
woman.

One  of  the  enthusiastic  moments  of  the 
convention  was  when  Mrs.  E.  G.  Dennis- 
ton  of  San  Francisco  introduced  Mrs.  Josiah 
Evans  Cowles,  California's  candidate  for 
the  presidency  of  the  General  Federation. 
The  entire  delegate  body  and  all  visiting 
club  women  rose  to  greet  Mrs.  Cowles. 
Several  voiced  their  appreciation  of  Mrs. 
Cowles  service  to  the  individual  club,  and 
to  the  state  and  general  federation.  Mrs. 
Denniston  told  of  the  personal  sacrifice  Mrs. 
Cowles  made  to  bring  the  Biennial  to  San 
Francisco.  Mrs.  Seward  Simons,  president 
of  the  Friday  Morning  Club  of  Los  Angeles 
o'f  which  Mrs.  Cowles  is  a  charter  member, 
paid  a  tribute  to  Mrs.  Cowles  helpful  co- 
operation in  all  club  activities  tending  to 
create  and  stimulate  the  true  federation 
spirit.

spoke  of  Mrs.  Cowles  as  a  loyal  friend  and 
neighbor,  a  woman  true  to  every  trust  im- 
posed upon  her.  Mrs.  Robert  J.  Burdette 
cleverly  clinched  her  remarks  by  facts  when 
she  referred  to  the  marked  executive  ability 
of  Mrs.  Cowles  and  her  working  knowledge 
of  every  department  in  the  federation.  Mrs. 
Herbert  A.  Cable  spoke  feelingly  of  her 
home  life,  her  broad  mindedness,  her  atten- 
tion to  details,  and  her  fairness — always 
considerate  of  the  rights  of  the  other 
woman.  Others  present  testified  to  the  cap- 
ability and  fitness  of  California's  candidate 
to  the  highest  office  in  the  General  Federa- 
tion. Mrs.  Cowles  in  her  answering  ad- 
dress thanked  the  convention  in  generous 
words  of  appreciation  and  said  that  she 
would  strive  to  live  up  to  the  high  standard 
that  had  been  set  for  her;  that  whether  vic- 
tory or  defeat  awaited  her  she  should  al- 
ways cherish  the  loving  tributes  of  the  club 
women  of  California  and  of  other  co-work- 
ers in  other  states.  To  live  in  the  hearts 
of  the  splendid  club  women  of  America  is 
better  than  any  office. 

The  report  of  the  work  of  the  art  depart- 
ment as  given  by  Mrs.  Rose  V.  S.  Berry 
showed  wonderful  opportunities  taken  ad- 
vantage of  by  the  club  women  of  the  state. 
Mrs.  Berry  is  to  be  congratulated  for  the 
great  work  she  has  done  in  raising  the 
standard  of  art  appreciation  and  in  art  edu- 
cation. 

The  music  department  was  reported  by 
its  chairman,  Mrs.  Walter  Longbotham. 
Great  interest  has  been  created  in  commun- 
ity singing.  Sunday  afternoon  song  services 
have  been  given  in  many  of  the  cities,  school 
houses  and  other  social  centers.  They  have 
proved  very  successful.  Mrs.  Longbotham 
.  feels  that  music  is  one  of  the  great  harmon- 
izing forces  of  the  world.  She  was  respons- 
ible for  the  music  of  the  convention  and 
those  who  heard  her  beautiful  voice  in  the 
rendering  of  the  Indian  folk  songs  and  old 
Irish  melodies  will  long  remember  it.  Every 
session  of  the  convention  was  opened  with 
unison  singing  led  by  Mrs.  Longbotham 
with  Carrie  Stone  Freeman  at  the  piano. 
These  two  musicians  were  the  very  heart 
and   soul   of  the   convention. 

The  afternoon  was  given  over  to  the  de- 
partment of  peace,  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  C.  E.  Cumberson,  chairman  of  that 
department.  The  address  on  "One  Way  to 
Permanent  Peace"  by  Dr.  David  Starr  Jor- 
dan was  greatly  enjoyed,  but  the  speech  of 
Mrs.  Seward  A.  Simons  on  "Preparedness 
for  Peace;"  "America's  Danger  and  Oppor- 
tunity" was  the  speech  of  the  hour  and 
elicited  tremendous  applause.  Necrology 
report  was  given  by  Mrs.  A.  J.  Borchers 
and  followed  by  the  usual  memorial  silence. 
All  the  delegates  standing.  An  invitation 
from  Pasadena  for  the  1917  State  Conven- 
tion to  be  held  there  was  given  by  Mrs. 
Ernest  B.  Lockwood  and  accepted  unanim- 
ously. Mrs.  Charles  Farwell  Edson  spoke 
on  the  work  of  the  Minimum  Wage  Com- 
mission of  the  state  of  which  she  is  a.mem- 
ber.     She   told   of  the   low  wages   that  had 


been  paid  women  in  the  packing  houses  and 
laundries  before  the  investigation  of  the 
commission.  Better  conditions  obtain  now 
and  yet  there  is  room  for  improvement. 

The  president  in  her  message  expressed 
her  gratification  of  the  loyal  support  of  the 
club  women  of  California.  She  outlined  sev- 
eral plans  of  work  which  she  hoped  the 
clubs  would  help  her  to  carry  out  during 
the  year.  She  said  she  felt  that  now  for  the 
first  time  she  was  the  real  president  of  the 
State  Federation.  Before  this  she  was  sim- 
ply carrying  out  the  plans  of  another.  She 
pledged  to  the  club  women  her  best  efforts 
in  furthering  the  work  of  the  federation. 

Saturday  evening  was  given  over  to  art, 
and  Mrs.  Rose  V.  S.  Berry  gave  a  delightful 
illustrated  lecture  on  "Modern  Art  and 
Artists.'  The  following  is  an  excerpt  from 
this  lecture. 


ART   IN    CALIFORNIA 
Rose  V.  S.  Berry 

Never  in  the  history  of  this  state  has 
there  been  such  interest  manifested  in  art 
as  during  the  last  two  years.  In  many  ways 
the  public  has  been  astounded  at  truths 
brought  home  so  forcibly  that  the  most 
unobservant  could  not  but  see.  The  great 
exposition  held  in  San  Francisco  is  the 
first  great  show  ever  held  where  the  por- 
tion devoted  to  fun  and  hilarity  failed  ut- 
terly as  a  financial  success;  proving  in  this 
instance,  that  beauty  could  be  sufficiently 
impressive  to  charm  and  hold  completely 
when  placed  before  the  public  in  such  a 
way  that  its  subtle  charm  was  compelling. 
Old  and  young,  great  and  small,  from  one 
end  of  the  state  to  the  other,  have  been 
held  in  admiration  by  the  beauty  of  the 
two  expositions  and  it  has  been  an  oppor- 
tunity greatly  beyond  calculation  to  the 
various  chairmen  in  the  districts  who  have 
been  keenly  alive  to  the  occasion  and  have 
achieved  some  splendid  results.  Clubs  have 
asked  for  art  and  help  in  its  study  instead 
of  being  persuaded  into  its   charm. 

The  State  Chairman,  having  been  fortu- 
nate in  being  placed  upon  the  lecturing  staff 
of  the  Fine  Arts  Department  of  the  P.  P. 
I.  E.,  immediately  offered  all  clubs  two 
free  programs:  one  on  Historical  American 
Art,  the  other  on  California  Art.  Many 
club  women  took  advantage  of  this  and  it 
meant  a  vital  interest  quickly  established 
with  a  personal  touch  seldom  possible  for 
the  State  Chairman  and  the  clubs.  The 
District  Chairmen  all  visited  the  Exposi- 
tion and,  in  several  instances,  came  for  nu- 
merous excursions  with  their  club  women, 
so  it  is  safe  to  say  that  never  in  the  history 
of  California  has  so  much  nor  such  com- 
prehensive work  been  done,  and  once  done, 
the  result  is  here  to  stay — our  club  women 
are  interested  for  all  time  and  the  immedi- 
ate events  will  prove  our  claim.  The  San 
Francisco  District  Chairman,  Mrs.  Edwin 
Stadtmuller,  and  the  State  Chairman  have 
been  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  assist  in 
securing  the  permanent  gallery  in  San  Fran- 
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cisco.  All  are  now  entering  into  the  plan 
proposed  by  the  women  of  Sacramento  to 
secure  a  fine  and  representative  exhibition 
of  California  artists  for  the  new  Women's 
Building  at  the  State  Fair — this  to  become 
an  annual  exhibition. 

California  has  necessarily  a  very  distinc- 
tive art.  It  has  the  snow  covered  moun- 
tains, the  thickly  wooded  lower  ranges  and 
the  rolling  foothills.  It  has  its  broad  in- 
land valleys  and  those  lying  nearer  the 
coast,  beautiful  with  spreading  oaks  and 
flowering  fruit  trees.  It  has  the  wonderful 
redwoods,  the  pines,  the  evergreen  trees 
and  the  deciduous  trees,  with  the  stiff,  con- 
ventional semi-tropical  trees,  all  of  which 
make  fascinating  material  for  artists.  The 
early  Spanish  architecture  is  wonderful  in 
its  lure  and  lends  itself  to  color  and  ro- 
mance. All  this,  together  with  the  atmos- 
phere of  the  sea,  with  its  ever-changing 
haze,  mist  and  fog,  and  the  rarified  atmos- 
pheric conditions  brought  about  by  winds 
and  high  altitude — and  our  great  stretches 
of  desert — make  California  an  artist's  mecca 
and  has  attracted  many  men  of  talent  from 
all  over  the  world,  who  have  become  resi- 
dents among  us. 

There  are  thirty  women  painters  here  in 
California  and  some  of  them  are  among  the 
most  talented.  There  are  those  who  paint 
flowers,  miniatures,  portraits,  marines  and 
landscape,  several  handle  the  sun  effects 
splendidly  and  the  decorative  lines  of  work 


appeal  to  others,  who  carry  it  into  several 
phases,  including  the  unusual.  Our  men 
number  fifty  residents,  and  they  are  all  over 
the  state — in  the  extreme  South,  La  Jolla 
and  the  places  about  Los  Angeles,  Mon 
terey  and  Carmel-by-the-Sea  having  a  col- 
ony of  artists,  San  Francisco  has  many.  This 
embraces  the  most  of  the  well  known  art- 
ists' haunts,  though  in  the  season  they  are 
in  the  Yosemite  and  every  beautiful  district. 

Wm.  M.  Chase,  Wm.  Ritschel,  C.  C. 
Cooper,  and  Childe  Hassam  have  been  vis- 
iting us  for  the  last  few  years  and  it  is 
rumored  ,that  Redfield  will  spend  some 
time  with  us  next  season. 

Our  sculptors  include  Hay  Patigian,  Ar- 
thur Pulman,  Douglas  Tilden,  Robt.  Aitken. 
John  I.  Walter,  Ralph  Stackpole,  Gertrude 
B.  Kanno.  Mrs.  Wendt  and  Maude  Daggett. 

Another  gratifying  result  of  the  year  has 
been  the  unprecedented  sale  of  pictures — 
many  of  the  gems  of  the  exposition  have 
been  secured  for  the  California  clubs  and 
the  residents  of  the  state. 

The  coming  year  we  hope  to  devote  in 
every  way  to  the  study  of  American  and 
California  art,  with  a  great  desire  to  appre- 
ciate our  artists  by  purchasing  their  works 
and  having  them  constantly  with  us.  The 
beauty  is  here,  in  our  midst,  the  talented 
ones  are  here,  and  we  want  the  love  of  art 
and  the  value  of  its  influence  to  be  so  much 
a  part  of  us  that  it  shall  be  a  great  posses- 
sion which  we'll  have  with  us.

A  DELEGATE'S  LETTER  ON  THE 
BUSINESS  OF  THE  CON- 
VENTION 

My   dear   Husband: 

You  asked  me  to  write  about  the  busi- 
ness of  the  convention,  I  had  intended  to 
each  day,  but  if  anyone  can  write  very  much 
while  attending  a  state  convention  they  are 
different  from  me. 

I  feel  now  that  I  much  rather  go  home 
than  to  stay  another  day,  but  you  seem  so 
determined  that  I  shall  rest  here  a  week 
(and  it  is  a  beautiful  place  in  which  to  rest), 
and  as  I  always  obey,  I  am  going  to  try 
and  content  myself  to  stay  until  Friday. 
Be  sure  and  have  Elizabeth  practice  at  least 
an  hour  each  day,  and  ask  Glenn  if  he 
brushes   his   teeth   every   day. 

For  yourself,  "Miss  me  just  enough." 

But  about  the  business.  The  first  was 
that  of  getting  settled,  the  hotel  managed 
very  well,  as  most  of  the  delegates  had 
engaged  rooms  in  advance,  and  there  was 
less  confusion  than  at  previous  conventions. 

Delegates  were  coming  and  going  all  the 
time  and  this  seems  a  little  unbusiness  like 
to  me;  to  get  the  best  from  a  convention, 
delegates  should  be  on  hand  at  the  start 
and  remain  to  the  bitter  end. 

The  first  business  was  the  reports  of 
the  convention  committees.  The  chairman 
of  the  credential  committee  gave  her  re- 
port, which  was  well  arranged  though  only 
a  partial  report,  as  many  of  the  delegates 
had  not  yet  arrived  and  others  had  not  filed 
their  credentials.  When  are  we  going  to 
learn  that  our  first  duty  when  arriving  at 
a  convention  is  to  file  our  credentials? 

But  when  we  think  of  the  unbusinesslike 
way  the  work  of  the  credential   committee 


used  to  be  done,  we  marvel  at  our  progress; 
after  this  report  the  president  declared  the 
Fifteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  regu- 
larly open  and  ready  for  business. 

The  delegates  were  then  seated  and  next 
came  the  report  of  the  committee  on  rules 
and  regulations,  which  instructed  us  just 
how  to  behave,  and  if  the  one,  in  regard 
to  refraining  from  whispering  was  some- 
times disregarded,  it  was  not  the  fault  of 
the  committee. 

The  report  of  the  program  committee  was 
given  by  the  secretary  of  the  committee  on 
account  of  the  absence  of  the  chairman, 
this  was  a  short  clever  report  and  proved 
to  us  that  even  reports  rriay  have  a  touch 
of  originality. 

The  reports  of  the  officers  were  every 
one  models,  they  were  concise,  interesting 
and   gratifying. 

From  time  to  time  during  the  convention, 
the  state  chairman  reported  and  most  of 
these  reports  were  businesslike,  a  man  who 
was  present  was  overheard  saying,  when 
the  chairman  of  music  gave  her  report,  "I 
wish  she  would  sing  it."  We  know  he 
meant  this  as  a  compliment;  each  chair- 
man proved  to  us  beyond  doubt,  that  her 
department  was  the  most  important  in  the 
federation.  I  think  the  open  forum  should 
be  classed  with  business,  but  will  tell  you 
about  that  when  I  reach  home. 

The  resolutions  were  presented  by  the 
chairman  of  the  committee;  there  was  one 
resolution  which,  because  of  the  unfortunate 
wording  caused  much  discussion,  and  at 
times  it  seemed  the  issue  was  forgotten.  The 
thing  that  impressed  or  depressed  me  most 
about  this  discussion  was,  that  everybody 
blamed  everybody  else,  still  I  believe  good 
may  come  from  the  discussion. 

The  amendments  to  the  by-laws  had  been 
appended  to  the  call,  and  were  read  by  the 
chairman  of  the  standing  rules  committee 
in  a  most  businesslike  way,  the  women  ex- 
pressed themselves  freely  and  voted  against 
a  number.  This  seemed  to  me  splendid,  for 
once  not  so  very  many  years  ago)  we  all 
thought  we  must  vote  in  the  affirmative. 
We  are  growing  more  businesslike. 

The  minutes  were  read  each  day;  they 
were  real  minutes,  not  personal  impres- 
sions, and  were  read  so  that  all  could 
hear,  therefore  the  recording  secretary  de- 
served a  vote  of  thanks. 

The  election  passed  off  quietly  and  with- 
out taking  much  time.  Each  year  we  grow 
more  business  like  in  this  respect. 

The  invitation  for  next  state  convention 
to  be  held  in  Pasadena  was  given  in  the 
most  businesslike  and  cordial  way  and  was 
promptly  accepted. 

The  program  was  kept  well  within  the 
limit  and  with  the  exception  of  one  morn- 
ing, adjourned  on  time. 

The  president  was  always  businesslike 
and  never  failed  to  be  in  the  convention 
hall  in  time  for  the  opening.

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MOMENTOUS  LEGISLATIVE  WORK  ACCOM- 
PLISHED BY  OUTLOOK  ASSOCIATION 


Unique  in  the  list  of  womens'  clubs  of  the 
State  is  the  Outlook  Association  of  Los 
Angeles.  Though  small  in  numbers,  its 
active  membership  being  limited  to  twenty- 
five,  all  on  the  executive  board,  this  organ- 
ization has  to  its  credit  some  of  the  most 
momentous  legislative  work  achieved  by 
any  club  in  the  State.  Even  before  the 
granting  of  equal  suffrage  to  women,  a  sur- 
vey of  local  bakeries  had  been  made  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  Health  Department 
of  the  city,  and  the  reports  made  at  that 
time  were  instrumental  in  the  enactment  of 
ordinances  which  have  been  most  whole- 
some in  their  regulatory  effect  upon  the 
bakeries  of  Los  Angeles. 

A  legislative  achievement  of  note  was  the 
placing  upon  California  statutes  of  the  Tor- 
rens  Land  Title  law.  A  campaign  of  edu- 
cation covering  four  years  preceded  the 
balloting  upon  this  question,  the  measure 
■receiving  the  largest  favorable  majority  of 
any  amendment  voted  upon  in  1914.  Owing 
to  the  relentless  opposition  from  the  en- 
trenched interests  the  amended  Torrens  act 
was  defeated  in  the  1913  California  Legis- 
lature and  through  an  initiative  petition  was 
placed  upon  the  ballot  to  be  voted  upon  Dy 
the  people  at  large  in  1914.  This  necessi- 
tated procuring  over  50,000  signatures, 
which  was  done  by  the  legislative  depart- 
ment, of  which  Mrs.  W.  D.  Campbell  was 
chairman.  It  was  found  necessary  to  con- 
duct a  State-wide  campaign  of  education. 
This  was  accomplished  through  the  news- 
papers under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs. 
George  Baker  Anderson.  That  it  was  well 
done  and  that  the  measure  was  a  popular 
one  was  attested  to  by  the  overwhelming 
vote  favoring  its  enactment. 

How  this  Association  has  been  assisting 
the  county  and  city  of  Los  Angeles  in  work- 
ing out  the  great  "recurrent  misdeamant" 
problem  through  the  establishment  of  an 
industrial  farm  is  a  matter  of  keen  local  in- 
terest. About  two  years  ago  the  women  of 
the  Outlook  took  up  this  matter  under  the 
direct  charge  of  Mrs.  Martin  Bekins,  Vice- 
President  and  Chairman  of  this  patrticular 
department  of  work,  and  by  working 
through  the  County  Supervisors  (who  ap- 
propriated $20,000  to  start  the  work)  and 
the  City  Council  who  contributed  the  land, 
the  plan  was  finally  perfected. 

The  industrial  farm  has  been  established 
in  the  San  Francisquita  Canon,  where  the 
city  owns  200  acres  of  fertile  land  contigu- 
ous to  a'  large  tract  of  government  land 
available  for  grazing  purposes.  Arrange- 
ments have  been  made.  An  abundance  of 
water  for  irrigation  is  available  as  is  also  an 
abundance  of  power  from  the  L.  A.  aque- 
duct which  makes  intensive  farming  possi- 
ble. 

Work  of  reconstruction  of  the  buildings 
on  the  place  has  been  accomplished  and  new 


buildings  are  in  course  of  construction.  It 
is  planned  to  quarter  the  men  in  out-of-door 
sleeping  rooms  as  an  adjunct  to  the  health 
restoring  plan.  It  is  believed  that  the  men 
who  have  been  arrested  and  rearrested  and 
from  time  to  time  thrown  into  jail  to  lan- 
guish in  dark  cells  under  most  unwholesome 
conditions  may  be  sentenced  to  the  indus- 
trial farm  where  they  may  be  taught  inten- 
sive farming,  dairying,  etc.,  there  to  re- 
main until  able  to  go  forth  from  this  term 
of  service  physically  fit  and  capable  of  mak- 
ing their  own  way. 

It  is  the  very  class  whose  weakness  and 
lack  of  qualifications  for  regular  employ- 
ment make  them  constantly  recurrent  mis- 
demeanants that  this  institution  is  espe- 
pecially  designed  to  serve. 

For  the  past  two  years  this  organization 
has  been  interested  in  the  passage  of  a  fed- 
eral bill,  creating  a  National  Market  Com- 
mission, along  the  lines  suggested  by  David 
Lubin,  whose  counsel  has  been  closely  fol- 
lowed by  the  club  in  its  nation-wide  cam- 
paign. The  Sheppard  bill  being  considered 
in  Congress  at  this  time  contains  the  plan 
favored  by  Hon.  David  Lubin  for  a  National 
Marketing  Commission  as  well  as  for  Rural 
Credits.  In  its  work  for  this  measure  the 
Outlook  Association  has  received  national 
recognition.  Columns  regarding  its  cam- 
paign have  been  published  in  the  Congres- 
sional Record  at  Washington,  D.  C,  and 
last  autumn  the  chairman  of  the  committee, 
Mrs.  D.  C.  McCan,  visited  the  large  cities 
of  the  east,  creating  a  lively  interest  in  the 
work  wherever  she  went.  Prominence  was 
given  both  to  the  cause  and  to  the  Outlook 
Association  through  the  many  interviews 
with  Mrs.  McCan,  which  the  press  of  the 
eastern  cities  published.  A  branch  or  affil- 
iating club,  consisting  of  New  York  women 
interested  in  this  same  work,  was  organized 
at  this  time. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  club  is  its 
information  bureau,  maintained  at  headquar- 
ters, pertaining  to  the  acts  and  attitude  of 
our  public  officials,  relating  to  matters  of 
recognized  basic  or  fundamental  import. 
This  will  be  gathered  by  the  various  depart- 
ment chairmen  with  personal  observations 
or  deductions  attached  and  will  be  accessi- 
ble to  the  membership. 

Many  important  and  exceedingly  interest- 
ing phases  of  the  work  of  this  association 
may  only  be  touched  upon  in  this  article.  A 
department  of  the  club  work  which  must 
necessarily  be  carefully  and  painstakingly 
conducted  is  that  of  the  police  and  the  lower 
courts  and  city  and  county  jails  investigat- 
ing department.  This  work  is  under  direc- 
tion of  a  woman  of  great  poise,  wide  sym- 
pathies and  a  keen  sense  of  justice.  She  is 
intolerant  of  any  tendency  to  malign  offi-

STATE  CONFERENCE  OF  SOCIAL 
AGENCIES 


Los  Angeles,  May  1st  to  5th — Some  Inter- 
esting Facts 

There  are  1200  paid-up  members. 

There  were  over  200  speakers. 

Twenty-three  conferences  were  held  on 
ten  subjects. 

On  one  day  4000  people  were  in  attend- 
ance at  the  various  meetings. 

Hundreds  of  school  and  college  students 
were  in  attendance  faithfully  taking  notes. 

The  subjects  considered  were:  "Care  and 
Training  of  Feeble-Minded,"  "Child  Wel- 
fare," "Church  in  Social  Service,"  "Correc- 
tions." "Education  for  Social  Work," 
"Health  and  Sanitation,"  "Immigration  and 
Housing,"  "Public  and  Private  Charities," 
"Recreation,"  "Unemployed." 

There  were  five  evening  meetings. 

The  speakers  were  national  authorities  on 
their  subjects. 

The  national  speakers  were:  Rabbi  Meyer, 
President  California  State  Board  of  Chari- 
ties; Alexander  Johnson,  Field  Secretary 
National  Commission  on  Provision  for  the 
Feeble-Minded;  Hon.  Harry  Olson,  Chief 
Justice  Municipal  Court  in  Chicago;  Rev. 
M.  J.  Scanlon,  S.  T.  L.,  Director  Boston 
Catholic  Charities;  Dr.  Arthur  W.  Briggs, 
State  Organizer  California  Campaign  Fed- 
eration; Dr.  Wm.  F.  Foster,  President  Reed 
College,  Oregon. 

The  California  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs  was  well  represented. 

Its  members  were  among  the  planners  of 
the  program.  Two  of  them  were  chairmen 
and  presided  over  sections. 

Trained  clubwomen  spoke  as  experts  at 
all  the  conferences. 


The  conference  on  Americanization  was 
patterned  after  the  afternoon  on  Immigrant 
Education  at  Del  Monte,  giving  the  man's 
point  of  view  instead  of  the  woman's.  To 
prove  it,  here  is  the  program:

Every  speaker  was  present  and  the  ses- 
sion closed  on  time. 

The  conference  put  itself  on  record  with 
resolutions. 

Like  the  C.  F.  W.  C,  it  passed  a  unani- 
mous resolution  for  the  abolition  of  the 
liquor  traffic. 

Like  the  C.  F.  W.  C,  it  stood  solidly  for 
the  opening  of  evening  schools  for  purposes 
of  Americanization. 

Its  great  forward  note  was  shown  in  its 
determination  to  protect  the  State  from  the 
menace  of  the  feeble-minded  by  careful  vo- 
cational training  by  segregation  and  by  ster- 
ilization. 

It  asked  for  a  school  for  the  feeble-minded 
in  Southern  California. 

It  strongly  recommended  a  clinical 
psychologist  as  a  necessary  part  of  any 
school  system. 

The  people  of  the  State  were  asked  to 
stand  behind  the  endeavors  of  State  officials 
to  develop  a  State  farm  in  Napa  County  for 
the  use  of  the  prisoners  from  San  Quentin.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  DISTRICT 
CONVENTION 


In  San  Jose,  at  Hotel  Vendome  on  March 
the  twenty-ninth,  1916,  the  fourteenth  an- 
nual convention  of  the  San  Francisco  Dis- 
trict Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  was 
called  to  order  by  the  District  president, 
Mrs.  Percy  S.  King. 

After  prayer  by  Rev.  J.  H.  N.  Williams, 
the  convention  adopted  its  program  as  sub- 
mitted without  other  change  than  that 
which  would  prove  necessary. 

Mrs.  A.  E.  Osborne,  Past  District  Presi- 
dent and  Chairman  of  the  Local  Board, 
gave  a  most  cordial  welcome,  which  was 
responded  to  by  Miss  Jessica  Lee  Briggs 
of  San  Francisco.  Mrs.  E.  D.  Knight, 
State  President,  gave  greetings  from  the 
State  Federation,  dwelling  upon  the  power 
and  purpose  of  the  Federation,  the  per- 
sonal association  and  the  benefit,  breadth 
and  diversity  of  this  organization  of 
women's  clubs. 

Mrs.  Percy  L.  Shuman,  Past  District 
President,  followed  with  kindest  wishes 
and  greetings  expressed  in  her  quiet,  charm- 
ing manner. 

Greetings  from  afar,  included  a  delight- 
ful message  from  Lord  and  Lady  Aberdeen, 
thanking  the  women  of  the  Federation  for 
the  kindness  and  courtesy  extended  them 
in  their  work  while  in  California.  Other 
messages  from  Mrs.  Robert  Burdette  and 
Mrs.  A.  F.  Jones  were  heard  with  interest. 

The  San  Francisco  District  has  had  a 
most  unusual  year.  Having  had  the  great 
exposition  for  the  entire  ten  months,  it 
had  in  many  ways  interfered  with  the  work 
of  the  district  and  in  other  ways  interfered 
with  the  work  of  the  district  and  in  other 
ways  brought  the  richest  recompense.  The 
District  maintained  a  rest  room  in  the  Cali- 
fornia Building  at  the  P. -P.  I.  E.  This  was 
enjoyed  by  many  women  and  proved  a 
great  source  of  satisfaction  to  the  women 
seeking  quiet  and  a  beautiful  view  of  the 
bay  and  islands  across  the  Golden  Gate. 
There  were  innumerable  calls  upon  the  club 
women  all  during  the  Exposition,  which 
were  met  in  every  way  and  always  with 
credit  and  ihonor.  Notwithstanding  all 
these  demands,  Mrs.  King  had  visited  the 
clubs  in  the  most  remote  and  outlying 
towns  of  her  district.  She  had  only  praise 
to  give  of  the  interest  displayed  in  Federa- 
tion and  the  work  accomplished. 

In  their  various  reports,  each  officer 
spoke  with  pleasure  of  her  service  to  the 
District,  and  with  mingled  joy  and  sorrow 
at  having  come  to  a  parting  of  the  ways — 
this  being  the  second  year  for  the  entire 
board. 

The  work  of  the  convention  began  in 
earnest  with  the  reports  of  the  twenty-one 
District  Chairmen  and  the  one  hundred  and 
thirty-one  clubs — many  of  which  had  keenly 
alive  and  interested  Presidents  in  attend- 
ance.

With  the  wonder- 
ful advantages  of  the  Exposition,  the  clubs 
have  had  inspirations  for  great  work,  and 
it  has  been  done,  the  San  Francisco  Dis- 
trict Chairman  being  one  who  has  worked 
tirelessly  for  the  securing  of  the  perma- 
nent gallery  for  the  city.  An  interesting 
evening  was  enjoyed  with  Prof.  A.  B.  Clark 
of  Stanford  University,  who,  at  the  request 
of  Mrs.  Stadtmuller,  the  Art  Chairman, 
gave  an  entire  evening  program  to  the 
phases  of  modern  art.  The  speaker  had 
much  to  say  of  French  innnovation,  of  the 
work  of  Von  Gogh,  Ganguin  and  Cezanne — 
all  men  who  have  left  telling  influences 
upon  the  work  of  our  American  artists. 
These  lessons  have  been  taught  in  the  most 
delightful  way — that  of  daily  visits  at  the 
great  gallery  containing  the  ten  thousand 
pictures  with  which  San  Francisco  has  been 
blessed  this  year.  Prof.  Clark  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  broad  pictures — lacking,  per- 
haps, in  finish,  *but  gaining  at  the  same 
time  power  and  strength  and  character  by 
the  absence  of  detail. 

The  Chairman  of  Literature,  Mrs.  W.  I. 
Clayes  of  San  Francisco,  gave  a  delightful 
program  following  her  report,  which  cited 
the  work  of  many  earnest  club  women  who 
were  studying  seriously  history,  poetry, 
legends  and  folk  lore. 

Mrs.  Clayes  read  one  of  her  own  fairy 
stories,  which  charmed  her  hearers. 

It  is  always  true  of  the  Federation  Chair- 
man that  she  deems  her  department  the 
most  vital,  and  she  nearly  convinces  one 
of  her  view  points  before  she  finishes  with 
a  successful  report.  This  is  particularly 
true  of  Mrs.  Alexander  McBean,  who  stated 
that  much  of  the  labor  problem  could  be 
solved  by  the  water  problem.  She  talked 
at  length  of  the  Williams  and  Newlands- 
Broussard  bills,  begging  the  interest  and 
support  of  the  women  for  these  measures. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Anderson  of  Salinas,  the  chair- 
man of  Civics,  reports  that  considerable 
work  has  been  done  by  all  clubs  in  conjunc- 
tion with  city  and  town  officials.  A  spirit 
of  co-operation  has  been  established  and 
the  union  of  effort  has  always  resulted  in 
wholesome  benefit  to  the  community. 
Clean-up  days  and  arbor  days  have  been 
observed.  Unsightly  vacant  lots  have  been 
beautified,  dumping  grounds  have  been 
cleaned,  garbage  cans  installed,  tree  plant- 
ing encouraged,  money  has  been  raised  for 
public  parks,  and  streets  have  been  parked, 
adding  to  the  attractiveness  and  beauty  of 
the  community.  Hospitals,  jails  and  alms 
houses  have  been  visited  and  inspected. 
Food    sanitation    has    received    considerable 
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attention,  and  some  clubs  have  inspected 
dairies,  meat  markets  and  bakeries.  Anti- 
fly  campaigns  have  been  conducted,  mos- 
quitoes and  their  breeding  places  destroyed. 
Rest  rooms  have  been  opened,  affording 
great  practical  and  necessary  convenience 
to  working  girls  and  tired  mothers.  Co- 
operation has  been  established  between 
clubs  and  the  Travelers'  Aid  Society,  and 
much  work  has  been  accomplished  through 
co-operation  of  clubs  and  Parent-Teachers' 
Associations. 

Mrs.  M.  A.  Buchan  gave  a  fine  report 
upon  her  department  work,  Civil  Service 
Reform. 

The  study  of  civil  service  law  was  urged 
upon  the  clubs.  Mrs.  Buchan  spoke  of 
the  conference  being  held  by  Los  Angeles 
and  San  Francisco  people  who  are  framing 
an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  which 
provides  tenure  of  office  shall  be  during 
good  behavior  and  that  a  civil  service  com- 
mission shall  remove  incompetents. 

Institutional  reform  has  held  the  atten- 
tion of  the  department  during  the  year.  A 
separate  police  court  is  being  urged  for 
women  offenders  in  San  Francisco. 

Mrs.  Meneray,  District  Chairman  of  Edu- 
cation, stated  that  the  one  great  effort  of 
that  department  had  been  to  Americanize 
the  foreigner  in  our  midst,  and  in  assisting 
the  mothers  of  foreign  children  who  are 
being  Americanized  away  from  them.  We 
have  in  California  100,000  illiterates — the 
Federation  is  using  the  night  schools  as  a 
means  of  reaching  this  condition. 


The  three  departments  of  the  Federation 
— Country  Life,  Social  and  Industrial  Con- 
ditions, and  Education  are  all  bending  every 
possible  effort  toward  this  work. 

An  interesting  innovation  was  the  part 
of  the  program  devoted  to  Appropriate 
Dressing — a  Round  Table  discussion  led  by 
Mrs.  J.  C.  McMasters,  President  of  the 
California  Club,  San  Francisco.  Mrs.  Mc- 
Masters introduced  her  subject  with  some 
clever  observations  and  then  turned  the 
discussion  over  to  several  women  in  the 
following  order: 

Educational  Dress — Mrs.  T.  Fredericks. 

Economic  and  Moral  Phase — Mrs.  E.  J. 
Baldwin. 

Small  Town's  Viewpoint — Mrs.  Richard 
Wheeler. 

Industrial  and  Professional  Women's 
Dress — Miss  Marguerite  Ogden. 

Country  Woman's  Viewpoint — Mrs.  Olive 
Borette. 

Esthetic  Viewpoint — Miss  Partridge. 

The  Optimistic  Viewpoint — Jessica  Lee 
Briggs. 

Between  each  speaker  two  models  danced 
in  with  stately  and  graceful  step,  costumed 
in:  First,  tennis  suits;  second,  sporting 
suits;  third,  morning  dress;  fourth,  street 
dress;  fifth,  afternoon  dress;  sixth,  dinner 
gown;  seventh,  evening  gowns. 

Miss  Marguerite  Ogden,  Chairman  of 
Legislation,  gave  her  report,  which  she  fol- 
lowed with  a  splendid  address  upon  "Wom- 
en and  the  Law." 

The  reports  of  the  Club  Presidents,  given

It  is  little  short  of  amazing  to  hear  how 
our  splendid  women,  banded  together  into 
clubs,  can,  with  united  will  and  effort,  adorn 
a  city,  plant  trees  along  the  highway,  build 
club  houses,  feed  the  poor,  clothe  the  needy, 
establish  libraries,  send  children  to  the  P.-P. 
I.  E.,  entertain  a  community,  look  into  the 
merit  of  vital  reforms,  watch  the  outside 
interests  from  a  woman's  ideal  point  of 
view — and  with  it  all — deep  in  a  glorious, 
womanly  heart  have  only  the  welfare  of 
her  husband  and  babies. 

When  the  plan  of  the  State  Endowment 
was  talked  there  were  a  number  of  sub- 
scriptions. The  Kalon  Club  placed  the 
names  of  its  six  presidents  upon  the  Honor 
Roll: 

Mrs.  H.  B.  Penney,  Mrs.  F.  D.  Bates, 
Mrs.  E.  G.  Denniston,  Mrs.  F.  Fredericks, 
Mrs.  Geo.  Mullin  and  Mrs.  Francis  Jones. 

Corona  Club  placed  the  names  of  two 
Presidents — Mrs.  Dalton  and  Mrs.  E.  D. 
Knight. 

The  various  chairmen  are  so  interested 
in  their  departmental  work  that  it  is  really 
to  be  regretted  that  space  forbids  a  fuller 
resume  of  the  achievements  of  each  busy 
worker.  Club  extension  had  twenty-one 
new  clubs. 


The  Music  Department  reports  that  it 
had  been  working  with  church,  school  and 
community  songs  and  American  composers. 

The  Department  of  Philanthropy  had  re- 
ceived some  acceptable  gifts,  had  assisted 
many  cases  of  those  needing  aid.  The  ap- 
peal of  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  F.  Hamilton, 
found  a  ready  response  from  most  clubs. 

The  Home  Economics  Chairman,  Miss 
Helen  L.  Mignon,  reported  work  with  two 
ends  in  view — the  extension  of  work  in  all 
directions,  and  the  placing  of  practical  ma- 
terial in  the  hands  of  all  clubs. 

Reciprocity  and  Library  Extension 
begged  the  clubs  to  consider  well  and  ac- 
cept the  fine  opportunity  offered  the  re- 
mote districts  of  becoming  actual  borrow- 
ers of  the  great  State  library  of  250,000 
volumes  and  the  services  of  a  trained 
librarian. 

A  report  which  interested  all  women  was 
Dr.  Millicent  Cosgrove's  pertaining  to  Baby 
Week.  Over  500  babies  were  examined, 
many  fine  specimens  gladdened  the  hearts 
of  the  physicians  and  the  intelligent  inter- 
est of  the  mothers  was  most  gratifying.  San 
Francisco  reversed  the  history  of  many 
cities  in  its  Baby  week  history.  The  lec- 
tures of  physicians  and  college  professors, 
which  were  poorly  attended  in  Oakland, 
were  delivered  to  crowded  rooms  in  this 
city. 

The  delegates  elected  to  represent  the 
District  at  the  biennial  were  Mrs.  E.  S. 
Cams  of  San  Jose,  Mrs.  Lewis  Aubury  of

To  the  Superintendents  of  California: 

Please  let  me  call  your  particular  atten- 
tion to  a  phase  of  public  education  that  has 
not  engaged  much  of  our  attention  hereto- 
fore, but  that  is  surely  going  to  demand  it 
in  the  near  future — that  is,  the  education 
and  the  Americanization  of  the  adult  for- 
eigner. 

Among  thoughtful  people,  and  among  the 
law  makers,  is  growing  up  the  conviction 
that  the  presence  of  the  illiterate  foreigner 
is  a  danger  and  a  menace  to  us  and  to  our 
institutions.  Under  present  conditions  he 
may  be  among  us  twenty  years  or  more, 
knowing  nothing  of  our  language,  open  to 
none  of  the  influences  that  tend  to  good 
citizenship.  He  can  be  guided  and  moved 
by  the  intriguer  and  the  boss  of  his  own 
nationality,  but  cannot  be  touched  by  Uncle 
Sam.  Thus,  in  time  of  stress  or  danger,  he 
may  become  dangerous  and  threatening  in 
the  extreme  to  the  very  life  of  the  republic. 

It  is  coming  about  that  the  burden  of 
teaching  and  Americanizing  the  foreigner 
is  to  be  laid  upon  the  educational  forces  of 
the  commonwealth.     That  means  US. 

The  Commission  of  Immigration  and 
Housing  has  been  created.  This  body  can 
investigate  and  plan  and  recommend — but 
it  is  the  school  people  who  must  teach. 
There  are  75,000  illiterates  reported  in  Cali- 
fornia. There  are  more  than  twice  this 
number  of  persons  resident  in  our  state 
who  cannot  speak  the  English  language. 
These  classes  are  becoming  so  large,  as 
compared  with  our  school  population,  that 
the  state  is  taking  cognizance  of  the  matter 
and  is  moving  toward  assuming  respon- 
sibility. 

At  present,  the  most  definite  way  to  reach 
our  adult  foreigners  is  through  the  night 
schools.  The  machinery  for  organizing 
night  schools  is  at  hand  in  every  school 
district.  Any  school  may  establish  a  night 
school,  by  action  of  its  own  board  of  trus- 
tees. It  must  provide  for  housing  and 
maintaining  the  night  school  itself,  as  it 
will  get  no  additional  public  money  until 
its  additional  attendance  gives  it  additional 
apportionment  during  the  following  year. 
Free  text-books  are  furnished  by  the  state, 
however. 

The  object  of  this  letter  is  two-fold:  First, 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  shadow  of  com- 
ing events:  and,  second,  to  warn  you  that 
those  schools  proposing  to  meet  the  situa- 
tion by  opening  night  schools  must  needs 
add  to  their  September  budgets,  to  their 
special  taxes,  the  money  necessary  for 
opening  the  schools  and  maintaining  them 
during  the  first  year.

THE  MILK  QUESTION 

No  other  food  product  has  in  recent  years  attracted 
so  much  attention  as  milk.  Realizing  the  importance 
of  good  milk,  law  makers  have  been  busy  making  rules 
and  regulations,  milk  producers  and  dealers  have  been 
reforming  and  improving  their  methods  of  handling 
milk,  but  although  big  efforts  have  been  made  and 
much  accomplished  the  ideal  is  still  a  long  way  off. 

The  problem  of  supplying  milk  to  a  large  city  is  a 
big  and  most  important  one,  and  to  successfully  solve 
it  the  co-operation  of  all  concerned,  the  farmers,  the 
dealer,  consumers  and  the  authorities  in  direct  charge 
of  the  milk  business  is  necessary. 

The  laws  passed  in  recent  years  compelling  the 
farmers  to  comply  with  rules  laid  down  by  health 
officers  and  the  frequent  visits  of  the  inspector  to  see 
that  the  rules  are  observed  have  done  much  to  im- 
prove conditions,  but  as  the  old  saying  goes,  "You 
can  lead  a  horse  to  water,  but  you  can't  make  him 
drink." 

No  matter  how  many  rules  and  regulations  that  the 
health  officers  may  prescribe,  they  will  do  little  good 
unless  the  milk  producer  himself  can  be  interested  in 
it,  and  the  best  way  to  do  this  is  for  the  consumer  to 
show  his  appreciation  in  a  financial  way. 

Unfortunately,  this  is  not  possible  under  the  present 
conditions. 

In  most  cities  the  ordinary  market  milk  is  shipped 
by  the  individual  producers  to  the  creameries  that  buy 
up  the  milk  from  hundreds  and  sometimes  thousands 
of  farmers  and  pay  for  it  according  to  the  butter  fat 
it  contains,  but  not  according  to  the  quality  of  the 
milk. 

We  can  do  much  to  improve  the  milk  supply  by 
making  it  possible  for  the  producer  who  furnishes  a 
better  milk  to  get  a  better  price  for  it. 

It  is  surprising  how  few  consumers  pay  any  atten- 
tion to  the  quality  of  the  milk,  as  long  as  the  milk 
shows  a  good  cream  line  and  is  free  from  visible  dirt 
the  average  consumer  is  satisfied.  While  it,  of  course, 
is  desirable  to  get  a  large  percentage  of  cream  in  the 
milk,  the  fact  that  the  milk  is  rich  does  by  no  means 
indicate  the  real  quality  of  the  milk. 

The  only  way  to  find  out  if  the  milk  has  been  pro- 
duced under  sanitary  conditions  is  by  examining  it  for 
bacteria. 

This,  of  course,  can  only  be  done  by  experts,  and 
most  cities  maintain  laboratories  where  it  is  done. 

If  the  consumers  would  keep  posted  on  the  reports 
sent  out  by  these  laboratories  they  need  never  be  in 
doubt  where  to  get  the  best  and  safest  milk.

REPORT  OF  BABY  WEEK  IN  CALIFORNIA 

Held  Under  the  Health  Department  C.  F.  W.  C. 
MRS.  ROBERT  F.  GARNER,  State  Chairman 


Nation-Wide  Baby  Week  was  State-Wide 
Baby  Week  in  California.  The  club  women 
entered  into  the  spirit  of  it  with  a  will  and 
as  a  result  a  campaign  of  baby  welfare  edu- 
cation such  as  the  state  has  never  known. 
Other  organizations,  men's  as  well  as  wom- 
en's, were  enlisted  in  the  work.  It  was  a 
real  adventure  in  co-operation.  Not  only 
the  larger  cities  but  small  communities,  even 
rural  districts,  celebrated  Baby  Week.  In 
a  few  communities,  on  account  of  local  con- 
ditions at  the  time,  there  was  no  observ- 
ance of  the  week.  But  these  same  commun- 
ities are  planning  big  things  a  little  later, 
and  will  be  heard  from. 


ALAMEDA  DISTRICT 

Throughout  Alameda  District  Baby  Week 
was  generally  observed.  Many  clubs  held 
child     welfare    programs.       Public   lectures 


were  given  on  the  care  of  the  mother,  of  the 
baby,  and  other  health  topics  affecting  the 
child.  Demonstrations  were  also  given  in 
preparation  and  care  of  milk  for  babies. 
A  traveling  clinic  was  made  use  of  and 
much  good  work  was  done.  It  is  proposed 
to  continue  this.  The  interest  of  the  school 
children  was  aroused  and  in  some  instances 
the  program  at  the  club  was  given  by  them. 

Oakland  had  by  far  the  largest  and  most 
important  celebration  of  any  city  in  the 
district.  The  Alameda  county  clubs  worked 
with  the  Baby  Hospital  at  Dover  street,  in 
Oakland,  and  these  hospital  demonstrations 
were  witnessed  by  many  thousands.  Lec- 
tures on  Baby  Welfare  and  exhibits  bearing 
on  the  same  subject  was  part  of  the  week's 
observance. 

Many  children  were  examined  by  experts 
in  charge  of  the  hospital  and  advice  given 
to  mothers. 
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The  chairman  believes  that  the  work  dur- 
ing Baby  Week  is  but  the  beginning  of  bet- 
ter and  more  permanent  work  in  child  con- 
servation.

NORTHERN  DISTRICT 

Baby  Week  in  the  Northern  District 
varied  from  one  program  to  a  complete 
week  of  varied  and  interesting  demonstra- 
tions of  child  welfare  work.  I  am  sorry  not 
to  be  able  to  report  more  accurately  the 
full  programs  of  the  various  clubs,  but  I 
must  make  the  same  statement  which  all 
chairmen  repeat:  "I  cannot  get  the  clubs 
to  send  me  full  reports  of  their  work." 

Many  clubs  throughout  the  district  have 
had  a  single  day  during  March  or  April 
devoted  to  child  welfare  programs  of  vari- 
ous sorts.  Among  those  so  reporting  are 
the  Tuesday  Club  of  Sacramento,  the  Wom- 
an's Improvement  Club  of  Roseville,  and 
the  Domestic  Science  Club  of  Davis. 

The  Montecola  Club  of  Susanville,  Placer 
county,  had  three  days,  beginning  with  ap- 
propriate services  in  the  churches,  and  ex- 
hibits and  talks  on  child  hygiene  and  child 
welfare  in  its  various  branches,  with  much 
resulting  good  to  the  community.  Auburn 
also  had  three  days  of  a  Baby  Week  which 
was  interrupted  by  the  appearance  of  con- 
tagious disease,  which  put  an  end  to  the 
work  for  the  time  being.  Here  again  the 
blossoming  of  the  child  welfare  idea  in  the 
city  will  bear  much  fruit  in  the  future,  and 
next  year's  Baby  Week  will  be  much 
anticipated. 

Grass  Valley  and  Nevada  City  combined 
in  a  Baby  Week  which  grew  to  splendid 
proportions,  and  is  worthy  of  some  detailed 
mention.  It  is  also  more  easily  possible  of 
description,  since  I  personally  visited  the 
city  during  the  time. 

At  the  beginning,  the  Mothers'  Club  of 
Grass  Valley,  through  its  president,  Mrs. 
G.  E.  Chappell  (to  whom  much  of  the  credit 
for  the  splendid  accomplishment  is  to  be 
given),  sent  the  following  letters  to  the 
various  organizations  of  the  two  cities: 

"The  Mother's  Club  of  Grass  Valley  has 
decided  to  inaugurate  a  Baby  Week  cam- 
paign,  as   suggested  by  the   Children's   Bu- 


reau of  Washington,  D.  C.  That  is,  if  Grass 
Valley  and  Nevada  City  want  a  Baby  Week, 
and  the  different  organizations  will  co-oper- 
ate to  that  end. 

Fundamentally  this  is  educational.  To  em- 
phasize the  fact  that  it  is  good  sound  civic 
economy  to  reduce  the  sickness  and  death 
rates  among  the  babies,  and  to  improve  the 
coming  generation  by  measures  that  will 
keep  the  baby  and  mother  well  both  be- 
fore and  after  the  baby's  birth. 

"The  community's  responsibility  for  its 
babies  is  the  central  thought. 

"To  tell  what  has  been  done  in  other 
places,  and  what  may  be  done  in  our  com- 
munity. 

"To  give  scientific  information  to  mothers 
and  fathers,  to  brothers  and  sisters  about 
the  care  and  education  of  babies. 

"It  is  to  make  everybody,  young  and 
old,  think  about  the  best  thing  to  do  for 
babies,  and  to  make  good,  useful  citizens 
of  them.

"Better  advantages  for  growth  and  devel- 
opment, both  physical  and  mental. 

"More    intelligent    training  in    the   home. 

"Greater  scientific  interest  in  child  wel- 
fare by  everybody.  Happier,  healthier, 
babies,  more  dignified,  responsible  citizens. 

"If  you  think  a  Baby  Week  campaign 
will  be  interesting  and  profitable  for  the 
community,  will  you  send  representatives 
to  a  mass  meeting  to  be  held  in  the  Grass 
Valley  Chamber  of  Commerce  February  7, 
1916,  at  8  p.  m. 

"For  banner  babies,  Mothers'  Club." 

The  response  was  all  that  could  be  de- 
sired.    By  their  tactful   inclusion  of  every- 
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one  in  the  plan,  the  Banner  Babies  Week 
became  at  once  the  affair  of  the  city  as  a 
whole,  not  merely  of  the  club  inaugurating 
it,  and  Father,  Mother,  Big  Brother  and 
Sister,  and  Friends  worked  in  harmony  for 
the  good  of  the  coming  generation.  At  the 
enthusiastic  mass  meeting,  committees  were 
appointed,  and  the  work  was  started.  When 
the  week  had  opened  with  a  Baby  Sunday, 
in  which  all  the  churches  co-operated  heart- 
ily, it  was  found  to  be  even  a  much  greater 
affair  than  the  most  enthusiastic  of  its 
sponsors  had  hoped  for. 

The  pure  food  exhibit  was  co-operated 
in  by  so  many  eager  exhibitors  that  the 
lower  floor  of  the  hall  was  filled  with  this 
alone,  and  it  was  one  of  the  main  attrac- 
tions to  the  large  crowds. 

On  the  main  floor  was  a  registration 
booth,  where  excellent  little  leaflets  and 
pamphlets  were  distributed.  These  all  bore 
on  some  phase  of  child  welfare.  Next  came 
an  exhibit  of  babies'  clothing  and  numer- 
ous rlursery  conveniences,  many  of  which 
might  be  easily  copied  at  home  by  father 
or  big  brother.  Here  also  was  given  the 
daily  demonstration  on  the  care  of  bottles 
and  utensils,  and  the  preparation  of  baby's 
food.  There  was  also  the  "Do  Care  Room" 
and  the  "Don't  Care  Room,"  showing  elo- 
quently the  reasons  why  some  children  are 
glad  to  stay  at  home  at  night,  while  others 
slip  away  at  the  earliest  moment.  The 
playground  exhibit,  and  that  of  the  man- 
ual training  department  of  the  schools  were 
very  interesting,  while  every  one  spent 
much  time  at  the  exhibit  of  babies'  and 
dolls'  clothing  made  by  the  Little  Moth- 
ers' Club,  a  most  interesting  and  flourish- 
ing organization  of  little  girls  who  are 
learning  early  the  elements  of  housekeeping 
and  infant  care,  and  first  aid. 

In  the  afternoons  baby  conferences  were 
held,  at  which  the  babies  were  examined, 
and  talks  given  to  the  mothers.  Each  night 
a  half-hour  talk  was  given  on  some  phase 
of  child  welfare.  Dr.  Margaret  Schallen- 
berger  McNaught,  State  Commissioner  of 
Elementary  Schools,  spoke  on  the  country 
school,  giving  much  sound  advice  on  the 
methods  of  modern  teaching  and  equip- 
ment in  the  rural  schools 

Mrs.  Bradford  Woodbridge,  President  of 


the  District,  told  of  the  great  duties  and 
privilege  of  motherhood,  and  Mrs.  Mary 
Carrington  Miller  charmed  every  one  with  a 
splendid  evening  of  music,  while  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  speaking  on  the  every-day  hy- 
giene of  babyhood.  The  high  school  stu- 
dents were  very  ready  in  co-operation,  fur- 
nishing much  of  the  music. 

Every  one,  young  and  old,  attended  in 
crowds,  and  the  idea  of  planning  and  work- 
ing to  the  end  that  the  coming  generation 
may  be  given  the  best  possible  heritage, 
environment  and  training  has  become,  as 
it  should  be,  a  community  affair. 

I  have  detailed  this  at  some  length,  as  an 
illustration  of  what  enthusiasm,  working 
energy  and  tact  may  do  in  promoting  such 
a  civic  venture  in  a  small  city,  in  the  hope 
that  it  may  inspire  others  to  plan  a  Baby 
Week  campaign  for  1917.

SAN  FRANCISCO  DISTRICT 

In  San  Francisco  District  Baby  Week  was 
observed  in  most  of  the  clubs.  Special  pro- 
grams, public  lectures  on  baby  welfare  work 
and  exhibits  and  demonstrations  showing 
what  to  do  and  what  not  to  do — one  is 
quite  as  important  as  the  other — were  given 
in  all  communities  where  weather  condi- 
tions and  distances  made  it  possible. 

In  Humboldt  county  the  Areata  Wom- 
an's Club  is  planning  for  a  Baby  Week  some 
time    in    the    summer.      Nothing    could    be 
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more  ideal  than  to  hold  this  celebration  in 
the  magnificent  redwood  forest  which  is 
within  easy  reach  of  every  community  in 
the  county. 

In  the  city  of  San  Francisco  Baby  Week 
was  a  wonder.  A  wonder  in  more  ways 
than  one.  There  were  many  unavoidable 
obstacles  that  to  a  less  determined  and 
efficient  set  of  women  would  have  seemed 
impossible  to  overcome.  But  nothing 
daunted,  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Louise 
Bacon  Deal,  and  with  the  co-operation  of 
the  Collegiate  Alumnae  and  others,  a  most 
successful  Baby  Week  was  held.  The  re- 
sponse of  the  mothers  and  the  interest  of 
the  general  public  was  astonishing.  It 
kept  the  physicians  and  helpers  more  than 
busy  answering  questions  and  explaining  ex- 
hibits  and   charts. 

A  detailed  account  of  the  San  Francisco 
Baby  Week  was  given  in  the  April  number 
of  The  Clubwoman,  so  it  is  unnecessary 
to  repeat  here.  The  permanent  results  are 
the  things  to  be  considered  in  summing  up 
any  welfare  work.  One  result  in  San  Fran- 
cisco has  been  the  awakening  of  parents  to 
their  great  responsibilities  and  the  need  of 
better  care  of  their  children.  It  is  hoped 
to  keep  alive  this  interest  by  a  well  organ- 
ized Child  Conservation  Bureau  which  shall 
keep  in  touch  with  the  national  organi- 
zation.

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LOS  ANGELES  DISTRICT 

The  celebration  of  Baby  Week  in  Los 
Angeles  District  was  by  far  the  greatest 
achievement  in  the  history  of  the  Public 
Health  Department.  Never  was  such  a  re- 
sponsive chord  touched  as  when  the  call 
"Save  the  Babies,  Save  the  Nation"  was 
sounded.  This  slogan,  to  which  the  splen- 
did women  of  the  district  rallied,  was  the 
contribution  of  Mrs.  J.  M.  Tanner,  of  the 
Woman's  City  Club,  of  Long  Beach,  and 
did  much  to  keep  our  hearts  and  purpose 
strong  throughout  these  busy  weeks. 
Central  Education  Exhibit 

Los  Angeles  was  chosen  as  the  central 
point  in  which  to  show  by  exhibit  and  dem- 
onstration what  the  various  forces,  inter- 
ested in  child  welfare,  were  doing,  and 
afford  the  parent  an  opportunity  of  secur- 
ing information  in  the  care  and  develop- 
ment  of   the   child. 

It  was  a  wonderful  week.  Marked 
throughout  by  harmony  of  service,  every 
institution  and  individual  gladly  giving  all 
at  their  command,  that  the  baby  and  his 
cause  should  be  better  understood.  It  was 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  district 
that  municipal  and  private  organizations 
were  co-ordinated  under  the  broad  banner 
of  a  common  purpose,  and  whose  termina- 
tion was  a  better  understanding,  with  a 
unity  of  effort  which  will  mean  much  in  the 
ultimate  progress  of  the  child  problem. 

There  were  forty-seven  distinct  units, 
with  demonstrations  and  conferences,  going 
on     almost     continuously     in     the     booths. 
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Morning,  afternoon  and  evening  programs 
were  held  in  the  assembly  room.  The  total 
number  of  lectures  was  sixty-eight.  Every 
phase  of  child  care  and  training  was  dis- 
cussed and  demonstrations  held  every 
morning,  showing  the  proper  way  to  con- 
trol, to  clothe,  bathe  and  feed  the  baby. 
Potent  literature  was  freely  distributed  and 
greatly  appreciated,  which  was  evidenced 
by  the  fact  that  none  was  discarded  on  the 
floor.  It  was  estimated  that  but  one  per 
cent  of  the  attendance  was  due  to  lack  of 
purpose  or  curiosity,  and  it  was  apparent 
from  the  beginning  that  parents  were  seek- 
ink  definite  knowledge,  and  feel  the  need 
of  permanent  educations  centers  where  they 
may  better  fit  themselves  for  parenthood. 
Out  of  this  celebration  has  grown  a  perma- 
nent committee  whose  purpose  it  is  "To 
place  within  easy  access  of  all  parents  facts 
pertaining  to  better  parenthood  and  the 
care  and  development  of  the  child.  To 
establish  temporary  and  permanent  centers 
for  exhibits  and  demonstrations  showing  all 
the  conditions  affecting  the  child  and  the 
home.  To  co-operate  with  the  child-saving 
organizations,  for  mutual  helpfulness  and 
the  promotion  of  the  cause  of  the  child." 
This  committee  has  assembled  a  compre- 
hensive exhibit,  which  will  be  sent  with  a 
lecturer  to  any  community  requesting  it 
for  a  very  nominal  cost. 

Subsidiary  Celebrations 

Recognizing  the  fact  that  all  mothers 
could  not  attend  the  central  celebration, 
clubs  in  various  parts  of  the  district  ob- 
served one  or  more  days  with  a  local 
celebration. 

South  Side  Ebell,  Los  Angeles,  held  a 
baby  contest,  giving  physical  examination 
to  one  hundred  babies,  as  well  as  instruc- 
tion to  mothers  in  diet  and  care. 

Inglewood  Woman's  Club  had  a  most 
successful  week,  holding  a  baby  contest 
in  which  eighty  babies  were  examined  as 
well  as  conferences  for  mothers  and  evening 
entertainments,  with  the  baby  as  the  cen- 
tral thought.  This  was  the  only  town  re- 
porting a  baby  parade. 

San  Fernando  Ebell  Club  and  Civic 
League  joined  hands  in  producing  the  play, 
"The  Theft  of  Thistledown,"  the  cast  being 


composed  of  the  school  children  and  afford- 
ing a  splendid  evening  entertainment,  awak- 
ening the  interest  of  parents  throughout  the 
valley. 

Long  Beach  set  aside  Wednesday  as  their 
Baby  Day.  In  the  municipal  auditorium 
a  splendid  program  was  given  with 
addresses  by  prominent  child  welfare 
specialists. 

Pomona,  too,  observed  Wednesday  by 
special  program,  as  well  as  having  an  ex- 
hibit in  the  public  library  throughout  the 
week  of  helpful  books  for  mothers. 

The  Venice  Woman's  Club  held  an  inter- 
esting meeting  Tuesday  in  which  many  of 
the  features  of  the  central  exhibit  were 
discussed. 

Whittier  Woman's  Club  and  East  Whit- 
tier  Woman's  Club  joined  in  a  two-day  cel- 
ebration, Friday  and  Saturday,  having  an 
exhibit  and  lectures  as  well  as  demonstra- 
tions in  modified  milk  and  home  pasteuri- 
zation. 

Ventura  County  not  only  was  well  rep- 
resented at  the  Los  Angeles  celebration, 
but  as  soon  as  time  and  strength  would 
permit,  the  chairman  took  the  charts  of 
the  Children's  Bureau  and  went  to  Moore 
Park,  where,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Santa  Rosa  Woman's  Club,  a  child  welfare 
program  was  given,  this  being  a  reciprocity 
meeting  to  the  Somis  and  Simi  Valley 
Clubs. 

Many  clubs  gave  programs  in  the  month 
of  March  with  the  keynote  "Infant  Con- 
servation," and  through  it  all  there  was  a 
general  awakening  of  sentiment  and  public 
opinion  which  will  result  in  a  greater  pres- 
ervation of  the  rights  of  the  child  and  stim- 
ulate permanency  in  Infant  welfare  work.

San  Diego  County 
The  foundation  of  all  true  service  to  the 
race  is  the  rearing  of  strong,  intelligent, 
right-loving  citizens,  and  it  is  evident  from 
the  enthusiasm  shown  in  the  Baby  Week 
campaign   that   the   ultimate   result   will    be 
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to  focus  the  sociological  activities  of  women 
on  child  welfare  as  the  dominating  thought. 

When  the  call  of  the  General  Federation 
of  Women's  Clubs  came  to  San  Diego 
county  clubs,  the  well  organized  County 
Federation,  which  is  recognized  as  standing 
for  what  is  worth  while,  responded  at  once 
to  the  task  of  inaugurating  a  community- 
wide  educational  movement  for  better 
babies. 

In  order  that  the  most  effective  and  far- 
reaching  results  might  be  obtained  a  call 
was  issued  by  the  club  women  asking  the 
co-operation  of  all  organizations  in  the 
county  in  a  nation-wide  Baby  Week.  Men 
were  asked  as  well  as  women.  All  re- 
sponded and  gave  the  most  hearty  and  gen- 
erous support. 

For  two  weeks  before  the  opening  of 
Baby  Week  the  daily  paper  of  the  city  of 
San  Diego  and  the  county  papers  gave 
space  for  educational  articles  on  baby  wel- 
fare. And  throughout  the  entire  week  be- 
ginning March  Sth  the  newspapers  gave 
prominence  to  the  announcements,  the  re- 
ports, and  pictures  of  this  truly  wonderful 
week. 

A  large  vacant  store,  centrally  located, 
was  converted  into  a  baby  welfare  station. 
Here  were  the  exhibits  illustrating  every 
department  of  child-saving  work.  Here, 
also  were  given  each  day  by  specialists 
lectures  on  the  physical  and  mental  devel- 
opment of  the  child,  the  care  of  the  baby, 
the  care  of  the  mother,  the  milk  condi- 
tions of  the  city,  etc.  In  the  evenings  stere- 
opticon  lectures  on  the  teeth,  nose,  throat 
and  ears  were  given.  The  leading  mer- 
chants, besides  aiding  in  the  central  exhib- 
its, gave  baby  welfare  window  displays. 

More  than  three  hundred  babies,  from 
every  class  of  society,  were  examined  by 
the  physicians  of  the  county  medical  so- 
ciety and  the  records  given  to  the  parents. 
These  examinations  were  given  not  as  a 
contest  but  for  practical  instructions  to 
mothers.  It  was  found  that  the  majority 
of  the  babies  did  not  agree  with  the  official 
charts,  being  larger  and  stronger.  This 
was  a  delightful  revelation  to  the  examin- 
ing physicians  and  speaks  well  for  the 
Southern  California  out-door  babies.  Babies 
were  examined  at  the  Elwyn  Sanitarium 
and  the  Neighborhood  House,  the  home  of 
the  college  women's  settlement  activities 
among  the  Mexican  population. 

One  of  the  municipal  free  milk  stations 
of  San  Diego  is  located  at  the  Settlement 
House.  Here  a  "Little  Mother's"  class  is 
instructed  in  baby  care  and  milk  modifica- 
tion by  the  city  nurse. 

March  5th  was  Baby  Sunday  in  all  the 
churches  and  March  10th  was  Brothers'  and 
Sisters'  Day  in  the  public  schools.  A  baby 
hygiene  lesson,  "What  the  Baby  Needs," 
was  printed  in  the  newspapers.  This  was 
used  by  the  teachers,  who  had  it  copied  ar- 
tistically as  a  wall  poster  and  given  to  each 
child  from  the  first  to  the  eighth  grades 
inclusive. 

The    fairy   play,    "The    Theft    of   Thistle- 


down," written  for  Baby  Week,  was  pre- 
sented in  each  school  by  companies  of 
child  actors  from  the  State  Normal,  the 
Logan  Heights  and  the  La  Jolla  schools. 
On  Saturday  morning,  the  Cabrillo  theater 
gave  a  special  performance,  including  Mary 
Pickford  in  the  photoplay,  "Cinderella,"  in 
a  child  welfare  reel.  Many  of  the  Women's 
Clubs  gave  special  programs  on  some  phase 
of  baby  welfare  work  during  the  week. 

As  the  outcome  of  these  activities  a  per- 
manent stimulus  has  been  given  to  munici- 
pal and  organized  child  welfare  work  in 
San  Diego  county,  the  results  of  which  can- 
not be  measured  at  the  present  time.

Holtville,  a  small  town  in  the  Imperial 
valley,  is  an  example  of  what  can  be  done 
when  all  unite  and  work  for  a  given  pur- 
pose. The  club  women  set  the  pace  and 
the  entire  town  followed.  Baby  Week  was 
a  decided  success  and  its  influence  will  long 
be  felt  in  the  community. 

The  Women's  Ten  Thousand  Club  of 
El  Centro  conducted  a  most  interesting 
and  profitable  program  during  National 
Better  Babies  Week. 

March  Sth  was  Better  Babies  Sunday,  the 
clergy  of  the  city  giving  their  morning  ser- 
vice to  subjects  pertaining  to  the  moral 
welfare  of  the  child.  On  two  afternoons 
of  the  week  programs  were  given  by  phy- 
sicians in  which  birth  registration,  control 
of  contagious  diseases,  adenoids,  care  of  the 
babies'  eyes  at  birth,  right  and  wrong  feed- 
ing, infant  mortality,  punishment  that  edu- 
cates, were   the   topics  covered. 

Child  welfare  work  was  promoted  by 
means  of  charts  and  models  which  were  on 
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Brock  &  Com- 
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peculiarly  attractive 
service  in  their  station- 
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you  may  always  find 
stationery  lor  social 
purposes,  absolutely 
authentic  in  form  and 
style. 

Brock  and  Company 
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exhibition  during  these  meetings.  And  pub- 
lic interest  in  the  program  of  the  week  was 
greatly  increased  by  the  Baby  Week  dis- 
plays in  the  windows  of  the  local  shops. 

A  most  unique  feature  of  the  week  was  a 
children's  program  matinee  at  one  of 
the  moving  picture  theaters.  The  proceeds 
of  this  matinee  went  to  defray  the  expenses 
of  the  Baby  Week  Campaign.  And  the  per- 
formance marked  the  beginning  of  a  move- 
ment for  real  children's  pictures  at  the 
local  theaters. 

About  eighty  children  were  entered  and 
examined  during  this  week  by  competent 
physicians,  while  the  statistics  gathered 
concerning  the  infant  mortality  in  Imperial 
county  were  encouraging  beyond  the  most 
optimistic  expectations.  Out  of  328  babic 
born  in  1914  there  were  56  deaths,  while  in 
1915  there  were  but  15  deaths  out  of  the  317 
births,  making  the  death  rate  44  out  of  1.000. 
which  is  the  lowest  infant  mortality  of  any 
county  in  the  state  of  California.  The  club 
ivomen  of  Imperial  valley  are  elated  over 
this  splendid  discovery  made  during,  and  as 
a  result  of  their  Baby  Week  campaign.

The  permanent  results  enjoyed  by  River- 
side of  the  nation-wide  Baby  Week  are  a 
weekly  lecture  on  child  welfare  subjects, 
free  weekly  clinic  for  babies,  and  a  public 
rest  room  for  women. 

The  Civic  Welfare  Department  of  the 
Riverside  Woman's  Club  called  a  meeting 
of  members  of  various  organizations  at 
which  time  Dr.  Geo.  E.  Tucker  was  elected 
chairman  of  the  executive  board.  Through 
the  interested  energy  of  Dr.  Tucker  and 
the  philanthropic  kindness  of  Mr.  Adams 
of  the  Keystone  Drug  Co.,  a  suite  of  five 
rooms  was  given  for  the  clinic,  rest  room, 
etc.  The  Medical  association  generously 
co-operates  in  giving  the  lectures  and  clinic. 
Members  of  the  Civic  Welfare  and  House- 
hold Economics  Departments  of  the  Wom- 
an's Club  and  the  Wednesday  Morning 
Club  form  the  executive  committe.  The 
city  council  maintains  a  permanent  attend- 
ant, and  the  merchants  and  club  members 
have  completely  furnished  the  rooms. 

Children  are  cared  for  at  a  small  fee,  san- 
itary conveniences  for  women  and  babies 
are  for  sale,  and  there  is  also  a  package 
checking  department.  This  is  a  center  of 
information  on  child  welfare  subjects,  there 
being  free  bulletins  for  distributions. 

The  rooms  were  formally  opened  April 
20th  to  23rd  with  a  reception,  each  day  giv- 
ing the  residents  of  Riverside  city  and 
county  an  opportunity  to  inspect  the  rooms. 

A  report  of  the  first  ten  days  shows  an 
average  of  twenty  to  thirty  women  using 
the  rooms  daily,  with  twenty  to  forty  at- 
tending the  lectures,  and  five  to  ten  babies 
being  examined  each  week. 

The  popularity  seems  to  be  growing,  due 


largely  to  the  homelike  atmosphere  of  the 
rooms,  the  genial  and  motherly  matron,  the 
good  will  and  friendly  co-operation  of  the 
club  women,  medical  society,  city  author- 
ities, business  men  and  patrons.  The  com- 
mittee feels  that  the  city  and  county  of 
Riverside  have  gained  a  most  worth-while 
public  benefit  as  a  result  of  the  nation-wide 
Baby  Week.

The  Woman's  Improvement  Club  of  Co- 
rona, receiving  the  co-operation  of  other 
organizations,  effectively  celebrated  nation- 
wide Baby  Week.  Articles  on  infant  care, 
taken  from  government  bulletins,  appeared 
in  the  papers  daily. 

The  school  children  wrote  compositions 
on  "How  to  Keep  the  Baby  Well,"  the  best 
of  which  was  published. 

Twenty-two  Mexican  mothers  responded 
to  an  invitation  to  come  to  the  Washing- 
ton school,  where  a  demonstration  of 
proper  bathing  of  a  baby,  and  a  clear  talk 
on  reeding  and  care  of  milk,  also  danger  of 
the  fly  were  given.  Their  interest  and  grat- 
itude were  manifested  at  the  close  of  the 
program  by  the  questions  asked  of  the  phy- 
sician and  nurse  present.  Many  suggestions 
were  given  them  regarding  the  conditions 
of  their  babies  which  were  greatly  needed, 
although  the  mothers  did  not  really  know 
they  were  necessary.

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Another  afternoon  was  devoted  to  a  pro- 
gram for  white  mothers  at  the  Woman's 
Club  House.  Talks  on  birth  registration, 
the  mortality  rate  in  Corona,  summer  feed- 
ing of  infants,  what  other  cities  had  done 
for  their  babies,  and  what  Corona  could 
do,  were  greatly  appreciated.  Demonstra- 
tions of  bathing  and  proper  preparation  of 
food  according  to  government  charts  added 
interest  to  the  talks. 

A  simple  model  nursery  was  on  exhibition 
at  the  club  house,  as  was  also  a  complete 
exhibit  of  hygienic  toilet  articles  for  infants. 

The  public  library  contributed  to  the 
week's  celebration  with  a  stereopticon  lec- 
ture on  children's  recreations. 

The  committee  from  the  club  having 
charge  of  this  celebration  felt  that  all  the 
effort  and  time  expended  was  well  worth 
while,  as  the  response  and  interest  shown 
and  the  great  number  of  mothers  reached 
proved  that  women  wish  to  learn  and  do 
the  best  things  for  their  babies  if  the  ways 
are  only  provided. 

Plans  are  under  way  to  secure  a  visiting 
nurse,  which  is  badly  needed,  and  a  voca- 
tional school  for  foreigners,  where  adults 
can  be  taught  citizenship.

In  the  city  of  San  Bernardino  some  baby 
welfare  work  has  been  done  through  the 
newspapers.  A  district  nurse  has  given 
health  lectures  to  mothers.  It  has  been  de- 
cided to  hold  a  Baby  Week  some  time  in 
May  with  a  Better  Babies  contest,  a  parade, 
and  a  baby  welfare  exhibit. 


MRS.  CATT  OPPOSES 
PARTY  FOR  WOMEN 

MINNEAPOLIS,  May  8.— Mrs.  Carrie 
Chapman  Catt,  in  an  address  before  the  Mis- 
sissippi Valley  suffrage  conference  today, 
declared  that  the  formation  of  a  woman's 
political  party  would  not  be  necessary  this 
year  in  order  to  obtain  national  enfranchise- 
ment. 

Mrs.  Catt,  who  is  president  of  the  Na- 
tional American  Woman  Suffrage  Associa- 
tion, pleaded  for  stronger  organization  with- 
in every  State  and  greater  team  work  be- 
tween the  States,  sharply  called  to  task 
those  suffragists  who  depend  on  others  to 
win  their  battles,  and  closed  by  saying: 

"Let's  centralize  our  efforts,  strengthen 
our  organization  and  in  five  years  univer- 
sal suffrage  can  be  won." 

Following  this  line  of  thought  and  action 
it  is   of  interest  to  present  a  statement  of 
the  position  lately  sent  out  by  the   Friday 
Morning  Club  of  Los  Angeles: 
To  the  Women  of  the  Nation: 

Five  years  ago  the  loyal  men  of  Califor- 
nia enfranchised  the  women  of  this  State, 
believing  that  they  would  assume  the  full 
responsibilities  of  citizenship.  The  women 
promptly  affiliated  themselves  with  the  va- 
rious political  parties;  within  these  parties 
they  have  worked  side  by  side  with  the  men 
in  equal  citizenship  gradually,  but  surely, 
impressing  themselves  upon  party  policies 
and  developing  necessary  legislation. 

It  is  now  urged,  though  all  citizens  face 
the  gravest  world  problems,  that  the  women 
of  the  west  withdraw  from  their  present 
activities  and  devote  themselves  to  securing 
national  suffrage. 

We,  of  California,  as  loyal  suffragists,  be- 
lieve that  equal  citizenship  for  men  and 
women  is  necessary  to  the  highest  develop- 
ment of  the  race.  We,  therefore,  urge  its 
extension  to  very  state  in  the  Union  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment.  At  the  same  time 
we  counsel  against  militancy  or  any  other 
method  of  procedure  which  could  result  in 
antagonism  between  men  and  women.  We 
have  no  sympathy  with  any  plan  to  separate 
women  from  men  in  politics,  and  we  are  un- 
alterably opposed  to  a  woman's  party.

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GETTING  ONE'S  MONEY'S  WORTH 

A  common  and  curious  delusion  charac- 
teristic of  a  large  class  of  household  buyers, 
and  by  no  means  confined  to  women,  is 
that  upon  which  depends  the  bread  and 
butter  of  the  makers  of  articles  used  as  pre- 
miums, or  special  inducements  to  buy  a  cer- 
tain kind  or  brand  of  goods.  The  delusion 
consists  in  the  studiously-fostered  idea  that 
this  premium  is  actually  given  away  and 
that  the  money  paid  over  represents  no 
more  than  the  real  worth  of  the  goods 
bought — in  other  words,  that  by  buying  this 
particular  sort  of  coffee,  say,  or  soap,  the 
purchaser  gets  his  full  money's  worth  in 
coffee  or  soap  and  the  premium  thrown  in. 

A  fairly  careful  inquiry  into  the  premium 
business  has  pretty  well  demonstrated  the 
obvious  fact — which  is  that  the  consumer 
pays  the  full  price  of  both  goods  and  pre- 
mium, and  not   alone  that,  but  a  profit  on 


both  as  well.  The  something  which  is  ap- 
parently got  for  nothing  is  represented  by 
the  difference  between  the  quality  of  goods 
so  purchased  and  standard  articles.  When 
thirty-five  cents  is  paid  for  coffee,  for  ex- 
ample, that  is  only  worth  twenty-five  cents, 
the  ten  cents  excess  is  cash  actually  paid 
toward  the  premium. 

The  coffee  consumption  per  capita  in  this 
country  is  10J4  pounds  per  year.  This 
means  that  the  average  family  of  five  use 
almost  five  pounds  of  coffee  per  month.  If 
thirty-five  cents  a  pound  is  paid  for  a  cof- 
fee with  which  a  percolator  or  set  of  dishes 
is  given,  and  this  coffee  is  only  a  twenty- 
five  cent  grade,  fifty  cents  per  month  is  paid 
toward  the  premium. 

Inferior  products  with  which  premiums 
are  given  are  frequently  retailed  through 
peddlers.  Naturally  the  peddler  contends 
that  his  coffee  is  as  good  as  any  thirty-five 
cent  coffee.  A  recent  analysis  of  a  peddler's 
thirty-five  cent  coffee  showed  that  it  was  a 
grade  that  can  be  purchased  from  a  roaster 
for  eighteen  cents  and  is  being  sold  by 
practically  all  grocers  for  twenty-five  cents.

PATRONIZE  CLEAN  GROCERIES 

The  food  officials  of  many  states  are  giv- 
ing attention  to  the  sanitary  condition  of 
country  and  city  grocery  stores,  according 
to  the  officials  engaged  in  the  enforcement 
of  the  Federal  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  who 
recently  have  investigated  the  matter.  The 
country  store  is  both  a  collecting  and  dis- 
tributing agency  of  foods.  It  sells  foods  of 
many  kinds  to  the  farmers  and  at  the  same 
time  buys  from  them  for  shipment  to  the 
city,  butter,  eggs,  fruits,  vegetables,  poul- 
try and  other  products  of  the  farm.  If 
the  shelves  and  counters  are  laden  with 
dust,  if  cobwebs  hang  in  every  nook  and 
corner,  if  flies,  bugs  and  vermin  inhabit  the 
place,  the  food  products  are  certain  to  be 
more  or  less  contaminated  and  likely  to 
become  dangerous  to  health.  The  reports 
from  various  state  officials  indicate  that 
many  stores  have  been  found  in  the  past  to 
be  in  such  a  condition. 

A  clean,  light,  well  ventilated  store  at- 
tracts customers,  and  the  progressive  mer- 
chant needs  no  other  incentive  to 
keep  his  floor,  shelves  and  counter  spot- 
lessly clean,  which  includes  screening  from 
flies  and  the  elimination  of  all  other  insects. 
Some  storekeepers,  however,  seem  to  re- 
quire prodding  from  food  and  health  offi- 
cials to  induce  them  to  maintain  that  degree 
of  cleanliness  which  will  insure  that  the 
food  they  handle  will  be  free  from  contam- 
ination. Some  of  the  states  have  very  effec- 
tive sanitary  laws  which  require  frequent 
inspection  of  all  establishments  where  food- 
stuffs are  put  up,  manufactured,  or  kept  for 
sale. 

State  food  and  health  officials  have  used 
various  means  to  control  effectively  the  san- 
itary condition  of  places  where  food- 
stuffs are  sold.  One  of  the  most  effective 
means  that  has  been  employed  is  that  of 
securing  the  co-operation  of  women's  clubs 
and  civic  organizations.  When  a  delega- 
tion of  women  customers  call  upon  a  mer- 
chant and  suggests  that  he  clean  up,  he  is 
compelled  to  put  his  store  in  good  condi- 
tion and  to  keep  it  so.  When  the  grocery- 
men  in  a  town  find  that  a  large  portion  of 
the  housekeepers  are  buying  only  from  the 
cleanest  stores,  there  arises  a  wholesome 
form  of  competition.  A  food  inspector  can, 
under  even  the  best  conditions,  inspect  a 
store  but  a  few  times  during  the  year,  be- 
cause of  the  number  he  has  to  visit.  The 
customers  come  every  day,  however,  and 
when  they  act  as  unofficial  sanitary  inspec- 
tors, the  merchant  with  the  unclean  store 
cannot  escape  detection  and  punishment  in 
loss  of  trade. 


Competition  in  cleanliness  has  been  se- 
cured in  one  state  by  means  of  colored 
placards  which  the  inspector  gives  the 
merchants  who  keep  their  stores  in  a  sani- 
tary condition.  A  store  in  excellent  condi- 
tion gets  a  large  white  placard,  one  in  fine 
condition  gets  a  blue  placard,  and  one  in 
good  condition  gets  a  red  card;  the  store 
that  falls  below  the  latter  grading  gets  no 
card.  The  proprietors  are  permitted  to  keep 
the  placards  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place 
as  long  as  the  store  is  kept  in  the  condi- 
tion represented.  There  is  keen  competi- 
tion among  the  merchants  to  get  and  keep 
the  best  placards

CHAUTAUQUA  OF  THE  PACIFIC  ASSURED 

Clubwomen  of  Southern  California,  who 
have  followed  with  interest  the  efforts  of 
Mrs.  Ruth  Penn  Foote,  educator  and  writer, 
in  conjunction  with  nearly  fifty  leading  men 
and  women  in  Los  Angeles,  to  establish  the 
Chautauqua  of  the  Pacific,  last  week  learned 
with  gratification  that  the  project  for  a  per- 
manent, all  the  year  Chautauqua  on  Mt. 
Washington  would  soon  be  realized. 

Following  the  giving  of  land  for  a  site, 
on  which  the  $400,000  building  of  the  in- 
stitution will  be  erected,  it  was  announced 
that  the  plans  for  the  structures  had  been 
approved  by  the  executive  council.  Other 
steps  were  taken  in  the  launching  of  the 
great  popular  educational  institution,  which 
the  officers  assert,  will  become  one  of  the 
best  known  attractions  of  the  city  to  the 
cultured  tourists  who  visit  Southern  Cali- 
fornia by  the  thousands  throughout  the 
year. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Bishop  William 
M.  Bell,  chancellor,  and  Prof.  James  A. 
Baber.  dean,  the  Chautauqua  of  the  Pacific 
will  conduct  thoroughly  taught  courses  of 
study  in  maii3'  subjects.  This  educational 
work  will  be  a  distinctive  feature  of  the 
activities  of  the  institution,  which  also  will 
hold  at  least  two  assembly  seasons  each 
year  at  which  the  nation's  foremost  plat- 
form speakers  will  be  heard  in  the  audi- 
torium, seating  10.000  persons.  The  audi- 
torium will  be  on  the  summit  of  Mt.  Washington. 

Mrs.  Foote.  who  is  corresponding  secretary  of  the  Chautauqua,  also  has  been 
chosen  editor  of  the  Pacific  Chautauquan,  monthly  official  organ  of  the  institution. 
She  will  be  assisted  in  her  editorial  work  -by  heads  of  the  several  schools  to  be 
established  under  the  direction  of  nationally  known  educators.  There  will  be  a 
school  of  modern  languages  and  art;  literature,  science,  citizenship,  social  service 
and  religious  education  will  be  taught  in  the  other  schools. 

So  earnest  has  Mrs.  Foote  been  in  her  devotion  to  the  Chautauqua  idea,  that 
on  a  trip  in  the  Ozark  mountains  of  northwestern  Arkansas,  several  years  ago,  she 
suggested,  named  and  helped  to  establish  the  Ozark  Mountain  Assembly.  This 
Chautauqua  gathering  was  held  after  she  left  Arkansas. 

"The  Chautauqua  has  grown  as  an  American  institution,"  Mrs.  Foote  remarked, 
"until  the  need  of  it  has  been  felt  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  The  inspiration  to  build  a 
great  and  lasting  Chautauqua  in  Los  Angeles  came  soon  after  we  took  a  home  on 
Mt.  Washington." 

"The  boardness  of  view  from  the  hilltop,  the  gorgeous  sunrises  and  sunsets,  the 
picturesque  grandeur  of  the  mountains  and  valleys  and  the  stirring  sight  of  the  sea 
are  so  uplifting  and  inspiring  as  to  make  the  place  very  desirable  for  residence,  most 
favorable  for  study,  and  altogether  suitable  for  a  great  educational  institution." 

These  advantages  took  firm  hold  on  Mrs.  Foote's  mind,  and  she  describes  the 
past  two  years  in  which  she  gave  herself  faithfully  to  the  project  as  among  the 
happiest  of  her  life. 

If  talents  are  inherited,  Mrs.  Foote  inherits  the  faculty  for  writing  from  her 
parents.  Her  father.  Dr.  J.  W.  Penn,  a  prominent  physician  of  Tennessee,  was  a 
voluminous  contributor  to  the  current  medical  literature  of  his  day,  and  also  wrote 
ably  on  other  scientific  subjects.  Her  mother,  Cordelia  Hemans  Stilwell — named 
for  the  model  daughter  of  King  Lear,  and  for  Mrs.  Hemans,  whose  spirit  she  seemed 
to  imbibe — wrote  many  poems  of  rare  sweetness. 

Mrs.  Foote  writes  poems,  essays  and  newspaper  articles.  She  also  contributes 
to  educational  magazines.  Her  teaching  experience  has  been  gained  both  in  public 
and  private  schools.  For  several  years  she  was  principal  of  Deshler  Institute  for 
Girls  in  Tuscumbia.  Alabama.  She  retains  her  membership  in  the  Tennessee 
Woman's  Press  and  Authors'  Club,  and  is  at  present  preparing  a  paper  on  "Tennessee 
Writers  in  California"  for  the  annual  meeting  in  June. 

With  a  teacher's  instincts  of  loving  and  sympathizing  and  a  writer's  imagina- 
tion. Mrs.  Foote  pictures  in  mind  the  consummation  of  her  hopes  in  the  Chautauqua 
of  the  Pacific  which,  she  says,  "will  reach  out  and  bless  humanity."

PARTY     REGISTRATION     FOR     THE 
STATE  PRIMARY  IN  AUGUST 

Because  of  the  holding  up  by  referendum 
of  the  registration  law  passed  at  the  spe- 
cial session  of  the  legislature — 

(1)  All  persons  newly  registering,  for 
that  primary,  will  have  to  register  party 
affiliation,  if  they  wish  to  take  part  in  a 
party  primary;  and — 

(2)  All  persons  now  registered,  who  have 
not  declared  a  party,  will  have  to  go  back 
to  the  registration  office  and  make  such 
declaration,  if  they  wish  to  participate  in  a 
party  primary.

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STATE  CONVENTION  REPORT 

(CONTINUED  FROM  THE  MAY  ISSUE) 
Resume  State  President's   Report — Mrs.  E.  D.  Knight 


We  have  passed  the  sixteenth  milestone 
in  the  history  of  the  California  Federation 
of  Women's  Clubs  and  must  record  a  chap- 
ter which  is  different  in  tone  from  any  pre- 
ceding one,  and  which  we  hope  never  to 
parallel,  for  it  is  a  chapter  which  begins 
with  sorrow  and  disappointment.  For  the 
first  time  in  our  history,  we  are  forced  to 
note  the  passing  of  a  loved  president  just 
as  she  stood  upon  the  threshold  of  a  year 
golden  with  promise  of  large  possibilities. 
Mrs.  Emily  Hoppin  had  appointed  all  de- 
partment chairmen,  had  approved  their  for- 
mulated plans  of  action,  had  held  three 
board  meetings  and  delivered  several  offi- 
cial message  before  she  answed  the  Mas- 
ter's call  on  August  4,  1915. 

Mrs.  Hoppin's  defined  policy  was  to  make 
the  need  of  immigrants  among  us  a  ques- 
tion of  prime  importance  through  the  De- 
partments of  Social  and  Industrial  Condi- 
tions, Health  and  Education;  to  work  for 
the  betterment  of  rural  conditions,  and  to 
interest  clubs  in  legislation  for  the  uplift 
of  the  home  and  society.  Our  aim  has 
been  to  carry  out  this  policy  as  well  as  cir- 
cumstances might  permit.  A  call  was  issued 
to  all  departments  to  focus  upon  the  gen- 
eral subject  of  education  and  to  contribute 
from  their  own  'Specific  angles  to  the.  uplift 
of  the  immigrant  in  our  midst.  The  aid  of 
our  college  women  and  teachers  was  solic- 
ited and  the  response  has  been  hearty  and 
prolific  of  results.  A  special  effort  has  been 
made  to  create  a  stronger  bond  of  interest 
between  urban  and  rural  communities. 

The  message  of  our  General  Federation 
President.  Mrs.  Percy  V.  Pennybacker,  has 
not  gone  unheeded.  Through  the  formation 
of  girls'  auxiliaries,  and  by  the  complimen- 
tary admission  of  the  daughters  of  members 
into  the  ranks  of  many  of  the  clubs,  we 
have  endeavored  to  call  youth  to  service  and 


to  foster  community  of  interest  between 
mother  and  daughter. 

California's  two  expositions  have  drawn 
many  of  our  members  to  their  specific  fields 
of  beauty  and  of  study  this  year,  and  club 
attendance  has  been  necessarily  affected 
thereby.  Special  mention  must  be  made  of 
the  courtesy  extended  by  Mrs.  Rose  V.  S. 
Berry,  State  Chairman  of  Art,  when  she,  as 
docent  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International 
Exposition,  conducted  groups  of  clubwomen 
from  all  portions  of  the  state,  free  of  charge, 
through  the  palace  of  fine  arts.  Because  of 
this  opportunity,  a  keener  appreciation  of 
art  is  our  portion. 

A  deeper  love  for  music  has  been  devel- 
oped through  congregational  singing,  not 
only  in  clubs,  but  through  clubs  in  many 
communities. 

Our  official  organ,  the  Clubwoman,  has 
grown  in  value  and  prominence  and  should 
be  in  the  home  of  every  California  Federa- 
tion member.  The  Chairmen  of  our  Press 
Department  are  aiming  to  make  a  magazine 
which  California  may  circulate  with  pride 
throughout  the  Union.  It  rests  with  you, 
fellow  members,  whether  or  not  their  ambi- 
tions shall  be  realized.  A  publication  of  spe- 
cial interest  was  our  Valentine  Number, 
complimentary  to  Mrs.  Josiah  Evans 
Cowles,  whose  name  we  are  proud  to  pre- 
sent to  the  General  Federation  for  the  high 
office  of  President  of  that  organization. 

As  our  opportunities  and  our  responsi- 
bilities increase,  greater  grows  the  need  for 
our  State  Endowment  Fund.  Our  Treas- 
urer's report  shows  a  steady  growth  and  we 
are  hopeful  for  the  greater  good  which  we 
may  do. 

The  County  Librarian  is  playing  an  im- 
portant part  in  the  general  helpful  scheme 
of  ours.  She  is  an  honorary  member  of 
some  of  our  clubs  and  a  valuable  connect- 
ing^ link   between   library   and   club. 

The  California  Federation  is  growing  in 
importance  with  the  years.     It  is  receiving 
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marked  recognition  in  the  educational 
world.  Its  demands  are  exacting  and  com- 
manding, but  its  departments  are  too  numer- 
ous for  concrete  results.  There  is  an  over- 
lapping, a  duplication  of  effort,  and,  in 
many  instances,  a  waste  of  energy.  I 
would  recommend  a  reoganization  of  de- 
partments to  conform  with  the  departments 
of  the   General   Federation. 

To  the  members  of  my  Executive  Board, 
the  ever  faithful,  to  the  splendid,  loyal  club- 
women throughout  the  state,  to  the  many 
thoughtful  hostesses  whom  I  have  been  per- 
mitted to  know,  my  word  of  appreciation  is 
due. 

It  has  been  a  privilege  to  serve  you  in  the 
place  left  vacant  by  the  president  of  your 
choice.  Your  hearty  co-operation  has  made 
it  possible  for  the  year  which  began  in 
sorrow  to  end  in  triumph.  The  greatest 
joy  in  life  is  that  of  giving — giving  of  our 
time,  our  thought  and  our  strength  to  help 
others;  being  just  a  bit  more  kind  than  it 
seems  necessary;  endeavoring  to  leave  con- 
ditions a  little  better  than  we  find  them; 
dispensing  cheer  in  the  dark  recesses  of  our 
little  world;  serving  for  the  joy  of  service. 


CIVICS  AND  POLITICAL  SCIENCE 
Mrs.  Charles  H.  Adams,  Chairman 

Woman's  Civic  Club  of  San  Luis  Obispo 
has  perfected  plans  to  raise  $180,000  with 
which  to  buy  450  acres;  will  give  water  to 
city;  build  country  clubhouse;  make  city 
park  of  General  Fremont's  last  camping 
place;  erect  clubhouse  in  town,  with  grill, 
swimming  pool,   etc. 

Saturday  Afternoon  Club  of  Ukiah  has 
inspected  meat  markets,  vegetable  stores, 
etc.;  presented  grammar  school  with  sani- 
tary drinking  fountain,  grafanola  and  rec- 
ords; sewing  machine  to  domestic  science 
department;  victrola  to  high  school;  $30 
to  manual  training  department;  playground 
equipment;  $25  to  city  park. 

Loleta  Club,  Humboldt  County;  twelve 
members!  has  $500  toward  erection  of  club- 
house; club  members  are  trustees  and  take 
care  of  park  of  five  acres;  installed  electric 
lights;  donate  to  local  minister's  salary. 

Woman's  Improvement  Club  of  lone;  had 
water  piped  to  cemetery  at  expense  of  $450; 
hitching  posts,  $100;  improved  school 
grounds,  $100;  placed  seventy  street  signs; 
improved  high  school  grounds.

Notices  calling  attention  to  the  necessity 
of  registration  was  sent  to  each  club  by  the 
chairman. 

Mrs.  Mattison  B.  Jones,  Los  Angeles  Dis- 
trict Chairman,  secured  lecturers  and  she 
herself  talked  to  many  clubs. 


has  been  done  by  presenting  programs  and 
securing  chairmen  in  clubs,  who  would 
prosecute  the  plans  furnished. 

We  have  striven  for  the  enforcement  of 
the  state  law  and  the  rules  for  county  and 
city  commissions,  and  despite  any  criticisms 
of  the  imperfect  conditions  under  the 
Merit  System,  we  are  pleased  with  the  im- 
proved conditions  since  its  inauguration,  and 
any  culpable  conditions  are  due,  not  to  a 
fault  of  the  Merit  System,  but  to  the  fact 
that,  like  all  reforms,  it  progresses  slowly 
and  painfully  under  the  weight  of  oppo- 
sition. 

At  the  request  of  the  General  Federation 
Chairman,  whose  commissioner  we  are,  we 
have  gathered  data  concerning  women  in 
state,  county  and  city  civil  service  positions 
in  California  and  the  salaries  paid  them. 

We  have  agitated  for  prison  conditions 
which  will  spell  reform  instead  of  punish- 
ment. The  Los  Angeles  County  Industrial 
Farm,  the  Los  Angeles  city  separate  police 
court  for  women,  and  detention  home  is, 
in  a  measure,  the  realization  of  our  purpose. 
The  San  Francisco  District  Chairman  has 
been  working  for  similar  reforms  in  her 
part  of  the  state. 


CIVIL  SERVICE  REFORM 
Mrs.  W.  A.  Galentine,  Chairman 

The  prime  work  of  this  department  has 
been  to  educate  women  concerning  what 
Civil  Service  Reform  is,  why  there  is  need 
of  it,  and  how  it  can  be  accomplished.    This 


COUNTRY  LIFE 
Miss  Lillian  D.  Clark,  Chairman 

The  Northern  District  reports  twenty-one 
clubs  giving  Country  Life  programs  in  line 
with  the  general  policy  of  all  departments 
— consolidation  of  rural  schools,  county  so- 
cial centers,  rural  church,  branch  libraries, 
and  good  roads. 

In  the  San  Francisco  District  club  activi- 
ties have  been  divided.  In  co-operation 
with  the  farm  advisor  frequent  papers  and 
lectures  on  different  phases  of  country  life 
were  given  by  certain  clubs,  others  inter- 
ested themselves  in  promoting  open-air 
meetings  at  which  some  form  of  entertain- 
ment was  provided,  and  one  club  took  land- 
scape gardening  and  the  promotion  of  the 
home  garden  as  its  work. 

The  Alameda  District  reports  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  night  school  by  one  club; 
programs  in  the  city  clubs  showing  what 
might  be  accomplished  for  country  life  clubs 
through  our  federated  clubs;  the  placing  of 
septic  tanks  in  farm  homes  and  schools 
and  the  introduction  of  all  aids  to  lessen 
the  labor  of  the  farmer's  wife  that  she  may 
find  time  to  get  out  to  meetings,  thus  keep- 
ing her  in  touch  with  life  and  giving  her 
renewed  activity  and  energy  for  her  home 
work. 

In  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  District  one 
club  has  provided  agricultural  extension 
lectures  for  the  public,  while  other  clubs 
report  much  use  of  school  buildings  for 
community    meetings. 

Los  Angeles  District  gave  its  active  sup- 
port to  the  organization  of  a  farm  bureau. 

In  the  Southern  District  activities  in  the 
Country  Life  Department  have  been  along 
the  line  of  agitation  for  farm  bureaus 
where  not  established,  and  hearty  co-opera- 
tion where  they  are  established.

FORESTRY 

Mrs.  James  T.  Royles,  State  Chairman 

At  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  federation 
nor  in  the  history  of  California  has  there 
been  a  greater  need  for  the  promulgation 
of  forestry  principles  than  at  the  present 
time. 

Our  aim  this  year  has  been  to  have  for- 
estry taught  in  our  public  schools  and  I  am 
pleased  to  note  that  this  important  subject 
is  being  introduced  into  many  of  the 
schools. 

This  department  has  endeavored  to  em- 
phasize the  fact  that  upon  the  preserva- 
tion of  our  forests  rests  the  future  of  our 
state.  Our  slogan  has  been  "to  save 
the  young  trees,"  thus  giving  nature  a 
chance  to  reforest  the  cut-over  area 

The  principles  of  forestry  as  advocated 
by  the  National  Bureau  in  Washington  has 
been  followed.  Public  acknowledgement  is 
due  Mr.  Homans,  State  Forester,  for  his 
splendid  co-operation,  and  to  Mr.  Don  Car- 
los Ellis  of  the  United  States  Forestry  Ser- 
vice, in  San  Francisco  and  to  the  Depart- 
ment in  Washington  for  the  loan  of  fifty 
colored  slides  which  were  sent  to  the  dif- 
ferent  clubs   under   government   frank. 

Much  good  work  has  been  done  by  the 
district  chairmen  in  studying  the  especial 
needs  of  their  own  districts. 


HOME  ECONOMICS 
Miss  Maude  Irene  Murchie,  Chairman 

Active  work  of  special  interest  was  re- 
ported by  several  clubs.  Space  does  not 
permit  my  mentioning  all,  but  a  few  may 
inspire  others  to  equally  active  work.  The 
Welcome  Club  of  the  West  Side  Oil  Fields, 
Coalinga,  took  up  a  definite  study  through 
the  University  Extension  courses.  These 
ladies  are  very  active  and  wish  that  there 
could  be  a  teacher  for  every  district,  and 
were  really  eager  to  help  secure  such  assist- 
ance if  possible.  We  hope,  through  Federal 
legislation,  that  some  day  such  may  be  pos- 
sible. 

Financial  assistance  and  public  good  was 
accomplished  by  the  Hill  and  Valley  Club 
of    Hayward.    which    sponsored    a    week's 


cooking  class  run  by  a  demonstrator  on  a 
co-operative  plan. 

The  Gardena  Progressive  Club  studies 
dietetics  in  a  very  practical  way.  They  are 
a  group  of  rural  club  people.  Four  ladies 
acting  as  hostesses  each  time,  serve  a  lunch- 
eon. A  full  account  of  the  menu  is  handed 
to  the  Chairman  of  Home  Economics,  and 
she  computes  the  number  of  calories,  nutri- 
tive ratio  and  cost  per  plate.  Considerable 
rivalry  was  created  as  to  who  could  serve 
the  best  balanced  luncheon  at  the  least  cost. 

The  West  Park  Thursday  Club  studied 
electric  devices  and  dined  at  a  luncheon 
cooked  with  electricity. 

The  department  looks  forward  to  a  year 
of  increasing  vigor  and  interest  in  things 
vital  to  our  homes. 


MUSIC 
Mrs.  Walter  Longbotham,  Chairman 

It  is  indeed  a  great  privilege  to  be  one 
chosen  to  give  the  report  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Music  for  the  past  year  for  from  all 
over  the  state  come  very  enthusiastic  and 
interesting  reports  of  the  "Beautiful  Art." 
Most  clubs  seem  to  have  much  more  appre- 
ciation and  now  feel  that  music  is  quite 
necessary.  There  is  a  growing  tendency  to 
reach  out  and  help  others  to  enjoy  the  feast 
of  good  music.  Community  singing,  with 
its  hour  or  half-hour  of  music  on  various 
Sunday  afternoons,  is  being  encouraged  in 
many  places  with  wonderful  results.  It  has 
been  my  good  fortune  to  visit  many  of  the 
clubs  and  also  to  have  attended  three  dis- 
trict conventions,  where  I  felt  justly  proud 
of  our  department  work.  At  the  Northern 
District  Convention  a  musical  conference 
and  an  evening  of  music  was  given  entirely 
by  the  women  of  the  district. 

In  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  District  music 
has  played  a  big  part  in  the  general  uplift 
of  its  clubs.  Los  x\ngeles  has  paid  particu- 
lar attention  to  American  composers.  Orig- 
inal compositions  of  federated  clubwomen 
has  been  one  especially  fine  feature  of  the 
work  of  Mrs.  Carrie  Stone  Freeman,  chair- 
man  of  this  district.

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SHAKESPEARIAN  PAGEANT 

GIVEN    BY   THE   CLUBWOMEN    OF    CALIFORNIA   AT    DEL    MONTE 


The  Shakespearian  Pageant  as  given  by 
the  clubwomen  during  the  Fifteenth  Annual 
Convention  at  Del  Monte  on  the  afternoon 
<ind  evening  of  Thursday,  April  27,  1916, 
marked  an  epoch  in  the  history  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Federation  of  Women's  Clubs. 

This  pageant  was  a  purely  spontaneous 
affair  entered  into  by  the  combined  clubs 
throughout  the  state,  and  the  question  of 
whether  or  not  such  an  undertaking  could 
be  brought  to  a  successful  issue  has  been 
answered  for  all  time,  provided — and  here 
is  the  secret  stipulation — provided  the 
same  working  force,  the  same  sort  of  inspi- 
ration, the  same  genius  and  the  same 
truth  of  personality  again  assumes  the  re- 
sponsibility of  so  great  and  laborious  an 
effort. 

This  indefatigable  working  folrce,  this 
splendid  personality,  this  wondrous  genius, 
which  alone  gave  inspiration  to  the  degree 
which  made  such  a  pageant  of  untrained 
women  a  possibility,  was  Mrs.  George  F. 
Reinhardt.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  in 
praise  and  admiration  of  Mrs.  Reinhardt, 
too  much  cannot  be  said  of  her  unselfish- 
ness and  impersonal  devotion  to  the  cause 
of  literature  which,  through  her  office  as 
State  Chairman  of  Literature,  impelled  her 
to  give  so  much  of  her  valued  time  and 
effort  to-  making  the  pageant  a  success. 

On  the  afternoon  of  that  memorable  day, 
for  it  will  ever  be  memorable  to  those  who 
attended  the  convention,  clubwomen  from 
the  north,  south,  east  and  west  of  Cali- 
fornia were  costumed  and  in  line  at  the 
hotel  awaiting  the  bugle  call  of  the  mounted 
herald.  These  characters  formed  a  brilliant 
assemblage  indeed  in  their  vari-colored 
robes;  Standard  Bearers.  Musicians,  Mas- 
ters of  the  Revels,  Globe  Theater  Play- 
ers(  intimates  of  Shakespeare),  Queen  Eliz- 
abeth and  her  Court,  The  Three  Muses,  the 
Stratford  Folk,  and  the  great  poet  himself, 
followed  by  a  multitude  of  his  own  immor- 
tal   creations. 

But  there  was  a  prelude,  for  we  live  in 
ultra-modern  days — in  days  which  were  be- 
yond the  ken  of  even  Will  Shakespeare  to 
presage,  the  motion  picture  man's  arrival! 
And  now  the  wonderment  grows  as  to 
whether  "time  and  tide"  will  not  hereafter 
halt  for  the  "movies?"  At  any  rate  the 
pageant  halted  and  got  its  picture  taken, 
after  which  it  reassembled  and  decorously 
passed  over  the  gravel  walk  and  across  the 
grass  to  the  scene  of  action. 

No  more  beautiful  spot  could  have  been 
found  for  exercises  commemorative  of 
Shakespeare  than  the  oak-strewn  lawns  of 
Del  Monte  garden.  Those  who  have  saun- 
tered under  the  oaks  in  Windsor  Forest  or 
seen  the  Stratford  Players  on  the  banks  of 
their  own  Avon  felt  the  harmony  of  envi- 
ronment. 
"Proud-pied   April,   dressed  in   all   his   trim, 


Had  put   a   spirit   of  youth   in   everything." 

At  least  two  moments  of  the  long,  delight- 
ful day  given  to  the  tercentenary  will  never 
be  forgotten.  The  first  when  the  long 
processional,  led  by  the  mounted  herald, 
the  Master  of  Revels,  the  Globe  Theater 
Players  carrying  scarlet  standards  with  the 
letters  "E.  R."  (Elizabeth  Rex)  emblazoned 
in  gold  upon  them,  marched  across  the  grass 
to  the  rose  garden  where  the  pageant  was 
to  enact  the  Shakespearian  scenes,  and  the 
second  was  at  the  tree-planting  on  the  gen- 
tle slope  over  the  lake.  The  figures  of 
poetry,  tragedy  and  comedy  together  with 
the  lovely  human  caryatid,  supporting  a 
bust  of  Shakespeare  made  a  group  to  delight 
the  artist's  eye.  The  poem  recited  at  this 
time  by  Mrs.  Edward  Dexter  Knight,  the 
commemorative  lines  by  Mrs|  A.  F.  Jones 
and  by  Mrs.  L.  B.  Hogue  together  with  the 
Shakespearian  ode,  made  a  complete  and 
beautiful  memorial  exercise. 

The  opening  drama,  the  Dark  Lady  of  the 
Sonnets,  by  Bernard  Shaw,  introduced  the 
poet  to  the  Court  of  the  Queen,  the  Queen 
herself,  and  to  her  attendant  lords  and 
ladies.  The  acting  of  Mrs.  Reinhardt,  who 
played  the  part  of  the  poet  and  directed  the 
pageant  players  against  lapses  and  shoals, 
thus  making  possible  a  continuous,  scene 
of  action,  truly  realized  the  poet  in  person- 
ality. Keen  of  wit,  quick  in  improvisation, 
scathing  in  denunciation,  ready  in  praise, 
and  loyal  beyond  loyalty  itself  was  she. 

The  acting  of  Miss  Ruth  Radcliff  was  re- 
markably dignified  and  adequate,  and  the 
group  of  charming  women  and  children  who 
gathered  about  the  Queen  in  whose  pres- 
ence the  remainder  of  the  program  was 
enacted,  made  a  delightful  background  for 
the  different  events. 

The  picturesque  Tudor  Beef  Eaters,  in 
their  crimson  and  gold,  who  acted  as  ushers 
and  were  in  constant  attendance  on  the 
Queen,  were  one  of  the  most  interesting  ele- 
ments in  the  picture,  sharing  the  remark  of 
all  with  the  scarlet-clad  Globe  Theater 
actors. 

The  group  dancing  from  the  various  dis- 
tricts was  most  excellently  done  and  gave 
great  pleasure.  The  Pavan  by  Corona, 
Mills  and  Burlingame  Clubs;  the  Minuet 
offered  by  the  Alameda  District,  and  the 
exquisite  dancing  in  the  Winter's  Tale,  all 
deserve  special  comment. 

The  solo  dancing  likewise  was  of  an  artis- 
tic merit  which  cannot  be  exaggerated. 
Miss  Halwick  of  Stockton  as  Titania  seemed 
a  veritable  descendant  of  Pavlowa.  Miss 
Folger  of  Sacramento  had  certainly  the 
tradition  of  the  Stratford  dancing.  Miss 
Hanna  of  Tamalpais  Center  was  the  very 
embodiment  of  the  grace  one  sees  iri  grass 
bent  by  the  wind.  Her  dancing  with  Mrs. 
Cunningham  also  won  unanimous  applause. 
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Miss  Galpin  of  Los  Angeles  delighted  all 
beholders  with  figures  reminiscent  of  the 
harmony  that  Isadore  Duncan  has  made 
visible.  Indeed  one's  enthusiasm  for  the 
dancing  of  all  varieties  seen  on  the  program 
makes    impossible   careful   criticism. 

Perhaps  the  most  classically  enacted 
scene  was  the  one  done  by  the  Galpin 
Shakespeare  Club  of  Los  Angeles.  The 
parts  of  Mistress  Ford  and  Mistress  Page 
and  of  the  Fat  Knight  were  acted  with 
real  distinction  to  the  delight  of  all.  It 
was  fitting  that  a  Shakespeare  Club  of  such 
wide  renown  should  have  sent  so  valuable 
a   contribution  to   the   program  of  the  day. 

The  acting  of  all  characters  in  the  Win- 
ter's Tale  was  delightful.  Perhaps  the 
choice  of  the  scene  fitted  more  perfectly 
than  any  other  with  the  environment.  No 
one  will  ever  forget  Mrs.  Burke's  Perdita, 
the  essence  of  dainty  maidenhood,  in  her 
white  robe  wound  about  with  daisy  chains, 
and  the  charm  and  freedom  of  the  acting 
of  Mrs.  A.  A.  Cunningham  as  Autolycus 
was  that  of  a  professional.  There  was  no 
more  exquisite  picture  given  throughout 
the  pageant  than  that  of  the  little  brown- 
skinned   pedlar   singing  out  his   wares: 

"Will   you   buy   any   tape, 

Or  lace  for  your  cape, 

My  dainty  duck,  my  dear-a? 

Any  silk,  any  thread, 

Any  toys  for  your  head, 

Of  the  new'st  and  finest,  finest  wear-a? 

Come  to  the  pedlar; 

Money's   a   medlar, 

That  doth  utter  all  men's  ware-a." 

The  San  Joaquin  District  united  in  pre- 
senting the  famous  divorce  scene  in  Henry 
VIII,  a  scene  of  great  power  and  beauty. 
Queen  Catharine  was  a  magnificent  figure 
and  in  the  cruel  king  surely  no  one  would 
recognize  the  capable  president  of  the  dis- 
trict. When  one  realizes  the  geographical 
separation  of  such  towns  as  Fowler,  Fresno 
and  Taft  one  appreciates  the  remarkable 
achievement  of  the  women  who  adequately 
presented  this  scene  from  Henry  VIII. 

There  were  many  delightful  pantomines: 
First  of  all,  that  in  the  Romeo  and  Juliet 
balcony  scene,  in  the  Midsummer  Night's 
Dream,  where  Bottom's  grotesque  figure 
will  always  be  remembered  as  amusing  and 
characteristic.  The  Taming  of  the  Shrew 
was  admirably  carried  out  by  the  Women's 
Improvement  Club  of  Roseville,  the  Wind- 
sor scene  in  the  Merry  Wives  most  effec- 
tively done  by  the  Tuesday  Club  of  Sacra- 
mento— a  handsomer  group  of  women  than 
these,  and  a  Falstaff  more  essentially  por- 
trayed as  being  at  the  mercy  of  these  hand- 
some women,  it  would  be  hard  to  duplicate. 

Among  the  most  notable  achievements  in 
costume  and  character  was  that  of  Mrs. 
Robert  Watt  of  San  Francisco  and  of  the 
Oakland  New  Century  Club,  who  was  a 
cynosure  of  all  eyes  as  Mary  Arden,  the 
mother  of  Shakespeare.  The  King  Lear 
group  from  the  Twentieth  Century  Club 
of  Berkeley  called  forth  ah's  of  admiration, 
ind  >n  connection  with  this  club  of  the  Ala- 


meda District  full  recognition  must  be 
given  for  the  generous  services  rendered  by 
Miss  Vera  McCord.  Watsonville  sent  thirty 
women  to  costume  the  entire  cast  of  the 
Merchant  of  Venice,  which  was  a  wonder- 
ful contribution  and  was  arranged  through 
the  inspiration  of  Mrs.  Hubert  Wyckoff. 
The  Hypatia  Club  of  San  Francisco  sent 
skilled  actors  to  do  the  balcony  scene  from 
Romeo  and  Juliet,  which  was  the  chief, 
dramatic   number   of  the   evening  program. 

Miss  Lena  Frazee  gave  much  pleasure 
both  afternoon  and  evening  in  her  admira- 
ble rendering  of  Elizabethan  lyrics.  Her 
well-placed  voice  and  intelligent  interpre- 
tation of  the  fine  old  songs  added  much  to 
the  artistic  value  of  the  program.  Praise 
must  here  be  given  to  Mrs.  Walter  Long- 
botham,  State  Chairman  of  Music,  who  had 
charge  of  the  musical  numbers  and  directed 
the  musicians  throughout  the  entire  after- 
noon performance. 

It  is  impossible  to  mention  all  the  fea- 
tures of  this  memorable  affair  which  deserve 
attention.  All  who  saw  the  pageant  must 
feel  that  the  hopes  expressed  for  it  months 
ago  were  largely  realized,  as  practically  all 
section  of  California  took  part  in  this  exer- 
cise commemorating  the  work  of  the  great 
dramatist  and  that  it  is  possible,  as  demon- 
strated, to  evolve  a  celebration  beautiful 
and  profitable  to  commemorate  that  which 
has  brought  both  beauty  and  profit  to  the 
world  of  men.

A  GLIMPSE  OF  THE  CONVENTION  FROM  THE 

SOCIAL  SIDE 


The  social  part  of  the  convention  began 
with  the  forming  of  the  Local  Board,  of 
which  Mrs.  Wallace  Clarence  Brown  was 
chairman,  and  continued  not  only  through 
"  out  the  list  in  the  individual  attention  of 
the  officers  and  chairmen,  but  throughout 
the  week  of  the  convention.  For,  was  it  not 
hospitality  of  the  very  best  sort  to  be  an 
officer  or  a  chairman,  whether  of  informa- 
tion, of  courtesy,  of  decoration,  of  ushers 
and  pages,  or  registration  or  in  any  capacity 
to  assist  in  making  such  a  host  of  outside 
guests  comfortable  for  an  entire  week? 

The  "Social  Evening"  was  the  formal 
opening  of  the  convention,  Tuesday,  April 
25th.  The  program  for  this  evening  con-

The  addresses  of  welcome  were  delivered 
by  Mr.  H.  G.  Jorgensen,  representing  the 
Mayor  of  Pacific  Grove;  Mrs.  J.  H.  An- 
dresen,  representing  the  Salinas  clubwomen, 
and  Mr.  Edward  Berwick,  the  local  orator, 
who  represented  Peace. 

Mr.  Andresen,  representing  "The  Wan- 
derers" from  over  the  hills  of  Salinas,  gave 
a  fitting  tribute  to  women's  clubs  and  the 
work  which  they  were  doing  to  benefit  the 
community  and  the  world  at  large.  It  is 
to  be  regretted  that  Mr.  Andresen's  remarks 
could  not  have  full  space  in  the  official  or- 
gan,  "The   Clubwoman." 

The  message   of   Peace   as   given   by   Mr. ' 
Berwick  was  along  the  line  of  an  interna- 
tional   federation    of    the    countries    of    the 
world. 

In  replying  to  these  greetings  of  welcome, 
our  State  President,  Mrs.  Edward  Dexter 
Knight,   did   not   fail   to   give   due   care  and 


attention  to  any  and  all  of  the  splendid 
tributes  which  were  extended  by  the  hostess 
clubwomen  through  their  honorable  rep- 
resentatives. 

The  distinctive  social  feature  of  the  con- 
vention week  came  on  Friday  afternoon, 
when  an  automobile  ride  was  given  by 
the  women  of  the  local  board  and  the  local 
clubs,  followed  by  a  lovely  reception  in  the 
clubhouse  of  the  Pacific  Grove  Woman's 
Club. 

The  clubhouse  of  the  Woman's  Civic 
Club  of  Pacific  Grove  was  indeed  warm 
and  delightful  after  encountering  the  stiff 
wind  on  the  drive,  and  the  hospitality 
extended  to  the  delegates  and  officers  of 
the  convention  was  all  that  any  woman's 
club  could  give,  which  is  saying  a  great 
deal. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Hospitality  Com- 
mittee was  Mrs.  C.  A.  Foster,  the  hostess 
from  the  club  being  Mrs.  W.  V.  Grimes. 
Both  of  these  ladies  had  been  genial  spir- 
its at  the  hotel,  but  it  was  at  their  own 
home  quarters  where  they  expressed  their 
best.  Those  who  assisted  were  Mrs.  H.  B. 
Chase,  Mrs.  W.  E.  Palmer,  Mrs.  L.  H.  Gar- 
rigus,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Andresen,  Mrs.  J.  W.

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FOUR  WAYS  OF  LOVING  UNLOVELY  PEOPLE

Inasmuch  as  "The  Clubwoman"  has  not 
the  space  and  its  readers  have  not  the  time 
to  read  as  long  an  article  as  the  full  address 
at  the  Del  Monte  convention  on  the  above 
topic  constitutes,  perhaps  a  thorough  out- 
line of  the  thought  at  its  basis  will  be  the 
most  satisfactory  method  of  presenting  this 
story  of  the  evolution  of  social  love.  As 
the  object  of  the  address  and  of  this  report 
of  it  is  to  set  people  thinking,  perhaps  the 
outline  will  serve  even  better  than  a  full 
report. 

In  the  evolution  of  social  love  there  are 
four  stages.  We  do  not  complete  one  be- 
fore we  enter  upon  another.  They  overlap. 
Each  one  of  them  has  in  part  arrived  and 
in  part  departed,  with  the  exception  of  the 
fourth  and  highest,  which  has  but  begun 
to  arrive. 

I.  The  Way  of  Punishing.  Its  watch- 
word, Fear.     Its  form,  Law. 

II.  The  way  of  Persuading.  Its  watch- 
word.  Fellow-feeling.     Its  form,  Charity. 

III.  The  way  of  Preventing.  Its  watch- 
word,  Forethought.     Its  form,  Science. 

IV.  The  Way  of  Perfecting.  Its  watch- 
word,  Fulfilment.     Its  form.  Democracy. 

These  four  ways  of  loving  unlovely  peo- 
ple were  applied  in  the  Del  Monte  address 
to  five  problems  by  way  of  illustration; 
namely,  the  problems  of  the  feeble-minded 
and  the  insane,  of  the  immoral,  of  the  crim- 
inal, of  the  immigrant,  and  of  the  poor. 
At  the  Los  Angeles  Conference  of  Social 
Agencies  the  writer  applied  this  philosophy 
of  the  social  questions  to  the  problem  of 
unemployment.  The  thoughtful  reader  can 
apply  it  to  any  one  of  the  other  special 
problems  for  himself. 

I.  The  Wa\'  of  Punishing:  watchword, 
Fear;  form.  Law.  Treatment  accorded: 
(1)  Feeble-minded  and  insane  jeered  at  and 
chained  and  abused,  often  under  the  theory 
that  they  were  possessed  of  devils.  (2) 
■Immoral  women  made  outcasts  and  by- 
words, deemed  willing  and  responsible 
choosers  of  their  vile  way  of  making  a  liv- 
ing. (3)  Criminals  tortured,  hanged,  and 
if  imprisoned  then  afterwards  blacklisted 
and  spurned  and  denied  a  chance.  (4)  The 
immigrant  problem  "solved"  by  exclusion, 
deportation,  calling  bad  names,  and  con- 
signing immigrants  to  vile  residences  and 
residence  districts  and  exploited  labor  as  a 
means  of  livelhood,  he  paying  the  price 
for  the  sin  of  not  having  been  born  in 
America.  (5)  The  poor  imprisoned  for  debt, 
and  punished  for  being  poor  by  being 
treated  in  hospitals  no  one  would  willingly 
go  to  and  for  old  age  sent  to  poorhouses 
so  conducted  as  to  cause  suicidal  thoughs 
in  any  but  the  most  abject;  the  remedy  for 
the  situation  of  the  aged — 97  per  cent  of 
those  over  65  are  said  to  be  dependents  on 
family  or  private  or  public  charity — being 
futile    thrift    talks,    without    regard    to    the 


amazing  historical  failure  of  thrift  to  take 
the  place  of  social  insurance. 

II.  The  Way  of  Persuading:  watchword. 
Fellow-feeling;  form,  Charity.  Treatment 
accorded:  (1)  Feeble-minded  and  insane 
pitied,  placed  in  institutions  and  forgotten; 
given  kindly  treatment.  (2)  The  immoral 
woman  treated  for  her  diseases  in  private 
and  municipal  clinics  and  given  a  counsel 
of  perfection  to  abandon  her  trade;  mis- 
sions to  convert  and  rescue  an  occasional 
individual  who  can  be  persuaded.  (3)  The 
criminal  by  probation,  parole,  and  big 
brother  and  big  sister  work  dealt  with  on 
the  theory  that  love  and  trust  are  stronger 
than  hate  and  suspicion,  with  astonishing 
results.  (4)  The  immigrant  pitied,  and  mis- 
sions established  to  convert  him  from  the 
religion  of  his  fathers  and  fatherland  to 
our  own,  settlements  to  enter  into  his  pe- 
culiar mind  and  life,  night  schools  rather 
inefficiently  but  lovingly  carried  on  by  vol- 
unteers. (5)  The  poor  given  charity  doles 
by  the  rich,  developing  the  submissive  in- 
stincts in  the  poor  and  the  superior  class 
idea  in  the  rich,  but  not  altering  the  situa- 
tion, dipping  out  the  ocean  with  a  sieve. 

III.  The  Way  of  Preventing:  watch- 
word. Forethought;  form.  Science.  Treat- 
ment accorded:  (1)  The  feeble-minded  and 
insane  to  be  decreased  in  number  by  stop- 
ping them  at  the  source  through  asexualiza- 
tion and  segregation  on  a  large  scale.  (2) 
The  immoral  woman  to  be  reduced  in  num- 
bers by  red-light  abatement  acts  cutting  off 
the  market  for  her  wares,  by  white-slave 
acts  punishing  dealers  in  immoral  women, 
by  closing  vicious  resorts  of  amusement, 
and  by  adequate  custodial  care  of  the  "mo- 
ron" type  of  immoral  woman.  (3)  The 
criminal  reduced  in  numbers  by  prohibition, 
taking  away  the  mind-deadener  which 
makes  crimes  possible,  by  prohibiting  the 
sale  of  deadly  weapons,  the  tools  of  crime, 
by  protective  devices  on  checks,  by  burglar 
alarm  systems,  by  adequate  police  forces 
and  lighting  systems,  by  identification  sys- 
tems which  catch  the  habitiual  criminal  in 
mid-career.  (4)  The  immigrant  warned 
abroad  of  the  facts,  and  not  left  to  be  mis- 
guided by  steamship  companies  which  want 
his  passage  money  and  do  not  care  what 
becomes  of  him  on  arrival;  the  immigrant 
distributed  properly  where  he  is  needed, 
once  he  is  here.  (5)  The  poor  dealt  with  as 
facts  of  human  life,  rather  than  on  theory; 
compulsory  old-age,  unemployment,  sick- 
ness and  accident  insurance;  work  colonies 
for  the  so-called  vagrant;  co-operation  of 
railways,  charity  and  police  in  preventing 
the  development  of  the  tramp. 

IV.  The  Way  of  Perfecting:  watchword. 
Fulfilment;  form,  Democracy.  See  Miss 
Jane  Addams'  presidential  address  while 
president  of  the  National  Conference  of 
Charities  and  Corrections,  where  she  speaks 
of  fulfilment  as  something  beyond  charity 
or  even  prevention.     Note   Bishop   Phillips 
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Brooks'  favorite  saying  of  Jesus,  "I  came 
that  ye  might  have  Life  and  have  it  more 
abundantly." 

Treatment  accorded:  (1)  The  feeble- 
minded and  insane  studied  and  the  causes 
of  the  condition  dealt  with — selling  intoxi- 
cants for  money  (alcoholism),  leaving  im- 
morality to  be  "the  easiest  way"  for  a 
woman  to  make  a  living,  allowing  expectant 
or  future  mother  to  be  undernourished  and 
small  children  as  well,  living  life  at  auto- 
mobile competitive  strain  till  "the  cords 
of  man"  are  snapped  asunder.  (2)  Immor- 
ality studied  and  wholesome  family  and 
community  recreation  provided;  a  living 
wage  paid  so  as  to  make  earlier  marriage 
and  responsible  partnership  in  community 
life  possible  to  more  young  people;  parents 
instructed  in  sex  hygiene  so  as  to  be  able 
to  teach  their  children;  the  commercializa- 
tion of  "smut"  in  questionable  but  profitable 
plays,  books  and  papers  done  away  with  by 
enlightened  and  brave  public  and  private 
opinion;  a  study  of  business  conditions  to 
understand  why  good  men  stoop  to  such 
means  of  making  money.  (3)  Crime  studied, 
and  the  right  to  earn  a  living  in  a  normal 
way  accorded  to  all,  including  the  millions 
of  weaker  sisters  among  our  breadwinning 
classes  who  have  not  in  them  the  making 
of  Carnegies  and  Rockefellers  and  no  genu- 
ius  for  accumulating  or  saving;  moral  edu- 
cation in  school  and  also  in  home;  men 
teachers  in  the  schools  so  that  boys  may 
have  manly  ideals  before  them;  married 
teachers,  other  things  being  equal,  preferred 
to  unmarried,  that  the  thought  of  the  com- 
plete home  may  dominate  our  schools — 
preparation,  not  for  college,  but  for  living 
life;  character,  not  "marks."  (4)  The  immi- 
grant welcomed  by  the  descendants  of  other 
immigrants  (viz.,  the  American);  the  em- 
ployer of  illiterate  immigrants  compelled 
to  pay  immigrant  workers  during  four  hours 


a  week,  day  time,  while  he  is  being  educated 
to  serve  his  employer  better  and  to  be  fit  for 
his  share  in  our  common  life;  tenements 
not  fit  for  other  human  beings  not  allowed 
to  be  rented  to  immigrants;  teaching  the 
immigrant  not  to  be  "ashamed  to  be  his 
father's  son;"  the  relization  that  God  made 
men  of  many  races  and  traditions  because 
it  is  better  so,  and  life  and  America  are 
richer  for  variety  of  human  contribution. 
Note  the  Fourth  of  July  celebration  in 
Springfield,  Mass.,  a  few  years  ago,  with 
floats  for  each  nationality  that  made  the 
"E  Pluribus  Unum"  of  that  city.  (The 
writer  has  no  objection  to  night  schools  for 
immigrants  till  the  day  school  at  the  em- 
ployer's expense  becomes  practicable;  we 
cannot  gain  heaven  at  one  bound.)  (5)  The 
poor  studied.  Income  and  inheritance  taxes 
applied  to  make  the  excessively  rich  impos- 
sible, as  they  ncessarily  involve,  in  most 
instances,  making  others  excessively  poor. 
Free  and  fitting  education  for  every  child 
to  bring  out  the  best  possiblities  in  him, 
not  leaving  such  treatment  to  those  only 
whose  parents  happen  to  have  the  money. 
The  study  and  reorganization  of  industry, 
so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  to  provide  a 
permanent  place  in  the  sun,  a  part  in  the 
world's  work,  to  every  one.  No  man  has  a 
right  to  a  living,  but  every  man  has  a  right 
to  a  chance  to  earn  a  living  and  in  a.  better 
way  than  merely  by  forcing  some  other 
man  out  of  a  job. 

Lowell  says  that  Democracy  means  not 
"I  am  as  good  as  you  are,"  which  many  of 
us  have  always  thought  it  meant,  but  rather 
"You  are  as  good  as  I  am,"  which  is  so  near 
the  teaching  of  Jesus  as  to  be  simply  revo- 
lutionary. Law,  charity  and  science  do  not 
have  this  attitude:  democracy  does.  And 
where  democracy  fails,  where  Christianity 
fails,  then  the  remedy  is  more  democracy, 
more    Christianity. 


Christopher  Ruess  to   Give  oAddress  to  Clubs 

Mr.  Christopher  Ruess,  whose  address,  "Four  Ways  of  Loving  Unlovely 
People,"  is  presented  in  summary  in  this  number  of  The  Clubwoman,  expects 
in  the  Fall  to  be  free  for  a  limited  number  of  engagements  among  the  clubs  of 
the  state,  in  which  he  will  set  forth  the  social  and  human  philosophy  which 
has  come  to  him  in  ten  years  of  activity  in  social  settlement  work,  in  fire  and 
earthquake  relief  work,  and  in  the  juvenile  court.  Mr.  Ruess  was  for  four 
terms  (eight  years),  probation  officer  at  Oakland,  Alameda  and  Berkeley.  He 
is  a  graduate  of  the  Los  Angeles  High  School  and  of  Harvard  College.  He 
has  been  actively  identified  in  the  last  six  years  with  much  legislative  work, 
including  the  revision  of  the  child  labor,  compulsory  education,  juvenile  court 
and  adult  probation  laws,  the  red-light  abatement  act,  the  larger  use  of  the 
public  schools  law,  etc. 

During  the  coming  year  Mr.  Ruess  offers  his  services  at  prices  which 
simply  reimburse  his  employers  for  loss  occasioned  by  his  absence:  five  dollars 
a  day,  with  expenses,  for  work  in  Fresno  and  contiguous  counties,  and  ten 
dollars  a  day  and  expenses  in  other  parts  of  the  state.  Two  days  or  three 
days  can  be  given  in  succession  and  the  traveling  and  other  expenses  shared 
by  the  co-operating  clubs.  Mr.  Ruess  would  speak  without  extra  charge  be- 
fore the  business  men  of  the  cities  and  towns,  and  to  high  school  pupils.

Close  beside  this  first  signal  victory  at 
the  New  York  Biennial  was  another.  The 
news  of  this  victory  was  received  in  tele- 
gram and  read: 

"A  great  suffrage  mass  meeting  in 
Carnegie  Hall.  A  huge  audience  of 
both  sexes.  The  speakers  were  State 
Federation  Presidents  from  the  thirteen 
enfranchised  states.  The  speeches  were 
clear  and  logical.  Illinois  and  Califor- 
nia shared  the  honor,  but  California's 
representative,  Mrs.  Edward  Dexter 
Knight,  won  most  applause  on  account 
of  the  legislative  achievements  of 
women.  Each  state  in  box  seats.  Cali- 
fornia very  proud. 
(Signed) 
AURELIA  HENRY  REINHARDT." 


So  it  seems  that  the  Federation  slogan 
for  our  state  might  well  be:  Congratula- 
tions, California.    You  win! 


An  armory,  they  say,  is  a  place  for  arms; 
this  time,  however,  the  opposing  forces  were 
against  the  arms  and  the  west  wing  came 
off    victoriously. 


The  ever-old  yet  ever-new  subject  of 
women's  dress — how  to  dress,  where  to 
dress,  and  when  to  dress — was  again  dis- 
cussed at  the  biennial.

Imagine  the  time  saved,  to  have  had  es- 
tablished once  and  for  all  (?)  that  a  woman 
should  henceforth  wear  only  princess  styles 
with  ostrich  feathers  Gainsboroughs  and 
waving  veils,  or  a  simple  blouse  and  skirt, 
with  pansies,  "for  thoughts,"  in  her  Maud 
Muller  hat!  Or  again,  the  decree  might 
have  gone  out  that  woman  should  thereafter 
appear  as  a  strictly  "tailor-maid"  with  natty 
modish,  mannish  brim  and  braid,  or  else, 
the  other  extreme,  she  should  gown  herself 
in  Quaker  garb  with  a  bit  of  rosemary, 
"that's  for  remembrance,"  pinned  on,  not 
exactly  as  a  souvenir,  but  as  a  boutonniere. 


Alas,  time  goes  by,  nothing  seems  accom- 
plished, the  most  any  one  may  hope  to  do, 
nowadays,  is  to  quote   Shakespeare. 


June  has  made  the  rose,  the  bride,  and 
rare  days,  immortal,  but  the  stretch  of 
weather  along  the  coast  from  San  Fran- 
cisco to  Monterey  during  the  past  few 
weeks  has  given  rise  to  another  adjective 
to  describe  June  days  than  the  one  used  by 
Lowell.

IS  AMERICAN  MUSIC  COMING  INTO  ITS  OWN? 


Is  American  music  coming  into  its  own, 
or  are  the  American  people  coming  into 
music?  Surely  no  time  in  American  his- 
tory has  the  Goddess  Polyhymnia  clamored 
so  strongly  for  recognition.  Music  has  sent 
its  vibrations  around  the  American  conti- 
nent only  to  return  a  hundred-fold  to  each 
soul,  with  a  desire  to  do  and  hear  (if  only 
in  a  mechanical  way)  and  we  must  not  de- 
spise that  form  as  a  means,  for  it  is  an 
opening  wedge  for  music  to  finds  its  way 
into  every  nook  and  corner,  for  now  music 
is  heard  on  every  hand.  Nothing  seems  to 
move,  not  even  the  Movies,  but  it  must  be 
accompanied  by  some  form  of  music,  no 
matter  how  adulterated.  We  in  America 
must  not  despise  the  day  of  small  things, 
for  we  have  been  accustomed  to  take  our 
best  music  in  homeopathic  doses.  And  to 
think  nothing  good  in  music  came  out  of 
America,  but  I  believe  the  time  is  passing 
when  we  will  have  to  be  branded  with  the 
name  of  some  foreign  teacher  or  the  ap- 
proval of  some  foreign  newspaper  to  make 
us  a  success — but  the  American  people  will 
recognize  talent  when  they  hear  it  and  home 
artists  will  stand  or  fall  on  their  own  mer- 
its. Music  is  international,  but  it  should  be 
a  fair  exchange  and  foreign  talent  should 
not  be  employed  to  the  exclusion  of  our 
own  product. 

We  have  been  so  busily  engaged  in  build- 
ing up  our  Republic  that  music  has  been 
commercialized  to  a  great  extent.  We  are 
just  now  beginning  to  see  over  the  horizon, 
the  dawn  heralding  the  approach  of  an  era 
of  music,  such  as  we  have  never  known 
before,  and  in  its  strain  are  all  the  allied 
arts:  "Drama  and  Poetry  (spoken  music), 
"Painting  and  Sculpture"  (crystalized  mu- 
sic), "The  Interpreted  Dance"  (music  in 
motion).  Why  is  it  that  our  vision  has 
not  been  keen  enough  to  have  perceived 
this  coming  long  before?  Is  it  not  because 
we,  as  a  nation,  have  had  all  things  come 
to  us  so  easily,  land  and  gold  and  other 
possessions  have  all  fallen  at  our  feet,  and 
we  have  not  yet  learned  patience  and  rou- 
tine in  our  work. 

We  seem  to  be  waiting  for  some  ingen- 
ious American  to  perfect  a  machine  in  which 
"our  get-to-be-a-Singer-Quick- Young-Lady" 
may  step  in  and  coming  out,  behold!  Miss 
Prima  Donna,  but  until  that  time  does  ar- 
rive, we  must  learn  that  only  through' this 
valley  of  routine  can  we  ascend  the  Heights 
of  Fame. 

We  have,  also  as  a  nation,  been  creating 
everything  for  commercial  use.  Is  there 
any  country  in  the  world  that  has  created 
so  much  for  our  material  side  of  life? 
Anyone  who  has  visited  the  patent  office  at 
Washington   can  testify.     The   ingenuity  of 


the  American  is  proverbial  around  the 
globe.  Everything  has  been  created  for  our 
material  comfort  and  convenience,  and 
through  this  very  faculty  we  should  look 
for  great  creative  works  in  music  and  art. 

We  have  not  been  attuned  to  the  higher 
vibrations  to  catch  the  inspiration  of  art, 
and  understand  her  message.  We  must 
hold  ourselves  mentally  and  spiritaully 
"High,"  for  she  is  a  jealous  mistress  who 
demands  we  kneel  and  kiss  the  hem  of  her 
garment,  ere  she  will  unfold  her  beauties. 

Out  of  great  disasters  come  great  re- 
forms and  out  of  great  sorrows  come  spir- 
itual uplift;  and  the  turning  away  from  the 
materialistic,  to  the  idealistic;  through 
the  terrible  strife  across  the  water,  we  are 
now  looking  for  that  expression,  some  with 
a  brush  and  chisel,  and  many  with  the  pen. 
Here  in  our  own  city,  through  a  competi- 
tion for  prizes,  for  original  creative  work, 
given  by  the  Matinee  Musical  Club,  though 
the  prizes  offered  were  not  great,  sixty 
manuscripts,  for  voice,  piano  and  violin, 
were  contributed,  showing  the  awakening 
and  interest  of  this  higher  side  of  our  life, 
and  the  great  interest  now  in  the  revival  of 
the  Shakesperian  drama,  all  prove  that  we 
are  at  the  door,  and  in  fact  entering  into  a 
higher  and  greater  artistic  life  than  Amer- 
ica has  ever  known  before  and,  when  the 
door  has  once  swung  open  and  we  behold 
the  glories  of  this  fuller  life,  there  can  be 
no  turning  back — for  who  would  turn  their 
face  from  an  allumined  light,  that  shows  the 
Dawn  of  a  Glorius  Day?

"The  Clubwoman"  announces  with  gratifi- 
cation the  appointment  of  Mrs.  W.  C.  Mor- 
row for  the  San  Francisco  District  Chair- 
man of  Press.  Mrs.  Morrow  is  the  wife  of 
the  well  known  writer,  lecturer,  and  teacher, 
W.  C.  Morrow.  She  is  prominent  in  the 
club  and  church  circles  of  San  Francisco, 
having  been  past  president  of  several  organ- 
izations. 

Mrs.  Frank  Fredericks,  the  newly  elected 
President  of  the  San  Francisco  District, 
has  been  the  honored  president  and  capable 
leader  of  several  clubs.  She  was  presi- 
dent of  the  San  Francisco  Tea  Club,  an 
organization  rather  exclusive  in  character, 
as  there  are  but  fifty  members,  with  a  wait- 
ing list  almost  as  large.  Mrs.  Fredericks 
has  been  the  president  of  the  President's 
Assembly  for  two  years.  She  has  traveled 
extensively  and  possesses  qualifications 
that  make  her  valued  wherever  she  is  placed- 
If,  as  Maeterlinck  says,  it  is  true  that  the 
dead  come  back  when  we  speak  of  them. 
Shakespeare  must  have  glimpsed  a  lot  of 
life  when  his  Tercentenary  was  being  cele- 
brated, for  every  club,  big  or  little,  gave 
him  a  day  and  pageants  and  revivals  of  his 
plays  and  tributes  to  his  memory  were  given 
everywhere.  The  Federation  had  a  brilliant 
pageant  at  Del  Monte,  and  there,  as  else- 
where, the  immortal  bard  received  his  bit 
of  "rosemary,  that's  for  remembrance." 

The  country  clubs  which  belong  in  this 
district  are  doing  good  work.  The  women 
are  actively  alive,  with  open  minds,  and  are 
eager  to  learn  and  to  justify  their  existence. 
The  event  in  club  circles  for  May  was  the 
departuure  of  the  delegates  for  New  York 
city,  where  the  Biennial  was  held.  The  trip 
was  a  delightful  one  in  every  way  and  the 
delegates  met  with  pleasant  receptions  all 
along  the  route.  The  California  candidate 
was  the  one  to  win  the  honor  of  presiding 
over  the  destiny  of  the  General  Federation 
for  the  next  two  years  and,  as  a  conse- 
quence, the  delegates  feel  jubilant  over  the 
victory.  It  is  the  first  time  a  California 
woman  has  won  the  distinguished  honor. 

May  was  also  conspicuous  for  the  annual 
elections  and  the  brilliant  breakfasts  which 
nearly  every  club  gave.  In  almost  every 
club  new  sets  of  officers  were  elected.  Dur- 
ing the  exposition  year  it  was  deemed  best 
to  retain  the  officers  who  were  familiar 
with  the  work  and  duties,  but  with  the 
passing  of  the  exposition  came  new  people, 
and  in  many  instances  the  whole  personnel 
of  officers  is  different. 

Among  the  many  breakfasts,  all  of  which 
deserve  honoroble  mention,  was  the  one 
given  by  the  Pacific  Coast  Women's  Press 
Association  at  the  St.  Francis.  This  or- 
ganization   numbers    among    its    honorary

Dear  Madam: 

The  General  Federation  has  a  right  to 
demand  much  in  the  way  of  accomplishment 
of  the  states  where  political  equality  exists. 
It  is  in  these  states  that  the  Federation 
should  be  able  best  to  impress  itself  upon 
civic  and  political  life.  It  is  here  that  the 
best  social  and  industrial  conditions  should 
exist  and  it  is  to  these  states  that  the  Gen- 
eral Federation  should  look  for  positive 
results  and  refuse  to  accept  negative  re- 
reports. 

Three  years  of  the  time  since  political 
equality  was  granted  to  the  women  of  Cali- 
fornia the  Department  of  Industrial  and 
Social  Conditions  has  worked  directly  with 
the  State — its  chairman  for  two  years  being 
a  member  of  the  State  Industrial  Welfare 
Commission.  For  the  past  year  the  chair- 
man has  been  a  member  of  the  State  Com- 
mission of  Immigration  and  Housing.  By 
gearing  the  machinery  of  the  Federation  on 
to  the  machinery  of  the  State  excellent  re- 
sults have  been  obtained — good  for  the 
Federation  and  good  for  the  State. 

Because  this  cooperation,  this  intimate 
touch  between  the  State  and  Federation  is 
new,  I  wish  to  remind  you  that  under  Mrs. 
Edson's  chairmanship  the  Federation  was 
largely  instrumental  in  educating  the  State 
to  an  understanding  of  the  Minimum  Wage 
Constitutional  Amendment,  on  the  indus- 
trial side,  and  to  the  Red  Light  Abatement 
Law  on  the  social  side,  and  that  both  of 
these  bills  are  now  in  operation  in  our 
State.  It  is  due  to  the  informed  public 
which  voted  the  Minimum  Wage  Constitu- 
tional Amendment  into  being  that  over 
20,000  women  working  in  the  100  canneries 
of  California  now  have  their  hours  regu- 
lated to  10  in  one  day,  60  in  one  week  and 
the  total  limit  of  72  hours  a  week  fixed. 
All  emergency  time  over  60  hours  a  week 
must  be  paid  at  one  and  a  quarter  time 
piece  rates. 

Fifty-eight  per  cent  of  the  canneries  put- 
ting up  cling  peaches  must  now  pay  from 
lc  to  4c  a  box  increase. 

Forty-three  per  cent  of  the  canneries  put- 
ting up  apricots  must  now  pay  from  lc  to 
4c  a  box  increase. 

These  prices  affect  over  10,000  women 
workers. 

Sixteen  cents  per  hour  is  fixed  as  a  mini- 
mum, where  many  formerly  received  but  10c 
or  \2y2c  an  hour. 

The  Industrial  Welfare  Commission  ex- 
pects to  extend  its  rulings  to  the  mercantile 
and  laundry  industry  within  a  few  months, 
although  in  both  industries  there  has  been  a 
voluntary  advance  in  wages. 


Anticipating  the  action  of  the  General 
Federation's  Department  of  Industrial  and 
Social  Conditions  urging  special  effort  for 
the  welfare  of  the  immigrant  women,  this 
department  at  the  last  legislature  secured 
the  passage  of  the  Home  Teacher  bill — an 
act  permitting  Boards  of  Education  to  em- 
ploy, in  congested  districts,  "teachers  to 
work  in  the  homes  of  the  pupils,  instructing 
children  and  adults  in  matters  relating  to 
school  attendance  and  preparation  therefor; 
also  in  sanitation,  in  the  English  language, 
in  household  duties,  such  as  purchase,  prep- 
aration and  use  of  food  and  of  clothing  and 
in  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  Ameri- 
can system  of  government  and  the  rights 
and  duties  of  citizenship." 

Through  the  influence  of  this  department 
a  year's  careful  experiment  has  just  been 
completed  and  a  report  of  a  practical  work- 
ing plan  for  the  home  teacher  is  now  ready. 

Richard  K.  Campbell,  Commissioner  of 
Naturalization,  in  reply  to  a  letter  asking 
his  criticism  of  the  bill,  writes:  "The  chief 
room  for  criticism  is  that  such  a  wise  pro- 
vision of  law,  having  for  its  object  the  edu- 
cation of  the  mother,  and  in  its  broadest 
sense,  has  not  been  universally  adopted  or 
followed  in  other  states  in  the  union."

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THE  CLUBWOMAN 


This  year  has  been  unique  in  its  experi- 
ence as  the  Departments  of  Industrial  and 
Social  Conditions  and  of  Education  have 
joined  forces  and  concentrated  efforts  upon 
a  single  object — that  of  educating  the  State 
o"f  California  to  the  necessity  of  eliminating 
illiteracy  and  of  providing  opportunity  for 
every  man  and  woman  who  will  learn  the 
English  language.  These  two  departments 
have  spent  their  united  strength  upon  a 
campaign  for  America  First  and  the  Eng- 
lish Language  First — and  in  doing  this  they 
feel  that  they  have  taken  the  first  step 
toward  establishing  better  social  and  indus- 
trial as  well  as  better  educational  condi- 
tions. Not  only  have  they  worked  with 
and  taken  advantage  of  the  State  Depart- 
ments, but  they  have  used  the  machinery 
of  the  Federal  Bureaus  of  Education,  Natu- 
ralization and  Immigration  and  of  the  Na- 
tional Americanization  Committee,  asking 
and  receiving  advice,  literature  and  service. 

Our  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Insti- 
tution has  just  issued  a  letter  to  the  100 
county  and  city  superitnendents  in  Califor- 
nia, in  which  he  writes  of  the  non-English- 
speaking  foreigner.  "Under  present  condi- 
tions he  may  be  among  us  twenty  years  or 
more,  knowing  nothing  of  our  language, 
open  to  none  of  the  influences  that  tend  to 
good  citizenship.  He  can  be  guided  and 
moved  by  the  intriguer  and  boss  of  his  own 
nationality,  but  cannot  be  touched  by  Uncle 
Sam.  Thus  in  time  of  stress  or  danger  he 
may  become  dangerous  and  threatening  in 


the  extreme  to  the  very  life  of  the  republic." 

He  urges  that  all  schools  proposing  to 
meet  the  situation  now  add  to  their  Septem- 
ber budgets  the  money  necessary  for  open- 
ing night  schools  and  maintaining  them  for 
the  first  year. 

The  State  Federation  at  its  annual  con- 
vention passed  a  strong  resolution,  pledging 
its  influence  for  the  opening  of  evening 
schools  for  men  and  women.  The  final 
work  is  now  to  be  done.  A  joint  letter  from 
the  two  departments  has  been  sent  to  the 
president  of  every  one  of  the  500  clubs 
in  California,  urging  definite  and  immediate 
action  in  securing  adequate  provision  for 
evening  schools  in  local  educational  budgets 
and  favorable  action  on  those  budgets  by 
the  county  supervisors.  To  be  effective,  the 
clubs  must  act  at  once,  and  if  they  do  the 
schools  will  be  opened  wherever  there  is 
need  for  adult  education. 

The  harvest  for  the  constructive  work  of 
this  year  cannot  be  gathered  until  next 
year.

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WOMEN'S  LEGISLATIVE  COUNCIL  OF  CALIFORNIA 


The  Women's  Legislative  Council  of  Cal- 
ifornia has  sent  out  a  list  of  proposed  legis- 
lative measures  for  a  final  referendum  vote 
of  the  membership.  Eleven  measures  were 
submitted  at  the  April  meeting.  From  these 
three  will  be  chosen  to  submit  to  the  next 
legislature  with  the  endorsement  of  the 
Legislative  Council. 

There  is  much  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Council  and  the  proposed  measures  for 
women  are  beginning  to  realize  that  all 
effort  to  educate  and  to  reform  must  finally 
look  to  law  and  its  enforcement. 

They  are  also  realizing  that  to  secure 
legislation  that  will  make  possible  some  of 
the  reforms  for  which  women  are  asking, 
it  is  necessary  to  unite  for  action. 

The  Council  is  most  conservative,  believ- 
ing it  best  to  make  haste  slowly  and  will 
present  but  three  bills  to  the  next  legisla- 
ture, but  back  of  those  three  measures  they 
expect  to  have  the  intelligent  co-operation 
and  support  of  the  women  of  the  whole 
state. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  proposed 
measures,  from  which  three  will  be  chosen 
for  final  endorsement. 

1.  Changes  in  the  Community  Property 
laws. 

2.  Provision  for  the  feeble-minded — 
moron  colony. 

3.  Women  on  juries. 


4.  Changes  in  election  laws  to  prevent 
colonization  in  voting. 

5.  Mothers'  pension  law  to  provide  that 
children  need  not  be  wards  of  the  Juvenile 
Court. 

6.  State  aid  for  junior  colleges. 

7.  To  protect  property  owners  from 
false  tax  sale  purchases. 

8.  Enabling  act  for  municipal  women's 
court. 

9.  General  poll  tax. 

10.  Women  on  state  boards  and  com- 
missions. 

11.  To  provide  for  blind  children  under 
eight  years  of  age. 

Of  these  measures  the  ones  in  which 
the  women  seem  most  interested  are 
changes  in  the  Community  Property  law, 
provision  for  the  feeble-minded  of  the 
State,  women  on  juries,  mothers'  pension, 
and  the  municipal  women's  court.

FOR  GIRLS  AND  BOYS 

A  delegation  of  mothers  representing  the 
high  school  Parent-Teacher  Association 
appeared  before  the  Santa  Ana  school  board 
last  week  in  an  effort  to  secure  a  standard 
form  of  physical  instructions  in  the  high 
school. 

The  women  urged  that  a  physical  director 
be  secured  in  order  that  all  of  the  pupils 
might  have  the  opportunity  of  securing  the 
training.  They  contended  that  physical 
training  is  just  as  necessary  to  a  young  man 
or  woman  as  is  the  mental  or  moral  training 
and  that  one  can  be  of  little  benefit  to  a 
person  without  the  other.

CENTER 

As  an  educational  center,  Los  Angeles  is 
attracting  a  host  of  those  who  are  inter- 
ested in  school  work.  Opportunities  which 
are  afforded  in  few  cities  in  the  United 
States  are  to  be  obtained  here  in  Los  An- 
geles. The  summer  school  has  become  a 
fixture.  The  many  students  who  are  taking 
advantage  of  the  months  devoted  to  school 
work  see  in  Los  Angeles  a  place  where  each 
can  get  results  and  also  instruction  from 
the  foremost  educators  of  our  land. 

Los  Angeles  bids  fair  to  become  the  edu- 
cational Mecca  of  the  entire  Southwest.  To 
the  long  list  of  schools,  Chatauquas  and 
other  educational  bodies  which  will  offer 
work  here  during  the  summer  months,  must 
be  added  the  name  of  Cumnock  School  of 
Expression,  which  will  offer  a  six  weeks' 
summer  course  this  year. 

This  action,  according  to  a  statement  of 
Miss  Martha  Weaver,  the  director,  is  taken 
as  a  result  of  numerous  requests  from  club- 
women, teachers  and  others  interested,  who 
wished  to  take  some  of  the  work  offered 
by  the  school,  and  are  unable  to  do  so  in 
the  busy  winter  months.  Many  of  these 
requests  comes  from  Arizona,  Nevada  and 
New  Mexico,  states  which  will  send  thou- 
sands of  their  citizens  to  Los  Angeles  for 
the  summer.  The  list  of  courses  announced 
by  Cumnock  certainly  sounds  inviting,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  innovation  of  a 
summer  session  will  be  made  a  permanent 
affair. 

The  Girls'  Collegiate  School  is  another 
school  of  which  Los  Angeles  is  justly 
proud.  The  grounds  surrounding  the 
beautiful  buildings  are  like  a  great  park. 
In  this  out-of-doors  tennis  and  all  other 
healthy  sports  are  enjoyed. 

The  Westlake  School  for  Girls  is  another 
educational  center,  which  has  gone  on  rec- 
ord as  being  in  favor  of  a  plan  that  will 
help  young  women  to  be  a  hundred  per 
cent,  efficient.  Exercise  that  is  conducive 
to  health  and  studies  are  included  in  the 
courses.

The  principals  of  St.  Elizabeth  School, 
Mt.  Washington,  Los  Angeles,  have  touched 
a  responsive  chord  in  the  heart  of  the 
down-to-date  girl  by  offering  a  prepared- 
ness course  in  their  summer  school  in 
"Red  Cross  Relief"  work  and  rifle  practice. 

Major  Raymond,  U.  S.  A.,  very  kindly 
selected  a  site  and  drew  up  the  plans  for 
a  safety  rifle  range  whereby  the  riflemen 
or  riflewomen  and  inhabitants  are  amply 
protected.  At  present  it  is  under  construc- 
tion and  will  be  completed  in  time  for  the 
summer  session,  which  opens  July  1,  on 
beautiful  Mt.  Washington,  1000  feet  above 
the  heat  and  dust  of  the  city.

A  writer  in  the 
World  Outlook  says  that  "There  is  no  Mon- 
gol, Malay,  Turk  or  Arab,  bond  or  free  in 
baseball.  All  are  good  sports,  or  learn  to 
be."

The  writer  goes  on  to  say:  "Nor 
is  it  only  men  who  work  wonders  in  athlet- 
ics. Wealthy  but  frail  Mohammedan  girls 
of  Cairo  laugh  and  play  under  the  guidance 
of  American  teachers  from  Mount  Holyoke, 
Oberlin,  Smith,  and  Beloit.  Thin  Indian 
girls  smile  happly  at  their  games  in  the 
broad  compounds.  Pink-cheeked  Chinese 
maids  play  basketball  or  tennis,  while  their 
wan-faced  mothers,  limping  along  on  bound 
feet,  smile  at  them  in  pitiful  envy  and 
pride."

This  is  of  interest,  not  alone 
to  clubwomen,  but  to  all  women. 


MRS.    COWLES   WINS    HER    OWN 
ELECTION 

One  of  the  General  Federation  Officers  in 
forecasting  the  election  at  the  New  York 
Biennial  said  that  the  woman  who  could  be 
heard  in  the  Convention  Hall  would  win 
the  presidency — Mrs.  N.  E.  Wilson,  one  of 
the  delegates  from  the  Los  Angeles  Ebell 
Club,  proved  this  prediction  true,  when  re- 
cently she  told  her  story  of  the  Biennial. 
She  said,  "Mrs.  Cowles  won  her  own  vic- 
tory, on  the  morning  she  appeared  on  the 
same  program  with  Mrs.  Sneath  of  Ohio. 
Mrs.  Sneath  stepped  to  the  front  of  the 
stage,  paper  in  hand,  and  read  from  it.  Not 
a  word  could  be  heard;  then  following  her, 
Mrs.  Cowles  came  forward,  no  paper  in 
hand — every  word  was  heard  m  that  big 
Convention  Hall.  From  that  moment  we 
knew  the  victory  was  her's — and  ours." 


A  very  readable  article  is  that  of  "The 
Other  Unit,"  by  Corra  Harris,  in  the  July 
15th  number  of  the  Saturday  Evening  Post. 
It  is  a  racy  account  of  the  13th  Biennial  of 
Women's  Clubs  recently  held  in  New  York 
City.  The  writer  criticises  the  local  man- 
agement, the  kindergarten  treatment  of  the 
delegates,  the  bad  acoustics  of  the  Conven- 
tion Hall,  and  the  failure  of  the  daily  press 
to  report  the  real  work  of  those  twenty 
thousand  useful  women. 


In  every  State  the  returning  delegates  tell 
the  same  story.  "We  missed  the  important 
reports  and  addresses  of  the  Biennial  Con- 
vention because  we  could  not  hear."  So,  in 
our  "story"  as  told  by  the  California  dele- 
gates, the  clubwomen  will  understand  why 
more  of  the  real  work  of  the  convention  was 
not  given. 


BAKERSFIELD  LEADS 

It  looks  as  though   Bakersfield  would  be 
a  the  first  of  the  valley  cities  to  give  to   its 
t'T  inhabitants  complete  protection  from  mos- 
quitoes   and    malaria    by    establishing    and 
maintaining  a  mosquito  abatement  district. 
The  proposed   district  includes  an  area  six 
l|9»  miles   wide   and    eight    miles   long.      Under 


the  law,  flies  as  well  as  mosquitoes  can  be 
controlled.  Public  spirited  citizens  are  cir- 
culating the  petitions  under  the  leadership 
of  Dr.  C.  A.  Morris,  health  officer  of  Kern 
County.  When  Bakersfield  has  taken  the 
lead  and  demonstrated  the  marked  benefits 
of  mosquito  control  work,  other  towns  will 
doubtless  follow  the  example.  It  is  inter- 
esting to  observe  that,  so  far,  more  mos- 
quito abatement  districts  have  been  formed 
to  escape  the  sharp  bite  of  the  salt-marsh 
mosquito  than  to  eliminate  the  more  dan- 
gerous anopheles  mosquito,  which  transfers 
malaria. 


KEEP  OUR  GREAT  PLAYGROUNDS 
CLEAN 

California  has  perhaps  the  most  wonder 
ful  pleasure  grounds  of  any  State.     Moun 
tain,  river,  forest  and  seacoast  now  are  a 
ing  to  the  vacationist.     It  seems  paradox! 
that  a  disease  like  typhoid  fever  may  be  c 
tracted   in   our   marvelous  playgrounds,   jnet 
the  records  of  cases  of  typhoid  fever  con- 
tracted during  summer  vacations  are  indis- 
putable.    A  careless  convalescent,  of  whom1 
large   numbers   go  to   the   mountains   ever 
summer,  is  the  source  of  infection  for  many 
cases.     Vacationists  should  practice  sanita- 
tion as  scrupulously  during  their  outings  as 
at  home. 


CARRY   A   WATER   JUG  AND    A    CUP 

Automobilists  and  campers  should  carry 
safe  drinking  water  with  them.  Otherwise 
a  burning  thirst  may  tempt  them  to  drink 
from  irrigating  ditches,  shallow  wells  or 
streams  of  doubtful  purity.  A  jug  covered 
with  moist  burlap  will  keep  water  delicious- 
ly  cool  in  our  dry  summer  weather.  If  a' 
safe  water  is  not  available  a  supply  should 
be  boiled  in  the  evening  and  allowed  to  cool 
over  night.  Each  member  of  the  party 
should  have  his  own  cup,  or  else  individual 
paper  cups  should  be  provided.  Trampers 
will  find  the  canteen  and  tin  cup  the  most 
convenient.  Above  all  they  should  avoid 
passing  the  jug  or  canteen  around  and  al- 
lowing everyone  to  take  a  pull  at  its  slimy 
mouth.     Use  cups.

THE  SPIRIT  OF  THE  THIRTEENTH  BIENNIAL 

MRS.  EDWARD  DEXTER  KNIGHT 
President  California  Fede  ration  of  Women's   Clubs 


Since  the  close  of  the  Thirteenth  Biennial 
Convention  of  the  General  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs,  many  interesting  questions 
have  been  asked — many  interesting  answers 
given — by  the  California  women  who  were 
fortunate  enough  to  be  in  New  York  City 
from  May  twenty-third  to  June  first. 

"Who  was  the  best  speaker"?  asked  one 
interested  club  woman,  while  "What  was 
the  most  interesting  topic  presented"?  came 
from  the  lips  of  another.  "How  much  of 
the  social  did  New  York  provide"?  What 
part  did  suffrage  play  in  the  election"? 
Were  the  debates  from  the  floor  very  in- 
teresting"? "How  did  the  New  York  City 
men  take  it"?  have  been  among  the  most 
popular  queries. 

A  clipping  from  a  recent  Eastern  publi- 
cation has  been  perused  with  interest  and 
amusement.  Its  title,  "Some  Echoes  from 
the  Thirteenth  Biennial,"  conveys  much  of 
what  it  contains.  Scraps  of  conversation 
heard  in  the  corridors  of  the  Hotel  Astor 
as  ten  thousand  delegates  and  visitors  from 
all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  some  few 
foreign  countries  struggled  to  register  are 
blended  therein  and  form  a  humorous  med- 
ley. From  the  New  York  policeman,  the 
manicurist,  the  modiste  and  the  milliner,  it 
goes  into  the  theater,  the  church,  the  col- 
lege and  the  prison  and  then  turns  back  to 
the  latest  cooking  recipes  and  a  formula 
for  reducing  weight,  after  touching  now  and 
then  upon  a  possible  candidate  for  the  pres- 
idenc3',  both  of  the  United  States  and  of 
the  General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs. 
We  are  a  bit  ludicrous  viewed  as  the  super- 
ficial observer  sees  us.  But,  fortunately  for 
us,  the  influence  of  the  superficial  observer, 
bent  on  the  purpose  of  the  moment,  is  not 
far-reaching.  He  does  not  grasp  the  fun- 
damental principle  of  it  all,  the  underlying 
purpose  which  sends  ten  thousand  women 
from  every  point  between  the  Pacific  and 
the  Atlantic  to  a  definite  center  for  the  pur- 
pose of  discussing  the  world  of  today — its 
problems,  its  needs,  its  pitfalls  and  its 
possibilities.  He  does  not  get  at  the  Spirit 
of  the  clubwomen's  convention,  and  it  is  the 
Spirit  of  the  Thirteenth  Biennial  which  I 
fain  would  bring  you. 

To  get  at  the  Spirit  of  a  meeting  like 
this  it  is  almost  necessary  to  come  into 
personal  contact  with  the  great  body  politic 
which  makes  such  a  gathering  possible.  One 
almost  has  to  look  into  the  faces  of  the  dear 
grey-haired  ladies  who  wear  their  delegate 
badges  so  proudly  and  the  pretty  young 
pages  who  take  their  duties  so  seriously. 
One  must  follow  the  ready  ushers  whose 
mien  indicates  "Permit  me  to  escort  you 
to  your  seat,  and  the  joy  of  the  moment 
is  mine."     One   should   sit  hour  after  hour 


and  day  after  day  under  a  presiding  officer 
like  our  brilliant  and  able  little  Mrs.  Percy 
V.  Pennybacker  of  Texas  and  to  listen  to 
the  reports  of  the  various  officers  and  chair- 
men whose  activities  have  touched  every 
human  path  in  the  World's  work.  It  is  al- 
most necessary  to  attend  one  or  more  of 
the  conferences  where  experts  discuss  the 
work  of  a  special  department  and  to  get  the 
measures  direct  from  the  lips  of  the  speak- 
ers who  appear  upon  the  platform,  speakers 
who  have  earned  for  themselves  a  nation- 
wide reputation.  In  order  to  get  at  the  soul 
of  this  great  world's  force,  this  powerful 
woman  movement,  one  should  feel  the  in- 
spiration of  the  personal  contact  with  the 
splendid  leaders  thereof. 

The  members  of  the  Local  Board,  New 
York  City's  representative  hostesses,  not 
only  dispensed  hospitality  with  a  lavish 
hand  but  gave,  to  their  guests  all  that  they 
could  command  in  the  way  of  fine  talent 
as  well,  and  New  York,  being  in  the  center 
of  things,  commands  the  very  best. 

To  say  who  was  the  finest  among  the 
many  fine  speakers  to  whom  we  had  the 
privilege  of  listening  would  be  presumptuous 
indeed.  To  tell  of  the  most  popular  speaker, 
is  quite  another  matter,  for  in  that  vast 
armory,  covering  an  entire  city  block,  the 
most  popular  speaker  was  the  one  possess- 
ed of  the  voice  having  the  best  carrying 
quality,  Dr.  George  E.  Vincent,  president 
of  the  University  of  Minnesota,  is  the  for- 
tunate possessor  of  a  voice  which  drew 
forth  great  applause  after  the  utterance  of 
his  first  sentence  and  which  enabled  his 
listeners  to  enjoy,  without  the  usual  strain, 
every  word  of  his  masterly  address  on 
"Homemaking  As  a  Fine  Art."  The  fact 
that  his  was  one  of  the  very  few  voices 
which  permitted  such  enjoyment  made  him 
a — if  not  the — most  popular  speaker. 

Every  topic  of  interest  to  man,  woman 
or  child — to  state  or  nation — was  presented 
with  thrilling  forcefulness  at  the  New  York 
Biennial.  Each  one  seemed  the  most  in- 
teresting at  the  time  of  its  presentation. 

New  York  offered  as  much  of  the  social  as 
we  could  possibly  crowd  into  the  busy  days 
— and  then  some;  and  New  Jersey's  offer- 
ings were  the  rarest — but  the  Social  would 
make  a  complete  and  entertaining  story  by 
itself. 

The  debates  from  the  floor  were  live  and 
telling  ones,  participated  in  and  enjoyed  by 
the  delegates  in  the  fortunate  aisles  who 
could  hear  and  be  heard,  and  were  sources 
of  great  aggravation  to  the  delegates  in 
the  rear  and  sides  of  the  house.  The  sub- 
jects which  provoked  the  keenest  of  these 
were  the  "Iowa  Amendment,"  providing  for 
a  director  from  each  state  (which  finally 
carried) ;  the  question  of  joining  the  Nation- 
al Council  of  Women;  the  proposed  change 
in  the  name  of  the  organization  from  "Gen- 
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eral  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs"  to 
"General  Federation  of  Clubs";  the  elimina- 
tion of  the  office  of  General  Federation 
State  Secretary,  and  the  adoption  of  a  na- 
tional flower.  After  much  discussion  and 
exchange  of  views,  we  voted  to  join  the 
National  Council,  to  retain  the  present 
name,  also  the  office  of  General  Federation 
State  Secretary,  and  to  adopt  as  a  National 
flower  the  Laurel,  which  grows  in  the 
thirteen  original  states  and  which,  it  is  said, 
can  be  made  to  grow  in  every  state  of  the 
Union. 

The  question,  "What  part  did  .  Suffrage 
play?"  leads  me  to  California's  part  in  the 
great  club  event  of  1916.  To  California,  the 
Thirteenth  Biennial  Convention  will  ever 
stand  out  as  the  biennial  of  biennials  be- 
cause it  brought  victory  and  honor  in  its 
train.  The  election  of  the  leader,  who  had 
sacrificed  for  our  state's  good  and  whose 
name  we  had  presented  to  the  rest  of  the 
clubworld  as  a  candidate  for  the  highest 
office  within  the  gift  of  clubdom,  was  a 
source  of  great  rejoicing  and  gratification. 
"Did  suffrage  elect  her?"  has  been  asked  by 
many,  and  my  reply  has  been,  "From  my 
personal  point,  No."  Suffrage  played  its 
part  and  to  no  small  degree.  The  meeting 
in  Carnegie  Hall  on  Sunday  evening.  May 
28th,  was  one  of  the  most  thrilling  of  the 
Biennial  and  California's  record  was  receiv- 
ed with  rounds  of  applause.  Our  represen- 
tatives were  invited  to  speak  at  many  places 
on  many  different  occasions.  But  in  the 
selection  of  a  leader  for  this  great  and 
many-sided  organization,  be  it  said  to  the 
credit  of  the  average  voter,  no  one  question 
decides  an  election.  An  aspirant  must  prove 
all-round  fitness.  She  must  show  her  adapt- 
ability by  her  words  and  deeds;  and  so 
naught  but  the  fact  that  California's  candi- 
date made  good,  that  she  proved  the  truth 
of  the  utterances  made  by  our  ever-vigi- 
lant and  active  delegation  of  eighty,  is  re- 
sponsible for  California's  splendid  victory. 
Our  delegation  was  a  united  one;  ever  loyal, 
ever  ready  to  distribute  California's  litera- 
ture and  to  do  whatever  work  the  moment 
called  for,  and  the  fact  that  our  women  are 
of  the  type  who  win  doubting  voters  to  the 
side  of  equal  suffrage,  helped  to  bring  about 
desired  results,  and  far  be  it  from  me  to 
minimize  the  value  of  what  our  delegation 
accomplished,  but  in  spite  of  all  of  our  effort 
in  her  behalf;  in  spite  of  past  record  and 
future  promise,  Mrs.  Cowles  had  to  prove 
herself  master  of  the  present — the  better 
qualified  of  the  two  candidates — and  so,  I 
repeat,  all  credit  is  due  our  Mrs.  Cowles, 
president  of  the  General  Federation  of 
Women's   Clubs. 

And,  "How  did  the  New  York  men  take 
it"?  One  of  them  said,  "You  remind  me 
of  a  lot  of  commuters,  trying  to  carry  away 
more  bundles  than  you  can  manage,  but, 
somehow,  I  have  the  feeling  that  you'll  get 
there  without  losing  any,  and  I'll  even 
ask  you  to  raise  your  arms  so  that  I  may 
tuck  in  my  little  bundle,  most  precious   of 


them  all,  and  I  know  that  you'll  value  it, 
too."  New  York's  men  were  amazed  at  the 
scope  of  our  programs,  taken  back  by  the 
seriousness  of  the  movement,  impressed 
with  the  earnestness  of  every  participant,  in- 
spired by  the  spirit  of  the  Thirteenth  Bi- 
ennial, that  Spirit  which  kept  the  two  thou- 
sand one  hundred  and  forty-four  delegates 
and  four  times  that  number  of  visitors  going 
thrice  daily  to  the  meetings  and  straining 
every  nerve  while  obeying  every  rule  and 
regulation  because  of  their  eagerness  to 
hear  what  was  going  on  in  the  big  Seventh 
Regiment  Armory  which  covers  a  New 
York  City  block.

ELECTED   DIRECTOR  ON   GEN- 
ERAL FEDERATION  BOARD 

The  news  of  the  election  of  Mrs.  Edward 
Gere  Denniston  on  the  General  Federation 
Board  was  very  gratifying  to  her  many 
friends  and  associates  in  the  west,  al- 
though it  was  a  natural  sequence  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  Mrs.  Denniston  was  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Special  Committee  which  fur- 
thered the  candidacy  of  Mrs.  Josiah  Evans 
Cowles  to  the  General  Federation  Presi- 
dency. 

Mrs.  Denniston  is  held  in  high  esteem 
by  the  club  women  of  California  and  especi- 
ally of  San  Francisco  and  the  bay  cities. 
She  is  one  of  the  best  type  of  club  woman 
and  has  held  many  positions  of  responsi- 
bility and  honor  socially,  in  the  church,  and 
in  the  clubs.  She  is  an  alumna  of  the  San 
Jose  Normal  School. 

Being  a  native  of  San  Francisco,  it  is 
here  that  she  is  particularly  beloved  and 
respected  for  her  breadth  of  mind  and 
heart  and,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
she  has  held  responsible  positions  on  the 
State  Federation  Board,  having  been  Chair- 
man of  the  Bureau  of  Information,  Vice- 
President-at-Large  and  General  Federation 
State  Secretary,  she  is  perhaps  better 
known  as  the  past  President  of  three  of  the 
important  clubs  of  San  Francisco;  namely, 
Forum,  Corona  and  ToKolan. 

Mrs.  Denniston's  first  interest  in  the  Gen- 
eral Federation  dates  from  the  Milwaukee 
Biennial,  and  she  has  been  a  regular  rep- 
resentative of  these  important  conclaves 
since  that  time.  In  1912  she  was  Chair- 
man of  the  Local  Board  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Biennial,  after  which  time  she  served 
faithfully  and  well  as  State  Chairman  of 
the  General  Federation  Endowment  Fund, 
changed  to  the  "Sarah  Platt-Decker  Me- 
morial," which  was  instituted  at  the  1912 
meeting.  Through  her  untiring  efforts  Cal- 
ifornia's apportionment  was  exceeded  over 
a  thousand  dollars. 

Mrs.  Denniston  was  appointed  Chairman 
of  Resolutions  for  the  Chicago  Biennial, 
and  the  California  delegation  was  very 
proud  of  the  manner  in  which  she  handled 
this  always  over-burdened  committee  work. 

Connected  with  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
where  she  is  an  ardent  support,  Mrs.  Den- 
niston is  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Oc- 
cidental Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of 
which  she  has  been  treasurer  for  nearly 
twenty-five  years. 

The  western  section  of  the  Occidental 
Board  with  headquarters  in  San  Francisco, 
includes  Utah,  Arizona,  Nevada  and  Cali- 
fornia, and  is  auxiliary  to  the  Presbyterian 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions  which  has  its 
headquarters  in  New  York  City.

Starting    with    such    an    optimistic    spirit 
no  wonder  that  the  world  is  ours.     From  the 
Ferry   Building   in   San   Francisco   the  way 
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was  literally  strewn  with  fruits,  flowers  and 
sweets.  Arriving  in  Sacramento  the  dele- 
gation was  cordially  welcomed  by  club- 
women and  members  from  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  The  latter  generously  contri- 
buted luscious  cherries  for  the  trip.  At 
Roseville  our  train  was  met  by  Mrs.  Brad- 
ford Woodbridge,  president  of  the  North- 
ern district,  and  other  clubwomen.  Our 
State  piesident  was  literally  garlanded  with 
roses  and  delegates  received  baskets  of  fruit 
and  flowers.  But  on  we  went,  a  merry 
crowd,  through  the  wonderful  fruit  country 
of  Loomis  and  Newcastle  to  the  snows  of 
the  Sierras.  We  drank  a  toast  to  Mrs.

We  dream  dreams  and 
see  visions  at  times  but  this  trip  was  the 
time  when  dreams  come  true.  The  beauty 
of  the  trip  is  past  my  powers  of  descrip- 
tion. 

Campaigning  for  favorite  candidates  was 
much  in  evidence,  for  the  various  delegations 
met  on  the  boat.  Nearly  every  delegation 
had  its  state  song,  and  the  band  played  for 
Minnesota,  Idaho,  California,  Arkansas  and 
others.

Chapter  II. 


OPENING    OF    CONVENTION 

The  biggest  convention  of  women  this 
country  has  ever  known  opened  in  the  Sev- 
enth Regiment  Armory  on  May  23,  when 
Mrs.  Percy  V.  Pennybacker,  president  of 
the  General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs, 
bringing  down  her  gavel  with  a  sound  that 
echoed  through  the  big  hall,  said: 

"By  the  power  of  the  office  that  is  vested 
in  me  I  pronounce  the  Thirteenth  Biennial 
Convention  open." 

The  speakers'  platform  was  in  the  form 
of  a  garden  terrace  fenced  with  white.  The 
scenic  painters  had  made  a  background  of 
trees,  and  in  front  there  were  flowers  every- 
where, cut  flowers  on  the  upper  terrace 
where  the  guests  were  seated,  and  gardens 
with  real  plants  on  a  lower  terrace  where 
the  reporters  were  placed.  Perched  above 
the  terrace  were  two  beautiful  peacocks, 
birds  of  wisdom.  To  add  to  the  gayety  of 
the  scene  pretty  young  girls  in  light  colored 
frocks  floated  here  and  there,  and,  perhaps 
it  was  because  it  was  a  woman's  conven- 
tion, or  perhaps  because  there  were  so  many 
things  to  excite  admiration — they  each 
carried  a  placard  which  bore  the  word: 
"Silence." 

The  card  may  have  been  prophetic,  for 
many  speakers  could  not  be  heard,  and  at 
times  it  seemed  to  the  audience  like  a  dumb 
Punch  and  Judy  show.

"We  have  among  us  the  rich  and  the  poor, 
the  learned  and  the  unlearned,  the  progres- 
sive and  the  conservative.  The  true  club- 
woman never  boasts  of  wealth,  nor  apolo- 
gizes for  poverty;  is  never  vain  of  knowl- 
edge, nor  humiliated  by  honest  ignorance; 
never  rash  in  her  progressiveness,  nor  sel- 
fish in  her  conservatism." — N.  Y.  American. 


Chapter   IV. 


OUR  STATE  PRESIDENT 
Serving  as  teller  on  the  election  board  of 
the  General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs 
is  not  all  honorary,  there  was  work  and  late 
hours.  And,  yet,  I  would  not  have  missed 
the  experience,  but  do  not  care  to  repeat  it. 
I  was  teller  from  California  and  Mrs.  L. 
B.  Smith  of  San  Leandro  served  as  inspec- 
tor. Two  delegates — a  teller  and  inspector

for  the  California  delegation.  For  the  two 
of  us  that  served  on  the  election  board  the 
excitement  was  very  real.  When  the  ballot 
boxes  were  opened,  it  was  very  hard 
not  to  show  a  feeling  of  exultation  when 
the  count  went  three  to  one  for  our  Mrs. 
Cowles. 

But  it  is  of  our  own  state  president  I  wish 
to  tell  you.  Mrs.  E.  D.  Knight  was  to  us 
all  an  inspiration  and  a  very  present  help 
in  time  of  need.  Did  unfavorable  reports 
come  to  us  of  our  candidate  for  president 
of  the  General  Federation  Mrs.  Knight 
calmed  our  fears  and  set  us  to  work.  Like 
a  good  general  she  kept  us  in  good  fighting 
trim — always  ready  and  alert.  She  never 
lost  faith  in  the  ultimate  success  of  Cali- 
fornia's candidate  and  she  inspired  others 
with  the  same  optimistic  spirit.  Was  it  a 
slogan,  a  speech,  or  a  conference,  Mrs. 
Knight  was  equal  to  the  occasion,  and  we 
were  justly  proud  of  her.  At  all  times  she 
responded  graciously  when  called  upon  at 
luncheons,  and  dinners,  often  not  knowing 
beforehand  that  she  was  to  speak.  On  state 
presidents'  night  Mrs.  Knight  used  her  two 
minutes  to  the  very  best  advantage.

Mrs.  Knight  carried  off  the  honors  in  her 
speech  before  the  Equal  Suffrage  League 
and  the  Woman's  Suffrage  Party  of  the 
city  of  New  York,  Sunday  evening,  May 
28,  in  Carnegie  Hall.  It  was  a  splendid  and 
receptive  audience  and  was  one  of  the  most 
important  meetings  of  the  Biennial  week, 
although  it  was  not  considered  a  part  of 
the  Biennial  program.  Mrs.  Carrie  Chap- 
man Catt  presided  and  Mrs.  Robert  J.  Bur- 
dette  of  Pasadena,  Cal.,  made  the  opening 
prayer.  The  speakers  were  women  from  the 
twelve  suffrage  states  who  spoke  to  the  sub- 
ject: "A  Western  Message  from  Women 
Voters."  Each  told  what  suffrage  had  ac- 
complished in  her  state.  But  our  state  pres- 
ident outdistanced  them  all  in  both  the  num- 
ber of  accomplishments  she  had  to  tell  and 
the  direct  and  convincing  manner  in  which 
she  gave  the  story  of  "Women's  Work"  in 
California.  It  was  a  great  speech,  and  it  re- 
ceived many  complimentary  notices  in  the 
Eastern  newspapers.  Several  of  the  big 
New  York  papers  asked  for  the  entire 
speech  which  is  a  great  honor.

SOCIAL  WELFARE  WORK 

It  was  a  wonderful  convention.  And  I 
was  fortunate  in  being  one  of  those  dele- 
gates who  always  found  her  place  and  heard 
every  speaker.  The  programs  were  all 
good  and  worth  while  and  the  speakers 
were  all  experts  in  the  subjects  that  they 
presented.  But  my  interest  centered  in  the 
welfare  work  of  the  convention  and  espe- 
cially with  that  of  the  child  and  the  play- 
ground. 

"Service,"  was  the  silver  thread  that  wove 
into  one  great  magnificent  whole  the  mes- 
sage that  each  speaker  brought  to  the  Bien- 
nial. A  few  epigrams  from  the  different 
speakers  will  serve  to  show  the  thought 
trend  of  the  convention. 

"The  training  the  youth  of  our  land  is  our 
responsibility.  It  is  the  work  of  each  indi- 
vidual." "We  must  give  to  those  who  lack. 
Whenever  there  is  a  need  there  is  a  supply 
and  it  is  our  duty  to  see  that  the  need  and 
the  supply  get  together."     "Open  wide  the 
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door  of  opportunity  to  the  little  child  by 
securing  playgrounds  and  then  make  it  your 
business  to  sometimes  visit  these  play 
places  and  enter  into  their  games.  And  do 
not  be  over  critical  or  too  ready  to  con- 
demn or  to  judge."  "Do  constructive  work 
not  destructive."  "Most  juvenile  crime  is 
committed  not  because  the  child  is  vicious 
but  because  of  lack  of  right  instruction  and 
want  of  something  to  do."  "The  children 
know  if  you  are  really  their  friend  and  they 
will  show  themselves  equally  friendly  and 
will  confide  in  you."  "I  have  tried  it,"  said 
Arthur  Woods  of  the  New  York  police 
force;  "kids  are  kids — they  have  to  play." 
Mr.  Woods  told  of  the  Junior  Police  of 
New  York,  boys  taken  from  the  slums  and 
trained  for  service.  They  are  now  a  great 
help  to  the  city  and  are  law-abiding  citizens, 
instead  of  forming  disorderly  gangs.  De- 
stroy the  primary  schools  of  crime  by  form- 
ing gardening,  parliamentary  law,  sewing 
and  manual  training  clubs." 

"Never  betray  a  child's  confidence.  Most 
criminals  will  tell  you  that  this  was  the  first 
start  towards  a  downward  course.  Some 
one  the3'  loved  and  trusted  had  failed 
them." 

And  so  all  the  Federation  speeches  seem 
to  hinge  on  the  child.  Truly,  we  can  do  no 
better  work  for  the  community  than  to  care 
for  the  children  and  see  that  each  little  one 
has  a  chance — "a  square  deal" — as  Colonel 
Roosevelt  has  said.

The  Home-Coming  of  Mrs. 
Josiah   Evans   Cowles 

It  is  difficult  to  imagine  a  more  beauti- 
ful demonstration  of  welcome  than  the 
wonderful  ovation  accorded  Mrs.  Josiah 
Evans  Cowles,  newly-elected  president  of 
the  General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs, 
on  her  return  to  Los  Angeles  from  the 
New  York  Biennial. 

It  was  a  homecoming  that  a  queen  might 
envy;  so  evident  the  loyalty,  the  genuine 
affection  and  admiration  that  inspired  each 
joyous  greeting  from  the  fifteen  hundred 
clubwomen  who  assembled  at  the  depot  to 
do  her  honor. 

Long  before  the  hour  scheduled  for  the 
train  to  arrive,  the  terminus  of  the  Santa 
Fe  presented  the  appearance  of  a  veritable 
flower  garden. 

It  was  an  animated  scene;  numerous 
traffic  officers  were  shouting  orders,  drown- 
ed by  sharp,  imperative  blasts  of  approach- 
ing machines;  motion  picture  men  were 
focusing  cameras;  members  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  in  high  silk  hats  were 
gallantly  endeavoring  to  extricate  them- 
selves from  bright  parasols  and  gorgeous 
banners  that  threatened  to  overshadow 
them. 

All  was  joyous,  spontaneous  and  informal. 
Even  the  red-capped  attendants  wore  holi- 
day smiles  and  beamed  approval. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty-four  automobiles 
were  parked  in  every  available  nook  and 
corner    about    the     station    and    extending 


down  Santa  Fe  Avenue.  Some  were  gay 
with  pennants,  some  had  flags  and  banners, 
some  were  covered  with  greenery,  and 
everywhere   were   flowers,   flowers,   flowers. 

Hundreds  of  clubwomen  in  gay  summer 
attire  formed  a  double  line  through  the 
station  out  to  the  curb,  where  stood  the 
beautifully  decorated  automobile  which 
was  to  convey  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Cowles  to  their 
residence. 

Covering  the  body  of  the  car  were  two 
great  blankets  of  Shasta  daisies  and  aspar- 
agus plumosus,  while  on  either  side  of  the 
windshield  was  a  bouquet  of  the  same 
blossoms  tied  with  white  satin  streamers. 
Silken  flags  completed  the  decoration,  all 
of  which  was  the  loving  work  of  the  wo- 
men of  St.  John's  Church. 

Excitement  was  tense  when  the  Califor- 
nia Limited  rolled  into  the  station,  on 
time  to  the  minute.  The  band  began  to 
play,  "I  Love  You,  California,"  and  as  Mrs. 
Cowles  alighted  from  the  train,  accom- 
panied by  Dr.  Cowles,  her  sister,  Miss 
Louise  Nixon  Hill,  Mrs.  O.  Shepard  Bar- 
num  and  Mrs.  Oliver  C.  Bryant  who  had 
journeyed  North  to  meet  her.  She  was 
greeted  by  members  of  the  general  com- 
mittee, Mrs.  Herbert  A.  Cable,  Mrs.  Lloyd 
W.  Harmon,  Mrs.  W.  S.  Bar.tlett,  Mrs.  Se- 
ward A.  Simons,  Mrs.  Frank  A.  Gibson  and 
President  John  S.  Mitchell  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  who  also  represented  the 
Mayor. 

A  pretty  touch  was  added  to  the  scene 
when  Mrs.  Richard  Gird,  who  had  recent- 
ly returned  from  the  Biennial,  stepped  up 
to  Mrs.  Cowles  and  lovingly  placed  a 
wreath  of  Cecil  Bruner  roses  about  her 
neck. 

Amid  cheers  and  a  shower  of  blossoms, 
with   smiles  and  bows  and  many  greetings 
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to  old-time  friends,  the  first  club  lady  of 
the  land,  escorted  by  Dr.  Cowles  and  Mr. 
Mitchell,  passed  down  the  long  floral  lane 
to  her  car  and  soon  the  brilliant  procession 
was  moving  through  the  downtown  streets. 
Preceding  the  escort  was  a  large  truck 
whereon  four  motion  picture  companies 
plied  their  trade  along  the  line  of  march. 
Heading  the  parade  was  the  Los  Angeles 
police  band,  followed  by  a  police  detail  in 
charge  of  Captain  Heath  and  Lieutenants 
Butler  and  Kriege.  Next  came  the  general 
committee  in  limousines  and  the  gaily  be- 
decked car  for  the  press,  flying  attractive 
green  and  yellow  banners.  Fourth  in  line 
were  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Cowles,  followed  by 
members  of  the  City  Council,  representa- 
tives from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the 
Playground  Commission,  the  Japanese 
Consul,  the  official  boards  of  the  three 
hostess  organizations,  the  Los  Angeles  Dis- 
trict Federation,  the  Friday  Morning  Club 
and  the  Ebell,  members  of  the  welcoming 
committee,  and  the  escort  of  citizens  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor.  Over  two  hundred 
cars  were  filled  with  representatives  from 
the  federated  clubs  and  delegations  from 
many  unfederated  organizations,  notably 
from  St.  John's  Guild,  the  Woman's  Auxil- 
iary of  the  Episcopal  Church,  the  Woman's 
City  Club,  the  Parent-Teachers'  Associa- 
tion, the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revo- 
lution, the  Congress  of  Mothers,  the  Wo- 
men's Christian  Temperance  Union,  the  Na- 
tive Daughters  of  the  Golden  West,  the 
City  Mothers,  the  United  Daughters  of  the 
Confederacy,  the  Million  Club,  the  Peace 
Society,  the  Daughters  of  the  Empire,  the 
Library  Board  and  the  Daughters  of  1812. 
As  the  pageant  swung  into  Adams  Street 
where  the  stately  palms  stand  like  sentinels 
and  the  lazily  waving  pepper  trees  are  alive 
with  singing  birds,  and  the  green  lawns 
stretch  away  in  the  distance  as  far  as  the 
eye  can  reach,  with  the  bright  blue  of  the 
California  sky  overhead,  what  wonder  that 
each  pulse  beat  a  little  faster,  that  each 
cheek  flushed  a  little  rosier  and  each  eye 
shone  a  little  brighter,  while  in  each  loyal 
heart  echoed  the  loving  thought  that  this 
bright,  sunny  pathway  strewn  with  roses 
was  but  symbolic  of  that  other  broader 
highway,  that  stretches  out  before  our  Na- 
tional President  of  clubs  in  the  coming 
years  of  service  to  the  womanhood  of  our 
land. 

We  know  that  this  must  be,  for  the  long 
period  of  careful   training,   of  indefatigable 
application,    and    the    years    of    wonderful 
growth    and    development    have    fitted    her 
preeminently   for   this   leadership. 
"The    heights    by    great    men    reached    and 
kept. 
Were  not  attained  by  sudden  flight. 
But  they,  while  their  companions  slept, 
Were  toiling  upward  in  the  night."

Council  which  answer  all  these  questions.

By-Laws 
Article  I.— NAME 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be 
THE  WOMEN'S  LEGISLATIVE  COUN- 
CIL of  California. 

Article  II.— OBJECT 

The  object  of  this  organization  shall  be 
to  secure  concerted  action  on  legislative 
measures. 

Article  IV.— EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Board  shall 
consist  of  the  officers  of  this  Organization, 
together  with  the  presidents,  or  their  alter- 
nates, of  the  organizations  belonging  to  the 
Legislative  Council.  They  shall  hold  office 
for  two  years  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected. 

Article  V.— MEMBERS 

Women's  organizations  in  California  de- 
siring to  work  for  legislative  measures 
may  become  members  of  this  organization 
upon  making  written  application  therefor 
and  upon  the  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Executive  Board  at  which  such  appli- 
cation is  acted  upon. 

Article  VIIL— DUES 

Each  organization  consisting  of  a  group 
of  other  organizations,  and  belonging  to 
the  Council  shall  pay  a  membership  fee  of 
ten  dollars  and  an  additional  two  dollars 
for  each  eight  hundred  members  and  ma- 
jority fraction  thereof;  each  other  organiza- 
tion belonging  to  the  Council  shall  pay  a 
membership  fee  of  five  dollars  and  an  addi- 
tional two  dollars  for  each  one  hundred 
members  and  majority  fraction  thereof.  All 
dues  shall  be  payable  on  or  before  January 
1st  of  each  year,  and  must  be  guaranteed  in 
writing  on  or  before  that  date  if  the  organ- 
ization is  still  to  be  considered  a  member. 
Any  organization  whose  dues  are  not  paid 
by  the  first  of  September,  shall  be  dropped 
from   membership.

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Artile  IX.— VOTING  BODY 
Organizations  shall  be  represented  by 
their  president,  and,  in  the  case  of  organi- 
zations consisting  of  groups  of  other  or- 
ganizations, by  one  delegate  for  each  eight 
hundred  members  and  majority  fraction 
thereof,  and,  in  the  case  of  all  other  organ- 
izations, by  one  delegate  for  each  one  hun- 
dred members  and  majority  fraction  there- 
of. All  delegates  shall  serve  for  two  years. 
Written  proxies  may  be  presented  and  shall 
be  accepted.  Only  members  of  organiza- 
tions belonging  to  the  Council  and  in  good 
standing  may  act  as  proxies.  These  dele- 
gates, together  with  the  officers  of  the 
Council,  shall  constitute  the  members  of 
the  voting  body. 

Article  X.— LEGISLATIVE  MEASURES 
The  substance  of  proposed  measures  may 
be  presented  at  any  Council  meeting — ex- 
cept that,  in  the  even  numbered  years,  no 
measure  may  be  presented  after  the  April 
meeting;  and,  upon  a  majority  vote  of  the 
members  present,  shall  be  approved  and 
submitted  to  a  preferential  vote  of  the  total 
membership,  under  such  regulations  as  the 
Executive  Board  shall  prescribe;  provided, 
however,  that  no  action  shall  be  taken  in 
regard  to  any  measure  at  the  meeting  at 
which  such  measure  is  first  presented.  All 
votes  upon  the  endorsement  of  measures 
by  preferential  ballot  must  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  Recording  Secretary  on  or  before 
July  first,  next  preceding  the  regular  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature.  In  the  August 
number  of  The  Clubwoman — the  three 
measures  indorsed  by  The  Women's  Legis- 
lative Council — will  be  discussed. 


THE  CALIFORNIA  FEDERATION  OF 
WOMEN'S  CLUBS  TO  ACT  IN  JOINT 
COMMITTEE  WITH  THE  DIREC- 
TORS OF  THE  STATE  FAIR  AT  THE 
FORMAL  DEDICATION  OF  THE 
WOMEN'S  BUILDING. 

Mrs.  Edward  Dexter  Knight,  President 
of  the  California  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs,  has  appointed  a  committee  to  act  in 
conjunction  with  the  directors  in  planning 
for  the  formal  opening  and  dedication  and 
to  determine  the  conduct  of  the  Women's 
Building  as  the  center  of  women's  activi- 
ties in  connection  with  the  State  Fair  at 
Sacramento. 

It  is  expected  that  not  only  the  State 
President,  who  is  of  San  Francisco,  the 
Northern  District  President,  Mrs.  Bradford 
Woodbridge  of  Roseville  and  Sacramento, 
but  that  the  new  General  Federation  Presi- 
dent, Mrs.  Josiah  Evans  Cowles  of  Los  An- 
geles, will  participate  in  this  important 
occasion.  Thus,  not  only  will  California 
women  but  those  of  the  nation  be  repre- 
sented. 


recognition  has  finally  materialized  in  the 
completion  of  the  Women's  Building  on 
the   California   State    Fair   Grounds. 

The  Directors  of  the  State  Fair  are  to  be 
congratulated  upon  this  splendid  tribute  to 
the  women  of  the  state,  and  let  it  be  said 
to  their  credit,  that  although  the  need  of 
such  a  building  has  long  been  felt,  the  earn- 
est conviction  that  it  should  be  planned, 
erected  and  conducted  upon  a  basis  com- 
mensurate with  the  importance  and  dignity 
of  its  object,  has  delayed  the  realization 
until  now. 

The  building  is  complete  and  in  every 
way  adequate  to  express  the  wide  influ- 
ence of  the  womanhood  of  California  in  the 
advancement,  development  and  upbuilding 
of  our  great  state. 

It  was  at  the  instance  of  the  State  Board 
of  Agriculture  and  of  local  women's  clubs 
of  Sacramento  that,  during  the  session  of 
1913,  bills  providing  for  a  Women's  Build- 
ing were  prepared  which  culminated  in  a 
plea  for  the  appropriation  of  $750,000  for 
State  Fair  improvements  of  which  the  first 
factor  was  to  be  this  building.  The  project 
failed  on  the  bond  issue  vote  in  the  general 
election.  In  1915  bills  were  again  intro- 
duced providing  an  appropriation  of  $30,000 
for  the  building  alone,  but  the  question  of 
available  money  was  again  the  stumbling 
block.  To  overcome  this  situation  Gov- 
ernor Hiram  W.  Johnson  suggested  at  a 
conference  of  the  Directors  of  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture  that  they  forego  some 
of  the  activities  planned  in  connection  with 
the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposi- 
tion and  use  such  funds  for  the  erection  of 
the  Women's  Building.  Such  a  bill  was  in- 
troduced and  approved  May  17,  1915,  the 
money  becoming  available  that  year. 

At  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Women's 
Council  of  Sacramento  and  the  Board  of 
Agriculture,  plans  for  the  building  which 
had  been  prepared  by  the  state  architect 
were  accepted. 

The  building  is  fireproof  reinforced  con- 
crete, and  occupies  space  117  by  80  feet. 
The  lower  floor  contains  a  handsome  log- 
gia, reception  room  and  rest  rooms,  also  a 
nursery,  kitchenette  and  emergency  hos- 
pital. The  second  floor  contains  a  fine  arts 
department  with  special  lighting  arrange- 
ment, which  will  make  possible  the  best  ex- 
hibit ever  shown  at  the  State  Fair.  The 
building  is  complete  in  every  detail.

Thankfulness  may  well  enter  into  the 
heart  of  the  American  citizen  that  the  noisy 
destructive  Fourth  of  July,  with  all  its 
glory,  is  a  thing  of  the  past,  and  that  our 
nation's  birthday  has  come  to  mean  some- 
thing more  than  a  small  boy's  excitable 
paradise  of  sense  and  sound. 

Never  before  perhaps  in  the  history  of  our 
Union  has  the  necessity  for  preparedness 
against  the  encroachment  of  a  foreign  pow- 
er been  so  forcefully  brought  home  to  us, 
nor  has  the  idea  of  peace-at-any-price  seem- 
ed more  impossible  or  improbable  than  now. 

What  shall  be  written  of  the  bravery  of 
our  men  and  the  loyalty  of  our  women  and 
of  what  this  loyalty  and  bravery  availed, 
if  our  future  history  should  hold  some  sud- 
den and  great  emergency  within  its  pages? 

Let  us  become  federated  anew  in  the 
spirit  of  "My  Country,  'Tis  of  Thee,"  and 
thus  gain  a  larger  vision  of  our  duty  to  our 
nation  and  of  our  nation's  duty  to  the  world. 
Let  us  look  forward  with  hope  to  that  goal 
of  an  Alliance  of  World  Nations  which  shall 
revere  God  and  exalt  humanity  above 
nationality. 


The  Preparedness  Parade  which  is  to  take 
place  in  San  Francisco,  July  22d,  is  arous- 
ing much  enthusiasm  among  the  women. 
Various  local  and  state  organizations  are 
lending  their  support  in  making  this  dem- 
onstration of  the  Pacific  Coast  equal  to  that 
of  the  Atlantic  as  given  in  the  New  York 
parade. 

The  woman's  division  is  to  be  headed  by 
the  wives  and  daughters  of  the  army  and 
navy  officers  from  the  Presidio. 


Club  women  in  July  are  like  children  just 
let  out  of  school.  They  breathe  a  sigh  of 
relief  at  the  thought  that  the  club  room 
or  the  club  house  is  closed  for  the  summer 
vacation.  Where  shall  we  go?  What  shall 
we  do?     The  answers  are  manifold: 

Rest,  recuperate,  hike  over  the  trails,  go 
to  the  seashore;  swim,  row,  dance,  ride, 
motor.  Study  art  at  Carmel-by-the-Sea, 
take  an  Alaska  trip,  spend  a  month  at  Tahoe 
or  Shasta,  take  a  cottage  at  Inverness,  go 
camping  among  the  red  woods,  visit  Yo- 
semite,  sublime  in  all  its  manifestation  of 
scenery,  or  join  a  party  of  friends  and  see 
the  Yellowstone. 

There  is  old  Monterey,  steeped  in  Span- 
ish love  and  lore,  lazily  stretching  out  into 
its  ancient  bay  dotted  with  the  red  or  white 
or  blue  boats  of  the  fishermen,  and  Pacific 
Grove,  the  "Mecca  of  womankind."  Fur- 
ther down  the  coast  Santa  Barbara  wears 
a    caique    as    her   motif    and    preserves    the 


traditions  of  the  Missions  from  whence 
all  of  the  south  beckons  to  the  traveller 
to  enter  into  its  enchantment  of  mountain 
and  valley,  of  seashore,  of  climate,  fruit  and 
flowers. 

Like  grains  of  the  salt  of  the  earth  we 
will  find  our  club  women  wherever  we  may 
go,  for  they  are  always  women  with  an 
interest  in  life,  and  with  a  desire  to  extend 
that  interest. 


"Do  figs  grow  on  thistles  or  grapes  on 
olive  trees?  Do  currants  grow  on  goose- 
berry bushes?  How  about  the  spineless 
cactus?     Does  it  make  good  preserves? 

"Has  your  new  flat  an  electric  apparatus 
for  canning  fruit?  Did  you  ever  know 
sugar  to  be  so  high?  What  are  we  coming 
to?     Shall  we  have  to  give  up  eating? 

These  are  questions  the  clubwoman 
housewife  is  asking  herself  and  her  neigh- 
bor at  this  season  of  the  year.  How  is 
anyone  to  know  without  asking  what  mir- 
acles may  have  been  performed  during  the 
past  twelve  months  in  the  fruit,  vegetable 
and  electric-button  kingdoms,  with  such 
wizards  as  Luther  Burbank  and  Thomas 
Edison  at  work?  And  this,  not  counting 
the  price  of  war  on  food  stuffs! 

The  days  in  which  we  live  are  in  a  con- 
stant state  of  flux  and  hold  within  their 
boundaries  far  more  than  light  and  dark- 
ness. 

Happily,  however,  currants  are  currants 
still,  and  can  be  made  into  jelly  or  may  be 
spiced.  Gooseberries  remain  tart,  and 
grapes  are  positively  known  to  grow  on 
grapevines.  Peaches  have  not  as  yet  been 
robbed  of  their  bloom,  so  that  they  may 
continue  to  serve  the  purpose  of  compari- 
son to  the  cheeks  of  the  heroine  in  the 
writing  of  romances,  and  pomegranates  are 
the  same  as  when  they  grew  in  the  Garden 
of  Eden. 

Or,  did  pomegranates  grow  in  the  Garden 
of  Eden?  If  not,  what  did  grow  there? 
An  apple  tree,  of  course!  And  a  woman 
ate  the  apple!  And  after  she  had  eaten  it 
she  learned  to  make  many,  many  things  out 
of  it!  She  learned  to  make  apple  pie,  apple 
jelly,  apple  dumplings,  apple  tarts,  apple 
turnovers,  apple  cake,  apple  fritters,  stewed 
apples,  dried  apples,  baked  apples,  apple  a 
la  mode,  pomace  and  pomade! 

The  French  people  speak  of  pomme  de 
terre,  but  what  about  the  apple  of  heaven? 
Certainly,  woman  can  make  that  too  if  this 
evidence  of  her  versatility,  found  in  the 
story  of  the  apple  which  tempted  Eve  with 
its  undeniable  fragrance  and  its  profound 
mysteries,  is  to  be  believed.

Interest  paid  in  two  and  one-half  years, 
$1,149.83.  Paid  on  principal,  $700.  Paid  for 
taxes,  $386.91.  Paid  for  insurance  covering 
three  years,  $450. 

The  Club  owns  linen,  silver,  china,  glass 
and  tables  to  accommodate  three  hundred, 
complete  kitchen  furnishings,  mahogany 
stage  furniture,  concert  grand  piano,  car- 
pets, rugs,  furnishings  for  dressing  rooms, 
reception  room  furniture,  dining  room 
chairs  and  auditorium  chairs  and  curtains. 

Fourteen  special  committees  earned  the 
money  for   the   above. 

Friends  of  the  Club  have  given  handsome 
stage  scenery,  stage  rug,  an  eight-day  clock, 
mahogany  office  and  lobby  furniture,  and 
several  pictures. 

The  Board  of  Directors  is  composed  of 
the  officers  and  chairmen  of  committees — 
forty-two  in  number. 

Weekly  programs  are  arranged  by  the 
Board,  one  member  acting  as  program  sec- 
retary. 

The  Club  year  opens  the  first  Monday  in 
October  with  a  luncheon  and  reception  to 
new  members,  followed  by  musicales,  dra- 
matic readings,  illustrated  lectures,  art 
talks  and  exhibits,  lectures  on  education, 
civics,  preparedness  and  domestic  science 
demonstrations.  Several  miscellaneous  pro- 
grams, "Personal  Experiences  of  Noted 
Men  and  Women,"  "California  Writers," 
and  "Colonial  Day"  in  honor  of  Washing- 
ton's birthday. 

The  Club  initiated  and  superintended  the 
"Municipal  Christmas  Tree"  celebration. 

We  have  an  annual  chrysanthemum  show 
and  a  flower  show. 

Afternoon  teas  are  served  each  Monday 
after  the  program. 

In  connection  with  the  Club  there  are 
four  sections — Music,  Lardmarks.  Public 
Affairs  and  Travel — each  meets  semi- 
-monthly  with  a  good  attendance. 

The  Club  membership  is  about  three  hun- 
dred, including  honorary  and  complimen- 
tary members,  each  and  every  member  do- 
ing her  part  as  best  she  can. 

We  have  proven  the  adage  "In  unity  there 
is  strength,"  for  without  the  united  efforts 
of  all  so  much  could  not  have  been  accom- 
plished in  the  past  two  years.

SOUTHERN 

MRS.  WARREN  CURRIER 

The  Bird  House  Contest  originated  by 
Mrs.  Brooks  MacCracken,  retiring  presi- 
dent of  the  San  Bernardino  Women's  Club, 
marks  one  of  the  most  popular  innovations 
ever  made  in  any  community  by  a  club 
body  of  the  district.  While  a  contest  of 
this  nature  has  been  carried  on  among  the 
school  boys  of  St.  Paul,  never  before  has  a 
first  venture  of  this  sort  met  with  such  en- 
thusiastic response. 

When,  on  June  ISth,  the  award  of  prizes 
was  made,  over  one  hundred  boys  flocked 
to  the  clubhouse  with  bird  houses  of  every 
conceivable  style  of  architecture.  These 
manual  training  pupils  had  evolved  Swiss 
chalets,  log  cabins,  bungalows,  Colonial 
mansions,  mission  dwellings,  huts  of  tropi- 
cal islanders,  hollowed  out  limbs  of  trees, 
and  Dutch  windmills.  The  judges  were  Dr. 
J.  N.  Baylis,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Barton  and  J.  B. 
Phillips,  head  of  the  manual  training  de- 
partment. 

After  the  award  of  prizes  many  of  the 
bird  houses  were  sold,  the  first  and  second 
prizes  being  bid  in  at  a  good  price  by  Dr. 
Baylis  and  R.  B.  Stover,  superintendent  of 
schools,  and  the  entire  exhibit  was  placed 
on  view  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

In  awarding  the  prizes,  Dr.  Baylis  spoke 
of  the  pleasure  to  be  obtained  from  the 
study  of  the  little  feathered  people.  Un- 
doubtedly the  contest  will  lend  great  stim- 
ulus to  the  study  ornithology  through- 
out the  entire  community,  as  well  as  being 
a  very  profitable  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
contestants. 


Winners  in  the  contest  were  as  follows: 
First  prize,  $3,  John  McKim;  second  prize, 
$2,  Edward  Fiegel.  Beside  these  there 
were  ten  awards  of  one  dollar  each  and  two 
honorable  mentions.

MILK   CLASSIFICATION 

The  milk  sold  in  the  cities  today  can  be  separated 
into  three  classes: 

1.  Raw  Milk. 

2.  Pasteurized   Milk. 

3.  Certified  Milk. 

Nearly  all  the  milk  in  the  first  class  is  produced  by 
small  dairies  near  the  city,  that  find  it  to  their  advant- 
age to  sell  their  milk  direct  to  the  consumer,  but 
whose  volume  of  business  is  not  big  enough  to  make 
pasteurization  pay. 

The  quality  of  the  milk  depends  entirely  upon  the 
conditions  under  which  it  is  produced.  In  order  to 
compete  with  the  dealer  handling  pasteurized  milk,  it 
is  necessary  that  the  milk  should  keep  as  well,  and 
the  only  way  to  accomplish  this  is  by  practicing 
cleanliness  in  the  handling  of  the  milk.  While  these 
dairies  are  subject  to  inspection — this  does  by  no 
means  insure  the  wholesomeness  of  the  milk — and 
unless  the  consumer  himself  is  absolutely  sure  that 
the  milk  is  from  healthy  cows,  it  should  only  be  used 
for  cooking  purposes  and  not  for  drinking  and  espe- 
cially not   for  feeding  infants   or   sick   persons. 

By  far  the  largest  part  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  cit- 
ies is  what  is  called  pasteurized  milk.  By  pasteurized 
milk  is  meant  milk  that  has  been  heated  to  a  temper- 
ature sufficient  to  kill  the  most  common  disease 
germs.  As  a  rule  the  milk  is  heated  to  140-145  de- 
grees Fahrenheit  and  this  temperature  is  maintained 
for  20  to  30  minutes. 

The  value  of  pasteurizing  milk  has  long  since  been 
proved  and  many  states  have  laws  making  pasteur- 
ization  of  all   milk,   except   certified   milk,   compulsory. 

In  California  a  similar  law  goes  into  effect  on 
August  1,  1916. 

However,  there  are  a  few  drawbacks  to  pasteuriza- 
tion, one  of  the  most  important  is  that  the  farmer 
knowing  that  the  milk  is  to  be  pasteurized  is  more 
apt  to  be  careless  in  handling  it,  and  pasteurizing  does 
not  make  good  milk  of  bad  milk. 

Another  objection  is  that  while  pasteurization  kills 
the  majority  of  the  undesirable  bacteria  that  may  be 
in  the  milk  it  also  kills  the  lactic  acid  germs.  These 
bacteria,  by  producing  lactic  acid  in  the  milk,  cause 
the  milk  to  sour  and  thus  fives  warning  that  the  milk 
is  unfit  to  use.  The  lactic  acid  also  tends  to  prevent 
the  growth  of  any  undesirable  germs  that  may  be 
present   in  the  milk. 

When  the  lactic  acid  bacteria  are  killed  tne  milk 
does  not  sour  naturally  and  any  putrefactive  bacteria 
left  in  the  milk  have  a  free  field,  and  while  the  milk 
may  look  and  taste  normal,  it  is  not  fit  to  use;  in 
fact,  it  is  extremely  dangerous  to  use  it. 

Pasteurization  also  causes  some  chemical  changes 
in  the  milk,  but  these  are  of  little  importance. 

Certified  Milk — the  term  "certified  milk"  is  copy- 
righted and  can  be  used  only  to  designate  milk  certi- 
fied to  by  the  Milk  Commission. 

The  Milk  Commission  prescribes  rules  for  the  pro- 
duction of  Certified  Milk.  The  most  important  of 
these  rules  are :  The  cows  are  to  be  healthy,  tuber- 
culin tested  and  examined  by  a  veterinary  at  frequent 
intervals;  the  cows  are  to  be  washed  before  milking; 
the  barns  are  to  be  kept  absolutely  clean,  and  all 
utensils  used  in  handling  the  milk  are  to  be  sterilized. 

A  I  physician  appointed  by  the  Milk  Commission 
sees  to  it  that  the  milkers  are  healthy  and  clean  men. 
The  milk  is  cooled  and  bottled  within  a  few  minutes 
after  it  leaves  the  cows. 

It  can  be  easily  seen  that  milk  produced  under 
such  conditions  is  as  nearly  perfect  as  it  is  possible 
to  make  it. 

It  is  evident  that  it  costs  more  to  produce  Certified 
Milk  than  ordinary  market  milk  and  this  is  the  main 
reason  why  there  is  not  sold  more  Certified  Milk — if 
only  the  consumer  could  see  the  condition  under 
which  ordinary  milk  and  Certified  Milk  is  produced, 
he  would  be  more  than  glad  to  pay  the  difference.

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THE  FRIDAY  MORNING  CLUB

For  the  first  time  in  its  history  the  Friday 
Morning  Club  was  open  to  the  club  mem- 
bers and  their  friends  Friday  afternoons 
during  July,  1915.

Star,"  by  Rogers;  "Slumber  Song,"  Gerritt, 
and  "A  Spirit  Flower,"  by  Campbell  Tipton.

The  Brooke-Gro- 
ver-Wisner  Trio,  composed  of  well  known 
Los  Angeles  musicians  who   have   recently 


formed  this  organization,  delighted  the  audi- 
ence with  the  following  program:  "A  Sere- 
nade," by  Widor;  "On  the  Bank  of  a  Brook," 
by  Boisdeffre;  Larghetto  from  Op.

STATE  PRESIDENT'S  LETTER 


My  dear  friends: 

A  request  from  our  Press  Chairman  for 
a  contribution  to  the  business  number  of 
''The  Club  Woman"  reminds  us  that  it  is 
time  to  turn  our  backs  on  redwood  trees 
and  babbling  brooks  and  to  face  the  issues 
of  a  new  year,  full  of  problems  and  possib- 
ilities for  the   California  Federation. 

I  regret  that  Uncle  Sam's  messengers 
failed  to  deliver  my  New  York  letter  to 
you  in  time  for  publication  in  last  issue 
because  therein  I  had  spoken  of  special 
work  done  by  our  Californians  in  the  great 
Eastern  metropolis  and  of  our  pride  in  our 
California  speakers,  Mrs.  Robert  J.  Bur- 
dette  and  Dr.  Aurelia  Henry  Reinhardt. 
Also  I  had  told  you  of  the  gifts  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Chamber  of  Commerce  which 
included  fifty  copies  of  "I  Love  You,  Cali- 
fornia," and  five  boxes  of  Sun-Kist  oranges 
sent  to  Mrs.  Florence  Dodson  Schoneman 
and  presented  by  her  to  the  delegation.  It 
was  not  possible  to  distribute  these  at  our 
limited  headquarters,  hence  some  were,  by 
vote  of  the  delegation,  sent  to  the  Home 
for  Blind  Babies,  others  distributed  among 
employees  at  the  Biltmore,  where  we  were 
housed.  The  Saturday  Afternoon  Club  of 
Banning  sent  two  boxes  of  delicious  salted 
almonds.  These  nuts  were  grown  in  Ban- 
ning and  prepared  by  members  of  said  Club. 
At  our  headquarters  we  had  the  pleasure 
of  distributing  numerous  cartons  of  choice 
raisins  sent  by  San  Joaquin  Valley  District 
and  I  assure  you  they  were  received  with 
appreciation  by  our  callers.  The  boxes 
left  unopened  were  sent  to  charitable  insti- 
tutions suggested  by  our  members.  Many 
letters  testify  to  the  happiness  which  they 
gave  and  I  am  sending  some  of  these  to  our 
Editor  with  the  hope  that  she  may  find  space 
to  pass  their  contents  on  to  you.  Also  I 
want  you  to  know  of  the  generosity  of  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Watt,  president  of  the  Oakland 
New  Century  Club,  whose  fifty  dollar  gift 
furnished  the  lovely  Hawaiian  music  which 
we  enjoyed  at  our  State  reception  and  the 
orchids  for  our  guest  of  honor.  It  is  my 
desire  to  share  the  intimate  knowledge  of 
what  is  being  done  by  fellow  members  with 
3rou  at  all  times  and  so  I  have  taken  a  bit 
of  my  valuable  space  for  this  retrospection; 
but  even  the  great  biennial  must  be  left  to 
history  now,  and  we  must  focus  all  of  our 
thoughts  on  present  day  opportunities. 

The  first  step  toward  greater  efficiency 
is  a  readjustment  of  departments  and  the 
few  changes  which  the  Executive  Board 
endorsed  have  puzzled  you  somewhat  dur- 
ing vacation.  In  brief,  they  are  as  follows: 
The  number  of  departments  is  reduced 
from  twenty-four  to  fifteen.  Under  some 
of  these  we  have  sub-committees,  the  chair- 
men of  which  will  report  to  and  work 
through  the  leaders  of  departments.  One 
new  department.  Child  Welfare,  is  added 
because  of  a  growing  demand  for  same  and 
because  it  is  a  department  in  which  all  clubs 
and  every  member  thereof  must  have  an 
interest.  Dr.  Louise  B.  Deal  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, who  did  such  excellent  work  during 


Baby  Week  last  March,  is  chairman  and 
she  brings  to  the  Federation  a  large  exper- 
ience gained  through  work  among  children 
in  the  medical  field  as  well  as  in  the  school 
room.  After  consulting  with  public  officials 
and  experts  along  various  lines  which  lead 
to  better  nhysical,  moral  and  mental  condi- 
tions for  our  young  people,  she  has  outlined 
a  plan  for  work  embracing  suggestions 
which  are  within  the  possibilities  of  every 
club  in  the  State.  Said  plan  appears  in 
this  issue.  Club  presidents,  will  you  not 
read  it  carefully  and  present  it  to  your 
club  with  the  determination  to  get  practical 
results  through  at  least  one  of  these  sugges- 
tions  (and  more,  if  possible,)   this  year?

9.  Appoint  a  federation   secretary. 

10.  Charming  specialists  are  at  the  head 
of  our  departments  of  Art,  Literature  and 
Music.  Make  use  of  your  opportunity  to 
keep  in  close  touch  with  them. 

11.  Remember  that  we  have  access  to 
the  State  Library  through  our  Chairman  of 
Library  Extension,  Miss  Susan  T.  Smith. 
Apply  to  her  for  reference  works,  also 
remember  your  County  Librarian.  Make 
her  an  honorary  member  of  your  club  or  at 
least  send  her  a  card  of  privilege.  She  is 
the  connecting  link  between  club  and 
library. 

12.  Read  your  "Clubwoman"  carefully. 
Each  issue  will  be  helpful  in  your  work.

The  opportunity  afforded  the  clubs  com- 
prising the  California  Federation  to  come 
into  closer  touch  with  the  work  of  The  Gen- 
eral Federation  for  the  next  two  years,  by 
having  had  one  of  their  own  number,  Mrs. 
Josiah  Evans  Cowles  of  Los  Angeles, 
elected  to  the  high  office  of  General  Federa- 
tion President,  should  be  improved  to  the 
fullest  extent. 

In  past  years  the  work  of  the  General 
Federation  State  Secretary  has  furnished 
the  medium  for  keeping  the  State  Federa- 
tion in  touch  with  General  Federation  work 
bv  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  General 
Federation  magazine,  selling  the  official  pin 


and    the    official    history    and    fulfilling    all 
other  obligations  devolving  upon  the  office. 

For  the  coming  year,  the  secretary  will 
endeavor  to  carry  on  the  work  outlined  by 
former  secretaries  and  in  addition,  she  has- 
formulated  plans  for  co-operating  with  the 
State  Federation  Extension  Chairman  in 
creating  more  federation  interest,  in  trying 
to  awaken  a  deeper  appreciation  of  club 
responsibilities,  and  in  arousing  the  need 
for  a  sense  of  unity. 

The  working  force  to  carry  to  fruition 
the  plans  in  mind  will  comprise  the  federa- 
tion secretaries  of  the  450  or  more  clubs  in 
the  State  Federation,  the  County  Federa- 
tion Secretaries  where  such  organizations 
exist,  the  six  district  Federation  Extension 
Chairmen,  the  State  Federation  Extension 
Chairman  and  the  General  Federation  State 
Secretary.  Secretaries'  councils,  held  in 
central  localities  in  counties  and  districts, 
and  conferences  at  district  and  state  con- 
ventions, are  valuable  features  in  developing 
the  plans  for  work. 

Club  presidents  are  urged  to  appoint  their 
federation  secretaries  before  the  opening  of 
the  next  club  season  and  to  send  the  names 
to  their  respective  District  Federation  Ex- 
tension Chairman. 

The  secretary  begs  leave  to  offer  the  fol- 
lowing suggestion  relative  to  the  two  offi- 
cial organs  of  the  Federation,  viz.,  "The 
General  Federation  Magazine"  and  "The 
Clubwoman."  Individual  clubs  can  do  no 
better  work  for  the  Federation  than  by 
placing  these  two  magazines  in  the  hands 
of  their  club  members.  By  such  means  they 
will  correlate  their  clubs  with  the  work  of 
both  the  General  and  State  Federations.

Art 

The  last  two  years  has  brought  many 
phases  of  modern  art  before  the  student  in 
California.  We  have  had  the  modern  art 
of  Holland.  Sweden;,  Norway,  Hungary. 
Finland,  Italy,  France  and  the  United  States 
in  large  collections  so  that  it  has  been  pos- 
sible to  trace  great  influences  through  vari- 
ous artists  in  a  comprehensive  way. 

This  year  brings  a  big  exhibition  at  the 
Palace  of  Fine  Arts  at  the  Golden  Gate 
Park  Museum  and  the  opening  of  the  Wom- 
en's Building  in  Sacramento — all  of  which 
are  devoted  to  California  artists.  This 
means  that  Northern  California  clubs  may 
study  Californians  as  they  never  have  be- 
fore. The  Palace  of  Fine  Arts  has  one 
hundred  and  sixty-five  now  with  a  number  of 
rooms  yet  to  open,  in  which  new  names 
will  appear. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Art  Chairman  to 
induce  the  clubs  to  interest  themselves  in 
these  men  and  women  who  are  seeing  the 
beautiful  for  us  and  teaching  us. 

The  fine  big  thing  to  do  for  these  artists 
would  be  for  every  club  house  to  own  at 
least  one  fine  picture  by  a  California  artist 


and  a  piece  of  sculpture  by  some  of  our  tal- 
ented sculptors.  More  should  be  known  of 
Putnam,  Walter,  Patigian,  Stackpole,  Oers, 
Wendt,  Bertha  Kanno,  Amanda  Austin,  M. 
E.  Cummings  and  J.  J.  Mora.  Tilden  and 
Aitkins,  both  Californians,  are  doing  big 
things  in  New  York. 

Southern  California  will  have  a  large  ex- 
hibition of  American  artists  from  now  until 
the  close  of  the  San  Diego  fair,  with  several 
one-man  exhibitions  besides.  So  that  south- 
ern clubs  can  go  into  the  larger  field  of 
American  art  with  renewed  interest,  sure 
of  fine  results. 

Give  the  art  program  a  chance  in  every 
club — get  your  District  Art  Chairman  be- 
fore the  club — and  let  this  year  make  us 
acquainted  with  California's  painters  and 
sculptors.

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State  and  County  boards  appointed  to  pre- 
side over  the  various  sections. 

A  few  suggestions  are  herein  offered.  No 
one  club  can  possibly  act  upon  all  of  them, 
nor  would  it  be  a  practical  thing  to  attempt; 
but  if  each  club  would  select  one  or  two 
sections  and  seriously  and  conscientiously 
work  them  out,  great  good  would  result  to  a 
cause  which  every  one  agrees  is  the  most 
important  cause  of  the  present  day. 

1.  The  establishment  of  a  cafeteria  in 
each  school  where  a  good,  plain,  wholesome 
lunch  may  be  furnished  each  pupil  at  a  small 
cost. 

2.  For  the  provision  of  more  school 
nurses  so  that  each  school  may  be  visited 
daily  by  a  trained  nurse. 

3.  For  an  ungraded  class  in  each  school 
where  backward  pupils  may  have  individual 
attention;  also  for  the  establishment  of 
more  classes  for  defectives. 

4.  For  a  closer  co-operation  between 
mothers,  settlement  houses  and  domestic 
science  teachers  so  that  parents  may  have 
the  benefit  of  a  scientific  training  in  food 
values.  In  congested  districts,  lectures 
should  be  given  in  foreign  languages  on 
dietetics,   illustrated   by   stereoptican  views. 

5.  That  the  same  requirements  shall  be 
exacted  in  obtaining  a  working  certificate 
that  the  state  law  requires  for  obtaining  an 
age  and  schooling  certificate,  which  means 
that  before  a  child  shall  apply  to  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools  for  a  working 
certificate,  he  shall  be  obliged  to  obtain 
from  the  county  health  officer  a  certificate 
of  physical  fitness. 

6.  The  state  law  requires  that  every  mid- 
wife shall  register.  How  much  better  for 
the  welfare  of  our  babies  would  it  be  if 
the  state  law  required  that  every  mid-wife 
shall  properly  qualify  before  she  be  per- 
mitted to  practice! 

7.  The  state  has  passed  a  new  milk  law. 
Ascertain  from  the  state  veterinarian  at 
Sacramento  how  your  club  can  help  to  en- 
force it  in  your  community. 

8.  That  we  lend  our  assistance  to  the 
movement  instituted  by  our  medical  schools 
and    hospitals    of    providing    prenatal    care 


for  the  mothers  in  the  congested  districts 
of  our  cities;  also  that  we  encourage  and 
contribute,  whenever  possible,  to  trained 
nurses  regularly  employed  to  inspect  the 
babies  and  instruct  these  mothers. 

9.  That  we  insist  upon  stricter  super- 
vision of  our  parks  by  the  police  depart- 
ment, and  that  all  parks  be  well  lighted. 

10.  That  in  all  communities  where  chil- 
dren are  employed  in  canneries,  hop-fields, 
drying  houses,  etc.,  we  make  it  our  business 
to  ascertain  whether  or  not  the  state  laws 
pertaining  to  the  employment  of  children 
are  being  observed,  a  copy  of  which  should 
be  in  the  hands  of  each  club. 

11.  That  in  the  vicinity  of  every  large 
city  a  vacation  school  be  established  where 
groups  of  children  may  be  sent  for  an 
annual   outing. 

12.  That  the  state  make  some  provision 
for  the  proper  placing  and  supervision  of 
orphans  over  fourteen  years  of  age  who,  at 
present,  are  no  longer  cared  for  by  state 
money. 

13.  That  we  protest  against  the  destruc- 
tion of  good  food  to  keep  up  prices. 

14.  That  a  state  course  of  study  shall  be 
prescribed,  so  that  children  working  in  one 
community  during  part  of  the  year  shall  not 
find  themselves  at  a  disadvantage  when 
moving  to  another  community. 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  individual  to  re- 
port at  once,  to  proper  authorities,  any 
infraction  of  the  state  law  governing  chil- 
dren. The  Child  Labor  Bureau  begs  that 
we  do  our  duty  in  this  respect.     Let  us  try. 

All  departments,  commissions,  bureaus 
interested  in  child  welfare,  both  officially 
and  individually,  stand  ready  to  co-operate 
with  us  in  this  great  work.  Literature,  ad- 
vice, information,  opportunities  to  observe, 
are  freely  offered  us.  Let  us  select  the 
work  that  our  individual  club  is  best  fitted 
to  accomplish  and  go  at  it  with  a  might.

Civic  improvement  calls  for  the  best  ef- 
fort of  humanity.  Realizing  the  great  im- 
portance of  the  department  of  Civics;  also 
realizing  that  there  is  no  greater  field  of 
usefulness  in  the  work  of  the  Federation, 
and  knowing  also  that  each  community 
has  its  own  problems  to  solve,  in  making 
plans  for  the  work  of  the  year  we  would 
like  first  of  all  to  suggest  that  all  clubs 
keep  in  touch  with  the  schools,  seeking 
in  every  possible  way  the  co-operation 
of  officers,  teachers  and  pupils;  the  children 
are  our  best  asset,  as  they  are  the  future 
citizens. 

With  this  co-operation  many  Civic  meas- 
ures may  be  undertaken  and  carried  through 
to  a  successful  end. 

The  following  are  suggested  as  examples: 

Fly  and  mosquito  campaigns;  The  dis- 
position of  garbage;  equipped  rest  rooms; 
public  comfort  stations  and  playgrounds; 
school  and  home  gardens. 

We  should  also  enlist  the  children's  in- 
terest in  planting  flowers,  bulbs,  shrubs,  and 
especially  trees;  they  thus  will  become  vol- 
untary helpers  in  making  of  each  town  "A 
City  Beautiful."  We  must  educate  them  not 
to  throw  waste  paper  or  trash  in  street,  as 
there  is  nothing  that  presents  a  more  un- 
tidy appearance  than  papers  blowing  about 
the  streets. 

Let  us  urge  the  beautifying  of  parks,  va- 
cant lots,  and  railroad  stations;  encourage 
the  securing  of  a  visiting  nurse;  advocate 
the  community  Christmas  Tree,  and  work 
on  the  Censorship  of  Moving  Pictures. 
Let  us  enlist  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the 
Ministers,  City  Officials,  Citizens,  Club 
Members  and  Children  in  our  Civic  work 
and  we  will  achieve  wonderful  results.  By 
urging  a  "Clean  Up  and  Paint  Up  Cam- 
paign," and  requesting  the  city  authorities 
to  enforce  sanitary  laws,  much  may  be  ac- 
complished. 

In  the  "Clean  Up,  Paint  Up"  campaign 
the  merchants  may  assist  by  displaying  in 
windows,  articles  used  or  bought  during  or 
after  clean  up  week,  and  run  display  ads  in 
sympathy  with  the  movement;  there  is  not  a 
line  of  business  that  is  not  quickened  and 
benefited  by  such  a  campaign. 

Let  us  as  Club  Women  lead  in  a  crusade 
for  the  City  Beautiful.  May  we  not  work 
for  a  State-wide  unity  of  effort  that  Cali- 
fornia in  Civic  achievement  may  lead  the 
way?  May  we  not  awaken  the  community 
to  the  importance  of  Americanization  as  a 
civic  necessity,  urging  the  recognition  of  the 
dignity  of  entrance  into  citizenship  in  our 
United  States  by  naturalization  ceremonials 
and  public  receptions  to  new  citizens  on 
suitable  holidays?  In  thus  making  our  ef- 
forts reach  from  town  or  city,  through  the 
state,  and  the  nation,  finally  may  the  great 
world  at  large  feel  at  least  the  unity  of  in- 
terest and  know  the  result  of  united  work. 
Is  this  too  visionary?  Where  there  is  no 
vision  the  people  perish.

Conservation  Department 

Under  the  reorganization  plan  the  Con- 
servation Department  deals  with  the  con- 
servation of  natural  resources  and  classifies 
them  as  follows:  (1)  Forests;  (2)  Waters; 
(3)  Birds  and  Wild  Life..  "The  object  of 
this  great  conservation  movement  is  to 
make  our  country  a  permanent  home  for 
ourselves,  for  our  children  and  for  our 
children's  children,  and  it  is  a  task  that  is 
worth  the  best  thought  and  effort  of  any 
and  all  of  us."  We  are  asked  to  follow  as 
closely  as  possible  the  lines  laid  down  by 
the  General  Federation,  which  are,  to  con- 
tinue the  work  for  the  preservation  of  natu- 
ral scenery,  and  the  creation  of  National, 
State  and  local  parks.  Always  we  are  to 
work  for  the  needs  in  our  own  State: — that 
our  forests  shall  be  preserved  for  the  regu- 
lation of  stream  flow  and  protection  of  soil 
or  scientifically  cultviated  for  the  produc- 
tion of  wood: — that  our  waters  shall  be 
saved  and  controlled  for  water  supply,  irri- 
gation, navigation  and  power: — bird  study 
should  include  the  practical  aim  of  saving 
and  increasing  bird  life.     Women  are  more 


responsible  for  the  saving  of  bird  life  than 
that  of  any  other  natural  resource.  Let  us 
realize  our  responsibility  in  these  matters. 
Let  us  realize  also  that  upon  the  preserva- 
tion and  wise  use  of  our  natural  resources 
depends  the  prosperity,  health  and  happi- 
ness of  the  human  race.  We  earnestly  ask 
club  presidents  to  give  this  department  a 
place  on  their  programs  during  the  coming 
year.

WATER  PROBLEMS 

The  Census  Bureau  reports  155  cities  with 
a  population  of  over  30,000,  and  an  average 
per  capita  consumption  of  water  of  139 
gallons.  Over  half  of  the  water  pumped  in 
most  cities  is  wasted  absolutely.  This  ex- 
travagance is  one  cause  of  the  high  cost  of 
government.  In  flat-rate  supplied  cities  the 
daily  consumption  is  from  43  gallons  per 
head  in  Savannah  to  430  in  Tacoma.  Cities 
with  meters  use  half  that.  Perfect  health 
requires  pure  water  for  drinking — examine 
yours. 

To  conserve  our  immense  natural  re- 
sources is  the  greatest  result  we  can  achieve. 
Use  these  wisely  not  only  for  our  benefit  but 
that  the  heritage  of  unborn  generations  may 
not  be  destroyed.

INDUSTRIAL    AND    SOCIAL    CONDI- 
TIONS AND  EDUCATION 

The  departments  of  Industrial  and  Social 
Conditions  and  Education  will  unite  their 
forces  again  this  year  and  will  continue 
the  work  so  well  begun.  The  suggestions 
of  last  year  will  answer  for  this.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  opportunity  may  be  pro- 
vided for  every  adult  immigrant  to  learn 
English  and  the  simple  principles  of  citi- 
zenship. 

Last  year  was  devoted  to  showing  the 
necessity  for  this  education,  and  to  crys- 
tallizing public  sentiment,  because  only  as 
the  people  see  and  then  act  will  progress 
be  the  rule  of  living. 

It  seems  necessary  for  adequate  results 
that  the  present  laws  regarding  night 
school  should  be  changed,  and  to  this  end 
the  Commission  of  Immigration  and  Hous- 
ing will  present  two  laws.  The  clubs  are 
asked  to  study  these  laws  and  to  work  for 
their   adoption. 

It  will  be  the  aim  of  those  drafting  the 
new  laws  to  remedy  the  defects  of  the  exist- 
ing ones.  To  change  laws  shows  we  have 
outgrown  them.  This  makes  us  hopeful, 
because  it  is  always  a  sign  of  progress. 

There  must  be  an  effort  made  to  pro- 
vide special  training  for  the  teaching  of  the 
adult  immigrant.  It  is  a  difficult  work  and 
requires,  besides  special  training,  a  vision 
and  comprehension  of  a  situation  of  much 
complexity.  We  urge  general  reading  of 
current  immigration  news. 

In  the  two  departments  there  are  five 
other  committees,  each  guided  by  a  special- 
ist. 

Mrs.  David  C.  McCan,  representing  the 
Federal  Government  in  the  Employment 
Service,    Women    and    Girls'    Department; 

Mrs.  O.  P.  Bryant,  representing  the  State 
Commission  of  Charities  and  Corrections. 

Mrs.  Charles  Farwell  Edson,  representing 
the  State  Industrial  Welfare  Commission, 
will  present  the  subject  of  vocational  guid- 
ance as  a  fundamental  necessity  for  the  im- 
provement of  industrial  conditions.  When 
we  have  approached  that  task  scientifically 
and  have  made  some  progress  in  its  solu- 
tion, the  co-operation  of  these  three  com- 
mittees  will   be   inestimably   wonderful. 

Mrs.  Seward  Simons  will  give  us  a  new 
vision  of  politics — will  show  us  politics  as  a 
science. 

Mrs.   C.    E.   Cumberson    will    continue    to 
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help    us    to    know    the    scientific    principles 
underlying  peace. 

With  the  linking  of  the  Federal  and  State 
Governments  to  the  Federation  we  have  a 
magnificent  opportunity  for  achievement, 
such  as  we  have  never  had  before. 

These  women  have  information,  accurate 
and  specialized,  and  wish  to  give  it  to  the 
Clubs  of  the  Federation. 

A  list  of  members  of  each  club  has  been 
asked  for  by  this  Department,  and  many 
lists  without  postoffice  addresses  have  been 
received.  Of  course,  for  sending  literature 
these  are  of  no  avail.  As  soon  as  your  lists 
and  addresses  are  accurate  will  you  send 
them  to  Mrs.  Frank  A.  Gibson,  2301  Scarff 
Street,  Los  Angeles?  In  this  way  each 
woman  will  receive  the  important  communi- 
cations from  the  Departments.

POLITICAL  SCIENCE 

There  has  been  some  feeling  on  the  part 
of  the  State  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs 
that  everything  which  partook  of  a  political 
nature  should  be  taboo;  but  when  we  look 
at  the  question  fairly  of  "What  is  politics?" 
we  find  that  whether  the  Federation  deliber- 
ately desires  to  be  or  not,  it  is  "in  politics." 

The  most  vital  and  interesting  subjects 
which  the  Federation  and  the  clubs  indi- 
vidually are  considering,  are  political  ques- 
tions— which  does  not  mean  that  they  are 
questions  of  partisan  politics,  like  the  elec- 
tion of  one  candidate  or  another  to  some 
specific  office;  but  it  does  mean  that  ques- 
tions like  child  labor  laws,  pure  milk  regu- 
lation, birth  registration,  changes  in  com- 
munity property  laws,  the  Redlight  Abate- 
ment Act,  the  question  of  clean  streets, 
sewage  disposal,  and  all  the  most  important 
questions  concerning  our  health  and  morals 
as  individuals  and  as  a  community,  are  really 
questions  of  politics,  for  they  are  the  ques- 
tions which  are  decided  by  the  lawmakers 
whom  we  elect  as  our  representatives  in  the 
City  Councils,  the  Boards  of  Supervisors 
and  in  State  Legislatures  and,  to  go  outside 
of  our  own  State,  our  Representatives  in 
Congress  and  the  President  of  the  United 
States. 

This  year,  when  we  have  a  presidential 
campaign  to  consider,  is  a  very  good  time 
for  club  women  of  California  to  think  what 
political  science  means  and  how  important 


it  is  that  we  should  concern  ourselves  with 
polictical  science  in  order  that  we  may 
understand  how  absolutely  essential  it  is  for 
us  to  vote  for  president — not  on  party  lines 
but  for  the  man  who  will  best  represent  ad- 
vanced ideas,  and  endeavor  to  have  made 
part  of  the  law  of  this  country,  those  meas- 
ures which  are  for  the  benefit  and  welfare 
of  the  largest  number  of  people. 

There  is  no  better  opportunity  than  a 
presidential  campaign  to  educate  us  about 
many  important  national  questions.  We  are 
as  a  rule  too  much  occupied  with  local  mat- 
ters to  give  much  attention  to  the  federal 
government.  Do  we  know  what  are  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States?  Let  us  begin  our  consider- 
ation of  political  science  this  club  year,  by  a 
study  of  the  office  and  function  of  the  Chief 
Executive  of  our  government. 

We  must  also  elect  a  United  States  Sen- 
ator, and  this  should  lead  us  to  enquire  how 
the  man  whom  we  send  to  represent. us  in 
the  United  States  Senate  really  does  it. 
What  does  Congress  do?  How  does  it  make 
laws?  What  governs  Congress?  All  this 
sounds  very  much  like  kindergarten,  yet 
we  must  have  this  fundamental  information 
if  we  are  to  be  able  to  make  an  intelligent 
choice  at  the  polls  in  November. 

Locally,  we  are  to  take  part  in  politics  by 
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electing  men  to  state  offices,  and  by  the  con- 
sideration of  the  question  of  prohibition  for 
California.  That  is  also  a  question  of  polit- 
ical science,  and  a  proper  suggestion  for  me 
to  make,  as  the  General  Federation  and  the 
State  Federation  have  both  gone  on  record 
as  against  the  liquor  traffic.  I  trust  the 
club  women  of  this  State  will  study  thor- 
oughly and  carefully  the  effect  of  the  use  of 
alcohol  on  health,  morals,  social  and  indus- 
trial welfare,  and  I  believe  they  will  decide 
to  work  and  vote  for  the  prohibition  meas- 
ures. 

Politics  has  been  regarded  as  a  black  art. 
We  women  should  make  an  effort  to  restore 
the  word  "politics"  to  its  original  dignity 
and  meaning,  which  is,  "the  science  of  gov- 
ernment." If  government  is  to  be  "for  the 
people  and  by  the  people,"  we  must  believe 
that  it  is  for  us,  but  also  by  us;  and  this  it 
cannot  be  unless  we  are  willing  to  inform 
and  educate  ourselves  as  to  the  functions 
of  various  departments  of  the  government 
under  which  we  live  and  in  which  we  must 
take  our  part  as  loyal  patriotic  citizens. 

Patriotism  has  recently  been  a  word  to 
conjure  with.  It  means  love  of  country,  and 
we  all  know  that  it  is  not  only  in  times  of 
strife  and  wrarfare  that  this  love  and  devo- 
tion can  be  expressed — it  is  ours  to  help 
make  this  country  something  to  love  and 
be  proud  of,  and  to  honor  when  it  is  taking 
an  honorable  attitude  towards  great  ques- 
tions. We  have  no  right  to  criticise  unless 
we  do  our  share  to  help  things  to  be  right. 
Let  us  therefore  face  the  fact  frankly  that 
the  Department  of  Education  in  the  Feder- 
ation is  a  good  place  for  the  Committee  of 
Political  Science.  If  we  realize  that  we  need 
education,  we  have  accomplished  the  first 
step  towards  understanding  how  important 
this  sub-committee  is.  With  the  thought  in 
mind  that  our  consideration  of  politics,  or 
government  (whichever  you  please  to  call 
it)  may  mean  a  great  deal  to  the  women  of 
the  states  that  have  not  yet  granted  suffrage 
to  women,  your  chairman  hopes,  during  the 
year,  through  this  department,  to  be  able 
to  get  together  exact,  reliable  data  as  to 
the  proportion  of  women  who  are  really 
making  use  of  their  citizenship  by  voting 
and  taking  part  in  the  various  elections 
throughout  the  year.  Very  frequently,  there 
come  to  me  requests  for  information  about 
how  women  of  California  are  using  the  bal- 
lot; and  statements  are  made  by  opponents 
of  equal  suffrage  that  the  women  in  Cali- 
fornia do  not  vote,  and  that  if  the  measure 
were  to  be  resubmitted  and  the  women, 
themselves,  voted  on  this  question  that  they 
would  vote  not  to  have  the  right  of  suffrage. 
It  is  easy  to  say  that  this  is  not  true — we 
want  to  be  able  to  give  the  proof  in  abso- 
lute figures  as  to  the  number  of  women  who 
register  and  the  number  who  actually  vote 
at  the  elections. 

The  value  of  this,  I  hope,  will  be  that  the 
women  of  our  clubs  in  considering  whether 
women  do  vote  will  begin  to  think  about 
why  any  one  should  vote,  and  will  be  im- 
pressed with  the  importance  and  the  respon- 


sibility for  themselves  of  adding  their  intel- 
ligence to  the  electorate  of  California.  The 
vote  of  the  club  women  should  be  the  most 
intelligent  of  any  in  the  State,  because 
women  in  their  clubs  have  time  for  the  con- 
sideration of  important  public  questions; 
and  I  believe  that  the  club  women  are  bet- 
ter fitted  to  express  an  intelligent  opinion 
about  public  matters  than  are  other  women 
of  the  State,  and  most  men,  for  the  most  in- 
telligent women,  not  only  in  this  State,  but 
throughout  the  country,  are  allying  them- 
selves with  the  clubs.  Women  have  begun 
to  perceive  faintly,  it  is  true,  but  the  con- 
viction is  growing  stronger  that  we  have  a 
tremendous  power  in  this  great  organization 
of  women,  and  we  must  learn  to  use  it  right- 
ly in  order  that  we  may  make  it  count  in 
influence  for  community  welfare.

American  Congress  of  women  in  1920,  as 
suggested  by  Mrs.  Pennybacker  during  the 
Biennial. 

With  the  world  facing  the  greatest  crisis 
in  history,  does  it  not  almost  become  our 
duty  as  women  and  mothers  to  make  this 
subject  so  vital  to  humanity,  paramount  to 
all  others  on  our  programs? 

Peace  Day,  May  18th,  should  be  observed 
by  clubs,  churches  and  schools.  Libraries 
should  contain  literature  dealing  with  the 
subject  of  Internationalism.  Every  club 
should  have  a  Peace  Committee  registered 
with  her  District  Chairman. 

Suggestions  for  programs  and  literature 
will  be  gladly  furnished  by  your  State  Chair- 
man.

EMPLOYMENT 

As  chairman  of  the  Employment  Commit- 
tee of  the  State  Federation  it  is  my  privi- 
lege to  announce  that  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment has  established  a  department  in  the 
U.  S.  Labor  Service  for  women  and  girls, 
its  plans  being  to  supply  employment  to 
women   and   girls. 

Placement  of  girls  limited  to  those  over 
16  years  of  age.  The  establishment  of  an 
interchanging  and  inter-state  system  be- 
tween zones  and  offices  of  the  U.  S.  Em- 
ployment Service,  also  with  co-operating 
and  other  State  Municipal  Employment  offi- 
cers. Co-operation  with  organizations 
other  than  official  bodies.  Organization  of 
committees  on  co-operatiion. 

The  development  of  efficient  wage-earners 
through  elementary  and  vocational  training 
and  dissemination  of  information  concern- 
ing vocational  selection  and  training  to 
girls  approaching  16  years  of  age  and  to 
others. 

Special  attention  to  be  given  to  the  re- 
quests of  women  wage-earners  and  every 
effort  made  to  meet  the  demand  for  female 
help  in  farming  and  rural  communities,  as 
well  as  in  the  cities.  Every  possible  assist- 
ance to  be  extended  to  girls  and  young 
women  to  enable  them  to  make  suitable  vo- 


cational selections,  with  a  view  to  proper 
vocational  training  in  order  to  guide  them 
in  desirable  industry  and  avoidance  of  occu- 
pations and  places  where  evil  conditions 
exist. 

Information  to  be  given  concerning  trades 
and  opportunities  to  labor  and  suitable  vo- 
cation, including  amount  of  wages  paid, 
length  of  working  day,  hygienic  and  other 
conditions  prevailing  in  the  various  indus- 
tries to  be  made  available  to  all  as  a  guide 
and  advancement,  as  well  as  protection  from 
exploitation  and  misdirection.  The  co-oper- 
ation of  employees  to  be  invited  in  develop- 
ing a  plan  for  a  clearing  house  of  informa- 
tion with  reference  to  employment,  likewise 
the  aid  and  assistance  of  women  and  other 
organizations  to  be  sought. 

The  foreword  of  this  work  is  co-opera- 
tion; co-operation  with  organizations  other 
than  established  bureaus,  as  well  as  with  ex- 
isting bureaus.  The  women's  clubs  can  be 
of  immeasurable  help  in  this  great  economic 
work  which  will  be  a  forward  movement 
in  solving  this  great  problem  of  unemploy- 
ment, the  first  step  of  which  is  the  organ- 
ization of  a  connected  network  of  public 
employment  exchanges.

LEGISLATION 

As  I  have  been  in  New  York  all  sum- 
mer, and  have  not  yet  returned,  sugges- 
tions for  work  in  the  legislative  department 
of  the  State  Federation  must  be  of  neces- 
sity confined  to  generalities,  rather  than 
any  specific  statements  of  certain  meas- 
ures to  be  supported. 

I  should,  however  like  to  ask  that  those 
clubs  having  measures  which  seem  to  them 
of  most  vital  interest,  would,  after  clearly 
and  concisely  farming  such  ideas  into  the 
proposed  draft  which  they  wish  to  present, 
send  them  as  soon  as  possible  to  me,  that 
all  such  measures  may  be  carefully  and 
thoroughly    considered. 

I  very  strongly  feel  that  our  efforts 
should  be  concentrated  upon  a  very  few 
bills  of  vital  interest  in  the  economic  and 
social  welfare  of  the  state,  especially  per- 
haps, those  most  closely  affecting  the  wel- 
fare of  women  and  children.  We  lose  much 
of  the  advantage  which  we  should  obtain, 
if  we  scatter  our  efforts  over  many  things, 
worthy  as  they  may  be.  There  is  already 
some  valuable  work  under  way,  which  we 
shall  try  to  carry  to  completion,  and  in 
which  we  shall  all  need  to  fully  co-operate. 

As  soon  as  the  year's  program  of  the 
bills  to  be  supported,  is  fully  planned  you 
will  all  be  notified  through  your  district 
chairmen  of  the  legislature  which  you  are 
asked  to  support.  It  is  then  that  the  work 
of  each  individual  club  woman  commences. 

Much  very  necessary  and  valuable  legis- 
lation of  a  social  service  order  fails  to  pass, 
not    because    it   is    not   excellent,    and    even 
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vital,  but  because  of  lack  of  interest  of 
the  voting  body  and  the  placing  of  their  at- 
tention upon  less  valuable  but  more  loudly 
advocated  bills.  Let  us,  then,  when  we 
have  decided  upon  what  we.  as  a  body, 
shall  support  (and  in  this  I  ask  your  hearty 
co-operation),  first  of  all,  thoroughly  in- 
form ourselves  as  to  the  proposed  bills, 
their  merits  and  the  arguments  in  their 
favor. 

The  next  step  will  be  to  interest  the  vot- 
ing body  of  each  community  by  a  campaign 
of  education  on  the  necessity  for  the  par- 
ticular legislation  advocated.  The  depart- 
ment of  legislation  will  make  an  effort  to 
have  information  in  all  legislation  which 
they  recommend  for  support,  ready  for  dis- 
tribution and  will,  so  far  as  possible,  sup- 
ply speakers  on  such  measures.  We  are 
asking,  however  that  in  your  year's  pro- 
grams, you  plan  to  reserve  sufficient  time 
for  such  speakers,  and  that  you  also  plan 
one  or  more  open  meetings  for  their  dis- 
cussions, to  which  all  your  voters  will  be 
requested   to   come. 

As  a  large,  intelligent,  and  influential 
body  of  voters,  let  us  co-operate  to  be  of 
the  greatest  possible  value  to  the  state  we 
love.

The  use  of  the  pipe  organ  in  school  and 
home,  church  and  theater,  combined  with 
orchestra  and  chorus,  will  engender  a  love 
of  unison  singing  which  is  sure  to  culminate 
in  community  singing  and  eventually  will 
result    in    the    permanent    organization    of 


more  music  clubs,  oratorio  societies,  and 
other  high  class  ensemble  groups,  both 
vocal  and  instrumental. 

Continuity  of  thought  carried  out  in  Pro- 
gram Building  will  bring  about  Purpose 
Programs,  which  will  result  in  constructive 
principles  as  examplified  in  other  depart- 
ments of  federation. 

Each  club  should  own  a  library:  The 
music  department  of  the  library  should 
prove  to  be  most  interesting  and  valuable 
in  the  life  of  the  club  home,  and  become 
very  popular  among  its  members. 

Do  we  know  how,  when,  and  where  to  lis- 
ten to  good  music? 

"All  music  lovers  must  be  bird  lovers," 
said  Percy  Mackaye.  Listen  more  acutely 
to  the  birds,  and  all  music  of  nature  if  we 
would  become  more  musical  in  our  everyday 
life.

Why  not  give  a  series  of  special  pro- 
grams? An  infinite  number  of  subjects 
come  to  mind  at  once?  A  program  devoted 
to  birds!  One  to  flowers, — butterflies,  fields 
and  hills,  clouds  and  skies,  forests  and  their 
legends,  water  music,  the  four  seasons,  spe- 
cial holidays,  May  day,  etc.  There  seems 
to  be  no  end  of  subjects  and  materials  to 
carry  them  out  in  a  most  satisfactory  man- 
ner.

A  program  of  Shakespeare,  and  one  or 
more  of  Browning  and  Stevenson,  with  their 
most  adequate  musical  settings,  will  suggest 
many  other  special  features  too  delightful 
to  be  omitted  from  the  list. 

Folk  songs  and  dances,  music  of  the  soil, 
of  all  nations  will  be  found  extremely  inter- 
esting and  helpful  in  understanding  the  real 
atmosphere  of  the  country,  true  ideas  and 
ideals  of  the  people. 

Continue  to  study  American  composers, 
and  do  not  disregard  present  day  publica- 
tions fresh  from  the  press  with  the  ink 
hardly  dry,  for  we  live  in  an  age  of  great 
musical  activity.

Press  and  Federation  Editors

the  united  effort  of  two  chairmen.  It  is 
the  purpose  of  the  chairmen  to  make  this 
department  indispensible  to  the  club  women 
of  the  State.

Public    Health 


The  opportunities  and  needs  for  the  bet- 
terment of  public  health  in  our  State,  or 
more  accurately,  for  the  betterment  of  con- 
ditions which  menace  public  health  are  so 
numerous  that  we  must  choose  wisely  or 
our  energies  will  be  scattered  too  widely  to 
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be  effective.  To  do  a  few  things  well  and 
accomplish  definite  results  amounts  to  more 
in  the  end. 

Conditions  may  vary  in  the  different  dis- 
tricts and  the  State  Chairman  would  be 
grateful  for  suggestions  from  District 
Chairmen  as  to  the  local  conditions  most 
prejudicial  to  the  health  of  their  communi- 
ties. However,  there  are  certain  state-wide 
conditions,  upon  which  all  can  unite. 

In  the  first  place,  the  new  milk  law  be- 
comes operative  about  the  time  active  club 
work  for  the  new  year  begins.  May  I  ask 
the  District  Chairmen  to  acquaint  them- 
selves with  its  contents  and  be  on  the  alert 
to  see  that  it  is  put  into  operation  and  car- 
ried out  continuously.  This  will  doubtless 
require  considerable  and  concentrated  effort, 
but  laws  and  statutes  do  not  remedy  exist- 
ing conditions  unless  they  are  executed. 

Secondly,  the  county  hospitals  in  most  lo- 
calities need  improving.  The  State's  offer 
regarding  the  care  of  tubercular  patients  is 
generous.  Will  you  not  see  to  it  that  your 
county  hospitals  come  up  to  the  standard 
required  to  secure  this  aid? 

The  county  nurse,  and  the  school  nurse 
are  other  directions  where  concerted  club 
influence  can  be  effective. 

Lastly,  in  the  educative  line,  there  is  al- 
ways the  topic,  prevention  of  disease.  So 
much  is  being  brought  to  light  as  to  meth- 
ods of  transmission  of  disease  that  the  added 
knowledge  should  be  passed  along.  For 
example,  the  accumulated  information  and 
popular  education  as  to  the  means  by  which 


malaria,  typhoid  and  yellow  fever,  and 
plague,  are  transmitted,  have  revolution- 
ized the  attitude  of  the  public  toward  these 
diseases,  and  have  lessened  their  prevalence 
to  a  marked  degree.  As  data  concerning 
infantile  paralysis,  hydrophobia,  and  other 
menacing  diseases  are  forthcoming,  such 
data  should  be  disseminated.  This,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  diseases  which  like  the  poor, 
we  "have  always  with  us."  For  the  educa- 
tive anti-tuberculosis  crusade  there  is  no 
end. 

Again  sane,  sound,  non-spectacular,  non- 
melodramatic  education  on  the  questions  of 
sex  hygiene  and  of  vivisection  is  needed 
sorely.  Both  should  have  careful  handling, 
by  physicians  and  parents  preferably.  Chil- 
dren must  be  taught  sex  hygiene.  The  how 
and  when  are  the  all-important  factors.  As 
to  vivisection,  sanity  is  again  all-important. 
In  passing  may  I  ask  how  the  knowledge 
above  referred  to  about  the  prevention  oi 
typhoid,  plague,  etc.,  could  have  been  ob- 
tained without  experimentation  upon  ani- 
mals? Humane  treatment  in  the  experi- 
menting is  the  great  desideratum. 

The  "twilight  sleep,"  and  State  insuranci 
for  health,  are  other  topics  upon  which  edu- 
cation will  be  needed  during  the  coming 
club  year. 

Altogether  there  seems  work  enough  for 
the  most  energetic  District  Chairman  and 
the  most  active  clubs  to  exert  themselves 
upon.  It  is  concerted  action  upon  definite 
lines  that  will  be  most  productive  of  good.

I  am  still  hoping  to  get  out  a  little  booklet 
for  our  use,  and  to  send  to  each  unfederated 
club.  I  write  this  hoping  you  will  get  a  lit- 
tle help  to  start  your  year's  work  with.  I 
am  supposing  you  to  be  the  most  enthu- 
siastic, willing,  energetic,  determined  and 
sweet  disposition  member  of  your  club.  In 
order  to  carry  out  your  work  successfully 
you  need  a  knowledge  of  the  federation 
from  the  beginning  to  the  present  — 
so  read  the  History  of  Federation,  by  Mary 
I.  Wood.  Get  your  club  to  buy  the  book 
for  its  library.  Read  all  club  news  in  the 
Club  Woman,  the  Genera  lFederation  maga- 
zine, and  the  newspapers.  Get  your  presi- 
dent to  give  you  ten  minutes  at  least  once 
a  month  if  you  can,  to  inform  your  club  of 
all  federation  work. 

Write  often  to  your  District  Chairman  for 
suggestions  and  try  to  help  her. 

Put  any  department  chairman  in  your 
club  into  communication  with  her  District 
Chairman,  and  vice  versa. 

See  that  all  federation  mail  reaches  the 
proper  chairman  and  is  answered  on  time, 
but  don't  interfere  with  any  other  officer's 
work.    Do  everything  left  undone  by  others. 

Attend  every  federation  meeting  if  per- 
mitted by  the  body  itself — State  convention, 
District  convention.  District  Board  meeting, 
Presidents'  Council,  Department  Conference 
— everything,  including  reciprocity  days,  if 
invited,  and  tell  your  club  every  vital  thing 
you  learned. 

Be  a  hustling,  living  link  between  your 
own  club  and  all  Federation  endeavor. 

Help  your  District  Chairman  and  get  your- 
selves organized  into  a  real  department. 

Find  every  unfederated  club  in  your  dis- 
trict, instruct  it  in  our  work,  to  the  end  it 
may  join  the  Federtaion.  Tell  it  how  to  join 
and  impress  upon  it  that  the  Federation 
does  not  interfere  in  any  way  with  its  own 
private  affairs. 

If  you  get  discouraged,  wirte  to  your 
State  Chairman — just  me. 

Keep  this  in  mind — that  the  object  of  our 
existence  as  a  department  is  to  teach  every 
person  we  meet  the  meaning  and  value  of 
club  work,  and  particularly  federation  ideals 


and  endeavors,  with  the  end  in  view  of  get- 
ting all  women  into  clubs  and  all  clubs  into 
the  Federation,  to  form  one  solid  body, 
working  out  the  Golden  Rule.

Every  club  woman  desires  the  extension 
of  the  work  which  is  being  done  through 
the  State  Federation.  History  is  being 
written  very  rapidly  in  these  days,  and  our 
State  Federation  must  have  its  share  in  the 
altruistic  work  of  the  world,  for  that  is 
really  the  purpose  for  which  we  are  banded 
together.

Parliamentary   Usage 

Roberts  says — "Parliamentary  Usage  is 
doing  things  decently  and  in  order."  Remem- 
bering this,  may  our  first  order  of  business 
for  the  club  year  be  to  arrange  to  study  this 
important  subject;  let  clubs  work  to  interest 
many  of  their  members  rather  than  a  few. 

I  know  of  no  way  to  become  proficient 
in  this  subject,  except  by  practice,  therefore, 
I  suggest  drills,  appoint  a  leader  who, 
though  she  may  not  know  all  about  parlia- 
mentary usage,  will  take  the  responsibility 
of  interesting  the  members  of  the  club  in 
attending  the  drills;  some  clubs  will  be  able 
to  form  sections,  for  a  systematic  study, 
others  will  only  be  able  to  give  a  little  time 
perhaps  not  more  than  twenty  minutes  once 
a  month,  but  all  will  be  able  to  do  some- 
thing.

(1)  How  to!  introduce  business;  main 
motion  (endeavor  to  have  every  member  in 
the  club  learn  how  to  make  a  clear,  concise, 
definite  motion),  this  requires  more  skill 
than   one  at  first  thinks.

HOME  ECONOMICS 

Household  Economics  is  the  biggest  sub- 
ject in  any  department.  It  is  so  big  and 
with  such  a  range  that  a  club  may  take  up 
any  phase  of  it  from  plumbing  to  parties; 
care  of  the  child  to  conservation  of  energy, 
study  of  food  values  to  study  of  the  best 
artists.  But  whichever  phase  of  this  broad 
subject  a  club  takes  up  for  discussion,  there 
is  one  note  that  your  chairman  would  like 
sounded,  and  sounded  till  it  rings  through 
this  state  and  makes  an  impression  that  will 
lead  to  reform.  That  note  is  simplicity. 
Simplicity  in  our  dress,  in  the  dress  of  our 
school  children,  simplicity  in  our  dinners, 
in  our  parties,  simplicity  in  our  entertain- 
ments, simplicity  in  the  furnishing  of  our 
homes,  and  the  gardens  that  surround  them. 

It  is  absence  of  simple  dinner  giving,  and 
party  making,  that  drives  the  burdened 
housewife  to  use  of  cafes  and  clubs  for 
entertainment  and  destroys  home  life.  It 
is  the  presence  of  many  things  in  our  home 
which  makes  for  much  dusting  which  is  a 
weariness  to  the  flesh,  that  sends  the  tired 
housewife  to  life  in  a  hotel.  It  is  for 
clubwomen  of  California  to  start  an  S.  E.  C. 
— Simple  Entertainment  Club — to  enroll 
members  from  every  side  who  will  pledge 
themselves  to  simplicity,  and  to  preserve 
our  home  life. 

Another  point  we  hope  to  have  empha- 
sized this  year  is  the  care  of  the  young  child 
in  the  home  from  a  kindergarten  stand- 
point. In  this  we  will  co-operate  with  the 
Child  Welfare  Department. 

For  programs  in  club  we  suggest  a  debate 
as  an  effective  way  of  arousing  interest. 
Some  suggested  topics  might  be: 

Resolved,  That  the  home  is  out  of 
fashion; 

Resolved,  That  home  making  is  a  fine  art; 

Resolved,  That  trained  mothers  are 
needed  for  bringing  up  children.

Economics,"  published  by  American  Home 
Economics  Association  at  Roland  Park 
Branch,  Baltimore,  Md.

OF  SACRAMENTO 

One  of  the  most  interesting  places  to  visit 
in  the  capital  city  of  the  State  is  the  E.  B. 
Crocker  Art  Gallery.  This  gallery  is  well 
known  throughout  the  country  and  is  vis- 
ited by  over   12,000  persons  during  a  year. 

The  gallery  was  erected  originally  by 
Judge  E.  B.  and  Mrs.  Margaret  E.  Crocker 
for  their  own  gratification,  and  was  known 
as  the  E.  B.  Crocker  Art  Gallery.  It  was 
built  in  the  early  seventies.  The  collection 
of  pictures  which  it  contains  was  gathered 
almost  entirely  during  the  travels  of  Judge 
and  Mrs.  Crocker  in  Europe.  A  large  col- 
lection of  studies  and  drawings  in  portfolios 
were  secured  through  the  aid  of  collectors 
during  the  Franco-Prussian  war. 

In  1884  the  California  Museum  Associa- 
tion was  formed,  the  main  object  of  the 
association  being  to  secure  natural  history 
and  mineral  examples  and  to  collect  data 
relative  to  the  development  of  California. 

A  year  later,  with  the  Museum  Associa- 
tion as  co-tenant,  Mrs.  Margaret  E.  Crocker, 
widow  of  Judge  Crocker,  donated  to  the  city 
of  Sacramento  the  Art  Gallery  building  and 
its  contents,  making  the  Museum  Associa- 
tion the  administrator. 

In  May  of  the  year  of  this  donation  the 
people  of  Sacramento  manifested  their  re- 
spect and  esteem  for  Mrs.  Crocker  by  giving 
a  great  Floral  Festival  in  her  honor.  This 
affair  was  in  the  form  of  a  reception,  and 
took  place  in  the  Agricultural  Pavilion,  and 
is  historical  today  as  remarkable  for  its 
floral  decorations,  the  unanimity  in  which  all 


parts  of  the  State  participated  and  for  the 
splendor  of  its  ceremony.  All  differences 
of  creeds  and  societies  were  set  aside  upon 
that  occasion  in  order  to  show  sufficient 
gratitude  to  the  woman  who  had  been  so 
liberal  in  the  dispensation  of  her  means. 

A  school  of  design  was  established  and 
maintained  for  a  number  of  years.  H.  Wein- 
stock  and  D.  Lubin  assisting  in  the  school 
equipment  to  the  extent  of  $1000  for  stat- 
uary casts. 

A  number  of  donations  have  been  given 
to  the  gallery,  among  them  one  of  five  splen- 
did pieces  of  marble  statuary  valued  at 
$4000  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Weinstock,  and  a 
group  piece,  "The  Wrestlers,"  by  Mr.  Lubin. 

The  paintings  in  the  gallery  number  700, 
the  studies  and  plates  3000.  Among  the 
cabinet  collection  of  the  Museum  Associa- 
tion is  the  Herbarium  collected  by  Dr. 
George  Pyburn,  which  contains  some  rare 
natural  history  examples,  and  is  of  high 
value.  The  State  Mineral  Cabinet  has  also 
been  transferred  to  this  building,  this  col- 
lection being  valued  at  $40,000.

INA  DONNA  COOLBRITH 
Poet   Laureate   of   California 

A  TRIBUTE 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Morrow,  Chairman  Press,  San 

Francisco   District 

Ina  Donna  Coolbrith,  of  San  Francisco 
and  of  California,  Honorary  member  of  the 
Presidents'  Assembly,  and  past  president 
of  the  Pacific  Coast  Women's  Press  Asso- 
ciation, was  born  near  Springfield,  Illinois. 
She  came  to  California  at  an  early  age  and 
one  has  but  to  read  her  poem,  "California," 
to  know  her  passionate  lave  for  the  Golden 
State.  She,  with  her  family,  lived  during 
the   early  days  in  Los  Angeles. 

When  but  a  girl  of  twelve  Miss  Coolbrith 
wrote  her  first  poem,  and  it  was  published 
in  the  Los  Angeles  "Star."  The  poem  at- 
tracted the  attention  of  Mr.  Charles  H. 
Webb,  who  had  at  that  time  started  a  week- 
ly literary  paper  in  San  Francisco,  and  he 
begged  the  young  girl  to  write  for  his  pub- 
lication. 

After  coming  to  San  Francisco  to  live  she 
was  the  constant  companion  of  Bret  Harte. 
Charles  Warren  Stoddard,  and  later  of 
Joaquin  Miller.  Miss  Coolbrith  contri- 
tributed  to  the  "Overland  Monthly,  "The 
Californian,"  the  "Argonaut,"  the  "Alta  Cal- 
ifornia," and  other  periodicals  of  that  era. 
It  is  told  that  Bret  Harte  used  to  send  an 
imperative  summons  to  her  and  to  Mr. 
Stoddard  for  poetry.- 

Ina  Donna  Coolbrith  is  a  woman  of  great 
nobility  of  character.  For  many  years  she 
has  been  in  frail  health  and  a  great  sufferer, 
but  this  she  has  borne  with  a  fortitude  and 
a  resignation  little  short  of  heroism. 

For  many  years  she  was  the  sole  support 
of  her  widowed  mother,  a  niece  and  a 
nephew.  Gifted  beyond  most  women,  yet 
she  assumed  cheerfully  and  uncomplainly 
arduous  duties  that  were  her  lot.  She  did 
not  only  the  housekeeping,  but  worked 
many  hours  a  day  as  librarian  in  the  Oak- 
land Library  and  afterward  in  the  Mercan- 
tile Library  in  San  Francisco.  At  the  time 
of  the  calamity  of  1906  she  was  librarian 
of  the  Bohemian  Club  of  the  latter  city  and 
was  made  an  honorary  member  of  that  or- 
ganization. 

Her  home  in  San  Francisco  was  an  at- 
tractive one,  filled  with  priceless  treasures, 
gifts  from  distinguished  men  and  women 
from  all  parts  of  the  globe,  including  auto- 
graphed books,  letters  from  Tennyson, 
Browning,  Whittier,  Edward  Clarence  Sted- 
man,  Longfellow,  Bret  Harte — the  list 
would  be  a  complete  record  of  the  liter- 
ary men  and  women  of  her  day  and  time. 
Pictures  by  celebrated  artists,  gifts  of  the 
artists  themselves  hung  upon  the  walls  of 
this  home.  Portraits  of  Bret  Harte  and 
Joaquin  Miller  by  Lilian  O'Hara;  Tenny- 
sonls  smoking-cap,  presented  by  the  Laur- 
eate; Bret  Harte's  ink-well;  tributes  from 
William  Keith,  John  Greenleaf  Whittier, 
Henry  Van  Dyke  and  many  others  of  note, 
besides  a  rare  collection  of  Indian  curios 
were  scattered  about  its  spacious  rooms. 

Miss  Coolbrith  had  planned  to  write  her 
reminiscences.       She     had     scrap-books     of 


notes,  letters  and  clippings  complete  and 
the  work  well  be^un  when  the  fire  of  1906 
came.  Being  ill,  with  no  one  but  her  de- 
voted companion,  Miss  Zellar,  to  help,  all 
her  material  possessions  were  burned. 

The  years  that  followed  were  hard  ones 
on  account  of  illness.  A  small  flat  was  found 
in  the  artist  Cadenasso's  home,  on  Russian 
Hill,  and  later  through  the  kindness  of 
friends  and  the  help  of  the  Authors'  Read- 
ing, given  for  the  benefit  of  Miss  Coolbrith, 
and  her  own  indomitable  will,  she  "made 
another  home  for  herself  in  the  Russian 
Hill  district.  With  that  true  home  instinct 
which  is  one  of  the  predominant  features  of 
her  character,  she  has  gathered  other  treas- 
ures and  has  procured  again  some  of  the 
comforts  she  lost.  She  has  a  view  of  her 
beloved  bay  from  the  chamber  windows, 
where  she  is  forced  to  spend  many  weary, 
suffering  hours.  At  night,  as  she  says  in 
one  of  her  exquisite  poems,  she  may  see — 
"Below  a  sea  of  stars, 
Above  the  stars  a  sea." 

Once  a  month  a  literary  club  of  men  and 
women  meet  at  Miss  Coolbrith's  home. 
Stories,  poems,  extracts  from  novels,  mu- 
sic and  conversation  fill  an  hour  or  two  and 
give  her  the  literary  food  and  stimulus  her 
soul  craves.  A  visit  with  her  and  a  glimpse 
of  the  artistic  home  she  has  created  from 
the  ashes  of  the  past  is  considered  an  honor 
by  all  laymen.  This  home  shows  the  cour- 
age and  fortitude  of  the  woman  as  perhaps 
nothing  else  could,  for — 
"It  isn't  Life  that  matters;  it  is  the  courage 
we  put  into  it."

prospect  for  the  most  successful  year  in  its 
history.  The  School  of  Expression  has 
passed  under  the  directorship  of  Miss  Helen 
A.  Brooks,  one  of  the  best-known  of  the  fine 
circle  of  women  whom  Mrs.  Merrill  Moore 
Grigg  gathered  about  her  in  Cumnock 
School;  and  certainly  it  would  be  hard  to 
find  any  one  better  fitted  by  temperament 
and  experience  to  carry  on  the  ideals  of  the 
school  than  Miss  Brooks,  who  is  well  known 
in  club  circles  of  Southern  California  for  her 
scholarly  appreciation  of  literature  and  art 
and  her  ability  as  a  lecturer  on  these  and 
kindred  topics. 

Cumnock  School  of  Expression,  as  some 
of  our  readers  may  not  be  aware,  is  of  col- 
legiate rank,  offering  a  three-year  course 
which  provides  adequate  training  for  pro- 
fessional work  as  a  reader,  a  teacher  of 
dramatic  art,  or  a  story  teller.  At  the  same 
time  its  training,  which  develops  the  powers 
of  expression  whether  of  voice,  body,  mind 
or  spirit,  has  the  highest  value  as  the  basis 
for  general  culture. 

In  connection  with  the  Expression  School 
is  operated  Cumnock  Academy,  with  a  four- 
year  course  preparatory  to  college,  and  of- 
fering all  the  usual  high  school  subjects.  In 
the  Academy  a  three-year  Homemakers' 
course  is  offered  which  not  only  gives  com- 
plete and  adequate  instruction  in  all  phases 
of  Domestic  Science,  Household  Manage- 
ment, Dietetics,  etc.,  but  also  includes  the 
study  of  Art,  Literature,  Music,  Dramatic 
Art  and  Sociology,  each  with  regard  to  its 
special  relation  to  the  woman  in  her  home 
life,  so  that  its  graduates  are  not  only  effi- 
cient, intelligent  "home-keepers,"  but  well- 
balanced,  cultured  women  as  well.  On  the 
face  of  it,  this  course  should  fill  a  "long- 
felt-want,"  since  it  combines  the  utmost 
practicality  with  attention  to  those  things 
which  contribute,  in  Matthew  Arnold's 
phrase,  to  "sweetness  and  light."  Mrs. 
Edwin  H.  Brooks,  B.  L.,  is  now  the  Prin- 
cipal of  Cumnock  Academy,  where  she  is 
assisted  by  an  able  faculty,  whose  efforts  are 
supplemented  in  many  instances  by  instruc- 
tion from  the  specialized  group  of  experts 
on  the  faculty  of  Cumnock  School  of  Ex- 
pression. 


SAN  DIEGO   AND   THE  EXPOSITION 

As  California  is  the  world's  Mecca,  so  is 
San  Diego  the  Mecca  of  California  and  the 
Panama-California  International  Exposition 
that  of  San  Diego. 

No  better  index  of  the  permanent  value  to 
the  State  and  to  the  Southwest  of  the  great 
fair  can  be  supplied  than  the  fact  that, 
twenty  months  after  its  hospitable  gates 
were  thrown  wide  to  the  world,  they  are 
yet    thronged    with    an    army    that    eagerly

It  is  a  record  never  duplicated  nor  ap- 
proached in  this  country  nor — to  our 
knowledge — in  any  other. 

The  Panama-California  Exposition  is 
unique  among  world's  fairs  as  San  Diego  is 
unique  among  cities,  and  their  mutual 
raisons  d'etre  are  possibly  to  seek  in  that 
fact.  Although  some  outside  assistance  has 
been  pledged  the  city  to  carry  the  fair 
through  1916 — if  it  should  be  found  neces- 
sary— all  the  credit  for  the  tremendous  and 
tremendously-successful  enterprise  will,  at 
its  conclusion,  be  unreservedly  and  ungrudg- 
ingly given  to  the  merchants  and  business 
men  and  residents  of  the  city  by  the  sea. 

Not  the  least  among  those  who  have  made 
possible  the  great  achievement — probably, 
without  any  exceptions  at  all,  the  biggest 
advertisement  a  city  ever  had — are  the  club 
women  of  San  Diego  and  of  the  Southern 
District  in  general.  The  entire  Federation 
has,  of  course,  actively  interested  itself  in 
the  welfare  of  the  Exposition  and  attested  it 
by  adding  thousands  to  the  attendance,  but 
it  has  been  upon  those  of  the  South  that  the 
brunt  of  the  work  has  fallen. 

A  city  of  beauty  and  enterprise  second 
to  none  in  the  world,  San  Diego  has  accom- 
plished a  gargantuan  task  whereof  the  fruit 
is  perhaps  most  adequately  described  in  say- 
ing that  it  is  worthy  of  herself.

A  visit  and 
reception  to  the  gallery,  under  the  auspices 
of  this  association,  of  whom  Miss  Bessie 
Louise  Crouch  is  president,  is  among  the 
most  delightful  and  intellectual  experiences 
which  the  club  women  of  Sacramento  could 
hope  to  offer. 

Besides  being  hostess  to  the  gallery,  the 
Ladies'  Museum  Association  has  provided 
scholarships  for  thirty-seven  girls.  These 
girls  have,  through  the  scholarships,  been 
started  on  a  fine  education  in  art.  The  asso- 
ciation has  also  raised  a  picture  fund  of 
$1050,  to  which  will  be  added  as  large  a 
sum  as  is  necessary  to  procure  a  modern 
painting  for  the  gallery.

TO  OUR  INEXPERIENCE  BE  EVER  KIND, 
AND   TO   OUR  FAULTS  A  LITTLE  BLIND. 

September  marks  the  beginning  of  Club  activities  in  California.  It  also  marks  the 
beginning  of  our  second  year  on  the  Editorial  Staff  of  "The  Clubwoman." 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  hard  work,  but  it  has  also  been  one  of  achievements. 
We  have  seen  our  Magazine  steadily  improve  and  grow  in  interest.  But  we  realize  that 
what  small  success  it  has  attained  could  not  have  been  possible  without  the  co-operation 
and  support  of  the  clubwomen.  We  have  been  praised  and  adversely  criticized,  for  which 
we  thank  you,  especially  the  latter,  "lest  we  o'er  proud  should  be." 

This  year  we  begin  our  work  with  more  courage  and  a  larger  experience,  and  we 
hope  to  make  "The  Clubwoman"  worthy  of  the  Federation.  We  ask  the  continued  inter- 
est of  every  clubwoman.  Even  adverse  criticism  will  be  gladly  received  for,  with  Lady 
Teazle,  "We  would  rather  you  think  ill  of  us  than  not  think  of  us  at  all."  It  is  indif- 
ference that  we  most  dread.  It  is  the  greatest  hindrance  to  our  work.  The  relationship 
between  the  Federated  Department  and  the  Editor  and  Publisher  of  "The  Clubwoman, 
Mrs.  Elsie  Smith  Trueblood,  has  been  most  intimate  and  pleasant  A  trained  news- 
paper woman,  she  has  been  of  the  greatest  assistance   to   the    Federation    Editors.

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STATE  PRESIDENT'S  LETTER 


Two  events  which  history  will  record  have 
transpired  since  my  last  letter  to  you  was 
penned.  One  was  the  visit  of  Miss  Michi 
Kawai,  National  Secretary  of  the  Young 
Women's  Christian  Association  of  Japan, 
and  her  address  at  the  St.  Francis  Hotel, 
San  Francisco,  following  the  presentation  of 
the  American  flag  through  her  to  the  Coun- 
tess Okuma  of  Japan.  Miss  Kawai's  ad- 
dress was  a  rare  interpretation  of  both  the 
Oriental  and  the  Occidental  mind.  She 
drew  a  picture  in  which  humor  and  pathos 
were  strangely  blended,  and  which  brought 
out  the  needs,  physical,  social,  mental  and 
spiritual,  of  the  women  of  Japan.  Through 
the  sympathy  which  she  awakened,  many  of 
our  prominent  club  women  have  become 
members  of  the  Yu  Ai  Kai,  a  society  of 
American  Friends  of  Japanese  Women,  an 
organization  which  hopes  to  "lay  broad  and 
deep  the  foundation  of  a  lasting  friendship 
which  will  make  possible  the  interchange  of 
the  finest  things  between  the  Orient  and 
the  Occident."  This  is  one  step  toward  the 
"cultivation  of  the  international  conscious- 
ness" which  our  Peace  Department  urges. 
Its  nominal  membership  fee  of  one  dollar 
per  year  places  it  within  the  possibilities 
of  all. 

The  second  important  event  was  the  ded- 
ication of  the  Woman's  Building  on  the 
State  Fair  Grounds  at  Sacramento  on  Sep- 
tember 2nd.  This  building,  secured  through 
the  efforts  of  the  Women's  Council  of  Sac- 
ramento, the  California  Federation  of  Wo- 
men's Clubs,  and  the  Women's  Christian 
Temperance  Union,  is  destined  to  fill  a  long- 
felt  want.  Its  spacious  reception  hall,  its 
adequate  rest  rooms,  its  well-equipped  nurs- 
ery and  its  splendid  art  gallery  combine  to 
afford  comfort,  rest,  entertainment  and  edu- 
cation for  the  young  and  for  the  old.  The 
presence  of  our  General  Federation  Presi- 
dent, Mrs.  Cowles,  added  dignity  and 
strength  to  the  dedication  ceremony. 

Among  the  other  interesting  social  events 
of  the  month,  where  the  privileges  of  the 
honored  guest  were  mine,  were  the  break- 
fast of  the  Association  of  Pioneer  Women 
of  California,  the  luncheon  given  by  the  Cal- 
ifornia State  Agricultural  Society  at  Sacra- 
mento, and  the  beautiful  reception  given  by 
the  Presidents'  Assembly  of  San  Francisco. 

Attractive  Year  Books  showing  careful 
thought  in  the  preparation  of  programs  have 
been  received  from  the  Shakespeare  Club  of 
Pasadena,  the  Saturday  Afternoon  Club  of 


Santa  Rosa,  the  Saturday  Afternoon  Club  of 
Banning,  the  California  Club  of  California, 
the  Santa  Clara  Woman's  Club,  and  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution. 
Our  own  State  Year  Book  has  been  received 
with  many  expressions  of  appreciation,  and 
our  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs.  A.  E.

The  "increased  cost  of  living,"  the 
unusual  expense  at  the  beginning  of  last 
year,  the  necessary  cost  of  a  Biennial  at  the

Second — Will  you  all  send  in  your  full 
per  capita  tax,  according  to  listed  member- 
ship, at  least? 

Third — Will  you  not  all  pay  your  dues, 
and  pay  them  promptly,  remembering  that 
they  are  payable  November  1st  and  delin- 
quent April  1st  of  each  club  year?  When 
dues  become  delinquent,  as  they  frequently 
do,  because  of  changes  in  club  officers  and 
local  misunderstanding,  the  Treasurer  must 
send  out,  for  your  protection,  second  no- 
tices,— an  extra  expense.  Please  save  this 
expense  this  year;  and  in  remitting  for  dues 
do  not  fail  to  enclose  "return"  card  with 
club  data  thereon.  This  card  is  filed  and  is 
the  Treasurer's  record  of  your  club.  If  you 
do  not  send  it  she  must  fill  one  out  with 
such  data  as  she  may  obtain  from  your  let- 
ter, at  the  cost  of  time  and  extra  cards. 

There  were  pledges  for  special  funds 
made  at  Del  Monte,  some  of  which  have  not 
been  paid.  Mrs.  Frank  Fredericks  of  Stan- 
ford Court  Apartments,  San  Francisco,  will 
be  very  glad  to  receive  checks  to  cover 
same. 

In  sending  money  to  the  Treasurer  for 
Endowment  Fund,  besides  giving  the  name 
to  be  placed  on  roll  and  name  of  donor, 
please  also  state  to  whom  you  wish  formal 
receipt  sent.

COUNTRY   LIFE   DEPARTMENT 
Mrs.  Edwin  Ross,  Chairman 

In  California,  where  the  possibilities  of 
rural  development  are  so  great,  the  depart- 
ment of  Country  Life  is  most  important. 

Organization  means  greater  efficiency  and 
in  planning  our  work  let  us  keep  this  point 
in  view.  Keep  in  close  touch  with  the  State 
Commissions  on  Rural  Credits,  Marketing 
and  Immigration. 

While  recognizing  the  splendid  State 
highways,  let  us  do  our  part  by  keeping  the 
roadways  free  from  rubbish  and  unsightly 
billboards. 

Use  the  country  school  houses  for  adults 
as  well  as  children  by  establishing  Civic 
Centers  where  instruction  in  English  may 
be  given.  In  every  district  there  should  be 
a  County  Free  Library,  educational  and  hu- 
morous motion  pictures  and  a  teacherage. 

Equipment  of  recreation  grounds  in  every 
community  should  be  encouraeed  in  order 
to  keep  the  boys  and  girls  on  the  farm. 
Acquaint  the  people  with  the  possibilities 
of  the  modern  country  home,  its  pleasant 
surroundings  and  its  sanitary  conditions. 

Endeavor  to  bring  to  all,  the  opportuni- 
ties in  country  life  for  the  physical,  mental 
and  spiritual  development  of  the  race. 

In  the  Rural  School  work.  Miss  Martha 
Trimble,  and  in  Farm  Bureau  work.  Mrs. 
Edward  O.  Amundson  of  Auburn,  will  give 
special  assistance,  and  with  these  able  chair- 
men we  hope  to  make  the  Country  Life  De- 


RURAL  SCHOOLS 

Miss  Martha  Trimble,  Chairman 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  club  women  of 
the  State  may  realize  the  social  and  eco- 
nomic changes  possible  through  the  agency 
of  the  rural  school.  For  this  reason  the 
work  will  be  again  directed  toward  the  con- 
solidation of  schools.

To  accomplish  this  takes  time,  but 
there  are  many  opportunities  for  immediate 
activity.  Who  could  foresee  the  wonderful 
outcome  if  each  club  in  the  State  would  aid, 
this  year,  a  rural  school?  Paint  or  white- 
wash, trees  or  vines,  a  picture  or  a  victrola 
are  among  the  possibilities. 


FARM    BUREAU 
Mrs.  Edw.  O.  Amundsen,  Chairman 

The  importance  of  the  Farm  Bureau  in 
country  life  can  be  appreciated  only  by 
those  who  have  come  in  actual  contact  with 
the  work.  The  Farm  Bureau  is  an  organi- 
zation of  farmers  and  other  persons  inter- 
ested in  economic  and  social  development. 
In  this  work  we  have  a  corps  of  broad- 
minded,  intelligent  persons  working  to- 
gether steadily  for  the  advancement  of 
humanity  and  the  fuller  development  of  the 
human  race.  What  the  country  is  today 
the  city  will  be  tomorrow. 

The  Farm  Bureau  is  rapidly  spreading 
from  county  to  county  throughout  the 
United  States.  Where  once  established,  in 
no  instance  has  it  been  discontinued.  A 
Farm  Adviser,  appointed  jointly  by  the 
State  University  and  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  works  through  and 
in  conjunction  with  the  Farm  Bureau  to 
introduce  better  methods  of  farming  and  to 
promote  better  conditions  in  country  life. 

The  object  of  the  Farm  Bureau  Depart- 
ment of  the  California  Federation  of  Wo- 
men's Clubs  will  be  to  aid,  as  far  as  possi- 
ble, in  the  organization  of  Farm  Bureaus 
in  counties  where  not  yet  established,  until 
there  is  such  an  organization  in  every 
county  in  the  State  of  California. 

The  tentative  plan  of  work  is  to: 

(a)  Send  circular  letters,  from  time  to 
time,  to  women's  clubs  in  counties  where 
Farm  Bureaus  are  not  yet  organized. 

(b)  Have  lectures  given  by  the  writer  on 
the  organization  and  advantages  of  the 
Farm  Bureau  before  clubs  when  reouested. 

(c)  Lectures  by  members  of  the  staff  of 
the  College  of  Agriculture  when  possible 
and  advisable  to  make   such   arrangements.

CONSERVATION 


THE    COUNTY    HOSPITAL 


A   Focus  for  Public  Health — Work  for  the 
Club  Woman  of  California 


By  Adelaide   Brown,  A.B.,  M.D., 
Member  California  State   Board  of   Health 

A  composite  picture  of  our  County  Hos- 
pital shows  four  classes  of  inmates:  Surg- 
ical, class  A;  medical,  class  B;  indigent, 
class  C;  tubercular,  class  D.  Of  these,  A, 
surgical  cases,  are  the  most  interesting; 
hence  command  the  best  care. 

Class  B — Medical  cases,  where  drugs  are 
included,  in  what  the  Superintendent  con- 
tracts to  supply,  as  is  the  custom  in  many 
smaller  counties,  are  going  to  fall  short  of 
good  care.  Trained  nursing  is  rare,  except 
in  the  larger  counties. 

Class  C — The  indigent  have  no  place  in  an 
institution  built  to  care  well  for  surgical 
and  medical  cases.  The  poor  farm  should 
house  and  employ  these  people,  and  at  a 
rate  far  below  what  any  decently  managed 
hospital  must  cost.  The  sick  and  indigent 
should  not  be  under  one  roof.  They  need 
different  food,  clothes;  and  occupation 
should  be  provided  the  indigent,  which  con- 
tributes to  their  self-respect — but  NEVER 
the  job  of  waiting  on  the  sick. 

Class  D — For  the  fourth  group,  class  D, 
except  in  five  or  six  counties,  the  policy  is 
to  push  the  tubercular  along.  They  "move 
on"  not  always  to  any  better  care.  Ignored, 
they  drift  into  cheap  boarding  or  rooming 
houses,  leaving  a  trail  of  infection  behind 
them,  whereas,  if  housed  and  cared  for,  at 
least  they  could  no  harm. 

The  County  hospital  is  far  behind  in  the 
modern  trend  of  things.  The  best  care  for 
the  sick  is,  in  the  long  run,  the  cheapest. 
A  hospital  is  not  bricks  and  mortar — and  it 
is  often  a  mistake  to  build  all  the  funds  into 
walls  and  equipment;  and  leave  too  little 
for    nursing    and    food    and    medicines. 

The  care,  rather  than  the  character  of  the 
building,  is  the  point;  and  here  is  where 
more  money  should  be  allowed. 

If,  in  every  County  seat  of  California,  five 
to  twenty  women  would  study  the  house- 
keeping, the  food  supply,  the  trays,  and  the 
way  patients  are  clothed,  bathing  facilities, 
records,  etc.,  at  the  County  hospitals,  we 
feel  sure  that  the  sick,  be  they  surgical, 
medical,  or  tubercular  cases,  would  get  a 
better  deal. 


The  last  legislature  of  California  allows 
a  subsidy  of  $3  a  week  a  tubercular  patient 
to  each  County  whose  hospital  cares  for 
these  cases  in  a  way  acceptable  to  the  Board 
of  Health.  The  Bureau  of  Tuberculosis, 
State  Board  of  Health,  Sacramento,  will  let 
you  know  what  acceptable  care  is.  But 
meanwhile,  work  out  for  yourselves  how 
the  conclusions  of  this  paper  measure  up 
with  your  County  hospital  conditions.

KEEP  STUDENTS  WELL— WORK  OF 
UNIVERSITY    OF    CALIFORNIA 


V.    H.    Henderson 

The  health  of  students  is  better  protected 
at  the  University  of  California  than  when 
they  are  at  home.  That  is  what  mothers 
and  fathers  are  finding  out,  says  the  univer- 
sity. In  the  year  just  ended  over  forty-five 
hundred  students  received  treatment  or 
medical  advice,  an  average  of  eight  times, 
and  six  hundred  and  seventy-two  were  sick 
enough  to  be  put  to  bed — for  an  average  of 
five  days — and  the  cost  to  each  student  was 
only  six  dollars  a  year.  In  the  ten  years 
since  the  Infirmary  was  started,  deaths 
there  have  averaged  only  one  in  two  years, 
thought  the  student  body  nowadays  is  over 
six  thousand.  That  is  what  preventive  med- 
icine has  done  by  keeping  small  ailments 
from  becoming  serious  and  taking  care  of 
them  in  time. 

The  University  of  California  wants  to 
keep  its  students  well.  It  believes  in  pre- 
ventive medicine.  So  every  student  pays  a 
fee  of  six  dollars  each  year  and  in  return 
is  entitled  to  all  the  medical  and  hospital 
care  needed,  at  no  further  cost  unless  and 
operation  is  necessary. 

The  Infirmary  system  was  created  at  the 
University  of  California  in  1906  by  the  late 
Dr.  George  F.  Reinhardt,  and  is  now  admin- 
istered by  Professor  Robert  T.  Legge,  as 
professor  of  hygiene. 

The  physical  examination  which  is  a  re- 
quirement for  admission  to  the  universitv 
has  often  brought  about  the  recognition  and 
remedying  of  conditions  of  ill  health  which 
the  student  had  not  himself  known  to  exist. 
Often,  too,  it  has  relieved  baseless  appre- 
hensions of  students  who  imagined  there 
was  something  wrong  with  them  when  they 
were   really   perfectly   sound   and   well. 

Not  the  least  of  the  values  of  the  Infirm- 
ary system,  says  the  university,  is  the  valu- 
able opportunity  which  the  student  has  to 
get  sensible  training  in  personal  and  public 
hygiene,  through  his  access  to  the  privileges 
of  the  Infirmary  and  through  the  two  lec- 
tures a  week  on  hygiene  prescribed  for  ev- 
ery student  through  the  first  term  of  enroll- 
ment in  the  university.

What   does   this   conservation   of  forests, 
waters,    health,    etc.,    mean?      Does    it    not 
have  as  its  basis  the  sentiment  of  an  awak- 
ened people? 

Are  we  not  learning  that  it  is  better  to 
conserve  those  things  that  we  possess,  than 
to  try  and  regain  them  after  they  are  taken 
from  us?

An  illustration  of  this  fact,  and  of  the 
awakened  public  conscience  in  these  matters 


comes  from  Sonoma  County.  In  that  rich 
and  splendid  section  there  has  been  spared 
from  the  woodman's  axe  a  splendid  grove 
of  redwoods,  known  as  the  Armstrong 
Grove.  The  sentiment  of  the  people  has 
been  so  strong  in  regard  to  the  conservation 
of  this  grove  that  it  seems  almost  an  as- 
sured fact  that  the  State  will  take  over 
this  ground  and  preserve  it  as  an  outin? 
place  for  the  people — a  glorified  picnic 
grounds. 

Let  us  create  such  a  sentiment  through- 
out the  entire  State  so  that  many  more  of 
our  splendid  groves  may  be  spared  to  pos- 
terity, to  be  used  as  summer  homes  and 
Municipal  Camps. 

The  Municipal  Camp  sites  and  school  lo- 
cations in  the  forests  are  proving  of  inesti- 
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mable  value.  Los  Angeles  was  the  first 
city  in  California  to  establish  a  vacation 
camp  in  the  national  forest.  Twenty-one 
acres  in  the  Angeles  Forest  is  converted 
into  a  camp  of  forty-six  furnished  cottages, 
with   splendid  recreation  grounds. 

The  city  of  Fresno,  which  has  taken  out 
a  permit  for  the  use  of  a  fifteen-acre  camp 
on  the  shores  of  Huntington  Lake  in  the 
Sierra  National  Forest,  has  already  the 
names  of  11,000  school  children  on  its  lists 
for  whom  outings  at  low  cost  are  to  be 
provided.  Think  of  this!  What  better  can 
.  we  clubwomen  do  for  the  children  of  our 
State  than  to  work  for  the  conservation 
of  our  fast  disappearing  forests.  In  what 
better  way  can  conservation  be  taught  to 
the  children — our  future  law-makers — than 
in  this  way? 

For  many  years,  various  organizations, 
including  the  Humboldt  County  Federation 
of  Women's  Clubs,  have  endeavored  to  se- 
cure a  tract  of  redwoods  in  Humboldt 
County  known  as  Carson  Woods,  for  a  pub- 
lic park.  A  committee  composed  of  twenty- 
one  earnest  women  worked  earnestly  and 
faithfully  and  for  a  time  it  seemed  their 
efforts  would  surely  be  crowned  with  suc- 
cess, but  alas — politics  and  personal  inter- 
ests intervened,  and  proved  too  strong  a 
foe  to  cope  with  and  the  plans  of  these 
patriotic  women  were  frustrated. 

Cannot  and  will  not  the  California  Feder- 
ation of  Women's  Clubs  stand  back  of  these 
faithful  women  and  help  to  create  a  senti- 
ment that  will  save  the  Carson  Woods  of 
Humboldt  County? 


Mr.  Edward  Hyatt,  our  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction,  who  has  writ- 
ten extensively  and  earnestly  on  the  sub- 
ject, says:  "But  any  plan  will  fall  down 
utterly,  will  come  to  naught,  will  turn  to 
ashes  in  our  grasp  unless  it  can  be  backed 
up,  supported,  urged  on  by  a  strong,  stern, 
unsleeping   Public   Opinion." 

Therefore,  it  is  that  the  matter  must  be 
carried  to  the  people,  to  the  teachers,  to 
the  children.  They  must  learn  the  facts, 
and  form  their  sentiments  and  see  their 
duty.  Commissions  and  legislature  will  do 
nothing  unless  we  wake  the  patriotic  spirit 
of  the  people. 

The  movement  of  conservation  can  go  no 
further  than  public  opinion  can  carry  it, 
but  it  will  go  fully  as  far  as  public  opinion 
will  go. 

My  strongest  appeal  to  my  sister  club 
women  is  that  you  give  this  subject  a'place 
on  your  programs.  When  you  know  what 
is  actually  taking  place,  then  you  will  be- 
come interested  and  will  help  to  create  pub- 
lic opinion. 

Study  the  conservative  methods  of  lum- 
bering as  outlined  by  our  national  govern- 
ment and  let  us  work  to  have  them  applied 
to  our  California  forests. 

In  connection  with  your  Forestry  pro- 
gram plan  to  plant  trees  along  your  State 
and  County  highways — also  to  keep  from 
these  trees  unsightly  signboards — for  they 
are  not  a  "joy"  to  "the  stranger  within  thy 
gates."

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FLOOD  CONTROL 

By   Francis   Cuttle,   Chairman   Tri-Counties 

Reforestation  Committee   (Riverside     Or-, 

ange  and   San   Bernardino   Counties) 

In  this  article  it  will  be  assumed  that  no 
argument  is  necessary  to  convince  peo- 
ple that  there  is  a  great  and  pressing  need 
of  adequate  flood  control.  This  has  been 
brought  sharply  to  the  attention  of  the 
public  during  the  early  part  of  this  year  in 
California.  The  main  difficulty  is  to  get 
public  sentiment  crystallized  in  favor  of  a 
line  of  action  that  will  impress_  upon  our 
representatives  in  the  State  Legislature,  as 
well  as  the  National  Congress,  the  neces- 
sity for  laws  that  will  bring  about  the  co- 
operation of  the  Federal  Government  with 
the  States,  and  competent  organizations  for 
comprehensive  work  that  will  not  only  pre- 
vent damage  from  floods,  but  will  conserve 
flood  water  for  beneficial  uses. 

Wherever  and  whenever  the  subject  of 
flood  control  is  discussed,  there  seems  to 
arise  a  difference  of  opinion  among  those 
who  desire  only  to  protect  property  from 
damage  from  floods,  and  those  who  have 
the  largest  vision  of  not  only  preventing 
damage  from  floods,  but  at  the  some  time 
conserving  the  flood  water  for  beneficial 
use.  The  adherents  of  the  first  method  in- 
variably desire  legislation  for  the  preven- 
tion of  the  overflow  of  rivers,  that  is, 
"levees  only,"  believing  that  by  construct- 
ing a  levee  along  that  portion  of  the  river 
subject  to  overflow,  that  their  difficulties 
will  be  solved.  The  adherents  of  the  other 
method,  that  is  "control  at  the  source"  claim 
that  by  proper  care  of  the  watershed  cover, 
the  reforestation  of  denuded  areas,  the  con- 
struction of  storage  reservoirs,  and  building 
of  check  dams,  that  a  great  portion  of  the 
flood  water  of  our  great  rivers  would  be 
held  back,  and  the  river  flow  thereby  so 
regulated  that  a  much  greater  and  better 
use  of  the  water  could  be  secured  for  do- 
mestic use,  irrigation,  water  power,  navi- 
gation, and  that  the  levees  necessary  after 
"control  at  the  source"  had  been  worked 
out  to  its  greatest  possible  practicable  ex- 
tent, would  be  a  simple  matter. 

For  generations  past  the  Rivers  and  Har- 
bors bill  passed  by  each  succeeding  Con- 
gress has  provided  greater  or  smaller 
amounts  of  money  according  to  the  influ- 
ence or  pull  of  its  proponents,  for  the 
dredging  of  harbors,  the  deepening  of  river 
channels  and  the  strengthening  of  levees. 
The  last  bill  of  this  kind  is  the  one  now 
pending  before  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States,  having  passed  the  House,  known  as 
the  Humphreys-Randall  Bill,  which  pro- 
vides for  the  appropriation  of  $45,000,000 
for  levees  on  the  lower  Mississippi,  and 
$5,600,000  for  co-operation  with  the  State 
of  California  for  work  on  the  Sacramento 
River.  The  latter,  of  course,  being  a  sop 
to  western  interests  so  that  the  larger 
amount  may  be  appropriated  for  the  Mis- 
sissippi. The  greatest  difficulty  in  securing 
a  proper  bill  for  comprehensive  flood  con- 
trol,  including  proper   conservation   at   the 


river  source  is  the  old  "pork  barrel"  sys- 
tem, still  in  effect,  as  evidenced  by  the  bill 
above  referred  to.  Every  Congressman  de- 
siring to  "carry  home  in  a  basket"  an  appro- 
priation for  his  district  as  a  reward  for  his 
election  to  Congress,  and  also  an  induce- 
ment for  his  return  to  the  same  position. 
It  should  be  borne  in  mind  "that  the  Fed- 
eral government  is  now  asked  to  spend 
$45,000,000  to  raise,  strengthen  and  perfect 
a  line  of  levees  that  were  not  located  by  the 
Federal  government  or  by  anybody  with 
any  purpose  of  befitting  navigation,  but 
were  located  by  local  boards,  often  far 
enough  back  from  the  river  to  allow  for 
twenty  years  caving  before  the  levee  will 
fall  into  the  river.  Being  so  located,  they 
increase  the  bank  cavings  and  exert  no  in- 
fluence whatever  to  cause  the  river  to  scour 
a  deeper  channel  which  it  was  originallv 
claimed  the  river  would  do."  No  worse 
example  of  "pork  barrel"  legislation  has 
ever  been  before  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  than  this  so-called  "Humphreys- 
Randall  Bill,"  which  has  for  its  purpose 
the  building  of  levees  to  protect  and  in- 
crease the  value  of  swirai  and  overflow 
lands  now  held  by  private  interests,  and 
yet  some  of  our  people  in  California  are 
enthusiastically  in  favor  of  this  bill  because 
this  State  has  been  given  the  sop  of  $5,600,- 
000  toward  the  improvement  of  the  Sacra- 
mento River. 

For  several  sessions  past  Senator  New- 
lands  has  introduced  in  the  National  Con- 
gress a  bill  known  as  the  Newlands-Brous- 
sard  bill,  providing  in  a  comprehensive  way 
for  the  conservation  of  water  at  the  source 
of  all  rivers  in  the  United  States  by  all  pos- 
sible known  practicable  means,  providing 
for  an  appropriation  of  $60,000,000  per  an- 
num for  ten  consecutive  years,  to  carry  on 
this  great  work.  The  bill  also  provides  for 
the  co-operation  between  States,  Municipal- 
ities, Counties,  corporations,  individuals, 
and  provides  for  a  board  of  engineers  to 
have   charge   of   this   work.      In   December, 

1915,  at  a  conference  held  at  the  White 
House,  at  which  the  President,  Senator 
Newlands,  the  author  of  this  bill,  and  the 
Secretary  of  War,  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  Secretarv  of  Com- 
merce, and  Mr.  George  H.  Maxwell  were 
present,  it  was  decided  that  it  would  be  bet- 
ter at  this  time  to  modify  the  provisions 
of  the  Newlands  bill,  and  create  a  National 
Waterways  Council,  consisting  of  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States  as  chairman,  the 
Secretaries  above  referred,  and  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Water  Control  Board  to  be  cre- 
ated later.  This  Council  was  to  have  au- 
thority to  create  a  Water  Control  Board 
to  consist  of  an  assistant  secretary  of  each 
department  above  referred,  and  it  was  pro- 
vided that  this  Water  Control  Board  should 
give  all  of  its  time  to  working  out  compre- 
hensive plans  for  proper  control  of  water 
of  our  rivers.  In  accordance  with  this  con- 
ference,   Senator    Newlands   on   A^ril   24th, 

1916,  introduced  a  bill  in  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States  (S.  5736,  64th  Congress,  first 
session)   providing  for  the  appropriation  of 
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$60,000,000  to  be  known  as  the  River  Regu- 
lation Fund,  which  fund  shuld  be  at  the 
disposal  of  the  National  Waterways  Coun- 
cil for  carrying  out  the  plans  approved  by 
it,  prepared  by  the  Water  Control  Board. 
This  bill  appropriated  $60,000,000  to  the 
different  sections  of  the  United  States,  re- 
quiring most  urgent  attention,  and  was  not 
in  any  way  a  "pork  barrel"  measure.  How- 
ever, adherents  of  the  old  method  seem  to 
be  in  control  of  the  Congress,  as  they  have 
been  in  each  succeeding  Congress  in  the 
past,  in  favor  of  the  "pork  barrel"  system, 
so  that  the  Humphreys-Randall  bill,  herein- 
before referred  to,  passed  the  House  of 
Representatives  and  will  likely  pass  the 
Senate  of  the  United  States,  if  it  has  not 
already  done  so. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  several 
laws  on  the  statute  books  of  the  State  of 
California  designed  to  bring  about  the  con- 
trol of  flood  water,  and  prevention  of  dam- 
age from  the  same.  The  principal  difficulty 
with  these  laws  is  that  none  of  them  pro- 
vide for  the  control  of  rivers  from  the 
source  to  the  sea.  Under  none  of  them  can 
a  district  be  formed  of  territory  lying  in 
more  than  one  County.  This,  of  course, 
makes  it  impossible  to  initiate  or  carry  out 
successfully  flood  control  on  a  comprehen- 
sive scale. 

The  last  session  of  the  Legislature  cre- 
ated what  is  known  as  the  State  Water 
Problems  Conference,  consisting  of  the 
Lieutenant  Governor,  President  of  the  State 
Railway  Commission,  President  of  the 
State  Conservation  Commission,  President 
of  the  State  Reclamation  Board,  and  sev- 
eral other  experts  on  water  control.  This 
conference  has  had  many  public  hearings, 
and  invited  those  interested  to  present  plans 
for  the  control  of  floods,  and  as  usual  inter- 
ested parties  have  divided  themselves  be- 
tween "levees  only"  and  "control  from  the 
source  to  the  sea."  There  has  been  formed 
in  the  southern  counties  an  association 
known  as  the  Southern  Counties  Flood 
Control  Association.  Two  meetings  have 
been  held  in  Los  Angeles,  and  all  inter- 
ested parties  invited  to  attend  and  present 
their  views.  At  these  meetings  the  pro- 
pronents  of  "levees  only"  desired  to  have 
State  legislation  providing  for  the  forma- 
tion of  flood  control  districts  on  any  part 
of  any  watershed,  regardless  of  the  inter- 
ests of  others.  Those  who  favored  "con- 
trol from  the  source  to  the  sea"  desired 
to  have  legislation  providing  for  the  forma- 
tion of  flood  control  districts  in  one  or 
more  counties  so  that  complete  watersheds 
might  be  treated- as  one  unit,  also  providing 
that  smaller  districts  might  be  formed  on  a 
part  of  a  watershed  only  on  condition  that 
the  plans  of  such  district  should  have  the 
approval  of  some  State  authoritv  prefer- 
ably an  Assistant  State  Engineer  appointed 
for  the  purpose  of  supervising  such  plans 
before  work  could  be  commenced  for  the 
control  of  floods  on  any  portion  of  a  water- 
shed less  than  the  whole  watershed  from 
the  mountains  to  the  sea.  The  construction 
of  flood  control  works  on  a  part  of  a  water- 


shed without  regard  for  the  effect  that  such 
work  would  have  on  those  sections  of  the 
watershed  above  and  below  any  individual 
point  would,  in  many  instances,  cause  great 
damage  to  innocent  parties,  greater  possibly 
than  the  relief  afforded  to  those  coming 
under  the  protection  of  such  flood  control 
system. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  writer  the  only 
sensible  thing  to  do  is  to  provide  for  legisla- 
tion that  will  enable  interested  parties  to 
form  flood  control  districts  covering  a 
whole  watershed,  regardless  of  county  lines, 
with  the  exception  that  smaller  districts 
may  be  formed,  plans  to  be  approved  by 
State  Engineer,  as  above  referred  to,  and 
that  all  possible  influence  should  be  brought 
to  bear  upon  our  representatives  in  Con- 
gress in  favor  of  the  Newlands  bill,  which 
has  the  endorsement  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  Secretaries  of  War, 
Interior,  Agriculture  and  Commerce,  as  well 
as  many  of  the  greatest  engineers  in  the 
United  States.  This  would  tend  to  unify 
the  tremendous  amount  of  work  now  being 
carried  on  by  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey, 
the  War  Department  and  Department  of 
Agriculture  through  the  Forest  Service,  and 
would  bring  about  effectual  correlation  be- 
tween the  Federal  government  and  the  sev- 
eral States  and  communities,  counties  and 
municipal  organizations,  that  would  event- 
ually result  in  river  regulations  and  flood 
control  that  would  not  only  prevent  damage 
from  floods,  but  bring  about  the  greatest 
utilization  of  the-  waters  from  our  streams, 
which  many  believe  to  be  one  of,  if  not  the 
greatest,  national  asset.

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LIBRARY  SIGN  DAY  TODAY 


On  August  25th  an  event  unique  in  the 
history  of  library  development  was  cele- 
brated all  over  California.  What  is  even 
more  interesting,  it  is  impossible  for  this 
particular  event  to  have  happened  anywhere 
in  the  world  except  in  California. 

This  event  was  County  Free  Library  Sign 
Day.  A  sign  recently  adopted  b-"-  the  coun- 
ty free  libraries  of  the  State  was  nailed  up 
at  practically  every  branch  of  every  one  of 
the  thirty-six  Counties  that  have  adopted 
the  County  free  librarv  plan. 

This  marks  another  step  in  the  rapid 
progress  of  library  service  in  California, 
begun  in  1908,  when  County  free  library 
work  was  first  started.  From  that  modest 
start  seven  years  ago,  with  its  expenditure 
of  about  $1500  that  year,  County  free  library 


she  be  first  also  in  carrying  her  plan  to 
completion!  Will  the  next  step  be  that 
the  whole  of  California  is  covered  with 
County  free  library  service,  and  that  the 
sign  is  hanging  in  every  part  of  every 
County  in  California? 


service  has  grown  to  include  thirty-six 
Counties,  serving  over  eighteen  hundred 
branches;  has  accumulated  nearly  half  a 
million  volumes,  and  its  income  this  year 
is  over  $400,000. 

The  adoption  of  a  unform  sign  to  be  dis- 
played at  every  branch  through  which 
County  free  library  service  may  be  obtained 
is  a  big,  unifying  step  in  the  work,  and 
calls  especial  attention  to  the  main  aims  of 
the  County  free  library  plan — equal,  eco- 
nomical and  complete  library  service  for 
everyone  wherever  he  may  happen  to  make 
his  home. 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  work  indicates 
that  in  a  few  years  every  County  in  Cali- 
fornia will  have  such  a  library  service. 
There  is  no  reason  why  they  should  not. 
It  is  most  economical,  as  it  means,  because 
of  co-operation,  the  greatest  service  for  the 
least  tax.  It  is  fair  and  equal,  as  everyone 
may  be  reached  on  the  same  basis  of  ser- 
vice. It  is  as  complete  as  possible,  since 
the  County  service  is  supplemented  by  the 
State  Library,  and  through  it,  by  access  to 
big  libraries  everywhere. 

California  stands  first  in  having  a  plan 
for  free  and  complete  library  service.     May

PROPOSED    CHANGES    IN   COMMUN- 
ITY   PROPERTY    LAW 


The  Woman's  Legislative  Council  will 
hold  its  annual  meeting  in  Los  Angeles  Oc- 
tober 19th,  at  which  time  definite  bills  to 
present  to  the  Legislature  covering  the 
three  subjects  of  legislation  as  adopted  by 
the  Council  will  be  decided  upon.  The 
October  executive  board  meeting  and  a  con- 
ference of  delegates  will  be  held  in  San 
Francisco  October   13th  and   14th. 

We  present  in  this  issue  a  discussion  of 
the  proposed  changes  in  the  community 
property  laws  of  the  State,  as  viewed  by 
Mrs.  W.  E.  Colby,  representative  of  the 
California  Civic  League,  and  Mrs.  H.  J.

Of  utmost  importance  to  the  women  of 
California  will  be  the  community  property 
amendments  to  be  submitted  to  the  next 
session  of  the  Juegislature.  But  this  is  not 
news.  We  have  heard  so  much  during  the 
last  five  years,  since  the  grant  of  suffrage 
to  the  women  of  the  State,  of  our  unjust 
community  property  laws,  that  we  are  all 
more  or  less  aware  of  the  great  need  of  a 
revision.  But  if  we  are  to  have  new  com- 
munity property  laws,  then  let  us  have 
just  laws 

The  present  community  property  laws 
give  the  husband,  upon  the  death  of  the 
wife,  the  entire  community  property  with- 
out an  act  of  administration.  But  upon 
the  death  of  the  husband,  the  wife  receives 
but  one-half  of  the  community  property, 
and  this  one-half  is  subject  to  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  estate,  the  family  debts,  the 
cost  of  the  court,  and  the  counsel  fees.  And 
after  all  these  deductions  have  been  made, 
her  one-half  is  then  subject  to  the  inheri- 
tance tax!  Briefly  speaking  the  law  should 
be  amended: 

First — So  that  all  community  realty  be 
held  jointly,  'thus  eliminating  all  oppor- 
tunity for  an  unscrupulous  husband  to  dis- 
pose of  the  property  without  the  consent  of 
the  wife,   as  can  now  be   legally  done. 

Second — The  wife  should  be  given  the 
testamentary  disposition,  or  the  right  to 
will  away  her  share  of  the  community  prop- 
erty, a  privilege  now  allowed  the  husband. 
This  would  preclude  the  possibility,  in  the 
event  of  the  death  of  the  wife,  of  the  hus- 
band remarrying  and,  under  the  influence 
of  the  second  wife,  disinheriting  the  chil- 
dren of  the  first  wife. 

Third — The  law  should  be  amended  so 
that  the  wife  may  receive  her  share  of  the 
community  property  without  recourse  to 
probate,  another  privilege  now  accorded  the 
husband. 

Fourth — The  wife's  share  of  the  com- 
munity property  should  be  exempt  from  the 
payment  of  the  inheritance  tax.  This  last 
amendment  is  of  paramount  importance, 
especially  as  there  is  so  much  misconcep- 
tion and  confusion  of  thought  regarding 
the  phrase,   community  property. 

Community  property  is  all  property  ac- 
quired during  marriage  by  husband  and 
wife,  or  both,  irrespective  of  property  owned 
by  either  before  marriage,  or  afterward 
acquired  by  gift,  devise,  bequest  or  descent. 

The  vast  majority  of  the  population  of 
California,  especially  of  the  southern  part, 
comes  from  states  where  the  wife  inherits 
from  husband's  estate,  through  a  dower 
right.  But  the  mere  act  of  their  moving 
to  California,  does  riot  make  the  property 
gathered  in  those  states  under  different 
laws,  community  property  when  brought 
into  this  State,  as  is  erroneously  and  so 
generally  believed  by  many.  Such  prop- 
erty comes  in  as  the  separate  property  of 
the  husband,  and  is  so  held  by  the  law  of 
this  commonwealth. 
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And  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  hus- 
band, the  wife  succeeds  to  the  property,  as 
the  heir  of  his  separate  estate.  At  least 
65  per  cent  of  the  estates  offered  for  pro- 
bate in  the  courts,  especially  of  Southern 
California,  are  where  the  wife  inherits  prop- 
erty, or  the  accumulated  earnings  on  prop- 
erty made  here,  but  on  capital  brought  in 
originally  from  one  of  the  dower  States. 
So,  unless  the  law  is  amended  so  as  to  in- 
clude, and  exempt  from  the  payment  of  the 
inheritance  tax  the  wife's  share,  whether 
it  be  derived  from  the  communitv  or  sep- 
arate property  of  the  husband,  it  will  be  of 
little  value,  and  small  benefit  to  the  great 
majority   of   the   women    of   the    State. 

Let  us  not  seek  legislation  for  35  per  cent 
of  the  women  of  California! 

Let  us  ask  justice  for  all. 

As  Abraham  Lincoln  said  once  in  the 
heat  of  a  campaign:  "We  are  not  bound 
to  win,  but  we  are  bound  to  be  right." 


By  Mrs.  W.  E.  Colby 
To  state  what  changes  are  needed  in  our 
present  laws  affecting  the  property  relation 
of  husband  and  wife — and  children — is  a 
very  simple  matter.  We  want  the  ideal 
law,  that  giving  to  the  wife  and  the  hus- 
band equal  rights  in  the  property  accumu- 
lated during  marriage,  and  protecting  the 
children  from  the  possibility  of  being  dis- 
inherited through  the  neglect  or  indifference 
of  either  parent. 

But  so  many  things  must  be  considered, 
the  rights  of  creditors,  of  other  relatives  of 


the  husband  or  wife,  the  existing  fabric  of 
business,  that  the  ideal  law  can  only  be 
attained  by  degrees,  by  doing  today  that 
which  we  are  sure  will  better  the  situation, 
and  not  that  which,  while  better  in  some 
ways,  will  still  leave  the  situation  as  unsat- 
isfactory to  one  party,  as  it  now  is  to  the 
other. 

Last  year's  Legislative  Committee,  C.  F. 
W.  C,  presented  these  suggestions: 

On  the  death  of  either  husband  or  wife, 
without  children,  all  the  communitv  prop- 
erty should  go  to  the  survivor.  If  there 
are  children,  half  should  go  to  the  wife, 
half  to  the  children,  with  some  provision 
delaying  distribution,  or  division,  till  the 
death  or  remarriage  of  the  surviving  spouse. 
This,  where  the  deceased  spouse  has  made 
no  will. 

Either  should  be  able  to  dispose  by  will 
of  half  of  the  community  property,  such 
distribution  to  take  place  on  the  death  of 
the  survivor,  who  should  be  able  until  death, 
or  remarriage,  to  enjoy  the  whole. 

The  title  to  all  real  property,  bought  with 
community  funds,  should  be  in  the  name  of 
the  husband  and  wife,  as  joint  tenants,  with 
right   of   survivorship. 

The  removal  of  the  wife's  share  of  the 
community  property  from  the  operation  of 
the  Inheritance  Tax. 

This   program   will,    I    know,    not    satisfy 

those   who   see   only   the   point   of   the   few 

wives  who   earn,   or  more   than   earn,   their 

share   of   the    community   property;    it   will

With  the  autumn  comes  the  opening  of 
the  various  clubs  throughout  the  entire  Ala- 
meda District. 

In  contrast  to  the  message  that  has  come 
to  us  through  many  decades,  viz.:  "The  har- 
vest is  plenteous  and  the  laborers  are 
few,"  we  must  read:  "The  harvest  is  plent- 
eous and  the  laborers  are  many,"  for  our 
clubs  are  wide-awake  and  much  has  already 
been  foretold  in  the  year-books  and  pros- 
pective programs  already  prepared  for  the 
coming  year's  work. 

Two  new  clubs  have  come  into  the  Feder- 
ation very  recently  and  already  they  have 
wakened  to  the  civic  needs  in  their  home 
town  and  are  trying  to  better  conditions. 

The  work  of  the  District  has  been  ordered 
according  to  the  new  plan  of  co-operation, 
as  worked  out  by  the  State  Board.  The 
workers  dropped  into  line  at  once  and  as 
few  changes  as  possible  were  made,  for  I 
think  that  Chairmen  can  do  more  effective 
work  the  second  year  than  the  first.  Some 
of  the  Chairmen  and  Sub-chairmen  have 
been  taking  special  work  in  their  subjects 
at  Stanford  University  and  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  California,  and  are  anxious  to  give 
the  best  knowledge  possible  to  those  inter- 
ested in  their  work. 

Education  is  one  of  the  leading  topics  for 
the  coming  year,  and  we  are  interested  in 
getting  the  very  young  children  started  in 
being  correctly  trained.  Miss  Ethalind 
Bonney,  State  President  of  Schoolwomen's 
Clubs,  together  with  the  Schoolwoman's 
Club  of  Stockton  have  been  instrumental  in 
the  establisment  of  three  public  kindergar- 
tens in  the  city  of  Stockton.  The  Board 
of  Education  was  asked  to  institute  four, 
but    funds    for    only    three    were    available. 


Teachers  especially  trained  for  kindergarten 
work  have  already  been  engaged  and  these 
kindergartens  will  open  on  September  11th, 
the  date  of  t  he  opening  of  the  public 
schools.  The  Women's  Improvement  Club 
of  Pleasanton  has  been  successful  in  secur- 
ing one  public  kindergarten  for  that  city. 
I  hope  there  are  many  others  throughout 
the  District. 

At  every  meeting  of  the  District  Board 
last  year  several  hours  were  given  for  an 
open  forum,  the  Presidents  of  all  the  clubs 
being  invited  to  be  present  and  to  partici- 
pate in  the  same.  The  same  plan  will  be 
pursued  this  year,  for  it  has  proven  bene- 
ficial in  many  ways. 

In  the  last  issue  of  "The  Clubwoman"  the 
various  State  Chairmen  outlined  their  plans 
so  comprehensively  that  "he  who  runs  may 
read,"  therefore  the  work  of  the  District 
Chairman   is  made  plain. 


SAN  FRANCISCO  DISTRICT

A  busy  period  of  work  began  for  the  San 
Francisco  District  when,  at  the  board  meet- 
ing, held  on  the  28th  of  August,  the  various 
Chairmen  outlined  their  plans  for  the  com- 
ing year. 

The  Chairman  of  Art,  Miss  DeNeale  Mor- 
gan of  Carmel,  is  co-operating  with  the  San 
Francisco  Art  Association  in  their  work  of 
presenting  special  privileges  to  clubwomen.

These  privileges 
we  consider  of  great  value  to  clubs  so  situ- 
ated that  they  have  not  the  opportunity 
often  to  see  the  art  gallery  or  hear  the 
lectures. 

Similarly  I  could  give  an  idea  of  the  work 
planned  by  the  different  Chairmen,  but  the 
space  allotted  to  me  does  not  permit.  In 
July  the  San  Francisco  District  President 
took  part  in  the  ceremony  of  laying  the 
cornerstone  of  the  Palo  Alto  Woman's  Club 
House.

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CARMEL  PRODUCTION  OF  "THE  PIPER" 

(Written   by   a    Member   of   the    Arts    and  Crafts  Club) 


Probably  no  other  woman's  club  in  the 
country  has  achieved  a  more  remarkable 
success  in  the  way  of  dramatic  ventures 
than  has  the  Carmel  Club  of  Arts  and 
Crafts. 

At  the  renowned  Forest  Theatre  of  Car- 
mel, this  club  presented  what  is  possibly  the 
most  beautiful  drama  written  in  the  last 
decade,  "The  Piper"  by  Josephine  Preston 
Peabody  (Mrs.  Lionel  Marks).  No  pains 
were  spared  in  making  the  performances  ar- 
tistic and  at  the  same  time  spectacular. 
Eighty  persons  were  used  in  the  cast,  some 
of  them  being  noted  writers  and  artists  of 
the  Carmel  colony.  A  Hamelin  village 
scene  was  executed  for  the  production  by 
M.  deNeale  Morgan  and  Arthur  Vachell, 
both   excellent  artists. 

Practically  all  of  the  costumes  were  spe- 
cially designed  and  made  by  members  of 
Arts  and  Crafts  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Mary  E.  Hand,  president,  from  the  huge, 
bulging  dresses  of  the  "hausfraus"  down 
to  the  tiniest  smocks  of  the  four-year-old 
children.  Even  the  pied  cloak  of  the  Piper 
himself,  a  gorgeous  patterned  affair  of  reds 
and  greens  and  yellows,  was  fashioned  and 
stenciled  in  one  of  the  local  studios.  And 
all  this  labor  not  for  money,  not  for  glory, 
but  for  love  of  it  and  for  achievement. 

In  review  of  the  production  one  San 
Francisco  paper  remarks  that  "In  the 
'Piper'  Carmel  found  itself  in  dramatic  art." 
What   higher  praise   could   be   desired? 

Mr.  Glenn  Hughes,  lately  of  Stanford 
University,  and  author  of  the  Civic  Pageant 
of  Long  Beach,  was  the  producer  of  the 
play. 


Most  delightful  ensembles  were  obtained 
throughout  all  of  the  four  acts.  Particu- 
larly lovely  were  the  scenes  which  showed 
the  thirty  or  forty  children  of  Hamelin  hid 
deep  in  the  "Hollow  Hill,"  happy  and  radi- 
ant under  the  spell  of  the  magic  pipe.  The 
characters  of  the  townspeople  were  all  rep- 
resented by  local  writers,  artists  and  busi- 
ness people.  There  was  no  need  of  deep 
lines  of  makeup  in  this  production,  for  the 
characters  were  chosen  for  their  natural  ap- 
pearance in  real  life.  The  grown  people 
of  Carmel  have  been  trained  to  act  in  past 
years,  much  as  the  people  of  Oberammer- 
gau  have  been  trained  to  act.  Most  of  them 
have  never  been  behind  a  real,  honest-to- 
goodness  stage  in  their  lives,  and  have  no 
ambition  ever  to  be.  But  they  have  play- 
ed at  the  wholesome  game  of  outdoor 
dramatics  under  the  black  pines  of  the  For- 
est Theatre  year  after  year,  and  when  they 
play  parts  they  live  them.  No  other  village 
in  America  has  shown  such  a  unique  and 
delightful  spirit  of  play  among  its  residents, 
old  and  young,  as  has  Carmel-by-the-Sea. 

The  leading  men  in  "The  Piper"  were 
Ludovic  Bremner,  Arthur  Cyril  and  Gor- 
don Davis.  All  three  of  these  players  have 
had  first-class  professional  experience,  and 
they  lent  life  and  smoothness  to  the  entire 
play. 

Most  remarkable  of  all  the  facts  con- 
nected with  the  production  is  one  which 
brings  joy  to  the  hearts  of  everyone.  Actual 
profits  were  made  above  all  expenses.  As 
secondary  as  this  consideration  is  when 
compared  with  the  artistic  quality  of  a  play, 
it  still  deserves  attention,  for  amateur  dra- 
matics suffer  more  from  financial  loss  than 
from  any  other  one  factor.

An  all-day  meeting  of  the  Federation  Sec- 
retaries of  the  various  federated  Woman's 
Clubs  was  held  at  the  Broadway  Audito- 
rium, on  Saturday,  September  2.  Not  for  a 
long  time  has  a  meeting  at  which  were 
present  so  many  representatives  of  the 
smaller  clubs  been  held.  Mrs.  J.  A.  Mat- 
thews, Los  Angeles  District  Chairman  of 
Club  Extension,  was  the  principal  speaker  of 
the  morning.

FAMILIAR  NOTES  ON  BRET  HARTE 
CHARACTERS  AND   COUNTRY 


Mary  H.   Crocker 

We  have  all  read  many  of  the  Bret  Harte 
stories,  which  as  simple  stories  mav  not 
always  have  appealed  to  us,  but  their  set- 
ting, the  camp,  the  cabin,  the  frying  pan 
hospitality,  are  the  enduring  pictures.  It  is 
interesting  to  know  that  Bret  Harte  has 
said,  of  all  his  characters,  only  one  was 
drawn  from  his  imagination,  all  others  were 
actual  prototypes  of  the  times  of  which  he 
wrote.  I  am  willing  to  admit,  so  far  as  my 
knowledge  goes  of  the  types  of  those  early 
days,  there  has  been  no  exaggeration  in  the 
delineation  of  his  characters  and  nothing  in 
his  wildest  tales  that  has  not  found  a  paral- 
lel or  counterpart  in  actual  life.  Many  of 
his  pioneer  stories  have  their  setting  in 
Tuolumne  County.  History  records  that  as 
early  as  the  summer  of  1848  a  party  of  Phil- 
adelphians  located  in  Tuolumne  County  at 
Woods  Crossing,  so  named  for  their  leader, 
the  Rev.  James  Woods.  This  was  the  first 
mining    settlement.      A   party    of    Mexicans 


soon  followed,  but  the  grand  rush  to  the 
gold  diggings  began  in  1849,  and  from  that 
time  on  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  possibly 
no  county  in  any  state  can  boast  of  such 
stirring  history.  I  have  heard  our  Argo- 
nauts say  the  whole  country  was  a  marvel 
of  beauty  before  the  stampede  to  the  gold 
mines  began.  The  primeval  forest,  the  vir- 
gin soil,  the  carpets  of  wild  flowers,  the 
lovely  meadows  of  wild  grasses,  the  distant 
snow-covered  peaks  inspired  the  most  in- 
tense admiration.  It  seemed  a  pity  that  the 
greed  for  gold  must  disturb  the  pristine 
beauty  of  the  almost  sublime  scene,  where 
only  the  Indian,  the  deer  and  the  wild 
creatures  of  the  forest  held  undisputed  sway. 

Passing  through  the  Bret  Harte  country 
at  the  present  time,  one  can  have  small  con- 
ception of  the  stirring  scenes  and  activities 
of  the  SO's,  when  fortunes  were  sometimes 
made  and  lost  in  a  day.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered the  pioneers  came  from  all  sections  of 
the  East,  often  representing  the  best  fami- 
lies. Among  them  were  men  of  the  cloth — 
professors  and  college  men — all  mingling 
with  the  rough  element  of  the  mining 
classes.  They  were  young  and  enthusiastic, 
seeing  life  through  a  golden  haze,  and  added 
to  these  was  a  large  percentage  of  Mexicans 
and  native  Indians.  There  was  no  law,  no 
order,  except  such  as  was  dictated  by  the 
better  or  saner  classes.  It  is  not  surprising 
that  Judge  Lynch  and  mob  violence  pre- 
vailed in  some  instances,  and  yet  it  is  on 
record  that  in  the  very  early  days  it  was 
safe  to  leave  any  amount  of  gold  or  treasure 
in  the  cabins  with  unlocked  doors,  such  was 
the  sense  of  honor  and  honesty  in  the  min- 
ing camps. 

But  this  wonderful  human  trust  did  not 
long  prevail,  for  there  began  to  be  rumors 
of  sluice-robbing,  hold-ups,  and  considerable 
gunning,  which  stirred  the  mining  commun- 
ity into  action  and  greater  vigilance.  Faro 
tables  and  monte  banks  became  a  feature  of 
the  camps.  The  professional  Rambler  who 
had  always  had  the  appearance  of  the  fine 
gentleman,  came  periodically  to  clean  up 
the  town,  and  the  average  miner  usually 
brought  his  day's  findings  Oi  gold  dust,  five 
dollars  or  five  hundred  dollars,  to  the  game. 
Before  gold  scales  came  into  use  a  pinch  of 
gold  dust  between  the  thumb  and  finger  was 
called  a  dollar,  a  teaspoonful  passed  for  an 
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Hammond  Lumber  Company  i

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ounce,  and  a  wineglass  ful  was  $100,  while 
a  tumbler  full  was  called  $1000. 

Another  feature  of  the  early  days  was  the 
Spanish  Fandango  houses.  Some  of  these 
were  centers  of  great  elegance,  the  walls 
lined  with  Venetian  mirrors,  costly  pictures, 
the  furnishings  and  fixtures  being  of  the 
rarest.  Sonora  at  one  time  had  five  of  these 
resorts.  When  the  first  theatrical  troupe 
appeared  the  miners  were  so  deliehted  with 
the  performance  that  they  covered  the  stage 
with  purses  of  gold  dust,  and  insisted  on 
escorting  the  actors  to  their  apartments. 
The  appearance  of  the  Hurdy  Gurdy  danc- 
ing girls  was  one  of  interest.  They  taught 
the  miners  to  dance,  helping  greatly  the 
amusements  of  the  day.  They  were  consid- 
ered very  correct  morally.  The  ball  coats 
worn  at  this  time  were  of  the  finest  broad- 
cloth lined  with  quilted  red  silk,  the  cost 
being  $80,  and  when  there  was  a  marriage 
in  mining  circles  it  was  the  custom  for  the 
bridegroom  to  furnish  the  wedding  dress 
and  slippers.  My  only  souvenir  of  the  early 
days  is  a  pair  of  these  white  kid  shoes, 
which  fell  to  me  because  they  happened  not 
to  fit  the  feet  for  which  they  were  intended. 
These  shoes  lace  on  the  side  and  have  no 
heels,  and  are  as  much  a  contrast  to  the 
present-day  footgear  as  are  the  times. 

A  courtesv  of  the  mining  camp,  whenever 
a  visitor  called,  was  to  wash  out  a  pan  of 
pay  dirt  from  the  sluices  and  show  him  the 
prospect.  No  miner  failed  in  this  courtesy. 
If  the  miner  was  away  from  home,  the 
caller  or  traveler  was  expected  to  enter  his 
cabin  and  help  himself  to  whatever  provi- 
sions he  had  on  hand. 

The  story  would  be  too  long  to  attempt 
even  a  brief  description  of  the  times  when 
the  search  for  gold  dominated  the  ambition 
of  every  man  in  Tuolumne  County.  They 
were  days  into  which  much  lawlessness, 
much  dissipation  entered;  days  of  high 
hopes  and  corresponding  despair.'  The  color 
of  romance  was  over  everything.  Great 
stress  has  been  laid  on  the  lawlessness  of 
the  times  and  the  lack  of  religious  influence 
as  prescribed  by  the  orthodox   faith.     The 


miners  made  no  pretentions,  but  they  were 
well  versed  in  the  gospel  of  charity,  and  its 
mantle  also.  Many  a  family  has  been  made 
comfortable  by  their  good  offices;  many  an 
unfortunate  prospector  has  been  tided  over, 
— grubstaked, — to  prosperity. 

The  old-fashioned  stage-coach  was  by  all 
odds  the  most  important  factor  as  a  con- 
necting link  of  civilization  with  semi-civili- 
zation; in  other  words,  Stockton  with  So- 
nora and  the  camps.  Next  in  importance 
were  the  freighters.  The  times  were  tense 
with  excitement, — there  was  youth  and  hope 
unbounded. 

Into  this  maze,  this  boom  of  events, 
walked  Bret  Harte,  a  youth  of  possibly  20 
years,  modest,  unassuming,  essaying  only  to 
become  a  common  miner.  It  is  not  strange 
that  many  of  the  pioneers  who  must  have 
met  him  did  not  remember  him,  for  he  was 
not  writing  California  stories  then,  nor  for 
many  years  afterward.  He  was  accepted  as 
one  of  the  boys,  and  handed  the  usual  pick, 
pan  and  shovel.  He  was  digging  deeper 
than  they  knew.  He  was  less  than  a  year 
in  the  mining  section- of  the  foothills,  but  it 
was  enough  to  gather  and  store  impressions 
that  through  his  stories  have  thrilled  the 
world  and  immortalized  his  name.  Ten- 
nessee and  his  partner  were  our  very  good 
friends  for  all  the  years  of  our  sojourn  in 
the  Sierras.  The  story  was  founded  on  the 
Damon-and-Pythias-like  friendship  of  Mr. 
Chaffee  and  Mr.  Chamberlain. 


Mrs.  A.  W.  Keitle,  a  member  of  the  ex- 
clusive Aldine  Club  of  Stockton,  has  been 
appointed  press  chairman  of  the  district 
to  succeed  Mrs.  Geo.

SULPHUR  MOUNTAIN  SPRINGS 


One  of  the  most  beautiful  spots  south  of 
the  Tehachepi  is  found  at  Sulphur  Moun- 
tain Springs.  Unlike  the  usual  treeless  and 
desert-like  appearance  of  much  of  the 
Southwest,  the  monutains  here  are  covered 
with  a  dense  forest  of  soft  green  foliage. 
The  giant  sycamore,  wild  walnut  and  other 
trees  which  drop  their  leaves  in  winter, 
lend  a  striking  beauty  to  the  mammoth  live 
oak  which  stand  as  silent  and  impressive 
sentinels,  sending  forth  the  call  of  the  wild 
and  its  voiceless  echoes  to  the  lonely 
traveler. 

Strange  pioneer  mysteries  and  traditions, 
Indian  tales  and  wierd  romances  hover 
about  this  beautiful  spot.  At  the  foot  of 
the  mountain  dashes  a  wonderful  trout 
stream,  singing  its  eternal  song  of  joy  and 
gladness  as  its  rushes  and  swirls  over  the 
rocks. 

Beyond  this  stream  and  its  immediate 
foothills  looms  the  wierd  and  ponderous 
Topa  Topa.  Topa  Topa,  like  Sulphur 
Mountain  Springs,  has  no  rival  and  ho  peer. 
Around  its  wonderful  summit  clings  a  halo 
of  ancient  tradition  and  mystery,  elusive 
and  alluring  as  the  fickle  ever-changing  out- 
lines of  its  crest,  which  looms  seven  thou- 
sand feet  into  the  fogless  blue,  beaming  its 
welcome  smile  to  all  who  enter  this  beau- 
tiful gateway  of  the  famed  Valley  of  Ojai. 

Aside  from  its  forests  and  wonderful 
scenic  beauty,  Sulphur  Mountain  Springs 
seems  to  be  an  inexhaustible  fountain  of 
numberless  living  springs.  Some  of  them 
are  fresh  water  springs,  cold,  clear  and  deli- 
cious. Many  of  them  are  rich  in  mineral 
and  curative  properties.  There  are  half  a 
dozen  or  more  sulphur  springs,  while  some 
are  unusual  for  their  lithia,  magnesia,  iron 
and  other  content. 

One  other  unique  feature  of  this  favored 
spot  is  its  accessibility.  Situated  directly 
on    the    main    traveled    county    road    from 


Santa  Paula  to  Nordhoff,  it  is  but  seventy- 
three  miles  from  Los  Angeles,  most  of  the 
route  leading  over  the  State  Highway  with 
good  roads  from  Saticoy  to  Santa  Paula 
and  on  to  the  Soring,  or  via  Saugus,  Fill- 
more and  Santa  Paula. 

At  the  base  of  Sulphur  Mountain,  where 
many  of  its  springs  are  located,  nestle  nu- 
merous tents  and  cottages  which,  summer 
or  winter,  provide  accommodations  to  the 
sojourner.

not  satisfy  those  who  desire  "equal  rights 
in  the  eyes  of  the  law  for  men  and  women." 
But  I  wish  I  had  time  to  show  that  in  many 
instances  the  women  are  favored  now  by 
the  law,  to  show  that  many  of  us  do  not 
want  to  lose  those  privileges,  nor  to  take 
the  added  responsibilities  that  come  with 
added  privileges.  I  wish  I  could  show  you 
the  very  real  objections  to  the  division  of 
the  community  property  on  the  death  of 
either  spouse.  I  can  only  say  that  after 
much  study  and  consultation  the  sugges- 
tions made  here  seem  vital,  fair,  feasible. 

In  conclusion  I  can  only  hope  that  in 
urging  new  legislation  on  this  subject  the 
women  will  consider  all  sides  of  the  ques- 
tion, will  consider  the  effect  of  the  new  leg- 
islation they  may  desire,  will  realize  that 
while  our  present  laws  are  not  perfect,  to 
attain  perfection  by  legislation  which  must 
operate  as  fairly  as  possible  toward  all  the 
different  situations  under  which  it  must 
operate,  is  very  difficult,  if  not  impossible.

Every  new  club  house  marks  an  advance 
step  for  the  California  Federation,  and  the 
past  month  has  witnessed  the  opening  of 
two  of  these.

The  good  news  of  the  appointment  of 
Mrs.  Rose  V.  S.  Berry  as  vice-chairman 
of  Art,  and  of  Mrs.  Harriet  Williams  Myers 
as  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Birds  and 
Wild  Life  for  the  General  Federation  has 
reached  us  this  month,  and  we  rejoice  over 
this  recognition  of  two  more  of  our  women 
who  have  rendered  faithful  service  and 
shown  expert  knowledge  in  our  State. 
California's  Director  of  the  General  Feder- 
ation, Mrs.  E.  G.  Denniston,  has  returned 
from  the  first  Board  meeting  held  since 
Mrs.  Cowles'  return  from  the  Biennial.

STATE  FEDERATION   SUBSCRIPTION   CONTEST 


Gratifying  response  has  marked  the 
launching  of  the  Clubwoman  subscription 
contest  among  the  six  districts  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Federation  of  Women's  Clubs.  The 
proposition  has  been  presented  by  the  dis- 
trict presidents  to  their  several  executive 
boards  with  uniformly  favorable  results. 
Owing  to  the  lateness  with  which  some  of 
the  clubs  resumed  work  this  season  the 
matter  is  as  yet  fairly  under  way  only  in  the 
Southern.  San  Joaquin  and  Northern  dis- 
tricts. In  the  last-named  several  of  the 
district  officers  are  taking  personal  charge 
of  the  work  and,  under  the  able  direction 
of  Mrs.  Bradford  Woodbridge,  president, 
the  district  is  being  apportioned  for  con- 
test purposes  among  representatives  of  the 
larger  clubs — a  device  which  may  be  found 
useful  elsewhere.  "We  are  out  to  win  the 
first  prize,"  writes  Mrs.  Woodbridge,  whose 
recent  illness  has  in  no  wise  diminished  her 
enthusiasm  and  energy  in  everything  which 
makes  for  the  benefit  of  the  Federation. 
Her  many  friends  will  rejoice  to  learn  that 
she  is  much  better. 

For  those  not  yet  familiar  with  the 
details  of  the  contest  the  announcement  is 
here  repeated: 

In  order  to  further  enlarge  the  scope  and 
usefulness  of  the  The  Clubwoman  as  the 
official  organ  of  the  California  Federation 
of  Women's  Clubs  by  causing  it  to  come 
regularly  into  the  hands  of  a  greater  num- 
ber of  club  members  to  the  success  of 
whose  correlated  work  its  monthly  messages 
are  essential,  a  device  for  increasing  the 
subscription  lists  has  been  decided  upon 
which,  it  is  believed,  will  prove  of  very 
material  financial  advantage  to  the  clubs 
themselves. 

With  the  approval  and  the  indorsement 
of  the  advisory  board,  a  subscription  contest 
is  to  be  held,  beginning  September  IS, 
closing  March  15,  1917,  the  six  Federation 
Districts  of  the  State  participating.  A 
committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  advisory 
board  will  act  as  judges  and  as  custodians 
of  the  moneys  reveived.  Twenty-five  per 
cent  of  the  total  funds  realized  will  be  set 
aside  to  be  divided  into  cash  prizes  for  the 
contesting  districts.  This  will  be  awarded 
as  follows: 

To  the  district  securing  the  largest  num- 
ber   of   yearly    subscriptions    to   The    Club- 


woman at  $1  each,  in  proportion  to  the 
total  membership  of  that  district,  will  be 
awarded  nine  per  cent  of  all  the  money 
received  from  all  the  districts.  The  district 
securing  the  second  largest  number  propor- 
tionate to  its  membership  will  receive  six 
per  cent;  the  third,  four  per  cent;  the  fourth, 
three  per  cent;  the  fifth,  two  per  cent;  and 
the  sixth,  one  per  cent.  For  example,  if, 
out  of  the  33,000  members  of  the  Federa- 
tion 5,000  subscriptions  are  secured  by  all 
the  districts  together,  the  cash  prizes  will 
be: 

First   Prize— $450  Fourth  Prize— $150 

Second  Prize— $300      Fifth  Prize— $100 
Third   Prize— $200        Sixth  Prize— $50 

The  relative  standing  of  the  contesting 
districts  will  be  determined  by  dividing  the 
total  number  of  subscriptions  each  secures 
by  the  total  membership  of  that  district  as 
set  forth  in  the  Year  Book.  The  standing 
of  each  district,  determined  by  the  number 
of  subscriptions,  accompanied  by  their  cash 
equivalent,  received  from  it  by  the  com- 
mittee of  judges  by  the  tenth  of  each  month, 
will  be  printed  in  The  Clubwoman  of  that 
month.  All  paid  subscriptions  mailed  to 
the  committee  before  midnight  of  March 
15,  1917  will  count  in  the  final  award.  Re- 
newals shall  count  as  one-half  a  subscrip- 
tion each. 

Each  district  may  conduct  its  camoaign 
in  any  manner  desired.  For  the  sake  of 
unifority  it  is  suggested  that  the  district 
presidents  be  in  general  charge  and  that  the 
district  press  chairmen  act  as  the  executives, 
receiving  the  subscriptions  from  their  res- 
pective districts  and  forwarding  them  to  the 
committee    of   judges. 

A  word  as  to  The  Clubwoman  itself. 
Every  effort  is  being  made  by  the  State 
chairmen  of  press  and  their  staff  to  make 
each  succeeding  issue  more  intenselv  prac- 
tical and  essential  to  the  work  of  every 
federated  club  than  the  last.  The  latest 
addition  to  the  magazine  is  a  department 
of  club  suggestions,  written  by  the  State 
chairmen  and  sub-chairmen  of  the  various 
departments  of  work.  These  have  hitherto 
appeared  in  the  Year  Book.  Under  the 
new  arrangement  they  will  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  club  workers  monthly  during 
the  club  year,  instead  of  annually.

The  Nevada  Legislature  meets  in  the 
early  Spring  and  it  is  the  earnest  desire  on 
the  part  of  the  State  Federation  President, 
Mrs.  C.  B.  Squires,  that  the  women  of  her 
state  shall  be  guided  into  sane  and  digni- 
fied methods  of  proceedure  in  their  legisla- 
tive work. 

Mrs.  Knight  is  to  be  an  honored  guest 
and  one  of  the  principal  speakers  at  the 
Nevada  Convention.  She  will  speak  on

Substantiating  the  invitation  from  the 
Nevada  Federation,  a  most  cordial  invita- 
tion has  been  received  by  Mrs.  Knight  from 
Mrs.  E.  D.  Eubank  representing  the  local 
organizations  and  clubs  of  Goldfield.

A  PLEA  FOR  CLOSER  CO-OPERATION 
By  Louise  B.  Deal,  M.  D. 

Not  until  we  become  active  in  Child  Wel- 
fare work  have  we  any  idea  of  how  many 
different  organizations  are  interested  along 
these  same  lines.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
there  is  not  some  way  of  readily  informing 
ourselves  of  the  particular  work  that  each 
organization  is  attempting  to  accomplish  so 
that  we  might,  without  unnecessary  waste 
of  time,  combine  our  efforts,  thereby  adding 
strength  to  strength. 

It  would  seem  that  much  energy  and 
expense  might  be  saved,  also  much  corres- 
pondence avoided,  if  the  Child  Welfare 
Section  of  the  State  Federation  could  issue 
a  leaflet  giving  the  name  and  special  object 
of  each  club,  organization  or  society  work- 
ing along  these  lines.  From  this  list  it 
would  be  a  simple  matter  for  groups  inter- 
ested in  the  same  subject  to  confer  and  so 
avoid  repeating  mistakes  and  consuming 
time  going  over  work  that  has  already  been 
done. 

In  our  early  efforts  in  any  line,  we  are 
bound  to  make  mistakes.  Perhaps  some 
other  club  has  long  been  interested  in  this 
same  line  and  has  long  since  worked  out 
and  perfected,  or  entirely  discarded  as  un- 
satisfactory, the  same  plans  we  are  now 
entering  upon.  Why  should  we  not  have 
the  benefit  of  their  successes  or  failures  and 
so  be  able  to  spend  our  energy  and  enthu- 
siasm in  progress  rather  than  in  repetition? 

Let  us  get  together  and  discuss  this 
matter.  Perhaps  some  one  will  suggest  a 
plan  whereby  this  can  be  accomplished, 
and  a  great  help  it  will  be  to  all  of  us  who 
have  wasted  valuable  time  investigating  and 
working  out  something  that  has  already 
been  accomplished  and  might  have  been 
ours  for  the  asking. 


THE  LEAVEN  OF  INSPIRATION

It  is  assumed  that  my  colleagues  have 
furnished  the  "brass  tacks"  of  a  schedule 
of  work.  Therefore  I  simply  request,  as  a 
leaven  of  inspiration,  that  you  find  space 
if  possible,  for  Tagore's  two  beautiful 
poems,  "The  Beginning"  and  "The  End" 
both  taken  from  the  book  of  Child-Poems,

driven  hard.  And  the  leaven  that  I  would 
suggest  for  the  firet  two  is  an  art  exhibit 
of  some  of  the  classics  of  motherhood  and 


childhood.  What  a  wealth  of  material  it 
embraces!  Yours  for  Better  Babies  and 
Better  Mothers. 


THE  BEGINNING 

"Where  have  I  come  from,  where  did  you 
pick  me  up?"  the  baby  asked  its  mother. 

She  answered  half  crying,  half  laughing, 
and  clasping  the  baby  to  her  breast, — 

"You  were  hidden  in  my  heart  as  its 
desire,  my  darling. 

"Heaven's  first  darling,  twin-born  with 
the  morning  light,  you  have  floated  down 
the  stream  of  the  world's  life,  and  at  last 
you  have  stranded  on  my  heart.

CHILD  WELFARE  AND  SOCIAL 

CENTERS 

Eugenia  C.  L.  Colby 

Is  your  school  a  Social  Center?  Has  your 
Club  a  Junior  Section?  If  not  this  is  a 
phase  of  child  welfare  work  to  which  the 
club  women  should  devote  much  time  and 
thought. 
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Recreation  for  the  shop  girl  and  "the 
Poor  Little  Rich  Girl,"  for  the  mill  boy  and 
the  millionaire's  son  is  most  essential.  The 
lure  of  the  Vaudeville  and  the  Moving  Pic- 
tures is  threatening  the  safety  of  our  chil- 
dren. Through  these  sources  false  standards 
of  life  are  impressed  upon  the  young  which 
will  weaken  and  often  ruin  their  characters 
for  all  time.  We  need  a  virile,  wholesome 
race  to  meet  the  problems  of  the  next  gener- 
ation. To  accomplish  this,  we  must  pro- 
vide them  with  necessary  equipment. 

The  Public  School  is  doing  its  best  to 
adjust  itself  to  this  demand.  The  care  of 
the  leisure  time  of  the  younger  girls  and 
boys  is  the  great  need  of  this  decade. 

How  many  clubs  have  considered  the 
feasibility  of  sponsoring  the  Camp  Fire 
Girls  and  the  Boy  Scouts  in  their  locality? 
Who  has  undertaken  to  assist  in  organiz- 
ing a  Children's  Theater?  Have  you  planned 
a  Pageant  for  some  special  holiday? 

Many  do  not  realize  the  training  acquired 
through  the  pleasant  associations  in  the 
Camp  Fire  Girls'  circles  and  the  Boy 
Scouts. 

The  Children's  Theater  will  appeal  to 
man}-  as  a  rare  opportunity  for  valuable 
education  and  recreation.  The  participants 
in  the  productions  will  receive  training 
which  is  of  permanent  benefit  and  the 
audience  will  find  wholesome  recreation.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  example  set  by  San  Fran- 
cisco will  be  followed  by  other  cities.  The 
play  "Snow  Queen"  from  Hans  Christian 
Anderson  is  planned  for  November  under 
the  direction  of  Mrs.  Gerda  Wismer  Hoff- 
man. 

The  advantages  of  Pageantry  have  been 
recognized  during  recent  years.  We  appre- 
ciate the  opportunity  given  to  arouse  com- 
munity spirit  through  these  special  events. 

Let  us  bestir  ourselves,  each  doing  her 
best  in  her  own  home  town  to  make  a 
Social  Center  of  the  School  House  and  the 
Club  House  where  our  citizens  of  tomorrow 
may  build  up  bodies  and  character  and  soul. 


CONSERVATION  OF  CHILD  LIFE 
Mrs.    O.    W.    March 

"The  death  rate  of  children  is  a  measure 
of  the  intelligence  of  a  community."  These 
words  form  the  keynote  of  the  work  of  this 
department  of  child-welfare.  We  are  in  an 
age  of  conservation.  We  talk  of  the  con- 
servation of  our  water-power,  of  our  forests, 
of  our  wild  game  and  birds  and  fish,  but  we 
hear  very  little  of  the  conservation  of  our 
children,  the  greatest  asset,  any  nation,  or 
state,  or  community  can  have.  It  is  with 
the  hope  of  awakening  and  arousing  the 
interest  of  the  club  women  of  our  state,  to 
the  vital  necessity  of  guarding  and  preserv- 
ing the  health  and  well-being  of  our  future 
citizens  that  this  department  is  putting  forth 
it's  everj'  effort. 

Not  only  must  we  be  alive  to  the  needs 


of  the  children,  but  we  must  go  deeper 
and  further  back  and  begin  our  work,  even 
before  the  child  comes  into  the  world. 
Ever}'  child  has  the  right  to  be  well-born 
of  clean,  healthy  parents  and  club-women 
are  urged  everywhere  to  use  their  influence 
to  better  the  condition  of  prospective 
mothers.  We  do  not  so  much  need  more 
laws,  but  we  should  see  to  it  that  the  laws, 
now  in  effect,  are  enforced.  If  the  law  says,  a 
woman  shall  work  only  so  many  hours  a  day, 
then  we  should  see  that  she  is  protected  by 
that  same  law.  If  our  child-labor  laws,  our 
truant  laws  and  kindred  laws  were  enforced 
rigidly,  corporations  and  individuals  would 
not  have  the  power  or  the  opportunity  of 
employing  little  children  for  long  hours  of 
arduous  labor,  impairing  their  strength 
and  lessening  their  powers  of  resistance 
against  disease  and  death. 

If  every  other  Department  had  to  be  elim- 
inated and  only  one  left,  in  the  work  of  the 
women's  clubs,  it  seems  to  me  that  this 
child-welfare  department  would  be  the  one 
to  remain,  for  above  everything  else,  women 
and  club-women,  especially,  should  be  vital- 
ly interested  and  concerned  regarding  the 
welfare  of  the  child. 

We  need  legislation,  the  kind  of  laws  that 
will  offer  protection  to  the  youth  of  our 
state,  but  we  need  also,  the  law  of  love,  the 
love  that  will  put  into  the  heart  of  every 
woman  the  desire  to  look  after  the  well- 
being  of  the  child,  not  only  of  her  own 
child,  but  of  the  child  of  her  neighbor  and 
not  only  the  child  of  her  neighbor,  but  the 
child  of  the  poor,  the  ignorant  and  the 
criminal.  With  this  end  in  view,  let  us 
make  of  this  department  a  live  issue,  each 
one  doing  her  best  and  all  working  together. 
"Suffer  little  children  to  come  unto  me"  was 
said  many  years  ago.  Let  us  do  our  best 
and  our  share,  to  see  that  stumbling  blocks 
are  removed  from  the  physical,  social  and 
moral  pathways  of  the  little  child. 


MOTHERS' 


EDUCATIONAL    CENTER 
Maud  Wilde 


The  natural  outgrowth  of  the  Nation 
Wide  Baby  Week  Celebration,  is  the  forma- 
tion of  educational  centers,  where  informa- 
tion regarding  the  care  and  development  of 
the  child  is  of  easy  access  to  all  mothers. 
CENTRAL  THOUGHT,  COORDINA- 
TION AND  COOPERATION.  The  bring- 
ing together  of  all  forces  working  for  child- 
betterment,  under  the  broad  banner  of  a 
common  purpose  to  educate  the  parent,  is 
the  first  essential  in  such  a  movement.  This 
we  have  achieved  in  the  Los  Angeles  center. 
Our  splendid,  far-seeing  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce has  furnished  us  with  an  executive 
office,  exhibit  space  and  an  assembly  hall. 
The  Los_  Angeles  District,  C.  F.  W.  C, 
through  its  Department  of  Child  Welfare, 
Public  Health,  Home  Economics,  and  Social 
Service,  is  lending  vital  assistance,  through 
lecture    work    and    personal    service.      The 
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first  District  Congress  of  Mothers,  Parent- 
Teacher  Federations,  W.  C.  T.  U.,  and  other 
organizations,  are  giving  moral  support. 

EXHIBITORS.  The  Maternity  Cottage, 
Children's  Hospital,  Settlement  Associa- 
tions, and  Day-Nurseries,  all  have  exhibits. 
One  booth  being  devoted  entirely  to  child- 
welfare  institutions.  The  Southwest  Public 
Health  League,  through  model  houses,  vis- 
ualizes the  life  of  the  child,  in  his  own  home, 
on  the  Public  Play  Ground,  and  in  Institu- 
tions, a  veritable  lesson  in  the  necessity  of 
correct  environment  in  the  normal  develop- 
ment of  the  child.  The  State  Anti-Tuber- 
culosis Association,  America-First  League, 
Children's  Bureau  and  Department  of 
Chemistry,  Washington,  all  contribute  their 
graphic  charts,  which  are  an  education  in 
themselves.  Space  has  been  allotted  to  the 
California  State  Board  of  Health  for  some 
fifty  charts,  which  will  come  to  us  after  the 
Conference    of    Municipalities,    at    Hanford. 

EDUCATIONAL  PLAN.  The  course  of 
instruction  is  divided  into  five  (S)  divisions; 
the  first  and  second  treat  of  the  preparation 
for  motherhood,  embracing  Eugenics, 
Rights  of  the  Child,  and  Hygiene  and  Care 
of  the  Expectant  Mother,  as  well  as  care 
during  and  following  confinement.  The 
third  division  takes  the  child  from  birth  to 
one  year.  The  fourth  division  is  concerned 
with  the  study  of  diet  exclusively,  the  Ex- 
tension Department  of  the  State  University, 
is  furnishing  a  correspondence  course  of 
fourteen  (14)  lectures  on  Adult  and  Infant 
Nutrition.     This  is  a  very  popular  division, 


many  nurses  and  teachers  having  enrolled. 
The  fifth  division  covers  every  phase  of 
child  life,  from  one  year  to  six,  special 
emphasis  being  placed  on  Character-Build- 
ing and  Mental  Training. 

CONSERVATION  OF  MOTHERS' 
TIME.  A  potent  factor  in  the  success  of 
such  a  Center  is  the  individual  assistance  the 
mother  receives,  with  the  least  possible  out- 
lay of  time  and  effort,  so  the  classes  are 
arranged  that  the  maximum  attendance  is 
on  two  days  per  week,  and  in  some  divisions 
only  one  day. 

PHYSICAL  AND  PSYCHOLOGICAL 
EXAMINATION.  Each  baby  is  given  a 
physical  and  psychological  examination,  a 
record  being  made  through  the  use  of  score 
cards;  these  records  are  then  assembled  into 
groups  and  the  lecturer  informed  of  any  de- 
viation from  the  normal  that  general  advice 
may  be  given.  The  Examiners  are  specially 
trained  physicians  and  the  lecturers  are 
among  the  leading  specialists  of  the  city  and 
county. 

STATE  RESPONSIBILITY.  The  edu- 
cation of  the  mother  is  the  most  funda- 
mentally constructive  work  that  can  be 
undertaken,  and  the  responsibility  of  its 
maintainance  should  rest  upon  the  state,  for 
it  is  vastly  more  humane  and  cheaper  to 
teach  mothers  how  to  rear  their  children 
normally,  so  we  may  build  a  nation  of  vigor, 
than  to  bury  them  in  their  infancy. 

Recognizing  the  necessity  for  such  centers 
must  be  demonstrated  before  the  public  will 
demand   their  upkeep   by   the   State,   a   few 
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valiant  souls  are  banded  together  by  the 
broad  fellowship  of  Federation  to  make 
this  demonstration.  May  we  not  ask  your 
support  and  kindly  thought? 


HOMES  FOR  HOMELESS  CHILDREN 
Jessie   E.   Watson 

Every  little  child  craves  a  home,  a  home 
where  it  receives  father-love  and  mother- 
love,  shelter,  care  and  training.  The  happy 
child  in  the  happy  home  does  not  always 
know  this,  but  the  unfortunate  child  who 
has  lost  its  home  usually  realizes  it  and 
often  expresses  it.  "I'm  sure  my  Mama  is 
pretty  and  sometimes  I  cry  for  fear  she  will 
not  know  me  if  she  sees  me  on  the  street" 
said  a  little  boy,  a  boy  of  unknown  parent- 
age, to  an  agent  of  the  State  Board  of 
Charities.  At  Whittier  State  School  for 
Boys  the  most  inconsolable  grief  is  ex- 
pressed in  the  words  "I  have  no  folks." 

No  institution,  no  matter  how  well  or 
wisely  managed,  can  give  the  personal  tie 
which  every  child  heart — every  human  heart 
— craves  and  needs  for  proper  development. 
Nor  can  it  develop  the  sense  of  personal 
responsibility  which  comes  with  sharing  the 
burdens,  anxieties  and  problems,  as  well  as 
joys  and  good  fortunes. 

The  home  is  the  best  institution  yet  found 
in  which  to  develop  and  prepare  the  boy  and 
girl  for  the  perplexities  of  life.  Believing 
this,  the  Association  or  Collegiate  Alumnae, 
a  Federated  Club,  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
State  Board  of  Charities  and  the  Associated 
Charities  of  San  Francisco,  has  taken  up  a 
new  line  of  work,  that  of  finding  homes  for 
homeless  children. 

The  experience  of  the  Home  Finding 
Agencies  throughout  the  United  States 
would  seem  to  prove  that  "all  the  world 
loves  a  little  child",  since  homes,  suitable 
homes,  can  be  found. 

Our  State  Board  of  Charities  conducted 
an  experiment  in  Home  Finding.  One  of 
their  agents  advertised  for  homes  in  40 
papers  in  central  counties.  Between  30  and 
40  replies  were  received.  Twenty-one  were 
investigated  and  nine  found  suitable.  This 
was  considered  a  good  proportion. 

Home  placing  is  now  being  done  in  Calif- 
ornia by  the  Associated  Charities,  by  Home 
Finding  Societies,  by  the  Native  Sons  and 
Daughters  and  by  the  volunteer  work  of 
probation  officers.  Yet  with  all  this  there 
are  about  50  counties  in  our  big  state  with 
no  organized  work  of  this  sort  whatever. 

The  Association  of  Collegiate  Alumnae 
feels  that  the  field  is  large,  that  it  need  not 
duplicate  nor  rival  the  work  of  any  other 
agency.  It  hopes  to  be  able  to  raise  the 
money  to  employ  a  trained  child-placing 
agent  who  will  travel  over  the  state,  find 
homes,  co-operate  with  Juvenile  Court 
Judges  and  Probation  Officers,  and  place 
children. 

Often  the   Officers  of  the  Juvenile  Court 


are  at  a  loss  as  to  what  should  be  done  with 
children  brought  before  them.  For  the  lack 
of  any  other  place,  small  boys  are  often 
sent  to  our  State  Reform  Schools.  Both 
Preston  and  Whittier  are  fine  institutions 
doing  good  institutional  work,  yet  superin- 
tendents of  both  schools  deplore  the 
presence  in  their  midst  of  these  small,  un- 
fortunate, not  delinquent  children. 

A  high  standard  of  work  is  the  aim  of  the 
Committee.  All  children  will  be  examined 
by  physical  and  mental  experts,  and  only 
normal,  healthv  children  placed.  After  they 
are  placed,  the  agent  will  visit  and  super- 
vise them,  to  make  sure  that  all  is  going 
well  and  that  the  child  fits  the  home. 

It  is  not  intended  to  place  for  adoption 
but  to  board  the  children,  the  State  paying 
eleven  dollars  a  month  for  their  board.  But 
only  homes  will  be  accepted  that  take  the 
child  primarily  for  love;  where  it  will  be 
treated  in  every  way  as  the  child  of  its 
foster  parents.

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CALIFORNIA  WOMEN'S  LEGISLATIVE  COUNCIL 

CUSTODIAL  CARE  OF  THE  FEEBLE  MINDED 
Mary  Roberts  Coolidge,  Ph.D.,  President   California   Civic   League 


The  Women's  Legislative  Council  has 
chosen  as  one  of  three  subjects  to  be 
brought  before  the  legislature  at  this  ses- 
sion, the  extension  of  provisions  for  the 
feeble  minded  throughout  the  State.  Two 
years  ago  a  committee  of  the  Civic  League, 
composed  of  specialists  in  this  field,  made  a 
report  and  proposed  a  measure  which  was 
adopted  by  the  Women's  Council  and  which 
became  a  law.  This  measure  established  an 
educational  director  at  Eldredge — the  only 
institution  for  the  feeble  minded  in  the 
State — and  gave  a  small  appropriation  with 
which  to  develop  a  system  of  vocational 
training. 

However  desirable,  this  small  advance  was 
obviously  inadequate  to  the  needs  of  the  sit- 
uation. A  careful  survey  of  a  single  sec- 
tion gave  an  estimate  of  four  defectives  per 
thousand  inhabitants — about  the  same  as 
the  estimate  for  the  whole  country — a  total 
for  the  State  of  9500.  Less  than  1400  of 
these  are  in  institutions  for  the  defective; 
about  400  are  in  county  hospitals  where  no 
special  training  or  care  is  given;  leaving  at 
least  7000  at  large  from  whom  the  delin- 
quent and  pauper  classes  are  constantly  be- 
ing recruited.  Moreover,  the  adult  feeble- 
minded outside  of  institutions  are  adding 
their  offspring,  both  legitimate  and  illegiti- 
mate, to  the  population. 

The  four  main  classes  of  defectives  are: 
idiots,  who  never  develop  beyond  the  men- 
tal age  of  two  years;  imbeciles,  who  only 
reach  seven  years  of  mental  age;  morons, 
who  attain  a  mental  age  of  seven  to  twelve 
years;  and  psychological  defectives — that  is, 
defective  in  will,  character,  feelings,  senses 
or  morals.  Institutional  care  is  granted  to 
be  necessary  for  idiots,  imbeciles  and  low- 
grade  morons;  but  it  is  not  generally 
known  that  the  higher-grade  morons  are 
peculiarly  dangerous  to  society  because 
they  appear  so  nearly  like  the  normal  per- 
son. They  often  have  bright  minds  but 
their  irregularities  in  morals  and  in  will 
power  cause  them  to  be  set  down  as  very 
bad  children  or  wild  and  vicious,  when  they 
are,  in  fact,  irresponsibly  feeble  minded. 
This  class  generally  end  in  poor  houses,  re- 
formatories, prisons  and  homes  for  drunk- 
ards. 

For  this  class  custodial  care,  and  training 
of  a  kind  to  make  them  at  least  partially 
self-supporting  in  institutional  colonies,  is 
absolutely  necessary.  The  institution  at 
Eldredge,  Sonoma  County,  has  now  a  wait- 
ing list  of  237,  not  to  mention  thousands  of 
others  who  are  in  need  of  institutional  care. 
For  example:  a  girl  whose  mental  age  is 
eight  years,  will  shortly  be  discharged  from 
an  orphan  asylum  because  she  is  physically 
eighteen  years  of  age.  There  is  no  place  to 
send  her,  although  she  is  mentally  incompe- 
tent to  protect  herself. 

The    Women's    Legislative    Council    pro- 


poses to  offer  to  the  legislature  a  measure 
providing  for  a  complete  institution  for  all 
classes  of  defectives  to  be  established  in 
the  southern  part  of  the  State;  to  be 
worked  out  on  the  unit  cottage  system  and 
with  special  reference  to  the  moron  class. 
After  the  initial  buildings  are  put  up  it  is 
proposed  that  the  boys  shall  get  their  train- 
ing in  building  the  cottages. 

The  appropriation  which  this  bill  should 
carry  must  be  sufficient  to  provide  a  site 
which  has  100  inches  of  water  already  de- 
veloped; arable  land  enough  to  give  variety 
of  occupations  and  to  produce  food  for  the 
inmates;  and  it  should  be  near  enough  to 
Whittier  so  that  the  psychopathic  depart- 
ment, already  established  there,  can  serve 
its  purposes  as  well  as  the  requirements 
of  the  State  School  for  Girls  at  Ventura. 

During  the  last  year  the  State  Farm  at 
Stockton  Insane  Hospital  used  the  labor  of 
inmates  to  the  extent  of  a  profit  of  $60,000 
and  it  is  hoped  that  not  only  for  the  sake 
of  economy  in  administration,  but  for  the 
education  and  contentment  of  the  high- 
grade  defectives,  plans  of  custodial  care  and 
training  will  be  worked  out  under  this  law 
similar  to  those  in  operation  in  the  most 
advanced  institutions  in  the  country.

We 
have  the  plum  of  existence,  for  we  have 
not  only  made  the  glorious  discovery  that 
the  masculine  six  ounces  more  brains  in  no 
wise  handicaps  our  intellectual  achieve- 
ment; that,  while  we  may  not  boast  of 
quantity,  we  certainly  attain  equality  on 
quality,  but  that  with  our  greater  leisure, 
our  more  intense  enthusiasm,  our  wonder- 
ful women's  clubs  and  our  new-found  or- 
ganizing efficiency,  there  are  precious  few 
avenues  of  attainment  we  are  not  capable 
of  taking.  To  be  a  woman  in  these  days 
of  transition  is  the  most  interesting  thing 
in  the  world. 

Who  of  us  can  reflect  upon  this  amazing 
special  political  train  which  is  hastening 
across  the  continent  in  connection  with  the 
coming  presidential  election,  unmoved?  It 
carries  women  of  achievement  in  many 
fields  of  social  service,  many  of  them  still 
voteless  to  be  sure,  but  women  who  have 
won  distinction  in  many  spheres,  as  auth- 
ors, as  lecturers,  as  social  workers,  women 
who  have  contributed  to  the  thought  and 
progress,  the  betterment  of  conditions  in 
this  great  country.  And  in  every  State, 
they  will  be  met  and  escorted  by  ten  local 
women,  prominent  for  their  worthy  civic 
activities,  who  will  accompany  the  "special" 
to  its  next  destination,  and  all  represent- 
ing an  efficient  and  well  organized  political 
association.  Who  can  resist  the  thrill  of 
pride  in  her  sex  which  this  amazing  jour- 
ney entails?  A  short  decade  ago  such  a 
thing  would  have  seemed  incredible.  Yet 
today  the  various  organizations  have  found 
no  difficulty  in  finding  ten  distinguished 
women  in  each  locality  for  the  purpose, 
nay,  they  could  have  as  easily  found  twenty, 
thirty,  forty,  so  keenly  and  vividly  have 
women  entered  the  social  and  political 
arena. 

Los  Angeles,  probably,  boasts  more 
women's  clubs  and  more  earnest  women 
workers  than  any  city  of  its  size  the  world 
over.  And,  dear  heaven,  they  are  achiev- 
ing the  almost  impossible  in  that  they  are 
making  politics  respectable.  Politics,  as 
Mrs.  Seward  Simons,  president  of  the  Fri- 
day Morning  Club,  an  organization  of 
which  women  may  well  be  proud,  said  in 
her  opening  address,  had  an  honorable 
origin.  But,  alas,  in  exclusively  masculine 
hands  they  had  sunk  into  sad  disrepute,  so 
that  to  be  a  politician  had  actually  become 
a  term  of  reproach.     Local  and  State  poli- 


tics, in  particular,  had  sunk  so  low  that 
decent  men  with  any  consideration  for  their 
intellectual  reputations,  not  only  held  aloof 
but  were  at  pains  to  repudiate  any  connec- 
tion therewith.  Think  of  it!  In  a  demo- 
cratic country  which  takes  government  of 
the  people,  by  the  people,  for  the  people  for 
its  slogan.  What  could  be  more  ironical, 
more  illogical? 

But  we  women,  denied  the  masculine  pre- 
rogative of  logic,  are  happily  changing  all 
this.  Women  have  taken  a  header  into 
politics;  as  usual,  we  have  undertaken  the 
irksome  side  of  the  work,  the  "drudgery," 
and  charmed  it  into  grace.  And  what  is 
more,  we  are  proving,  with  comfortable 
steadfastness,  that  we  have  an  amazing 
"stick-to-it"  ability.  Even  such  clubs  as  the 
cultured  Ebell,  usually  associated  rather 
with  the  arts  and  literature,  has  found  it 
imperative  to  have  a  political  program,  a 
day  on  which  the  big  issues  of  the  coming 
election  shall  receive  due  and  sincere  atten- 
tion. And  even  the  smallest  club  has  its 
civic  section,  its  parliamentary  law  section, 
its  current  affairs  section,  sections  which 
claim  a  larger  number  of  members  than  the 
merely  intellectually*  decorative.  Where- 
fore, when  this  now  famous  special  train 
arrives  in  Los  Angeles  with  its  precious 
freight  of  distinguished  women,  thousands 
of  their  sex  will  be  awaiting  the  pleasure 
and  intelligent  interest  of  doing  them 
honor.  No  matter  which  side  of  party  poli- 
tics our  sympathies  may  be  on,  we  shall 
go  in  our  thousands  to  hear  these  brilliant 
members  of  our  sex  discourse  upon  affairs 
of  State.  Ten  years  hence,  when  a  nation- 
wide campaign  of  women  on  political  ques- 
tions will  have  become  a  matter  of  course, 
when  women's  organizing  efficiency  will  be 
taken  for  granted,  we  shall  have  lost  this 
exhilarating  sense  of  pride  of  sex,  but  on 
October  18  next  the  arrival  in  Los  An- 
geles of  this  special  train,  after  centuries 
of  traditional  disability  for  women,  will  be 
an  epoch-making  event  that  few  of  us  will 
care   to   miss.

already  done  along  this  line,  The  Club- 
woman plans  to  devote  a  certain  amount  of 
space  monthly  to  this  department. 

Club  women  throughout  the  state  will 
be  interested  to  know  that  the  girls  in 
motion  picture  work  have  had  organized 
for  them  a  club  center  for  recreation  and 
study,  in  Hollywood,  Los  Angeles.  This  is 
the  center  of  the  motion  picture  world  at 
present,  as  Southern  California  offers  op- 
portunities to  the  studios  found  nowhere 
else.  The  business  has  brought  much  com- 
mercial prosperity  to  the  community,  and 
groups  of  men  and  women  of  rare  fame  and 
ability.  From  the  writing  of  the  scenario 
to  viewing  the  film  drama  from  a  theater 
seat  is  a  long  story  of  artistic  struggle  and 
arduous  labor. 

There  are  hundreds  of  girls  of  juvenile 
age  employed  in  Hollywood  in  this  amaz- 
ing new  industry,  which  now  ranks  fifth 
among  the  great  educational  forces  of  the 
age. 

The  Business  Men's  Club  of  Hollywood 
gave  by  personal  subscriptions  $1500  for  a 
year's  rental  of  an  imposing  colonial  house, 
with  over  an  acre  of  semi-tropical  garden, 
for  a  club  house  for  the  motion  picture 
girls.  The  work  is  being  carried  on  by  the 
co-operation  of  Hollywood  club  women, 
and  the  Los  Angeles  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  one  of 
the  latter  organization's  most  capable  field 
secretaries  being  given  for  the  work. 

An  outdoor  gymnasium,  with  expert  in- 
struction, including  classical  dancing,  a 
drama  study  class,  open  house  Sunday  after- 
noons, with  tea  served  by  one  of  the  famed 
stars  of  the  screen,  are  some  of  the  attrac- 
tions to  be  followed  by  opportunities  for 
dressmaking,  domestic  science  study,  etc., 
as  help  comes  financially. 

It  is  obvious  to  club  women  why  such 
headquarters  will  be  of  the  greatest  benefit 
to  the  girls  in  this  profession  and  why  the 
need  was  felt  for  workers  trained  in  solving 
girls'  problems,  through  service  in  the  Y. 
W.  C.  A. 

A  strong  appeal  is  made  to  clubwomen  of 
the  state  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  develop 
a  demand  for  and  interest  in  high  class  film 
drama,  and  it  is  believed  co-operation  with 
our  young  picture  actresses  may  do  much 
to  accomplish  this. 

We  find  them,  as  a  class,  girls  of  decided 


artistic  temperament  and  ambition,  alert, 
full  of  spontaneity,  hard  workers  and  most 
responsive  to  the  opportunities  of  club  life 
in  surroundings  which  appeal  to  the  rest 
of  us. 

Many  of  them  have  been  in  spoken  drama 
and  stage  work  since  childhood. 

Figures  of  _  the  large  salaries  of  famed 
stars,  of  capitalization  of  the  large  com- 
panies, the  number  of  people  employed  in 
and  cost  of  productions,  of  the  patronage 
of  the  American  people  of  motion  picture 
theaters,  are  so  astounding  to  quote  them 
would  be  taxing  the  credulity  of  the  reader 
to  too  great  a  degree. 

The  saddest  phase  is  the  extra  girl, 
dreaming  of  high  salary  and  fame,  who 
comes  from  anywhere  and  everywhere,  un- 
trained, perhaps  unfitted,  for  the  work,  who 
waits  and  hopes  for  an  engagement — a  men- 
ace to  herself,  often  a  burden  to  the  com- 
panies. When  hope  dies  and  money  is 
gone,  who  needs  more  a  "studio  club"  and 
protection? 

To  youth  belong  privileges  we  must  make 
possible  for  these  girls.  The  vision  of  this 
work  enlarges  from  every  angle.  Housing, 
economic,  social  and  educational  influences 
are  needed.  The  club  house  is  open  always 
and  any  motion  picture  girl  who  comes  re- 
ceives a  welcome.  It  is  a  beautiful  building 
and  will  prove  through  its  charm  and  pur- 
pose of  permanent  value  to  the  "silent 
drama"  industry  and  the  community.

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WHAT  CALIFORNIA  WOMEN  READ

"Straight  America,"  by  Francis  A.  Kellar, 
is  a  volume  that  every  American  should 
read.  No  brief  review  can  do  it  justice.  It 
is  a  call  to  national  service  and  a  plea  for  a 
better  and  more  united  America. 

The  question  of  the  immigrant,  his  value, 
and  our  relations  toward  him  are  broadly 
and  constructively  discussed  and  the  fact 
noted  that  while  America  places  before  him 
no  constructive  policy,  every  other  country 
has  a  national  purpose  which  it  is  carrying 
out   in   America   with   its  own    subjects. 

The  native  American  must  be  American- 
ized; while  the  principles  of  Americanism 
are  the  same  as  they  were  in  1776,  liberty 
and  obligation,  he  has  lost  sight  of  the 
obligation. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  words  in  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  "and  for  the 
support  of  this  Declaration,  we  mutually 
pledge  to  each  other  our  lives,  our  fortunes 
and  our  sacred  honor."  When  the  twen- 
tieth century  Americans  "mutually  pledge 
to  each  other"  these  things,  we  shall  cease 
talking  about  "reasonable  preparedness." 
We  will  own  and  train  all  our  manhood, 
we  will   restore  Americanism  to  America!" 

One  essential  of  preparedness  is  having  a 
united  America  back  of  army  and  navy. 

In  discussing  the  popular  vote,  it  is  urged 
to  consider  America  and  not  localities. 


Under  the  problem  of  national  unity  are 
the  questions  of  military  preparedness,  in- 
dustrial mobilization,  universal  service,  and 
international  relations.  Americanization 
being  fundamental  in  all. 

The  keynote  in  all  is  individual  responsi- 
bility. "We  shall  never  attain  this  united 
America  unless  each  and  every  American 
resident  does  his  share,  and  realizes  that  a 
prepared  America  comes  back,  at  every 
point  to  him  and  him  alone."

KATE  TUPPER  GALPIN  SHAKE- 
SPEARE CLUB 

In  1892,  fifteen  women  of  the  Channing 
Branch  of  the  Unity  Church  met  for  the 
study  of  Shakespeare,  with  Mrs.  Kate  Tup- 
per  Galpin  as  teacher.  At  the  end  of  three 
years,  the  class,  much  increased  in  numbers 
and  interest,  met  at  Mrs.  Galpin's  home, 
where  for  several  years,  the  weekly  classes 
found  one  of  the  strongest  attractions  for 
studious  women. 

After  four  years  of  study  with  this  splen- 
did and  inspiring  teacher,  those  who  had 
completed  the  study  of  twenty  plays  were 
given  certificates  defining  the  course  and 
extent  of  their  study.  In  1901,  the  Kate 
Tupper  Galpin  Shakespeare  Club  was 
organized  by  the  women  holding  certificates 
— their  evidence  of  creditable  thoroughness 
in  Shakespearian  study — for  the  purpose  of 


the  cultivation  of  an  appreciation  of  the 
work  of  Shakespeare  in  its  members  and  in 
the  community. 

The  club  now  has  a  membership  of  144 
members.  Three  of  the  finest  Shakespear- 
ian teachers  in  the  community,  began  their 
life  as  Shakespearian  students  in  the  Kate 
Tupper  Galpin  Shakespeare  Club:  Mrs.  Ed- 
ward North,  instructor  of  Shakespeare  in 
Los  Angeles  Ebell;  Mrs.  Mazie  Fullman 
Garrett,  instructor  in  the  Cosmos  Club,  and 
Mrs.  C.  B.  McClure,  instructor  in  the  Entre 
Nous  Club. 

At  the  Shakespearean  pageant  at  Del 
Monte,  the  club  took  a  prominent  part. 
The  club  also  staged  an  elaborate  pageant 
of  its  own  on  the  23rd  of  April,  when  almost 
the  entire  club  membership  appeared  as 
Shakesperian  characters  in  appropriate  cos- 
tume.

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In  inaugurating  the  Department  of  Art  and  Music,  The  Clubwoman  is  hopeful  of 
being  able,  through  expression  of  the  messages  of  the  leading  exponents  of  these  great 
factors  in  educational  and  cultural  uplift  among  California  club  women,  to  contribute  not 
a  little  toward  the  growth  and  development  of  the  artistic  and  the  musical  in  Califor- 
nians  at  large. 

"The  knowledge,  practice  and  appreciation  of  the  art  of  music  is  rapidly  becoming 
as  universal  as  the  ability  to  read  or  write,"  quoted  a  noted  musician.  It  might  have 
been  added  that  the  time  is  even  now  in  sight  when  such  a  capacity  will  be  as  essential 
to  a  rounded   education   and   to   a  full   enjoyment  of  existence  as  either  of  the  others. 

In  an  artistic  way  the  Golden  State  bids  fair  to  set  new  marks  in  the  world  of  beauty 
made  visual  and  concrete  by  brush  and  pencil.  The  magnificent  exhibitions  which  have 
featured  both  the  great  California  expositions  and  the  dozens  of  smaller  but  no  less 
noteworthy  displays  which  have  been  made  permanent  features  of  the  artistic  circles 
of  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles  and  other  cities  are  powerful  factors  in  a  popular  awaken- 
ing to  the  value  of  art  not  alone  as  art  but  as  an  educational  medium  which  cannot  be 
ignored. 

It  is  fitting  that  women  and  more  particularly  club  women — who  represent  the  mod- 
ern idea  of  co-operation  in  work — should  take  a  leading  part  in  the  fostering  of  a  new 
and  more  popular  appreciation  of  the  remarkable  opportunities  which  lie  ready  to  our 
hands,  our  eyes  and  ears.  Invaluable  as  has  been  the  work  of  our  pioneers  in  art  and 
music,  it  is  only  with  the  generalization  of  the  fruits  of  that  work,  the  lifting  of  the  rank 
and  file  of  our  citizenry  to  the  educational  plane  that  it  marks  out,  that  the  real  benefits 
from  an  economic  standpoint  will  be  realized. 


ART  AND  ARTISTS 

The  second  year  of  the  educational  work 
of  the  California  Art  Club  was  launched 
during  the  past  week  with  the  opening  of 
the  seventh  annual  exhibition  of  the  club 
in  the  Exposition  Park  galleries,  Los  An- 
geles. It  is  to  remain  here  during  the  pres- 
ent month  and  will  then  go  to  Phoenix, 
Arizona.  Accompanying  it — for  it  is  a  sort 
of  traveling  art  school  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public  at  large — is  Miss  Alma  May  Cook, 
who  lectures  on  it  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
afternoons.  Clubs  desiring  invitations  to 
these  lectures  may  arrange  them  through 
Miss  Cook.  One  of  her  favorite  subjects 
is  "The  Necessity  of  a  Home,"  illustrated 
in  chalk  by  herself,  which  she  frequently 
gives  before  Parent-Teacher  Associations. 
Lumiere  color  photographs  shown  by  stere- 
opticon  slides  are  another  new  feature  this 
year.  The  California  Art  Club  sends  this 
exhibition  about  the  country  at  cost  and 
has  already  exhibited  it  in  eight  California 
cities. 

Another  notable  exhibit  just  closed  at  the 
same  galleries  was  the  series  of  pastels  by 
Miss  Helen  Blum,  picturing  the  buildings 
and  vistas  of  the  Panama-Pacific  .Inter- 
national Exposition  at  San  Francisco  last 
year.  The  medium  of  treatment  is  peculiarly 
adapted  to  the  reproduction  of  the  remark- 
able pastel  effects  used  in  the  exterior  dec- 
oration of  the  Fair.

The  California  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs  at  their  1916  State  Convention  adopt- 
ed the  following  resolution: 

"WHEREAS,  Alcohol  does  more 
than  any  other  agency  to  prevent  effi- 
ciency in  mankind;  and, 

WHEREAS,  If  the  'ov.ier  woman' 
and  child  are  to  be  protected,  it  must 
be  done  by  the  ballot;  and, 

"WHEREAS,  The  Campaign  Fed- 
eration is  a  non-sectarian,  non-political 
organization;   and, 

"WHEREAS,      The      following      resolu- 
tion was  indorsed  by  the  Los  Angeles 

'■'THEREFORE    BE    IT    RESOLV- 
ED, That  the  California   Federation  of 
Women's   Clubs,   assembled  in   conven- 
tion  at   Hotel   Del   Monte,   indorse   the 
Campaign   Federation   in   its   efforts   to 
close  the  saloons  of  California  in  1918, 
and  to  eliminate  liquor  traffic  in  1920." 
The    California    State    Conference    of   So- 
cial Agencies,  meeting  in  Los  Angeles,  May 
5,   1916,  passed  a  resolution  approving  "the 
present  state-wide  campaign  to  abolish  the 
manufacture    and    sale    of    alcoholic   bever- 
ages." 

The  Southern  Section  of  the  State  Teach- 
ers' Convention  passed  a  similar  resolution. 
The  Los  Angeles  Parent-Teachers'  Asso- 
ciation   also   voted    in    favor    of   the   move- 
ment. 

What  has  led  these  California  women  to 
go  on  record  as  endorsing  a  campaign  to 
make  California  dry,  even  in  the  face  of 
over  fifteen  thousand  licensed  dealers  in  in- 
toxicating liquors  and  the  wine  vineyards 
and  the  hop  industries  of  the  state?  The  an- 
swer is:  The  women  in  the  clubs,  the  so- 
cial workers,  teachers  and  parents  have 
been  studying  social  conditions  and  learn- 
ing the  underlying  causes  which  prevent 
the  success  of  their  work  for  the  educa- 
tion,  elevation  and  uplift  of  humanity. 

The  women  are  learning  that  a  very  large 
proportion  of  our  criminals  and  a  still 
larger   percentage    of   our   prostitutes    have 


from  childhood  been  mentally  deficient.  We 
are  trying  hard  to  know  how  to  prevent 
these  feeble-minded  folk  from  being  a  dis- 
grace to  themselves  and  their  progenitors 
and  a  burden  on  the  community.  We  have 
been  studying  the  history  of  these  and  of 
our  Juvenile  Court  delinquents  and  depend- 
ents. Always  and  ever,  parallel  with  the 
dependency,  delinquency  and  feeble-mind- 
edness  of  the  children  has  been  the  alcohol- 
ism of  the  parents.

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for  the  care  of  insane  persons.  Dr.  Alex- 
ander Johnson,  an  international  expert  on 
feeble-mindedness  and  insanity,  speaking 
on  insanity  at  the  National  Conference 
of  Charities  and  Correction  said:  "The 
class  of  dependent  wards  of  the  cities, 
not  less  than  two-thirds  of  whom 
are  children,  constitutes  the  social  bur- 
den of  this  country  which  more  than 
any  other  factor  will  lead  to  the  de- 
generacy of  the  race.  There  are  more 
people  in  the  asylums  than  there  are  in  all 
the  colleges  and  universities  of  the  coun- 
try." Again  he  says:  "The  two  most  im- 
portant causes  of  the  beginning  of  feeble- 
mindedness are  hereditary  disease  and  alco- 
holism." 

Women  are  particularly  interested  in 
planning  for  the  home  life  and  environ- 
ment of  children.  California  women  have 
learned  that  last  year  Kansas  had  the  low- 
est number  of  children  in  orphan  asylums 
per  one  hundred  thousand  population,  of  any 
sate  having  over  a  million  inhabitants,  and 
California  had  the  largest  number  per  one 
hundred  thousand.  Two  hundred  and 
thirty-six  children  was  the  proportion  for 
saloon-prosperous  California  and  forty-five 
for  prohibition  Kansas. 

Nurses  and  social  workers  trying  to  see 
that  babies  and  infants  have  the  right  food 
and  care,  find  it  is  of  little  use  to  prescribe 
proper  formulas  of  milk  and  regular  hours 
of  bathing  when  the  mother  has  no  money 
to  buy  milk  and  no  tub  in  which  to  place 
the  child.  It  is  interesting  to  learn  that 
Gertrude  Vaile,  executive  secretary  of  the 
Bureau  of  Charity  and  Correction  in  Den- 
ver, says  that  in  the  poorer  sections  of  that 
city  dairymen  have  found  an  increased 
milk  business  during  prohibition  of  from 
four  to  six  thousand  dollars  a  month.  Tn 
Seattle,  during  tire  first  months  of  prohibi- 
tion, three  times  as  many  baby  shoes  were 
sold  as  in  the  same  months  of  the  preced- 
ing year.  In  Denver,  under  prohibition, 
there  has  been  one  hundred  families  less 
each  month  applying  to  the  public  charities 


for  assistance,    than    in    the    preceding   wet 
year. 

The  importance  of  proper  recreation  for 
children  and  young  people  has  been  recog- 
nized by  the  women  of  California  and  they 
have  given  themselves  and  their  money  un- 
grudgingly and  untiringly  to  the  work  of 
the  playgrounds,  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  and  the 
settlements.  But  they  have  learned  in  do- 
ing this  work  that  there  is  no  town  or  city 
where  they  have  tried  to  insure  clean  and 
wholesome  public  amusements,  where  they

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have  not  had  to  meet  the  liquor  traffic  with 
its  unstinted  money,  working  on  the  side 
of  the  low  cafe  or  cabaret,  the  unspeakable 
road  house,  the  low  dances  and  the  lowest 
dives. 

On  the  other  hand  we  are  learning  that 
in  Denver,  with  the  advent  of  prohibition, 
the  all-night  dances  practically  ceased,  that 
in  Portland  and  Spokane,  with  the  closing 
of  the  saloons,  the  sporting  women  left  the 
town,  and  in  North  Dakota  and  other 
states  with  the  coming  of  prohibition  is 
coming  a  demand  for  more  social  centers 
in  the  school  houses.  Even  in  Russia, 
where  the  peasants  used  to  seem  so  stupid 
and  sodden,  there  has  been  a  demand  for 
public  libraries  and  public  lectures  since 
prohibition  has  been  decreed. 

In  studying  the  problems  of  social  work 
the  women  have  come  to  see  that  Elizabeth 
Tilton  of  the  Boston  Associated  Charities 
is  stating  facts  in  the  conservative  Boston 
way  when  she  says:  "Roughly  speaking 
25  per  cent  of  our  poverty,  31  to  50  per  cent 
of  crime,  42  per  cent  of  broken  homes  and 
45  per  cent  of  deserted  and  neglected  chil- 
dren and  untold  immorality,  degeneracy 
and  disease  are  traceable  to  drink.  There 
is  no  one  tangible  thing  you  can  do  that 
will  help  the  world  so  much  as  in  fighting 
liquor." 

The  greatest  accomplishment  of  women's 
organizations  and  clubs,  since  Women's 
Suffrage  was  granted  in  California,  has  been 
the  enactment  of  the  Red  Light  Abatement 
Law.     And  the  women  have  not  been  slow

in  finding  out  that  the  greatest  obstacle 
to  the  enforcement  of  that  law  has  been 
the  power,  organization  and  money  of  the 
liquor  interests.  One  woman  who  was 
actively  interested  in  obtaining  this  law 
and  has  since  been  working  for  its  inforce- 
ment  says  that  nothing  would  ever  have 
converted  her  to  prohibition  except  finding 
the  uselessness  of  putting  on  the  statute 
books  any  law  looking  toward  better  moral 
conditions  in  a  community,  or  attempting 
to  enforce  any  law  already  on  the  books  for 
the  better  moral  and  economic  conditions 
of  the  community,  as  long  as  the  liquor 
traffic  remains  in  power  to  destroy  both. 

In  fact  women  have  come  to  see  that  un- 
derlying all  their  efforts  for  better  condi- 
tions in  a  community,  is  the  annulling 
power  of  the  great  liquor  business  whose 
very  life  depends  on  debasing  men's 
moral  natures,  reducing  their  efficiency  and 
lowering  their  powers  of  resistance  to  dis- 
ease. 

The  women  have  gone  on  record  with 
their  words,  what  will  their  deeds  show? 
The  Eastern  states  are  asking,  "Will  Wo- 
men's Suffrage  in  California  vote  out  the 
most  corrupt  influence  in  politics — the 
saloon?"  Will  they  vote  for  the  home  as 
against  any  money  power  in  the  state?  Will

Great  numbers  of  people  in  California 
who  co.nsider  themselves  "well  informed" 
are  really  woefully  ignorant  of  how  they 
themselves  would  gain  financially  by  read- 
ing up  something  on  the  "Buy-in-California" 
campaign,  be  it  even  so  little  as  two  para- 
graphs the  month. 

The  ordinary  man  in  the  street  probably 
never  thinks  of  the  fact  that  every  little 
thing  he  can  do  to  help  "Home  Industry" 
— either  by  "looking  for  the  label"  of 
"Made-in-California"  goods,  or  by  passing 
along  the  good  word  to  that  effect — is 
helping  to  get  contracts  for  California  fac- 
tories that  will  bring  more  outside  gold  to 
the  State,  and  thus  make  more  pleasant  for 
himself  his  business  affairs  and  social  life. 
While  he  knows  that  every  dollar  of  East- 
ern money  brought  to  California,  and  kept 
here,  makes  himself  and  neighbors  all  the 
happier,  he  seldom  thinks  of  the  big  boost 
he  can  himself  give  to  that  money-attract- 
ing by  helping  the  California  factory  make 
its  "overhead"  less — thus  enabling  it  to 
compete  with  the  outside  factory  in  secur- 
ing "national"  contracts — through  his  re- 
membering to  buy  only  goods  which  have  a 
California  label. 

The  experience  of  the  past  few  months 
has  shown  that  in  many  lines  of  "national 
industrial  activity"  the  California  factories 
are  forcing  their  competitors  to  come  to 
this  State  to  open  up  factories  here — if 
these  outsiders  would  not  lose  all  big  con- 
tracts to  local  enterprises.  And  yet  many  a 
local  resident  gives  little  thought  to  the 
immense  good  that  he  himself  can  do  to- 
wards bringing  more  factories  here  by  sim- 
ply "looking  for  the  label"  when  making 
any  sort  of  a  purchase.  Fortunately  for  the 
State,  however,  tens  of  thousands  of  Cali- 
fornia women  have  signed  "auxiliary  mem- 
bership" cards  in  "The  Home  Industry 
League  of  California,"  by  the  terms  of 
which  they  agree  to  give  "California-made- 
goods"  the  preference  every  time  they  make 
a  purchase  of  even  so  small  a  thing  as  a 
cake  of  soap  or  a  package  of  biscuits. 

Wage-workers  who  want  to  see  more 
"employment"  in  California;  business  con- 
cerns, such  as  grocers,  butchers,  garages 
and  the  like,  which  want  more  "customers" 
with  more  money  to  spend  for  their  wares; 
housewives  who  want  to  see  "prices"  come 
down  on  all  "necessities"  of  life  (through 
there  being  manufactured  much  more  of 
them  in  local  plants);  property  owners  who 
want  "taxes"  reduced;  as  well  as  the  fac- 
tory owners  themselves  who  want  to  re- 
duce  their   "selling   costs"   through   greatly 


increased  total  "outputs" — all  are  equally 
interested — all  have  a  chance  to  further 
their  cash  reserves — by  "looking  for  the 
label"  at  the  grocer's  or  the  hat  store,  or  the 
department  store,  and  by  buying  a  "made- 
in-California"  article,  even  when  the  pur- 
chase is  not  to  cost  more  than  a  copper 
cent. 

That  the  general  public  of  California  is 
awakening  to  the  realization  of  the  extent 
to  which  they  themselves  may  benefit  if 
they  give  preference  to  California-made 
goods  is  proven  by  announcement  of  Ex- 
ecutive Secretary  Charles  R.  Thorburn,  of 
the  Home  Industry  League;  that  the  Al- 
pine Milk  Company  will  have  an  additional 
plant  in  operation  within  a  few  months;  the 
Sperry  Flour  Company  will  shortly  start  a 
new  mill;  and  that  contracts  for  supplies 
for  the  army  and  navy,  worth  well  up  to 
$15,000,000  for  shoes,  hats,  uniforms,  gloves, 
soap,  rubber  packing,  etc.,  have  been 
awarded  California  firms  within  the  past 
month  in  the  face  of  the  competition  of  the 
older  and  more  conveniently  located  facto- 
ries of  the  Eastern  States. 
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FOR  LUNCHEONS  AND  TEA 

Ham  Canapes 
Take  some  slices  of  bread  one-half  inch 
thick  and  cut  them  into  rounds  with  a  bis- 
cuit cutter.  Brown  the  pieces  of  bread  on 
both  sides  in  melted  butter.  Put  some  cold 
cooked  ham  through  a  food  chopper,  sea- 
son with  white  pepper  and  moisten  with 
a  little  milk.  Mix  well  and  spread  on  the 
fried  bread.  Sprinkle  over  with  grated 
cheese,  and  bake  in  a  hot  oven  until  the 
cheese  is  melted.  Serve  on  a  hot  platter 
garnished  with  slices  of  hard-cooked  eggs. 
Cheese  Pudding 

Two  cupfuls  of  cheese  broken  in  small 
pieces,  two  cupfuls  of  bread  broken  in 
small  pieces,  three  well-beaten  eggs,  salt 
and  paprika  to  taste,  and  a  tablespoon  of 
butter.  Mix  these  ingredients  together, 
turn  them  into  a  well-buttered  baking  dish 
and  barely  cover  with  milk.  Bake  for 
thirty  minutes  in  a  moderate  oven.  Serve 
with  combination  or  asparagus  salad  or  for 
a  luncheon  dish. 

Chocolate  Jumbles 

Cream  one  cupful  of  butter  or  lard  with 
one  cupful  of  sugar;  add  one  cupful  of  mo- 
lasses, one-half  cake  of  chocolate,  grated, 
two  well-beaten  eggs,  one  teaspoonful  of 
baking  soda  dissolved  in  one-fourth  cupful 
of  water,  one  teaspoonful  of  powdered  cin- 
namon and  enough  flour  to  make  a  stiff 
dough.  Roll  out  and  cut  with  a  cooky 
cutter.
